So the relief afforded 
in one case by blue-pill, or calomel, might be 
derived, in another^ mom ipecacuanha, or 
antimony,.or from a steam-bath without any 
medicine at alL”

«Disease 1” said Mr. Daggea ; “but, if I 
understand yon, the tendency of the inflamma¬ 
tion is to heal” 

“Precisely so; and in the simplest form of 
disease we see a prooess,'excited by injury, 
the effect of which is to repair that imury. 
"Bat other processes, admitted on hands to 
be diseases, are as obviously remedial. Tlie 
voracious consumptiou of unripe fruit, you 
know, Mr. Bagges, will afliict young gentlemen 
with, a painful anmenti which, however, is 
evidently an effort of Mathre^yo eXpel the 
oanse of initatian. Many entaheons enip- 
t tbmsalre-known to be salutary; and even a 
fli of the gout, as yon may have heard, sir, and 
peihi^ experienced, acts, often as a kind of 
oLearance to the system. Indeed the nature 
olidl disease appears, so ftr as we can deter* 
mine.'i^ to be, essentially, reaction against 
iidaty. But this reaction may be too power¬ 
'll or too weak ; it may he impeded, or per- 
vwtsd, or disturbed, or jirotracted, by a 
variety of causes; and then our professional 
intarfarenee, Mr. Burges, becomes necessary.” 

“Witii jour pu^ and powder% and 
draughts, and mixtures, et cetera 1” interposed 
Ml’. Baggea. > - ^

you mention,” add .Mr. Fewhy, and some

terminates of itself. But the' inflammation 
consequent on the wound may be more tiutn 
simple The out may fester instead of healing. 
The inflammation may nm up the arm, and, 
in place of forming adhesive matter, pass 
tbroimh ’various st^ea, which I need not 
describe^ except as dangerons and nnifleasant. 
What occasions the inflammatory process to 
aaanme tiiis character—that of wjiat is termed 
unhealthy inflammation ? The circumstance 
we discover on inquiry to be, that there is 
something wrong in tne system: generally 
that some organ, the oflice of whmh is to 
purify it of I’cfase matter, is not doing its 
duty. Medidne is given, or means are tuen, 
to make that organ perform its function; 
and this object accomplished, the inflamma¬ 
tion BubBldes. The action of a few blue pillH 
and black dran^ta, for example, may be 
suffident to subdue-it, and reduce it to the 
simple form; and this quite independently of 
any local treatment beyond enveloping the 
limb in a pulp of bread and warm water.” 

“ Commonly called a poultice,” Mr. Bagges 
supped. 

“ Bven 80 . Now, in the case just supposed, # 
the medidne, you see, Mr. Bt^gra, did not 
directly stop the inflammation. It acted by I 
removmg certain conditions—torpidity, we j 
will say, of the liver, and other organs there¬ 
with connected—and then the inflammation 
ceased. And by far the greater number of 
diseases, sir, are to be cured by the mere 
removal, of those and similar conditions; 
indeed, by no more than rectifying' the diges¬ 
tive apparatus, and candng its dependencies | 
to execute a sort of vital sewage ana drainage. 
Our most numerous bodily injuries are 
inflicted by ouraelveB througn excesses and 
errors of cflet. Mischief moat ftequently 
enters the human body by the mouth. The 
frame is thiu overloaded with snperflaities, or 
tainted wi^ impurities, and these are the 
most general causes of disease, and they 
aggravate and prolong diseases that originate 
ouierwiae. fact iu port explains the 

success of quack medicines. Most of these 
compounds mcrease the action of the cleaning 
organs. Ont of a hundred patients taken 
inmscriminately, a large percentage would 
probably derive rdlief from any medicine 
Wring that action. So mudi t^imony fo 
safe iW Dr. Ghillaway's pills. ' A few grains 
of calomel and oolocyntn from the honest 
have answered better, per^ 
him; but this is npt- known, or not oon- 
rider^' Dr. Oullaww poffii md advertises 
his sdoeeases—with aMitiona and embellitii- 
mehtsL of course. Experience vonches for his 
pills in soma degree, and then Crednlify 
gulps them to asw extwt." 

‘^Now diaeai^” aaid Mr. Baggea, “aooord- 
ing to you, is—ihat ia, in greait ineaBure--a 
what 1-^ Bd.atary effort of Nature. Well— 
eh 7— how do yon make that ont in diseases I 
that arise from too much eatii^ and drinking 1 
Indigeatioo, flir inataiyoe.” 
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** Indigestioa,” answered Zdr. Newby, “ is so 
&r Bnlutaiy, that it involves a resistance, on the 
part of the digestive ‘organs, to their farther 
abuse. But excess does not produce serious 
ainfliuift of the stomach and viscera in the first 
instance. It disorders those organs, j^rhara; 
and thdr .disorder occasious disease in a dis* 
fj-nt f pnrt-^ven as fiur away as the great toe, 
poBsimy, you know, Mr. Bagges: but thus the 
more important organs are relieved. Itisafact, 
that internal disordw is often remedied by 
brewings out, and other diseases of the skin, 
or by we formation of sores on the limbs. 
And if we get the sore to heal, or subdue the 
eruption, by merely local means, we do it at 
the of causing'inward disease. So, when 
we have to deal with these outward ailmeuts, 
we proceed, not against them, directly, but 
against the conditions of body which they 
arise from, and in regard to which they are a 
sort of vents and safety-valves.” 

“ Eh! but disease, then, sco mb to bo so good 
a thing, that one would think it ought some¬ 
times to be rather encouraged,” Mr. Bagges 
remarked. 

"Certniiily: that is what we do when we 
* bring an inflammation to a head,’ or when, in 
the cold stage of a fever, we try to induce the 
hot. Sometimes we have to assist the process 
of disease, sometimes to restrain it; at others 
—■and 1 think at most—give it fi*ee scope, 
content to act merely as Nature’s dustmen, 
and brush impediments out of her way. 
Shakspeare talks of ‘the natural gates and 
alleys of the body.’ We are little better than 
porters to the gatei^ Mr. Bagges ; we ore not 
much more,sir, than mentliat sweep the alleys,^’ 

“ Nature! exclaimed Mr. Bagges; “ Natura! 
Well—certainly—-tlvere is uotlung like study¬ 
ing Nature.” 

"Particularly in medicine,” said Newby. 
“ Many imjMrtant measures of practice are stig- 
gested by hints from Nature. Nature bleeds 
—^from the nose. She blisters—^iu throwing 
out an eruption. She establishes an issue 
when she forms an ulcer.” 

“ Yon don’t believe,” said Mr. Bagger “ in 
specifics—or that particular medicines cure 
particular diseases 1 But—eh 1—^but what, 
then, is the action of medicines 1 ” 

“They art,” replied Newby, “on spertal 
oi'gans or tissues; and so far th^ exert a 
specific action. Some, for instance, promote 
the function of the s^, some, of the liver, 
some of the kidneys. Others stimulate the 
brain'and nervous syste^ or the stomach, or 
the heart and arteries. Tne use of medidnes 
is, to art on those organs in ^uch a manner os 
to produce the conditions of bo^ required for 
the fitvourable ter min ation of the disease' 
and in some cases to moderate or check the 
diaeaaed process when it is going too far.” 

“Then—now—suppose ai^ one asks you 
what is good for a oougjh 1 ” 

“He aak» me,” Newby replied, “afoolidi 
TOMtion. Antmonial wine may be good. 
Salts and senna may be good. Dover’s powder 


may be good. Sulphuric acid' may be good. 
Opium may be good. Water'^ruel maybe good. 
A rump steak, oud a bottle of stout may be 
good—according to the different conditions of 
particular organs, or of the whole system.” 

“And ye^ said Mr. Bagges, “you see, 
people in general think that each disease has 
Its remedy—just as a poison has its antidote.” 

“A nrtion which is the foundation of 
quackery, both in the profession and out of it; 
out of It by inducing faith in infallible pills, 
and so forth—^in it by encouraging medical 
men to administer drugs for the relief of mere 
symptoms, without regard to their causes. It 
also degrees their profession in the opinion 
of the jmbiic, causing it to be looked upon as 
consisting merely in the remembrance and 
application of a catalogue of recipes. More¬ 
over it deludes patieuts into the belief that 
they may be cured by drugs, independently of 
any regulation of their habits, aud makes them 
think slightly of honest practitioners, who 
tell them that this cannot 1 m dune.” 

" You seem to think a good deal of diet add 
exercise, eh ? ” 

“Diet alone, will often suffice to remove 
impediments to core ; and when it docs, it is 
better than medicine. Exercise acts as a 
downright stimulant to the skin, and the 
other cleansing organs. Hence your fox- 
hunter is eualued to cat and drink consider¬ 
ably more than your philosojilier.” 

“You can’t pursue science on quite so 
much beef and ale, as you can a fox, eh 1 ” 

“ Decidedly not, Mr. Baj^cs.” 

. “ In regnlatiug the functions,—eh ?—of the 
differeut organs of the body—^liy niediciues, 
and regimen, consists tlie art of medicine, 
then ! ” Mr. Bagges inquireil. 

“ Mainly,” answered Newby. “ But we 
have some remedies which lire not nu .Heines, 
baths, for instance, although these act medi¬ 
cinally. Then we aomeumes regulate the 
circumtiou by bleeding ; and then there is the 
great principle of couuter-iiritation.” 

“What is that ? ” inquiretl Mr. Rigges. 

“ Why, creating a disease—an iiifloiuinatiun 
—^by blistering, or »milar means—^ui an unim¬ 
portant part, near to, or uuunected Vitli, an 
important port. By a law of Nature, the 
diseased action is transferred from the latter 
to the former. As, fixnn the insido of a joint 
to the skin on the outside of it, or from the 
lunm to the exterior of the chest.” 

“Now, what do you tiiiuk of hoiutcopathy ? ” 
Mir. Bainres demanded. 

Newby replied, “that it is a 
fine satire on the dru^ug system of ^u^tiM. 
Part of the homceopatiuc lix^atnieut is dietetic. 
Diet alone will cure very many diseases. !niq 
vulgar—the great vulgar, sir, as well a£- the 
smml—see the cures apparentiy'' effected Iw 
homoeopathy; and, ^in k^in{^< 'With, their 
genend reasoning on mediw matten, refer 
them to the wrong cause—the homoeopathy 
instead of the diet. Homoeopethy is merdy a 
system of treating diseases without medicines.” 
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“You think nothioff, then, of the infim— 
what 1—^tesimal doaea 1 ” 

"Pooh! We are idl oontimially taking 


manner of medunnes, all day. If the^ oore 
diseaaes l^eir power of poncing aimilar 
dueaaea, what a state every such unfoitunate i 
youth ought to be in! Eat Z am open to eon>.j 
▼iotion, Take a hundred patients or so, 
with wiTniUr ailments. Put them all oh tiie 
same regimen. Give one filW homosopathic 
globules, and the other globules of bread. 
Lead them all to imagine that they ate being 
treated homoeopathically. Eepeat this ex¬ 
periment a dozen times, and if aplain prepon¬ 
derance of cures can be shown on the siae of 
the first fifty, I^wSl believe in the globules. 
But I tlunk I nmy venture to add, I will also 
eat my boots.” 

" It b a sad thing that there diould be so 
much quackery,” Mr. Bagges remarked— 
" eh 1—and that Government should grant 
patents for quack medicine 1 If the medmines 
do good in some cases—^why, in others, patients 
may take the wrong, or die from quacking i 
themselves, instead of resorting to proper] 
advice—eh 7 And then only to think of the 
mischief done in the nursery-—by mistakes 
witli your Daffy, and your Dalby, and your 
Godfrey. How—just for the sake of a little 
revenue—can Government sanction such— 
what 7—such mischievous imposture 7 ” 

"Prom an utter contempt of medical] 
science, and a total diax^ard of the rights] 
of the medical profession, Mr. Bagges, in 
which society acquiesces.” 

" But now, is society altogether to blame 7 ” 

“No, sir. We are partly to blame our¬ 
selves for not having dirclosed to society the 
fame nature of our science. We ought to 
have told society Idng ago what I, have just i 
been tr^g to tell you.” 

Welb” said Mr. Bagg^ “let ,ua hope the 
worM will get wiser by and by with respect 
lo medical matters. And now—if you’ll 
allow me one glass more—we’ll drink 
‘Physic’—mean ‘Succetato Physic,’—and 
t&en we ’ll ring for the tea.” 


CHIPS. 
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LITBS AND CABOOSS. 

A aaoBl time ago, a vessel, crowded with 
passengers^ was wrecked, in the night, on one 
end wlhe Goodwin Sanw; and, a little after 
daybreak, anothw^ yesf^ laden with a cargo 
of tin in weeta^ oc^/pee in fake and cakes, and 
lead in pigs, was wMoked^t the other eu of 
tiw Bon^ They W«w both descried by the 
|dsaaeB of saihus adboreiOn the look-out; Mid, 
upugh the wind wasAtill blow^ agal^ and 
Tuimlng high -and wil£ a crew of 
put off* in^A fifibboat nom Broad- 
■detennincd to xisk ' lheir Izves in sn 
to reach, one .eCths' i w sB ds . Thqr 


took their course towards the vessel crowded 
with passengers, and which had been ’fint 
wreidced. Soon afterwords* a second boat, 
from another station, was launched into the 
bursting waves, and made its perilous way 
towards the other vessel, laden vnth the cargo 
of sheet tin, tiles and cakes of copper, and 
pirn of lead. 

The crew of the first life-boat managed to 
reach the vessel; and, by the mnnbers that 
crowded the deck, all crying out and praying 
to be saved, the boatmen immediatdy saw 
that there was a good deal more rough work 
dialked out for them. Two or three " trips,” 
and the co-operation of thmr mates ashore, 
would ho necessary, to save so many lives. 
They made up their minds to the task, and 
at once took as many as they could—^landed 
them safely at Broadstairs, and then buffetted 
their way back to the same vessel again,—^the 
sea often miming clean over men and boat. 
Tills they repeated—a second life-boat from 
Broadstairs joining them in the exploit—and 
in the course of the day they succeeded in 
taking off evciy soul on board, and bringing 
them safely ashore. The vessel also had a 
number of caries of butter and lard in her 
hold, which the captain bad ordered up on 
deck, all ready; but if the boatmen had taken 
i these, they must have saved two or three 
lives less for each cask, according to weight, 
BO the butter and lard were left to perish. 

• Tlie crew of the boat that made its way to 
tlie other vessel, at the forthmrmost end of the 
sands, found that although there were but 
fsw lives to save (only the captain, mate, and 
two “hands,”) there was a much better 
thing, viz., a valoablo cargo. No wild and 
unmanageable passengers—desperate men, 
half-fi'antic women, screaming children—all 
very difficult to get into the boat, and yet 
nwre difficult to prevent from kaping down 
into her in a crowd that would capsize or sink 
her,—^but four seamen, who assisted them in 
getting out of the hold cases of placid alieet- 
tin, patient tiles of copper, imperturbable solid 
ookes, and docile pigs of lead. They ako 
found a mine of p^rniy-jaecea, in the shape of 
casks of copper-nails, and a thousand copper 
bolts. They made their way baric with as 
mnria as they could saftuv cany, And shortly 
afterwards returned witn two other boat^ 
They persevered in this “ labour of love ” till 
thejr had got out -nearly all the cargo, and 
carried it safe ashore.. 

Now ccanes the question of remuAMaftion 
for these two parties of bdld sailortL and 
wise condition of maritime laws in these very 
important cases. Ttosailozs who had assisted 
in moving the sheet tin, the tales and cakei^ 
and casks, and bofts of copper, and the pigs 
of lead, received, earii man., twenty pounds m 
the current orixi of '&e zealm ; and the sailora 
who had xiriced .their lives in saving the 
crowd ef, passengers in the other vesoel 
(having no lawfiu claim to anything for 
o«^ saving homaa Svas), recrived, by iperial 
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mbaciiption and conBideration, half-a-crown 
each 1 TTnd they saved the casks of butter 
and lard, that would have given them a 
legitimate claim to salvago; but as it was, 
they had no claim at all. It should be added 
that the sailors knew this at the time. 

Coast sailors are always well aware of the 
inliiitnuTi condition of the law in this respect; 
sometimes, their necessities urging, and a great 
occasion tempting them, they abandon the 
saving of life for the preservation of property 
—according to the direct teaching of the law; 
—^but, in goue^ they will never see any fellow 
creatures perish, if risking their own lives, 
without hope or chance of reward, can preserve 
others. 

A striking i n stance-^-one of the many that 
take place every year on diiferent puts of 
the British coast—has recently occurred at 
Broadstairs. 

The “Mary White” of London, on her 
first voyage, was wrecked on the north-east 
part of the Goodwin Sands, on the sixth 
lustaui. Ihe vessel was descried at day¬ 
break from Broadstairs, and, at this time, a 
gale of wind was blowing from the north¬ 
east, which always canses a terrific sea. The 
life-boat was soon launched, and eight young 
men volunteered to risk their lives in an 
attei^npt to save the crew, if possible. It was 
evident to them, at first sight, Uiai the vessel 
was doomed to destruction, as the sea was 
making a complete breach over her, and fiying 
half-mast high. Be it clearly understood that 
as the men saw that the vessel was sure to go 
down very speedily, their gallant venture was 
not fur cargo and profit, but to save life at 
peril of their own. 

The men were provided with Ayckbourn’s 
“life-belts,” in case of being swept off into the 
sea; and, as events turned out, it was very 
fortunate lor two of them that they had such 
assistance in being kept on the sumce. Tlie j 
crew Cf the ill-fated vessel made an attmnpt, 
as it was afterwu-ds known, to get out their 
lone-boat, and one poor tellow got his wrist 
brcMceu in the effort; but the sea continually 
swept completely over them, and rendered all 
chance of laumming the boat <^uite hopeless. 

In about an Jaoar from the tune of starting, 
the crew of the life-boat neared the vessel, and 
having weathered hm*, ih^ quickly made up 
their minds that the only chance of saving 
any of them would be to run through the 
heavy sea, and board h«. This was a daring 
expedient, and the first sea made a rush clean 
over them, men and boat; but the boat rose 
like* a wild duck out o£ the foam, and the 
crew getting her under Ihe lee of the vessel, 
two of them succeeded in getting on board 
of her. Seven of the crew were rescued, 
and stowed sa&ly in the life-boat; but the 
captain and two men—by some extraordhmry 
want of perception of ue fete that awaited 
tbem-^me yet move soiprisiim nustrust— i 
a panic, taking the form of 'obstinate per- j 
venuty—-or an invino^le sense of duty—or 1 


something else in their minds quite inex¬ 
plicable—actually refused to leave the vesseL 

In vain did the two gallant fellows feom the 
shore endeavour to persuade them—they per¬ 
sisted in remainiug; and while tbie was 
going forward, the life-boat broke adrift feom 
the vessel’s sicle. The two of her crew still on 
board, seeing d^ly that their only chance 
was to regain the ^at, leaped over into the 
BUi^ng waves, and made eveiy effort to swim 
towards her. In this most precarious atteimt 
they were fortunate enough to succeed. The 
crew of the life-boat made several ineffectual 
efforts to return to the vessel, but they could 
not near her again. In half an hour she 
heeled over on her beam-ends, and the captain 
and his two men who had refused to leave 
her, were seen to perish in the rigging. 

There were three luggers, with their crews, 
to leeward of the vessel; and they had exerted 
themselves to the utmost to near her, but in 
vain. The lugger, “ Buffalo Gal,” of BamBgat& 
took the crew m from the liie-boat, and towed 
her—^the boat’s crew being nearly exhausted 
—^into Bamsgatc harbour. 

We now come to a very weighty matter. 
Where is the reward which these gallant 
fellows ought to claim fur such a service 7 
Nowhere. Th^ have no claim. If they had 
saved leather, or cheese, to1«icco or bacon, 
there would have been a positive and definite 
claim—^but as it w'os only human life, there is 
nothing. A “ subscription has since been ori¬ 
ginated;” but this is entirely a matter of 
private, or local, good fecliug, and however 
excellent in itself, this, is not ^e precarious 
way in which the due reward of such ser¬ 
vices ought to be left. Nobody for one in¬ 
stant con think so. 

.Now that the government is contemplating 
the establishment of regular life-boa’ stations 
at different parts of the coast, it is to be hoped 
(ought it not to be demanded ?) that the 
question of reward should be re-modified with 
some little contdderation for the value of 
human lif(^ as compared with casks of butter, 
bales of leather, cakes of copper, or pigs of 
lead. 
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Athbustakb, the son of Edward tlie Elder, 
succeeded that king.

Wales, 
ho broke and defeat^ in one great battle, 
loo^ iamonB for the vast numbers slain 
in It. After that, he had a quiet reign; 
Oie lords and ladies about him had leisure to 
become polite and agreeable; and foreign 
princes irefe glad (as they hare sometimes 
been since) to coine to England on riuts to 
the English court. 


iPien Athelslane died, at foriy-eeren years 
olA bis brother EnKunn, who was only 
e^nteen, became king. He was the first of 
six boy-kin^ as you will presently know. 

They cal^ him Ibe Maffliifioent, because 
he showed a taste fiir improvement and re» 
finement.

Command that robber to depart I" " ludll not 
d^mrt! ” said Leof. " No 1 ** cried the king. 
“ No, by the Lord! ” said Leof. Upon that 
the king rose from his seat, and makin|^ pas- 
nonately at the robber, and, seizing mm by 
hia long hair, tried to throw him down. But 
the robber hm a dag^r underneath hia cloak, 
and, in the scuffle, s^bed the king to death. 
That done, he set his back against the wall, 
and fought so d^perately tluit although he 
was soon cut to pieces by the king’s armed 
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splawed with his blood, yet it was not before 
he had killed and wounded many of them. 
You may. imagine what roD^h Uyes the kin^ 
of those times led, when.^ <meiof them could 
stn^le, half drunk, with a public robber in 
Vis dining-hall, aztd be stabbed in pre¬ 
sence of the company who ate and di^k 
with him. 

Then, succeeded the boy-king Edbxd, who 
wpa weak and sickly in bodv, but of a strong 
mnd. And his armies fougut the Northmen, 
the Denra end Norwegians, or the Sea Sinm 
as thqy were called, and beat them for we 
time. Add in nine years Edred died, and 
passed away.

He 
Imd also made a haip,that was said to ^y of 
itself—which it very likely did, as .^ouan 
Harps, which ore played the wind, and are 
understood now, al’tW;]^ do. For these won¬ 
ders he had b^n^ once denounced by Ids 
enemies, who were jealous of his favour with 
the late E[ing Athelstane, as a sorcerer, and 
had been waylaid, bound hand and foot, and 
thrown into a ma^. But, he got out agtin, 
somehow, to cause a great deal of trouble yet. 

The priests of those days were, generally, 
the only scholars. They were learned in 
many wings. Having to make their own 
convents and monasteries on uncultivated 
mounds that were granted to them'by the 
Crown, it was necessary that they should be 
good farmers and good gbdeners, or their lauds 
would have been too poor to support them. 
For the decoration of the chapels where they 
prayed, and the comfort of the refectories 
where they ate and drank, it was uecessary 
that there should be good carpenters, good 
smiths, good painters, among them. For 
their greater safety in sickness and accident, 
living alone by tliemselves in solitary places, 
it was necessary that th^ should study the 
virtues of plants and herbs, and should know 
how to dress cuts, burns, studds, and bruises, 
and how to set broken limbs. Accordingly, 
they taught themselves, and one another, a 
groat variety of useful aris, and became skilful 
m agriculture, medicine, surgery, and handi¬ 
craft. And when they wanted the aid of any 
little pieceof machinery which would be simple 
enough now, but was. marvellous then, to 
impose a trick upon the poor peasants, they 
knew very well how to make it, and did make 
it many a time and often, I have no doubt. 

Dunstan, Abbot of Glastoubory Abbey, 
was one of the most sagacious and crafty of 
these monks. He was au ingenious smith, 
and worked at a forge in his Utile cell. This 
cell was made too short to admit of his lying 
at full length when he went to sleep—as n 
tied did any good to anybody 1 —and be ubo<1 
to teU the ihosi extraordina^ lies about 
demouB and spirits, who, he sai^ came there 
to persecute nlm. For instance, he related 
tha^ one day when he was at vrork, the 
devil, looked in at the little yrindow, and tried 
to tempt him to lead a life of idle -pleasure : 
whereupon, havlng'hia piuoem in the fire, red- 
hot, he seized the devil bjrtihe nose ana put 
him to such palii, that ms bellowiifgs were 
heard for miles and.nu^es. Some peoplewre 
inclined to think this ndnsense was a part of 
Dunatan’s nn»/lTifle» (his head never quite 
recovered the fisver),. but I thii^ not; 
for, I observe timt it induced the ^orant 
people to conrijfer him a ho ly m an, ana that it 
made him veiypcwerfiil. Which was exactly. 
what he alway# wonted. 

On the day of the ooronatirm qf the hand- 
Bome* bOTfkmg Fdwy, it was remarked by 
Odo, Armf»#b<m ^ Guiterbary (who vms a 
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Dane by birth), that the king quietly left 
the coronation feast, 'while all the company 
were there, Odo, much' displeased, sent 
his friend Dunstan to seek huu. Dnnstan 
finding him in the company of his bewtiM 
young wife, EmiVA, and her mother ExHEii- 
oiVA, a good and virtuous lady, not only 
groasly abused them, but dragged the young 
king back into ^the feastiug-hall l:)y force. 
Some, again, 'think Dunstan did this because 
the young king's fair wife was his otni 
cousin, and the monks objected to people 
marrying their own cousins; but, I believe be 
did it, solely because he was an imperious, 
audacious, ill-conditioned priest, who, having 
loved a young lady himseu before he became 
a sour monk, hatm all love now, and every¬ 
thing Iwlonging to it. 

The young king was quite old enough to 
feel this insmt. Donstau had been Treasurer 
in the last reign, and he soon charged 
Dunstan with having taken some of the uiat 
king’s money. The Glastonbury Abbot fled 
to Belgium (very nai-rowly escaping some 
pursuers who were seat to put out ms eyes, 
as you will wish thep had, when you read 
what follows), and his abb^ was given to 
priests who were married : whom be always, 
both l)efore and afterwards, opposed. Imt, 
he quickly conspired with his mend, Odo the 
Don^ to set up the king’s young brother, 
Epoar, as hia rival for the twone; and, not 
content with this revenge, he caused the 
beautiful queen Elgiva, though a lovely girl of 
only seventeen or eighteen, to be stolen from 
one of the Royal Palaces, branded in the 
cheek -with a red-hot iron, and sold into 
slavery in Ireland. But, the Irish petmlc 
pitied and befriended her, and th^said, " Let 
ns restore the girl-queen to the boy-king, and 
make the young lovers hapjiy! ’’ and they 
cured her of her ciUsl wouni^ and sent her 
home as beautiful as bdbre. irat, the villain 
Dunstan, and tliat other villain, Odo, caused 
her to be waylaid at 'Gloucester as she was 
myfiiUv hurrying to join her husband, and to 
be hacked and Lemi 'with swords, and to be 
barbarously maimed and lamed, and left to 
die. When Edv^ the Fair (his people called 
him BO, because he 'was so young and hand- 
8(Hne) heard of her dreadful fate^ he died of 
a broken heart; and so the pitiful story of the 
poor young 'wife and hasband ends! Ah 1 
Better Ao have been two cottagers, in those 
bad tini^ than king and queen of Tgn gln.wdj 
though -never bo ! 

Then came the boy-king. Edoab, called the 
Peaceftd, fifteen years ola. Dunstan, being 
still the real'king, dro-ve all married priests 
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court at Chester, and went on the river Dee 
to -viait the monastery of St. John, the eight 
oars of his boat were pulled (as the people used 
to delight in relating in stories and songs) by 
eight crowned kings, and steered by the King 
or England. As ne was very obedierit to 
Dunstan and the monks, they took great 
pains to represent him as the best of kings, 
Bu^ he was really profligate, debauched and 
vidous. He once forcibly carried off a young 
lady from the convent at ''^ton; and Dunstan, 
pretending to be very much shocked, con¬ 
demned him not to wear his crowu u^u his 
head for seven years;—^no great pnnishment, 
I dare jiar, as it can hardly have been a more 
comfortable ornament to wear, than a stew- 
pan -without a handle. His marriage with his 
second -wife, Eu'uipa, is one of the -worst 
events of his reign. > Hearing of tlie beauty 
of this lady, he desjiatched his favorite courtier, 
AmstwoLD, to her father’s castle, in Devon¬ 
shire, to see if she were really as charming ns 
fame reported. Now, she was so exceedingly 
beautifi^ that Athelwold fell in love with 
her himself, and married her; but, he told 
the king that die was only rich—^not hand¬ 
some. ^e king, suspectmg the truth, when 
they come borne, resolved to pay the newly- 
married couple a vidt; and, suddenly, told 
Athelwold to prepare for his immraiate 
coming. Athelwold, terrified, confessed to 
his young wife what he had said and done, 
and implored her to disguise her beauty by 
some imly dress or silly manner, that he 
might TO safe from the king's anger. She 
promised that she would; but, she was a 

S roud, bad woman, who would far rather have 
eeu a queen th^ the wife of a courtier. 
She dres^ herself in her best dress, and 
adorned herself with her richest jewels ; and, 
when the king came, presently, he discovered 
the cheat. So, he caused his false friend, 
Athelwold, to be murdered in a -wood, and 
matxied his widow, this bad Elfinda. Six or 
seven yean afterwards, he died, and was 
buried, as if be had been all that the monks 
said be was, in the abbey of Glastonbury, 
wbidi be—or rather Dunstan fdr him—^had 
much enririied. 

England, in one part of this reign, was 
BO troublea by wolves^ which, driven out of 
the op^ country, hid themBelves in the 
mountains of Wales when they were not 
attacking travellers and animals, that the 
tribute payable by the Welsh people was for¬ 
given them, on condition of their pipdacing, 
eve^ year, three hundred wolves’ beads. 
And the Welshmen were so sharp upon the 
wolves, to sa-ve thdr money, that m four 
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Iseed them by stem, solitaiy, monks, hke 
k imii e h ^ of the rlMd order, ciuled the jSene- 
wtSnea. He made bimsetf Ajrchbidrop of 
(^terbury^ for his greater i^ory, and exer- 
power over the neighbouring 
Frinoea, and so oolleoted tiiem aboiu 
the king, that^ onoe, wheii the king held his 




. Then, came the boy-king, Edward, called 
the Martyr, firom the manner of bis death. 
Elfinda had a son, namud EtHXLRitD, for whom 
she eln-imad the utTono: bttl^ Dunstan did not 
choose to fovor him, and lOMe Edward king. 
The boy -was hunrii^ one diQq dorm in Dor- 
setdiir^ when he rrae i^Bsr to Corfe Caatl^ 
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btiH city ros& aad murdered all the Danes 
who were their ue^hbours. Young and old, 
babies and soldiers, men and women, every 
Dane was iriiiivl. No doubt there were 
among thmu many ferocious men who had 
done the English great wrong, and whose 
pride and insolence in swaggering in the 
houses of the hSigli^, and insulting their 
wives and daughters, h^ become unbearable; 
bat, no doubt there were also among them 
many peaceful diristian Danes wlm had 
married English women and become like 
•Rn gliBh men. They were all slain, even to 
Gokhilda, the sis^ of the King of Den¬ 
mark, niarried to an English lord; who was 
first obliged to see the mi^er of her husband 
and her child, and then was lulled herself. 

When the T^iug of the sea-kings heard of 
this deed of blood, ho swore that he would 
have a great revenge. He imsed an army, and a 
mightier fleet of ships than ever yet bad sailed 
to bkigland; and in all his army there was 
not a Save or an old man, but every soldier 
was a free main and the son of a freeman, and 
in the prime or life, and sworn to be revenged 
upon the English nation, for the massacre of 
that dread thurteenth of November, when his 
cuiintrymm and countrywomen and the little 
children whom they loved, were killed with 
fire and sword. And sc^ the scaduugs came 
to England in mimy great shipa^ each bearing 
the fl^ of its own commander. Golden 
eagles, i-avens, dr^j;ons, dolpMns, btosts of 
prey, threatened England from the prows of 
tliese ships, as they came onward thi'oueh the 
water; aud were reflected in the shining middB 
that hung upon the insidea. The ship Inat bore 
the stauuai'd of Uie King of the sea-kings was 
carveil aud painted like a mighty serpent; 
and the King in his anger pmvtm that the 
Gods in whom he trusts, might all desert 
him, if bis serpent did not strme its fangs in 
England’s heart. 

And indeed it did. For, the great army 
landing from the great fleet, near meter, went 
forwaj^ laying England waste, aud striking 
their lances in the earth as they advanced, 
or throwing them into rivers, in token of their 
making all the island theirs. In remembrance 


turned piratesigalnst theirown oountiy, and, 
aided by a storm, occasioned tibe loss of 
nearly the whole English navy. There was 
but one man of note, at this misenblo pass, 
who was true to his country and the feeble 
king. He was a priest, and a brave one. 
For twenty days, the Archbishop of Conteiv 
bni^ defended that (^by against its Danish 
beafegers; and, when a traitor in the town 
threw the gates ^n aud admitted them, he 
said, in chains, “ 1 will not *buy my life with 
money that must be extorted from this suffer¬ 
ing people. Do with me as you please! ” 
Again and again, he steadily remsed to 
piurchase his release with gold wrung firom 
the poor. At last, the.Danes being t&ed of 
this, and being assembled at a drunken merryo- 
making,had him brought into the feasting-ball. 
“ Now, bisliop,” they said, “ we want gold !” 
He looked round on the crowd of angry 
faces: from the shaggy beards dose to mm, 
to the shaggy beards against the walls, where 
men were mounted on tables and forms to 
see him over the heads of others ; and knew 
that his time was come. “ 1 have no gold,” 
said he. “ Get it, bishop! ” they all thundered. 
“That, I have often told you I will not,” 
said he. They gathered closer round him, 
threatening, but he stood unmoved. Then, 
one man struck him ; then, another; then, 
a cursing soldier pick^ np from a heap in a 
comer of the hall, whuro fragments had been 
rudely thrown at diimci', a great ox-bone, 
and cast it at his face, from widch the bloou 
came spurting forth; then, others ran to the 
same heap, aud knocked him down with other 
bones, and bmised and battered him; until 
one soldien whom he had baptised, (wiUiug, 
as I hope for the sake of that soldier’s som, 
to shoii^n the sufleriugs of the good man) 
strude him dead with his battle-axe. 

If Efiielred had had the heart to emulate 
the courage of this noble archbishop, he 
might have done something yet. But, he 
pam the Danes forty-eight tliousoud pounds, 
mstead, and gained so httle by the cowardly 
act, that Sweyn soon aftei-wai-ds came over to 
subdue all Englaud. So broken was the 
attachment of the Etmlish people, by this 


of the black November night when the Danes tim^ to thdir incapableklng and their forlorn 
were murdered; .wheresoever the invaders! country, which could not protect tbem, that 


came, they made the' Saxons prepare and 
f^reaa for them great feasts : and when they 
had eatmi those feasts, and had drunk a 
corse to England, with wild rejousings, they 
drew their swords, and killed tWr Saxon en- 
tertainer^andma^edott. For six longyean 
they carried on this war; burning the crops, 
farmhouses, bams, mills, granaries; Icilling 
the laborers in the fields; preventing the seed 
from beinff sown in the ground; caiiidng 
fiunine a^^ starration; and l^ndng only 
hem of ruin and smoking ashes, where they 
«>™id rich towns. To crown this misery, 
English oificen and men deserted, aud evmi the 
fovontes of Ethelred tire 'Unready, becoming, 
traitor^ aeiaed many ef the Engluh. 


they wdcomed Sweyn on all sides, as a deli¬ 
verer. London faithfully stood oU%us long as 
the king was within its walls, but, when he 
sneaked away, it also welcomed the Done. 
Then, all was over; aud the king took refiige 
abroad with the Diike of Normandy, who had 
already given shelter to the kuig’s wife, once the 
Flower of that country, and to her children. 

Still, the English people, in spite of thdr 
sad Buneringa, could not quite forget the great 
King Alfred and the Saxon race, v^en 
Sweyn died suddenly, in little more than a 
month after he had been proclsdmed King of 
England, they generously sent to Ethelx^ 
tfa say that they would have him for their 
king again, “ if he would on]^ govern them 
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agaanst machineiy and cheaper labour, and 
struggles against overwhehnuig odds. Will 
you step round and see a famuy engaged in 
this desperate encounter ? ” 

“Is there no remedy ?” -we ask, os we go 
out together. 

“ A veiy simple one. In the country—say 
in Suffolk, where we have a hand-weaving 
Ikctbry—rood is cheaper and better; both 
food for the stomach, and food for the lungs.” 

“ The air is better, so less money, you think, 
would be spent in drink 1” 

“ Undoubtedly. Fancy ^yourself stewed up in 
a stifling room all day ; imagine the lassitude 
into which your whole frame would collapse 
aflber fourteen hours’ mere inhalation of a 
stale, bad, atmosphere-^to say nothing of four¬ 
teen hours’ hard work in addition; and con¬ 
sider what stem self-denial it would require 
to refrain from some stimulant—a glass of 
bad gin, perhaps—^if you could get it. On the 
otlier luuid, the fresh air which plays arouud 
countiy; looms, exhilarates in iiselij .and is 
found to be a substitute for gin.” 

“ I have also he.ard that the atmosphere of 
London is positively detrimental to the manu¬ 
facture of silk. Is that so 1” 

“ WliV, su*,” replies Mr. Broadellc, stopping 
short, and speaking like a deeply-injured man, 
“ the two-days’ fog we had in December Inst, 
was a dead loss to me of one hundred pounds. 
The blacks (Tjondon genuine particular) got 
into the white satins, despite the best pre- 
^utions of the workpeople, and put them 
into an ugly, foxy, unsaleable balf-mouming, 
sir. They would not even take a dye, de¬ 
cently. I had to send down, express, to our 
Suffolk branch to supply the deiunency ; and 
the wliite satins, partly woven there on the 
same days, came up as white as driven snow.” 

Considering that both the worker and the 
work are deteriorated by on obstinate tenure 
of the present den^e and unfit site, it seems 
wondorflil that the weavers themselves are 
not as anxious to remove from a noxiou^and 
unprofitable neighbourhood, as their wril- 
wishers con be to effect their removal 
From fourteeu to seventeen thousand looms 
are contained in from eleven to twelve thou¬ 
sand houses—elthouglu at the time at which 
we write, not more than from nine to ten 
thousand of them are at work. The average 
number of houses per acre in the parish is 
seventeen; and the average per acre for all 
London being no more than five and a fifth, 
Spitalfielda contains the dsnsest popalstion, 
perhaps^ exiatmg. Within its smaU bound¬ 
aries, not less , than eighfy-flve thousand 
human brings are huddled. “ ThOT are,” aays 
Mr. Broadeue, “sointerlaced, andboimdtoge¬ 
ther, by debt, marriage, and prejudice, that, 
delate many inducements to remove to the 
country estalfliahmentB of the mastera- th^ 
already aerv^ they prefer dragging (in a 
miserable existence in their present abodes. 


Spitslfirids was the Neoropriis of BOman 
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that it is now the grave of modem Manu¬ 
facturing London, ^e average mortality is 
higher m this Metropolitan dutriot than in 
any other.” 

“ And what strange struts they ar^ Mr. 
Broadelle! These high gaunt houses, all 
window on the upper ^ty, and that window 
all small diamond panes, are like the houses 
in some foreign town, and have no trace ot 
London in them—except its soot, which is 
indeed a large exception. It is as if the 
Huguenots h^ brought their streets along 
with them, and dropped them down here. 
And what a number of strange shops, tlmt 
seem to be open for no earthly reason, having 
nothing to sell 1 A few halfpenny bandl«i of 
firewOM, a few halfpenny kites, halfpenny 
battledores, and farthing shuttle-cocks, form 
qiiite an exteusivc stock in trade here. Eat¬ 
ables are so important in themselves, that there 
is no need to set them off. Be the loaves never 
so course in texture, and never so unat¬ 
tractively jumbled togefJier in the baker’s dirty 
window, they are lo.aves, and that is the moiu 
thing. Liver,lights,and sheep’s-h^i^ freckled 
sausages, and strong black puddingy are 
sufliuiently enticing without decoration. The 
mouths of Spitalhrids will water for them, 
howsoever raw and ugly they be. Is its in¬ 
tellectual appetite sharp-set, I wonder, for 
that wolfish literature of highly-coloured 
show-bill and rampant wood-cut, filling the 
little sbop-window over the way, and covering 
half the house ? Do the poor weavers, by the 
dim light of their lamps, unravel those vil- 
lapous fiibrics, and nourish their care-worn 
hearts on tho last strainings dl the foulest 
filth of Franco ? ” “I can’t say,” replies Mr. 
Broadelle ; “ we have but little intercourse 
with them in theii- domestic lives. They are 
rather jealous and suspicious. We have tried 
Mechames’ Institutions, but they have not 
come to much.” 

“ Is there any school here 1” 

"Yes. Here it is.” 

An old house, hastily adapted to the pur¬ 
pose, with too much darkness in it and too 
little idr, but no want of scholars. An infant 
school on the ground floor, where the infants 
are, as usual, £-owsily rubbii^ their noses, or 
poking their fore-fingers into the features of 
other infants on exploratory surveys. Int^ 
mediate schools above. At the top of all, in 
a large, long, light room—occupying the widtii 
of two dwriling-houses, aa the ixiom made for 
the weavingTin the old style of building^ 
does—^the “ragged sohool.” 

“Heaven se^ that all these boys may not 
grow up to be weavers here, Mr. Broadril^ 
nor all these girls grow up to marry tiiem I ” 

“ We don’t increase much, now,” says. 
“ We go for soldiers, or we go to sea, w we 
take to something else^ or we emigrate 
perhaps.” 

^ow, for a sample of the parenta of these 
childr^ Gm you find ne a man and wife 
who should be in laumaabire, or Saffi>% ^ 
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anywhere rather than here 1 . Nothing easier 
to find in Spitalfielda. Enter by this doorway.

Ine children sleep at 
night oetween the legs of the' monsters, who 
d^en their first cries with their whirr and 
rattle, and who roar the same tune to them 
when they die. 

Come to the mother’s loom. 

“Have you any other diildren besides 
these?” 

“I have had eight. I have six alive.” 

“Did we see any of them, just now, at

“Ragged School 7 Oyes! Yon saw four 
of mine at the Ragged School! ” 

She looks up, qmte bright about it—-has a 
mother’s pride in it—^is not ashamed of the 
name: she, working for her bread, not 
begging it—^not in the least. 

She nas stopped her loom for the moment. 
So has her husband. So has the young man. 

“ Weaver’s children are bom in the 
weaver’s room,” says the husband, with a nod 
at the bedstead. “Nursed there, brought 
up there—sick or wdl—and die there.”

it, gSatl^en of wrqciBdmit and. ciutdm 
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Btondlng, daintily op|)osed to progx^sa, in the 
bag-wigs and embroidered coats of another 
generation, you may learn from the weaver in 
his shirt and trousers! 

There, we leave huu in the dai'k. about to 
kindle at the poor fire the lam^ tnat hangs 
upon his loom, to helb him on his labouring 
way into the nmht.. .The sun has gone down,' 
the reflection'has vanished from tlie floor. 
There is nothing in the gloom but his eager 
eyes, mode hungrier by the right of our small 
present; the dark wanes of his fellow- 
workers luinghng with their stopped looms; 
the mute bud in its little cage, duskily 
expressed agrinst the window; and the 
Aiatory-heod^ baby crooning'in a comer Gkxl 
knows where.' 

We arc again in the streets. 

“ The fluctuations in the rilk'trade, and,con- 
Be(|nenb]y, in the condition of the Spitalfields 
weaver,’’ says our friend, " are sudden and 
unforeseen $ for they depend upon a variety 
of uncontrollable causes. Let us take, for 
example, the past four or five years.” 

“ But does that pciiod afford a &ir average 
of the condition of the trade 1 Were not the 
fluctuations extreme 1" 

“ They were. In 1846 the price of raw silk 
was very low. The manuiwiurerB bought 
all they could, and worked up all they bou^t. 
Not a hand was idle, not a loom at rest. Enur- 
luous stocks soon accumulated, silk became 
dearer; but in May, 1847, there come a sud-’ 
don stop.” 

“ W:is it not, then, that the last loud cry 
of distress arose from Spitalfields, and that 
public meetings were held for finding means 
of ‘ redress 1 ’ ” 

“ It was. The stagnation was prolonged by 
’ a dispute in which the silk monuiaoturers 
and wholesale dealers were involved with the 
large retail houses. It jgot the name of the 
* short measure question.’ The retrilers 
wanted ns to ^e them thirty-seven incbei to 
every yard, xhe autunm trade was com- 
pletriy crippled by this diacusrion; which 
did not end till the breaking out of the 
Frmch Bevolutirm in February 1848. West- 
end and wholesale buyers I’ushedoverto Paris 
and Lyon^in regiments, and with unlimited 
capital. They bought' for almost any price 
they chose offer. This cut two ways; 
although wholesale and retail houses brought 
home great parcels of niannfaotnred articles, 
■we also bought raw silk, in France, from 
fifiieen t6 twenty pw cent, bdbw the lowest 
I»ice I ever knew it. What do you tldnk, 
rir^ of the finest French otgansine for a 
gumeaa poundl”

sumrii^ " 

jt 'priee aa this enabled us to set 
, of our looms at work for storit, aa^ 
dfiriog Ifl^, the E^^enrii gooda "being ex- 
l^sted, ours came into p^y. Inde^ during 
that year ^e aahnfnctnrer was in a 

position to defy poih|iilition.” 


“The French had not recovered them¬ 
selves ? ” 

“ Not only that—:but we had bought nearly 
all their raw silk, and they were actually 
obliged fo buy it back from us at advances of 
from' twenty to fifty per cent.! From that 
time prices advanced here, and work kept on 
iucrearing, so that, during most of last year, 
Spitalfields was buty.’? 

“ A glut of stock has been again the con¬ 
sequence.” * 

“ Yes; and what with that and tiie advancing 
price of raw rilk,* I have within the last 
fortnight been compelled to discharge one 
himdred hands.” 

Spitalfields, however, has its bright ride. Aa 
yet machinery has not been taught to turn 
artist, or to guide the shuttle through tlie in¬ 
tricate niceties of the Jacquard loom, so as to 
execute designs. Figured and brocaded silks 
must still be done by hands, and tiioso hands 
must be skilfuL 

“Our silk^” Mr. BroadeUe tcUs us, “have 
never been Werior, in quah'ty, to those of 
OUT foreign rivals; but, we have always 
been beaten in taste.. In we stolid assiduous 
pains-taking motion of the hand and treadle, 
the English weaver is uusurpassed; but, he 
has seldom exerriaed his iancy. Until lately, 
therefore, few designs originated in this 
country. We silk-manufacturers, like the 
Dnunatic Authors’ Society, have been content 
to take our novelties from the French.” 

“You say, ‘until lately.’ Has the English 
manufacturer improved in that respect! ” 

“ Decidedly. Schools of Design have done 
something: the encouragement g^ven by 
masters to those who make available mttcrn% 
has done something too; but, the great 
improver of the Engllsli silk trade was the 
last French revolution.” 

“How?” 

“That political disaster brought the ma¬ 
nufacturers of France to a dead-lorir. Duri% 
the whole of >1849, the English mark^ 
were stocked with the most splendid fesbious 
that ever came into it. As tee could nut 
soil a yard of our manufacture, we had 
plenty of leisure to examine tlie dii&ront 
loreigu goods minutely. So rich a variety 
had never fidlen undm: our observation, and 
never before had such a flood of light been 
thrown on the manufactores of our greatest 
rivals. Wei profited by it. More important 
improvements have been effected in the fabric 
of fanty rilk goo^ rioee 1848, than vrere 
mode, down to t^t time, since the daj^ 
Jacquard.”' 

“^is shovre the value of natiqnal iut^ 
course, Mr. Hroadelle. Will the Qreat Eixhiblr' 
tion do much service in this way t ” ' 

“ I have no doubt it will. Sat, w6 are now 
st the door of a figure-weaver; and you will 
compero *bia vMt vrith dur Ikst.'' .

THE CAPE AND THE ILAlFFIRS. 

A HISTORT. 

Six_ hundred years befoi-e Cliriat, Africa 
was circumnavigated, and.the Capo of Good 
Hope, conseriuently, doubled by I’hnniucian 
vessels, in the pay of Pharaoh Necho. That 
was the same Necho who commenced the 
design of a canal through the isthmus of 
Suez, which, some writers tell iis, he com¬ 
pleted, but wlticb, Aristotle uays, ho finished 
only to tlie Salt L^es. 

The Cape, most probably, was doubled 
twice, also, by an ancient courtier, to whom 
—guilty of some oftenco—^his life wa.s granted, 
on condition that lie should sail round Africa; 
but he returned with his task incomplete, 
preferring death. 

Baitholoiuew Diaz, in 149.3, re-discovered 
the Cape, and called it " Cabo dos Tonneuto%” 
Cape of Storms. But the forcing of the 
passage round it, by Yasco de Gama, in 1497, 
which deprived Venice of her monopoly as a 
commercial hkhway, and promised to give, 
new vigour to uie Inman tiMe, was a hopeful* 
matter, and' ** Cabo de Boa Esperance ”— 
Cape of Good. Hope—was, accordingly, con¬ 
sidered a more fitti^ name. The Portuguese 
riiipB, sailing to the East,'!^ this new roa^ 
touched at the Cape for watw, but abstained 
from planting any colo^. 

The narives and the Portuguese did not, on 
all occBffious, meet as friends, 'i!^ IfilO, a 
quarrd arose between'them, wMdi led to the 
murder of seventy-five Pcatumeea, together 
with the Viceroy, Almdda. or-three

After tile Portgtfuasj^ the,Dutch sueoeeded 
to^ Oriaital.tafime; ahd'^ about 
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during a fresji war, tiie anpposed prize waa 
poiuced upon by Kngland witix another ezp^ 
dition. ^nr thousand men, under Sir J)aTid 
Baird, landed in Lospert's ilfoy, a little to thei 
north of Cape Town; presently mught a battle 
with the Dutch, defeat^, them, and took ^e 
Cape Town, by oapiti^tion, two .daye after¬ 
wards. The whole colony was soon abandoned 
to theBriti^ and bemg confirmed to England 
the peace of 181^ we have since had 
undiztnr Md poraession.

The intenud histoxy of the Cam Colony 
after its first establifllunent, was for a long 
time vety rimplo^ ^e Dutch colonists in¬ 
creased and multiplied, tc^ether with thrir 
I flocks and herds. A pastil ftrm requiriujg 
' elbow room, there were always many em^ 

I grants who preferred passing the colomal 
I bounds, to live in conntiy unappropriated by 
tlieir dvili^ companions. As the men and 
women multiplied ontside, they were included, 
of course, in the bock of the colony, and new 
outposts were estabUshed in the succeeding 
generation. The - Hottentots or Quaiquus, 
were a soft material, and sufiered the colonists 
to penetrate until they arrived, eastward, at 
the Sunday Biver^ where they met with a 
hard obstruction, in a prickly fence of men, 
most unaoeonunodating in thdr dispodtion; 
these were the Amakoaa Kaffirs. 

The Kosa dans had come from the north¬ 
east to settle as fer south as the Great Eei 
Biver, nearly at the same time that the Dutch 
I came across the sea' to plant their colony in 
I Table Bay.. The whole country before that 
time, as w north as the tropic—and in some 
directions farther—^had been most probably 
peopled by the Quaiquta whom the Dutdi 
eallm Hottentots, llie Amakosa (Ama is a 
plural prefix to tiie name of the triM Eloaa) 
led by‘a chirf named Toguh, purdtased of the 
natives thefe new wound. Now, as the 
Dutohmen spreadswdinultftdied, the Amakosa 
Kaffirs also sproocL^passsa the Great Eiah 
Biver, and reaped Sctoday lQ.ver^ wlfer^ after 
many years of separate .prosperity, the colo¬ 
nists and Kaffirs came m contact with each 
other. 

The Kaffirs'are so called EuropeanB, 
who adq^ an AraHo wor^ meaning ** Unbe¬ 
liever,"-^rrewed firom Mahometan slave- 
tradeni w-the Mozambique coast. It is no 
pative nsins ; and is applied by us to a race |

has not yet learned to abstaiu from hair- 
powder, dauUng his bur thoroughly with 
ted-oohre. In a Skin doak, which the Euro¬ 
peans call karoBS, his fine dark limbs show to 
advantage, «nd with a s^ear in his liand 
(oaBed by the colonists an assa^) or resting 
on a dub, he would ferm no bad modd for 
tiie sbulptor. The Kaffirs , are divided into 
indepwdent clans, each under its own diief, 
the chiefe being all descendants of Toguh. 
They are oattle-keepera feedinc upon meat 
wd milk, like our old Highland dons; and, 
like them, they enjoy a raid, and gloiy in the 
sport of cattle^tealing. 

Awkward neigbbotira iheae for the &t 
herds of the Dutch farmers or Boers. The 
Dutchman's ipnquillit^ was soon disturbed, 
and his imagination, similar to that of Mr. 
'Wlll^ senior, would be very dow in compre¬ 
hending the peculiar race with which he had 
to deal 

Well^^then, the colonists and Kaffirs became 
neichbouni, at the Sandy Biver, where the 
Kaffirs occupied atract of ground which th^ 
had bought of the Gonaqua Hottentots. No 
doubt the mouths of the Kaffirs watered 
iirhen they saw the fetneas of the cattle^ yhich 
lowed “come and fetch us" fi-om' adjacent 
fields; but it appears tiiat for some time they 
remained good and quiet neighbours. The 
colonists continued, as they hadhitherto done, 
jto extend their common boundary, by sup 
plying men who establfehod themselves in 
mrms beyond tho limits; as from a great 
strawbeny-bed, suckers were sent out which 
took root in a TOrtion of the Kaffir country. 
These stickers naving grown sufficiently, the 
boundary waa extended by the Colonial 
Govermqent wd some of the Elaffirs who had 
not stirred from tiitir own soil, found them¬ 
selves in tiie porition of intrudei's within .'the 
colony; so, at least, the Boers' considered 
t^m. No donht tiie Kaffirs thought that 
good people, who appropriated their land so 
nncflremonioual;$r, were feir game, and ought 
not to cmxipkia ir, in their turn, they lost oxen. 
Perhaps it was want of imagination in the 
fiirmers, but they did ooifipkin, nav, th^ 
became very much exi^perated. And it waa 
here that the loug aeries of mistakes began, 
vtiiich have been since adding entanglement 
iqxm entanglement, unttt are at length 
presmted, in oiir own d^'Mth a formidimle 
knot. There is in the Ernffirs' no inherent 
inability to assent to w^ttlver ia trae-i^ 
just; but seeds of war-wcre;dffigentij>I>'^» 
we may sow peace nOwin tiie han^ tklc^ 
it fe too late; war nxwt be ^^luped.

Still there arose no spedal war between the 
Kaffirs and '^e oolonista, Balan(^ of power 
was disturbed among the Kaffir tnbes by the. 
f i mWtinn of one chi^ Oaika, who encroached 
upon the rest, and, amonk othen^ oM his 
n pnia. Folambl In these Kaffir dril ware, 
colonists took part, but were annoyed at 
fintling that they took part also in the 
chance of war, winch sometimes told against 
their cattle. 

So, when the ’Rnglinh took possession of the 
Cape, they found a hearty mutual disgust 
estahli^ed between th^ Boers and Kaffirs of 
the border. The border settles took aU law 
into their own hands, and defied any one to 
inteifore with them. 

England, having obtamed by capture an 
authority over tlm Cape Colony (which the 
Hutcli Miners were, most naturally, unwilling 
to recognise), mode an attempt to introduce 
just Laws. A treaty was made with Gaika, 
under the enoueoua notion that he was the 
South African King George. As we have 
seen, the Kaffirs are divided into independent 
clans, and the other chie& were so mr from 
considering themselves bound by the deeds of 
Gaika, iliat they felt aggrieved and slighted 
by the position given to a neighbour, of whose 
undue power they w«ro jealous. 

The colonial Btrawberry-1|)ed had readied 
the Great Fish lliver when the English be- 
Ciuue, for the second time, and finwy, pos¬ 
sessors of the Cape. ‘ Tolombie and Congo 
Kafiirs still remained scattered on their cud' 
ground within the houndoty; appropriation 
of land, on the one hand, and of cattle, on the 
other, with expeditions for rccovexy of cattle, 
and abondant mutual abuse, or now and then 
a murder, kept up the temperature of the old. 
border disputes. The Boero dedared that it 
was impossible for cattle to be farmed if they 
• must uve next door to Kaffirs. Government 
took pity on them, and, in 1811, it was 
orders that all Kaffirs should remove fix>m 
among the Hutch, and go beyond the Great 
Fiah Biver. ^e, Boon exj^ed their old 
foes with a hearty. good wul, and no small 
severity. - The Kdffini trere driven from the 
lands on wUeb they had been born, at the 
oommenoement of the harvest season, Wving 
their crops to<be eaten by the maatera of the

virtaous to take what they could get out’ot 
dioir enemies, by private foray. But, as a 
public body, mey believed it necessary to do 
what savage^ among cadi other, are per- 
petualty doing—-to submit to the encroach¬ 
ments of the strong. 

Another tceato was made with the Kaffirs, 
in ISl^^y the Cape Ckwemor of tliat period, 
Lord Gbarles Somerset. He rciieated the 
mistake made twenty years before, treating 
with Gaika, as sole king. 

The Kaffir jealousy against Gaika was thus 
forced to a dimaz, and broke out in war. 
Tolambie, the aggrieved unde, with other 
chiefs and the Prophet Makanna, joined tlieir 
strength, and, in the next ydan fought with 
Gfeika, giving him a thorough beating. But 
the English Government was bound to Gaika 
by red tape, and sent an army of soldiers and 
Boers to avenge the disgrace of its ally. 
Tolamhie’s countxy was ravaged, more tliau 
twenty tliousand head of cattle were driven 
off, and were divided between Gaika and the 
Dutchmen. 

The confederate dans, thus provoked to 
war, burst down upon the colony, in 1819, in 
a fearful tempest of wrath. They were even 
tempted by tlieir Prophet Makanna (who 
insured their lives against shot) to attack 
Graham’s Town, then a mere military post. 
Here, alter a desperate struggle, they were 


an open neio. it 1 E^ nowevm*, a rare tiling 
for ^ffirs to run such risk, when they know- 
very w^ the advantage of entailing reguLor 
troops in a vague huw-f^ht. The war went 
on; the whole force of the colony, being 
called out, ravaged the hostile Kaffir lands. 
Hie Kaffirs submitted, Makanna surrendered 
and WM spitefully bauished, as a cor.rict, to 
Bobben'^ Island. The war beiu^ over, and all 
Kaffir^ except Gaika, thorouf^ly disgusted, 
the English Government lost no time m dis¬ 
gusting Gaika also; who was compdled to give 
up—^in recum for what we had spent thibugh 
our great love for him—a tract of country 
between the !E^h Biver and the Keiskamma, 
which we call the Ceded Territory. 

Dusatisfied with the Boers, our Govern¬ 
ment resolved, next, to plant Englishmen and 
Scotchmen on the puzzling frontier, about 
the Great Fish Biver. Accordingly, in 1820, 
a mimber of British eminwts, many of them 
men of education and int^igence, were 
planted in the distriot between the Gr^t Fuffi. 
and Bushman’s Biver, and the district was 
dubbed Albany. Beautiful, compact wot- 
ments of fertile laud hod been made at hoine; 

a on the epot, it was diswvered that the 
was anything but fertile; and, aa ^tbei 
lots were too compact for grazing 'piedrpoaes, 
the settiers soon were brought hdbd extreme 
distress. Some went^ therpffSfMre, into the 
towns ; othera went where.Iilli^bihi of h^ 
w«re visile, through dsi^r; taujtk 
lai^ juunbw, like^g^^': Enjfflahmefl. and 
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Scotolunen, aa they were, establlBhed txade 
relations vith the KafStB,- Trade was pro¬ 
hibited by the Colonial OoTemment; but its 
advantage was so obrloaB to Sir Bniiuie 
Donkin, then aetW Governor during the 
absence of Lord Coarles Somerset, that he 
made it legal. The drop of An^o-Saxon 
blood had been at work before, in Spite of 
Government; bat, in 1621, an annual Mr 
was l^aliy established on the banks of the 
Kei akamma. When the real Governor arrived, 
however, he revoked tills permission^ and all 
trade with the Elafiirs was again forbidden. 

The good people of Albany, however, went 
on, tramng, and it became necessaiy again to 
remove tape fetters, which were held in sudi 
perpetual contempt. The sale of amis, gun¬ 
powder, and Mrits, were then the only things 
forbidden. The settlers overcame all dim.- 
colty; having prospmsd by trade, they used 
their land for sheep-feeding, set to work there¬ 
upon, also, like busmesB men, introduced the 
merino breed, and made their wool^ article 
of commerce. The settlement of Albany, 
therefore, throve, and Graham’s Town became 
in the colony a town of mark. 

There was a long peace now between the 
Kaffirs and the colmy. . Cattle-Btesling went 
on, and the equivalent of stolen cattle was 
recovered by retaliatory expedition called 
eominandoa. This wav of bainng quid pro quo 
is that adopted by tne asv^e tribes among 
each other. Gaika died of dius^tion, leaving 
hia hem Sandilli^ a mere diild. Gaika, like 
other Kaffir chiefs had many wives; Lu 
"great wifi^” whose children are his heirs, 
was Sato, chosen, according to a constant 
custom, &om the Amaponda. The eldest son 
of Gaika, Macomo, son of another wife^ be¬ 
came Be^nt, or imporaiy chi^ during the 
childhoou of Sandilli. Thu is that Sandilli,

So there 
waa formed a Hottentot settlement on the 
Eat Biver, which has torped oat well—so fiir 
as it illustrates the &eb, that Hottentots are 
(upable of prospering, when they axe lavishly ' 
Bimplied with public mon^. 

^mat was in 1829; in l^Oj a ohi^ brother 
of Tolambie, who stood huh in Kaffir estimar 
tion, waa shot dead, as the Been say, while 
xeaouing' cattle from a commando, but,-as the 
Koffixa say, in cool blood. This became, at any 
rate, a source of greatly-increased bitterness. 

Macomo and ms .friends, driven from the 
Kat mvm:, settled about a river called the 
Chumie, his tribe not baving yet learned to 
cherish tender regard for the colonial cattle. 
In the year 1833, therefore, when thrir com 
was nearly ripe, they again received peremp- 
toiy orders to begone, and again were driven 
from untested ha^ests to a baxren cooutry. 

Those Kaffir chieftains who felt most ag¬ 
grieved, now plotted a revenge upon the 
colony. They organised their plans with sur¬ 
prising secreqr; and the first note of ww ww 
given just belbre Christmas, 1834 (which, it 
must M remembered, is Cape midsummer), 
au irraption of the Kaffirs from all pointe 
across the boundary. Houses were burnt, 
vast herds of cattle were driven o^ and forty- 
three men, with one woman, perished. Pro¬ 
perty was lost to the amount or three hundred 
thousand poimds. 

Gaika’s tribe (our old “ allies ”) formed the 
main body of the invaders, aided by many of 
ihe tribe of Polamlne. Avoiding Grah^’s 
Town, they ravaged the cooul^ for a month, 
and then retired, before a military force could 
be got into the firid against them. . Coloncd 
(now Sir Harry) Smith, the present Governor 
of the Cape, then comnienced aggressive 
operations. The troops dislodged the Kaffirs 
with little iqjury to any one beyond some 
scratches in the bush, and crossed the 
Keiskajnma. War was declared then 
i^ainstHiutoa) and the Governor raised allies 
by patrpniring the Zingoes—a weak tribe, 
driven from their own country, ferther. north, 
by Chaka tfie Bloody, a Zooloo chiei^ a sav^ 
vrn^n pf Napoleon. These Zingoes, allira 
to the Kaffirs, and driven sonoiffi thern,' had 
become a sort of Helot race;,whioh rose to join 
the operations of tb« BrindL - Hintza sotm 
sued lor peac^ made- tomui|,,aiid gave himaalf 
up as a hostage. Atteinpi^r'to escape, whfle 
leading a party with Cmos^Hsziy Smith to,-, 
colieot an instalment of (ptj^hs was. shot dead

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to be expelled. This auiezation ^ve to the 
colony a less bushy flrontierj and, therefore, a 
frontier, in as fer as we consider only that pai> 
ticnlar, more easy to defend. Colonel Huty 
Smith, left in command of the conquered 
province, had an opportunity of acquiring a 
personal knowledge of the Kaffir chiefs. So 
the matter was settled, until the English 
Qovemment at home annulled'the treaty, 
restored tlie new provmce to the Kaffirs, 
retired to their old boundary, and sent- Sir 
Andries Stockenstrom to make some fresh 
anangements. The eommatido system was 
aboli^ed, a new Kaffir police was established, 
and no colonist might seek his cattle, except 
by aid of a poHcemau. Other arrangements 
were made, of which tho Kaffirs highly 
approved. They thought that they had 
thoroughly alarmed the white king, who had 
cancelled the old treaty . and drawn in his 
hoj-ns. “ Only,*’ they said, “ if we Mt back 
all thi% why may we not have the Kat 
Biver, which we want more than aU ? ” 
Cattle-stealing did not cease. In 1840 
Sandilli came pf age, and received from 
Macomo the power wiiich had been held on 
his behalf A fresh treaty was made with 
him by Sir G. Napier, and occasion was taken 
to revise the Stockenstrom arrangement and 
correct some of its inefficient dauses. Tho 
old tntaty was thought to deprive the colonists 
of self-protection. The modification was con¬ 
sidered to be an improvement. In 1846 the 
Kaffirs qgaiu burst uixm the colony ; the 
struggle with them lasted for about two 
years, and cost two millions of money, giving 
no result. The Kaffirs might say, as fairly as 
the English, that they were Gie conquerora 
The facts of tiie war are too recent to require 
particular detail, and wC need only hint that 
now, in the year 1851, the Kaffirs are again 
our persecutors. The rise of Port Natd is 
connected with this contest between colonists 
oud Kaffirs. In the Kaffir war of 1836 cattle 
belonging to the Bomrs were taken for oon- 
snmptiou by the troops; and when the fanners 
sent their little biUi for beef, they received 
no attention. I'his was a grievance. Further¬ 
more, the Boers oomphuned that^ whereas 
they had not been unwilling to emancipate 
their slaveB, yet they had been paid on West 
Indian scale for the loss' of lisDonr 'twice as 
valuable. They said that they considered it 
no joke to pay taxes for .English law, when it 
neither protected their propeity froth Kaffir 
depredation, nor allowed tiiem (whidi was 
ail they wanted) to protect th^uselveK So

groimd by which Moselekatee> the. Zooloo 
chief, had forbidden any strangri* to approach, 
iu consequence of pumurous hostile incursions 
from thti^ quarts. These emigrants were 
massacred by Zooloo warrioi-s ; aud not under¬ 
standing the hint, others emViroiled themarives 
still further, and came to bitter war with the 
2k>oloqa. These tribes, however, unlike the 
Kaffir^ %ht in open field; so that tlicy were^ 
after the first surprise, defeated without 
difficulty. 

The Emigrant Boers, settling at Port Natal, 
proposed to found there a New Amsterdam, 
and put themselves under the wing of Hol¬ 
land. The Governor of the Cape, however, 
determined otherwise, and sent a hundred 
men with three guns to take military posses¬ 
sion of Port NataL The Boers being out on 
a commando, the soldiers were landed, and 
put in a stockaded fort. The Dutch bitterly 
refused to be subject to England. Govern¬ 
ment decided against forming a settlement at 
Natal, afid the soldiers were recalled. 

The Boers completely broke the ‘power of 
Dingaau and their Zooloo neighbotirs,and then 
founded a town, PieieivMaritzburg, about 
fifty miles distant from Port Natol. 

In 1841 the Boers, bring about to attack 
the Amaponda Kaffim, a message was sent 
from the Cape to warn them that they must 
not injure our allies.” The Boers replied 
that they were far away from English Govern¬ 
ment, and should take wltat measures th%’ 
pleased for the deface of their own property. 

Graham’s Town is six hundred and fifty 
miles from Cape Town. Two hundred and 
fifty soldiers, with five guns, marched over t 
rugged country, six hundred miles—from 
Guam’s Town to Port Natal—to overawe 
the Boers. On notifying their arri' al, they 
immediately received notice to quit. They 
attacked the Boers, by whom they were out¬ 
numbered, aud beaten, loriug forty men aud 
two guns. The Boers attacked the camp, 
and,took, another gun, with prisoners. The 
soldiers stood a month’s riege, aud great pri¬ 
vation, with a courage wortity of being 
expended in a better quarrel. Towards the 
end of June (1842). a considerable force 
arrived in a Britirii trunite. I’he Dutch saw 
tlmt “the Queen of England” woul<l have 
them for children, and that i-asistance was

wenti disappointed men, to Pieter-Marita- 
burg. And, from that time to thi% Port 
Natal has a Britirii colony.

over his ears, and a furnace glaring at his 
rear; presently, he makes his iron slaye give 
a wild, sad shriek, that' resounds over the 
landscape, and forthwith, his nose is cutting 
the mr like a Parthian arrow. But go and 
sec this unearthly man conducting his “ agita¬ 
tion,” and you find bJm a decorous chairman, 
sitting behind pen8,*ink, papers, and tape, 
moving a resolntion, and speaking, for the 
first time in his life, more fluently than mo^ 
county members ai^r long practice. He is 
Engli^ and he is agitating. 

But a sailor agitating! That is suiely an 
anomalous spectacle. A man who is scarcely 
used to any sort of chair whatever, taking Me 
chair. That certainly scorns preposterous! 

I confess I was in alarm for my favourite . 
tribe when I saw, the other day, that they 
were commencing a “-vigorous agitation.” It 
seemed, somehow, so nn-natural. The shade 
of Benboyr began to haunt mo ; I was uneasy 
and perturbed. The event was contrary to ail 
onr habitual and traditionaiy notions, and I 
kept wondering what, 

“ In notne of great Ocoanus; 

By the earth-shaking Reptanc's mace. 

And Tethys’ grave majestic pace, 

would become of us, if even our very sailors 
were obliged to come out as agitators. It 
seems so odd that nol»ody can get their 
handful of apples in this country, without 
raising a gale of wind that shakes the whole 
orchaid. 

I had observed, when I was -visiting the 
“Sailor's Home,” a general uneasiness in 
the nautical eye. The independent roll wiui a 
little straightened by suspunon. The devil- 
may-care Took of the tar was changed to a 
de-vii-cfo»-care expression. There was an air 
of grim uneasiness abofit him. I remarked it 
in all my peregrinations ; its shadow was on 
Wapping; it traversed RatclilTe Highway. 
Nay, when my zeal took me to -visit one or 
two of their more joyous haunts, the spectre 
-was seated in the “ parlour.” His unseen but 
clearly felt presence was seated anmng the 
pipes. Jack was moody. He wanderM up 
and down with hands m pockets, eyes bent 
downwards, whistiiug in a low and gloomy 
manner. In the ^ Imurlingspike ”—^tho heail- 
qhaxtors of the movement as I learned—one 
or two deputies were talking to each other. 
Anon, a sailor dropped in, and askqd briefly, 
“Any noose ?” “Not a word.” The door 
movra -a moment and he 'was gone. One man 
was smoking a pipe with an air of dark 
deliberation, then lookup up and fixing his -. 
eyes on a comrade^ and i&opping them again.' 
It seemed that that night there was to be a 
great meeting sailors, when tiie -delegates 
were to dedhrer.an answer which the Boo^ of 
Trade was-' 'to send -them to their recent 
memorisL i / » * 

The reader/^urt be informed, b^Knre he 
aocompames 'shfi to the meeting, that It was

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Victoria, cap. 93—known as the “ Mercantile 
Marine Act ” I riiall have more to say on 
that Act, when I apeak of our maritime l^is- 
l^ou, presently; for the present, it suffices 
iliat. the seamen had presented a memorial 
against it; had been very well received by 
Mr. Labouchero; and were expecting - an 
answer before that evening. Hence the rest- 
'leasucss which distinguished my friends in 
the Marlingspike,” and which disturbed all 
the ordinary chat of the day—^“how the 
‘ Mary TTn-tni * was going to Callao, and they 
wa^ offering two pun six: how short’ sailoi-s 
was in the Fort o’ Ijoudon, and what a blessed 
lot of forei^ seamen there was knocking 
about.” All which was quite as lively, and 
certainly more instructive, than mucli more 
protentiouB chat to be heard in other quarters. 

At last, the hour arrived, and the meeting 
was to come off. I adjourned from the 
“Marlingspike,” imd turned down liatclifi'e 
Highway to the scene. It was now dark. 
The lamps in the Highway—^which is in ap¬ 
pearance a kind of open sewer—were lit; and 
gas-pipes, in small shops, crowded together, 
n.irra upon those ragged bits of meat—lumps 
of greasy caudles—^aud ghastly, corpse-like 
cud-iish, laid out in morgues —^which are the 
usual characteristics of neighbourhoods at 
once poor and populous. I soon turned 
through some dark streets, and ultimately 
arrived at Temperance Hall, Finnce’s Squaiv. 
Hcie, I saw the company gathering—and 
many sailors of the epm and coasting trades I 
beginning to fill the Hall. Some wore blue 
frocks, and seemed fi'esh from work—with 
clear, blue eyes shining through their dusty 
and lilackeued faces. One sailor would stand 
staring at the platform, in n long gaze of thirsty 
curiosity: anotlier—whose bran-new hat, as 
shiny as an orange, indicated that he had just 
been paid off, and was setting \ip, pro tetn^ as 
a respectable dviliau—kept his hands in his 
^KMikets, and looked about him, observingly— 
just as he would look to windwairi when the 
sun was setting, and wind rising, and it 
seemed wiM to settle whether a reef shouldn’t 
lie taken in the topsails for the night. The 
Hall itself had once been a Chapel; and, 
what was very curious, as you glanced round 
the walls, yonr eye caught a glimpse of tlie top 
of a tablet, with the words—

It was certainly a capital speech, full of 
excellont sense and awful pronunciation.

“Marks on person” likewise go inexorably 
down. The refined reader marrels at this 
item, perhaps; but our tars tattoo themselves 
most fimcifuUy. It is a real old Saxon custom. 
Harold (vide Sir E. R Lynn’s novd) adopted 
it. So, “ John Starbowline’s ” decorations— 
“anchors,” “flags,” “initials,” “portraits,”— 
according to the amount of poetic fancy and 
Indian ink visible on his form—jgo down like¬ 
wise. Masters are fined for taking him with¬ 
out tins document (which he gets gratis, in 
the first instance); a due counterpart, or 
duplicate, is preserved at the Registrar's 
Omce ^ a list of tickets “ cancelled ” by death, 
desertion—or tickets “ not in jKWscssion of the 
poi-Bons to whom they "were issued ”—^is 
strictly preserved and exhibited in every 
Oustom-hoase and shippii^ oflice. The num¬ 
ber of the ticket is required, also, to be set 
Ibi'ih in eveiy “ return^’ made by a master; 
consequently,. Uie register-books at the Oifice 
contain the “ number,” description, name, and 
voyages of each seaman. The Regisii'ar- 
Geueral is, besides :dl tliis, em|iowcred by the 
Act to make every master of a British vessel 
produce his log-book,mu3ter-rol1,&c.^c.,under 
a penalty of twenty pounds. 8iicb is a brief 
suniiiiury of this organisation, the important 
effects of which must be Iclt through our 
whole future naval and mercantile history. 

Let us-see what this “Mercltaut Seahicn’s 
Act” further did. It determined that no 
seaman should be taken to sea without a 
written agreement being drawn up l>etween 
master and seaman ; and duly reim over to 
tlio seaman; and signed by both; and, that 
this agreement must, on arrival home, lie 
delivend to the collector, or comptroller, ol 
customs. Also, it enacted, that seamen having 
refused to join, or proceed in the ship, or 
absenting themselves after agreement, may be 
apprehended by a justice of the peace, or his 
warrant, and committed to gaol, or sent on 
board. It inflicted forfeiture of wages, to a 
rated amount^ for absence, and refusal to per¬ 
form duty, and desertion, and, likewise in- 
fiicied a mnalty for harbouring deserteis. 

' It obliged masters to give men an allow¬ 
ance for short provisions; and to give them 
on their discharge their register-tickets, and 
a certificate of service-under a penalty of 
five pounds. It established a summary mode 
of recovering wagffi tmder twenty pounds by 
order of a justice of the peace; and ordered 
the mainleuanoe on board of a due supply, of 
medicines and lime juice. It coinpelled 
masters of ships in tte home and l^ing 
trade to retain lists of th^ crew, half-yearly. 
It largely provided for me enfxy and regis¬ 
tration of parish and other appa^tioeB|— 
providing for the hearii^ and summaty ois- 
poaal of .thw complaints. It fiirther eimcted 
that.the.ships' agreement, indmturea, and re- 
gisteMicke^ahould be deposited on arrival at. 
Knnign porta .wkh'tha consul, and at colonies, 
wstii the qil(M».^eitttpiiub It gave tiommlai 


and officers of customs considerable growers of 
inquirer, and of surveying provirions, and 
siguifjrjng necess^ ebanges ui them to the 
master—subjecting him for neglect to the 
penalties of a mlsdemeanoi’. 

Here, then, was an imporl ant body of law, 
subjecting a merchant shix) to ccWrol at i 
home and abroad, from its leaving the docks, 
to its final discharge of cargo and crew. The 
half-yearly lists from the home tiude clearly 
give Government an ojixjortunlty of readily 
knowing our nautical resources in ease of 
what is expressively called a “contingency 
the authority of the consuls, too, we olwerve 
to be largely increased. In short, the meslies 
of law now lieganto draw gradually, but very 
surely, round the nautical leviathan. I urn 
inclined to believe that the xn-ocess was, for a 
long time, snarcely felt by that noble animal; 
but the “Mercantile M^ue Act” has put 
him thoroughly up to it. 

In the interval between these two im- 
portiuit Acts, a very useful little one passed 
(8 and !) Victoria, cap. 116,) called the “Sea¬ 
men’s Protection Aov’ This one summarily 
put the xirocurliig of seamen for meit-hant 
shi))s into the liands of the Board of Trade. 
This was a deadly blow at the “ crimiis,” who 
formerly acted as agents between masters 
and seamen, and who derived enormous 
Xirofit from cashing the seamen’s advance 
notes of wages at exorbiUuit rates. By the 
consent of all authorities, these individuals 
are of a peculiar infamy of character in every 
way, and clcai'ly belong to the “ offal of man¬ 
kind.” Accordingly, this Act gave the Board 
of Trade the power of licensing proi>er i*ersou8 
to eugjuge and hire seamen ; tbrbaclo the «'di- 
ployment of those otherwise engaged; and 
mfiictcd due penalties on all brench of its 
proviskius. It is imxioaslbic to read tliis Act ; 
without seeing the almolute necessity of direct 
interference with the condition of seaiueu for 
their protection. The “ crimps,” it must be 
understood, had and have a direct interost in 
their folly and sin, and it was x>ereinptorily 
necessary to deal aWlufcely in the matter. 

At hwt, the “Mercantile Marino Act” 
received the Royal assent, and came into 
action on the Ist of Janoa^ in the x'.»'«’ent 
ycm’. This is a derided development; it x>ro- 
fesses the “ improving the condition of 
Masters, Mates, and Seamen, and maintaining 
disripliue in the Merchant Service.” The 
Board of Trade is fidrly apxwinted a Mercaa- 
tilo Admiralty, though, at present, it only 
boasts two navm memb^. 

Touching, the “nuichinery of this Act, I 
cannot do better titan make an extract or two 
from the “ Shipmaster's Guide ” of the 
Regprizar General:— ' 

“By tbis act tho suxicrintoudence of all matters 
relating to the Britiah Mercantile Marine is trans¬ 
ferred to the Board of Trade— 

“ And the law is to be carried into foroe by

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"By Shipping Offices at all the Forts of the

"And by the GeneiaiBogisterBndBecord Office

"Two gcntlomeq of lii^ proiesuonal reputa¬ 
tion have been appointed Naval Hembeia of the 
Board of Trade, to asset by their practical ex¬ 
perience in the consideration of oil matters con¬ 
nected with tho Merchant Service. 

"The Local Boards ore formed by'the Mayor 
or Provost of the Sea Port,a Stipendia^Magistrate, 
four Members nominated by the Board of Trade, 
and six Mombers elected by Voters; tlio qualidco- 
tion for each vote being two hundred and fifty 
registorad tons, employed in Foreign-going Shipa, 

" Tho duties will be to appoint Examiuers^ Snip¬ 
ping Masters, with Assistants and Clerks, and to 
Buporiutond ondregulato matters connected there¬ 
with in their respective TOrts. 

" But when Shipping Offices ore ostablidicd in 
tho Sailors’ Homes in London, they are to be 
under tho direct control of the Board of Trade. 

" Shipping Masters will have the supervisiou of 
the ougagemont and discharge of crews ; adjust- 
inont of disputes referred to them; to recoid 
choiuotor of seomeu discharged in their offices, 
examination' of log-books, tronamission of all 
returns, Aio., required under .the act, supply of tiie 
necessary forms; and they ore to ^ve ^ the aid 
in their power for promotmg the iutontioxui of tho 
act, and to fiuulitate the procuring of crews.— 
pp. 15,16. 

We also leam thai^ in addition to the 
prraent dnt^ of the Eegistrar-Qeireral, lie 
will transmit certificateB m competency oud 
service to all those who are entitle to receive 
them ; and heep a general record of character. 
In the Begister Omce will he recorded every 
dociiuient native to these matters. 

With regajxl to the “improving the condi¬ 
tion of Masters and an important 

step is taken by the estdblimunent of an ex¬ 
amination of them (no longer a voluntai'y one) 
and the issue of eotificalies to theiu, in pro¬ 
portion to their cQ/'h^lency. These documents 
tao all duly " registered,"** and “ penalties ” are 
imposed .according to the mode of procedure 
In the former act.

too fit to nave new discretionary powers. Here 
“ modification ” might try its hand. 

Then, Jack complains of the “Shipping 
Masters* ’* autliority; and I would like to 
jH>Iat oht to the Iteanl of Trade (with 
deference to official wisdom!) the vcymness 
of these functionaries* powers.

come upon one of the chief grievances of the 
agitators. The “Copy of Agreement” (one 
of which is lying before mef contmns a me¬ 
morable corner—or legal “Black Hole”— 
which has a long list of twenty-two “ offences,*’ 
each marked with its “fine.** Thus we have. 
“ insol^ce,. one day’s jiay ; ”—“ not being 
clean shaved and wa^ed on Sunday^ one 
day’s pay; ** &c. It is easy to see that an 
eccentric captun would fine half a man’s pay' 
away veiy soon at this rate. These regu¬ 
lations, to be sure, are only said to be “ sanc¬ 
tioned,” not “ compnlsoxy.** But their present 
place.in the “Copy,” “sanctioned" oy the 
omnipotent “Boaro,” surdy makes them 
something very like compulsory. Accordit^jly, 
some masters will be maud to stick out for 
them, and iU blood will arise. An immediate 
abolition of these, without dday, would be 
advisable,' Meanwhile, office of the 
Shipping MastOT u an important and aseful 
one—if nis duties be clear,, and his actual 
powers- dearly determined.

Meanwhile, 
it is certain that a huge body of solid, useful 
legislation, on a most important subject, has 
I b^ addra to our statute-books. There is 
vast latent good in it alL which time will 
develope, and experience direct. It is to be

It must be known to most readers fiuniliar 
with the beaten highways of Germany, that 
there are a class of persons who circulate 
from land to laud, in company with a knap¬ 
sack and a Wellington boot hanging on eocii 
side of it. They are colled HandwarBUninehen, 
a long word signif^g a journeyman, or, 
rather, apprentice, llieae lads are, acooi-ding 
to a law which has been much eulogised, 
though its prudence may be_ doubted, com¬ 
pelled to travel for a certmn time over foreign 
coimtiies, to learn such improvements in their 
trade as they can pi(± np; and, their travels 
over, they are obliged to submit a specimen 
of meir handiwork to the local authoiltira 
before tb^ are allowed to commence their 
trade. The .presence of such a number 
of roving young .vagabonds, with quick 
blocKl and high spirits, ripe for any misemief, 
and incapable of reasoning on consequences, 
would be extremely to be dreaded by the 
quiet portion of the community, were they 
not restrained by very sfriugent laws; and, 
therefore, it is by no means likely that they 
would bo let alone by the' paternal and 
meddling governments of Germany, who are 
always providing for every possible and 
im|)OBsibte oontingenoy in small things, though 
they leave all great and important questious 
to take care of themselves. And, in some mea¬ 
sure to clieck the excesses qf these youlMul 
travsUers, it has been decreed that each 
should carry a small book, in which every 
person who employs him, for no matter 
.now short a time, should write him a cha¬ 
racter, and note any complaints he ^y havei 
to mtike. This bow murt be kept, and forth-

allowed to send a servant away without a 
character, or to, write a bad one without 
giving satis&ctoiy reasons for it. The latter 
m an admixable regulation; but we scarcely 
know how to characterise another which 
existed formerly, to the effect, that no master 
was allowed, under any circumstances, to give 
a bad character to a servant, and w.-» action¬ 
able if he did so, because, said the police, 
“ If your servant rob you, or commit siny other 
crime, loe punish him, and after having under¬ 
gone his punishment once, it is nujast that he 
should do so again.” Such reasoning is, how¬ 
ever, altogether sophistiwl, and the regolatiou 
was of ooureo evaemd by a practice of obtmn- 
iug the character of a servant personally from 
his last employer. 

Another regulation, which exists also 
abroad, may^ perhap^ reconcile even an 
Englishman in some degree to the passport 
system ; viz.—On taking a new servant, the 
employer receives his passftort ; and as, with¬ 
out a passport, no one can travel, the ad'vaii- 
tage of this management is obvious, sis a vo^ 
great security against dishonwty^ and mis¬ 
conduct. If here again the question should 
arise, whether such stringent laws are not 
harsh, and that in dealing with poor weak, err¬ 
ing human beings, Justice should be tempered 
vrith extreme mercy, and Ibis eajsiciauy in 
the case of an ignorant and uuMtauled class; 
that such laws would make one little fault 
irrepai’ablc, and thrust the offenders for ever 
without the pale of mercy, inasmuch, as_ no 
one, knowing him guilty, would employ him ; 
—^it must be remembered that it is peculiarly 
in the power of servants to commit criiaes— 
freun the confidence reposed in them, and that 
the peace and security of eveiy fiuuiJy is at 
stake on such a question. 

It might be a suggestion not undeserving 
of notice, 'that every person intending to 
become a domestio servant, should be com¬ 
pelled to present themselves at a District 
O^ce, established fcfc the purpose, and 
state their intmtiun ; receiving at the same 
time a book in wMch their future cha¬ 
racter should be wiitton. The signature of 
the employer in all oases to be witnessed 
like any other formal legal document. LaatW, 
that all servants out oi^ Employ, should be 
called upon to report 'Utemselvca, and state 
their residence and present manner of ob- 
-taiDing a -livelihood; for, we believe there 
does not exist a la^ dangerous class 
of mw than London xaeMervants without 
ptsoes.

them; and when thdr characters aye ^ven 
tip to the Superintendent, during their re¬ 
sidence there, as secuxity for good conduct, 
they-at once undergo inspection. With such 
securities, a large class of the po|)ulation 
would be materiaSy ameliorated, and i^ when 
such securities existed, people were silly 
and wicked enough to employ any one with¬ 
out taking advmitage of it, they would well 
merit whatever n^ht bcfal them. One 
advanti^e, also, which we have neglected to 
name, is that a servant’s home, such as we 
have pointed out, would put a stop to tlie 
proceraings of a class of persons ^o keep 
what are called “Servants’ Eegistera” 
lu conclusion may be mentioned on odd 
society existing in v ieima, bd^ established 
for no greater object than the ibllowiug : any 
jierson being a member of it may secure the 
cost of liveries lie may have furnished to any 
servant quitting Mm within three months of 
the time it has neen provided. Of course tho 

a loyer who is doulitful of a new servant 
icls the subscription from his wages! 
It is quite astonishing that so notable a 
scheme ni'ver occurred to sonic liobertMaeairc 
in Paris or some enirtprtnmr des biftek d 
doniitile. 


BITS OF LIFE IN MUNICH. 

Peoplis usually call ilie ncighliourhood of 
Munich very stupid, flat, and utterly devoid 
of natural beauty; they speak of the singular 
contrast between the beauty of the city and 
the liarronness and want of interest in the 
neighbourhood. Strange to say, I shall bring 
away with me memories of Nature’s beauties 
which, in looking back to my sojourn, 1 
almost think will outsliine the memory of the, 
Art beauty. I recal a dozen sun set skies,, 
that, for coigeoutmess and glory, put to shame 
all the gmd and riunbow hues of tlie churches. ^ 
This vast plain, with its dreamy horizon of 
Aljis, the desolate btuiks of the Isar, the 
lovely Et igli al i Garden, and all the many 
pleasant, ^luet strolls to qualut old villages; 
what delicious memories shall 1 not carry 
awi^ with me of th^ ! 

Tnen the ground in summer is one mosaic 
of lovely flowers; and the sky is a never- 
oeasing delight, w Mue and clear. I often 
wonder whether it is owing to the atmo¬ 
sphere being clearer than in En gland, and 
also to the greater beauty and freshness of 
colouring of the public bnildiam hero; but 
then k not a single day wiwout its pre- 
s^ting you with a^e besutiM architectural 
inctoxa.

M if carved in ivory. Sometimes it glows as 
if carved in ruddy gold. I liad no conception, 
till I came here, of the wonderful beauty of 
colour in arcMtecture, and how Nature seems 
to pronounce her blessing upon it, by height¬ 
ening the beauty of man^s work, through her 
showers of sunshine, and her clouds of shadow, 
and her glow of reflected lights. Oh, if maTi 
would only strive with instead of agaiiiA 
Nature, what a world this might l>e<—and 
will be in time! Still more so is it in the 
soul, of wMch all these outward things are 
but types. 

How lovely are my walks to and fro through 
the English Garden! Tho ground is covered 
with pure, crisp snow—^the trees often spirk- 
HMg with hoar frost, till ail is like a forest of 
enchantment, and tlie sun sparkles and glitters 
upon their branches as though they were 
covered with diamonds. I^ perhaps, there is 
no hoar-frost—only the trunks and branches 
powdered with know—tho delicate, wondrous 
tracery of branches relievo themselves against 
the purest, deepost, most glowing azure sky, 
like a warm summer’s sky, so blue and ulond- 
less. I have no woi-ds to describe tlie delight 
which these walks are to me; the air is pure, 
keen, and bracing ; the ground hard and crisp, 
Olid morning and evening 1 find some lovely, 
firesh picture painted for me by that most 
wonderful of all artists—Nature, Nf>w it is a 
sky all creamy and pale amber, witli early 
morning light, the more distant group of trees 
lost in delicate haze; mist liauguig about 
mysteriouslv among the glades and lioliows 
of' the ganien, dropping ^m branches, and 
veiling grotesque giimt stems, and yet sun¬ 
shine is struggling through the haze, casting 
long shadows over tlie snow. Now the 
effect is different; ruddy simset-ligl . falls 
across tiie snow, turning it to rosc-eoluar, 
and bums upon boles and brandies with a 
gloiy almost unearthly. Tho tiees stand as 
of molten copper, wiUi an azure sky behind 
them, and the green ice of the mill-streams, 
powdered with snow, looks yet more vivid in 
colour. 

Last night, as I came back, a Largo, calm 
moon was rising out of a pdc, rose-tinted 
horizon above a lawny opening in the garden. 
The ground was a sheet of snow, with lovely 
groiqis of trees riming here and there into the 
quie^ worm sky. I stuped for a moment to 
drink in its bmuty. It was close to 
Carl’s palace, where two unlucky seut^la 
are always standing—often iiatang to and fin 
this cold weather vnth faces of intense miseiy. 
I always think that the placing of sentinels is 
a great piece of humbug; it is not an 
useful watchfulness, like that of the polion— 
it is merely a pompous piece of man’s tyranny. 
Well, I feli so sorry for these unluiky sen¬ 
tinels—one of whom passed me at'the moment, 
pacing up and down with n bixte and scarlet' 
auii^I longed to say to Mm, “Loolu hew 
beautiftil that moon is, and Imw lovely the 
garden lodes 1” B«t ti^/woold have been 
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a very nuunutmck action. But if these pootr 
-men had only eyes to see these thin^ they 
would not he so much to he pitied. 

I have spoken of our ramhles in the 
neighlx>urh<^. Ode such I will describe; 
it was in the autnmn. Aa we were at work 
in the studio we all at once bethought our¬ 
selves of Ihe beautiful siinshino out of doors, 
and aww we wept for a walk, the sun shining 
brilliantlj^ and the fresh, free wind roaring 
through the trees. 

. Crossing first the great E<^al wo^yard, 
we came to the banks of the Isai*, whioh.are 
very beautifoL The Isar is a broad stream, 
which, when swollen with rain, rushes on 
white and muddy; at other times, it flows w 
smoothly among long stretches of gravemfr 
shoal-like portions of a sliingly beauh; the 
bauk^are at times very' higln rising diff-iike 
above the river. Our side of the nver bank, 
however, was not particulBrly elevated, but 
beautiified by avenues planted along it. Ima- 

E fi sort of terrace, skirted on either hand, 
ofby trees, sometime poplars, sometimes 
, whilst sloping down to the shingly river’s 
mar^ are copses of willow ^d underwood, 
and, on the other side df the avenue, pleasant 
meadows, lying 'calmly between you and the 
skirts of the SndMi Garden. Swiftly flowing 
branches of the laar rush merrily through the 
meadows, and turn mills, and give lim and 
activity to this otherwise solitaiy and quiet 
scene. 

The trees had almost lost their heaves, but 
the broad sunshine brought out all ihe lovely 
detail of their stems and branches, and made 
us think that these avenues were now more 
beautiful than in stlmmer. Long quivering 
shadows fell across the path, the wind rushed 
joyously through their tiranches, and the sun¬ 
light fell sparhBng upon some figure approach¬ 
ing up tile narrow avenue; now, a peasant 
girl, wheeling liefore h|r an old-faimioned 
vParrow, piled up with branches or dead 
^leaves, her white sleeves and red boddice 
^/telling as a bright focus of colour in the grey 
^ btnds^pe; or, perhaps it was some grave old 
predessor, in a long, dark, Uue do^ which 
gave him a still more solemn sir. 

pn^ and still on, we walked, until the 
aventtis . became etiu wilder, the meadows 
more' soUtaiy, and the thickets between us 
and the dver still a thicker tangle of nnder^ 
wood jte^pers. Clematis htmg in rich 
festoons 69^ '^e trees of the aveuuet^ and 
hmre and thim .was a borbcRy bosh, with its 
yellow leaves anshed; or the sleuder- 
bran^es of the'i^iid phetr^ covered with bril¬ 
liant (icaxlet leaves. AU at once the most love^ 
landacaice Isv befl)^ vs. The gr^ ayenue 
lossenea ana leBfNUed |p a buauuM per- 
‘'pnective, till the the farther end 

' wene out like an sifiuie.. sisur. Thb avenue 
Sfafs'm the left hand of "the ^eture ; the rest

white,' ddsolite ahoals in toingiei, «iid ptU- 


montories running into it; in the middle 
diBtau<H2 a group of rafts oi^ men busily at 
work on the shoals giving life and. a most 
picturesque animation to the scene; tiic 
farther river-bank curved rotmd in a bold 
sweep over bung with a dense mass of gi-ey 
trees, on which the svu shone till they look«l 
quite hoary in .the blaze of b'gfat; and a still 
further, and more distant, sweep of river- 
bank crowned with a white-washed church, 
the red-tiled roof and tower of which tolu 
brightly against a warm grey dey, unitcrl the 
two portions of tiie picture, the river aud the 
avenu^ by the most harmonious line of com¬ 
position imaginable. And, as if to complete 
the picturesque eflhct, briiold a long, long 
flight of birds stretchij^ across the sky! 

We stood in perfect admiration aud as¬ 
tonishment at the artistic power of Nalui'c. 

Arrived at the end of the avenue We found 
that the river-bed widened out, and assumed 
almost a sca-sbore riiaracter with its shingly 
sboals. Chi one hand was a wild 6011 : of 
maiuland with low brushwood, and numbers 
of ^oung birch trees rising up here aud there, 
their, delicate leaves ymlow as gold, and 
tremblmg like aspens. Qn a mound above 
the riverdiank we noticed a queer little straw 
hut, aud beyond it a long array of what at 
lii-st appear^ black coflins, mounted on cars. 
'What could they xiosslbly be ? we questioned 
from ourselves. And there, in that desolate 
soUtude, stood a soldier as sentinel. Could 
they be cannon} No. We walked up to 
them and then came to the conclusion that 
they were boats intended to form a bridge 
of Vioiits. 

Across this moorland we now walked, at 
times up to tiie knees in long grass of a coar-se 
jungle-Uke character, and very soon found 
ourselves close to a busy manufactory of some 
kind. A wooden briago closed by heavy 
gates led over a rushing branch of the Isar ; 
foiig, low ranges of workshops, black and 
noi^, and busy-looking as if in England, 
were there, and tall chimneys vomiting 
black smoke, aud there was a roar .und a 
mttle, very much out character with the 
quiet moor and this primitive Germany, 
smutty artisans were passing rapidly to aud 
fro; we looked into a black, buey workshop 
whmre blazed numbers of fhxnaoss; there was 
a roar of bellow^ a dank of hammers, a blaze' 
of myriads of sparks stmok from glowxiw 
masses of iron, and a <9rowd of blacL hard¬ 
working mechanics wortiiy of Englaii<L- AE 
was blow: tirere were- heaps of &ou every¬ 
where, and the stramn rushed, and .tumblra, 
and b^ed witir an unwonted eneleg^. 

This was tire zteanr-eitp^ manirfactory. 

In the eourt-yard, behmd the row dT woric- 
ritops, lAood thdlmwie nf the overlooked, iritir 
its luxurisoHi vbm oVethimgbg its wiflte- 
Vdnhed wa& and its . j^nrirutiers, iis qa£ri: 
and priptitive as ai^. German'helot (^d 
derixe. ■ ^’Sfbet a bodd^ttie world tbu see^ped 
in tbekridst tiratinterlaiid soE 
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Wlien on our return we reached the edge 
of the English Garden, the sight of a pic- 
tures(pe coffee-houae, with its wooden gal¬ 
leries running round the exterior ,iu Tyroliaa 
fnshion, over wMch, as it had been sucli a 
bright a iiTiTij day, qwmUtiea of bedding were 
hung to air, tempted us to indulge in a cup of 
codee, after our ramble. All looked beautunl, 
but deserted, in the orchard, where a lanky 
girl, in a very short green petticoat and 
purple atoekin^ was sweeping away the 
hosts of fallen leaves from tables and benches. 
What a time we had to wait for coffee I We 
should have grown quite cross had it not 
been for the glorious sky which glowed before 
UB, and reflected itself in the rc^ng stream 
at the bottom of the orchard. Bwind us 
rose the dark trees of the English Garden, 
and before us, separated by the rapid stream, 
and approached by a wooden bridge, lay the 
quiet expanse of green meadows; while all 
around us lay the brilliant masses of fallen 
autumn leaves. We thought that this pro¬ 
bably wns the last time wc should take coffee 
ill the open air, as we had done so often 
tlirongh tho lovely summer, and we were 
patient. 

At length the coffee came; but it was quite 
dark before we reached home. 

Another day, taking our sketching mate¬ 
rials, we went to Schwalbing, a village with 
two churches, just near the city, and to the 
first of these we directed our steps. Unlike 
most coutinental churches, it appeared to be 
closed, as were the gates of the churchyard. 
Alter peering about fur a long time, I dis¬ 
covered a door, leading into a court, whidi 1 
was convinced opened into the churchyard; 
aud 60 it proved. An old ruinous white 
building, au old Spital, with the rudest of 
faded nvaaoes upou its front, was united to 
tiie church by a covered gallery, supported 
upon ai'ches. This gallery, with its tiled 
roof, had quite an Italmn character; just the 
kina of architectural bit which Oberbeck 
introduces into his jnetnres—a capital thing, 
good in colour, aud peculiar in composition, 
yet BO simple that w 6 regretted it was not 
Bummc]^ that wo might have made a careful 
study of it iu oils. 

Through these arches 'we went to behold 
another capital bit of another character—a 
covered way, leading up to the porch, sup¬ 
ported on low grey marble pman^ very 
raaiut i It was flt for a back-jpx>und in some 
illastntion of a ballad of Inland’s. We 
were enchanted with our churchyard ; there 
was no n^ to go farther; but,' fli^ we 
would see the inside of tho little cliurch. 

A fiit, meny-looking woman, with a hand¬ 
kerchief 011 Munich fasliiou) tied t^htly 
euroas her fordiead, and hanging down her 
back in long end& ,had seen us, as she looked 
out of a house on one fide of the coiut-y^rd, 
Md slie now came out, witli a key, and askep 
it we would like to go into the church. That 
was just what we wasted, we repli^; aud in 


we went, through the low door-way. It was 
like most village churches, very white from 
white-wash, aud yeiy tawdry with gU^ng 
and dressed-up Virgins, and hideous saints, 
but very dean. 

I asked her how it was that the church was 
locked ? —was there not mass there on 
Sundays}—^and could not people go in on 
week-days to pray whenever they Hked 1 

There was no mass, she said, on Sundays, 
but on all saints* days; and when people 
wanted to pray sbe was dways icady to <^n 
the door for them. But had not the Holy 
Vir^ had one of her best pocket-handker¬ 
chiefs stolen, and had not a gulden heart been 
carried away from the altarl Ah, there were 
very liad mojfle in Munich, and it was neces¬ 
sary to lock up the church ! 

Sbe seemed an honest, good, simde soul 
herself, for when 1 offered her some Kreutzera 
for her trouble, she would not ti^e them, 
saying that she was only too proud aud too 
happy to enter, the church aud show it to 
strangers. From her we borrowed chains, 
and were soon comfortably sketchiim gur 
Oberbeck gallery. At twelve o’clock the 
woman and a little lad crossed the court¬ 
yard to rln^ the beU, and soon after that 
our usual dimicr time arriving, we felt 
very hungry, aud were directs, by the 
gui^ianess of the place, to the village inn 
close by. A queer, turty place it was, but we 
were too hungry to be pai’ticiilar. We sat 
waiting for our portion of goose—everylwdy 
seems to live on goose at this season, it appears 
qihte to take the place of veal in Munich— 
in a long, dirty, billiard-room. All wjis 
desolate aud silent, saving that now and then 
a slovenly i^l, or hulking ostler, raaie in for 
beer, which was brought to them f’'om au 
inner room. To amuse myself I read the 
newspaper, which was Just then full of 
rumours of war. 

At length w© ha«l our dinner, and then 
went to the good woman’s, in whose charge we. 
hod left our sketching- materials. What a 
desolate place was her house! It wa-s one 
of those places which astonish by their total 
want of every thing whidi one is accustomed 
to consider a necessary of life. Yet, it would 
have done anybody’s heart good bi have seen 
tho cheerful soul in her miserable room. Bho 
was so merry, and her face bespoke such 
habitual content; I think I never saw in any 
human countenance such a pair of happy, 
bright blue eyes. 

To my astonishment, I found the room 
flUed witli children, small cliildran, a regular 
awarm, between the ages of six months and 
twelve years. Was it a school, or how was 
it 1 I asked. 

“ Oh, they are all my own cMdren,” fhe 
replied. 

I looked round to see if she were not the 
old woman who liveil in the shoe, and who 
knew not what to do with her many children* 
But the house was not a shoe, as far as I 
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ooald see, and most certainly she seemed to 
know what to do with hers. Children ap- 

f (»red to he the only fiiirnitarb of the place; 

could see, beeidea them, oidy a wooden 
cradle, a couple of stools, a little old chest of 
drawers, and a long row of pegs, on which 
hung a whole array of wnmJl tattored cloaks, 
and coats, and caps. 

All aft^oon, the troop of blue-eyed, light¬ 
haired, children were playing about the old 
church, now hiding among the old arches, 
now rushing out with flying locks into the 
blight sunshine. We neaixl their voices 
I sounding so merrily auiong the graves, and 
echoing back from the crumbling old walls, 
that Uic place was like a pleasant poam. 
During the whole afternoon, too, various 
peasants came to juav in the church, and the 
mother was constantly going backwards and 
forwards, with her huge Jcey in her hand, and 
she had ever a kind, chcetful word to say to 
ns as she passed. But we could not persuade 
her to take anything from ns when we left. 

As wo came hom^ the sun was setting, 
flooding the whole plaiu with orange light, 
and turning the*avenue of poplars into au 
avenue of cUtrk red gold, relieved against an 
indigo sky. 

A SPIDER IN DISGUISE. 

How often do I recall my three years’ 
rambles through the gorgeous forests of 
British Guiana—a new vegetable wonder at 
every step ; those “paddlings” up the sombre 
oretks, enconmassed by the luxuriant vegeta¬ 
tion ; race after race springing upwanu to 
the light, and scrambli^ oW their parents 
with parricidal haste—aU mantled gracefully 
by the fantastic lianas, the brilliant orchid, or 
insidious parasite—^their heart’s best blood a 
prey to deadly courtezans, who embrace their 
victims in their fatal asms, and drag them to 
. the pave, festooni^I witH all the verdure of 
j^outh. How 1 dote upon'those roamings 
^ amid the thousand green Mes of die sparkling 
. .‘Esaequibo, at early davm, or in those bright 
but transient momenta that mark the settmg 
of a tooiHo sun—or in those witching hours, 
' when everything seems lovriiest—^y the 
tmnpered moonnght ] then the feverish 
blood, the la8situ& of mind and body, raised 
the sultry noon, give place to a serenity 
of soul, and booyimi^ of spirit, which render 
mere existence <eqjoyment. 

It was to record an instance of insect talent 
aud ingenuily: which it wsu; my good fortune 
to obse;^ is fhe delightful loi^ty, that I 
took pea; befeire doing so, boyreter, let 
me ofll^ 'a few bri^ remarks on other mem- 
beiu of the same funily, uhiidi are natives of 
Guij^. In applying w term “insects ” to 
s jIgw B, I ad(^ the'doriifieation of the older 
fiPPiimolDgutH; for the modsriis have, with 
^ 't^niid^ble show placed them 

^w yqnd iiie pale of ihetrue fnaseta. We ever 
^Bad the vorioos ftams of hfo most 


numerous, whore their peculiar food is in the 
greatest abundance ; and it is to this cause we 
must assign the oompanitively small number 
of spiders which inhabit Souw America; for 
the diptera or .two-winged flies, which furnish 
their prinoit^ supply of food, are in no 
country so limited In number; and this is 
the more surprising, as nowhere are the other 
classes of insects so plentiful It is probable, 
however, that but a very mall portion of the 
spider family have os yet been discovered, from 
the fact that great numbers infest tiie to^ 
most brandies of the trees in the forests of the 
interior, where they escape the eye of the few 
collectors who have penetrated to their haunts, 
and are only thought to be found on ins^o- 
tion of the croiis of various insect-feeuing 
bir^. Tliis supposition becomes greatly con- 
Armed, when we remember the many previ¬ 
ously unknown species which have lately been 
detected in our own well-explored country. 
Those which aro known belong, principally, 
to that division of the family whose membero 
are designated “ bunting spiders,” from their 
not weaving webs to entrap their prey, like 
the majority of their brethren in this country, 
but securing it by lying in wait and pouncing 
upon it when unawares, after the ^hion m 
the feline tribe among quadnipeds. Many of 
the smaller species of this division frequent 
houses in Demerara, affording excellent oppor¬ 
tunities to the inquirer of observing their tact 
and sagacity. 

Many a time have I sat, for hours, watching 
them thus engaged on the floor, the jalousie^ 
or the wall, their compact forms scarcely distin¬ 
guishable, when motionless, from the head of a 
nail or a knot in the wood. A fly alights a yard 
or so from some lurking robber impatient of 
a meal: see how quickly he detects it, whether 
behind or before it matters little, for ho can 
see in all directions equally well: with what 
eagerness, yet what caution, he advances 
towards his unconscious victim ; now he takes 
a few stealthy paces, now he remains' still; 
at length he lias reduced his former distance 
to about a third. He is now within the 
range of .the fly’s vision, and an incautious 
movement woiud balk him of his pr^. 
Every faculty is alert—^the fly advances,'so 
does he—;;it moves to one sLde^ so does he—>it 
retreats, so does. he—one spirit seems to - 
animate the two Hjisdies, they move in perfect 
unison; backwards, .forwards, or sideways, the 
wider walks with equal fa^ty, and even

field of thousands. Well had it been for the 
poor fellow if “ be vigilant ” had been written 
m fly-characters below his nose. Meanwhile, 
the spider is advancing nearer and nearer; 
you cannot see him move, so guarded are his 
motions, but can perceive that the interval 
which separates him from his victim is gra¬ 
dually decivasing; he is now but a few inches 
' distant, perhaps four or five—^he prepares to 
leap; the fly is chuckling at some atomic 
Hector, dragged by the heels from the field 
of slaughter by a valiant Achilles—he ’ll 
smile no more—one spring, one pounce, and 
he is clasped to a breast ^at knows neither 
pity nor remorse. 

These spiders are well-limbed for leaping, 
and jump an enormous distance, considering 
their size ; to equal them, in fact, a full-grown 
tiger would reejuire to spring above fifty yards 
at one Imund, or a kangaroo, probably the 
best jumper among quadrupeds, to increase 
five-fold its huge hops of twenty feet. Some 
of the bunting spiuem conceal themselves 
among the leaves and in the crannies of the 
bark of ti'ees; others again, with deeper craft, 
lurk among the petals and in the calyxes of 
fiowers, where it is probable that many, 
colouretl by nature for the pmqx)se, deceive 
their pi cy by assuming the apjjearance of the 
pistils and stamens. Miniug-spidors, of the 
genus imfgale of naturalists, bore circular holes 
m the ground, some two or even three feet in 
depth, lining them with a thick silken cloth, 
and securing lliemsclves and young from 
detection iinu intrusion by closing tlie entrance 
with an ingenious trap^ioor, formed of par¬ 
ticles of earth, and not recognisable, when 
closed, from the smTOundiug sw. 

Another small web-weavmg species of tho 
Bame_ genus, which Swainson observed in 
Brazil, constructs a case df earth and silk, 
with a spring-hinged liA which it hangs in 
the centre of its web, and ro wluch it retreats 
on the approach of danger. But of all the 
spideirs which either hunt their prey on the 
^und, or in the branches of trees, or among 
the leaves of flowers, or dig holes in the 
ground,, or weave delicate webs, not one 
mceeds, in the singularity of its habits, the 
interesting iudividim to which I have already 
alluded. It was about the noon of a day 
spent among the Aritaka Bapi^ that, on 
^landing on one of the many smim iatandawith- 
wl^h the stream is thickly studded, .1 de- 
this curious spedes pursuing hu avo* 
Mtums. Leaving my companions booling 
themsdves beneath the shade, 1 had crossed 
'the opposite shore, whidi I found 
sbemng and TwSky, and.oom]^tely qv erf t ui Iw 
a vigiwoas gros^ of«saoeulent plaats.

I bignonia, with clusters of snow-white flowers, 
with ^gc Stamens of the brightest crimson, 
difiusing around a must pleasing odour, had 
scaled the branches of a tree hanging over the 
water, and mingled its leaves witli those of a 
delicate parasite, which had, iu turn, twisted 
round its crooked stem, and whose Kmall, 
crumpled seeds—partially covered by a pro¬ 
tecting envelope—were swinging by hundreds 
iu the breeze, at the end of long, thread-like 
foot-stalks. The seeds were sticky with a 
fragrant and sweet-tasted gum, and seemed to 
be much frequented by the scores of flics that 
were buzzing around. From a meal on those 
latter 1 thought 1 had disturbed the birds, 
which flew away on my arrh’al; but may be, 
as we shall presently sec, I was mistaken. 
Wishing to examine them more closely, I was 
on the point of plucking a few of the seeds, 
when my hand was aii-ested at Uie sight of 
one of them, suddenly endowed with a strange 
sort of activity—a pretty fly, intent on nec- 
tareouB sippiugs, ha^i sciircely alighted, when 
he was tightly clutched by no li'icndly em¬ 
brace ; and the seed, no longer a torpid vege¬ 
table, but full of life and vigour, .and squeezing 
poor Master Fly in two or three paii's of 
sturdy arms, swung iu the air Im-Iow its former 
position by three or four iiichcs of silken line. 
The struggle was a short one, for the bright 
red seed, or, rather, spider—a strong-limbc^ 
thickset, plump-bo^ed itiscal he w:«s—soon 
quieted his victim, and then withdrew to his 
roost to regide himself on the juicy carcase so 
well earned by his ingenuity. ' 

I proceed to explain by what means he was | 
cualued to mmutiun his assumed character; 
not the less difticult because he has only to |

Oui-* 8 pider, courteous reader, understands the 
value oJ appearance as well as you or 1 ; he 
knows how the dashing cab brings patients;

the “ cured a duke,” win more victims; .and 
how a knowing look and wise shake of the 
head may make a fool seem a learned m-m 
Yes, ho knows all tliia, or, at any rate, he 
, knows what amounts to the same thing—that 
; appearances have very powerful effects all over 
the world; for our spider is a wide-awrake 
untiring individual, though he m.ay seem 
asleep for two or ^ree hours aisa etrotch; 
nor a turniphead mther, though the greater 
part of his time he may look like a vege^ 
table. Let us charitably hope tliat he has 
never wanted a meal by lacking a respe:^ 
able appearance, like too many, 1 doubt, iu 
more sophisticated communities.

Now the spider, formed by nature for the ex¬ 
press purpose—^imitated this peoulw om- 
ibmiation of the seed, by coiling up its small 
black head and body on its plump, disj^por- 
tionateiy large, red abdomen, and laying its 




ridge. The umbnella-Uke leaflet, which par- 
tiauy envelmed the seed, ponormed the 
same kind oince for the ipider, and (»mdeted 
the disguise, which, if the reader mould 
think dumsy and ill-fitting, I beg him to 
attribute to the uncouthness of my doscriplioD, 
and not to any want of talent in this incom¬ 
parable actor. The flies were evidently aware 
of the presence of their enemies^ and also 
seemed to know, probably by tbeir wanting 
the fragrant ana attractive gum, which 
they wore—for wlulo the legitimate seed had 
each one or more tenants, the protenders, who 
held a proportion to the otherct of tolly one to 
four, had only chance and unfrequent callers. 

A difficulty here naturally arises-what 
led the flies, if tliey knew the real from 
the feigned seeds, to wittingly seek their 
destruction 1 Its attempted smution involves 
probaldy the most singular fact connected 
with the subject. A iiappy tippler, after

limb from limb. It may be asked, bow, in the 
first place, the spidmu managed to detach the ' 
seeds,whose position they occupied 7 The moat 
natural reply is, that they merely take poa- 
seasion after the birds have devpared them; 
for it is probable that these are their pr^r 
food, and not the insoots, as I had at nrat 
conjectured. May be the birds come to feed 
on tbe spiders, and tear the seeds from their 
delicate foot-stalks, in tbe endeavour to ftiid 
their prey, in whose appearance they may be 
as often deceived as the flics themselves ; it 
must be confessed, however, that this latter 
conjecture is neither so simple nor so plausible 
as the former. 

Tbe complicated relations of plant, bird, 
and insect, form one of those beautiful' hor- 
raonios between the different kii^doms of 
Nature, which the amiable St. Pierre so 
delighted to depict. The plant affords to tbe 
bira its daily bread, with protection and 
shade from the sun, and, it may bo, inate^iais 
for a nest; as 1 have seen in other parts of 
the forest, chiefly x>endaat from branches 'on 
the banks of rivers and creeks, a small pouch¬ 
like structure, artistically woven with delicate 
threads, similar to the footstalks of the seeds; 
the Wd, in return, aids the propagation of 
the plant, by dropping its seeds on the 
boughs of various trees and shrubs, thus 
enabliiur it to obey that primary mandate of 


creases the quantity of food available for 
itself, its offspring, and its kindred—an exem¬ 
plification of ano^er of tbe wise ordinanoes 
of nature, which makes the good and natural 
actiou (and an action is only good in so fai- 
as it is natural) bring its own reward, and tbe 
bad and unnatural one its own piinisbment. 

The spider is indebted to tbe plant for the 
means—and to the bird fur tiie opportunity 
of catching its prey; the plant supplies food 
to the fiy, and it iu turn forms the uonrish- 
ment o^ the spider. How many are the 
ramificatioira of this harmony, which wb under¬ 
stand !—how many more kind offices may tho 
members of one kingdom' perform for tboao 
of the other, which are beyond the range of 
o\u' knowledge! But I have reached my 
assigned limits, and must r^erve other notes 
ou this interesting fiunily of insects to another 
opportunity. 
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THE GREAT COFFEE QUESTION. 

C ogFEK or <^icoT7—that is the question. 
'Whether is it Vietter for mankind to suffer the 
etings and subtleties of outrageous frauds, or, 
by opposing, end them 9 May we have coffee 
for our money, or chicory for our fan<y; or 
must we, when we want the one and do not 
want the other, have them mixed together 
perforce f 

Coffee, whether considered historically, poli- 
iico-economically, botanically, or pharmaceu¬ 
tically, is, in trath, a great subject; and we 
approach it under the powerful influence and 
exciting aroma of a cup of the finest mocha, 
made to a marveL 

The traveller in certain fiivoured redone of 
the world, where the soil is rich, and a fine 
genial heat broods on it, comes to plantations 
of evergreen trees from emht to twelve fact 
high. Long slender branwes stretch down¬ 
wards, as it the tree were going to-crowii you 
with its bay-like leaves. Smdenly, in summer, 
the green sea foams into the beauty of white 
bloBsoma Berries, which deepen into dark 
red, succeed; the population come out and 
shake them down in showers, and gather them 
into bogs. A period of diying and husdr-j 
br«dEing succeeda Ships bear cargoes of the' 
I seeds across every sea—-and the reader of 
I these lines rnijoys an iiifrunon of them under 
I the name of Coffee. But, unfortunately, he 
I enjoys them in,a sadly altered condition; the 
pungent framraboe of the natal hour has gone; 
the glory ox the East is dimmed. Uke the 
Lonmmer’s own dear Thames^ our coffee 
grows less pure the nearer it approaches to 
-onr doors; it is comMunded with chicoiy, 
with beans, and with other disagreeable 
! sojfliifrtdcations. The student who luui hMxd 
I that it is kati-soporifi<^ misses the magic 
quality; the fiither of a family finds it im- 
. po^t ageiimt an accidental ease of naiwotic 
poison: .thick, black, mawkish and atuggish 
u the morning draught of tiie mechanic.

estimated at five hundred and seventeen mil¬ 
lion, four hundred and forty thousand pounds, 
of which one-fflxteenth (thirty million muuds) 
was consumed in England. Fiscally, its 
revenue averages from six hundred tliousand 
TOunds to seven hundred thousand poimds. 
Socially, it is of universal use in all classes, 
and a very important part of the snstenance 
of the labouring ones: morally, its import¬ 
ance is gradnolfy enhanced ly the progress 
of the Temperance movement. 

Coffee is properly a native of Arabia, but 
had been long used in Persia before the 
Arabians made a beverage of it—^how long 
cannot be said with precision. Everything 
has its tradition. Notbiug, according to the 
ancients, was ever diseJOvered oi“ mvented 
or perfected by patient investigation, by alow 
study, or by scientific research. Whatever 
was worth knowing, or worth having, was 
found out by some marvellous' accident; and 
coffee would never have scented our breok- 
fiist tables or cheered without inebriating 
our inner selves, had it not lieen, thov saio^ 
for a certain Arabian shepherd. This swain, 
onefiue'snmmer’s moruii^—somewhere about 
the time when Jupiter Tynans was a respect¬ 
able grazier, on earth, and Ceres no more 
than a pretty gleaner—was tending Ms sheep 
[in a bosky phun, when be perceived that 
thOT gave nnmistakeable signs of hibuity, 
which approached to the jollity produced by 
wine ; yet not a grape was to be seen in the 
neighbourhood. He presently perceived that 
they eat greedily of certain grey berries: he 
plucked BomcL eat them, and found them 
pleasingly exhilarating. Smne enthusiasts 
(as Mosmey tells us in his well-known 
tise) " suppose coffee .to have been the Jae- 
\jpewlhCf whmh Helen received from an Egyp* 
tion l^y, and i« celebrated by Homer as a 
soother of the mind i ” Everybody must use 
his own judgment about believing these stories. 
Tradition makra “the violet of a legend 
blow;” even amoQg coffee-mills and canisters. 
TruO' or false, however, neither the Arabsan 
idi^erd nor the Egyptian lady, deserve more 
than half the honour of tlie discovery. The 
other half^ incontestably,_ belong to hta who 
invented the art of roaming coffee : for witjx- 
out the carbouisatiou, its peculiar fragrance, 
and the nutritioua oil which oharaoterises 
the best, would never have been developed. 
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as iiifullible as th® pope. ... 1 should 
have took it tor the paxlmar of some eminent 
mountebank.*’ 

lu other parts of his book, he mentionB 
the coffee-honsea rejjeatedly; and, in the 
curious slang of the day, calls coffee “ Turkish 
sobriety,”' and “ Mahometan lob-lolly,” — 
names which show where the coffee, then 
used, came from, clearly enough. By-thc-by, 
Mr. Ward was not an impartial judge on the 
matter, .as his vocation in life was the keeping 
of a pulilic-house. 

AV h.T.t buildings have ever been more famous 
in this country than Wtirs and Button’s 7 
lu the first of these it was that Dzyden took 
his seat, holding that “suush-box” which 
was the founhiiu of litenu’y honour. Here 
were discusstid all those questions wldch still 
interest us in his charming pixsikces. When 
Aildison’s ]>aironage took we wits of the time 
to Button’s, th.at coffee-house, in 4s turn, be¬ 
came a Hall of Apollo. There, Addison 
presided over his friends, at once grave and 
gonial ; tlierc, Stvill, still obscuix^, signalistsl 
himself as the “mail jiarson and Bhillips 
huny up a rod to warn the terrible Pope of 
the eastigation which aw-iitcd bim for his 
satire, lu this plmse of its history, Coffee 
Ix^ciimc as classic;il as Oastaliau water. Po|>e 
early g!ive the charm of his genius to its 
attracltons, in the delicate and'chiselled lines 
of the “ liape of the liOck that 

“ CofteC, which luukoB the ^Ktliticlan wise,” 

was an important ally to the l>ard who de- 
sciibed the I’cpast of Belmda. Often, its 
rairitual fumes strung up the nerves of his 
' fine organisation till it was pitched for music. 
At this iiiue, the coffee of Amby w.as the 
luxury of the rich and ^eat; it glowed in 
china on their card-tames. The time was 
still distant when it should be a uecossity of 
the poor—in undergoing that transition from 
a luxury into a necessity, wMch has cliar 
rocterisra so many discoveries. 

In the latter pai*t of the last century, tea 
became the literary rival of our beverage; 
its mention at once suggests Lord Lyttelton, 
Mrs. Montagu, Johnson, Goklsmitb, and all 
the celebrities of the age. 

Great and gradual has been the increase in 
the consumptiun of coffee in this country. 
In the year 1808, the duty on colonial coffee 
was reduced to i^en pence a pound, and that 
on * Foreign” to ten pwoe. Betwe^ 1^1 
and 1838, the consumption in England in¬ 
creased from seven hundred and mly thou¬ 
sand eight hundred and ri^-one pounds, 
to twenty-four millions, nine hundred ana 
twenty thouBund, right hundred and twenty 
poun^->-a marv^ous increase, though during 
this interval, the duty was a^n raised to 
OB« riiilhug for five vears {1819 to 189^.'* 
MHUttUoeh observes fbat this inerease must 
be paxtij attributed to the reduction in' 


price of the important accessaiy, sugar, as 
well as to the reduction of the duty upon 
colonial and foreign, coffees respectively, to 
rixpence and nine pence, in the year 182A 
From this year there was a gr^ual and 
steady increase in the home consumption, so 
that in 183^ it equalled the quantity produced 
I by the British colonies alone; which fact 
induced the foreign growers to practise an 
evasion of their own severer imposts, by re- 
8hip])ing for Eoglaod from the Cape. This 
they were enabled to do by the laws of 1830 
. and 1632, which pemutted the impirtatiou of 
foreign-grown coffee re-shipped there at a 
lower rate than when it came direct. 

Hitherto there had been a difference of rates 
on East Indian and West Indian coffees; in 
1842 they were equalised. Since that fiine, the 
<]^aantlty imported rcioaincd almost stationary 
till the last two years, during which thera has 
beiin a falling uiC Now comes the strange 
fact, that the consumption of what is callud 
coffee has become more general, while the 
importation Akf the genuine article sensibly 
decreased—which bnngs us to the great 
question of “ adulteration.” 

Coffee in ships’ bags is coffee; coffee in 
Mincing Lane is coffee; but what you get 
uitder tliat name at many grocers', and very 
many coffee-houses, is no more coffee than 
sloe-loaves are tea, or sand sugar. For .a long 
time it has been nuti^rious that adulteration 
has taken place. In the “ Gentleman’s J!d:iga- 
zine” for 1818 we find that cortair. giMCcrs 
were convicted and pnniriied for iidultoratiug 
cbfieo with grormd pe:is. 

The ai*ch corruptor of our coffee w “ ehi- 
coiy.” {,'liicory is the wild endive (ck’horium 
j-iiityhu}, an indigenous plant. 1. is exton- 
sivriy cultivated in Belgium, Holland, and 
Germany, am! among us, now, in Vorkshirc, 
Hertfordshire, and Cambridgesliire. It is 
the iXK)t of tJiis plant which, cut, dried, .and 
roasted, is used fur mixing with coffee. Thus 
prepared, it is a harmle^ production, but 
“wants,” say Dr. 'Pereira, “the fine flavour 
for which genuine coffee is r-enowned.*’ In 
fimt, it resembles coffee much as gooseberry 
wine resembles champa^e; and it is easy 
to see that selling a mixtinv; of tlicsc at a 
hotel price would be a highlj’ profitable 
trade! We know that the priKluetion of 
chicory at .home, goes on iucrefisiug; we 
Imow tliat (as the “ Lancet ” rcc'urtly re¬ 
marked in the course of its scientific investi> , 
garioDs)..a greater amount of “coffee” is' 
used hffle than ever passes the Custom House; 
and we know that direct analysis of tim 
ooflfee sold by grocers, has proved that they 
mix chicory with it largely. 

The use of cMcory originahtd in France 
and Germany, and was. soon adopted here, 
obviotu^ iu consequence of the dearness of 
coffee, caused by t axsila o pi. Many people

Thb mere mention of French prisoners 
brinm back, full and dear before my mind, 
the details of one of the most memorable days 
of childhood. I never knew exactly how 
old 1 was. Nobody ever told me; ana I do 
not remember that any one ever asked me: 
so that I neverinquired ; and I doubt whether 
my poor mother ever had such an idc« in her 
heiul as the number or name of the year. 
She could count as far as twenty, because our 
iinh were sometimes reckoned by scores ; but 
1 doubt whether she ever heard of hundreds 
of anything. So that if I had asked her, die 
would only have said that I was two years 
younger than my brother Jos, or five years 
older thou the baby. At a guess, however, 
I diould say that 1 was about six when the 
IVench prisoners were removed from the 
barracks on the moor. At that tune, it 
seemed to me very long indeed—so far liack as 
scarcely to be rememb^iHl—^when my “ Dad,” 
as 1 have ever called him, used to put hu 
hot, grea^ Itat over mv head and face, so 
that 1 was frightened and cried, and stamjied. 
One thing more he did, wJiich mode me 
hido myself behind the boat, or in the 
house, lie pretended to be ‘*Bo^.'’ 1 

did not know wbat Bony was; but 1 knew 
it must be something very dreadful, by the 
faces that Dad made, and the roar that he gave, 
when he said ho was Bony. One day, when he 
was not thinking of me, he told my mother 
that Bony was coming; and that there were to 
be gi'eat fires all along the coast when he oame. 
In my agony at hearing this, 1 threw myself 
down in the sand, and rolled. 1 suppose that 
the richt softened my mother's heart, for she 
pulled my lather liy the sleeve, while ^e 
called me to her, and let me hide my face in 
her lap. When I looked up, my &tiier was 
laugbmg; so I ventured to ask turn what he 
would db if Bony came. 

** What would I do 1 ” said he, taking the 
cork out of his tin bottle, and lifiing it to 
his “Why, 1 would adc .him to take a 
supont of my can.” 

This was a great relief to me^ for it gave me 
the notion tl^ Bony was a maa; a thing 
which I did not know before. 

H must hare been soon after this that the 
terrible night enme when my Dad was carried 
away by the prssegai^ I was leas afraid of 
the prsesgaug than ox Bony, because l knew 
“““thnig of what it was. A young man 
mm our ha rol et had been seized by thiMU, 
and I awr them in the boat aa tiiey went 


away, and thought they looked very much 
like_ other people in boata But yet it was 
terrible when I woke from my sleep in the 
middle of the nigh^ and heard the bustle. 
I often waked from my sleep, frightened or 
unoomfortable. I was sometimes very hot 
and stifled, and sometimes very cold: and 1 
had had dreams; and now and then, on 
winter n^ht8,the sea would come roaring 
and dashing almost to the very door; ana 
Dad would get up, or make my mother set up, 
and see how him the water was comings or 
whether the tide nad turned: and it fri^tened 
me to feel the wind rush in when she opened 
the door, or to see the foam dancing about in 
the dim light of the lantern, almost on the 
very tiureshold: but no fidglit had ever been 
like that of the night when Dad was carried 
away. There were i^wling voices outside ; 
and one load, and dear, and commanding; 
and my Dad swore more terribly than I 
had ever heard him before, though I briieve 
he swore about something or other eveiy 
day. My mother’s crying liras the worst. 
She erica aloud, so tiiat ft took my brwth 
away. I do not think I cried at all; nmr did 
Jos. He had been asleep beside me^ under 
the fol(k of the hot, heavy old sail that was 
our bed. He was nuw sitting up in his 
n^ged little blue shirt, with his eyes all bright^ 
when uobodv stood between him and the 
lantern, and his face all white and fixed. The 
preBSgang did not stay very long; and when 
they were gone, my mother uirow herself 
down on her face on her bed, and cried and 
moaned, without ever thinking of shutting 
the door; so that the wind blew in, and the 
door swung about; and then baby began to 
cry sharply. Jos and 1 wondqrm whether 
we dared got up end tiiut the door. At last» 
we slipped out from under tiie r.al, ana 
ran ana did it together. Then we took up 
baby, and rocked him to sleep; and I suppose 
after that we went to sleep again ourselves; 
for I remember nothing more about that 
ni^t. 

1 am ashamed now to tiiink (md yet I do 
not see how we could help it) how plentuiut 
the next morning was, and many more morn¬ 
ings. Jos and 1 played about^ without being 
airad of anything. Nobody gave us knocks 
on the head: nomnly made Imcb and roared 
like Bony; nobody swore at ua. It is tru^ 
we had not now the fearful pleasure of help¬ 
ing to push off the boat, IhatDaul might go to 
sea, aim not come back the whole day. It 
was a fearful pleasure, because, when mj 
mother sent us to hdp to push the boat ofl^ ft 
was a chance whetiier Dad aid not kick us out of 
his way; but he sometimes was kmd, and put 
hia neat hand over mine, to make believe 
that L did the puriiiug; and then, he always 
went away, further and fiuther out to sea; 
and it would be many hours before he came 
back agi^ Now, it could no longer be so. 
Our boat' lay u^ide down on tiie mnd. 
Sometimes the sun shmie hot upon so that 
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vliat paint there was tose mldhiters, und 
scaled off: and sometimes. rain poured 

down upon it, and we cot ndde^it,'—doe and 
I, and the hal^. W« Diced to m were, snoc 
on the diy smm, wheni ^te rain did not lam 
too lone.' We liked to hear the xninpelt over 
onrhew^ nad. it vras a better ehelter. than the 
ootts^ beeanse the thatch there was to bad 
. that the ninwaBsiiwajsoQming^rough. The 
' smelljthere waelobad,tool thatch was 
worse thaa.aU othma imt to^|ether. It rotted, 
and dropjjed in ]^eceB, someumee in the honse, 
and Bomedmes outside; and the bite that 
wm« not foU of vermin wera mouldy, and 
sidciming to oome near. So Joe and 1 liked 
the boa^ and were glad it was now never 
stirred; though toy mother cried semtetimeB 
when me lomced at it, and said we woe 
little fools to sit langlung there, when no 
bread came ont of the boat any more. 

After a time, the boat came to be used again; 
but never at horns when I could hdpto push 
it off. Jos and I used to find it wet in Hhe 
' morning; and my mother said, it had been out 
trading. She dm not bid us be aecret about 
this trading; becanse we knew nobody except 
the children belon^ng to four or five other 
cottages, like our own; and the'&millee who 
liv^ there tariod too. 1 doubt whethmr the 
grown people knew that there was anything 
wrong about their way of trading; and I am 
sure the children did not. My mothw took 
me to sleep with her, andjmt the goods under 
, the sail, which was stiU Jos’s bed. Jos’s bed 
looked all the handsomer for being raised 
the packages Iteneailh it; but he md not like 
it so well; and when onr. hut was very fhll of 
goods, ufl^ to steal out^ and Aeep on the sand, 
under the 'bpttt..

wdl as the water. My bm.'^ felt hot; my 
alera'waB tronblipd; thongh sornetimeB griev- 
owiy wanting £md,l seldom rdiahed what 
I ate; and it wbs seldom that I felt light 
and gay. I suppose ft was because eveiy- 
bo<^ amut us mit the; same, .from" living m 
the same way, that nobody complained. In 
our Uttle hamlet, there was no cifttage wha'c 
the floor was clean, and the building whole¬ 
some ; where the clothes were washed with 
soap, or people’s skin knew' the comfort of 
soft water, and of being made pure, and 
flexible, and comfortable, by its pores being 
open, and the circulation of the blood free 
and easy. If any one housebold had been in 
ibis bappy natnnd stafte of health, others 
might have learned the lesson; and 1 have in 
my own mind no doubt that tliey might have 
enjoyed on amount of ease and gCKxI spirited 
and chewfnlness of temper, whidi woidd have 
been of more consequence to their happiness 
than money, or any of the mod luck that they 
complainea of the want ofi They used to sit 
on the half-pntiid sands, the women as wdl 
as the men drinking spirits because they felt 
weak and low, and saying that there w'na no 
use in catchii^ fish when there was nobody 
to buy it. That thma was no market for 
their fish was, they fdt, a hardship. 

Almost the only customers we nad had for 
fish, for a longer time than I could remembm', 
were the IVench prisoners' at the barracks on 
the moor. It was only tlie cheapest sorts of 
fish that they wanted; but they took enough 
to give Jos and me many a wfdk to the 
barracks. In the pilchard-season, my motibeX 
went with us sometimes; folehards were so 
cheap, and the poor fellows wanted so many 
more than we children could catxy. When 
we carried firesh raaekard, they used to be on 
the watch at the railii, and beckc^ and calL 
and make signs so ea^ly, that it was droll 
tb see. Thsy were vei$’ lowing, too, abont 
whitinffl and baddodca y'^Wt the red herrings 
wwe Tue wonder to us. I never knew any 
people care so mudi for red herrings; and 
aurdy uO;other people in England made nad 
herrings go . to mr. Instead of eating th^ 
aUowkUto of bimtd as peq^fie uenaUy <&, they 
used to make it, into soup. Or, if ^ould 
get * little pearl-borl^ or tMoky-^^ 
would stew and stew it, till the watm' really 
locked as thick as soup ; and th^ would

Nor is tois aU; for he is so disgusted with

COMMON-SENSE ON WHEELS. 


A Londox calvstaud is one of our ^eat 
national, real original ill-regulated public in- 
eonveiilences. As an existing buttress of our 
liliertieu, it is to be presumed tliat it is inse¬ 
parably connected with the glory of the 
country, and that the countiy would receive 
a fiital shock if it were in anywise improved ; 
but I diffidently incline to the opinion, iiever- 
tlu'l<%s, that it is cajiable of some small 
changes for the better. 

It liaa never been cleiurly made out—except 
by prescription and precedent—why it is in¬ 
dispensable tliat a Loudon cab should be 
dirty; why the palsied window-sashes must 
be ai'lfally made not to fit the window ; why 
one door must never open, and the other 
never shut; why there must be, at least, one 
broken window, replaced (in the genteeler 
sort of cabl with a wooden shutter; why 
the check-line must he luroken or gone, and 
the iMuids for {lulling up the glasses cropped 
short off; why the nose-bags of the horses 
must be under the seat; why there must 
lie a view of the pavement through the 
chinks in the liottom; why the fare must 
sit in a foot-bath of foul straw; why the 
cab must be damp; why the driver must 
be dirty; why the rate of fares and dis¬ 
tances must be nominal; why everything 
connected with the crazy, ricketty, jolting, 
ramshackle, ugly, unsavoury, cheating, dear 
Institution must be exactly the reverse of 
what it ought to be. 

Suppose the cab were dean and comfortable. 
Suppose the driver were civil and sober. 
Suppose eightpence were undei^stood to mean 
not mote tuon a shilliug, and tbrec-quorters of 
a mile not more than a mile. Suppose the 
complicated back-fare cmestion were set at 
rest oy the abolition of back fares. Suppose 
we had Inqiectora of public vehicles, ana i-hot 
neither Lo^ nor younger sons were eli giMa 
for those offices. Suppose, in the event of my 
being overtorned, abused, or overcharged, I 
had some easy means of redress^ whi^ did 
not involve my dancing attendance at a vil- 
lanons police-office, among the scum of the 
land1 am a&aid the CSonstltution would go 
by the board directly 1 

Otherwise, I really think we might do 
something to reform it altogether. The Bail¬ 
way Compamn have tried, but thqr have not 
a great d^ in their power without the aid of 
the Governmert. .Consider the materials

corners—not at all accustomed to the care of 
children—a neck or nothing sort of fellow, and 
much more neck than noting. Of the other 
fourteen drivers, eight don^ know how to 
drive, and six doirt care. Some are on 
their boxes, some at their horses' heuils, 
some ‘‘chaffing" a common acqnainlanec 
outside the taji-room window of the Red 
lion, where there are three shallow tubs, a 
little pump, and that wonderful ch.'vractcr 
the waterman, in a suit- of door-mat. What 
is the fiction concerning this mysterious 
waterman 7 Is he supposed to be the father 
of the stand 7 Has he any place of residence 
besides the stand 7 Has he any relations or 
friends 7 Had he any youth 7 Was he ever 
anything but a waterman 7 Was his father 
a waterman 7 Was his mother the bride of 
a wateimian 7 Will his son (if he have one) 
be a waterman 7 Was he always red in the 
face, and full of gin and beer 7 Wliat does 
he do here 7 What does he mean 7 Is ho 
what Mr. Carlyuc calls a self-constituted

He can’t be on the stand to Inspect the 
cabs. Look at the cabs, in every degree of 
ramshacklemcnt, and each cab puts its veto 
on the supposition! He can’t be on the 
stand to inspect the hoi'ses. Look at the 
horses! He can’t be on the stand t--* inspi'ct 
the drivers. Ixwk at the drivers I '’le can’t 
be here to preserve order; for, see, when the 
elderly gentleman with the brown umbi'clla 
calls a cab; seven cabs draw off the rank, 
block up the street, dash into one another, 
and imperil the elderly gentleman’s life. Then 
why is this strange being perpetually stump¬ 
ing, day and night, about the stand, in his 
suit of door-mat, with shoes four inches high 
in the sole^ soliciting “a copper” of all en¬ 
gagers of cabs 7 T^at a wonderful jieople 
we are in some of our institutions, and how 
constantly we jog on, never so much as guess¬ 
ing at the ridffies of our Deputy Chaff-Waxes 
and our watermen, and many other such 
puzzling matters. 

A sensible Belgravian has put forth his 
might in the “Times” newsp/i{x>r, towards 
effecting Jehuicular reform. He states very 
trulv, that cab-stands areu in the abstrod: and 
to uidr immediate neighbours, simply nul- 
sanoea. He proposes to conv^ them into 
nrhaa ornaments. He would have them pro- 
p»ly paved and drained. ^ He would promote 
the waterman to the dignity of an important 
puUie officer; making him a member of the 
poUoe force, to be paid out of the police-ratef^ 
instead of the drivers' pockets. He is not to 
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be a lord or a yoim^r eon, bat a genuine 
fonctionaiy, bred to Ms work, and not bom 
to it. A handsome aentty-box to be his official 
residence. “ In front dionld be a paved space, 
where the stand post shoold be erected and 
the pails placed. On the top of the box 
shomd be a lamp, glazed with coloured glass, 
so that any stranger might at night see from 
a distance where he might find a cab rank. 
It ^ould be the duty of the waterman, at 
least three times a day, to sweep the stand 
and tnm on the water to warn it down. 
Inside the waterman’s box should be hting up 
most extensive tables of cab^fares from that 
particular stand to all parts of London, and in 
eveiy direction; also rules for the good order 
of tne cab-rank, and tables of dues for liis- 
obedience.” The waterman slionld l>e provided 
with writing matctials, and a book, in which 
he might register aU complaints, .and take the 
numbw of the cabman, for Insolence, over¬ 
charge, and other indiacretions. The waterman 
would also act as arbiter in case of disputes, 
as firemiui in case of fire, as policeman in case 
of robbery, as gaoler imtil a perambulating 
colleague customer should come by; as a 
goneim mtron, supervisor, umpire of the cab¬ 
man on ms stand—commander, in short, of 
the vefucular ranks. The army is not a small 
one. In London alone eight thousand men 
earn their bread by the flick of the whip. 
One ray of common-sense in reference to them 
shines from the prospectus of a Provident 
and Benevolent lustitntiou for the Hackney- 
Coadi Ti'ade,” wliich now lies on our table. 

In all small 
things our nation are bad systematisers;

weather had been beautiibl, and we had 
intended to walk home, but this sudden 
change obliged me to aedc a Hankuey coach. 
I found one in the /^leuse of the Palais Eoyal, 
and was so glad to get it—for it was the only 
coach thei-e—^that I did not observe, when i 
called the driver, tliat he had no hat on, but 
was sitting on his box, in the rain, bai'e-headed. 
I remarked this singmarity as I was handing 
the ladies in, and asked him where his hut 
was ? ** Oh ! ” he said vciy coolly, “ it’s 

inside.” “And w]^ don’t you ])ut it on 
then ? " “ Well! I may as well put it on, to 
be sure.” says he ; “ will you please to hand it 
up ? A thousand thanks! ” It is so unusual 
in Paris to see a man of this kind drunk, that 
I never suspected him of being anything but 
eccentric, until we come to a neighbouring 
street where there were a number of carriages 
waiting at a party, among which we began to 
make such havoc by bumping wildly about, 
that I soon understood what was the matter 
with my friend, and awoke him, with souiu 
difficulty, from a sound sleep. I then got the 
ladies out, and said to him in what l con¬ 
sidered a highly impressive manner, tempered 
witli a gentle amiability, “Now, ray friend, 
you are drunk, and I am not going to pay you 
anything. You had better go home and keep 
ont of trouble ! ” Not in the least affected by 
this softening address, he immediately cast 
his arms and legs into the air all at once, as 
nobody but a Frenchman conld, clutched 
roughly at my throat, and tore my coat; 
whereupon I hit him, according to the custom 
of my countiy, and he tumbled into a con¬ 
fectioner’s doorway. Other coachmen came up, 
and the confectioner caino out. “Monsieur 
is a foreigner,” said he, on hearing the merits 
of the case ; “ it is late, and these men moke 
common cause. My advice is, pay him for Hie 
course, and moke complaint to Monsieur 1e 
Prefect. He will do justice.” With a very 
bad grace I paid for the course, and went 
home breathing veimeance. I relieved my 
mind by writing to Monsieur le Prefect before 
I went to bed—waited three weeks for an 
answer—^got none—every day for three weeks 
anathematised France. Eany one morning 
at Hie expiration of that time, appeai'ed the 
coachman, with a beard, and in an old blouse, 
looking very miserable.

yon. Attend while it is road. If you deny 
the charge, and oblige us to demand, the 
writer’s presence, you will take the grater 
consequences if it is proved. If you admit the 
charge at once, and save that trouble, you 
will take the lesser consequences.” “ Well! 
It was all true!” said the cabman with a 
shrug, “ so I took the three weeks, and here 
I am! ” 

In Tlamburgh the cab-mastcrs have a 
thorough check upon their servants. When 
the diTver sets down, he is bound Jto give 
hl» fare a ticket, by way of discount; for 
on presenting this card at the stable it 
W'ill be exchanged for a penny. Of course 
no passenger takes that trouble; so that 
these checks become a small {laper currency. 
They arc .always worth a penny, ajid yon 
pass them as siicli. By-and-by, waiters, 
small dealers, &c., get accumulations of them, 
an.l present them lor payment. The master 
counts them, and knows then, whether lus 
men have given, during a certain time, correct 
aecoiints ot their stewardships. 

The handsomest and best-regulatcfl public, 
vehicles arc thrisc of Tienna. llackue}’^{ 
coach'indeed, as the word is nndci-stood with 
us, they are not; for the light, trim, elegant 
little carihiges that dash along the streets 
as fast as a Hansom, are no more like the 
crazy convenieiu'cis we uae<i to call by that 
name, ikan a washerwoman’s horse is like a 
hunter. 

In Vienna they have retained the old 
Fi’ench name for them—^t’iaco’es; and the 
capital of the Kaisers would be altogether at 
a nonplus without them. They art—^like the 
gondolas of Venice, the mules of Spain, the 
hacks of Oxford, the camels of the Oesexi, or 
the “ noddies ” of Glasgow—the recognised 
means of moving about.” They are little, 
low caniages, like our broughams, very neatly 
made, and clciaiily fitted. It is customary, 
indeed, to turn the interiors into a sort of 
sitting-room ; some, being fitted with a small 
slab or table on which a book or jiamphlet 
may lie laid, a nice little case for matches to 
light the eternal cigar of Germany, a looking- 
glass, and a brush and oomb! The^ have 
genei^ly two small &st horses, (tailed 
a species of cattle something similar to our 
halt-bred Galloway. The pace they maintain 
is I’eally sur{>rising. These dapper equipages 
—light almost as baby-carta—rattle along the 
narrow,slippery streets—on the pavement—off 
the pavement—round comers—down short, 
steep, break-neck hUls—from morning to 
night; yet few are the accidents or offences 
ever attributed to a fiacre. Tlte Viennese are 
so attached to this mode of conveyance, that 
nearly everyone who can afford it, ke^ a 
fiacre in hu service: from the magnifioent 
Hungarlau prince with his <me himmred aud 
fifty thoui^d pounds a year, to the subuii^ 
bean. Private carriages are generally usjsd 
only on state oaoasipns, on aoeount of the 
greater convenience of the fiacre. Indeed, 


l*rime MinisUir Priu.ee Schwartzenberg hsia 
no other carriage whatever, and drives about, 
on visits of ccremuriy or otherwise, in one of 
them. 

A great Roman pliilosophei* considers it a 
reproach to any one to walk, who cfiu ride in 
a carriage, inasmuch its it is a great waste of 
time ; and the Italians have a saving to this 
day, that no creatures voluntarily move about 
in tlie hot summer sunlight, except niiul (Ir>gs 
and Englishmeu. The time a Viennese fawie 
is capable of saving, is really prodigious. A 
man may eat drink, sleep, in one, and yet 
go about his business. If he feel dispo.sti<l 
Ibr a walk, his fiacre will follow him like 
a dog—^not ostentatiously, but at just it right 
distance: the driver keeping a respectfully 
sharp eye ujKin the first movement of iin cyo 
or a finger th.at may symbol )>our intentions. 
When you express’ it, ujt he dashes, and 
never pulls up without a joke or a pleasant 
laugh. 

The usual price pmd for a fiacre, vaides 
lixm rather .a high tariff to as much as (sm be 
got out of the customer; and tinth obliges 
the confession that the drivers are a most 
unconscioDabie set of dogs. They may be 
had, however, for a fiorin (two shillings) an 
hour, or from leu to sixteen slulliugs a day. 
If hired for the mouth, the total cost of a 
fiacre, including the driver, keep of horses, 
anJi everything else, varies from ton lo twelve 
or even fifteen pounds, for a very grand tnra- 
out indeed. 

As a cui'ious iuatauee of Austrian ■ xcUi- 
siveness, it may l»e remarkotl that no fiacre 
having a number on it, is allowed lo enter the 
court-yards of the great houses; and to evade 
this difficulty—which would betautanniuiit lo 
excluding the conveyances of nine ^ out 
of ten—anyone who goes to the jx^lico, mul 
declares that he has engaged a certain liacru 
by the month, and that man and horses are at, 
his private service, may have the nnmhor 
removed. The right of entrance will then 
be allowed. Under theso ch-cumstauces, tlic 
drivers will, if ntquii'ed, mount .a ILverj'. 

The severity of the climatt', and smtoof the 
streets in winter, render the sorviccs of a 
fiacre iduiost a necessity. ‘Whiter is, there¬ 
fore, their harvc§it season; but, tliov aro by 
no means without employment in summer, 
when tho fierce dry beats and jieiqwtual 
clouds of dust make any means of irausit 
more agreeable than fke legs. i\n uiducky 
sti'anger, who may b& going to wesent his 
letters of introduction, or jjroccoding on any 
other dedicate mission, finds himself at this 
season halt-blinded—every jidto of his skin 
filled with a tine (lust; hoots, waistcoat, troii- 
sers, fiice, whiskers, hair, all the same colour, 
and that colour whitey-hrown ; and he is glad 
enough to call a fiociO) to the rescue. Another 
puxpose wbicli. they serve, in summer, is to 
take young cavahers to the Plater—the Hyde 
Park of the Austrian capital—whore their 
own hones a;ad grooms are waiting for them: 
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00 , from the slippery footing for horses on the 
paved streets of the inner town, and their 
extreme narrowness, it u almost impossible to 
ride safely on horsebaeU through them. The 
horses are, therefore, led to the Frater, and 
riders in prospect go on wheels. 

The drivers, who are also, like their 
riages, called Fiacres, are a class fkr superior 
to our London cabmen. They axe mostly 
fellows of infinite wit. Their good things 
axe not always too coarse to oe current 
among count^ cousins. It is customary 
for them to use ^vers cunning solidtatious 
to tempt the wavering into a ride ; and never 
was there one of the doth who ^dressed a 
fiure otherwise than as “ Your Grace.” Their 
usual costume, in winter, is a rough peat^oat 
lined witli sheepskin, or adorned with an enor¬ 
mous fur collar, in shape something like the 
collar of a horse. Thus equipped, with a pair 
of anrprising moustaches, and jierhapa a lieard, 
they look very remarkable men indeed, and 
in England would be easily taken by tlie 
uneducated mind for Grand Multis. In sum¬ 
mer, their costume is that of an amateur 
omnibus-man,—adding tbe moustache. Their 
whips are a cariosity, being a stllfish stick, 
-with a solid tbong of leather, knotted all the 
way down. ■When rendered hard by half- 
frozen gi'ease; these are dreadful punishers. 

The fiacres—^Ihat is, the driveis—are, gene¬ 
rally, remarkable for honesty. Ijeave what 
yon may, behind you—-even a purse—nine 
chances one but you find it. In any 
sort of secret, it is seldom that a fiacre 
lias betrayed his fare; and, though apt 
enough to wrangle, if not rather overpaid, 
he is on other occasions civil and zealous. 
Their life is a hard one, for a boro subsist¬ 
ence. They are out, in ml weathers—in the 
frost uiul snow, in the keen air of winter 
nights; in tbe sultry heats and rains of sum¬ 
mer. They stand btifere the door of their em- 
ployera, from clgl.'.i fi'idock in the morning 
luiul twelve at night, or follow him wherever 
he goes, always ready, willing, and cheer- 
foL How either they or tlieir horses ieed, 
or how tiicii' little carriages look so clean and 
trim, it is difficult to make out. 

The pains-taking Kohl, in his "Bnssia,” 
gives a lively account (which we will abridge) 
of the. “ Isvoshtshiks,”—or hai^ey coachmen 
of St. Fetersbnrg :~ 

“ The most resolute pedestrian soon mrows 
tirod of using his own feet in St. Petersburg, 
uiul in utt^ despair, roars out his 'Davai! 
Isvoshtduki!* to the first" droshky kand. 
lie will ’seldom have occarion to ‘sing 
ont ’his davai a second time. Kay, a man 
need not even lode at the serviceable equi¬ 
pages, for if be only stand stall for a moment^ 
wd seem to ^llbeitiite in hfe .own mind upon 
"the expetUency of summoning a'charioteer to 
his assistance, the bint is muto.soffirient, and 
half-a-dozen sledges wUl immediately come 
darting up to the spot where he stands. The 
oait-ba^ arc quickly thrown oside^ the harness 


drawn tight, and each of the rival candidate 
for favour places himself upon his box, satis¬ 
fied apparently that he, am he alone, will 
bear away the prize. ‘'\^»ere to, Sir 1 ’ ‘To 
the Admiralty.’—^“I’U go for two rubles.’— 
‘1 for one and a half,’ cries another, and so 
they go on underbidding each other, till they 
come down, perhaps, to half a ruble. You 
take the (feeapest, probably; but take care 
the cheapest be not also the worst, or you 
must prepare for a volley of jokes and bant€-r- 
iu^ from the disappointed applicants. ‘ Ah, 
do but look, little father, how sUugy you 
are ! ’—* To save a few copeks you put up 
with that ragged rascal for your coachioau.’— 
‘Ho and his three-legged animal will stick 
fiist before you get Mf way.’—^‘The grey- 
beorded vagabond will bo sure to upset you ; 
he’s so" druuk ho can’t stand .’—* Ue ’ll take 
you to the shamble^ and swear it ’a the Ad¬ 
miralty.’—No one enjoys all this abuse, meait- 
while, more than the object of it, who laughs 
in his sleeve, and grumbles out his ‘Nilshe- 
voss! never fear, Sir; we shall get on well 
enough.’ 

“ These men are, for the most part, Busslans 
from all the different governments of the 
empire; hut among them there ai'e also Fin¬ 
landers, Esthunians, Lettes, Poles, and Ger¬ 
mans. They arrive at St. Petersbur(^ gene¬ 
rally as little boys of ten or twelve years old, 
hire themselves as drivers to some owner of 
hackney-carriages, whom they continue to 
serve till they liavc saved enough to buy a 
horse and vehicle, when they set up in busi¬ 
ness on their own account. Tlieir ti-ade, as 
all trades are in Bussia, is imcontrollcd by 
corpoiatiou laws; and should fodder grow 
dear, or business slack, the Isvoshtshik packs 
up the few worldly goods he possesses, drives 
away to the south, and reappears in the streets 
of Novgorod or Moscow ; thus, in pursuit of 
fortune, they emerge now in one town, and 
now in another, tul chance enable Uiem to 
form a profitable and permauent establish¬ 
ment in some one place. In the provincial 
towns, where fodder is to be had for little or 
nothing, th^ usually drive with iieo horses, 
but in St. Petersburg, where everything, in 
comparison, is enormously dear, the public 
must content themselves 'mth one. * 

“ In winter the Isveshtshikuses the fevonrite 
national vfshido of a slcHlge, with which he 
continues to grind the pavement as long as 
the least trace of snow is to be felt under the 
spring mud. A covered carriage he never 
uses. The cloaks and fhrs the passengers 
must do the same service in Buaraa that the 
roof of the coach does with ns; and when 
well wrapped iqp in a series of protecting 
folds, the warm nncleas of life that occupies 
the .emtre, pariently sufifets the pelting of 
snow, min, and mud tffl the end of his journey, 
where the rind is peeled and the said 
kerud «tepe f^h dean and unspotted from 
his mudi^ oovering. 

“ The-limMhtduks of St. Petersburg appear

to be a race of Hamaxobitea,* leading a sort 
of notuodic life among the palaces of the 
capital. TOiey encamp by day in the streets, 
and so do many of them during the night, 
their sledge serving them at once as house 
and bed. T-ifea the Bedouin Arabs, they 
carry the oat-bag constantly with them, and 
fjiaten it, during their intervals f>f feimre, to 
the noses of their «teeds. In cfcrjw^treet 
arrangements have been made fol taf con¬ 
venience of the Isvoshtshiks. Eve^Mh’ia'b and 
there mangers are erected for tlf&r use; to 
water their hotBes, there are in all parts of 
the town convenient descents to the canals or 
to the river; and hay is sold at a number of 
shops in small bundl^ just sufficient for one 
or two horses. To still the thirst and hunger 
of the duttioteers themselves, there are peri¬ 
patetic dealers in quass, tea, and bread, who 
are constantly wandering about the streets 
for the charitable purpose of feeding the 
himgjy. The animals are as hardy as their 
uutaters. 

“As there are no fixed fa^ yon must 
each time bargain with your driver when you 
hire him; but the fellows arc, in general, 
nioderatc enough, and will take you a tolerably 
long way for a few pence. Their demands, 
indeed, are apt to rise in proportion as the 
weather becomes less inviting to pedestriau- 
isni, or as the calendar announces the recur¬ 
rence of a public holiday. There! are days 
when they will not bate a copek of their 
demands; and in the busy pari of the day 
they will not take h'ss than two roubles for a 
tourae, whidi in the morning or the evening 
they are ready to go for half a one. On ordi- 
n.ary occasions they are reasonable and oblig¬ 
ing enough, and will often carry you for 
nothing from one side to the other of a muddy 
street. 

“ You majj^ know what countryman your 
Isvoshlshik is^; by the way in which ho treats 
his horses. The Bussian coachman seems tn 
trust more to the persuasiveness of his own 
eloquence than to anything else. He seldom 
uses his whip, and generally only knocks with 
it upon th6 • foot-board of his riedge, by way 
of a gentle admonition to his steed, with 
whom, meanwhile, he keejps up a running 
colloquy, seldom giving Mm harder words 
than: ‘ iny brother,' ‘ my friend,* ‘ my little 
father,’ ‘my sweetheart,’ *my little white 
pigeon,’ &c. * Come, my pretty pigeon, 

make use of thy legs,* he will say. * What 
now 1 art blind 1 come, be brisk ! Take care 
of that stone there. Dost not see it ? There, 
that’s righh Bravo 1 hop^ hop, hop ! steady, 
boy,^BteMy! Now, what art turning thy 
head aside for ? Look out boldly before thee! 
Huzza! V iilfli, yukh I' 

“One voiy important thing to know is, 
that our lavoshtutik, fbr the period of the 
drive, has become our serf, and that if we are 
people to abuse our power, we may a«ume 

v 
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the lord and master with impunity. If we 
speak to him, he will never thuik of replying 
to us otherwise tlian bareheaded. 'Our scold¬ 
ing he ^receives with a cheerful and submis¬ 
sive smile, our commands with prompt obedi¬ 
ence. If he is to drive faster, the intimhtion 
is conveyed to him in the way intimations are 
usually convened td slaves, ixamely, through 
the medium of his back, on which the hand of 
his temporary master writes down tlie order 
in a legible character. A Bussian is horn 
with a bridle round his neck, and every man 
whose hand is firm enough may seize the reins. 

“ Though you speak no Bussian, you will 
seldom find it difficult to make yourself undor^ 
stood to your IsToshtshik, who is in general quite 
a cosmopolite and a man of the world, com¬ 
pared to those of his calling in other countries. 
He has to deal with nearly all the nations of 
Asia in his time, and individuals from eveiy 
country in Europe have held converse with 
him. He has a smattering of every language. 

“ The constant plague of the Tsvoshtshik is 
the pedestrian, who in Bussia is invested with 
immense privileges. In other countries a 
man thinks himself bound to take core that 
he is not run over; but in Bussia, he who 
walks afoot troubles himself but little about 
the matter, and thinks the coachman alone is 
bound to be careful. If the hoi-se or carriage 
merely touch a foot passenger, without even 
throwing him down, the driver is liable to be 
flogged and finetl; should the pedestrian he 
thrown down, a flogging, Siberia, and the 
confiscation of the whole equipage, are the 
mild penalties imposed by the Law, * Have a 
care,’ cries the Isvoshtshik. ‘Have a Aore 
thyself, and remember Silteriu,’ is the pro¬ 
bable reply of tlie leisurely wayfarer. The 
moment the ciy ia raisetl tliat a man has been 
run over, a brace of butsbniks rush ou‘ from 
their watchboxes, and the carruige, wh mover 
it may helong to, is carried away as a police 
rize. The poor coachman is immediately 
ound, and the flattering prospect of an emi¬ 
gration to Siberia ia immediately lield forth 
to him, whether the accident have aiiscu from 
his own foult or not. Oases of great severity 
sometimes occur; but it is difficult to point 
oat any other way of checking the wild w.ay 
of driving in whitm the nobles frequently in¬ 
dulge. As it is, they are always urging tlicir 
poor fellows to go fi^er, and the consc(|ueuc8 
that, wide as the streets are, iiutl severe as 
the law is, accidents are constantly o(!cnrring, 
and eveiy now and then you he.ai- that this 
prince’s mw foup-iu-hand is in tlie clutches ^ 
the police, or that that count’s coachman is 
tmdei^oing an inquiry.’’ 

Now, without deciding that tlie French 
wheeled system is perfo^ or that the Aus¬ 
trian wheeled system is perfect, or that tlie 
Bussian wheeled ^stera is jwrfect, or that any 
of these wheeled systems is near p^ectioii, 
WB may very confident^ assert that our own is 
decideMy imperfect and very defective. If we 
would put a little more common-seuse on 
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wheels, and set it ^ing about the town for 
the ^neral convenienoe, it might be a very 
ignoble use of common sense, but it would be 
a very cranfortaWe one. 

OUR PHANTOM SHIP AMONG 
THE ICE. 


Yokdbs is the coast of Norway; we shall 
soon be at Spitzbergeu. The “ Phwtom ” is 
fitted out for Arctic exploration, with inr 
Btructions to find hei* way, by the north-west, 
to Behring Straits, and t^e the South Pole 
on her jjassngo home. Just rK>w, we steer 
due north, and yonder is the coast .of Norway. 
F]’om that coast parted Hugh Willoughby, 
three liundred years ago; the fimt of our 
coimtrymen who wrought on ice-bound high¬ 
way to Cathay. Two years alterwards nis 
shipa were found, in the haven of Arzina, in 
Lapland, by some Russian fishermen ; ue;u* 
and about them Willoughby and his com-; 
panions—seventy dead men. The ships were 
freighted with their frozen crews, and sailed 
for England; but, " being unstaunch, as it Is 
supposSl, by their two ye^’ wintering in 
Lapland, simk, by the way,'with their dead, 
ana them also that brought them.” 

Ice floats auuUt us now, and here is a whale 
blowing ; a whale, too, very near Spitsbergen. 
When firat Spitsbergen was diBCovcre<l, in 
the good old times, there were whales here 
in abundance; then a hundred Dutch sliips, 
in a crowd, might go to work, and boats 
might jostle wiw each oUier, and the only 
thing deficient would be stowage room for aU 
the produce of the fishery. Now one ship 
may liave the whole field to itself, and travd 
home with aji imjierfect cargo. It was fine 
fun in the good old times; there was no need 
to cruize. Coppers and Imilers wore fitted on 
the island, and little colonieB about them, in 
the lj.shiug season, had nothing to do but tow 
the whales in, with a boat, as f^t as they were 
wanted by the copper. No wonder that so en¬ 
viable a Tom Tluicf’S ground was claimed by 
all who had a l ive for gold and silver. The 
English called it theirs, for they first fished; 
the Dutch sakl, nay, but tlie Island was of 
their discovery; Danes, Hamburghem, Bb- 
cayans, Spaniards, and IVench put in their 
emros; and at length, it was agreed to 
make pai'titions. The numerous twra and! 
harbours which indent the coast were divided 
among tire rival ualions; and, to this <lay, 
many of them bear, accordingly, such names 
as English Bay, Danes Bay, and so fi>r|^ 
Ono Imy there is, with graves in it, nam'ed 
^iTow. For it seemed to the fishers most, 
desirable^ if possitdu to plant upon this island 
permanmit establishments, and condamnad 
convicts were ofiered,hy the ItuBsians, life and, 
pardon, if they would winter in Bpt^ergen. 
They agreed; but^ when they saw the hy. 
mpunttiiuB and the stomy sea, repented, and 
wmit baclc to meet a death exempt freoa. 
torture. The Dutch tes^pted free men, by 


high rewards, to the dangerous experi¬ 
ment. One of their victims left a joumai, 
which describes his suffering and that of his 
companions. Their mouths, he says, became so 
sore tirat, if they had food, they co^d not eat; 
their limbs wore awoUm and disabled with 
excruciating pain; they died of scurvy. 
Those who died first were coffined by their 
dying fri^ds; a row of ceffilns was found, in 
the spriem each with a man in it; two men 
uncol^e^ side by ride, were dead u{>on the 
floor, Thi journal tolcC how once the traces 
of a bear excited their hope of fresh meat and 
amended health ; how, with a lantern, two or 
three had limped upon the track, until the 
light became extinguialied, and they came 
bock in deapw to die. We might speak, also, 
of eight English sailors, left, by accident, upon 
Spitzbergeu, who lived to return and tell 
their winter's tale; but a long journey is 
before us, and wo must not linger on the 
Way. As for our whalers it need scarcely 
ho related that the multitude of whales 
diminiah eil as the slaughtering went on, until 
it was no longer possible tf» keep the coppers 
full. The whales had to be searched for by 
the vessels, and thereafter it was not worth 
while to take the blubber to Spitzbergeu to 
be Ijoilcd; and the different nations, having 
carried home their coppers, left the apparatus 
of those fishing stations to deca\'. 

Take heed. There is a noise like thunder, 
and a mountain snaps in two. The upper 
half comes, crasbil^;, grinding, down into the 
sea, and loosened streams of water follow it. 
The sea is displaced before the mighty 
heap; it boils anil scatters up a cloud of 
sp;raj; it rushes back, and violently beats 
upon the shore. The mountain rises from 
its Ijath, sways to and fro, while water pours 
along its mighty sides; now it is tolerably 
quiet, letting crackers off as air escapes out of 
its cavities. That is an Iceberg, and in that way 
are all icehmgs formed. Mountains of ice 
formed by ram and snow—grand Arctic 
gladers, undermined by the sea or by aocumu- 
mtiou over-balanced—topple down upon the 
riightest provocation (moved by a shout, ])e]v 
hap^ and where they float, as tliis black look¬ 
ing fellow does, they need deep water. This 
berg in height is about ninety feet, and a due 
Indaiice remiires that a mass nine times os 
huge as the port visildo riiould he sub¬ 
merged.

In 
Greenland, tiie sinking is so well known- that 
the natives never bund close to the water’s 
edge, and the Moravian missionaries more 
thm once have had to move &rther inland 
the poles on which their boats are rested. 

Our Phantom Ship stands Mrly now along 
the western coast of Greenland into Davis 
Straits. We observe that upon this western 
ooast there is^ by a great deal, less ice than on 
the eastern. Tliat Is a rule generally. Not 
only the configuration of the straits and ba^, 
but also the earth’s rotation from west to 
east, causes the currents here to set towai^ 
the west, and wash the western coasts, while 
they act very little on tiie eastern. We steer 
across Davis Strait, among " an infinite num¬ 
ber of great coun^ys and islands of yce ; ” 
there, near the entrance, we find Huds^ 
Strait, which does not now concern us. Islands 
probably s^arate this well-known channel 
ux>m Frobisher Strrit to the north of it, yet 
unexplored. Here let us recal to mind the 
fieei of fifteen soil, under Sir Martin Frobisher, 
in lfi78, tossing about and parting company 
among tlie ice. Let us rememlier how the 
crew of the “Anne Frances,” in that expe¬ 
dition, built a pinnace wh<si their vessel 
struck upon a rc»ck, although they wanted 
main timber and nails. How they made a 
mimic forge, and “for the easier making of 
nails, were forced iu break their tongs, grid¬ 
iron, and fire-shovel, in pieces.” How Master 
Captain Best, iu tins frail bark, with its im¬ 
perfect timbers held together by the meta¬ 
morphosed gridiron and fibre-shovel, continued 
in his duty, and did “ depart tro the straights 
as before was pret^dM.” How a terrific 
storm arost^ and the fleet parted, and the 
intrepid captain was lowed “ m his small pin- 
nesse, at the stem of the ‘ Michael,’ thorow 
the raging seas; for the bark was not able to 
receive, or relieve half his company.” The 
“ tongs, gridyron and fire-riiovell," performed 
their work only for as many minutes as were 
absolutely uecessaiy, for “the pinnesse come no 
sooner aboord the ship, and the men entred, 
but she presently shivei^ and fell iu pieces, 
and suuke at the ship’s stem vritb all the poor 
men’s fhmiture.? 

Now, too, as we sul up the strait, explored 
a few years after these events by Master John 
Dav^howprouAy'treremembe^ him asaright 
worthy {arerwonar of those countrymen of his 
and ours who sinooMve sailed over his track. 
Nor ought we to pass on withooi calling to 
mind the mdahcho^-ftvte, in 1'606, of Maaten 
Jolm Ejiight, drivemwin the “Hopewell,” 
among huge maaaea m ice trithn.tremendoua 
B rudder knocked away, hia ship haN 


full of water, at tlie entrance to these stnoits. 
Hoping to find a harbour, he set forth to 
explore a laige island, and landed, leaving 
two men to watch the boat, while he, vntu 
three men and the mate, set forth ana dis¬ 
appeared over a hilL For thirteen hours the 
watchers kept ^ their post; one had his 
trumpet with him, for he was a trumpeter, 
the other had a gun. They trumpeted often 
and loudly, they fired, but no answer came. 
They watched ashore all night fur the return 
of their captain and- his party, “but they 
came not at all.” 

The season is advanced. As we sail on, Ihe 
sea steams like a lime-kiln, “frost-smoke” 
covets it. The water, cooled less rapidly, is 
warmer now thou the sarrounding air, and 
yields this vapour in consequence. Jiy the 
time our vessel has reached Balfin’s Bay, still 
coasting along Greenland, in addition to old 
floes and the water is beset with “ pan¬ 
cake ice.” Inat is the young ice when it first 
begins to cake upon the surface. Innocent 
enough it seems, but it is sadly clogging to the 
ships. It sticks about their sides like treacle on 
a fly’a wing; collecting unequally, it destroys 
all equilibrium, and impedes the efforts of the 
steersman. Bocks split on the Greenland 
coast with loud explosions, and more icebei'gs 
fall. Icel>ergs we soon riiall take oiur leave of; 
they are only found where there is a coast on 
which glaciers can form; they ai‘e good for 
nothing but to yield fresh water to the ves¬ 
sels ; it will be ^ field, pack, and salt-water 
ice presently. 

Now we are in Baffin’s Bay, exidored in 
the voyages of Bylot and l^flin, IGlfi-lC. 
When, in 1817, a great movement iu the 
Greenland ice caused many to believe that 
the northern passages would be found com¬ 
paratively clear; and when, in coiis^ueuce of 
this impression, Sir John Bti-rrow succeeded 
in setting a-foot that cowse of modern Arctic 
exploration, which lias been continued to the 
present day, Sir John Boss was the first man 
sent to find the north-west passage. Buchan 
and Parry were commissioned at the same 
time to attempt the North Sea route. Sir 
John Boss dia little more on tliat occasion 
than effect a survey of Bafiin’s Bay, and 
prove the accuracy of the ancient ^ot.- In 
the extreme north of the bay there is an inlet 
or a channel, called by Baffin, Smith’s Sound; 
this Sir John saw, but did not enter. It 
never yet has been explored. It may be an 
inlet only; but it is also very posrible that by 
this channel ^ps mi^t get into the polar 
sea and sul the no^h snore of Greenland 
to Spitsbergen. Turning that corner, and 
descending uong the'western ooast of Bafiiu’s 
Bay, there is anotfaur inlet called Jones' Sound 
by Baffhi, also unexjflcHred. These two inlets 
with their vexy IwitlA titles, Smith and 
Jonea are of exceeding interest. Jones’ 
Sound may load by a baoik way to . Melville 
Island. -South of Jones* Sound there is a 
wide, break-in the riw>re,a great sound, named 
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by Bafiin, Lancaster's, which Sir John Ross, 
in that first expedition, failed also to explore. 
Like our transatlantio friends at the muth 
Pole, he laid down a range of clouds as moun¬ 
tains, and considered the way impervious ; so 
he came home. Parry went out next year, 
as a lieutenant, in command of his first and 
most successful expedition. He sailed up 
Lancaster Sound, which was in that year 
(1819), unusually clear of ice; and he is the 
discoverer whose track we now follow in our 
Phantom Sliip. The whole ground being 
new, he had to name the points of country 
right and left of him. The way was broad 
hnd open, due west, a most prosperous begin¬ 
ning for a north-west passi^re. If this con¬ 
tinued, he would soon reach Jl^hring Strait. 
A broail channel to the right, directed, that is 
to say, soutliward, he entered on the Prince 
of W^es’s birthday, and so called it the 
“Prince Regent’s Inlet.” After exploring 
f his for some miles, he turned back to resume; 
his western course, for still there was a broad' 
strait leading westward. This second part of 
Limeoster Sound, he called after the Secretary 
of the Admiralty who had so iudefatigably 
hibutired to promote the expeditious, Ban-ow4 
Strait. Then he came to a cliaimel, turning 
to the right or northward, and he named that 
Wellington Ohauitel. Then he had on his 
right hand ice, islands large aitd smah, and 
intervening channels; on tno left, ie(^ and a 
cape visible, Ca|^ Walker. At an island, 
named .il'ler the First Lord of the Admiralty 
Melville Island, the great frozen wilderness 
barred farther pTOgress. There he wintered. 
On the coast of Melville Island they had 
I)assed the latitude of one huudsnid and ten 
degrees, and the men had become entitled to 
a royal bounty of five thousand pounds. This 
group of islands Pony called North Geoigian, 
but they are usually called by his own imme, 
Patry l^nds. This was the first European 
winter party in the Arctic circle. Its details 
ai-e fimuliai' enough. How the men cut in 
three days through ice seven inches thick, a 
canal two niil^ and a half long,' and so 
brought the ships into safe harbour. How 
the genius of Parry Mualled the occasion; 
how there was establisned a theatre and a 
“North Georoian GazettOj” to cheer the 
tediousuess of a night which continued for 
two thousand hours. The dreary dazzling 
waste in which there was that little patch of 
life, the stars, the fog, the moonlight, the 
glittering woiMer of the northern l^hta, in 
which, as Greenlanders believe, souls of the 
'tricked dauce tormentecL are familiar to us. 
The she-bear stays at .home; but the he- 
bear hungers, and .lo<^ hi vain for a stray, 
seal or walrus—woe to the unarmed 
who meets him in his hungiy mood! Wolves 
^ abroad, and pretty white sretio foxes. 
The reindeer hove sought other pastnref> 
ground. The tbenqometer runs down to. 
more thou rixty degrees belo'vt’'freezihs: a 
temperature tolerable in nulm weather, out 


distressing in a wind. The eye-idece of the 
telescope must be protected now with leather, 
for the skin is destroyed that comes in con¬ 
tact with cold metal The voice at a mile’s 
distance can be heard distinctly. Happy the 
day when first the sun is seen to graze the 
ed^ of the horizon; but summer must come, 
and the heat of a constant day must accumu¬ 
late, and summer wane, before the ice is 
melted. Then the ice cracks, like cannons 
over-charged, and moves with a loud grinding 
noise. But not yet is escape to be m^e with 
safety. Alter a detention of ten months, Parry 
^t free; but, in escaping, narrowly missed 
wo destruction of both shijis, by their being 
“ nipped ” between the mighty mass and the 
unyielding shore. What animals are found 
on Melville Island, we may jndge from tlie 
results of sport during ten months detention. 
The island exceeds five thousand miles square, 
and yielded to the gun, three musk oxen, 
twenty-four deer, sixty-eight hares, fifty- 
three geese, fifty-nine ducks, and one hundred 
and forty-four ptarmigans, weighing together 
three thousand seven hundred ana sixty-six 
pounds—^not quite two ounces of meat per 
day to every man. lichens, stunted grass, 
saxifrage, and a feeble willow, are the plants 
of Melville Island, but in sheltered nooks 
there are found sorrel, poppy, and a yellow 
butter-cup. Halrjs and double suns are very 
common consequences of refraction in this 
quarter of the world. Eraukliu returned 
his first and most famous voyage with 
his men all sale and sound, except the loss of 
a few fingers, frost-bitten. We sail iaick only 
<as £ir as Regent’s Inlet, being bound for 
Bebring Strait. The reputation of Sir John 
Robb Iteing clouded by the discontci' ex¬ 
pressed ' against his first expedition, Mr. 
Felix Boo^ a rich distiller, provided seven¬ 
teen thousand pounds to enable his friend to 
redeem his credit. Sir John accordingly, in 
1829, went out m the “Victoiy,” provided 
witli steam-machinery that did not answer 
well. Ho was accompanied by Sir James 
'Ross, his nephew. He it was who, on this 
occasion, firrt surveyed Regent’s Inlet, down 
which we are now smlin^ with our Phantom 
Ship. The coast on our right h;tnd, wostwani, 
which Pany saw, is called North Siuiicr8«st, 
but farther south, where the inlet widens, the 
land is named Boothia Felix. Hve yejirs 
before this, Parry, in his third voyage, had 
attempted to pass down Regent’s lulc^ a here 
among ioe and storm, one of his ships, the 
“ Hedisy” had been driveb violwitly ashore 
and of necessity, abandoned. The stores had 
been removed, and Sir John was able now to 
replenish his own vessel from them. Round¬ 
ing a point at the bottom of Prince I^ent’s 
Imet, we find Felix H&cbour, where Sir Jolm 
Ross wintered. His nephew made from this 
point' scieiitific ex^orations; discovered a 
strait, called after him the Stmt of James 
Ross, and on the nortiiem shore of this 
strait, on the mdn land of Boothia, planted the 
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British Sag on the Horlhem Magnetic Pole. 
Tlie ice broke up, so did the “ Viotoiyi^^er 
a hairbreadth escape, the party found a 
searching vessel, said arrived -home after an 
absence of four years and five months, Sir JoLm 
Boss lost his ship, and vcm his repu¬ 

tation. Ihe friend in need -was made a 
barouet for his munificence; Sir John -was 
reimbursed for all his losses, and the crew 
liberally taken care of. ^ James Boss had 
a rod and flag signifying “Magnetic Pole,” 
given to him fur a new cres^ by the Heralds’ 
Cullcge, for which he was no doubt greatly 
the '^tter. 

We have sailed northwanl to gfet into 
Hudson Strait, the high road into Hudson 
B;iy. Along the shoi-u ore Exquhnaux in 
bouts, extremely active, but these filtliy crea¬ 
tures -we pass by; the Exquimanx in Jludsou 
Strait are like the negroes of the cOtnai, de¬ 
moralised by intercourse with European 
tradei-s. These are not true pictures of the 
loving children of the north. Our “Phantom ” 
floats on^the wide waters of Hudson Bay 
—the grave of its discoverer. Pamiliar as 
the story is of Henry Hudson’s fate, for John 
Kuig's sake how gladly we repeat it. While 
Bulling on the waters ne discovered, in 1611, 
his men mutinied; the mutiny was aided by 
Henry Oreen, a prodigal, whom Hudson had 
generously shielaed from ruin. Hudson, tlie 
nwaster, and Ids sou, with six sick or disabled 
members of the crow, -were driven from tiieir 
cabins, forced into a little shallop, and com- 
mille<i hel]>less to the water and the ice. But 
there was one stout man, John King, the car- 
iwnter, -who stepped into the Ixiat, abjimng his 
companions, and chose ratiier to die than even 
mssively be partaker in so foul a crime. John 
King, we who live afteTjWill remember you. 

Here on an island, Charlton Island, near 
our entrance to the bay, in 1631, wintered 
poor C.apVjLu Ta.xt<^‘-viw his wrecked crew. 
Ibis is a point outside the Arctic circle, but 
qiiite cold enough. Of nights, with a good 
fire in the house they built, hoar frost covered 
their licds, luid the co<^’b water in a metal 
pan before the firc^ was warm on one side and 
froze on the other. Here “it snowed and 
froze extremely, at which time we, looking 
from the shore towards the ship, she appeared 
a piece of ice in the fashion of a ship, ot- a 
ship rescmbliitg a piece of ice.” Hero the 
gunner, who lost his . leg, besought that, 
“for the be had to live, be might 

drink sadc^together.” He died and was 
buried jkia far frmn the vessel, but when 
afterwaaii- twtf 10018 were dead of scurvy, 
and the others, in a miserable stat^ were 
working -with fiiint h^pe about their shattered 
vesid, ^e gunner waa fonmd to have returned 
hcmie to the old -vessel hhtleg had penetrated 
through a port-hole.

These 
worthy souls, laid up with the agonies C3f 
scurvy, knew that in action was their only 
hope; they forced their limbs to labour, 
among ice and water, every day. They set 
about the building of a Iraat, but the hard 
frozen wood had bixikeu all their axes, so tht^y 
made shift with the pieces. To fell a tree, it 
was first requidto to light a fire around it, 
and the carpenter could only labour -vrith his 
wood over a fire, or else it was like stone 
under his tools. Before the bo.at was made 
they buried the carpenter. The captain ex¬ 
horted them to put their trust in God ; “ lEa 
will lie dune, jf it bo our fortune to cud our 
days horcs, we are as near Heaven rus in Eng¬ 
land. They all protested to -work to the ut¬ 
most of their stretch, an«l tluit they avouIJ 
refuse nothing that Ishould order tlnuu to do 
to the ntmost hazard of their lives. 1 
thankeni them all.” Truly the Norlli I’ule has 
its triumphs. If vre. took }io account of the 
fields of trade opened by our Arctic explorers, 
if wc thought nothin^ of the wants of sciciiee 
in comiifu-ison -with the lives lost in supplying 
them, is not the loss of Hie a gain, M'hich 
juoves and tests the fortitude (if noble hearts, 
and teaches us resjiettt for human juiture ? 
AU the lives that have been lost among these 
Polar i-^ous, are less in number thmi the 
dead upon a battle-field. The IsitUe-field 
inflicteii s1i;une upon our ract—is it with 
shame that our hearts throb in following these 
Arctic heroes 1 MareJt .31st, says t.'aptain 
James, “ was very cold, with snow and hail, 
which pinched our sick men more tlimi utiy 
time this yeaa-. This evening, being May eve, 
we returned late from our work to onr house, 
and made a good fire, and cliose ladies, and 
c^efoouiousiy wore their names in our caps, 
endeavouring to revive ourselves by any 
means. On the 15th, I manured a little patch 
of ground that -was bare of snow, and sowed 
it -with pease, hopug to have some shoi'tiy to 
eat, for as yet we could see no green tiling to 
ooaMort us.” Those pease saved the party; 
as they came up the young shoots, were boiled 
and eaten, so tiieir health began to mend, and 
they recovered from -their scurvy. Eventually, 
after other perils, they succeeded in making 
their csc/ipe. ' ' 

A strait, called Sir Thomas Eowe’s Welcome, 
leads due north out of Hudson Bay, beinjg 
parted by Southampton Island from the straft 
through wMch'we entered. Its name is 
quaint, for so was its discoverer, Luke a 
worthy man, addieted-^ much to euphuism.

In the northern part of 
Fox Charmel, on the western shore, is Melville 
Peninsula, where Pany wintered on hi.s 
second voyage. Here let us go ashore and 
see a little cohmy of Esquimaux. 

Their huts ai-e built of blocks of snow, and 
arched, liaving an ice pane for a window, 
llioy coiistrud their arched enUituce and 
their hemispherical iwf, on the tine imiu- 
ciplcs of architecture. Those wise men, the 
Egyptians, made their arch by bewiug the 
stones out of shape, the Esquimaux have the 
true secret. Here they are, with little food 
, in winter and great appetites; devouring a 
whoio walrus when they get it, and taking 
the chance of hunger for the next eight days 
—^hungry or full, for ever happy in their lot 
—here are the Esquimaux. They arc warmly 
clothed, each in a double suit of skins suwu 
neatly together. Sumo are shiging, with 
good voices, too. Please them, and tliey 
straightway dance; activity is good in a 
.cold climate. Play to them on the flute, or 
if you cau sing well, sing, or turn a baCTel- 
or^au, they are mute, eager with wonder and 
deught; their loi'c of music is intense. Give 
them a penciJ, and, like childrem they will 
draw. Teach them and they will learn, 
oblim; idiem and tbey will lie grateful. “ Gentle 
and loving savages,” one of our old worthies 
called them, and the Portuguese were so much 
^ impressed with their teachable and gentle 
j conduct, that a Venetian amhassailor writes, 

I “His serene mi^esty contemplates deriving 
I great advantage irom tlie country, not only on 
I account of the timber of which he has occa¬ 
sion, but of the inhabitants, who are admi¬ 
rably calculated for labour, and are the best 
I hove ever seen.” The Esquimaux, of course, 
will leazn vice, and in the region visited by 
whale ^pB, vice enough has certainly been 
taught hij^ Here are the dogs, who wW eat 
old coats, or anything; and, near the dwellings, 
here ia a snow-bunting,—robin redbreast of 
the An^o lands. A party of our sailon onoei,

MY PEAJKL-PIBHING EXPEDITION. 

Cetloh has for centuries been famed for 
the richness and value of its jiearls. Its 
oyster banks ore sold to have furnished those 
which the volupuoits Cleopatra quaffed in 
her wine to tlxe health of Mare Anloty. 
The “jBarbaric Pearl” was evei' a favourite 
ornament amongst the Greek and Bumon 
ladies; and it is still as highly jirized by 
the native princes of India. The most costly 
produce of the C^lon Pearl Fisheries is 
carried, by Mooriw and Hindoo traders, 
to the Indian Continent: the le:.sL vtilii- 
ahle lire mostly .exported to the countries of 
Europe. 

The reader need hardly be informed that 
the pearl is a substance found secreted in the 
flesh of a peemliar species of non-edible oyster, 
which is met with on the north-west croast of 
Ceylon, as well as in the Persian Gulf, in the 
Sooloo Islands, on tiie coast of Algiers, in the 
Bay of Panama, and in one or two other 
places. These oysters are more prettily 
shaped than the e^Me oysters of tliis country. 
The interior of the shell has a most beautiful 
mothei'-o’-pearl appearance. The finest pearls 
are usually founa in the beard of tlie oyster, 
whilst the smailer' varieties, and those ^own 
as audpeatiB, are met with in the thidk part 
of -the flesh. Some have been seen 4 s JIarge 
as pistol-bnllete, and one is on -reciord as 
having been worth one hundred sad' .tw 
thousand pounds. The average value, how¬ 
ever, of the-naiddling sizes are about three or 
fear pounds ; adiilst the smaller siaes are to 
be had for a few shillinga.

Long rows of bazaars stretched as for as the 
eye could reach; gaudily decorated, and filled 
to the roof with wares iind merchandise of 
every conceivable kind, as though the swarms 
of visitors were expected to dwell there for a 
twelvemonth at least. Booths full of sweet¬ 
meats, strong Uqnors, and native drinkau 
tempted the hungry aud the thirsty on all 
sides. In the middlo stood a rather humble 
sized building, with a white flag flying from one 
corner of its leafy roof, and strings of little 
lamps and flowers hung across the doorway.

from a ^ ungainly fignre, I conld scarcely 
distingfubh amidst so many in the throng. 
1 found out that he was a Shark-Charmer, 
and reaped no little gain from hb vocation. 
The dive^ I learnt, were so persuaded of 
hb m 3 ^tic powers over the monsters cS. 
the deep, that no bribes or threats would 
induce them to venture in the sea without hb 
pesence. Thb Charmer"stood quite six 
feet high, a dark, long-haired Bramin, with 
bright, cat-like eyes, and heavy sha^y eye¬ 
brows. Hb black mur was matted together 
with dirt and filth; his skin was marked in 
many places with mysterious characters in 
chalk: hb brawny neck and arms were orna¬ 
mented with strings of hea-vy bbek beads. 
It was hardly to be wondered at, that such a 
character should possess some influence over 
the benighted Indians—^tbe boatmen and 
divers; it was not difficult, however, to per- 
ceivo that most of hb excitement was derived 
from the little squat bottles wMch gi-aced the 
dirty shelves of the Arrack Bazaar. 

After a lapse of four days, epnt by the 
Inspector, the Magistrate of the Dbtrict, the 
Government Agent, and the in 

various arrangementsin publiriimg notices 
and issuing instructions connected with the 
fishery—the first di-ving day was determined 
on, and the boats, to the number of two hun- 
dr^, were forthfrith put in readiness. 

The day prerious to the fishery, the 
“ Wellington" once more stood out tor the 
“ Banks," with the Inspector and Government 
Agent on board. The boats, with their re¬ 
spective complements of divers, were to leave 
precisely at midnight, so as to arrive on the 
banks liefore day-Rght,the wind being at that 
time off the land and in their favour. Tn 
order to see as much as possible of their pro¬ 
ceedings. I remained to accompany the fleet 
-with She old Adapanaar in hb ten-oared 
cutter. I lay down at dusk in a small' shed 
attached to the temporary military quarters, 
intending to snatch a few hours’ repose. 
But I soon found sleep was quite out of the 
miestiou; the nobe in the bazaars was greater 
than ever, and it was with an effert that I 
made mywlf heard by the attendants, above 
the din of voices, tom-toms and pi{>ffi. I 
walked out and found the boatman and divers, 
far. from attempting any rest jirevions to 
thwr heavy labour^ merry-making on the sear 
beach. Hlany were dancing, many beating 
tune on the tom-tom; hund^s wore channt- 
ing their wild songs, and all had been well 
Bupjffied with toddy and arrack. The night 
was pitchy dark, and but few stars -were 
visible over the bright glare of many twches. 
A huge bonfire blazed over the flag-stiil^ 
lighting up bazaars, palm-trees, and tem]fde8, 
in one lurid gbre, and flinging a fevr nept 
cm tile distant shining walb m the Done. 
The Shark-Charmer, too, stood in all his 
glory, on the summit of one of the -wist 
heaps of Uanched- oyslw dirib i. he was 
hrieW forth to tiie naaembled crowd irkh 
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'dioutH and wild gestiovda^oiiB, aud as the glare 
of the fire sliot past him, he appeared to be 
clothed in flame, 'whflst his gannt arms flnng 
idtanic shadows along the dutant pMn, like 
those of a thonster swdmill hard at work in 
the midnight breeze. 

The ^pointed time drew near; a gong 
sent forth a few notes of thunder, ^d with 
m^ic suddonnesB the dancing, singing, and 
drinking ceased, Tlie Shark-Charmer stole 
away, no oiu knew where; some thou^t to 
pray, more probably into the Arrack E^zaar; 
the boatmen, divers, and government Peons, 
crowding down the beadi and through the 
water, passed to their appointed posts in the 
boats. More than four thousand human beings 
packed themselves into those frail-looki^ 
craft, and 3 'el they were not so crowded as 
not to leave mom for the oysters. Tlie Ada- 
panaar leil me lo his outter; we seated our- 
selve-s, and lie gave orders to the head Tandal, 
or liomniodorc of the fleet, to make all ready. 
Then arose a low indistinct murmur, whichgrar 
dindly swelled into hoHow thunder: the echo 
of thousands of voictis. The boatmen rose up 
on tlieir benches, flung high theii' arms, opened 
llieir huge mouths and rolled their shining 
eyes. What could this mean ? Wa* it a 
re volt 1 No,—-the Shark-Charmer was missing 
from his jiost; without his jiotent presence 
not a boat of aU the fleet would put to sea. 
A detachmeut of Peons, and a few Ma 1 a 3 ' 
riflemen were despatched in search of the 
“holy" truant. In a few minutes limy returned 
leiuling thu charaicr of the deep staggering 
idoiig in a most mysterious manner, and fling¬ 
ing his arms about him as tliough possessed. 
Tlie Peons rolled him very unceremoniously 
into one of the largest boats, where he fell on 
the flooring with a heavy crash.

The fleet went astetn, and there quietly 
awaited day-light. By the tiLmewe'had sipped 
a cup of hot coffee, and smoked a cheroot, it 
was broad daylight, and then a move was 
mads, I passed once more to the soft ciishions 
of th#catter, the Adapemaar saw all ready, 
and in a few minutes a gun was fired, and off 
we went as before. 

The flshing-gronnds lay above half a mile 
a-head of the bark, and arriving on them, it 
occupied some time to arrange the many boats 
in proper onler, so as to prevent delay or 
oonfnaiun. The sun had risen, bright and 
gorgeous, over the land. All eyes wero turned 
Awards the “ Wellington,” awaiting the ex- 
p^ei! signal to commence operations. Five 
divers in each boat were mounted on the gun¬ 
wales, armed with their diving-stones, nets, 
and ropes; the remaining five stood eagerly 
watching them. The Inspixjtor Wt-w stand¬ 
ing on me vessel’s poop—^he boatswain by 
his .side, with the si^al halyards in his 
hands. Minutes seemed hours. At last there 
was a move ou deck, and the .simial-flag 
rose slowly upwards; the union-jack luilereu 
in the morning breeze, and just as it touched 
the mast-head a thousand diviirs, with their 
, stones and nets, plunged silently in the sea. 
I shall not easily ibiget the senaalion 1 exjie- 
rioncod when I aiw the crowd of human 
beings sink, as by magic, in the depths below, 
leaving but a few bubbles to mark their down¬ 
ward, path. I pulled out niy wafeh ; a ininntc 
elapsed, and not one of all the thousand 
appear^ ; a minute and a quarter—a minuto 
and a half—^Ihree quarters—two minutes— 
still not a soul rose to the siuface. I dreaded 
some fearful calamity. Two minutes and 
a quarter had flown; the dro^w of iierspira- 
tion gathered thickly on my forelicatl; my 
hands trembled, so that f .could scarce 
hold my watch. I turned to the A dapapaar 
in an agony of anxiety, but he was slttiim 
calm and quiet as on oyster. Uow glad^ 
my heart beat when I saw first a aozen 
; heads and shoulders, then fifty, tdien five hun¬ 
dred and more, ascend to the.sarlace, bubbling 
and spluttering, as well they might after such 
a submarine excursion. And then the bustle 
and excitement began in good earnest^ on all 
sidM. The boatmen helped to- pull in the 
nets flail of oysters; the diveis, hut little 
fiitigute^ climbed over the boats’ sidei^ and 
saw their &h counted into disHnet heaps by 
the Peon in charge of the boat. Each net 
appeared to have brought up ftom fifty to 
seventy oysters; Aa i£e last of the diWs 
came over the boats* siddic, Ihe five hundred 
who h^ cmietly .waited Ihrir turn rose up,

To give 
himseif iin impetus upwards, the diver lays 
hold of tlie not for a second or two, then 
raises his hands together above bis head, and 
rapidly floain to the suriace. 

From the contmencement of the diving, the 
old Shai’k-Charmer hod stationed himself on 
the sUu'u of his boat, which w:u) in the centre 
of the fleet : occasioiuiily he muttere«l a 
short prayer or charm, ilourishiag his long 
arms about in his accustomed manner; hut at 
intervals he descended to sip something from 
a cixroar-uut shell bottle, doubtless to aid him 
in his exorcisms. Duiing one of his potations, 
mid abont one hour before mid-day, we wcto 
I siidilonly startled by hearing a riirieking and 
howling in one of the distant boats, followed 
I by .1 terrible commotion and loud cries of— 
j “ The shark! The shark ! ” Our boat was 
immediately puUeti to the scene of commotion, 
and there, sure enough, one of those monsters 
of the deep had been at work. A poor diver 
was being palled into the boat, lacemted, and 
bleeding profusely, the water all around ^ing 
deeply tinged with blood. One leg was nearly 
severra from his body, and the pain hau 
caused, him to faint away. The alarm went 
rapidly round from boat to boat; the divers 
left the water, and it was soon evident that 
there would he no mors fishing on that day. 
So effectually did the accident paralyse that 
mass of people, ihait all, with one accord, sat 
garing vacanjdy at each other, neither spealc- 
ing nor moving. After a some of the 
, boats without orders, began to leave the 
fishing ground, and were soon followed by 
the rest making their way to the “'Welling¬ 
ton.'* The Inspect was too well acquainted 
with native imjndice to _ atteinpt any ex¬ 
postulation on uus diversion; he, howevw, 
sent for ihe oldShark-Charmm', who attended 
tihe BummonB with, the utmost efiSrontery.

No reply 
was given from the boats, the spirits of ail 
were depressed bpr the accident, not so much 
from sympathy with the poor ann'crei-, as from 
a feeling tlmt the accident at so early a stage 
was a 1^ omen. 

The whole of the fleet having reached the 
shore, a party of Malay rtfieiiien and Pef)Tis, 
cleared an ojMiU space between them and .the 
(nrowd on the be^h, so <*is to allow tho un¬ 
loading of the boats, whfch was at once com¬ 
menced. 'file oysters were divided on the 
sandy shore, into four equal parts, tln-cc of 
which went to the Government, or the renter, 
as the case might be ; the remainiu.g fourth 
was shared .amongst the boatmen, the divers, 
the Tnndal and the boat-owner; the divers 
receiving twice as much as the Ixiatmen, and 
the ovmer rather more than the divera. The 
Government oysters were carried up iu liaski-ts 
to large bamboo enclosures, called VoUoos. 
where they were kept until sold by auction 
on the following daj'. The native sliaros of 
the fish were disposed of iu a similar way; 
though, Bometuues, they were retained iiy 
their ownoirs on tlieir own account, an-1 tho 
pearls found in them sold afterwards. 

I did not go off to the next day's fishing, 
beiu,g desirous of witnessing the oyster auction; 
the boats, howeror, went as before, the Sliark- 
(^Sharmer having woven a spell of extra potency; 
which, it was said,, would astonish the mariuo 
monsters, and secure their jaws as cirectu.al]y 
as if fastened by Chubb’s detector locks. The 
bidding were (sirricd on with an eagci ucss 
^nost amountingto frenzy. The oysters were 
ofieml in lots of one thousand, taken from the 
CbaoMuidiBGriminately. Some fine-looking fel¬ 
lows went as high as six pounds the thoiisiuid; 
many, howevar, were knocked clown for half 
that price, and not a few realised no raoro 
than fifteen shillings a lot, about the price of 
ordinal^ native oysters in England. Mad the 
bidders believed that their admissioa' into 
Faxadise depended, on their ohtaiBun^ a few 
lots of (lystera, their xwul mnutemeiit 
(XMild Boaredy hove been, exceeded. One old 
g, Mooiman, I partieulariy. noti ee d. His 
oktire suit of wearing apparai could' hardly 
have been worth one of tila nysters he had 
beim biddii^fon Avarice was deeply marked 
,ia his diarp featuresand when he at last 
suoeeeded in obtaming - one lot, I thon^t he 
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would luivo gone wild with joy. leaped 
nhoat, danced laughed^ and muig bite of old 
snvwty ditties. Nor was he quiet until he had 
removed hie heap to a iniaeralde little sh^ 
hard by. There he sat down, close beade his 
lot of fish, and burying hia head between his 
hands with the eltiows resting on his knees, 
remained contenmlating his little fortune, 
longing, y^ half a&avl to open some of 
them. 1 left, him thus gaaong on the 
qystmi^ as though each living thing held 
bis own life and numortality within its rooky 

There were many wealthy traders there 
from aU ]mrts of India; but many more 
had with difficcdty scra]^ together sums 
vaiying from a dozen pagodas to a dozen 
dolutrs; mm who had purchased or bor¬ 
rowed the means of bidding at this intoxi¬ 
cating auction; men who had left their 
femimed families without the means of ob¬ 
taining a mouthful of rice: who had tom the 
gold bmgles and ear-rings from their wires and 
children, and melted them into ingots, to deal 
ill the maddening tfade of Anpo. Some 
returned home nch bqrond their expecta¬ 
tions : some with little fortunes; but many 
went back ruined, beggared, and brokm- 
hearted, to repay their loans or pledges; while 
some fled in terror to strange lan^—having 
lost the means of replaraug monies taken by 
them from sources of trust>-being ruined 
in means and reputation. All this happens 
at every Pearl Puheiy, and is not to be pre¬ 
vented, save offering the fish in larger 
lots; wluch, though it mi^t not prove qiute 
BO remunerative to the Government, would 
save much evil and suffering. 

No further acridents from sharks happened 
whilst I wsa on the ** Banksbut in tenth, at 
the end of the first wedk of the fishery, I was 
glad to avail myself of the opportunity of 
returning to Colombo inn Government boat. 
The novelty of the s^e bad worn off; one 
da]^s operariona were precisely those of 
another, llie scenes of drunken riot and 
diasipated fren^ were d^y becoming 
mc^ violent and disgusting. Added to this, 
the intolerable stoi^ from' ihe accuiflu- 
lating. myriads of oysters hastening to de- 
eomposltiioii^ rendered a reridence on riiore, 
witl&i a nme or two of the Cottoot, quite 
intolerable to one wife ^ not in any way 
partak^|f the. excitement of the lotbby in 
pearls. Vr

some pearb winch may have escaped the care 
of the former occupants. Thb they often 
succeed in doing. 

Some coDce^ttfen may be formed of tho 
immense masses of oysters which at these 
times by putrifying on the burning sands 
of Aripo, when I mention that each boat 
will bri^ on shore, in one trip, from 
ten to twenty thousand of fish, making a 
(hdly total of from two to four millions for 
the whole fleet The extremely hazardous 
results of these auctions may be gathered 
from the fact that whilst in some instances 
as many as a hundred pearls of various 
weights and value are found in one oyster 
of wge size, one hundred oysters may be 
opened without finding in wem a lungle 
pearl. 

The natives of Indb have a mngular belief, 
{with regard to tho origin of pearls:'*^ it ie^ 
that those beautiful coucretiuns are con¬ 
gealed dew-drops, which Buddha, in certain 
months, showers upon the earth, and are 
caught by the oysters whilst floating on the 
waters to breatne. The priests—ever alive 
to their own interests—^keep up tiie strange 
belief and make it the pretext for exacting 
from the divers and boatmen of their 
faith what are tewned ‘‘charity oysters,” 
for the use of Buddha, who, when thus 
propitbted, according to their showing, will 
render the fish more rich in pearb in future 
seasons. * 


FREE PUBLIC LIBRARIES. 

Axosa the Blue Bodes published in the 
year 18^, one was the Report of a Com¬ 
mittee upon Public Libraries. 'Hfe evidence 
attached to thb Report exhibited (pdrbapa 
exaggerated), the general deficient among us 
of acoesrible book-8tore% and detailed the ex- 

E ices pf our continental neighbours. 

of the evidence^ however, also went 
tp diow that: Whereas, in many of t|te towns 
of Friuice, Bc^mn, and Germaiqr< bodu are 
lent ficbfn thdr libraries to thdr mhkbitauts, 
gratuitously; and, whwea|^ sudi )>ooks are in 
much requeat aniongtheitworkingfdasses, yet, 
nevertheless, they ace not lost or stolen, but 
are only thmnbra and honestly woni .aut: 
Therefero it was worth while to consider 
whetiier we abo fnight allow books feirly 
to be worn out by tiic fingers of a reading 
multitude. ' - , ■ ■ , 

The evidenee of H. Guiz^ printed in^^u 
B^rt attracted mneh.attMctien, and eiztriicts 
from it wao freely inserted in the ..public 
journals. ' ^ Guizot .was the statesasn who

CTeatest zem for an unfetterea school in 
Rngland^ had overwhtimiug power, and could 
have carried any act they plea^. They 
missed their opportunity. M. Guizot stated 
many interesting facta He explained that 
the very few books lost ly mistiiwce under a 
system of free lending, near no proportion 
whatever as a drawbar to the great advan¬ 
tage nveii to the public. He told us how 
Prendi peasants borrow books of History and 
Travel, to read in the cottages, together with 
a great detd more that was duly repeated in 
our newsjKijiwrs, and duly ponder^ by the 
Eimlish nation. 

The English nation generally renuuns a 
long while iii the attitude of pondeiring. Down 
in the North, howevia-, in Lancaslure, there 
are a set of men who might bo Brititii 
Yankees, and to whom it is natural imme¬ 
diately to set about the carrying out of an 
idea, when once they have accepted it as 
sound. Perhaps some of their crotchets are 
unsound; Manchester is not infallible, but, 
right or wrong, whenever the members of 
this busy community, think a scheme good, 
they cannot rest nntU they make a fact 
of it. So, when the British Yankees read 
these minutes of the libraries' Committee, 
after pondering a little, they went vigorously 
to work.

present Mayor of Manchester, who has 
Held that office for two or three yeais, is a 
man, even in that town, eminent for energy 
and pubfic ^irit. His dinners are of doub^ 
mayoi^power; but ho dues not Confine His 
ambition to the festive garland he dosirea 
and deserves more woi^y laurels. In the 
inevitable IVee Library movement he, in right 
of his pontion, took a leading part; he per¬ 
sonally canvasBM for subscriptions; and, from 
seventy-«x gentlemen and firms obhdned a 
sum total of four thousmid three hundred and 
nineteen pounds. To this, upwards of fifteen 
Hundred pouirdB Have since bemr added, and 
the overseers of Manchester contribute two 
thousand pounds; so that, about eight thou¬ 
sand xwunds have been provided up to the 
present time. 

Twelve hundred pounds more, liberally 
given by a single gentleman, liave to be 
mentioned now. A budding occupied by 
Socialista in Conm Field, Manchester, and 
called the Hall of Science, liad been, in the 
hands of thosC scientific gentlemen, during 
ten years, an expensive property. Ej'-es wide 
awake liad seen this bmlding, had observed 
that a spacious room on the gitruud-fioor 
would mahe au admirable news-room and 
lending library, that au equally large room 
on the first floor would make a reading- 
room, and library of reference, that there 
were plenty of small rooms, for lavatories, 
the liwariau, &c., and that under the roof 
there was abundant space for a mecha¬ 
nical museum. The Socialists were glad to 
get the building off their hands for twelve 


Adjoining Manchester is Salford. • Salford 
produced the first result. It happened that 
u new park (Peel Flork) belonging to this town 
contained a large house, not appHed to any 
use. The very thing! We will make a 
libraiy ’of tliat, exdtumed the Salford Cor¬ 
poration, and we will put into it also a 
Natural History Museum; and both of them 
tiudl be fireeW (mu to the public.

In the 
centre of the room is a long and broad table, 
cov('Ted, firstly, with green doth, and, secondly, 
with newspaper, reviews, magazines,and other 
periodicals of Fiance, England, Germany, and 
America, not to mention a few Dutdi, Italian, 
and Spanish publications. In the middle 
stand a handsomepair of globes and a large 
china inkstand. The side of tlie room fhciug 
the Boulevard is one vast window from floor 
to ceiling, whereat, lounging on sofas of dark- 
green velvet, tlxe idler may contemplate below, 
perhaps, the mosl favoio^d an d p opulous' 
urban promeuado iu Europe. TVe know 
nothiT^ but Begent Sti-eet, during the season, 
and ' under the Lindens,' at Be^«, to com¬ 
pare to the Boulevards dee Xtaliens and Mont¬ 
martre.

"This room is never devoid of readers, 
who, like myself, avail themselves of the 
libraiy, which ofl^ a considerable choice of 
classicid and popular works in various lan¬ 
guages. These books, all handsomely bound, 
the writer takes down himself, and hunts 
over at his leistlro. 

“ In an ante-room at a table sits the pro¬ 
prietor or his wife, with a supply of paper, 
envelopes, &c., for those who wish to write, 
whilst on. intelligent lad is in constant, aticud- 
enoe to seek for any boohs or periodicals the 
readers may require. 

“ Having thus described the Ficene of our 
lalwurs, I can imagine you exclaiming— 

“ ‘ What is this, after all, but the drawing¬ 
room or library of a London club, wiui 
perhaps a somewhat huger assortment of 
periodicals ? ’ 

“A]moment’s patience. 1 am tired of writing: 
I Bb.-ill get up and take a stroll upon the 
Boulevards. As 1 pass the table in the ante¬ 
room, 1 shall tahe from the pocket fom- sous 
—twojienoe sterling, to be precise—and lay 
tliem on the table, -with a poute inclination to 
the dark-eyed lady, who smiles graciously in 
roturn, because 1 am a regular customer; and 
those four sous ore one &y’s subscription to 
on establishment which saves many a poorer 
customer the expense of firing by day, and 
candles by nigh^ and which provides every 
frequenter with an amount oi personal con- 
vemence, amnsement, and information, not 
peihapa attamsble by any otlug conceivable 
metbra in whidi twopence could he dis- 
buroed."

NEWS OF NATAL. 

Tax Btfojoined is extracted firom the letter 
of an emigrated graduate of Oxford to Mr. i 
Samuel Sidney, the author of the “ Emigi^it’s 
Guide.” The writer is well acqnaLnted 
with En^ish agriculture, and has spent some 
time in Bi-itish North America ; and ia.con- 
sequently, not an inexperienced traveller in 
emigration fields. His opinions,, therefore, 
deserve attention ; but we give them solely 
as his; desiring to take no responsibility 
upon ourselves. Our readers will judge for 
themselves between the glowing accounts 
given of Natal by some travellera, and the 
depreciation of the correspondent here cited. 
At the same time., we think it right, to 
those who may l>e tliinking of emigrating 
to Natal, to quote the following passage 
from tike BepoH of the Poor Law Commis- 
sionerH, for the year 1860;—Early in the 
year our sanction was requested for emi¬ 
gration to Pori Natal in ^uth Africa. So 
for as our information with regard to the 
then state of that colony extended, it appeared 
to be unsuitable for we partieuLor class of 

S irmns wh(k usuaHy^emigrate under the 
rection of Boards of Giuirdians; and we 
found tliat our apprrikensions upon this mint 
were shared by the Colonial Land and Emi¬ 
gration Commissioners. We therdbre declined 
to dve our sanction to the proposuil.” 

The writer of the letter dates &om Plaat- 
berg Farm, Vaal Eiver District, Orange River 
Sovereignty, South Africa. 

“ I am now sitting in a tent, in as wild a 
spot os any in Africa, surrounded by lions, 
hyenas, and all sorts of * wHd ’ (as the Dutch 
call game), the guest of an enteiprisuig young 
farmer, Mr. Moffiit, son of the well-known 
missiQnary. I have kept a rogulai' journal, 
but w^ not now enter into any farther aecoimt 
of mv proceedings, farther than that.after 1 
had been about a fortnight at Maritzburgh, 1 
fell in accidentally with a brother of my old 

friend, D-, who had just coins in over the 

berg (moontainB) from Algoa J^y: folding he 
was about to proceed, with a companion, to 
the Change . River Sovereignly, wiu the in¬ 
tention of bn^g a fom ^ere, I resolved to 
join them. We accordingly left Maritzfoogb 
on the Ist October: ascended the Dtnken- 
berg ly the Qoagga Pass ((foW to De Beers) 
on the Ifith, oxossing the Umgeni, Mooi, 
Bushman, aim EHp nvers; the latter three 
times on mie route. I slept under waggon 
•very ni^t, and found it too tryiiig my 
■hatterea constitution, weakened oy a disease 
potmliar to D'Urhan, called the Natal srae; a

very painful blind boil, whidi breaks out on 
tiie legs and arms of new-comers, one sue- 
oe6dii)g uutil you are thoroughly 

acc lim ated. ^ On reaching the spot whence 
this letter is dated, about twenty-four miles 
over the mountain, 1 could proceed no farther, 
and was obliged to accept Mofiat’s kind invi¬ 
tation to remain in his hut, until an oppor¬ 
tunity offered of returning to Natal; but I 
have been here ill, with utUe intermission, 
ever rince the 18th of October. 

“ 1 will now give you my impresaious and a 
fow facte that you may depend on, as T have 
my information from the ve^ best sources; 
while for my impressions, <«> not rest too 
much upon Imem, being in a state of uncer- 
tmnty myself about them. 

“ It happens that as yet I have seen more 
of the Sovereignly tliaii of Natal, although 1 
have travelled diagonally thi*ough the latter; 
but there are one or two things a1>ont which 
there can be no mistake. In Lbe fo-st place, 
except upon some spots of which 1 have beard, 
but not seen, unless just under the Draken- 
berg, wood is a perfect myth; so much so, as 
not only to render the great body of the 
country tlie most bore, monotonous, and un- 
nterestlng 1 have ever seen, but so as to 
make the erection of even an outhouse a work 
of great diiiiculty, and fences, except garden- 
hedge of quince and aloe, or sou walls, au 
illusion of the iiiiaginatlon. This is enough, 
in my opinion, to prevent all com]jaiisou 
between this pari of Africa and other emigra¬ 
tion fields. Of all the rivers 1 have euuiue- 
rated, only one, the Mooi, is a surface stream, 
or has the sUghtest effect on the ground, in its 
immediate neighbourhood; the rest run in 
deep channels between steep, high banks, 
which generally make awful work witii a 
loaded waggon, even with a span of twelve or 
fourteen iresh oxen. 

“i^rienU, or brooka are found hero and 
thore, which generally ^ in the dry season, 
but not always, which may he turned to 
irrigating purposes. But if on a farm of k>i.\ 
thousand acres, forty are brought into ctilti- 
vation by such means, it is thought tii-sL-rate. 

^What improvements English energy and 
capital may hereafter bring into these matters 
it IB imjtosrible to say. I apeak of things as 
they are. Under wesc oireiuustnncee, the 
utter absurdity of the twenty-acre scheme 
must strike you at once. All tlie inhald^te 
of the Soverrignty say that Natal ofa neither 
raise com nor sheep, and that the v ml River 
distriffit, wbiph can do both, must supply them. 
This, of course, must be taken cum grano ; 
but about com 1 confess I have my fears. 
There is no doubt that all grain will grow^ 
and grow luxuriantly, throughout Natal; but 
tikis is the difficulty. The wheat is sown about 
Mjy, grows well, and looks beoutifiiL If they 
can get it ripe, so as to cut it, about the end of 
fieptember or early in Ootobar, the harvest

"The Sovereignty b bounded on the S. by 
the Orange Mver, on the N. by tlie Yam 
Biver, on the W. by the junction of the 
Oran^ and Vaal, and on the E. by the 
Dnikehbex|[and .<^tblamba monntuns (for 
they are not, as stated on the maps, the same). 
It haa .an area of about fifty thousand square

**You are quite right,’* replied my friend 
Tweezer, as to the view you take of these, 
trivial and numerous punishments of thej 
in&nt thieves; but you are not doing justice' 
to the arrangements of the TothiU Mel^ 
Bridewell, if you suppose they do no more 
than this. In this prison are hundreds o{ 
women of all agesj as well as hundreds of ^ya 
of all ages, from six to fifteen; many of these 
are ordered imprisonment for periods of two 
or three years; and when this is the case, 
tiiey^ are each toUght to read mid write, and 
are. instructed in some trade, according to the 
aptitude they evince. In many instances— 
for lacking pockets, you know, my dear sir, 
requires an expert hi^, especially when they 
contrive to take everything a gentleman has 
about him—^in many instances, therefore, the 
prisoners became skilful woi'hmen, so that 
on leaving the prison, th^ are able to earn 
an honest living. And thu, at least fifty per 
cent, of them ore found to do.” 

“But, my dear sir,” said I; “excellent and 
coraforUiig as all this is, wM.'h yon tell me, 
it rcalW seems like beginuiug at the wrong 
ei'i. rlrst, the paternal go'wmment allows

'Uie pools looked so tempting that X oonld not 
help going in again; and 1 got plenty more 
good-sized shrimps. When my shadow had 
shortened considerably, so that I thought it 
was time to bo turning my face towards the 
barracks, I made haste back, round the 
point at the headhuad.

of her bottle, and to give us a mouthful'with 
our br«ul, which wo ate as we walked. When 
we came near the barracks, there were no 
more the French prisoners, with their eager 
faces looking out through the rails, aud tlicir 
curious jabber.' What we saw tbrough the 
ruls was a line of soldiers on parade; and 
what we heard was the loud voice of the 
officer in command,' and the jingle of the 
muskets, as the men iffianged arms. We soon 
found that our zoaritet was greatly unproved. 
We sold half our maekarel, as aoon as the 
parade was over, and nearly all my shrimps. 
Another piece of luck befet us. Ihe baker’s 
cart was ther^ ddivering bread; and the 
b^er was udllii^l for the eonsideratum of a 
cenple of mariEarel, to carry Jos and me and 
the rest of our fish to Dunridge; where we 
had no doubt of seHing off everything;- "We 
hfla;|^ up'the basket in the cart, and saw my 
mother set off homewards at a nridi trot^ wltn 
her empty creel on her back, to see as soon as 
possible whether little Peter was safe, fibs'. 
Imd not forgotten to leave with Jos the fohyq 
canvas bw into whhh we were to put cto 
money.' ^e ho^er told us we mtist take, 
good care of it^ for he had never knom kneh 


a place as Dunridge was for beggars aud 
thieves. He was obliged, he said, to buy oft 
some of them with a daily allou-anee of criists 
and old bread, to prevent his door b^iug in¬ 
fested by them; and they were growing so 
saucy now as to say that they did not like stale 
bread, and should soon make bun give them 
new. His wife was afraid to rat alone in the 
shop, while he was away, even with the half¬ 
door bolted—^the poor creatures were so 
abusive. He said the butcher over the way 
was under the same difficulty. It was un¬ 
known what he gave away every week in 
odd pieces of meat and brae: and yet the 
poor sickly wretches looked never the better 
for it. 

Jos asked wby the rich people did not take 
care of the pour, as they ought to do ? aud 
the baker answered that he believed the 
gentry did all they could. They liod to pay 
dearer for their meat and Iwead, to repay the 
tradesmen for what was extorted from them ;

went through the churchyard, and wait for 
them when they came out. Last Sunday, 
indeed, be had seen something which almost 
made him doubt bis eyesight. Some young 
ladies w*ere in a pew by themselves, :uid a 
ghastly-looking man leaned over the door, 
patting out bis hand, and even touching the 
neatest lady ou the shoulder, as she bent her 
bead over her prayer book. The baker said 
that he had lost no time, after obsraving this, 
in finding the beadle; but before he could 
get to the pew, the ladies had given silver to 
the beggar, to get rid of him. The constables 
were mraid to do much, they-were over¬ 
matched, and the ma^stracy were jwrplexed 
and timid. Nobody saw how the matter was 
to end; for Dunridge was a -wretchedly poor 
town now. His own opinion was that the 
unhealthineas of the place was more to blame 
than the war. People had no strength or 
spirit to work, when they were having the 
fover and ague so often; and there was less 
and less of work aud every year, from 

the decay of the place. It hurt the bakw 
so much to think of this, that he vented his 
vexation in mviug a sharp cut to Ins hesrse^ 
wluifo made it spring forward, knocking Jos 
and me against the rack of the cart, and sjull- 
ing some of our slippery fish.

beacons all alioim ,tot>towA It waa a ooi^

in almost u much interested in Bony’s 
landing as we were. We were a prouder set 
of peope from that day. 

Except that a heap of charred.wood lay 
where our cottage had stood, the scene looked, 
to everybody eke just the same as ruuaL But 
to me, it was wonderfully changed. Since I 
had seen it last, the searwall hod been built^ 
and the whole marsh had quite changed in 
appearance. No more water bad flawed in, 
and a vast deal had drained out. There were 
no glittering pools and little streams, and the 
land was almost as dark as the moor., Along 
its seaward edge was a broad, firm walk, on 
which sentries were now placed, and by 
which we could reach the h^ sands to the 
west in a few minnt^ without wetting the 
soles of our feet. 1 was told that the towns-' 



fimtoed, that it was thoright that another 
work would answer; and a causeway to the 
town across the narrowest pari of the marsh 
was planned. It was likelv to pay well in 
time ^ a very small toll, ana as the fishermen 
along the coast would tr^c in the town every 
day of the week. The shops would have their 
custom; and the town^ople would be glad of 
a constant supply of mh. The doctors said 
the wall and causeway would be paid for 
presently,' if toll was t^en from the average 
number of persons that would have had the 
fever if the marsh had remained os it was. 
The mere money-saving from alwlishiug so 
much illness, though it was the least part of 
the good, was sudi as to justify a free expen¬ 
diture on such improvements. 

What the doctors smd was confirmed by 
experience. From that tim^ the fever 
lessened, year by year, as the zoursh dried up, 
till at last (and tost was before I was in my 
teens) it became a matter of public informar 
tion and serious inquiry when a case of fever 
occurred in the town. Before that time the 
marsh had changed its asi^ct again arid again. 
It was 'Very ugly while it was black, with 
bro'wn water tinckling through its drains, and 
rusting the sands at low water. Then it was 
coverto Agrees with a, woolly Uuish 
gi^; and in July we saw' it dotted over 
Ivith rushy ricks of meadow hay, such as 
cattle would not take if they conld get any¬ 
thing better. Then we> saw more aw more 
beasto grazing there, and patches of It. were 
manurra upon triah When once a turnip- 
crop was twen off one isomer of it, the im- 
]^vement wenf on.nqpidly. The rent that it 
yichlB is rather low srill; but I have seen 
more loads qf.jpqtatoM.aw tnmipa carried 
from it, towiOfftoflipVto carried to it: and inn 
Esw years there ws^.:toin of oats u^ving 

in toe breeze. An toe fito-<»urts pass to the. 
town, alwg the dean sandy causeway. - 'urito 
htoges aa^^wew fields cm either ha^ k la 
difihnilt to. ndiere kow, within the remem- 
linnnoe pit ttueay .residento of Dunridg|^ the 
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sea eagle hovered over the fishy morass, the 
only ci'eatnre that gathered any other honest 
ther& tlion that of disease and death. 

But I Iiave got on a long way from the 
moruiug after the invainon, as the people 
used to call that panic. 

How we who were burnt out were to be 
housed, was the first question. On a hint 
from the doctor, I was landly received in the 
nearest Preventive Stationhouse. My mother 
and her other children found comers in the 
neighbours’ houses for a time. In a week's 
time, I was quite able to take care of myself; 
and in another week, I was at play on the 
sands again, and even earning money, iu a 
curious sort of way, on the sea wall. The 
station-house was as clean as a quaker’s 
meeting; and in a fine air, of course. By 
day, t uy on the dry grass in the sun; and 
by night, I slept—and oh ! so soundly—on a 
little mattress, in the comer of a white¬ 
washed room, where the fioor was cleaner ] 
than our plates at home ever were, and where | 
the window was open all day, and left a little j 
open at the top, all night. The first time I 
walked down to the beach, I met the doctor 
and another of the officers; and 1 heard him 
say that he could never have brought me 
round entirely, if I had stud among fish 
garbage, and under rotten thatch ; ana that 
It was a good thing for me that we had been 
Imriit out. 

“This is the child that has such a sharp 
sight, you may remember,” he said to the 
ouit-r oftieer. 

What! this little wretch 1 ” asked the 
lieutenant. “ I should not have believed that 
she was the some child.” 

“And yet she is plump, compared with 
what she was teu days siuce. And I dare 
say licr eyes are as good as ever, by this 
time.” 

The gentlemen tried me, and found that at 
any rate my sea-sight was better than theirs, 
and that 1 could see more without the glass, 
than they could with it. After a few words 
of cousultation, they bode me follow them to 
the searwall; and then the lieutenant pro¬ 
mised me a farthing for every sail 1 could 
make the sentiual see; and a hal^ieuny for 
every sail that he could not see, hut that I 
could bring two witnesses to avouch. This' 
seemed to me strange at the time; s waste of 
money, though I was to get it; and to some 
it might seem strange now, after the many 
years of poaccL dorag wlii<m we have been 
released irom looking out for ^ enemy Ir^ 
the sea. But in those times a Btrall^^ ei^ 
was the daily and nightly tbm^t ' all 
people on the coast^ and eapecuUy of tiiose 
who were charged with the defehoe of .^ur 
beloved nattve wores. A good seaniiid^t wae.

times. ’ ' ' ' 1 

The soldiers had mansged to make gardens: 
of the bog that.sa7rotmaed thebarra»s,and' 
I longed my motilier woold do ae 4be l 


soldiers and the other fishwives did, that we 
might now and then taste fresh v^etables 
vdth our dry bread and sidt fish. But she 
did not like the trouble. She sat down any¬ 
where on the sands to dean her fish, and left 
the staff all strewed about where she had 
sat. 

We did not see why we shonld not have a 
garden of our own, where our sea-weed, 
ashes, and garbage imght grow vegetables for 
us, without being carried so far as the Ikut- 
racks. I told Jos that if he could get any- 
body to go into partnership with him about 
a garden, I would tiy and get a place in 
Duuridge, where I might learn to uu^o good 
soup, and to cook and manage so that we 
mi^t have something better to eat than dry 
bread and salt fish. 

Perhaps few children of our age would 
have thought of this^ in other circumstauct'e; 
hut, to speak the truth, we were growing 
very unhappy about my mother’s botue; and 
we hod lately been gathering up notions of 
comfort which were all the nioro striking, 
because they were new. 

The notion was so cheering, that J ran 
over to Duuridge as fast as my feet would 
carry me ; and at the same moment Jos was 
running as fast in the contrary direction, in 
an equal hurry about the other half of our 
scheme. He soon found a man in the Pre¬ 
ventive Service who offered to go into part¬ 
nership with him in his sclienie of a 
garden. 

Tlie dell was the proper place; and there 
Jos and his friend soon fixed on a promising 
bit of ground, with a south-east amect; and 
Butter, his partner, desired Jos to be collect¬ 
ing materials for a fence w'hidi would keep 
out the rabbits, while he obtuiued the ui. iiers 
consent to liegiu to dig. He knew the gentle¬ 
man well, from having bad many a conversa¬ 
tion with him about the smugglers and the 
defence of the coast; and he was siu'e there 
would be no difficulty. There was no diiii- 
culty. It was a now idea to the proprietor 
that any thing could be done with tlmt 
comer m his l^d ; and he was pleased tJiat 
the expmiment should be tried. Tha nmt of 
the firrt quarter acre was the merest trille ; 
but not so since the neighbours have asked 
for gardens there too. from eud to end of 
that well-tilled dell, now covered with heavy 
crop of garden pr^uce, aaod smelling sweet 
with tixe heanflower and fingraut pt-herbs iu 
ibeir season, every yard of ground pays rent 
to the owoer, whose father was wont, to ^ 
day of aeath| to point ont Jos to uia 
vhdtora, when they came down to the coast, 
as the lad who made the first move towards

I'have Msin how eager^ I ran towards the 
town, with my head fuil of my new plan.

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who needed to be tanght everything, no one 
would think of taking me while my met wene

mother wfl3 not really poor, I knew; and I 
coiULedher into nbargam with the batcher’s 
wife, Iw which a oertiun quantity of £sh was 
to be delivered in. consideration of a suit of 
clothes for jne. My own history has nothing 
to do, from th^ time, with that of our hamlet, 
as 1 never.lived there agauL It is enough to 
say that I have found that “ where there’s a 
will there’s a way ; ” that I learned not only 
to cook, but to rem and -write, and a gocM 
deal besides; and that, havii^ been first a 
scholar, and then a teacher in the Sunday 
School of Dunridge, when Simd^ schools 
were fimt heard of there, I married the best 
. of the teachers, who became master of the 
Orohan Asylum. 

1 had not been married long when I had 
occasion to go to the hamlet, one fine August 
evening. It was a jfieasant -walk now by the 
causeway. Tliere was a low blossomy hedge 
on either hand, over which one looked upon 
clover and tuniip fields, with the sea beyond, 
now aU golden .glittering vrlth the sunset. 
On the other side, the reapers were b^, 
catting wheat—abont the first, 1 should tbiim, 
that liad been grown where the.marsh had 
been. Where me hod b^n carried, 

the children wmre dnving fincks of geese from 
the moor into the stubbles, and dressiug them¬ 
selves nn with poppies and blue corn-flowers. 
If .they mid ventured hither ten j^eara before, 
they would have been smeared with dime, and 
ddc with stendi, and would have gathered 
nothing better than rashes. The chwge was 
striking enough to me, though 1 had watched 
its progress: much mbrew wasit to,another, 
who oaine suddenly upon it. 

I vms dtring witk my mother on the 
shingle, jast as we pale moon ouno up over 
the headlaud, and Peter, now a'stout 1^, was 
Jk<>liHiig Jos to draw up the boot* after a 
'a><coessfal trip, when, chancing to turn mjf 
bead. 1 saw a .sailor, with a bundle over hu 
ahoulderi lookiiig down into the dell from 
the ftu^er end. He eame along, stariim 
abmit mm like one bewildered; .ana he stood 
still, and .hstaned when he Jt^ud Jtha creak 
and jin|^ of the harvest -waggon.

Dunridge .on foot that night,^ he was more 
puzzled than ever. T^toln him there was a 
diort and pleasant Ww now.;jj|ie would go 
part of the w^y with did to Bee it. He was in 
the midst of telling mo that, during all his 
wand«riugs and adventures, he had^ never 
once set eyes on Bony, when we came in sight 
of the barest fields ; as he looked over the 
hedge, I gathered bini a wild rose, and he put 
it in hia wt, saying, it was the last thing he 
had ever thought of to have a posy &om that 
place. After we had smd good night and 
parted, as the town appeared Mfore us in the 
moonlight, I heard his whistle so long, that 1 
am sure he must have gone home mw^ more 
slowly than I did. I saw him twice again 
before he had to go afloat. He told me that 
he had not brought home much money, but 
that lie bad left what he hod with Jos (as Jos 
was clearly a steady young man),^desiriug that 
it might go to make my mother comfortable, 
for he had a strong belief that he ahould 
never see her again. He never did see her 
again, for she dic^ the next year. Ho relumed 
to us. after a few years. He had w'ouuds, and 
was too far broken to be a fisherman again, 
though he went out with his sous, now and 
tiien, in warm weather. His chief pleasure 
was to sit in an arbour in Jus’s garden, 
smokbm his pipe and looking at the sea. He 
knew that Jos’s tidy wife didk not like that 
any one ahould drink spirits in the house, so 
he sat chiefly in the anwur, except in very 
cold weather. He said he should like no 
better than to die umong tbe honeysuckles 
there; but he died in his l^, aa kindly waited 
upon by Jas’s wife, as if she had not dislikctl 
some of his ways. 

As for our town, whether it is that the 
schools have made a great dii&rence in the 
course of a generation, or that the peace did 
os more good than we knew of at the time, 
or whether it really is tliat the imiirovement 
in the general health has renewed the place, 
I cannot say with certain^; but it certainly 
is.not like the.same town that it was when I 
-was a child. It is a qoiot place stilL with 
no great wealth, or sw of any kind: bat 
nobray now lives in edlars; and it is a rare 
.th^ to see a beggar, lify husband and I 
Hunklt'is a eomfortahleaiidr^leasant ifiace to 
live in-^between the fraitfalness of uw land, 
and the beauty of the sea. And this la exastly 
■what Jos says of our old hamlet, and of his 
awn home in the midst .of it.

America. ThePadrehadbeardofitinanyyears 
lieforc, at the yUlage of Cbajal, and was told 
by the vill^rB ^t the to|)mo8t ridge 
of the sierra this dty was distinctly visibrn. 
He was then young, and with much labour 
climbed to the na^d summit of the tderra, 
from which, at a height of ten or twelve 
thousand feet, he looked over an immense 
plau^ extending to Yucatan and the Gulf of 
Mexico, and saw at a great distance a large 
city spread over a great space, and with 
turrets white and glittering in the sun. The 
traditionary account of the Indians of Cbajal 
is, that no white man has ever readied this 
city; that the inhabitants s{>eak the Maya 
language, are aware tliat a race of strangers 
has conquered the whole country around; and, 
with that fact ever present in their minds, 
murder any white man who attempts to enter 
iheir territoiy. They have no coin or other 
circulating medium; no horses, cattle, multsi, 
or other (fomestic animals, except fowls; and 
the cocks they keep under ground to prevent 
their crowing being heard by white travellers. 

“Tliere was in all this,” says Stephens, “a 
wild novelty—something that touched the 
imugiuation; the old Padre, in the deep 
stilluess of the dimly-lighted convent, with 
his long black coat like a robe, and his flash¬ 
ing eye, called up an image of the bold 
aud resolute priests who accompanied the 
armies of the couquerors; and, os he drew a 
map on the table, aud pointed out the sierra 
to the top of which he had climbed, at>d the 
piaitiou of the mysterious city, tfie. interest 
awakened in us was the most thrilling 1 ever 
experienced. One look at that cify was 
worth ten years of on eveiy-day life, if ho is 
right, a place is left where Indians and an 
Indian city exist, as Cortez and Alvarado 
found them; there are living men who can 
solve the myst^ that bangs over the ruined 
cities of America; perhaps who can go to 
Cepan, and road the inscriptions on its 
monuments. No sulgect. more oxriring mul I 
attractive presents itself to my mind, and the 
deep impressiou of that night will never be 
effaced.

to be satisfied. Wc had a craving desire to 
reach the mysterious city. No man, even if 
willing to peril his life, could undertake the 
entetprkse, with any ho|)e of success, without 
hovering for one or two years on the borders 
of the country, studying the hinguage and 
character of the adjoining Indiaus, and mnlting 
acquaintance with some of the natives.

unifoi'm is the order of proceccliiig in all, and

..Station, in Bow Street, Covent Garden. 

A policeman keejiiug watch and ward at 
tbewudset gives us admi*Kion, and we proceed 
down a lung passage into an outer room, 
where there is a bornick bedstead, on which 
we observe Police-constable Clark, newly

I Olio of the Tns]>eetors takes under iiis arm a 
slate, the night's muster roll, and im onlerly 
book, lie iiivicceds (o tlie Yard. The gas 
Jet, shining from the olhco through its 
window, .and a couple of street lanqis in- 
I distinctly light the place. 

On the apiiearaiice of the inspecting officer 
in the yanl, and at tlie sound of the wal’d 
“ Ailcniiuii! ” alxiut seventy v/Iiitc faces, 
peering out above lialf-a-dozen parallel lines 
of dork ligures, fall into military ranks in 
“open order.” A man from each section—a 
fkirjeant—comes fbrwanl to form t ho staff of 
1 he commanding officer. The roll is colled over, 
and certain men ai’e told off as a Itcscrve, to 
ivmaiu at the station for any exigencies that 
may arise.

'J'lie w’holc diviMun are then eiiliglit- 
cued as to the names, udeh'esses, ages, and 
hei^hls, of all persons who have been 
“ missing ” from a radius of fifteen miles 
fi*om dialing Cross (the police definition of 
the Metropolis) since the previous night; 

: as to the cokrai-s of tbeii* hair, eyes, and 
clothes ; as Co 1 he cut of their coats, the fashion 
and material of tlioir gowns, the sliape of theii* 
hats or bonnets, the make of their boots. 8u 
minute and dolmite arc all these pers^mal 
descriptions, that a P. (.). (the official ellipsis 
for Police Constable) must be very deepy, or 
nmisually dull of observation, if, in the event 
of hii> iiiectiug with any of these missiug 
individuals, he does nut put them in train 
of restoration to.their anxious friends. Lost 
ai-tides of jiroperty are then enumerated 
and desci'llH-d with eipial exactness. When 
we reflect that the same routine is being 
performed at the same moment at the 'head 
^ of every pediee ri'giment or division in the 


Metropolis, it seems cxli’aordinary liow auy 
thing or iierson can be lust in Ijondoii. 
Among the trifles emuiieraieil as “found,” are 
a horse and cart, a small dug, a brooch, a 
baby, and a firkin of butter. 

Emotion is no part of a jiol iceman’s duty. 

If felt, it must be suppressed: he listens as 
stolidly t<> the following account of the baby, 
as to the history of the horse and cart, the 
little dog, the brooch, and the butter.

trjiots—^iiot without diihcnlty—the sulislimce 
of 1 lie coiuplaiiit, and reduces it to a charge 
of “ drunk and disorderly.” The culiwit, it 
secins, not half an hour ago—purely by 
aetdilent—found his W'ay into (’mveu Street, 
Slrand, Though thoKi are upwards of foity 
dooiTi in (Jraveu stive), he would kick, and 
ill limp, and Ixitier the coiuplaiiiaut's door. No 
oilier door would do. The numpUiiiiaiit don’t 
know why ; the delino'ieut iloii’t know' why ; 
noixnly knows ivhy. No entivaty,no expostu-1 
latiou, no llireat, coidd induce him to transfer! 
his favoiu>i to any other door in the iieigli- 
Ikiiuhooil. He w'asji peifeet sticiiiger to Mr. 
iSpill .-; y el, wheuMr. Spills pivsented himself at 
the gate of hLs castle in answer to the thunder¬ 
ing suiuuiuns, the prisoner insisted on Jinislung j 
the eViiiiiig at the domestic supj>cr-tahle of' 
the SpilK-t family. Finally', the prisoner 

{ iliasihod iii.s claim on Mr. Spills’s hospitality 
>y strikhig Mr. Sialls on the mouth. This led 
to his lieixig immediately handed over to the 
cuslotly of a P. C, 

The defendant nuswai's the usual questions 
as to name and condition, with a drowsy iu- 
dilfei-ence peculiar to the muihlled. But, when 
the Inspector asks his age, a Ikint ray of his 
Bjiiiit shines through him. VVliat is that to the 
police ? Have they anytliin^ to do with the 
census? They may' lock him up, fine him, 
put him in jail, woi'k hiwi oq the ti'ciul-mili, if 
they like. AU this is in their power; he 
knows the law well enough. Sir : hut they 
can't make him tell Ins age—^ond he won't— 
won’t do it. Sir! —At length, after having 
been mildly pressed, and cross-ezamined, and 
coaxed, he passes his finders through the few 
grey hairs that fringe hit. bald head, and 
suddenly roars: 

“ Well then:—'E’iv&-and-twenty! ” 

AU the policemen laugh. The prisoner— 
but now triumphant in his retort—checks 
hims elf, endcjivoui's to stand erect, and sur¬ 
veys them with dehahee. 

“ Have you anything abou^ou, you would 
like US to take care of ? ” 3liis is the usual 
apolo^ for searidiiug a drunken prisoner: 
searches cannot be enforced except in cases 
of felony. 

Before the prisoner can answer, one of 
the Reserves eases him of his property. Had 


his adveutiuvs Ikjoii proiluced in print, they 
could Bcaively luivc been better described 
than by tlic following articles-:—a peu-knlfe, 
an empty saudwieh-lxix, a bunch of keys, a 
bird’s-eye liandkerchicf, u sovereign, fivepence 
in ludf-peuce, a tooth-picli, and a poeket-mok. 
From his neck is draw'u a watch-guard, cut 
through,— no w'atch. 

WTicii he is sober, he wiU l)o questioned as 
to bis loss; a dcsci’iption of the watch, with 
its maker’s name and uumlxu* will lie extracted 
fi-om him; it W’iU be sent rouiul to every 
station; and, by this time t.o-morrow uiglit, 
every pawnbroker in the Mctro]K)Iis will he 
a.skca whether such a watch has been oii'ered 
as a pledge ? Most pi-ohably it will he re¬ 
covered and restored before he Imti time to 
get tipsy again—and when ho lias, lie will 
probably lose it imain. 

“ When shall I have to appeal liefore the 
magistrate ? ” asks the prosecutor. 

“ At ten o’clock to-morrow morning,”—and 
so ends that ease. 

There is no iieaoe for the Inspector. During 
the twenty-four hom-s he is on duty, his 
window is constanlly fi-aming some new 
jiicturc. For some minutes, a brown face 
with bright black eyes liius lieeii yieciing im- 
jiatloiilly from under a quantily of tangled 
tdack hair and a straw lia.1 behind Mr. Spills.

Must of tile ooustiibles who liavo lieeu 
reUdved from duty hy the nine o’clock men 
liave now urojipuu in, and are detailing any¬ 
thing worthy of a report to their ivs,Ketive 
Kcijeants. The scijeants enter these oeeiir- 
I’cnces on a printed form. Duly one is i>re- 
seiiteil, now;— 

“ P. C. 6” reports that, at oj r.w.. abov. named 
rhilii> Isaiu; was knoekeil down, in Bow Street, by 
a horse belonging to Mr. Parks, a New-i omler. 
He was taken to Charing X Ilospital. ami scut 
home, slightly bruised.” 

Tlie Injector has pot time to file this docu¬ 
ment before on eamcs^looking ni.au comes 
to the window. Something has liapyienod 
which evidently causes him more pain than 
resontiucut.

soever they are found, sevei-ely punishing the 
parents when they can be found, too, and 
foi’cing them, if they have any means of exist¬

“ You said how dare you do that,? ”

Another pause, expressive of the sjime de¬ 
sire as before. Much incensed at nothing 
rnsnlting.

0 What 'a this 1 ” says the Ins^iector, patting 
up the window. “Don’t cry there, don’t

A roug^-headed miserable little boy of four 
or five years old stops in his crying and looks 
frightened.

the morning, and keep you here. And then, 
if your story is true, you caii tell it to the 
magistrate, and it will be inquired into.” * 

“ Very well, sir. And God knows I’ll be 
thankful to have it inquired into! ” 

“Beserve!” 

“Sirl” 

“ Take this child to the workhouse. Here’s 
the order. Yon go along with this man, my 
little fellow, and they’U put you in a nice 
warm bed, and .give yon some breakfast in the 
morning. There ’a a good boy! ” 

The wretched urchin parts from his mother 
without a look, and trots contentedly away 
■with the constable. There would lie no very 
strong ties, to break here if the constable 
were taking him to on industrial schooL 
Our honourable friend the member for Bed 
Tape voted for breaking stronger ties than 
these in workhou^ once upon a time. And 
we seem faintly to remember tliat he glorified 
himself upon that measure very much f 

Wo shift the scene to Southwark. It is 
much the same. We return to Bow Street. 
Still the same. Excellent method, cuefully 
administered, vigilant in all resjieols except 
this mulu one;—^prevention of ignorance, re¬ 
medy for unnatural neglect of wilclren, pun- . 
ishment of wicked parents, iuterpoAtiou of 
the State, as a measure of human policy, if 
not of human pity and accountability, at the 
very source of crime. 

Our Inspectors hold that dronkeuness as a 
cause of crime, is in the ratio'of two to one 
greater thou any oilier cause. Wc doubt if 
they make due allowance for the cases in 
which it isythe consequence or companion of 
crime, and not the cause; but. Wo do not 
doubt its exteuAve influence as a cause 
alone. Of the seven thousand and A^iteen 
charges entered in the books of Bow Street 
station during 1850, at least half are against 
persons of both sexes, fo|: be^ “ drunk and 
incapable.” If offenc^es l»e included which 
have been indirectly instigated by intoxicar 
tion, the proportion rises to least seventy- 
five per emit. As a proof of this, it can m 
demonstrated from the books Bt bead quotv 
ters (Scotland Yard) that'^erc 'tras a .great 
and sadden diminution of charges after the 
wise measure of Aiutting up pnl^ houses at 
twelve o’clock on Satur&y n^htif. 

Towards five o’clock, the tmmber of cases 
&lls off, and the buAness of the station 
dwindles down'to charges against .a few 
drunken women. We have seen 'wcugh, 
end we retire. 

We have not wmried the reader, whom we 
now discharge, with more than a mnall part of 
our exp»ience; 'we have not related how the 
two respectable ti^esmen, “happening” to 
get drunk. at, “ thp EEouse ■ they used,’’^ first 
mught vdi3ici;^aiiQ^er,.then “dronped'uito”a 
polmeman {a« tlmt-witnew.rebteqmevMen^ 
anal ^ Ms Inspector concerning 

the .Qoefh’'e. Bni^lilh: nor how one young 
peteon - zendAitt -nea^ Covent Garden, re-. 
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proachod aiiotker young person in a loud tone 
of voice at three o’clock in the morning, 'idth 
being “ a shilling minx nor how that young 
person retorted that, allowii^ herself for the 
sake of argument to be a minx, she must yet 
prefer a chum to be a pound minx rather wan 
a shilling one, and so thet fell to fighting 
and were taken into custody—^nor how the 
first minx, piteously declaring tliat she had 
“left her place without a bit of key,” was 
consoled, before having the police-key turned 
upon herself, by the dispatch of a trusty con¬ 
stable to secure her goods and chattels from 
pillage.: nor how the two smiths taken up for 
“ larking ” on an extensive scale, were sorely 
solicitous about “ a centre-punch ” which one 
of them had in his pocket; and which, on being 
searched (acconliug to custom) for knives, 
they expected never to see more: nor how the 
drunken gentleman of iudependeut prorarty 
-—who being too drunk to be allowed to buy a 
railway ticket, and being most properly re¬ 
fused, most improjierly “ dropped into ” the 
Railway authorities—complained to us, visiting 
fals cell, that he was locked up on a foul chaige 
at which humanity revolted, and was not 
allowed to send for bail, and was this the Bill 
of Rights ? We have seen that an inccsstuit 
system of eommunicatiou, day and night, is kept 
up between every station of the force j we have 
seen, not only crime speedily detected, but 
distress (juickly relieved; we have seen regard 
paid to every application, whether it be an 
enquiry after a gqisy womiui, or a black-aud- 
tan spaniel, or a frivolous complaint against a 
constable; we have seen tliat everything that 
occurs is written down, to be forwarded to 
bead quarters ; we have seen an extraordinary 
degree of patience habitually exercised in 
listening to prolix details, in relieving the 
kernel of a ciwe from its almost im|>ene- 
trabfe busk; we have seen how imjKissiblo 
it is for anything of a serious, of even an 
unusual, nature to happen without being re- 
{)orted; and that if reported, additional force 
con be immediately supplied from each 
station; where from twenty to thir^ men 
are always collected while' oflr duty. We have 
seen that the whole system is w'ell, intelli¬ 
gently, zealously worke-d; and we bave seen, 
finally, that the addition of a few extra 
men will be all-sufficient for any exigencies 
whirii may arise from the .conling itmux of 
visitors. 

Believe'us, nervous old lady, dyspeptic half- 
pay,^ su^icious quidnunc, plot-dreading diplo¬ 
matist, you may sleep in jpeaoe ! As mr yom 
trembwg rate-payer, it is not to be doubtea 
that, after what you nave retul, yon will conr 
tinne to pay your eightpenoe in the pound 
withont a gm^e. 

And either 'you nervous old lady, or you 
dyspeptic half-pa;!^ or you jBuspidous qmdnufu^ 
or you plot-dreaaing diplf^natist, or you un- 
giudgihg rate-payer, have ^er seen or heard, 
or read of, a vast city which a soBtary watcher 
it%h£ traverse in the dead of night as he may 


traverse liondon, you are fiir 'wiser .than we 
It is daybreak on this third morning of our 
vigil-|-^)n, it may be, the three thousandth 
morning of our seeing the pale dawn in these 
hushed and solemn streets. Sleep in peace ! 
If you have children in vonr houses, woke to 
tlii^ of, and to act for, the doomed childhood 
that encircles yon out of doors, £rom the rising 
up of the sun unto the going down of the 
stars, and sleep in greater peace. There 
is matter enough for real dread there. It is 
a higher cause than the cause of any rotten 
goveiument on the Continent of Europe, that, 
trembling, hears the Marseillaise in every 
whisper, and dreads a barricade in ever 
gathering of men! ^ 

THREE MAY-DAYS IN LONDON. 

U. KAY FAIK. (1701.) 

It is exactly a hundred iuid fifty years ago 
since the customs and miumers of which we 
shall .attempt to give some fiiint notion might 
be witnessed, in tlie locality now known as 
May Eair. This region of fi^ion was, at tlie 
beginning of the eighteenth ceututy, a large 
field, extending from Park Lane almost to 
Dovousbire House, on the West; and com¬ 
prising the space to the North where the 
famous Lord Chesterfield, in the mid^e of 
that century, built his magnificent mansion, 
and looked, with pride, umu his bt^cIoub 
mrden from the wruuows ofnis noble library. 
The' brook of Tyburn ran tlupugh this dis¬ 
trict, BO that the place was also called Brook 
Field, which name is still preserved in Brook 
Street. In tins Brook Field w^os held .on 
Annual Fair, commencing on the Ist of hlay, 
which, without going back into a more remote 
antiquity, had been not only a market for all 
commodliios, but a place of fariiionable resort, 
in the early years of the Restoration. Mr. 
Pep^s wds a visitor there in 1G60. Our scene 
is laid on the 1st of May, 1701. 

Tlie general diaracter of May Fair may be 
gathers from an advertiaement of the 27tli 
of April, 1700 In Brook Field Market¬ 
place, at the East Comer of i^de Park, is a 
Fair to be kept for the space of sixteen tlayt^ 
beginning ■with the 1st of May;—the first 
three da^'S for live cattle and leather; with 
the same entertainmeuts as at Bartholomew 
Fair; where there are sh<^ to be lot, ready 
built, for all manner of tindesiuen that 
annually keep Fmrs, and so to continue yearly 
at the same place.” 

The sorptise that we may feel ^in thus 
learning that the business of buying and 
selling^* cattle and leather ” was to continue 
for t&oe days at the extreme Weht of our 
Metropolis may be ffiminished by consideiing 
,thai the distnet was essentially a suburb 
v^y thinly peopled ; that to the North there 
were no streets; that where A]^ey House 
fiow stands was a low inn, called the Hercules 
Pillan ;.aud a little farther 'VT’est a road-side 
watering-la ee, known as the Triumphant

Chariot; thal the villagers of Kensingtoii 
ajid (*helht>a Heldnm penetrated into Ixmdon 
pn>}H‘r; that the Fair of Brook Field was, 
tiierelon', a znatteF of tas mueh convenienoe 
04 the great Fair of Biuy, or any other of the 
eouatry marts to which dealers Drought their 
unmmuditiea. That it was something more 
than a market for cattle and leather, and a 
cr>UeoUon of stalls for the sale of gingerhread 
and beer, w» learn fi-om. the announcement 
that *'there are shorn ready built lor all 
manner of tradesmen. If wo turn to the 
Fair of all Nations of 1K61, to bo held within 
half a mile of JMa^ Pair, and consider the 
natun> of oommercud inturcourse in 1701, we 
may be impressed with a vogue soitse of what 
a ocutuiy and a half ha^ accomplished for 
England and the world. We shall endeavour 
to coiihim this inipression by a very rapid 
view of the goueral character of our Industry 
in the last years of William the Third. But, 
before we touch upon this, let us turn to 
the <ither ebnraetcristic of May Fair—“the 
snjiie eutertainmeuts os at Bartholomew 
l'’air.” 

The ub8(‘rvaiic(' of May was one of those 
aucuuit iKiCuKantit's of our national chai'acter 
wlilcit required an essential change of mauncra 
to eradicate. Enactments could not put down 
Muy-^Hilob and morris*dancera. A Parlia¬ 
mentary Ordinauce, in 1644, directed all and 
nnmilar May-poles, tb*ii arc or shall be erected, 
to be token down luiu xeinoved by the con¬ 
stables of the jHirihlies. 'ilie May-pole in tlie 
Blrand bowed its head to tliis rutiiless com- 
laaiid. Theiv, in 1634, had the fir«t stand 
of hackney-coach es been establisbcii—^four 
coaches a ill) men in liveiw, with fares an'iuiged 
aocoiiliug to dihiiuices. But the May-]>u]e 
did nut fall uhhouonred. Tlwre was a lament 
for the Mav-|H>]e, “ which no city, town, nor 
street cun paialhd ; ” and the Utvaiier poet 
sighs over the “liajiiiy age,’’ and the “barin- 
lesB da}s*’ “when eveiy village did a May- 
pole imso j”—< hn*'* Jid' men are changeil,” 
.nesays. It was tide. The May-pole in the 
Stkand, and the liackiuy-coochcii, were some¬ 
what incougmouH coiuiHoiious, After twenty 
yean of sintc and blood came the Bestora- 
iion; and tht CaMiliers Ixdieved that “ times 
and men *’ wen* not changed. A new May- 
polo was to be nused, in 1661—a “stately 
cedar *’ of enormous height, which landsmen 
were unable to raise; and so the Duke of 
York commamled 8i>ameu “to officiate the bum.- 
ness; ’’—and the Muy-pile was hoisted up, in 
four hours, to the souna of dnun and tmmpet; 
and a monis-danoe was danced, to mpe and 
tulior, as blithalv as in the days of Elnsabeth; 
and “little oliulrea did much rejoice, and 
ancient people did elap their hands, saying 
‘ Uuldcu ^ys begin to a^iear.’ In 1672^ the 
niiuhty May-pole,-^" the most prodiglous'one 
for height that perhaps waa ever seen,” says 
old Aubieyj—was bndcan by a hi^ '^ad. 
The Uavedption eatne, aacb then the contests 
of fiMtiQ% and a forei^ wav, jfiiye the pec^le 



graver anbiects to think of than “Whitsun 
ales, and May-games.’' The broken May- 
pole of the Btnim ppradiially decayed, and be¬ 
came a nuisance; but it hM a lughor d<»tiny 
—^typical of the Conges of “times and men.'’ 
In 1717, it was cartod away to Wanstead, 
under the directiou of Newton; and there si^t 
up to support the largest telescope in the 
world, wnicb had been presented to the 
Boyal Bucicty by a French member, M. Hngou. 
The age of morris-dancers was aliout to be 
superseded by the me of Bcieuco; and iu due 
time would come the age of the mechanical 
Arts. A centiuy ago, Hume said, “ We cannot 
reasonably expect that a jiiece of woollen cloth 
will lie brought to perfection iu a nation that 
is iipiorant of astiDnomy.’’ The jiower-loom 
Is the iiatnral descendant of the telescope iu 
Wonstesul Bark. 


On May morning, in J701, it is not unlikely 
tliat a i('w of the busy London iiopulatnm 
were dancing mind the broken May-jKile in 
the Btraii'L The ohimney-swuepeis had not 

? rct taken evelusive jiDswasion of this festival; 
mi the milk-maids, with their garliuuls, miubt 
lie theiv OH the representatives of i-uml 
immmice. The great bulk of the holiday¬ 
makers would abandon the May-pole fur the 
keener excitonient of May F.iii*. For thciv 
(tuscoi'diug to the evidence of a letter from 
Ml’. Brian Fairfax, of 1761,) would be altrac- 
tions for idl (‘losses; “1 wish you had been 
at May Fair, whore* the rope-(£incuig would 
liave recompensed yxiiir hilioui.” There, ar- 
ooi'diugtoihe “Tiitler,” was Mr. IVukutluuan, 
with Ins tiunc elopiiaut; and there, w('i‘e 
wont to lie “ many otlier cunofdtiesofuataie.” 
Tliej e, were theatrL>B, with “ gentlemen and 
ladies, who were the ornaments of the 


town, and used to shiuo in plumes luid 
diaraomls.” There, was “ Mrs. oaraliand, so 
jantons foi her ingenious pupiwt-show ”*-the 
Tmiprieti'eBs of “uuot rake-hell. Punch, whose 
lewd Ide and conversatiun had given no much 
scandal.’’ Tliere, was the uoiijum*, and the 
momitebank, and tlie fire-eater. But, more at¬ 
tractive than all, tliere, was “ I^y Mary,” the 
dancing lass—a veiy jewel, ascurcling to Brian 
Fairfia. “All the nobility in town were 
there. Ihuy ask my Loni Fairfax after her, 
who, though not the only lord by tweu^, waa 
evoiy night an admiicr of her, while the fair 
last^” Bnt there wore grant rarities of 
Art to be seen—speeunens of ingenuity that 
might rival 1661. “There was the city of 
Amsterdam, well worth, your seeing; every 
street, every individual honaey was corvod in 
wood, in exact proportion, one to another; 
the Stadthuuse was as big as your haniL” 
Idverpool, at the Palace of Tndukiy, is thus 
only a revival of an old notion. The ediy of 
Amsterdam m^ht attract dieccoet obaervera 
who kept (H^ CH the way of the bnll-bait Min 
tile duckiiiff^otub—poute sports to which 
Young Ec^pand, in the lort oentory, was 
somsmuit sfi dic ied. Lsst of all, thm was 
tiis aobor butineas of the fidr—the veal work 
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transacted in. tlie “shops” that irere 
ready-built^ for all manner of tradesmen.” 

Of the commodities expoBe<L for. sale in. 
these temponuy shc^w, ■would, first of all, be 
clothing. Of woollen fabrics there would be 
abundance. The great work of legislation 
was to keep all the wool at home, and to make 
people wear nothing but woollen garments. 
A writer of 1698 says ;—'* Men are very careful 
to preserve their rents. Bu^ above aU, gen¬ 
tlemen are in the greatest itisquiet for their 
wool Ifotb the liviiig and the dead must be 
wrapt in wool; nor is any law wanting to 
cunipiote the business, but only one;—^that our 
perukes should be made of wool.” The great 
proltlem of legislation was how to encotirage 
the gro'wth of wool, and the roanufaeture of 
woof; and a perpetual controversy was going 
on between the mauufacturei’s and the agii- 
culturists. The agriculturists weite then the 
Fi'tie Traders,—they wanted a foreign market 
for their wool; the manufatAurera would have 
k<<)>t it all at home. But they both egi'ced 
tlmt uotlilug which interfered with wool 
should be worn in England. Silk buttons 
were on article of dress: the silk was bought 
in foreign parts in exchange for our wooflen 
manufacture; but the making of silk buttons, 
8.ays the Act of 1698, was discouraged by 
making buttons out of the shreds of cloth,— 
and theusauds of men, women, and children, 
who made silk buttons with the needle, were 
impoverished ; and so a penalty of forty shil¬ 
lings was to be paid by any unhappy tailor 
who used his shreds to make buttons. But 
this microscopic legislation was always work¬ 
ing in the dark. In 1697 the imjmitation of 
foreign lace and needlework was absolutely 
prohibited, because the importatiou was “to 
the great discouragement of the manufoctures 
in this kingdom.” in 1699 the Act of 1697 
was repealed, on account of the decay of the 
woollen manufactures, because the prohibitioa 
of foreign lace and needlework “has been 
one great cause thereof by being the occa¬ 
sion that our wooUeu mannfocturea are pro¬ 
hibited to be ipiported into Flanders.” At 
May Fair, in 1701, there must have been a 
keen competition amongst the fiishionablo 
ladies for the 1^ chance of a purchase in tiio 
' fair of Indian silks and ealicoea; for after the 
29th of September, the weari^ of all wrought 
aUka of the manulacturc of Irarsia, Churn, or 
India, and all coloured calicoes, was absolutely 
prohibited. The whole principle of our com¬ 
mercial Ic^slatiop was protection,—^to have 
no real exenange with other countries, and no 
firee^indnstiV in our own cpmmoditLes. The 
mtereet of the consumer was never regarded. 
The perpeti^ cry was the duty of emfdoying 
the poo^—in r^gpilating wbi<m emjdoyment 
the poOT wme starved. There was but one 
nmn of those days who had diaoovered the 
broad .commerce, which he prt^nl- 

gated in'^eSe words “ The ^ole worl^ as 
to trade, is but one nstien. or ;^^e, and 
Uiermn nations ore as persons, * * lliere 


can be no trade unprofitable to the people; 
for if any prove so, men leave it off. » '#• * 
No laws can set prices on trade. * * * Al l 
favour to one ti^c or interest is an abuse, 
and cuts oflF so much profit from the public.” 
It is a hundred and sixty years ago smee the 
great merdiant, Sir Dudley NorUi, proclaimed 
these principleB,—^tho highest application of 
which Wongs to om* day, imperfectly under¬ 
stood as they still may be. 

But, with all the defects of the class legislor 
tion that prevailed in the first year of the 
eigbteentli century, England was adi’ancing 
in commercial pro^eiity. In five ycai's after 
the peace of JRyswick, the exports were mure 
than doubled, and the mercantile marine more 
than quadrupled. The exports in 1701 were 
about six millions, of which about four mil¬ 
lions consisted of our own produce and manu¬ 
factures, one fifteenth of our present 
exports. In 1701, the mercantile navy uarried 
about three huudW. thousand tons, one four¬ 
teenth part of our present tonnage. The 
Navigation Laws, which it has required the 
slow growth of political philosophy to abolish, 
bit by bit during two centuries, were held to 
be the foundation of our marine superiority. 
And yet, whilst an exclusive protection was 
given to English-bmlt vessels worked by 
J^glisb seamen, we utterly lost the old Green¬ 
land Whale Fishery for want of skilled crews. 
At the Bevolution, the agriculture of the 
country required a stimulus ; so the bounty 
system was commenced. Foreira corn could 
not be biMught in, except wen scarcity 
prevailed at homo; and the exporters of 
English wheat received a bounty of five 
shillings a quarter, when the home price did 
nut exoeed forty shilling The Dutch stored 
the wheat, which the Winty to the t.”'ower 
enabled them to buy at a cheaper rat. than 
the average European price, and sold it us 
again in dear seasons, at a large profit. All 
commerce was a system of resti^tion, evasion, 
and compromise; resting upon the belief that 
one nation's gain was another’s loss—and that 
commercial advantage was only to bemeastu-ed* 
by the balance of money received for commo¬ 
dities, and not by the exchange of the useful 
products of industry, varying with the peculiar 
soil, climato, and manners m the exchangers. 

At this period Englaud was not, in any ' 
large sense of the term, a maaulhcturing 
country. With the exception of our wooUen 
cloths-—which amounted to nearly half our 
exports—some articles of raw prodmw ■were 
our chief shipments to foreign countries. The 
prinripal products of our mines wore lead and 
tin, both of whi^ we exported. Tin was in 
great demand, both at home and abroad, on 
account of the extension of luxurious habits, 
which required pewter ^plates in st e ad of 
wooden tzenchers. Wo raised, and smdted no 
copper, but imported it un’wrought. The 
greater part of our iron was also imported. 
No beds of rock-salt h^been.worked,---edible 
salt was imported; fill the wxetdied produce 
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of our brine-jpita waa nauBemis aud injurious. 
And 3 'et salt was of prime necessity at a 

E eriud when the rotation, of crops was uo- 
iiowiij and winter-food for shoep and cattle 
not being raised, the greater nunilter were: 
killed and salted at Martinmas. The coal 
mines were limited in their produce—^partly 
by the want of machinery, and partly % the 
difficulty of conununication. The greater part 
of the ooal oonsiimed in the kingdom was sea- 
borpe—hence called sea-coal; but, occasionally, 
potdc-horses travelled with coal Inland, for the 
supply of blaiikamiths’ forges. Factories, in 
the modem sense, did not exist. Even the 
great wool manufacture was, in. most of 
its processes, domestic. Weavers left their 
shuttles Idle in tlieir cottages, when harvest 
work demanded their lalmiir in the fields; 
and this, not as a mattei* of choice, but under 
legal compulsion. 

The Norwich and the Yorkshire looms were 
the subjects of minute regulation, as to wages 
and material. We imported spun silk fur our 
SpiUolfields looms. John Lombe built his 
Derby silk-mill in 1717. An ingemous adven¬ 
turer who made the aome attempt in 1702 
was ruined. Our linen fabrics were imported 
from France, Germa ny, and Holland, and so 
wore our tbreads. Wo manufactured hats 
and gliys^ only after the accession of William 
the Third, when the war witli France drove 
us to employ our cajutol and skill in tlieir 

K luctiou. It was the same with paper. 

are the devolution there was little made 
in England, except brown paper. We im¬ 
ported our writing and printing papers from 
France and Holland. Wo importeil our 
crockery-ware, which retained the name of 
Delft, even when our Potteries had begun to 
work. Sheffield produced its old “ whittle ”— | 
the common knife for all uses; but the finer i 
cutleiT was imported from France. W'e ob¬ 
tained moat of our prinf^^-type from Hol¬ 
land—^notthatEnglandw^j}t«d letter-founders, 
that their charactetu'wers so nidi^, that 
ne m l i boure supplied us, till an iugenious 
^^iirtist, William Caslon, established his London 
foundiy, in 1720. < Tliere was a demand then 
for types—^for the age of newspapers was 
come, t When Eitglaud was restricted to 
tweuty toaster-printers—as it was before the 
Bevolution—^Ihere was little need of ddlful 
type-founders. 

In the May Foiu' of 1701 the npws-vehdors 
would be busy. There would be half-a dozto 
papers bea|^g tho name of “ Intelligence,” or 
JntelUgem|^; ” there would be m^ar. 
varieties uiyffie fiUmly of ‘^Plying Post,” and 
“ Moroury^*”aad[ ^Observator.there would 
bo '* Dawki’s News Letter', done upon good 
■ writing-pijper, and Wank si^e left, that any. 
oentleaummay wd^his ownprlvate bu^eisa.^' 
E^h of these would' hW^ tosttei' than a 
. The writers tipou Hawks’s **good 

^jp|uudg<pap£r,” or any othn; paper,; were not 
^ery attom^us in a pomdatibn bf five millions. 
^,Tbe PcHpfe about thou¬ 
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sand pounds; which, avera^ng the rate 
of letters at threepence eaidi (suigle sheets, 
carried under eighty miles, were twopence), 
would give us about a letter aimtuilly for each 
of the population; about two •thirds of the 
letters now delivered in one week; which 
sliow about fourteen letters annually for each 
of the population: The newspapers in May 
Fair each had two or three advertisement 
—some of books, some of luxuries, which 
are now necessaries of life—such as tea at 
twenty-four shillings a pound, loaf sugar 
at eleven shillings, cofiee at six shillings. 
All had advertisements of lotteries. Every 
description of retail traffic was then carried 
on by gambling. At the Eagle and Child on 
Ludgate Hill, all sorts of fine silks and mods 
well; to be had at seven pounds, ten shiliin^, 
a ticket; Miu Ogle’s plate, value tweuty 
pounds, was at sixjaencc a ticket; Mr. William 
Morris, “the fiurest of deaJera,” draws his 
lottery out of two whteels Ivy two parish boys, 
giving one hundred Txjuncls for balf-a-ci-own. 
There were lotteries drawing in May Fair, and 
the thimble-rig was not unknown. 

Tlie May morning of 1701 sees the busy 
concourse in Brookfield of sellers .and bnyere. 
There is the Jew from HoimdeHlitcL, and the 
enuder from Finchley, From the distant 
Bei'mondsey comes the tanner, with his ])eltiy 
and his white leather for harness, Bt;er is 
freely drunje. Tobacco perfumes the air 
from one sunrise to another. It is almost 
difficult to believe that eleven million pounds 
of tobacco were then annually consumed by a 
population of five millions; but so say the 
I’ecords, Tho graziers and the drovers were 
hungi'y. They indulged themselves with the 
seldom-tasted wheaten bread of the luxurious 
Londoners. They had waded through roads 
scarcely practicable for horsemen. Pedes¬ 
trians, who kept the crown of the causeway, 
on whose sides were perilous sloughs and foul 
ditches. They travelled in company, for fear 
of the frrequent highwayman and footpad. 
Happy were tiiCT the sun lighted the 
highway fr-om Tottenham (j^ l^bum; for 
not n lantern was to be seen; and the fUckci'- 
iug link made the morning fog seem denser 
than its reality. That Miy-day morning has 
Uttle eheerfulnesa in its a^ct. 

The. afternoon comes. Then' the beasts 
and the leather are sold—andf the revelry 
beginB.

To me it was a pretty, as wi^ as a novel 
Towards noon, we pulled up at a little bazaar, sight, to watch the felling work in progress. 
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Two axe>men to snudl treeB.^ three, and some* 
times four, to laxcw ones: their little l^fat 
tools flong {«x back over tkor dionlden unth 
a proud flouxiah, and then, with a " whiif^ 
dug deep in the heart of l^e iree, with such 
ex^itude and in such ^eellmit time, that 
the scores of axes fiTing about me seemed im¬ 
pelled some mecbwical contrivance, and 
Bounding btUi as one or two instruments. I 
observed that in no instance wore the trees 
eat tfaroogh, bat each one was left with just 
sufficient of the heart to ke^ it upright; on 
looking around, 1 saw that there were hun* 
dreda of thmn rimilarfy to%ated. The ground 
on wiitch we were atanding was extremely 
steep and fall of rocks, between which lay 
embedded ricl^eina,of alluvial soiL Where 
thl« is the caae,TOe masses of stone are not an 
objection ^ on the contrary, they serve to keep 
the roots of the young cofi^ plants cool 
during the long dry season, aud, in the like 
manner, prevent the light soil from being 
washed down the hiU-side by heavy rains. 
My planter-friend assured me thal^ if the 
trees were to be at once cut down, a few at a 
time, they would so encumber the place as to 
it irapoBsible for the workmen to get 
a^h^ to rile adjoining trees, so thickly do 
fhey stand bogetner, and so cumb^some are 
their heavy branchea In reply to my inquiry 
as to the method of bringmg all these out 


which had been cut, and of such not one was 
left standing. There they would lie until 
Buffidently my for the torch that would 
bladcen'their masrive trunks, and calcine 
their many branches into dusty heaps of 
alkalL 

By the time this was completed, and the 
men put on to a fresh “ cut," we were ready 
for our mid-day meal, the planter’s bruak&st. 
Away we toUed toward the Bungdow. 
Pasamg through a few acres of standing 
forest, and over a stream, we came to a small 
cleared space well sheltered from wind, and 
quite snug in every respect. It was thickly 
sown with what 1 imagined to be young 
lettuces, or, perhapa very juvenile cabbage- 
plants, but I was told this was the “ Nursery,” 
and those tiny green things were intended to 
form the future Soolookandc Estate. On 
learning that we had reached the “Bun¬ 
galow,” I looked about me to discover its ) 
locality, but in vain; tbore was no building to j 
bo seen; but presently my host pointed out j 
to me what 1 had not noticed before—a small, 
low-roofed, riiatchcd place, close under a pro¬ 
jecting rock, and half hid i>y thorny creepers. 

I imagined this to be his fowl-house, or, iwr- 
hapB, a recoplacle’for tools; but was not a 
little astonished when I saw my friends beckon 
me on, and enter at the low, dark door. This 
miserable little cabin conld not have bc<m 


trees to the mround, I was desired to wait 
until the cutring on the hill-side was com¬ 
pleted, and then I should see the operation

The little axes rang out a merry chime— 
merrily to the planter’s ear, but the death-

more than twelve feet long by abaut six feet 
wide, and as high at the waUs.

dovn tlie roil, and spread it open outude tLe 
dooi’. It tamed out to be a huge Taiipst 
which h^ assured me was the only shelter be 
bad puasessed for ne^y two:mon.tbs, and that, 
too, duiiug the rainy season. It might have 
measured ten ieet in length, and po^bly six 
in width ; ^^tty well for a leaf: it was used 
by fastening a stout pole lengthways to two 
Bta^ driven in tho ground; the leaf was 
hung across thb ridge-pole, midway, and the 
cornels of it made fast W co^s: common mats 
being hung at each en^ and under the leaf. 

The “ lanes,” a long row of mud huts for 
tho coolies, appeared to be much more com¬ 
fortable than their master’s dwelling. But 
this is necessarily the case, for xmless they 
be well cared for they will nut remain on a 
remote estate, such xxs this one was theu con¬ 
sidered. The first thing a aaoCi planter secs 
to is a roomy and dry set oP‘ Lines ” for tho 
people: then tho “ Nursery ” of coffee plants, 
and thirdly, a hut for himself I 

The Hupei’intendent assured me that none; 
but those who had opened an e.sUi,te in a, 
remuto ilistrict, conld form any idea of thoi 
difliciillieH and privations encountered by the' 
planter. ** Folks may grumble as the^ like,' 
down in Colombo, or in England,” said my 
foiuud, " aliunt the high sahu'Les paid to 
umuagei’s, but if some of them had only a 
moil 111 of it up here, in the rains, I suspect 
they M change their notions.” 

Ho h.ad luul the greatest difficulty at first 
in keeping but a dozen men on the pL-vee to 
clear ground for lines and nurseries: so 
is the objection felt by Malaliars to 
new and distant plantations. On one occasiun 
he had been quite deserted: even his old 
cook ran away, and he foxmd himself with only 
a little Cingalese boy, and his rice, biscuit and 
diied fish m but exhausteil. As for meat, he 
had not tasted any for many days. Tliere 
was no help for it, Le saw^ but to send off the | 
little buy to tho neai*est village, with a rupee, | 
to buy Some food, and try to persuaile some' 
of the ^lage people to come up and assist 
him. When evening came on there was no 
boy bad^ and the lonely planter had no fire 
to boil his rice. Night came on and still he 
was alone: hungry^ cold, and desolate. It 
Was a Sabbath eTemng^ and he pointed out to 
me the huge stone on whidh he had sot down 
to think of his friends in. the old country; the 
recollection of his distance from them, and of 
his then desolate, Crusoe-like, position, came 
so sadly upon hiq^ that he wc^t lake a. child. 
I almost weied 1 sawa tear start to his large 
eye as he related the circumstance. . 

Ceylon-planten are provertnally ho^atable: 
the utmost stranger is at all times sxue of a- 
hearty welcome for himself and his horsei 
Qilrthis oCcanon my jxmgle fkdend tamed out 
the best cheer his-smw store afforded. It is 
true we halt one chair amongtii n% but 

that only smrvM to give us amusement in 
nwlrin g seata of baskets, Iwxeai^Asd, old bobka. 
A dish of riae^ sjid curxyj mode of dry salt 


fish, two red herrings, and the only fowl on 
the estate, formed our meal; and poor as the 
repast may appear i.o those who have never 
done a good day’s jonmey in the jungles of 
Ceylon, I can vouch for the keen relim with 
wmeh we all partook of it. 

In the afternoon we strolled out to inspect 
the first piece of planting on the Soc^lookande 
estate. It liras m extent about sixty acres, 
divided into fields of. ten acres by narrow 
belts of tall ti*ees. This precaiitiun was 
adopted, I leamt, with a view to protect the 
young plants from the violence of the wind, 
which at times rushes over the mountains 
with terrific iiiiy. Unless thus sheltered by 
belts or “staking,” the young plants get 
loosened, or arc whirled round until the outer 
bark becomes worn away, and then they 
sicken and die, or if they live, yield no fruit. 
“ Staking ” is simply driving a stout peg in 
the ground, and fastoning the plant steadily 
to it; but it is an expensive process. The 
yoimg trees in these fields Jh«d been put out 
during the previous rains of July, luid though 
still very sii^, looked fresh and healthy. I 
had idxvays imagined planting out to be a 
vexy easy ami rough oiwration; but T now 
leaimt that exceeduig care and skill are 
required in the operation. The holes to 
receive the young colfec-plant must be wide 
and deep ; they can scai'celybe too lax'ge; tho 
earth must be kept well about the roots of 
the seedling in removing it; and care must 
be taken tlxat the ta]>-root be neither bent, nor 
planted over any stone or other hai'd sulv 
stance ; neglect of these important points is 
fotol to the prosperity of the estate. The 
yellow drooping leaves, and stunted growth, 
soon tell the propiietor that his superin¬ 
tendent has done his work carelessly . but 
alas! it is then too late to apply any remedy, 
save that'of re-plouting the ground. 

I left this estate impressed with veiy dit- 
ferent notions conheming the life and trials of 
a phuiter in the for jxmgle, from those 1 hsul 
contracted below from mere Colombo gossip; 
and I felt that superintendents wei*e not so 
mxufo overmid for tlxeir skill, patience, priva¬ 
tions, and hard work. 

CBACTEB TBE BBCOND. 

Havuto seen almost the commencement 
of the Soolookande Cofiee Estate, ( felt a 
I’strong deare towards the end of the year 
lS4ti, to pay it a second visit, wWle in its 
full vigour. I wished to satisfy inystelf as 
to the eorrectness of the many re^xorts I 
had' heard of its heavy crops, of its fine 
condition, its mcceUent works, imd, not 
of the. good management duriug cro^time. 
Nfydd. acquaintance was no longer in charge; 
he had been supplauted by a stranger. How¬ 
ever, 1 went armed with a letter from the 
Ookunbo agents, which would ensure more 
attontion than a bed and a meal. 

1 journeyed this time. by another and 
rather i^rter route. Instead of taking the 
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Matelk road, I struck off to the right, piist 
Davy’s Tree, celebrated as the scene of the 
massacre of a large body of officers 

and troops by-the j|reachkciUB Kandians^ and 
crossing the Mahavilla Ghtnga at Davy’s 
Ferry, made the best of my way across ^e 
beautiful vale of Dombera, and thence towards 
the long Tamge of mbuntoiiis forrahig one 
flank of the Kallibokko' Valley. At the' 
period of my former excursion this'long tract 
of fertile country was one unbroken moss of 
Iteavy jungle; now a dozen Inrra estates, with 
bung^ows and extensive works, were to be 
seen, enlivening the journey, and affording a 
muck readier passage for the horseman ; for 
wherever- phmtatious are formed, good jungle 
paths are sure to be made. Tlie ride was a 
most interesting one $ mile upon mile of 
coffee lay before and around me, in various 
stages of growth, from the young soedling 

i ’ust put out, to the full-hearing bush, as 
icavily laden with red ripe cofibe berries as 
any currant-bush,^ England with its fruit. 
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the ver)’ height of tlie planter's harvest. All 
appearra busy as I rode along, gatliering ou 
the old prop^ies ; weeding and “ supplying ” 
or filling up failures dn the young estates. 1 
halted but once fur a cup of good, wlndesome 
coffee, and gladly pushed on, so ns to reach 
my destination in good time for breakfiist. 

Tho many lovely prusmets opening lusfoi-o 
mo caused some little delay in admiration; 
and, by the time I had ridden through the 
last piece of jungle, and pulled up at the npgier 
boundary of “ Soolookaude,” it was not far 
from midday. The sun was blazing high 
above me, but its inya were temjiereu by a 
cool breezo that swept over from the neigh- 
liouring mountain-to]^. The pro^ct ihnn 
that lofty eminence was lovely in the ex¬ 
treme : steep ridges of coffee extended in all 
directions, bounded by piles of mossy forest; 
wdiile sfiots, here and of bnngalowB

'pleft rock, on one side j on the other, n rippi 


stream ran gently along, thickly studded w^ 
'water-crosses. Before me, in the far distjiihee, 
1^ outstretched, like picture-scrolL the 
hmteUo district, with its paddy fle.l& its 
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mountain's and terminated W the Cave Bocks 
of Dambool. At my feet, far below, lay the 
estate, .bui^low, and works, and’to them I 
bent nif tray bv a. narrow and- yoiy steep 
bridle-path. ^ precipitous wai the Iwd just 
here that Mfelt rather nervous on looking 
down at tn^^hHe buildiup.' pathway, 
for a g»atd9^igth, was Imidered by rose- 
buHhes, or iM^^.ihllest blossom, pemiuing 
the air p I appimcdied the 

bungalow, other Abypikl^jg shrubs and plants 
wens mingled vritk flHan, and iu such exori- 
Ibut order was. ^^^vetythiiig' there that the 
plane aweared to 'me mors like a magnifled 
garden nisu- an brtate.' How changed rince 
my fbnnen'vi^ 1 1 could Oarcejiy recognise 


it as the same property. The bungalow was 
an imposing looking building, the -ve^ pic¬ 
ture of neatness and comfort. How. different 
to the old 'Ddipot-leal and ihe dirty little 
mud hut 1 The box of a place I had slept in 
six years before would have sto^, easily, on 
the dining-table in ^is bungaldw. A wide 
verandah surrounded the builtling, tho white 
^lars of which 'were polished j^e marble. 
The windows were more like doors; and, as 
for the doors, one may speak of them as 
lawyers do of Acts of Parliament, it would be 
ca^ to drive a coach-and-stx through them. 

Tlie superintendent was a most gentlemkiily 
person, and so was his Bengmee servant. 
Tlie curry was delightfully hot; the water 
was deliciously cool. The chairs wore like 
sofas; and so exquisitely comfortable, after 
my long ride, that, when my host rose and 
suggested a walk down to tho works, I re¬ 
gretted that 1 had said anything about them, 
and hod half a mind to pretend to be poorly. 

The store was a zinc-roofed building, one 
hundred feet in length, by twenty-five wide ; 
it was boarded below, but the sides norwards 
were merely stoui rails, for ensuring a 
thorough rii'culation of air through the 
interior. Jt presented a most busy appear¬ 
ance. Long strinp of Malabar coolies were 
flocking in, along narrow paths, &om all sides, 
carrying hags and baskets on their heads, 
fiUea with tho ririo coffee. These had to pass 
iu at one particular door of the store, into the 
recemug-floor, in tho upper part of the 
building. A Canghany was stationed there 
to see each man’s gathering fairly measiu-cd ; 
and to give a little tin tick^ for eveiy busliel, 
ou the production of which the coolies wore 
paid, at the end of the month. Many coolies, 
who had their wives and children to assist 
them in the field, brought home very heavy 
Iiarcels of coffee. 

Passing on to tho floor whei-e the measuring 
was in progress, I saw immense heaps of 
ripe, cherry-rooking fruit, waiting to be passed 
bmw to the pnlpera. All this enormous pile 
must be dispraed of before tho morning, or it 
-will not be fit for operating on, and might be 
damaged. I saw quantities of it mready 
gliding downwards^ through little openings in 
the floor, under which I could hear the noise of 
some xoachinery in rapid motion, bat givingout 
sounds like sausage-machines in fuu " chop.” 
Following my. guide, I descend^ a ladimr, 
between some ugly-locfl^g wheels and shaft¬ 
ing, and landed aafely on vthe floor of the 
polping-i-oom. “Ptdjwg’’ is the operation 
of removing the oatm: 'hu&, br “cherry,” 
which encloses the parchment-looking husk

of wood, ceve^ with 


with two chocks of wood. The e/oSee ha fhe 
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cherry beiug fed on to this hy a hopTOr, is 
foreeu between the perforated barrel ^d 
the choclu; the projecting copper points 
tear off the soft cherry, whilst the coffee 
beans, in th^ parchment cas& foil through 
the chocks IHb a large box. These pulpers 
(four in number) were worked a water¬ 
wheel of great power, and turned out in six 
hour's as much coffee as was gathered- by 
three hundred men during the whole day. 

Prom the pulper-box the parchment coffee 
is shovelled to the "cisterns”—enormous 
square wooden -vats. In these the new coffee 
is placed just covered with water, in which 
state it is left for periods varying from twelve 
to eighteen hours, according to we judgment 
'of the manager. The object of this soaking 
is to produce a slight fermentation of the 
mucilaginous matter adhering to the "parch- 
iiieut,” in order to facilitate its removal, as 
otherwise it -would hai-den the skin, and 
render the coffee very difficult to peel or 
clean. When I inspected the works on Soo- 
lookandti, several cisterns of fenuented coffee 
were being tamed out, to iidmit other parcels 
from the pulper, and also to enable the soaked 
coffee to be washed.' Coolies^ were bufdly 
employed sliovelling the berries from one 
cistern to another; othera were letting on 
clesin water. Some were busy stirring the 
contents of the cisterns briskly aboiii ; whilst 
some, again, were letring off the foul water ; 
and a few -ivere engaged in raking the 
thoroughly-washed coffee from the washing 
plotfoi-ms to the barbecues. 

The barbecues on this projwrty were very 
exteusive;—about twenty thousand squar-e 
feet, all gently sloned away from tlreir centres, 
and smootii as glass. They were of stone, 
coated over with lime well polished, and so 
white, that it was with difficulty I could look 
at them with the sim shining full upon then- 
bright sui-faces. Over these drying grounds 
the coffee, when quite clean and -^iie, is 
spread, at first thickly, but gi^naily more 
tljinly, until, on the la^ day, it is placed only 
one bean tliick. Four days’ sunning ore 
usually required, though occasionally many 
more ore necessary bemre the coffee can m 
heap^ a-way in the store without risk of 
spoiling.’ All that is required is to dry it 
Bufficieotly for transport to Efmdy, and ^enco 
to ColomTO, where it undergoes a final curing, 
previous to having its parchment skin re¬ 
move, and the multy and broken berries 
picked out. Scarcely ^tates are enabled 
to effectually dry their Irarops, owing to the 
long continuance of wet weather on hills. 

The "dry floor” of this store resembled 
very much the imnde of a nudting-hoaBe, It 
-was nicely boarded, and nearly half fiiU of 
coffee, white and iu various stages of dryness. 
Some of it at one end, was being measured 
into two Dushd. bsgsL tied up, marked and 
entered in the . **pawed” book, ready for 
de^atdi to Kandy. Everytiiing -was done on 
a q«tem; the b^ were pi^ up in 


and thc^ loose coffee was kept in heaps of fixed 
quantities as a check on the measuring. Bags, 
nkes, measures, twine, all had their proper 
places allotted them, hkidi day’s work must 
be finished off-hand at once ; no puttii^ off 
until to-morrow can be-aUow^, or confusion 
and loss wiU be the consequence. Any heaps 
of half dried coffee, permitted to remain un¬ 
turned in the store, or not exposed on the 
“ barbecue,” will heat, and become discoloured, 
and iu that condition is known amongst com¬ 
mercial men as ** Countiy Damaged.” 

The constant ventilation of a coffee store is 
of primaiy importance in checking any ten¬ 
dency to fermentation in the uucured lieons; 
an ingenious planter has recently availed him¬ 
self of this f^t, and invented an appaiutus 
which forces an unbroken current of dry, warm 
air, through the piles of damp coffee, thus cou- 
tinuing the curing process in the midst of the 
moat i-ainy weatiier. 

When a considerable portion of the gather- 
ng is completed, the manager lias to see to 
his means of transport, before his store is too 
crowded. A well conducted plantation will 
have its own cattle to assist in conveying the 
crop to Kiuidy; it -will have roomy and di-y 
catUe-peus, fields of guinea-grass, and pasture 
grounds attached, as well as a manure-pit, 
mto which all refuse and the husks of the 
coffee ai-e tlu-owu, to be afterwards turned to 
valuable account. 

The carriage of coffee into Kanrly is per¬ 
formed by pack-bullocks, and sometimes by 
tho coolies, wlio csuiy it on their heads, but 
these latter can selcfom be employed away 
from picking during the crop time. By cither 
means, however, transport forma a serious 
item in the expenses of a good many estates. 
From some of the distant hill-estates posse. *- 
ing no cattle, and with indifferent jnngle- 
juiths, the conveyance of their crops to Kandy 
will often cost fully six riiilluigs the hnudi-ed 
weight of clean coffee, equal to about three¬ 
pence per mile. From Kandy to Colombo, by 
the common bullock-cart of the country, the 
cost will amount to two or three shillings the 
clean lmndi*ed weight, in all, eight or nine 
shillings the hundred weight iroin the phuita- 
tion to the .port of shipment, being twice, ns 
much for conveying it less than a Innuli-ed 
miles, as it costs for freight to Englan^ about 
sixteen thousand miles. ' One would iumgiue 
that it would not require much sagacity to 
discern that, in. such a country as tliia, a 
railroad would be an incalculable benefit to 
the whole community. To make this apparent 
even to the meane^ Cingalese capacityj we 
may mention that, even at the prewut time, 
transit is required from tho interior of the 
island to its setqMrts, for enough coiffie for 
^pment to Great Britain akrne, to cause a 
numnul to be remimerative. llie quantity 
of coffee imported from British possessions 
abroad in 1650, was'upwards of forty millioxu 
of pounds avoirdupois; and a very large 
proportion of this come fr<nn Ceylon. Wmrt 
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B<}(litiooal quaotitks are required for tlie espe- 
ciaUycodim-lnbbiQgiiatunMvbiolilie between 
Ceyu>u and thia country, suiqntseee all piHMscnt 
calculation ; enougli, we should think, boiIb 
away from this ismnd in the course of evisry 
year, the transit of which to its sea-board, 
would pay for a regular net-work of railways.

. THIS BPAHE IM IKELAND. 

Ih the ** famine year,” of 1846, an appli¬ 
cation was made to the benevolent jmblie for 
food and seetl by the Irish Presbytenan Home 
Mission, on behalf of the peasantry of the 
West tif Ireland, and particularly of those in 
a remote district in the county of Mayo. 
The usual practical .slm’wdness of Scotebmen 
snggosted to some gentlemen of Ediiibnrgh 
the uselessiie.^ of .aggravating the fiitm'e 
destitution of the Irish people, by merely 
squandering money in doling out rations; 
wliifli, when exliaustod, would leave the 
recipients more destitute, and with weaker 
habits of self-rellanco tlian before the period 
of roliisf. They had learnt from history the 
success with which Cromwell had planted 
Ulster, by the introduction of Saxons and 
Baron hatuts among the population. They 
were si nick with the wisdom and jiractical 
views which Sir Robert Peel had developed 
in his jiroposals fur a renewal and extension 
of the expciimeut. Surprised that it i-cceived 
no coautciiance from Parliament and no en¬ 
couragement from the antliority of other 
statesmen, they ycsolvcd to try, on a small 
. scale, the experiment which might worthily 
have been cxjmnded in im]ieiial dimensions. 
An exi>ericuced agricultiudst from the South 
of Scotland was uispatcKed to the projwwed 
scone of r>}>craUou8. IVom his representa¬ 
tion it apjiearod that the people imiabiting 
this district, being icuiAf U) lie of a peaceable 
. and industrious elia.'"acter, and Utile acquainted 
with the common practice of systemic hus¬ 
bandry, it wtus afterwards thought, that in 
place of continuing the temporary aesistanee 
whiph was'still required, the money to be so 
ezp^ed, might he thrown into a channel of 
a more T»'mtAuent character, by renting a 
fow b .. ..oU acres, for the doublo purpose of 
introducing an improved ^stem of cultivalion, 
and ofafibrding profitable employment to the 
destitute. Taking a more enlarged view of 
the matter, it was conridered not unxeasonable 
to expect tliat if the example were seti and 
followed'out with success, private individualB 
foom England, and ^tland, looking out for 
farms, mmht lie Ifldnoi^ to follow such ex- 
aiufile, and enternpan the cultivation of the 
.thousandaof aKtfes wMcbmie lying untermitted 
on all sides.

from the sea-port cf Killala, and mxte^ foom 
the market-town of Ballina. It has good 
roads, abundance of lime and freestone 
I^t for fnd, and sea-weed for manure. 
It is three htuidred and seventijjl^ur statute 
acres in extent, the rent is raxt^-four 
pounds, and that rent (only wee abrllings 
and sixpence per acre) is higher than that oi 
the' suTrounding holdings. Although the 
tenants were greatly in arreor, the lessees 
wisely procured a I'emission of the landlord’s 
claims, and paid the holders a handsome 
premium in oousidemtion for the tenant right, 
to maintain tlic policy of couciliatiim, and 
giving confidence to the “ natives.” uaelesB 
Jbiives and ixtads were removed, urmecos- 
aary hedges and ditches rooted out and filled 
up, fields put into convenient Hh.ape and 
dimensions, an immense quality of surface 
stones removed from the soil, buildings re- 
pured, pi’oper housings and cattio sheds 
erected, anti a thrashing mill, to be driven 
by water ]H)wer, is constnxeted. At the 
end of the first complete year (1849), 
sixty-five acres of f)als, iKdatoes, barley, 
vei(»ies, carrots, parsnips, and turnips, of con¬ 
siderable yield and excellent quality, were 
gatliei'cd, aud employment afforded for forty 
men at sixpence per <lay, and as many women 
and chUdreu at fi-otn thi'eepence to four- 
ponce ; thereby securing subsistence to up¬ 
wards of two hundred individuals. 

Scotchmen can do nothing without schtiols, 
and the first building which the sulrscrilters 
erected was a school^ouse. Tliey had great 
difficulty in procuring a teacher, being ge¬ 
nerally told by those to whom the^ apidied, 
that uiey dcchned bring shot by wild irish¬ 
men. They, at la^ secured the services of 
an able ana enthusi^ic Scotrii schoolmaster, 
who understands and can direct all country 
work, and who finds not oidy his pupils apt 
and docile, hut his full grown neighbours 
peaceable and friendly. 

The chiri burden of the success <ff the ex¬ 
periment has Revolved upon a Jmrd-headed 
Oaledanimi &w overseer, one James Corlaw, 
who has not only Ute foculty of fonniug skil- 
folly^, and making every onejihoat him work 
efiiriently, but whose neural tact and know¬ 
ledge of human nature ha'vh made him uni- 
VOTslly acceptable to his laboorat^ and 
riaoed him on the highest terms wilh ius 
Catholic nrighbours, tie prieO. 

Nor has this been^ffbeted b^ any compromise 
xd his stiff PreriwMiwprriudtces.. Hewas 
awfully ecandavyS!^ by the *‘heathm dis¬ 
regard of the Sahbath-wy}” stnd remon¬ 
strated with'sU and snuidbry on the .sul^ 
iect 19101. 'the caution' of his ntce, he 
left his fosn^y behind him, until 1^ per¬ 
sonal Mudenee among the wild Iiwh,^ be 
had assored hhoBrif Shat th^ wcfre not jn 
wild.aB Oii^yrere osUed. dueproW 

tienb heiiopinted his wifoandifora dbihbwn to 
BsHiiHil^w, the whole hands an the forms

barkation to i-eoftive them, as amark of respect; 
and now Mrs. Cariaw manages the dairj', and 
her children «atteud the adiool with the 
infantry of the diatriot. 

These operations had not l<mg proceeded, 
when the ffergos eyes of the constabulary 
“ dropped down ” upon the experimental 
miniature plantation. It is, indeM, from a 
comprrfienaive and lucid reiwrt, drawn up by 
a private in that corps, that we derive the 
information here mven. 

“1 conversed,” says the policeman in 
his report to the head officer in Dublin, 
“wiUi all the people on the farm, with 
Mr. Brannigan, the overseer, with labourers, 
apart, aiid then with people wholly uncon- 
nccb»l with the farm. Tlie former think the 
conceni will pay a large amount of interest, 
w'hile the latter class say it will take five 
years before it can pay the sum already ex¬ 
pended. They ajxjak approvingly of the farm, 
its mnnnger, and inauagemeni. ()n the whole, 
decided advantages have ariseu to the neigh- 
boiirhoifd from the settlement of these jicople 
in it. Work biis been giv’en, instri^ction in 
agriculture to tbo laboure.rs has been im¬ 
paired, cbiMren have been taught in the school, 
meat and money lu a time of need have been 
distributed.” 

'J'lic r.e]K>i'f of the clever Irish P. C., further 
states, that “the people ai'c perfectly satis¬ 
fied,” iukI “like the farm work; that Mr, 
Cariaw gives satiafaction, decidedly. Many 
of the country jieople, of a difierent ns- 
hgiuus pei'snasian, speak well of him. Ho 
minds Ids own business—the farm—and 


present, is three hundred and ten pounds ; it 
consists of nearly one thousand five hundred 
acres; it is tithe tuid land-tiix free ; and it is 
expected that the whole will go for three 
thousand five hundred, or four thousand 
jKmnds ! lu England the rental would 
warrant a price of ten thousand pounds, and 
the acreage eijffiteen tliousaud pounds. Amid 
the cry of Protection .and Agricull oral 
Distress, here is an ample field for the enter¬ 
prise of English and Scotch fannei's. No 
a^icnlturists in Eurojie liave the advantages 
oi such cheap land and lalionr as are offe^ 
to our huconc Britons in Ireland. Able- 
bodied labourers at mjamec; and useful 
weeders and hoers at threepence per day; 
with land, bearing fine ci-ops of oats, barley, 
turnips, and jiotaioes, at four shillings and 
eight]>cuae i.)er acre j and to las had, pmspeo- 
tiveiy, at less than three shillings, with a 
profit lo the landlord of five per cent, on a 
price of four thousand jiounds ! 

We foci convinced that an iulerviow with 
James Cariaw would soon reassure an English 
farmer that he may devote his energies to 
the cultivation of Ireland, without any fear of 
being “ shot from behind a hedge,” The vast 
tide of emigration which is flowing from that 
countiy to this island, of the labouring jKjor— 
and to the Colonics and United Stales, of the 
sm.'ill farmei-s—vindicates a voluntary relin¬ 
quishment of the soil by the nsUiive occupiers, 
1 which may satisfy the reflective (hat a clear 
stage is Icfl in the »Sister Kingdom lor British 
agricuitui'al enterprise, which could not fail 
to bo crowned with success. Sir .Robtrrt Peel

onstoms and habits nf the Bi’etons 
bear a close and striking resemblance to those 
of their kindred race* in the principality of

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Wales, as 'wiU be seen fimm the following 
companion picture of “ The Wehh Wedding," 
in a recent'number. 

When a marriage in Lower Brittany has 
been definitely resdved upon, the bride makes 
choice of a bridesmaid, and the bridegroom of 
a gromnsman. Thes^ accompanied by an 
innier, or *' bidder,” as Ihe personage is ^led 
in Wiuea, bearing a long white wand, in* 
vite the members of their respective fiunllies 
to the wedding. On so important and solemn 
an oocasion, no one is forgotten, however 
hgimble his condition in life may happen to 
beand in no country in the world are the 
ties of kindred so strong as in Lower Biittaiiy, 

These consequently include a very large 
circle; and it happens that the task of 
“bidding” veiy frequently uccniiies many 
'days. A tlionsand persons have been known 
to assist at the wedding of a prosperous 
farmer. 

On the Sunday preceding the wedding-day, 
every one who hM accepted the invitation 
must send some present to the youthful pair, 
by one of their mrm servants, who bos been 
very carefully di*e8sed, in order to produce a 
high idea of their consequouce. Ihese gifts 
are sometimes of conraderable value, but for 
the most part confined to some article of do¬ 
mestic use, or of consumption »u the wedding- 
day, which is usually fixed for the following 
Tue^ay. 

At an early hour of that day the young 
men assemble in a village near to the resi¬ 
dence of tlie bride, where fho bridegroom 
meets them. As soon as they are collected 
in sufficiently imposing number, thhy depart 
' in procession, preceded by the hasvalan (am- 
bamdor of love), with a band of music, of 
which the baginpe is a conspicuous instru¬ 
ment, to take possession of the bride. On 
arriving at the iknn, eveiythiug, save the 
savage wolf-dogs, is in the most profound 
silence. The doors arc cloi^ud, Md not a soul 
'is to b(& seen; but on closely snrv^^ ^e 
' ei - irons of the homestead, there is sumuient 
Indication of an approaching festivity,—chim- 
nqys and calchrous are smoking, and long 
tables raugeil in every available space. 

The hasmbm knocks loudly and repeatedly 
at the door, which at lcngtb|inringB to the 
thretAtohl' the irotair (envoy of the bride’s 
family), who, with a brauch of broom in his 
hand, replies, in rhyme, and points out to 
some neighbouring chateau, where he assures 
the imvahu ^ch a glorious train os his is 
sure to find welcome on account of its unpa¬ 
ralleled splendour oud magnificence. Inis 
excuse liavixig been foreseen, the baavdlan | 
answers his rival vexae for verse, compliment: 
for coiuplinient, that they are in soaieh of a 
jewel more briJUiant than the stars, and that 
it is hidden in that “palace." 

The brote^ withdraws into the interior; 
but presently leads finih -an aged matron, and. 
presents her «• thfi cwly which they 
possess. ' 


“ Of ji verity,” retorts the baavalan, “a most 
respectable person; but it appears to us that 
she is past her festal time: do not deny 

the merit of grey hair, enperially when it is 
silvered by age and virtue ;■ but we seek 
Bometliing far more preciods. “The maiden 
we demand is at least three times^ younger— 
try agaui—you cannot fril to discoviar her 
from the splendour which her unequalled 
beauty sbeds around her." 

The bretaSr then brings forth, in sncces- 
siou, an infhut in arms, a widow, a married 
woman, and the bridesmaid; but the ambas¬ 
sador always rejects the candidates, though 
without wounding their feelings. At hut 
the dark-eyed blushing bride makes her 
apTuarance in her bridal attire. 

llie party then enters the house, and the 
brotaer, fallmg on his knees, slowly utters a 
Pater for the living, and a J)e prtrfwndis for the 
dead, and demands the blessing of the family 
upon the young maiden. Tlien the scene, 
I’ecently so jewons, assumes a more afiecting 
character, and the brotal&r is intcn*upted by 
sobs and tears. There is always some sad 
ipisode in connexion with all these rustic but 
poetic festivals in - Brittany. How many 
sympathies has not the tollowing custom 
excited! At the moment of proceeding to 
church, the mother severs the end of the 
bride’s sash, and addresses lier“ The tie 
which has so long united us, ny child, is 
henceforward rent asunder, and 1 am com¬ 
pelled to yield to another the authority which 
God gave me over thee. If thou art happy— 
and may God ever grant it—^this will bo no 
longer tiiy home; but should misfortune visit 
thee, a mother is still a mother, and her arms 
ever open for her children. Like thee, I 
fitted my mother’s ride to follow a husband. 
Thy children will leave thee in their turn. 
Wlieu the birds ore n'own, the maternal nest 
cannot hold them. May God bless thee, my 
chUd, and grant thee os much consolation as 
he has granted me 1 ” The procession is then 
formed, and the cavalcade proceeds to the 
paririi chnrrii; but every moment it is inter¬ 
rupted in its^rogress by groups of mendi¬ 
cants, who cliflb up the slopes borderiug the 
roacU^which are extremely deep and narrow 
—to bar the jutssoge by means of long briars, 
well armed with pricuy titoms, whmh they 
hold lip before the ^es of the wrading i^y. 
The groomsman is the individual aj^int^ 
to lower these importunate bairiero ; ^hichhe , 
does by casting among the medicants small 
pieces of money. He executes his commis¬ 
sion with good temper, and very frequently 
with liberaUty; but when the distwee' u 
great, these fettoii becoine so numerous that 
ms datirii grow exceedingly wearisome and 
expenriye.' 

After the reliji^otts ceremony, com^ the 
feast; whi<^ is. one of the most incredible 
things i m iMfa a ble. 19othkig can ^ve an idea 
o#ihe nmltitude of guests, of all agest ond of 
eat^ sex ; they fonn a lively, 'nuriegat^, and 
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confused picture. The tables having been 
laid out tne previous day, at the ooppens, 
which are eracted in the wen ain all the 
neighbours, and the invited, who nave imy 
pretension to thecudinary are ready with 
advice and assistance. It is euiious to see 
them, in the blazing atmo^here of the huge 
fires, watching enormous joints of meat and 
other comestibles cooking in the numerous 
and vast utensils; nevertheless, however 
zealous they may be, there are few who do 
not desert their post when the firing of guns 
and the distant sound of the bagpipes an¬ 
nounce the return of the wedding procession. 

The newly married couple arc at the head 
of the train, preceded by pipers, and fiddlers, 
and mnglcHStick players, wttu triumphantly 
lead the way; the ueai'cst relatives of the 
young pair next follow; then the rest of the 
guesi^ witliout order, rushing on helter- 
skelter, each In tl^ varied and picturesque 
costume of his district, some on foot, some on 
liorseback, most frequently two individuals' 
on the siime be.ast, the man seated upon a 
stufied pod which serves .ns a saddle, and 
the wife, with arm around Itis waist, seated 
upon the crupper an eveiy-day sight, not 
many ^eara ago, in the rural districts of 
England, when roads were bad, and the gig 
and laxra-cart nninveuted. The mendicants 
follow at their heels by hundreds, to share 
the remnants of the feast. 

As soon as the confusion occasioned by the 
arrival of such a multitude has subsided, the 
guests place themselves at the tables. These 
arc formed of rough and narrow planks, sup- 

E orted by stakes driven into the groimd, the 
ouches constructed after the same fashion ; 
and they are raised in proportion to the 
height of the tables,, so that you may have 
your knees between your plate and yourself; 
it^ in a real Breton wedding, you happen to 
be supplied with such an article—for a 
luxury of this desciiption has not yet 
reached very far into Brittany: tlie soup 
is eaten out of a wooden bowl, and the 
meat cat up and eaten in the hand, or, as 
the phrase goes, " upon the thumb.” Every 
individual, as a matter of course^ carries 
his own case or pocket knife; ^e Uquids ai*e 
served in rude earthenware, and each drinks 
out of a cup apportioned to five or six indi¬ 
viduals. It is the height of civility to hand 
^e's cup to a neighbour, so that he mi^ assist 
in em;Mying it; and a refusal would be con- 
nderea extnunely rude and insolent. 

Tim husband and his immediate rdaiivea 
are > in waiting, and anticipate evety. one’s 
woate and wishes—^pressing each to care 

of hims^: they themselves fhare in no port 
of the entertainment save the compliments 
wliicU are showm^^and the cups of ctder and 
wine, which dviHly ob^es them to aoeept. 
-Aitw eadi course music strikes up, and the 
whole assembly rise from the tables. One 
I*rty up a wrestling-matcfii; the Bretons 
Are as Sunoua as their <K>uain8 in Cornwall at 


this athletic game—or a match at single-stick; 
another a fcxit-race, or a dance; ^ile the 
dishes are collected together, and handed to 
the hungiy |ppupa of mendicants who are < 
seated in adjoming paddocks. From the tables 
to rustic games, reels, gavottes, and jabadoos ; 
then to the tables again; and they continue 
in this manner till midnight announces to 
thegucsts that it is time to retire. 

The company having diminished by de¬ 
grees, at len^n leave the groomsman and 
the bmdesmaid the cmly strangers remaining, 
wjio are bound to disappear th^e last, and put 
the bride and bridegroom, with due and 
proper solemruty, to rest: they then^ retire 
singing ’‘Yeni Creator.” In some distiicts 
they are compelled, by custom, to watch 
during the whole night in the bridoh ciiamber ; 
in outers, they hold at the foot of the 
bed a lighted caudle, between the fingers, 
and do not withdraw until the fiame lias de¬ 
scended to the palm of tho hand. In another 
locality the groom’s-man is bound during 
the whole long night to tlirow nuts at the 
husband, who cracks them, and gives the 
kernel to his bride to eat. The festivity 
M'hicb a marriage occasion.^ generally loste 
tlu-ee days, and, on Friday, the youthful wife 
emltroccs the companions ot her wildhood and 
bids them fereweli, as if never meant to 
return. Indeed, from the period of marriage, 
a new life commences for the Bretofte, whose 
daj'S of single blessedness have been days of 
festivity and freedom; and it would seem that 
when once tho wedding-ring has been placed 
upon the'finger, her only business is tiie care 
of her household—^her only delight, tiie peace 
of her domestic hearth. 

THE PALACE OF FLOWEES. 

ALTHOtroH in general a very decided sup¬ 
porter of “ the movement^” and rejoicing in all 
the inventions of the century, 1 pre^*, for 
siiort distances, the omnibiB to the rail The 
railw^ flies away with yon as the Hoc did 
with Hasaan of Balsora. and drops you into 
the country witii a plump. The. omnibim 
enables jion toappredatethe gradual dawning 
of rundity as you leave town. Then there is 
a human interest in watching the putting 
down of the suburban proprietors at “ Laurel 
Lodge,” and “ Magnolia Terrace,” &c. When 
yon draw up at the kerb dose by an iron gate, 
and see a little dumpy face that has been 
watching at the window, suddenly vanish, to 
rush to the dooi; and meet the stout motherly, 
lady who descends from the seat opposite you, 
why you fed that the whole omnibus (in- 
clumng yoursdf) has helped to produce the 
nniles in (he little dumpy face. You feel 
quite amiwle and good humoured; you 
receive tlie unfbrclla of the old gentleman, 
who enters at the moment, in your ribs, w|th 
perfect good temper, and beg him “not to 
mention it.” At least the present writer did 
'so in the Eew omnibus on a recent occasion. 
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I was vulitizig "Ksm, for the mi^se of re- j 
fiesiiiDg my leooUeetioii pf the umotis gardejia. 
Fur thete^ (eren as in Loudcm people hatch 
by heat, wickena) do they hatch—^beauty. 
There, a tropit^ warmth, maintains tropical 
plants in genial exuberance. Science obtuus 
Knowledge, sentiment, and delectation. Htnc- 
BOLDT rmiks the "eultivatiou and arrange¬ 
ment of exotic Rants’’ amo^ the “most 
precious froits ofWropean civiusation our 
own Baooit begins his essay on gardens, by 
saying, “ God Almighty first planted a garden: 
and indeed it is the purest of human pleasur*^.” 
But no quotation could be half so convincing 
on such a subject, as a flower. And who 
would not care to see what kind of beauties 
cf the sort Nature produces in her richest, 
hottest regions, where vegetation is Utauic, 
and there'are giants (of flow era) in the land 1 
Now, these gardens are a kind of scientific 
Paradise in tneir way. They may be called a 
Vegetable Seraglio. In them, a very attrac¬ 
tive clubs of exiies finds true English protec¬ 
tion, and our comitry gives amiaMe shelter to 
the must charming of refngees! 

The day was a clear glitteriag spring one, 
sharp as silver, with a veined marbly sky. 
The lliames was just rippled with a breeze, 
and lay in the sunlight like a scaly silver fish. 
As I crossed the bridgejl found the village in 
very tranquil repose. Turning to the right, 
1 approached the gateway of the gardens—a 
light airy structure, with an elegant gate, and 
prattily-carved stone pillars. Before me now 
spread the green smooth sward dotted with 
bushes, and shaded by trees. The spring 
breeze was stirring a Californian Yew uu th< 
right. In the distance Kew Pslace gave a 
glimpse of itself, quiet, grave, and rod, witl\ 
an air of homely regality. 

This palace was a favourite residence of 
George the Third, in conformity with those 
domestic tastes which excited.so much plea¬ 
santry from Peter Pindar. 7 But now you turn 
to the right, to Flant-houai, Number one. The 
door opens; a flush of heat steals over you j 
there is a strange, but not disagreeable, ea^by 
smell; and you have migrated into New 
Holland! For here dwell the Australian 
plants, chie% Proteam —so named from onr 
old friend Proteus—^they being various iu 
develi^nncnt. Subtle currents of beat per¬ 
meate veins; and, though, they have a 
hearaai of glsss, instead of thedx own azur^ 
th^ uirivlng and happy. The effect is 
somewlB like tut of a ball-room, on the 
whol 6 ---}nrt «little unnatural, but ve^ pretty. 
Tr|is^tifr the JBanlsiaa and Dryanarat into 
Eu^&h female names, and indulge the fancy; 
over-hea^ - in the centre, the Aeaeiaa are 
blossoming, j|ai^ as airily as the. bubbling <ff 
champagne. if the assodation be un¬ 


last page of his histoiy! As you stroll round 
rile narrow path, fretted with sreea leaver 
you feel sometbing like the south mixing like 
wine with your l^od; but once more the 
door opens, and out you go into the spring 
again. 

Leaving this plant-house O^ou will tom 
round, or you ought to turn round, to look at 
its handsome architecture), you riroll down 
the chief promenade. To the left lies another 
biuldiug, which they call the Orangciy, now 
the chosen place of the pines. Here and th^ 
are a ihw orange trees, the fruit glittering 
like lamps. But the tender pines CGonifme) 
are the attraction ; hera are tne famous pines 
if Norfolk Island—wliich we derive from that 

S rison of our convicts, and which have _a 
rooping sadness of look worthy of thdr 
origin. Pause particularly, and look at the 
ti'ec called Daerydium evpressimtmi, falling in 
rillets of saddest greeu,^ most tremulously 
pendent. Wliat a mmuus tree is the cypress 
—in all literatures typical of sorrow! 

“ Id his garhmd as he stood, 

Yo might discern a cypress bud—” 

Milton of Ilynien, at the maiTia|^ of the 
Marchioness of Winchestei-. Of all me trees 
you plant, uoue will follow its brief master 
but the hated cypress, said Horace. Its use 
among the ancieiits was a sign that a house 
was fwnextn, or afflicted with death, for this 
reason, says Xtrehmanu {de JPanerUtts) that 
slips from it will not graw. How different 
this tree from its neighboiu*s in this same 
building—the camellias ! The camellia, so 
green, and symmetrical, and compact, with its 
Sowers at once as fre^ as wild rcecs, and as 
sharply carved as cameos, looks like a biiy- 
tree with giant roses growing on it. She is 
the ]mtm donna of the East, with a flower in 
her hair. In this same house, too, are gum- 
trees, and camphor-ti'ees. The camphor- 
tree istibe laurel of Japan {Laurna eampnora), 
and more useful than laurels, par ea^ellence, 
generally. Its pale yellow leaves look like 
medicine in blossom; they ore the very poetry 
of phyric, and might liavc been worn by 
Borneo’s apothecoiy. 

Once more you pass out of on aitifidal 
£klen into the firesh air. There stands before 
yon aTurkey oak, looking like a Pasha, And 
there are plated, but stu in embryo, TOung 
deodars—on infant avenue. Bat of ail the 
trees and thrabs in the open air^ none is more 
beautiful tium a certain weepmg birch. A 


walk aS Aeaeia* that Gibbon strolled the 
evening he flsidKri the last sentence of the

gnicofttl sLractare. This is a kind of foreat- 


und recogniiied all the majesty of the East. 
Thei'e are the Bpectmens of the most magnifi- 
cont vegetation in the world—expanding in. 
the heat—stru^ling to the light—^warm, rich, 
gnMseful and i^u&ut. A flush rises to the 
hrow—you are stepping to a bath—to bathe 
in beauty! It is a lina genial sensation, us if 
you were going to shut up, and grow a little, 
on your own account. You hau expect the 
little girl, who is peering at the plantain, to 
blossom, too. You begin by walking round 
the sides, and you gaze upwards at the grand 
fau-Ukc leaves arching all abroad in a 
mi^jestic languor. That is a specimen of cocoa* 
nut. Yon is a gigantic baumia with a dense 
bunch of fruit hust]<?d together, from which 
descends a kind of bell-rope, bearing a huge 
]Hirple blossom as a handle. At one end 
of tlie house you come to a tub of papyrus 
—with its green stalks or rods. It was 
from the pith—a white pith—of this, that 
the ancients prepared thin paper. Hole too, 
the C.affre-bre:Ml. JNote likewise, the strange 
Cycas, with spiral ladder*likn leaves—and 
note him with interest, tor “similar plants,” 
says Sir William Hooker, the Director of 
the gardeias, “have been found fossUised in 
the oolite formation of England, as at Port> 
land Maud.” That plant’s ancestor, or some 
of his kin, were dwcllerH here—and are repre- j 
sented now, by stones, in a f irmation older 
thiiii chalk ! 'rurning at the end, you see as 
you pas-s along, what looks like a dense frozen 
block of mncl, but above it—^like peuuous 
over a castle—round airy gi'een leaves trail: 
this is Efephatit'a Foot. You will tliink of our 
Indian brothers, as you mark also the Mango- 
tree, with pale primrose-coloured blossoms. ’ If 
you are fond of coiFee—^you have one chance 
of seciug it, which in these days of chicory and 
roasted beans will be agretmble; for oiu* 
Palm-HouHc has some specimens of it—flight 
and sud-louking, with its berries on it—as a 
pilgrim beai's his beads. But 1 must strongly 
pai'ticularise oue grand specimen of vegetation 
—the Pav^anus fwnxAve, or Screw Pine— 
throwhig up his heavy leaves like a fountain. 
And our hospitaUty.is excited by a thin, slim 
tree, of brignt brown—the tr^ known as 
mahogan/. 

In the centre of the house there is a ^iral 
staiiMiase, by which you ascend to the gaBery. 
Bound and. round you turn, encircled all the 
way with the ^een leaves of the hateOa, or 
sweet potato, which creeps round the railings. 

1 cUmhed, with a sensation like awimmiim 
in herba^, as it were, and found mysw 

E ii^ed above the for^ all of a sudden, and 
oking dovm on jt. The palm leaves were 
®iowly swayutt, and ihe feathery tops of the 
tall bamboos fluttered like‘^efliunes of a long

—^but a wire rope suppoils it, and artificial 
aid helps it to sprawl across tiio root I 
descended the stair-caso among the waving 
climbers—^groen as the veils of ilcuu-ls—^.and 
was.soon again on a level uith the sjuirkling 
einnamun-plauts, and opjamite a scion of llie 
great house of lianyan. 

To the northward and westward of the 
Palm-House is a space of ground called the 
Pinetum, destined to coniferous planks. And 
near it is a small lake. By tlie imrders a 
swiui was sitting on her eggs, and her faithful 
male, who kept sailing about in the neighbour¬ 
hood, landed with a defiant look as 1 [Hissed. 

I had now a choice between vai-iotis hot¬ 
houses or stoves. H umber six is an iiiterasting 
oue, for it is the region of waier-iilies. Its tank 
makes a little lake, and there you see the 
barge round leaves—“ anchored to tlie bottom,” 
as Tennyson says. That little lake is at this 
time dull; the leaves float like. alKUuloncd 
rafts. But, last year, there w.ts j^foduced 
hero the Victoria WateT-lilg, a gorgeous, 
grand flower, and fioaluig ma.ss of splendour 
derived from the seeds of n noble plant that 
Sir Boberi. Schombuigk found siet[>iug in the 
river Berbicu. Tins Eve of lilies h.as 8[iivad 
descendauts over unmy collections. Even now 
in the Utile lake at Kew, the spu'it of life is 
moving in the wateps and it is expected that 
a beautiful flower will rise—^like Venus—^froui 
them this summer. 

In Humber eight are kept many agaves, or 
aloes; and here also, some huge cactuses. There 
is a notable aloe, called the Foareroya giganu 
Por a period, as long as the generations ol 
man, it had* remained nn-piaKinctivo. in 
1844, however, it went off Uke a floi'al rocket 
—(in company with a friend) shot up to the 
roof—obliged its proprietors to cle.ar aw.ay 
glass for it; anu burst into a blaze of flowers 
There is something pathetic in the historv ;

owtaiuty. The iron bridge of Coalbrookdale 
was a wonder of the world in 1779. The 
wonder of 1851 is the iron and glass struc¬ 
ture of Hyde Park, with its three thousand 
three hundred columns, its two thousand 
two hundred and twenty-four girders, its 
eleven hundred and tweniy-eight intermediate 
bearers, and its thirty-four miles of gut¬ 
tering tube, all of iron. To have prodneed 
this structure at all, by any amount of ex¬ 
penditure, would have been an impossibility 
a century ago. It is a triumph of energy and 
skill to have produced what aU agree to call a 
palace, at a less cost per<cubiu foot than that 
of a bam. 

Glass, iron, and wood, arc the only matmrinls 




■ “dry material,ready at once for the introduc¬ 
tion of articles for the Exhibition.” Science 
. .has not, ostensibly, done so much for titnlwr, 
as for glass and iron; but the influence or 
■.knowledge upon prcMluction is to be traced 
‘bera, as in everything which liu-ge^ ad- 
hd^sters to the conveniences of life, i^uow- 
liedge has l>eeu at work in two ways in 
diminisliing the cost of timber; ithasle^ened 
the expense of freight and carriage; it 
has got rid of enormous protective duties.

We buy our timber cheaper by one-half; we 
reckon our consumption of timhmr an in¬ 
crease pf five hundred per ceai^fu fifty years.

result in six months.' Herodotus teils us, that 
the great Pyramid of Egypt employed a hun¬ 
dred thousand men, for twenty years, in its 
erection. The >Pidace of Industry will, most 
probably, be swept away in a generation or 
two, whilst another thojisand years will leave 
the great Pyramid uiisoathed. But the 
influence of one building and of the other 
u not to be measured by their cimipara- 
'tive duration. The monument of despotism 
remains, ban-en as the sands upon which it is 
reai’ed. We know nothing cei*taui of its 
construction, beyond the fact recqrflcd by 
Herodotus, that the fljod of the labourers 
cost sixteen hundred talents of silver. The 
labour employed upon our Palace of Industry, 
as compared with the labonr which raised 
the lyramid, is as one to two thousand. Yet, 
which labour will work the gi-catest sanount 
of good to the human race 1 History has 
nothing to tell of the uses of the Pyramid. 
When history sluUl record that aTcmplo of 
Peace was erected in London, in 18.51, to 
whidi all the nations brought tiie trophies of 
their arts, it will forget that there were 
amongst us propl>ets of bauI, who would desire 
to keep the great family of mankind in jealous 
isolation ; and will remember ojdy the gran¬ 
deur of the spectacle, when every dime, 
without distinetiou of government or religion, 
sent its ambassadors of indnsti-y to the capital 
of the world, to teach and to learn, to give and 
to receive. 

It wjis a remarkable sight on the morning 
of the second of Apiil, the last tiny for the re¬ 
ception of heavy aiticles for exhibition, to look 
upon the long line of waggons, slowly moving 
westward from Hyde Park Corner, to deposit 
their loads before nightfall. It was more 
wonderful to behold the varied industry 
within the building. It is no exaggeration 
to say that there were thousands iutensely 
occupied, each with htB.own work of unloading 
or unpacking. The great stiniggic was in the 
centre of ^e western aide, where the heavy 
British articles of model% or machinery, were 
deposited. In the Foroi^ department, the 
allotted spaces were filled with diests, Wuriug 
inscriptions in Ei^lidi, Frendi, Genuan, and 
ltdian.

Another fortnight produces a marvellous 
change in the aspect oAhe Palace of Industry. 
On the 16th of April tlie artisans of the 
building ore nearly gone.

The BcaSblds are cleared away, A solitary 
painter, here and there, is finishing the rails 
of the galleries; but the sli'ucture is esseu- 
tially complete. It is a wondibus fabric; 
BubUnie in its magnitude, beautiful in its 
simplidty. The venerated elms of Hyde 
Park are budding in their %'ast conservatory, 
and their leaves will welcome our May-Day, 
Singular cfiFects of light mu produced by the 
character of the building; and in the dim 
jK-rspeetive of its roofs the prevailing bine 
I 'lows like an aei'ial vault. The divisions of; 

'i vast area into geographical and indus¬ 
trial dexiartments no longer look cold and 
formal. The long vista of the cenliul aisle' 
becomes longer to the eye, fin- the continuous 
line of scu]j)ture gives a measure to tltc dis¬ 
tance. ])ra{>erieB orit covering the partitions 
of the side aisle, making ready for the display 
of every variety of textile fabric—fn>m the 
shawl of Cashmere to the Bandana handker¬ 
chief of Glasgow. Packages are laiug rapidly 
opened, and the {tonderuus rhosts carted away. 
Tlie noise of the liammer is still heard ; but 


Few will derive any immediate gain in 
money-value from their anxiety ana tlieir 
outlay. It is a generous emuktion that has 
prompted, for the most pai% this wondrous 
display. There have been xjrincixiles at work 
beyond what has been unjustly consideiud the 
sole attribute of the commercial character. 
Tliere is the love of fiune—there is the pride 
of countrybut there is even sometliiug 
more. There is the determination to assert 
the dignity of htbour; to manifest lo tlioso 
who hold that the world is made for the 
few, that throughout the habitable globe 
tlieiu ai'e the same agencies at work which 
have given tlie mediae of the uiiicteentli 
century a greater command of the com- 
fiirts of life than wa«< jmssessed by the 
feudal lord of tlie sixtccuth. Here ore the 
evidences. 

We lepeat it is not for us to cuumeiute 
them. The Shepherd in Homer, when the 
stars shine clear about the silver mrxin, l>o- 
holds the signs that glad his licart ; the 
astronomer caUd^ues the known stars, and 
watches for undiscovered planets. We are 
like the sliex>herd, in gazing nx>on the glad 
signs of human progress. When we look iijkju 
the sumptuous furaituro that denott^s the 
luxury of the Austrian capital, we turn to the 
pliun sdiool-room desks and chairs of the 
United States, and learn the comparative 
imiHirtauce of the necessities of the humble, 
and the ailificial wants of the great. When 
we acknowledge that onr scnlxitors (those 
who have chosen to exltibit here) contr."ist 


the workman is now employed in tlie adjust¬ 
ment of machinery, the fitting of models, or 
the fixing of counters and glass-cases. In the 
Anstrian division beautiful j^rfoU floors of 
oak are being laid down. In the English, 
Bcafrllola workers are giving the last polish to 
theur specimens ; and ceilings and walls of 
biilliont paper-hangings are xu'odaiining our 
tardy emulation. 

Auother fortnight brings us to the May-

unfavourably with the bolder artists of Fr.'u»ee 
and Germany; or when wre sec no English 
carvings equal to those of Florence, and no 
bronzes to be placed in rivalry witli tbone of 
France, wc spicdally thiuk of the wondAms 
processes vrhich have scut tasteful artif'-s of 
utility into the dwellings of the tradesman 
and the artisan—we turn to our fiotteries, onr 
electro-plate works, our glass-houses. Tn 
comparison with the block of marble from tlie 
Gracian quarry, that gave Phidias the mate¬ 
rial of his Thesevfs, we can look uxwii the 
same granite that formed Waterloo Bridge.^ 
If Borne sends her costly mosaics for the haJIs 
of princes, Cornwall shows her seipentiiie and 
porphyry for the cheap adornment of our 
common Ikiglish hearths. Belgium exhibits 
her richest lao«*—it is her ancient and proper 
pride ; India brings her silk and golden 
shawls } Tunis her ombroideretl tissues j 
Persia her gorgeous caipets. But here are 
also the ribbons of Coventry, the shawls of 
Paisley, the calicoes of Manchester, the broad¬ 
cloths of Leeds. They are for the comfort 
and the decent ornament of the humblest in 
the Vnd . A lid her^ too, are the instrumonts 
by '^ch the humblest have been enabled to 
possess them—the spindles joid 'the looms 'ip, 
their juoet completed oiganiaatioa. But here 
lUU also the scientific instruntents which sug- 
l^erted and perfected the qplndlee and loomu; 
which are the guides of meghanlcsl inventhm; 
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which regokte its Bj^caiion. Some of the 
noblest worlu of memaoical genma are here 
before ns—not mere modeki. but in all the 
grandenr of their perfect aiCtjon. Under one 
roof majr be seen tm whole procete of a cotton- 
factory ; and a few yards off the great steam- 
hammer. which ferges an anchor, or cracks an 
egg-shell, with an equal regulation of its 
power; Here is the hydraulic machine^ which 
lifted the mighty tubes of the Britannia 
Bridge to their high level; and here the 
Jaflxmard loom, whidk can weave sudi em¬ 
broidery in an hour as would demand a life¬ 
long lamnr from the nicest sempstress of the 
IncL Here is the steamboat eu^e, erhich 
has brought the produce of the most distant 
lands to grace thu first of May; and here the 
locomotive, which, the proud equal of the 
steamboat, has given new ideas of time and 
space to the civilised world. Here, fin^y, 
is the paper-machine, and here the printing- 
machine—^the instruments by wluch aU know¬ 
ledge is difihsed and perpetuated—^without tlie 
prototypes of which, Bawn might have specu¬ 
lated in vain, and Watt have never invented. 
In the age which has produced the steam¬ 
boat, the railroad, and we printing-machine 
—the three powers which are more and more 
lessening the inequalities of condition, of 
locality, of laws, amongst the great family of 
mankind—^the assembXBge of the Industry 
of fdl Notions, and the pwple of ail nations, 
in tlie island whose snips bear the pro- 
dnets of the earth to and from every port 
—whose arts, imitative at first, are now 
models of every form of labour—whose 
language and literature arc spreading over 
vast regions, compared with which her area 
''.'.is but a speck on the globe,—such an assem¬ 
blage appears to ns a holy tribute to tire 
Parent of Industry, and of all good. Tar the 
mighty ^irit of the universe is one and the 
same m His manifestations—whether He hold

THE LAST 9F THE SEA-KINGS. 

The first of the Searkings may have been 
^od men of business in their own day, but it 
18 a great many y^rs ago since it was re¬ 
spectable to be a thief—except in poems and 
romances. The last Sea-kings of the Cnn- 
ensian race Were huntesd down, in a trades- 
man-like manner, by the increaHiug pack of 
commerce; and wound iqi, very generally, 
the concluding canto of their lives uinler the 
gallows, at Execution Dock. The “ Asia,” in 
her ten or eleven day passages between New 
York and Liverpool, Jias never 'yet beta 
cannonaded by a ship-load of gentlemen of 
Fortune. For, in the claas Ruptores of the 
human race—^the men of prey—the genus 
Pirate is much more confined than it has been 
aforetime in its geograiihical distribution. 
It has ceased to be an European family. Wc 
have at our elbow certain volumes, jirinted 
in “ the days when we went phating, a long 
time ago,” containing lives of pirate!^ com¬ 
piled carefully from living tesUinony ; and 
conteniporoiy records at a time when those 
exceedingly free gentlemen abounded. Cap¬ 
tain Charles Johnson, the biographer of theso- 
men, puts upon his title-page a motto, from 
Horace, about having blend^ the useful with 
the sweet. Sweet company he introduces 
to us, in good sooth ! As for the usefulness, 
we recognise that, even in the present dav. 
Mjany will cross the seas, to visit us, tills 
year; it will do more than amuse us to con- 
ridear what olMteactiona might have stayed 
their progress in the good old times of George 
the fhrst or Spcmi^ How many of our 
guests would have been stripped, how. many 
murdered, how many would have eaten their 
own eats with salt and pepper, we will not 
step fo imagine. Confining onr attention to 
our own coirntrymen^ who are not meonef 
and more cniel prol^ly th&ti Greeks, we 
Aall go hiwk a little feruier tiian a century, 
and ueteb tiu» race dt British Conrqds as 
they then existed. 

At the cloee of tiie CofltinenM >war, after 
tbe peace of privateering—wMoh is

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as boatswain, at Jamaica, "ily, who had 
insinuated himself with some of the men, 
whom he found ripe for any villaitty, resolved 
to seize the vessel, murder the captain and 
mate, and, taking the command on himself, 
turn pirate.” Accordingly, having matured 
his plot, *■ and, tucking up Ids shirt above Wa 
cllww, with a cutlass in hia hand, he, with 
Mitchel, went into the captain’s cabin, and 
told him he must turn out. The captain, 
asking what was the matter, was answered, 
by Mitchel, they luul no time to answer im¬ 
pertinent questions ; ihatj if he would turn 
out and go upin deck quietly, it would save 
’em the trouble of scraping the cabin j if he 
would not, a few buckets of water and a 
{■craper would take his blood out of the 
decks.” So he was forced up and thrown 
.overtoard, togetlier with the mate, and Fly 
ivigucd in his stead, the CH]Ytain of a pirate 
vessel. Or sometimes, the men being ashore, 
mastered a ship wherein to commence their 
trade. So began Philip Koche, with - the 
massacre of Captain Par tone and his crew ; 
when, in the woisls of I’oche himselfi he and 
his fellows were "all over as wet with the 
blood that had been spilt os if they hail been 
dipt in water, or stood in a shower of ruin, 
nor did they reganl it any more.” They sat 
down hi the c.ahin when their work was done, 
“ with some rum they found there, and were 
never merrier in their lives.” Or sometimes, 
a captain, storting on an honest errand, stole 
his vessel, turning pirate, and set ashore such 
of his crew as objected to the change of 
service. 

Major Stedc Bonnet was a gentleman who 
took to pu'acy in desperation liecanse his wife 
made him uncomfortable. Captain Worley be¬ 
gan business by starting firoin New York, "in a 
small open bioat witli eight others.” They 
took with them a few biscuits, and a dry’d 
tongue or two, a little cag of water, half a 
dozen old muskets, and ammurltion accord¬ 
ingly.” The small boat presently would cap¬ 
ture something la^er, the eight men would 
bo strengthenra with recruits. When pirates 
took a vessel more convenient than tiieir own 
b}' reason of its strength and swiftness, they 
immediately shifted into it. Consorts joined 
with them somerimes, and thus a bold man 
from a small beginning robbed hia way up in 
the world of water. ^ Captain Kid h^ been 
commander of a Privateer during the war, 
and being a^rwards commiaskmed to run 
down some pirates, could not' find them; mar- 
tided at hfs ill ludf, and seemg merchant 
. shin in plenty, he thought pinu^ the better 
trade, and so became, in jnrate |mrase, a gen-

ten he might order what he pleaseil. shoot 
whom he pleased, and answer for hia conduct 
afterwards. Exempt from human control, 
they gloried in defying what they feareil be¬ 
yond the present life. “ Come,” says one of 
them (Captain Teach, or Blackbeard), “ Come, 
let us make a hell of our own, and try how long 
we can liear it; ” aceonlingly he, with two or 
three otliei-s, went down Into the hold, uud 
closing up all the hatches, filled several jiots 
full ui brimstone, and other combustible nuttier, 
and set it on fire, and so continued till they 
were almost suftocated, when some of the lueu 
cried out for air; at length he opened the 
hatches, not a little pleased that he held out 
the longest. Another of these mi.sei’.able 
" heroes, sailing at night through a storm, 
“the heavens were covered with sheets of 
lightning, which the sea by the agitation of 
the saline particles, seemed to imitate; the 
darkness of the night was such as migbt be 
felt; the terrible, hollow roaring of the winds 
could be only equalled by the repeated, I may 
say, incessant claps of thunder. . . . They 
endeavoured by their blasphemies, aaths and 
horrid imprecations to drown the uproar of 
jarring elements. Bellamy swore he wivs 
soiTy he could not run out lus guns lo inluni 
the salute, meaning the thunder.” This was 
the pirate’s liberty, begotten of how much 
despair! Tlxeir superstition pauited to them 
horribly enough what they defied, in sober 
moments of depression, or in the ddirhim of 
drunkenness. Here is a scene. C'antain 
Lewis chasing a Carolina vessel lost hi"' lore, 
and main^top mast; "and he, Lewis, ruiming 
up the shrouds to the main-top, tun.' off n 
handful of halr^ and throwing it into the oil*, 
used this expression, ‘ Good deril, take this 
iUl I comeand it vm observed, that he 
came aftex'wai'ds faster up with the ch.ase, 
than before the loss of his topmasts.” Tlie 
same Lewis was killed in his cabin one night 
'Frenchmen, of whose plot negiucs had 
warned him. To those who warned "he 
answered, he could not wiihstaud his destiny; 
for the devil told him in the great cabin, ho 
should be murdered that night.” Liberty,— 
such as it was,—^the luxury of exarcisii^ 
power, of being feared,—^theso and the hope of 
rapid wealth hy plunder, were the entice¬ 
ments to a life of piracy. ^ -

Blockbeanl fixed liuder the table 
at tlie legs of comrades diniugwith him, to 
remind them who he was. The quarter¬ 
master is themvil functionary. All plimder is 
laid before him when a pime ia taken, and he 
only may divide it. ^y man who keeps 
back plunder of more value than a sini'le 
dolliir, is to bo marooned. We will ex 2 )lMn 
marooning presently. Every man has a vote 
in all afiaue of moment^ and has equal title to 
provisions. and strong drink, which he may 
use at pleasure, imless a scarcity induce the 
whole community to vote retrenchment. This 
scarcity was veiy common, as may be sup¬ 
posed. Wheu there was plenty, it was squan¬ 
dered, and want, for a season, often followed. 
The first man who sees a prize, has the 
best i^alr of pistols in it added to his share of 
spoU. This was tlie most honourable reward 
our pirates could imagine. They took great 
pride in their arms, and would give 
prices—thirty pounds or forty pounds—for 
such pistols as tney thought desirable. .Eadh 
man, m action, wore several pair slung before 
him_ upon coloiu'ed ribbons, after pirate 
iairiiion, and thei-e was never need to urge 
them to the observance of that law of theu-s, 
which enjoined the keeping of guns, pistols, 
and outlay clean and fit for service. No 
gambling is allowed bn boanl. No blows to 
pass on hoard, but quarrels are to be,decided, 
at the first convenient place ashot^, by sword 
and The captidu and quartermaster 

are to have each two sliarce of a prize, other 
iff era a share and a. half or a share and 
a quarts^. He who loses a limb in action, is 
to receive a sum of money, generally about 
one hmadred and fifty pounds. These gene-

some things la^, which they (the prates) 
could not readily fin«l, as particularly Mr. 
Carr’s watch and silver snuff-box. Some 
time after, fancying the pirates to bo in 
better humour, they begged for something to 
eat, for they had none of them had any 
nourishment that day or the night before; 
but all the answer that they received, was, 
‘that sncli dogs should not ask such ques¬ 
tions.’ So they were turned ashore, together 
with a Ca|>tain Greeuway, whose sloop had 
been dismantled, and after suffering more 
cruelty at the giKxl pleasure of the piratca 
saw their tormentors sail away. They found 
ill the sloop an old hatchet, with which they 
cut themselves some wooden tool^ made little 
rafts, and were busied about the niiu of the 
sloop when to their dismay, they saw the 

f iirates standing in again. They made all 
laste oshoip were fired at, but esc<ipe<l into 
the wood, and saved themselves ujion the 
tops of trees. The pirates sought them for 
a tdiort time, tpwed tlie deserted sloop into 
deep w.atei\ where they sunk her, ana once 
more smleu away. In the mean time the 
poor fugitives wore in despair; for seeing 
their vessel sunk, they had scarce any hopes 
left of escaping the danger of perilling upon 
that uninhabited island; tliere they lived 
eight days, feeding upon betti(» and. riiell- 
firii, such as cockms and periwinkle^ some¬ 
times catching a stingrey, which coming into 
shoal Water, wey could wade near them, and 
by the help of a stick ahaipened at the end, 
which they (Ud by rubbing it ogiunst the 
rock, (for they had not a knife left amongst 
them), they stuck them as if it had been with 
a iq)^r. It must be observed timt they had 
no means of striking a firei, and thenfore 
their wa^ of di-esring Uiis fish, was by dippng 
it often in salt watmr; then layiqg n m tbe^ 
sun till it became both hard aim dxT; and 
then th^ eat it. After, eight days the pirates 
returned'and the pomr fiuows again ned to 
the woods; hut the pirates had a qurihu of 
generosity, and riiquted to them promises of 
food and drink if thej' 'ftoold emue on board; 
Aocordtngly they weiit <m board, and were 
fed ly the piratea while tlmy stayed, althoui^. 
at thrir departure they wotod not ^ve them 
a hit to carry-on. sjjmre } .iBiey .also gave them 

anumgrt theub to 
cover torir xiSkedness (for, as we dbs^ed, 
they were nake^ and let them have 
some .t^Mad, to make them into 

e<»ae foim;. < Ihme .^wss, ^hou’eveir, alto, an 
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acquaintance of lUohard Tuniley, who pri¬ 
vately gave him a rindwbox, with matemls 
in it for striking Whicdi in his circum* 
stances was a greater present than gold or 
jewels.’* . These- marooned men we also quit, 
h eing oursdves bound upon a cruise of 
piracy. 

In whose ship shall we sail 1 Not in low’s, 
though his rascality and cruelty give him a 
distingaished position in the l>rotherhoo(L 
Edward low had the advantam of being bom 
a thief; from a child he would " cheat all he 
could, and those who pretended to dispute it 
with* him must fight him. Tho virtues of 
some of his family were equal to his: one of 
his brothers was a youth of genius; when he 
was but seven years old, he used to lie carried 
in a basket upon a poiter’s back, into a crowd, 
and Bn.'it<>h Ihsts and wigs. According to the 
exact chronolog;\’ of Newgate, he was tho first 
who i>}'aciised this ingenious trick.” That 
youth had the dMinelion of ending bis days 
at Tyluirn, “ in company with Wtephen llunce 
and the celebrated J.'ick Hall, the chimney- 
sweejwr.’' (hie sample of lUchard liow, as 
pirate, will suflicn for uslie and his crew, 
having t.iken a French ship, and coiKlumnccl 
it to the flames, “ they took all the crew out 
of her. but the cook, wlio, tliey said, being 
a greasy fidJow, would fry well in tlie fire; so 
the|X)or man was bound to the maitunast, and { 
Imrut in the ship, to the no small diversion of 
Low and his myrmidons.” Ho wo will not | 
follow Ijow. Imt it may be not amiss to see a 
little yeni'caueo on him in an anecdote ad¬ 
mirably illustrative of the free way of these 
gentlemen of fortuneIlow liaviug taken a, 
vessel, aPortugneso piissengerlooked unhappy; 
one of the crew sfud he did not like his looks, 
and thereupon gave him one blow across his 
belly witli his cntlass that cut out his bowels, 
and ho fell down dead without Eqieaking a 
word. At the same time miother of these 
rogixes, cutting at a prisoner, missed his mark, 
and Ca.ptain Ixiw, standing in his way, very op- 
jmituuely received the stroke upon his under 
jaw, which Imd the teeth haxe ; upon this the 
sur^n'was called, who immediately stitched 
up the woimd—but Low fludin g mult with 
the operation, the surgeon being tolerably 
drunk, as it was customary for everybody to 
be, struck Low such a blow with Ms fist that 
broke out all the stitches, and. then Ud Urn 
sew,up his chops himself and be damned, so 
that ^w mode a very pitiful figure for some 
timeaftier.” To have h^a surgeon on board at 
all was aouiething uncommon m ^w'a vessel. 

pirates generally were thrir own j^y- 
aioiana, and for surgeon sometime^ in^sdse of

uostpropw. man; npm whi^ he fetched

With whom shall we sail ? Captain Bhr- 
tholomew Eoherts was a man of note, who 
took, in the course of his career, four hundred 
sail. Not getting suiiiment ransom, he set a 
slave-ship on fire, at Wyilah, “ with eighty of 
those poor wret<he8 on Imrd, chained two 
and two together, under the miserable choice 
of perishing by fire or water: those who 
jumjied overbad foom the flames, were 
seized by sharks, a voracious fish, in plenty in 
this and, in their sight, tore limb from 
limb, alive.” Is there no gentlemanly sea- 
robber with whom we may sail and see an 
action ? There are one or two not naturally 
cruel, hut even these mie forced to commit 
revolting outrages, in order to retain the 
allegianoc of their crews. We will not, theie- 
£ 11 %, even in imagination, sail with any of 
these rascals, but couteut ourselves -with quiet 
chat about them. Of the cruelty in which 
power displays itself as exercised by such men 
we have said enough to shock an ordiuai^y 
iandsinan, and we must endeavour to exhibit 
it no more. Let it be understood that the 
spite of lawless meu upon the sea has rioted 
in tortures and committed deeds worthy to 
stand on the same shelf withiu our heads 
wlutrcon we thrust away the records of re¬ 
ligious bigotry. So lei us hide them now, 
and chatter on. 

When pirates met they were cordial friends; 
their mamter of saluting each other was 
firing their guns, shotted, into the air. If 
they formed any partnership, or sailed in 
company, they rarely failed to quarrel. 
Tenders and consorts were perpetually 
sljpping off, when they hod wealth on board; 
subordinates, left anywhere in charge of trea- 
Bi^ commonly stole away therewith; the 
Pirate’s Calendar exemplifies but little 
“honour among thieves!” That bicjjnng 
bluster about honour, whichiaacharaotenstic 
of most blackguards, pirates shone in. Captain 
Howcl Davis ravaged a district and dosti-oycd 
a town, because the Governor insulted him hy 
hinting that he was a pirate. Wayward dis¬ 
play of couBcientiousuess occurred too, now 
oud then; but, founded on no principle, wore 
often ludicrous. Captain Vane, slJpwrecked 
on a small island, was found by aw old buc¬ 
caneer, Holford, an acquaintance: “JJe thought 
this a good opportunity to get off, and accord¬ 
ingly applied to his old friend; but he abso¬ 
lutely refused him; swing to him, ‘Charles, I 
shan’t trust you almril my ship, unless I carry 
you a prisoner; for I shall have you calMiMing 
with my men, knock me on the heail, and run 
away with my ship a pyrating.’ Vane made 
ail -the protestations of honour in the wendd 
to bW ; out it seems Captain Holford. vfta too 
iathaal^ acquainted with him jlMmoae anjr 
confidefioe at all in his wordi.w'orals. Me 
told him, he might easily find' a way td get 
if hs had a mind to it (I aSn now gou^ 
down the bay,’ says hA-.^and1ifoall retjithf 
hithi^ in about a moMh '; ^andif 1 fiad.yon 
<m the hiland wimh Z some back, I’fi cany 
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yxm to Joraaica, and, Ivao^ you.’ * Which way 
can I get away ?* aaewera Van^w there 
not fisherm^^ dorMs np^mthe beach l--<«au’t 
you take one o^ themf replies Holford. 
‘ Whatj’ says Vane, ‘would you liave me steal 
a dory, then V 'Do you make it a matter 
of consoiexuie,' said Bdlibrd, Ho steal a dory, 
Urhen yon have been a common robber and 
pyrate, steallim •bins and cargoes, and plun¬ 
dering all mankind tuot fell in vonr way 1 Stay 
there, if you are 90 squeamibli} ’ And so he 
left him." 

Let ns descrilio, now, the stealing of a ship. 
Temptod by reward and natural desire foi 
gn^, all eyea ore always ou the look-otit for a 
saiL The aail made out is chaaed, if not a 
man-of-war. The p^te seldom quails before 
superior force; fur, in his own profession, he 
is bold to reoklesanesa. If stratagem Iw 
iiMPSRaty, the character of the pirate aliip is 
disguised by hoisting perhajw a f<'reneh flag, 
while men ore sent mh>w to hido themsidTes, 
in order that the crowded docks might not 
lietray their character. When a^ioken with, 
their answer to the question whence they 
come, is “From the Seats'' up runs the block 
flag, “Jolly Bo^," then the cannonade is 
opened, and the boarding-party leaps into the 
boot. The first boarders receive extra plunder, 
in the form of a bhougo of clothes fur every 
man. Th»objeot of the pirate is to baud as 
aoon as posniblo. The jptise taken is searched; 
torture is used to elioft infuimation us to all 
its treasures; If the vessel itself lie belter 
than their own, the pirates take possession of 
it for themselves; if not they pulage it, and 
recklessly throw overboard tiu- grader [iint 
of what they do not keep. X'hiMo on boaid 
the captured vessel are sfaves of the capbir’s 
will, and take their dionoe. Sometuuos they 
aro all sweated; the pirates fonn a cirolo 
mmd each ono in turn, and prick him as ho 
runs inside it witli pui% penknives, forks, &c.; 
rounler, and greater erneHi. \«v/lmvo ogreod 
ti foibsar desciib/ng. raptaiu Haw^i^ 
p> soncr of Oaxitain Hpriggs, wan sent tlowii 
to suppi^; whu tdiould the proviaion be, but 
A dum of esndles, which he was forced to eat, 
baring a naked swoid imd a pistol held to 
liiB brmst all the while.

except three prayer-books and a bottlo- 
sorew." » 

Of the fearlessness of these men, and the 
fear th^ caused, it will sufSce to u 
conple (a examples. CapUun Teach lay, on 
ono occasion, off the bar of Cluuleatown, 
taking vessels with impunity, while tho whole 
province of Carolina “ abandoned themselves 
to dosixiu'. The vessels iu the hai'bour durst 
not go out, and tho vessels inward bound 
dnrat not go in.” Teach detained all the ships 
and priboneifl, and, being in want of mediciueti^ 
resolved to demand a chest from the Govern¬ 
ment of the jirovince; accordingly, men were 
sent, and “very insolently made Utoir demands, 
tlirt'ateiiing that if they did not send imme¬ 
diately the chest of medicines, .and let tho 
})irale auibassadors return, witliout ofleiing 
any violence to their jiersons, they would 
murder all their x>risoucrb, send up tlu Ir beads 
to the Governor, and set the hliqis they liad ' 
taken on fire. While Mr. jM.mks was making 
aiqiheation to the council, Riclnmlj, and the 
r«‘ 8 t of the iiirates, walkeil the hlreel- publicly, 
in the sight of all jicoxile, wlio weie in ed witli 
the utmost iudignaiion, but dunl not so much 
as thiiik of executing Ihinr levcngt..” The 
result of this meiwuro was, that the l loveni- 
ment “complied with the necessity, a ml suit 
alioard a chest, valued at bidweeii three bun- I 
dred and four hundred poiuuls, and the piiates 
went back safe to their shiiw.” < '.q itain Jlivis, 
liefon* mentioiiel, pcrfoinud «.m h ni.irvels by 
tho addition ol his own aenteness to tlie bold¬ 
ness of Ills min, that they belicicd him 
capable of doing anything; so thev iHiUbOiited 
to an expedition against Gmidiia Castle. 
“Having eouio within sight ol the place,he 
ordered all his men under deck, <xcex>t as 
many as wore absolutely necesbory Xbr w’ork- 
ing tho ship, In order that ho might pass for 
a trader, anchored close under (ho foil, aud 
having ordered out the boat, lio rommiuuied 
tax men in her, in old, m'dutary jivckels, wlulo 
he himself, with the master and doctor, 
dre^oil Hiemsclves like gentlemen." They 
were received without sub^ncion by tlic Go¬ 
vernor, and bidden to dine with him. They 
noted the dispiutlou of the soldiers, brought 
some of their own mon at dinnor-Hme ashore, 
some having orders to sit in the gu.ard-lHniso, 
so placed ns to seize tho arms directly they 
should hear a pistol fired. Two or three 
eutmred tho dining-room to wait at taJLfle. In 
the course of dinner a pistol was prusented to 
the Govoruor’s head, vmo rumaiued quiet per 
force; the arms iu that room were seised by 
the attendant piratts, and Davis fii'ed bis 
pistol fh>m the wiqdow. All the plan sh^ 
eeeded, and the fort was oaptured. 

The plunder got b 7 pirates, often great, was 
always scattorra to tha winds ip senseless 
wasl^ or stohm by a comrade^ or a huidsman. 

So Avery rstirea' upon a b^; of dUunoods, 
which he Omaihhtedibr sale, secretly, 1 ^ the 
hands of www Hcrchants " who rdtoinsd' 
them, and threatened to denounce hifih ^ he 
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praMsed for payment, no he died' miserably, 
“not worth so much an would buy him a 
coffin.” Thodbwho escaped the guUown, eitlicr 
retired to into the dregs of poverty and 
vice, or settled among savages iii Madagascar' 
and elsewhere. Madagascar was a haunt of 
thieves, but their great rookc^ was among 
the ins and outs or the West India Islands; 
here, in some desert bay or creek, every pirate 
hnA his offices. Some rock which marked the 
entrance to hla chambers would be scrawled 
over, perhajM, ■with fui inscription put up at 
his departure by tlic jiirate, “ * Left this place 
the of A pi'll, to go to Madagascar for 
Limes,' and this, least j^like lawyers and men 
of business) any visits should be jiaid in their 
absence.” 

A few more anecdotes of life among the 
pirates, and a woi^d or two about theii* last 
scenes, must conclude this goasip. C'Inplain 
Bellamy had one among his crow, who had 
strutted, afonjtune, os a strolling JlamleL. 
“ This wliimsical fellow made a play whilst he 
was ui boanl, wliich he c.alled the Itoyal 
Pirate.” It was played but once, for “the 
case was this; Alexander the Great, environed 
by his guiu’ds, was examining a jth'ate who 
w’as broujiht liefore him; tlic gniiuev, who 
was drunk, took this to be in cju'iicst, and 
tliat hi^ messmate was in danger, and hearing 
Alexander say, 

'Knuwest thou that death attends thy mighty 
orimes, 

And thou shalt hang to-morrow mom betimes 1 ’ 

ran into the gun-room where he left tliree com- 

J Kuiions (jver a l)owl of rum punch as drunk ns 
linisolf, told them that they were going t<i 
hang honest .1 ack Bpiuckes, and if they suilered 
it they should be all hanged one after another; 
but (we omit his oaths) they should nut hang 
him, for he'd cleai- the decks; and taking a | 
grenade w’ith a lightetl, match, followed by his 
comrades with their cutlasses, he set fire to 
the fuze and threw it among the actors. The 
audience was on the gaug-w.-iys and poop, mid 
falling iu with their cutlass poor Alexander 
had his left arm cut off, and Jack Bpinckes 
his leg broke with the bursting of the shell. 
Alexander the Great revenged tiie loss of Ills 
arm by tlie death of liim who deprived him of 
his limb.” Under these circumstauces, the 
drama was -withdrawn. 

In the vessel of Captain Boberts, one 
Glasby had excited suspicion among the 
crew by his sobriety, for, “in their sense, he 
was looked upon to be a villain that would 
not be drunk.” In iaetj Glasby, with some 
others, justified suspicion by afterwards 
attempting .to desert; they were^ taken and 
brought up for trial on'the capital offimoe. 
“The place appointed for their Tiyals, -was 
the Bteen^ m the diip ; in order to which 
a hum bowl of rum-punch was mad& and 
'placed upon tlm table; the pipes and tobacco 
being ready, the judicial procoedinM began; 
the* prisonem were brought forth; ” the case 


was deal', and “ they were about to pronounce 
sentence, when one of the jmlges moved, tluit 
thdy should first smoalc t’other pi[ 5 C ; which 
WHS accordingly done.” Meanwhile the pri- 
Bonei-B implored for mercy; the judges were 
stem, when one judge, Valentine Ashplant^ 
got up and deehu'cd with oaths, “Glasby 
shall not die,” and thereupon sat down aud 
resumed his pipe. His motion w.xs loudly 
opposed, and Ashplant rose ugjiiii with a vast 
number of additional oaths, garnishing the 
declaration that “ ‘ Glasby is an honest fellow 
notwithstanding this misfortune, and 1 love 
liim; if he must die, 1 will die along with 
him.’ And, tliereuiion, he pulle<l out a pair 
of pistols, and [ux'sented them to some of tfm 
learned judges on the bench ; who. perceiving 
his argument so well supported, trbouglil it 
reasonable that Glasbj' should be jw’tj[uittcd ; 
and so they all came over to liis opinion, and 
allowed it to be law.” The other ofieuders 
wore all shot. 

What vessel have the pirates" now been 
chasing ?—sugar they hope it contains—gun¬ 
powder, alas I They see her suddenly bring to, 
and haul up her lower ptu*ts. They strike 
their bhick flag in dismay, for they have 
caught a man-of-war; but instantly they haul 
their colours up again, and vajMiiu: with their 
euilasBcs. We ueeti not descrilie the engage¬ 
ment : quarter to the pirates is but sparmg 
for a halter; they fight with fiu-ious des¬ 
peration, and are overeoinc. While the king's 
shij) sends a boat to feteh the ]irisouers, a 
blast and smoke pours out of tlie gixnt cabin. 
“ llalt-a-dozen of the most desperate, when 
they'saw all hopes had fled, had diiiwn them- 
Bolves round wliat powder they had left in the 
steeitige, and lli'cd a pistol into it, but it was 
much too-iimaU a quantity to effect anything 
more than buniiug them iu a friY-hllul 
manner.”. The other men are “gny :uid 
brisk, most of them with ’wliito shirts, v atelns 
and a deal of silk vests,” llie captain, iier* 
haps, “ divssed iu a crimson damask w.aisteont 
and breeches, a red feather in his hut. a gold 
chain round his neck, with a diamond cross 
hung to it, aud sworcl in his hauti, and two 
pair of pistols hanging at the end of a silk 
sling, flung over his snouldei's (according to 
the fashiou of the pirates); ” but a grafsi shot 
has struck him iu tlie throat, and he lies ilead 
upon the tackles of a gun. A man terribly 
disfigured by the blast of jiowiler, jiLrt before 
mentioned, is asked by an officer, “ how ho 
came blown up iu th.at frightful manner. 
‘Why,’says he, ‘John Moms fii^ a pistol 
into the powder; but ’ (oaths omitted) ‘ they 
are all mad and bewitched, for I have lost 
a good hat W it. (Tlie hat and he being both 
blown out of the cabin gallery into the sea.) 
‘But what signifies a hat,Mend?’ says the 
officer*. ‘Not.,much,’ answered he,- the men 
heiiig busy in sti'ipping him of his shoes and' 
stockings.” 

The captured pirates are soon carried 
ashore for trial, where the common plea 
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aioon^ tlie men is that thej were kidnapped 
and forced iiito committing acts of piracjy; 
that they dared not refuse the orders of the 
captain, and the quartermaster. says 

the President mx one occasion, “ you deoted 
these men; if you were well disposed, why 
did you vote for such a captain, and such a 
qaai1)e]>master 1 ” 

Hcfre succeed a silence among the prisoners; 
but at length Feriun very honestly owned 
that he did not give his voto to Mognes, but 
to David Sympson, * For in truth,’ siiys he, ‘ I 
took Mognes tor too honest a man, and unfit 
for the business,’ '* 

The next scene is the Execution, of wbidx 
Wo are not spectators. We are not, and we 
could not be; for although we have let our 
gossip sometimes run into the present tense, 
those objects of it are completely portions of 
the past. They are a fragment of those in¬ 
stitutions of our nncestoi'B which now havo 
£^en into absolute neglect. England sui'- 
vives. iril change is evil; is, in fimt, revolu¬ 
tionary ; and there is a sod tendency to be 
utilitarian among us. We have cluuiged the 
aspect of afiairs on the high seas, wo have 
trodden under the heels of trade those dear 
romantic Corsairs and Bed Hovers.

THE BIUTTSH MUSKEM A CENTXJHY AGO. 
Expsriissce has long since prc>ved the in¬ 
justice of closing national museums from the 
groat body of Hie people, under the pica that 
the pubUc is a mast destructive and brutal 
animal. Kervous gentlemen of the old school 
threw up their hands in despair when they

^Nn'^'ouid Gallery ; but the result of the ex- 
per ■•lent has been here, as elsewhere, a strong 
and iin<H]nivocal contradiction of the old 
Toryism, tliat the labourer in corduroy would 
make^ lamentable a figure in a museum or 
a picture-gallery, as the proverbial bull in tbe 
chiUDi^op. OroAvds of artisans pace the 
gallopies of tlie National Gallery and Marl- 
nor<si||^' House, and yet the glories of Rubens, 
Claude, and Vandyke are not desecrated—- 
line of ' beauty is untouched u].ion 
Hogarth’s piilM#e. Any injury whirii the 
national o^eOl^n may hove Baffered,_ is 
traceable, accord!^ to high critical authority, 
rather to the a]^p 0 hitcd guardians of the^ 
treasiucB, than to ther^i fingering of artisan 
visitors. To the mijidli of imu^ enlightened 
men, the pietare-clefin;^,t;witli his scrubbing- 
brush, is an animal be feared than 

the jmor holiday-iaakw, with his reverence 
and U4toeiuly bearing. ■ . 

Curihue peraohs nho t^ anxioas to obtain 


a fair estimate of the progress made by men 
in ai^bority in their judgment on the 'moral 
rectitude of the great industrial class of this 
country, may forin a ■vivid picture of the old 
state of feeing which regulated the admission 
>of viaitors to the British Museum a century 
ago. 

In the year 1760, the Trustees of this insti¬ 
tution published their “Statutes and Rules 
relating to the Inaction and Use of the 
British Museum.” This instructive document 
may now pei-tinently serve to illustrate the 
dai'kness from which we aro straggling. 
Ttiuse visitors who now consider it rather an 
afiront to be I'cquh’ed to give up their cane or j 
umbrella at the entrances to our Museums and | 
Galleries, will be astonished to learn, that ui ^ 
the year 1767, those persons who Avished to ; 
inspect the national collection, knoAvn as the 
British Masenni, were requii-ed to make prtj- j 
vious appliciitiou to the porter, in writing, ! 
stating their luunes, condition, imd places of 
abode, as also the day and hour at which they 
desired to be admitted. Their ap]>licatious i 
were written down in a register, which was i 
submitted eveiy evening to the Ultrariau or 
secretary in attendance. If this ofiiciiU, > 
judging from the condition ami ostcnsililo ! 
character of an applicant, deemed him eligible I 
for admittance, be directed the. poricr to give I 
him a ticket on the following day. ’Jlius the 
candidate for admission was eom])ellcd to | 
make two risitR before he could loam whether : 
or not it was the gracious will of a librarian | 
or secrettiry that he should l>e allowed the j 
inestimable privilege of inspecting the national j 
collection, if successful, Ids trouble did not ! 
end with the issuing of the ticket; for it was i 
provided by the trustees that no more than j 
ten tickets should be given out for each hour ! 
of admittance. Accordingly, every morning j 
on which the Museum was open, the porter 
received a company of ten ticket-holders at 
nine o’clock, usburea the min to a waiting-room 
“ till the hour' of seeing the Museum had 
come”—to use the woras of the Trustees. 
This small parly Avas divided into two of five; | 

one under the direction of the under-librarian, 
and the other under that of the assistant in 
each department. 

Thus attended, the companies traversed the 
galleries, and on a signal ^ven by the tinkUrig 
of a beU, passed from one department of the 
collection into another—one hour being 
the utmost time allowed for the inspccUon of 
one department. This system colls to mind 
the dragooning throngji Westminster Abbey, 
under the command the gallant vergers, 
still in vogue, to the annoyance of leisurely 
people, aident but Irisurely arclueologists. 
'^metimps, when puMo enriosity waspameu- 
lorly excltM, the number of respective a^pU- 
oants exceededthe limit of Ihe presmibed iaane. 

Ih these eaaca, tideets were given'^far>Ten>cite 
days ; and thu^ -at times, when the listo wore 
heovy^ it mofet Wve been as impossible for a 
passmg ,siwli6r to London to get witida the 
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gateway of the British Muaeum, as it was to 
iuspecL Wren’s masterpiece for less than two¬ 
pence. Tiie Trustees provided, also^ that 
when any person, having obtained tickets, 
was prevented from maWng use of them at 
the appointed time, he was to send them 
back to the porter, in order "that other 
persons wanting to see the Museum might 
not be -excluded.” Three hours was the 
limit of tiie time any comimuy might spend 
in the, Museum; aud those who were so 
unreasonable or inquisitive as to be" desirous 
of visiting the Museum more than once,” 
might apply for tickets whenever they 
pleased, “providefl t}io.t no one person had 
ti<^ets at the same time for more than one.” 
The mvntes of those arsons who, in the 
conrae of their visit, wilnilly tnuisgrcssed any 
of the rules laid down by the Tnwtees, were 
written down in a distinct register, aud the 
porter was directed never to issue tickets to 
them again. 

Thus it will be seen that a himdrcd years 
ago the “ highly respectable ” were alone \ 
allowed to be iuscriltcd in tlie visiting list »)f 
the national institution in Great Bussell-street. 
The books were hoarded for the undisturbed 
enjoyment of the woim, whose tisast was oidy 
at rare intervals disturbetl by some stmleiit 
regardless of ditfioulties. To the poor worn, 
uiilie<.{<ied authors of those days, serenely 
sUtrviug in garrets, assuredly the British 
Museum must have been as impeuetitiblc as 
the old Bastille. The prim uuder-librariau 
probably looked with a doubting mind upon 
the name and addresses of many poor, aspiring, 
honourable men—^men wliose “ eonditioii,” to 
use the phrase of the Trustees, liespoke not 
the gentility of that vulgar age. In those 
days the weaver and the carpenter would 
as soon have contemplated a visit to Bt. James’s 
Palace as have ho}>cd for an admission ticket 
io the national Museum. 

The mean precautions of tho hwt contmy, 
contrast happily with the enlightened liberty 
of this. Crowds of all ranks and conditions 
liesiege the doors of the British Museum— 
especudly in holiday time; yet the skeleton 
ot the eleplumt is spotless—the bottled rattle¬ 
snakes pickle in peace. Tho Elgin marbles 
liave sufTcred i)o abatement of their profuse 
beauty; and the coat of the camelopard is 
yet without a blemisli. 

The Yorkshiremau has his unrestrained 
stare id a sphinx; the undertaker spends his 
day over the mummies, or " Egyptian {larties,” 
as he calls them, and no odlcial controls his 
professionai objections to the cofUns. The 
WMtver has his observation on tbe looms of 
-the olden time; the soldier compares the 
ludiaa's blunt weapon with his keen and 
deadly bayonet. T^ poor needlewoman has 
hw -laugh at the rude needles of barbarous 
tribes; the stonemason ventures to compare 
his tombs with the sarcophagi of anment 
masters. No attendant wstihes every five 
riritors with the cold eye of a gaoler; no bell < 


rinm the company from one spot to another 
—ml is open, fi-ee. 

At all events, the two pictures—that of the 
British Museum a century back, and the 
Museum of to-day, crowded with holiday 
visitois, are in happy contrast. And what, in 
all things, are we to learn from the great sum 
of accom{>lished facts, save that in this sum we 
have an earnest of coming liarvosts of good 2 


THE GREAT SOUTHERK REFLECTOR. 

In forwanliiig the rapi<l progre.ss tnadc of 
lat«! years by Astronomy, it is notorious ihfi:, 
our own country has not l«en slow. The 
part of England has been well played by the 
energy of jwivate men, who labour at their 
own expense, under the stimulus of a per¬ 
plexing climate. We are all astronomers 
enough to look out of our whulow.s, when we 
find from an adveriisement in the almanack 
that an eclipse is to be peifoimed by sun or 
moon, and, judging by our jiast experience, 
wc feel reasonably doubtful whether we shall 
SCO much of the i)erformaueo ailveniscd for 
next J uly, although it does bake iihtee near 
noon-day, in the height of summer. While 
clouds, and mists of morning, evening, or 
night, are putting out the eyes of our iistro- 
uoiiiei'S, and even onr dear skies .ire often 
spoilt for them by shifting currents in the 
air, their rivals on the Gontinont ninl in 
America have ti-ebled opportunities of study. 
Tho nature of our climate, consequently, has 
assisted us by stimulating private eni‘tg 5 'to 
a perjietual imjii-ovcmcnt in the lelescope; 
and now onr JbkigUsh telescopes are made 
with a perfection not approached elsewhere. 
But our most perfect telesco^His have even 
I more blind days tlian humbler instriuueiits; 
the great Bellector of Tx>rd Tlo-sse, wli vdi has 
already ^revealed wonders, is so sensitive to 
atinos]theric iuterici’cncc that it can be seldom 
used. 

"WTiat man who knows tlid gmudenr of 
those proilcms in astronomy, which still re¬ 
main uusolvtKl, nan foil to desire aiTlently that 
a first-rato reflector, jierfected by our as¬ 
tronomers in England, should In.* es 1 iil>Ii-<heil 
in a better climate, under English rule ? That 
this might be done, was the joint ’pelitiou of 
tho Itoyal Society and British -Ass iciulion to 
the English Government. They ] uvposi'd that 
sudi a telescope should bo sent out to tho 
Australian continent, where a dry climate 
mevaiia lor mouths, destitute of night-dews. 
They offered to superintend carefully the con¬ 
struction of the proposed groat Sonthem lie- 
flector. But the Governraont itoUtely bowed 
them down-stairs. Why 1 If the nation be 
too poor to pay money on account of stars 
and telescopes, it might perhajis economise a 
few pounds out of its expense on stare and 
garters. To buy a teleac^ie would be no 
mighty drain upon tlie public jpurse. Or does 
our Government object to the few hundred 
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' pounds of salary which would be pud to an 
asirouomer at the Antipodes 1 If that appar 
to be the case, pphara the erumb will be 
bestowed in dbaiity, for it will not be felt, 
out of the public Btdaiy received by some hind 
gentleman at home for looking after falcons; or 
would our differwtooloured “sticks” subscribe 
and make up the amount between them t J£ 
the germ of a great nation exists now on the 
Australian continent, we know not how we 
could exert more humanising influence upon 
its fotnre character, than by filling its first 
annals with such wholesome glory as attends 
the victories of sdeuce. 

Captain Jacobs, the East India Company’s 
Astronomer at Madras, has also recently 
requested the Directors to establish a well- 
finished reflecting telescope on the Nilgbe^ 
TTilla : there, raised above the lower wilting 
air-currents and clouds, under a bright sky, 
the finest occupied point of observation in the 
world, probably, would be at bis command. 
The Company baa permitted him to erect 
such a telesoojie, but gives him to understand 
that he must do so at his own expose. Tnio 
to science, the philos(^er will pinch his 
purse, and screw out of his salary the money 
that will purchase knowledge for the human 
race. Some coot Director, tterhaps, hints 
that if the post of observation be so good, the 
stor-gaKcr will be repaid by fame. But fame, 
unluckily, will neither roast, nor &y, nor boiL 
Man is composed of two pai-ts, mind and 
body, one of which' likes fame, the other 
mutton. Fame is not paid out of any cor¬ 
porate exchequer, and a man can no more 
repay service with tliat commodity, than 
with a gilt of sunshine. Contracts of service 
all dejMiiid on the necessities of flesh and 
Mood; minds do the work, but bodies want 
the papient. The East India Company 
is usually liberal towards its servants, and 
we trust that it will tiiink twice in the 
present instance.

SOMNAMBULISM. 

Tuat a person deeply unmersed in thoU]|^' 
should, like Dominie S^pson, walk along 
state of “prodigious ” unconsciousness, exdtes 
no Burprise, from the frequency of the occur¬ 
rence; but tbat any one sliould, when fast 
asleep, go through a series of complicated 
actions which seem to demand the assistance 
of the senses while dosed against ordinary 
external impressions is, indoed, marvellous. 
Less to account for this mysterious state of 
being, than to arrange such a senes of fiicts as 
may help further inquiry into the subject, we 
have assembled several carious circuiustauces 
rejprding somnambulism. 

Not mauy yeoi's ago a case occurred at the 
Police-office at Southwark, of a woman who 
was charged with robbing a man wliiie be was 
walking in his sleep during the daytime along 
High Street, in tlie Boroirgh, when it was 
proved in evidence that he was in the habit of 
walking in his somnambulic fits through 
crowd^ thoroughfares. He W'as a jtJasterer 
by trade, and it was stated in coui't tliat it 
was not an xuieommon thing for him to fall 
asleep while at work on the scaffold, yet he 
never met with any accident, and would 
answer qnisitious put to him os if he were 
awake. In like manner, we arc iufonued that 
Dr. Haycock, the Proiessor of Medicine at 
Oxford, would, in a fit of soiunambuliam, 
preach an eloquent discourse; and some of 
the Sermons of a lady who was in the habit 
of preaching in her sleep have been deemed 
worthy of publication. , 

We remember meeting witli the case of an 
Italian servant, who was a somnambulist, and 
and who enjoyed the character of being a 
better waiter when he was asleep than when 
he was awake. Every book on the subject 
repeats the anecdote which has been recorded 
of the blind poet. Dr. Blacklock, who, on one 
oceomon, rose from his bed, to which he had 
retired at an early hour, came into the room 
where his family were assemUed, conversed 
with them, afferwards entertained them with 
a pleasant semg, and tiimi retired to his bed; 
and wheb he awoke^ had not tiie least recol¬ 
lection of what he had done. Hmw, however, 
on the veiy threshold «C43w m^teiy, we meet 
with this difB.oulty---^i»«nx tiMse persons, when 
theyperformed-tiie M^dons desegfbed, paxIisUy 
awake, or were tirty really in a state of'VPro- 


mtipA of vpomambaluin^ premiqiing cmy ihBt 
if yfe avau purselvee of coses which.'the 
rea^ msw before have met with, it k to 
throw, -lignt ' on what we may, perhaps 
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call tlie physiology of this Tory curioos 
affectiou. 

There can be no doubt that soTnuombu- 
lism is hereditaiy. Horstius motions three 
brothers, who were afifected. with it at the 
some period; and Ur. WiUis knew a whole 
family subject to it. It is considered by all 
medical men as a pMuliar form of disease. 
It seldom mhiiifests itself before the age of 
six, and scarcely ever continues bcyontf the 
sixtieth year. It depends physicmly upon 
the susceptibility or delicacy of the nervous 
c^nstem; and on-this account females ai'e mm's 
liable to it than males; and.iu youth it manb 
fests itself more frequently thmi in nuitnro 
age. It is caused mentally by any violent 
and profound emotion; as well ns by exces¬ 
sive study, and over-fatiguing the intellectual 
faculties. Some persons walk i>eriudically in 
their sleep ; the ht returns at stated intervals 
perhuiKi two or three times pnly in the month. 
It nas been Jilau olwerved—although we by no 
means vouch tor the fact—by an eminent | 
German physician, that some jiersons walk at' 
the full, others at the new moon, but especially 1 
at its changes. One German authority—Bur- 
dach—goes the comical length of asserting 
that tlie pi-openaity of somnambulists to walk 
on the roofs of houses is owing to the attme- 
lion of tho moon, and that they have a pecu¬ 
liar plcasui'c in contemplating the moon, even 
in the day time. Whatever may be the cause 
of the aifeutiuu, somuambulistn undoubtedly 
assumes diderent degrees of intensity. The 
first degree evinces itself by the movements 
we have referred to, and by sleep-talking. 
This stage is said to be marked by an imjX)S- 
sibility of opening the eyes, which are as if 
glued together. There are many curious 
circumstances to be observed concerning 
sleep-talking. The intonation of the voice 
differs from the waking state, and persons for 
the hxost part express themselves with unusual 
facility. 

We were acquainted with a young lady 
accustomed to sit up in bed and recite poetry 
in her sleep, whose mother assured us that she 
sometimes took cognisance of circumstances 
which she could not, in any way, account for. 
On one occasion they had been' to a ball; and, 
after the daughter was in bed and asleep, her 
mother went quietly into her roo^ and ta^g 
away her dress and gloves depoailm them in 
another room. Fresentlj,* as usual, the fiur 
Bomnambole began talking in her sleep; her 
' mother entered, as usual, into conversation 
with her; and, at length, asked, ** But wlwt 
have you done with your new bell-dress 1 " 
* Why, you know,” replied she, ** you have 
laid It (m the couch in the drawing-room.” 
** Yei^” continued the mother, ^ ** but yemr 
glovetH—what haVe yon done with them 1 ” 
°Toa know wdl enongh,” she answered, in 
an angry tone, " yon have locked them up in 
your pewel-boK.” Both answers were oosr^; 
and it may he here observed that somnam¬ 
bulists, if equivocated with in conversation, 


or in any way played upon, will express 
themselves annoy^, and betray angry feelings. 
The truthfulness of sleep-talking may, we 
apprehend, always be relied on. In this state 
there is no attemiit at evasion: no iunenuitv 


there is no attempt at evasion; no ingenuity 
exercised to disgmse anything. The master¬ 
mind of Shakespeare—which seems to have 
divined the secrets of Nature, and illustrated 
scientific piinciples before they were dis¬ 
covered by philosopliers—^recognised tins fact, 
in making logo thus rouse the jealousy of 
Othello;— 


'' Tliorc oro a kind of mou so loose of soul 
That in their sl^p will mutter tJbeir affairs;— 
Quo of this kind is Cassio. 

In sleep I heard him say, ' Sn’eet Desdomona, 
Let us bo wai-y.’ ” 

Hitlierto Otliello had borne up manfully 
against the cruel insinuations of logo—but 




conclusion,” and carried with it in'csistible 
conviction. Upon the same princiiile, Lord 
Byi-on founded the story of “Parisina.” Not 
long ago arobliery was committed in Scotland, 
which was discovered by one of tho guilty 
pai'ties being overbeard muttering some facts 
connected with it in his sleep. Menial anxiety 
will, almost at any age, pve rise to sleep- 
talking. The ideas of children during sleep 
are oi^n very vivid; nor is there anything 
more common than to hear them utter ex- 
diunatious of distniss, connected, imrticularly, 
with any fears that may, unwisely, have been 
impressed on tlie waking mind. Tlic case of 
a little girl ciune lately under our notice, who 
exhibited the most alarming symptoms duting 
sleep; sobbing and imploring help, under 
the imagination that she was being pui-sued 
by an evil spirit; in consequence of a foolish, ’ 
fanatical person having frightened her with 
threats pi this description, while the cltild, 
before going to bed, was saying her prayei-s. 
Very much convulsed inwardly, she was with 
difficulty awakened, and for some time after¬ 
wards remained in a state of agitation bor¬ 
dering on dtiirium. Assuredly parents cannot 
be loo careful in endeavouring to make very 
young children go to bed with composed ami 
nappy minds, otherwise they know n(»t what 
hiaeous phantom may draw aside the curtmu 
of their sleep; and, by terrifying the imagina¬ 
tion, produce fits, that may bo incurable in 
after-life. We bmieve it quite possible that 
epilepsy, itsdlf, may be so produced. 

In spools tieep-talking is very common; 
anxious pupils, in their sleep, will frequently 
repeat a lesson they cannot remember when 
awake. The son of the eminent linguist qnd 
commentiftor, Doctor Adam Clarke,<1 ttils us 
that his &ther overhead him, in his sleep, 
repeat a Greek verb which he was endeavour- 
iug to learn, and which, the following mom^, 
he was unahleto remember. This isacariuos 
fact—-he knew his lesson in his sleep, hut did 
not do so when he was awake; the facolW of 
memoix howev^, in a state of aomnambmum 
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nsdergoefs m^ny singular mo^eations. Tlioa, 
.persons who talk in their Bleep, may, 1:^ eon- 
'Veraution, be brought to remember a dream 
within a dream; and it is very common, in 
the higher stages of somnanibulism, for a 
person to recollect what happened in the pre< 
ceding fit, and bo unconscious of any interval 
iiavLng elan^l between them. A somnam- 
bnlist, at Bes'liu, in one of her paroxysms, 
wandering in her sleep, was guilty of an mdis- 
.cretiion vdiieh she had no recoLlection of in 
her waking hours ; but, when she amin be¬ 
came somnambulic, she communicated all the 
circumstances to her mother. Daring the 
nest convalescent interval, they again escaped 
her memory. The case is related, liy Tro- 
viranus, of a yoimg student who when he 
fi^ asleep began to repeat aloud a continti- 
ous and connected dream, which began each 
night precisely where it left off the preceding 
night. This reminds us of the stojy of the 
drunken Porter, who in a fit of intoxication 
left a parcel at a wrong house ; when he be¬ 
came sober ho cendd not recollect where he 
liod left it, bat the next time he got drunk he 
remembered the hoosu, and cailed and re- 
covearetl it. 

In persons disposed to somnambulism, 
dreams of a very striking and exciting nature 
call into action, in the early stage of this 
affection, the muscles of the voice before those 
which are implicated in the movement of 
riring and walking; and it is worthy of notice 
that the musole^s, upon which the voice is 
dependent, arc very noniernus and exquisitely 
delicate ; the result of which is, that they are 
affected hy all mental emotions. Hence, the 
tones of the voice truly indicati'. the character 
•of certain passitma and feelings, for whicli 
reason, on the stage, the intonation given by 
tbe actor, whether it be the distressed cry of 
a Belyidtii'^ or the mtlietic singing of an 
Ophelia, will carry aU»ng tlie sympathies of 
the au(iieiice, albeit, the exact jyords may 
not be understood. A particular tone of 
woif'e causes, without reieren<j*> to words, a cor- 
res, oiiding fccliug, just as the viliration of 
one instnimeut will harmonise with thevibrsi- 
tion of another ; but tills is not all, the voice 
is the first organ which is affected ly any 
excitewfent of the brain. It betrays the 
wine^hl^ber having drank to excess while 
he is yet perfectly rational; it is, therefore, 
by no v'UaeaQB suiprisiug that persons in 
their sfee^ when excited by dreams, should 
moon, nlta^ter,’or even speak articulately. In 
this the niihxd seems to struggle, in its 
<xain«ctioqcwith'the.b^y,togive utterance to 
its emotions j rind it is reasonable to believe 
the greats .the iilterisity of the ihmm-con- 
cejition, the .clearer.(Jbe articulation of; 
t)m voice, and the 'grewtor, also, the predsion j 
qifHhe somnambuiic..ria(W!taeBts. Hence, ap-l 
jriucntly, it is only in vwi<y}prc^CHwd sleep that ’ 
^perSnoB will rise, drilriB' tbefiiaelves, walk 
about, ^ ; while,' iat. isriri 'pnkibUBd sleep,, 
thdr vivid dreams «nly agitate «aid inako> 


them Tcstleaa. One' of the most interesting, 
and indeed affecting, cases on reooi-d, is that 
of Laura Bridgman, who, at a very early ag<^ 
was afflicted with an inflammatoiy (mease, 
whibh ended in tlie disorganisation and loss of 
the contenia of her eyes and ears; in con¬ 
sequence of which calamity she g^ew up 
blind, dea^ and dumb. How, it is qulto 
certain that mrsoua who have' once enjoyed 
the use of thrir senses, and then lost them, 
have very vivid dreams, in which they recal the 
impressions of their earliest infancy. Bo was it 
with the blind poet, Dr. Blacklock; and so also 
was it with Laura Bridgman, and it is a very 
interesting fimt tliat she, being unable to 
^eak, when asleep used the finger alphabet. 
Tbis she did sometimes in a very confused 
manner, the irreOTlarity of her finger-signs 
corre.s|K>nding with that defective aiticulation 
whicli persons give utterance to, when they 
murmur and mutter indistinctly their dreom- 
impi-cssions. It was, be it observed, when 
she was disturbed hi her sleep that she ran 
over her finger iilphabet confusedly, like one 
who, playing on a stringed instrument, has 
not the attention sufficiently fixed to give 
precision and expression to the perfoi'mance. 
The minstrel, described by Sir Walter Scott, 
with his fingers wandering wildly through 
the strings of his harp, resembles poor Laura 
giving utterance, thus imperfectly, to hei' 
bewildered dreams. 

When the somnambulic state becomes 
more intense, the voluntary muscles of tlie 
limbs arc excited into action; tlie somnam¬ 
bulist rises; dresses himsilf; and in pui'- 
suing his droam-imagery, wanders about, or 
sits down steadily to execute some task, 
wliidi, however difficult in his waking hours, 
he now accomplishes with fecility. Tlie cim- 
dition of the body in a physiological point 
of view liecomes now a solemn mystery: the 
eyes are open, hat insensible to light; the 
portals of the ears, also, but the report of a 
pistol will, in some cases, not rouse the sense 
of hearing; the sense of smell, too, is fre- 
t|ueutly strangely altered, and that of taste 
likewise liecomes perverted, or, perhapB, en¬ 
tirely suspended. The sensiMlty of the 
BUT^e of the body is often remarkably Im¬ 
paired ; and, for the time, partially, or entirdy 
abolidied. In tbe ease of a female semna- 
bulist described in Philosoiffiy of Hatural 

History,” by l>r. Smellk^ he us that, 
when she was in one of . her paroxysms, ho 
ran a pin repeatedly into her arm—but not a 
musde mov^, nor was any symptom of 
discoverable. Heire we may observe an im¬ 
portant and interesting feet, that, u a general 
princi]de, in proportion as the mind concen¬ 
trates its powers and efetergi^ it^lf within, 
the sensit^ty the body • diminishea T!he 
soldier, in his mintemoftt on the battle-field, 
feels not his woaoda.; ite will faint from loss of 
Idood befbre.'he kpoWs that he has been ‘‘hk.” 
The nnoonsdetumem. of danger is often the 
best proteikisn against it. & looki^ down 
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a pi’eeipieo, a sense o£ apprebension instantly 
siisrjrests itself j the nervous system recoils; 
the circulation of the blood within the brain 
on a sudden Ijecomes irregular; dizziness 
ensues and a total loss of conimand over the 
voluntary muscles. Man is probably the 
only being in whom this occurs; the stag, 
the goat, the antelope, will gaze nnmovOT 
down the chasms of the deeijest Alpine pre¬ 
cipices. The dizzuiesa which is felt on asc''nd- 
ing an elevation, iirises luidoubtedly from 
raentiil alarm, whidi modifies the impressions 
received by the eye, which no longer corj-cKstly 
estimates the relations of distance. Aecord- 
iimly we are told by Mr. Wilkinson in his 
Tour to the British Mountains,” that a blind 
mun, who was the scientific and philosophic 
Mr. Gough, ;iscended with him to the summit 
of one of tlic CuinUjrland Mountains ; and j 
ill walking along, he described to him the 
fearful precipices which he pretended sur- 
louin led him; hut soon he repented liis 
inventive picturesque description, for the 
blind man, inenlaily atlectixl by the supposed 
peril of his situation, became smldeuly dizzy, 
and sci-ejuiiing with the appTOhension that he 
was tumbling down the rocks into the abyss 
btiow', J*’ll ii]K>n the ground. In cases of 
■sleep-walking upon dangeious heights, there 
is no ap]iivliensiou or fear—^tho mind is 
intently aUsorlM:d in the object pursued ; all 
the muscular Tnovemeut.s are jierformeil with 
confidence and with uneiTing precision ; and 
under t.hcsc circumstances the gravitation of 
the Ixnly w suppoited on the most slender 
basis. f 

One of the most curious and indeed inex- 
plicablo yihenoraena connected with som- 
munhiilLsm is, that persons in this condition 
are said to tlerivo a knowledge of suirounding [ 
obJ<?cts iudepeudent of the organs of the ex¬ 
ternal SMJseH. The Archbishop of Bordeaux 
attested the case of a young ecclesiastic, who 
was in the habit of getting up during the night 
in a state of somnambulism, taking pen, ink, 
and pnper,anrlcom])Osiug anil writing sermons. 
'When lie had finished one page he would read 
aloud what he hail written, and coivect it. In 
ordei- to uscertfun whether the somnambulist 
made any use of his . eyes, the arehbishop licdd 
a piece of pasteboard* under his chin to jire- 
vent his seeing the iiajier, upon which he was 
writing; but he coutmued to write on with¬ 
out lieing in the least degree incommoded. 
He also, in this slate, copied out pieces of 
music, and when it happeneil that the words 
were written in too large a character, and did 
not stand over the corresponding notes, he 
pmxeived'his error, blottw them out, and 
wrote them over again with great exaidaiess. 
A' somnambulist is mention^ by Gassendi, 

•, who' used. tq. dress himself in his sleep,. go 
down into .the' cellar, draw wine from a esak, 
in perfiact darimeas'—but if he awc^e in .the 
cellar, be had then a difi^culty in grop^ his 
way through the passages back to his bed¬ 
room. The state of the eyes during sonmam- 


bulism is found to vaiy considerably—they 
are aometimcH closed—sometimes half Closed 
—un«l frequently quite open; the pupil is . 
sometimes widely dilated, sometimes con¬ 
tracted, sometimes natural, and for the most 
part insensible to light. This, however, is not 
always the case. The servant girl, Vr'hose 
case was so well describcil by Dr. Dveo, of 
Aberdeen, when tliis state was impending felt 
drowsy—a pain in the head, usually slight, but 
on one occksion very intense, then snneceded 
—and aftoi’wards a cloudiness or niiRtities.s 
came over her eyes. Occasionally her sensa¬ 
tions were highly acute ; the eyelhls appeared 
shut, tliuugh not eiith-ely clased ; the, pupils 
wore mucli contra oled, and there was groat 
iutoJerance of light. She could n«)t name 
objects wheu the light of the cnmllc or fire 
slionn fully on them, but pointcil them out 
correctly m the shade, or when they were 
dimly illuminated. At other times, however, 
tho puyill of the eye was quite imsensiblc to 
light. Her fculiiigs also appear to have been 
vei-y excitable. l>uring one ofher paroxyms 
she was iakeii to church; attendefl to the 
.service witli every iippearance of devotion, and 
was at one time so u:uch ailed ed by tJie sermon, 
that she slied tears. The sensibility of the 
eye was also observed, in the. ease of Dr. 
Bilden ; when a degi’ee of light, so slight as 
not to affect the cxyicrimenter, was directed 
to the lids of this sommuiilmlist, it causeil a 
shock equal to tliat of eledrieity, aiul induced 
him to exclaim, “ "Why do you wish to .-hoot 
me in the eyes ? ” These are exceptions; iw 
.a general rule, Ihe eye during soranamlmlisni 
is insensible, and the pupil will not eonlvuct, 
though the most vivid flash of light be dii-eetnl 
upon it. It also should be obsen'cvl tlnit 
although soinnanibiilists will light a i-andh', it 
does not follow that thej^ are guided its 
light; on that they really see anything oy it. 
Their movements may still be purely .auto¬ 
matic. I'liis curious cireuiustance is llaely 
illustrated by Bhakespeiorc, who desciibes the* 
Jjady Macbetli walking in her sleep with .a 
lighted tapei' in her hand 

“ Oenfletofiman. —^Lo, yon, here sho come.®; This 
is her very guise, and upon my life, fa.«t ii.-leop. 

“Doctor, —How camo she by that light ? 

“ Gentlcwvntan. —'W'hy, it stood by her. She has 
light by her contimiiilly—^“tis her oouiinariT.

It is related of Ne^'etti, a sleepwalker, 
that he would Bometiuies cany about with 
him n caudle as if to give him Ught in biz 
employment; but on a liottle being substi- 
tuted, he took it and carried it^ fancying that 
it was a candle. Oaatelli, another soranim- 
bulist, was found by Dr. Soane, translating 
Jtallm mto [Frencli, and looking out the words 
ill his dictionary. His nandlo being purposely 
extinguished, ho immediately began groping 
about, as if in the dark,-and rdthougli other 
candles were in the room, he did not reaume 
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hifl occnpation until he had relighted hie 
candle at the fire. In this case we may ob¬ 
serve that he could not see, excepting with 
tlie candle he had himself lighted, and he was 
insensible to every other, excepung that on 
which his attention was fixed. 

How are these carious anomalies to Iw ex¬ 
plained 1 There is, it api^ars to us, a striking 
analog between the actions ns they are per¬ 
forms by the blind and those executed by 
Bomnambmists, who areinseusible to light; the 
exaltation of the sense of tonch, in blindness, 
is so great that some physiologists have con- 
oeiv^ the existence of a sense—the 

muscular sense—which communicates the 
impression before the actual contact oi 
objects. This muscular sense is supposed 
by Dr. Fowler to adjust the voice, the eye, 
and the ear, to the distances at which sounds 
are to be heard, and objects seen. It may, 
perhaps, be described as a peculiar exalta¬ 
tion of the sense of feeling. A lady during 
her somnambiilism, observed to Despine, her 
physician, “ You think that 1 do not know 
what is passing around me; but you are mis¬ 
taken. 1 see nothing; but I fed something 
that makes an impression on me, which 1 
cannot eimlain.” Another somnambulist, a 
patient oi Hufeland, used to say invariably, 
“ I feel ”—" 1 am conscions ” of the existence 
of this or that oliiject. The blind girl, Jane 
Sullivan, descrilied by Hr. Fowler, could, with¬ 
out a guide, feel her way to every part of the 
workhouse, and rccomise all its inmates by 
the feel of their hand and clothes. 11 is said 
of Laura Bridgman, that she could, in walk¬ 
ing through a passage, with her bands spread 
before her, recognise her comimnions, and 
could in this way distinguish even their 
different degrees of intellect; nay, that she 
would regard with contempt a new-comer, 
after discovering her weakness of mind. It 
has been aJ^ olmrved, that the pupils in the 
Manchester Asylum for the Bltgd aware, 
by tills muscular sense, of Lheir approach, even 
to a lamp-post, before actually coming against 
,oi up to it. May not the somnambulist walk¬ 
ing ihtough intricate passages and performing 
complicated manual operations in the dark 
have. his movements guided by this sense ? 
May lie noty in like manner, be sensible of his 
apjoroaeh to obstructing obstacles, and may 
not this dense, in a higher d^ree of develop¬ 
ment, lead to perceptions, whimi are ordinarily 
conveyed to the mind through their appro¬ 
priate and xespectivo organa 1 

The sense ofhearing in somnambulism is not 
often suspended, toe, generally speaking, som- 
nambutists trill diuiwer questions and cany on 
conversation.'; bat It in remarkable that the 
same, ear whidi fnay be deaf to the loudest 
noises, will perceive .even a whiiqier from one 
particular person with whom the sleeper may 
alone appear to., hold'communion. In the 
"Transactions tHe Medical Society” at 
Breslau, we meet tri^ Abe naae’ of a somnam- 
bolist who did not'hear «V«a the.r^rt of a 


pistol fired close to himt In another instance, 
that of Signor Auenstiu, an Italian noblemau, 
his servants could not aronse him from his 
sleep by any description of noise—even blow¬ 
ing a trampet in his ear. Ontheotherhaud,the 
same individual would, in another paroxysm, 
apply his car to the ke^-hole of the door, and 
listen attentively to noises which he heaitl in 
the kitchen. The sense of sniell, as we have 
observed, is frequently altered. Brimstone 
and phosphorus are said to have a iileasant 
scent to the somnambulist, but som^imes it 
appears completeljr abulidied. In one cose, a 
Buuif-box, filled with coffee, was given to a 
somnambulist, who took it sis he would have 
taken snuff, without perceiving the difference. 
So also is it with taste. Some somnambnlists 
have not been able to distinguish wiue from 
water. 

Another ver^ remarkable circumstmice has 
been observed in somnambulism; it is, tliat 
persons in this state have exhibited an ex¬ 
traordinary exaltation of knowledge. Two 
females mentioned by Bertrand, expressed 
themselves, during the paroxyms, very dis¬ 
tinctly in Latin; although they afterwards 
admitted having an imperfect acquaautanco 
with this language. An ignorant servant girl, 
described by Dr. Dewar, evinced an astonish¬ 
ing knowledge of astronomy and geography, 
and expressed herself in her own language in 
a manner which, though often ludicrous, 
showed an understanding of tlie subject. It 
was afterwards discoverctl that her notions on 
these subjects hod been derived from hearing 
a tutor giving instructioas to the youug 
people of the family. A woman in the 
Infh'TOaty of Edinburgh, on account of im 
affection of this kind, miring her somnambu¬ 
lism, mimicked the manner of the physicians, 
and repeated correctly some of their prescrip¬ 
tions in the latin language. Many of these 
apparent wonders are referable to the cir¬ 
cumstance of old associations being vividly 
recalled to the mind ; this veiy fr^uently 
happens also in the delirium of fever. There 
is nothing miraculous in such coses, although 
upon them are founded a host of stories 
descriptive of persons in their sleep speak¬ 
ing unknown languages, predicting future 
events, and being snddei^y possessed of in¬ 
spiration. 

Not only are the mental ]Mwers intensified 
in this state, but the plmlcal energies are 
unwontedly increased. Horstius relat«i tiie 
case of a young nobleman living in the 
Citadel of Breslau, who used to steal out of 
his window duru^'his tieep, muffled up in 
a cloak, and, by great musoular exertion, 
ascend the roof of the btulding where, one 
night, he tore in piec^ a magpie's nest^ 
wrapped up the little ones in his 'doak, 
and then returned to bed ; and, on the fol¬ 
lowing nuMrttihg. related the cfrotnnstaiHsiBs as 
having octsurrea in a dream, nor eOuld he be 
persuMcd.Qf its reaUty until the nu^ifs in 
the cloak wire shown to him.

It may be adted. How Eumnambulism, 
being on afiection likely to entail more 
serious diseases upon persons subject to it, 
is to be cured 1 When the general health 
is afiected, tlie family doctor, we apprehend, 
will vei7 speedily put on end to metaphysical 
mystery; but in young persons, even where it 
is her^tary, attention must be paid to diet, 
reginuui, and a due amount of bodxly exercise. 
The &hower*bath has sometimes l>een found 
serviceable. It is thought, also, that it may 
be resisted by a strong effort of the will, inas¬ 
much as, in young persons, it has been sup¬ 
pressed by the fear of panudtment; but this, 
on the other hand, may wve a very contrary 
effect, disturbing and exciting, rather than 
ctnup^ig, the nervous system. In the North 
of IScotland the following plan is in some 
schools ad<mted. The youthful somnambulist 
is put to slem in bed with a companion who 
is not affected, and the leg of the one Iwy is 
linked by a pretty long b^d <ff ribbon or tape 
to the leg of the other.

eonemve, therefore^ that sornnambulkts who 
may be. considered m a state of pretematuraUy 
profound sleep, ought not to be forcibly 
awakened. It k true that some somnambu* 
lists, like the servant (^1 described by 
Doctor fleming, above referred to, have been 
awakened without after ill consequence, but as 
a general nde, the nervous i^ystem ought not to 
be snbjectea to any rude or unnecessary shock. 
The mknagemtmt of, and treatment of the 
somnambulist, must, it k obvious, depend 
very much on age, 'sex, temperament, and . 
upon the causes, in particular,—whrther ’ 
physical or mental,'—to which the affection 
may be asorilied. The most intoresting cir¬ 
cumstance connected witli somnombnlism is 
that it brings palpably under our observation 
a preternatural state of being, in which the 
body is seem moving about, nxecuting a variety 
of complicated actions, in the condition, ;[>hy- 
aicidly, of a living automaton, while tlic lamp 
of the human soul is burning inwardly, as it 
i were, with increased intensity ; and this very 
exaltation of the mental faculties proves, 
incontestably, that the mind is independent 
of the body, and has an existence iu a world 
jieculiai’ to itself 

A NEW PLEA FOB A NEW FOOD. 

Wbbx the great question of the day and 
year was, how to feed tlie Irish in their ex¬ 
tremity of huiiger, large quantities of the 
cheapest flour that could be found were im¬ 
ported.* Indian meal was brought over from 
Americii.

We all know how 
sesiouB have been the alarm and the mischief 
of the . varyijig and the enhanced price of 
cotton within the last three years, and how 
earnestly some capitallHtg are now setting to 
work to grow flax m hluglnnd and Ireland, in 
order to render ns somewliat less dependent 
on the United States for the staple of onr 
'Jn^est manufacture. What a vptt amount of 
risk niay be saved if we divide with that 
eofintry the production of that staple and of 
food ! By such a method, there may be a vast 
and most moral and politic reduction of the 
'gambling character of onr manufacture and 
commerce, and of that worst of gambling 
whidi involves the state of human viriue and 
human life. Instead of our having all cotton 
from America, and all food (asregards America) 
grown at home, let us hnve some cotton and 
some food from America, and some flax and 
some food at home (with cotton from India 
by and by), and our operatives may find their 
lives equalised, somewhat in the some way 
that foreign commerce is deprived of much of 
its gambhng eharooter by marine insurance ; 
the illustration, however, being a comparison 
of small things with great. 

There is another vmw of the matter,—not 
so generally interesting as it should be, hut 
profoundly so to those who understand stid 
appreciate the case. Cotton is grown by 
slave-labour: Indian com is grown by the 
labour of freemen. A great struggle,^—one 
of the most aerious in prinriple, and in its cer¬ 
tain consequencea whenever tney occur, that 
the human race has ever been engaged in,— 
is now going on, between tim s^ve^power in 
the Southern States of Ameriq^ which grow 
the citton, and Abolition prinriplss, In the

A CHILD’S HISTORY OF ENGLAND. 

CHAFTBB rv. . 

Canute left three sons, by name Swbtn, 
Hasou), and ITakdicabutb ; but his Queen, 
Emma, once the ilower of Normandy, was the 
motlierofonlyHardicainute. Canuteliadwished 
his domiuions to be divided .between the three, 
and had wished Harold to have England; 
liut the SaxOn people in the South of England 
headed by a nobleman with great posKcssions, 
called the powerful Eabl Godwin, (who is 
said to have been origbially a jKior cow-boy,) 
oppoae<l this, and desired to have, instep, 
either Hardiconute, or one of the two exiled 
Princes who were over in Normandy. It 
seemed so certain that there would l>o more 
bloodshed to settle this dispute, that many 
people left their homes, and took refuge in 
the woods and swainps. Happily, however, 
it was agreed to rafer the whole qinsstion to a 
^eat meeting at Oxford, which cleculed that 
Harold should have all the country north of 
the.Thames, with London for his capital city, 
and that Hardicanute shoidd have all the 
sontb. The quaiTel was so arranged ; and, as 
Hardicanute was in Deumai’k troubling him¬ 
self very little about'anything but eating and 
getting drunk, his mother and Earl Godwin 
governed tlie south for him. 

They had hardly begun to do so, and the 
trcmbmig people who had hid themselves 
were scarcely at home when Edward, 

the elder of the two exiled Princes, came oyer 
from Normandy with a few foUowera, to claim 
tlie English Crown, His mother Emma, how¬ 
ever, who only cared for her last son Hardi- 
oanuto,' instead of assisting him, as ho ex¬ 
pected, opposed him so strongly with all her 
infinence tWt he was >vcTy soon glad to get 
safely badk. His brother Alfred was not so 
fortunate. Believing in an aflectionate letter, 
written some time i^eiytards to him and his 
brother, in his mother’s name, (but whether

narold was now nU over Eng^d, 
though it is doubtful whether the Archbishop 
of Canterbury (the greater part of the priests 
were Saxons, and not friendly to the Danes) 
ever consented to crown him. Crowned or 
uncroMTucd, witli the Archbishop’s laave or 
without it, he was King for four yeara: after 
which short reign he died, and was buried; 
having never clone much in life bnt go a 
hunting. He was sncli a fast runner at this, 
his &v(>rit« sport, that the people c^led him 
Harold Harefoot. 

.Hardicanute was then at Bruges, in 
Flanders, plotting, with his ste^vraother 
Emma, (who had gone over there sifter the 
cruel Hiiu-der of Prince Alfml), for the inva¬ 
sion of England. The Danes and Saxons 
finding tliciiiselves witln ut a King, suid 
dreading new disputes, nuulc common cause, 
and joined in inviting him to occupy the 
Tlimne. Ho consented, and soon ti-oubled 
them enough, for he brought over numbers of 
Danes, aiul taxed the tieople so insupjxntably, 
to enrich those graedy favorites, that there 
were many insurrections, especially one at 
Worcester, where the citizens i-osc and killed 
his tax-cuilcctors; in revenge for vrhich ho 
burned their city. He was a brutal King, 
whose firat public act was to oi-der the dead 
body of poor Harold Harefoot to be dug up, 

. beheaded, and thrown into the river. Hw 
end was worthy of such a beginning. He 
fell down drunk, with a goblet of wine in his 
liand, at a wedding-fenst at Tjambeth, given 
in honor of the marriage of his standai-d- 
hearer, a Dane named Townn toe Proud. 
And he never spoke again. 

Edwerd, afterwards called by the monks 
The Confessor, sncceeded; and his first act 

him so litIL, to retire into^^ country, where 
dhe died some ten yeara afterwards. He was 
the ezil^ prince whose brother Alfred had 
been so foully killed. He had been invited 
over from Normandy by Hardioanute, in the 
course of bis short reign of two years,* and 
had been handsoniely treated at epnrt. His 
cause was now favorra by the power&l Earl 
Godvfin, and he was soon made King, ^nds 
E^had been snapeoted bvthe people, ever 
sinee Plrinse AlfrM’s oruri death ;, he had 
even beon tried . in. the last rrign £>r the 
Pthu 9 e*e mnrder, bat had been prononheed 
not' gfiilty-Hjhicmy, as it was. supposec^ be¬ 
cause of .a presmithe had made to the swinhih 
..King, ofa'gUded ship with a figure-head of 
•oUa gold, and a crew of dghty s^endidljr 
armco^men. / It was his intet^ to help jpfe 
new King vith his power, if the newEiag 
wotild help him against the popular distriist 


and hatrecL So they made a boz'^in. Edward 
the Confessor got the Throne. The Earl got 
more power and more land, and his daughter 
Editlia was made queen ; for it was a pari of 
their comract that tho l^g should toEe her, 
for his wife. 

But, although she was a gentle lady, in all 
things worthy to lie beloved—good, beautiful, 
sensMe, and kind—the King from tho f^t 
neglected her. Her_ father and her rix 
proud brother^ resenting this cold treatment, 
harassed the King m^tly, by exerting all their 
power to make him unpopular. Having i 
lived so long in Normandy, he preferred the | 
Normans to the English. He made a Norman : 
Archbishop, and Norman Bishops ; ‘hiH great | 
officers and favorites wei'e all Normans ; he { 
introduced the Norman fashions and the j 
Norman language ; in inutation of the state 
custom of NoiTOaudy, he attached a great ! 
seal to his state docniuento, instead of merely 
marking them, as the Saxon Kings hod done, 
witli the sign of the cross—just os poor 
people who have never been taught to write, 
now make the same mark for their names. 

AH this, the powerful Eai‘1 Godwin and his 
six pi’ond sons represented to the people, as 
disfavor shown towards the English; and 
thus they ilaily increased thefr own power, 
and diminished the power of the King. 

They were greatly helped hy on event tliat 
occiuTCtl when ho had reigned eight yeara. 
Eustace, l*Iarl of Boulogne, who luui mamed 
the King’s sister, came to England on a visit. 
After staying at the court some time, he set 
fn;^,- with his numermis train of attendants, 
to retuni home. Tlicy were to embark at 
Dover, Entering that p«iceful town in 
armour, they took possession of the. best 
houses, au<I noisily ucmiuided to be lodged 
and entertained without payment. One of 
the bold m 6 n of Dover, who would not endure i 
to have these domineering strangers jingling 
their heavy swords and irmi corslets up juid 
down his house, eating his meat, and drinking 
bis strong liquor, stood in bis doorway and 
refused Emission to the first armed man who 
came there. The armed man drew, and 
wonnded him. The man of Dover struck the 
armed man dead. Intelligence of what he 
had done, spreading through the streets to 
where the Count Eustace and his men were 
standing by their horses, bridle in hand, they 
passionately mounted, galloped to the house, 
Bun’bunded it, forced tlieir way in (the doora 
and windows neing closed when they emne up), 
and killed .the man of Dover at his own fire¬ 
side.* They then clattered through the street^ 
cutting''down and ridiug over men, women, 
and children. This did not last long, you 
may believe. The men of Dover rose with gr^t 
fury, killed nineteen of the foreignei^ wounded 
many more,, and blockading tbe road to the 
port, eo that they should not embark, beat 
tliem but of the town by the way they had 
come. Hei'capon, Count Eustace rides aa 
fam'd ns man can ride to Gloucester, wh<ns 
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brave of all liie family. And «o the father and 
eon oame Bailing up the Thames to &uthuraxik;

l^e King watt at first aslfiiadand Btabbom 
os khtgs uwully have been whensoever they 
have been in the hands of monka Bnt. the 
pe<mle milled so thickly round the old Earl 
and his sou, and the old Karl was so steady in 
demanding, without bloodshed, idu; restoration 
of lumself and his &mily to their rights, that 
at last the eonrt tooktlie alarm.

Bishop of London^ surrounded by their re¬ 
tainers, fought their way out of Lunilou, and 
PBcaiied from JSsaex in a ^hiug-boat to hhnuce. 
1 'he other Hormnn favorites disjunsetl in all 
direction's. The old Eai’l and his sons (cxi ept 
Swoyn, who had committed oriiucs against 
the hiw) wiw i-esiorerl to their poHsesuions 
and dignities. And Editha, the vu Iuouh and 
lovely Queen of the insensible King, was 
triumphantly released from her piison, the 
eonveiit, and once mom sat in her chair of 
HtaU\ an ayed in the jewels of which, when siie 
had no ehtunpion to support her rights, her 
we.au cu]d-hlo(Kle<l husbwd ha*! dejirived bur. 

The old Earl Godwin did not long enjoy his 
restored fortune. Ho fell down in a fit at the 
King’s table, and died n^MU the tliinl day 
afterwards.

By his v.'ilor he subdued the King’s enemies 
in mauj bloody fights. Ho was vigorous

the ^glish court. But, certauily William dirl 
now aspire to it; and Knowing th^t Harold

S ithex* a great assembly of his nobles, offeretl 
arold bis daughter Adelk in niaiTiage, in¬ 
formed liiui that he meant on King Edward's 
death to claim the English wown as his 
inheritance, and reuuireif HaroJd tlicn aud 
there to swcaj' to aid him. Harold, heiug in 
the Duke’s (Kiwer, took this oath upim the 
Missal, or Prayei’-oook. It is a good example 
of the degrading superstitions of the monks, 
that this Missal, iustead of lieing placed upon 
a table, was placed uptrn a tub: which, when 
Harold bad sworn, was uncoveri'd, and shown 
to be full of dead men’s bones—bones, as the 
monks pretended, of saints. This was sup- 
ytosed to make Harold's oath a givat deid 
more impressive and binding. As if the great 
name of the Creator of Heaven and eartli could 
be maile more solemn by a knucldc-bone, or a 
double-tooth, or a hnger-uail of Dnustau ! 

Within a week or two after Harold’s return 
to England, the dreary old Confessor was 
found to be dying. After wondering in his 
mind like a very weak old man, he died. As 
he liad put himself entirely in the hands of 
the monks when he was alive, they praised 
him loudly when he was dead. They Imd 
gone so far, already, as to persuade him that he 
could work miracfes,*aud had brought people 
a^cted with a bad disorder of tlio skin, to 
him, to be touched and cured. This was called 
“ touching for the King’s Evil,” whicli after¬ 
wards became a royal custom. You know, 
however,/who really touched the rick, and 
healed them ; and you-know His sacred name 
is not among the dusty line of hnmmi kings. 

Harold was crowned King of ]^gla^ on 
the very day ^e maijmiu Confessor’s 
fhneral. He had good need to be quick 
about it. When ^e nevrs reached Numuin 
William, huhtfaag in his park at Bon«|ii, he 
dropped hk Ix^, returned to Ids 'pahwe, 
called his’nobles to council,, i^d 
sent ambassikdoni to Harold, callhig on'hmC

It is 
needless to add, that if an author or an artist 
I be aheady insured in another office, or if he 
lia\c any peculiar liking, in effecting a new 
iusutonet^ for paying hvo per cent more than 
he need, he is at perfect liberty to insure 
where he pleases, and in right of any Insurance 
Mhatoer to become a Member of the Society 
li he will. 

But, there may lie casos^in which, on ac¬ 
count of impaiicd health or of advanced age 
at the piesent time, individuals dmlrons of 
joining the Society, may he quite unable to 
obtom accontanco nt any 1 jifc Office. In such 
instances tiio roqmrcd qualification of Tafe 
Insurance will be disposed with. In cat>eB of 
proved temporaiy mabihty to meet a periodical 
payment due on on Insurance, the Society pro- 
poses to assist the insurer from its funds. 

“ In connexion with tins Sooietj^” the Pro- 
spcclaa proceeds, “by which it is mtended to 
conmiend and enforce the duties of prude* e 
and foresight, eepcoially incumbent on tbost 
whose mcome is wholly, or mainly, derived 
irom the precarious profit of a promarion, it 
is pro}K>aed to establuh and endow an Lmti- 
tute, having at its dispo^ «|krtaili aalaries, to 
wliidi certain duties will be Kfctoohed ; toge¬ 
ther with a limited number of free rerideuas 
whi^ though sufficiently small to ha ailapti d 
to ri very moderate income, wUl be oomihtcd 
with due regtrid to the ordinary habits and 
necessary emmorts of gentlemen.

Of domestic poisonings, violent murders, 
and other barbarities, m the country, the 
last two months have presented us a fright¬ 
ful harvest. The groat Metropolis, with all 
its vices and crimes, dwindles to nothing 
in the comparison. Darnel Cibbs Hathway, 
of Chipping Sudbury, Uloncestershire, imisom 
his wife—to all appearance, because she stands 
between him and his servant^rl, whom he 
much prefers. Ue is acquibUri for want of 
sufiiciently direct evidence. Daniel Monday, 
of Wootton-uuder-Edge, beat-i aud kicks his 
wife in the most brutal maimer, so that she 
ilies. By tho magic sxtell of some legal re- 
feivnce to "tlie decision in Regina verms 
Bml,” this iuterestuig member of society 
is accpiitted. Joseph Clarke, of Batli, Laving 
Timnlerod his wife, is found gniliy of the 
mitigatoil crime of inamJanghter. Llhther 
CHirtis, of CUoucesti-r, gut's to a x>u.blic-houhC, 
where her Imslmnd is drinking, to bt'g of 
liim to conic home. She eoinxilnins that, 
while she works hard, he s])cnds hairier at 
the nlelionse. Whei’en|'*on lie goes oulhido 
with her, and, taking her into the ganU-u, 
flings her, doubled nj), uerosa an iron i-idl—• 
throws hb whole weight upon her—and 
beats her with his cL'ncheil fist until tJie 
dies on the bpot. When this gentlcin.m is 
inforined that his wife is really dead, ho 
makes an exuUing remaik, too coarse to bo 
repoatetl. A jury, out of tender considera¬ 
tion for his iri-esptmsiblo uoudiUon (the isior 
man being drunk, and all dniiikeii men, how¬ 
soever luuiable when hober, being necessarily 
impelled lo murder their wives when in 
liquor) designate this niauslanghter. Beveml 
wives, at the time we write, tu’e under trhii 
for the poisoning of their husbands. We 
shall see if the some^ favour be shown to 
them. Perliaps the difference usually to bo 
observed in these cases, may be accounted 
for, by the juiy lieing all ‘ men. If tho 
Jury were foimed of women (we are not 
proposing such a thiqg, lie it observed, but 
only BnppoBiug it,) the verdicts might as often 
be the other way. Another distinction also 
strikes us. The fact of a woman being the 
lawful vdfo of a man, appears to impress 
certain pi-epostcrons juries with some notion 
of a kind of right in the man to maltfieat 
her brutally, even when this causes her 
death; but, if she be not yet married, the 
case assumes a different asp^ in thdr miuils 
~-a man has then no z^ht to murder a 
woman—and a verdict of murder is found 
accordingly.

Say that the path of 
life 11 thorny still ; yet, what w'ith gutta 
jM’iflia—for soles niul other things—'■team, 
clectiieity, and other helps and iipplianceB, 
it h.is heeoiue a decidedly more passable 
thorouL’lifare than it was. Pliilosnplieis, by 
hiiu]>lv giiing llieir minds to the study of 
Nature, have obuiiiied I’esnll-, more vain'.ble 
than the ennstderntiom for whicli, according 
to th** myths of the miudle ages, Ihtir pri'- 
deeeshors VeiM gltnl to ilispose of their souls. 
Tlie amoimt of huiunn emnfbri luis besu 
greatly augmenteil; the snm of liiiiiian 
WTettliwlness has l»*en diminisheil by a vciji 
large fignre. Ainoiig the I’eductions of tliis 
kind tliat liave bewi aceoinplished in miKlern 
tintes, the moat signal, unquestionably, is the 
almlilioii of physical pain, in so i.or as it bits 
been eficctisi by the discovery of tlie nna>*-i ne- 
tical property of chlorofiirm ; that is, oi the 
remark.ihle jwwerppssesatsl by that sulistani e, 
when inluutsl, of annulling, lor a time <>f 
greater or loss duration, the seusibillty of 
luumal bmlies. 

Of the numerous ilia that flesh is hi’ir to, 


C sessions, and under our own flag, it has 
n neeessaiw to make exeeutions private! 
(because of tiieir corrupting influence) and 
with the Iwst effect. The time will come, 
for all this, when the horrible shows will 
cease. I 

But, in the interval, it is much to be hoped 
that the intoUi^nt and accomplisbed gentle¬ 
men who conduct the dally newspi^ters of 
this era, and nho moke them one oi the great 
estates of the realm, will obw’rve and correct a 
patronising inclination to intnuiuce the hang¬ 
man personalty to ihrir readers which hM 
latterly, taken an inoreaedng hold on the re- 
oordere of executions. An odious introduotion 
of t^ funetionary by name—an otfbnsively 
fa miliar mention of “Calcraft," on all xxmh 
sible ooeasiunB~-a qieoial notice of how (Jal- 
or^ ” eame from London, being specially re¬ 
tained—how “ Caloraft ” pinioned, placed, 


one, by no uieauh the least grii’vons, is Mie 
eoutingeiicv of having to part wiih aii mi- 
sound limW or otherwise to nmlcigo flu* 
\>roces8 of being di^eted alive, enmmoiily 
called a surgical opemliou. It has long lH*eu 
an .axiom m chiruigical science, that the 
operator should endeavour, to tbe extent of 
hw ability, to perform Ids vivi-wtiou “ titto, 
eito, et jneunde** —safely, speedily, suid 
aantlif. Modem advancement in .miatomy nnd 
phynology, and refinement m dext«*rity, had 
enablefl surgeons to comply, in a givat mea¬ 
sure, with the two former m|HiaitionB; the, 
latter stUi remained certainly unfulfilled. 
horrors of ancient surgery luid been niiti- 

S ated; but all that skill and knowledge could 
o or Nuegest failed, signally, to make thui^ 
pleasant, m any considerable depee, to the 
individual under the eealpeL & ^ agi-ee- 
able, however, as the prospect of a comfortable 
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' rtuzp, with the expectation of awakcniuc re> 
lieveil of a torment or a burden, con m^c a 
tmrgiral operation, it hoe, at laht, been ren¬ 
der^ Everyboiiy i« aware that, during the 
extraordinary slnmbei' ^dneed by the inhala¬ 
tion of chloroform, operations of the first 
magnitude and the givatcat diilieuliy may be 
INunleaaly nudoi'gone. (jousciouMiiss ib t-uh- 
pended, Beiuiatioii placed in al ance. JVl uscIch, 
tendouB, bones, t veu nerves, nu>«eul :iu<l sawn 
through with little or no meonvenieiice to 
their proprietor. j\ man is lo])|K*d and pniiied 
liko a tice; be is eaiied <iml hewn, iiiid 
Hquorecl, ns if he were* a log; and ia, indetil, the 
lucre anntliotie Hubjeot ot niKliuul cai-|)uuli\. 

Wliilat the bodily edifice is under stij^ctil 
' reiKiir, for the ad\antagu of being enaided to 
avoid the auuoyanee attending ttiu (Signizaiu e 
of that proeess, by taking, with e.ise and 
couvcttieuct*, nil cxini-iun into the land ol 
ble(‘]>, ereiy iifeholder of the teneiuoiit in 
qiichtiou is indebted to Dr. Siiiii>sou of hidin- 
Inirgli. The jimihar ])o\vei* of eldorofonn to 
produce inscubibiJitj, was deleriuiiieii by his 
reewirehiMi. For home time jirevionslv, miI- 
pliui'io ether, tliu diusiveiy of Dr. Joekaon 
and Mr. Morton of Doston, in America, iiad 
been in Ubc for the hnnie )mipose. 'I'beru 
wore, however, objectioim to its onqilnyinenl. 
AlurgerqnanlUyotit lliun was eonhinlent wibh 
Haful v,ris^uins 1 oi'ensionallylobe administcusl 
to prodnee the ilcHiriHl etlis*t. iLs odour was 
diutigi-eeably strong and tioisuaneiit ; and, 
what vrae worse, it not luilieqnently exeiteii 
inntotiuu in the chest. In Hoarcli, iiieiefore, 
^ a more eafe and eonimodious aniesthetiu 
agent, Dr. Sunjison tried a aevicH of exiieil- 
nientf^ principally on Ins ono pemin, with a 
variety of volatile nubst ancon; and Uioivsiilt 
wan, his announcement, in lh 47 , of the desi¬ 
deratum as being nuppbed by eblui'ofoim. 

The existence of thin bu1tstaiicc,chloi'nfonu, 
hatl liceu known to ehei^ists since 1831, in 
which year it was dibiwered liy Soubeiruu. 
Very little later, in Hi.*, an independent 
discovery of it was inuh 1 y Jaobig. Dniuon, 
I 1835, was the hist to nscurtidu Vs <xaul 
chemical uompusiUon. 

When, in our nuineiy tlayn, we used to 
read of some wondertul Iwli^i, by means 
whereof woU-slUiiosed magicians anil lioiicvo- 
j lent fiui'ies were wont to charm away the jMun 
. of iiy^^ infiicted i>y dragons and ogres on 
I tlie MTSons of good knights and serviceable 
gi (fllKillerB, a veiy naUu'ol dekire arobu in 
our wnds for iul'oimatiuii eonceming the 
nature and com}>usilion of the marvellons 
remedy, Ihoso who are not conversant with 
chcQ)m details, and w'hu may, in spite of 
hop#^ the contrary, one day have a tooth 
to gvWtraotod, or a nail to lie pluckeil out— 
not^to sa^raBt more formidable iuteiferenoe 
^ a man^ or anatomical description with 
* 0.0 living meehaniam—-will probably feel a 
tiuular, mid at least an equal curiosity, with 
' to the rather muiv practically iute- 
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Chloroform is a bright colourless liquid, 
in appearance resembling spirit of wine, 
wMcn U further i-esembles in being extremely 
volatile, but difters from it I’emarkably in 
being imieh more dense; for it is oouhidej-ably 
heavier' tlian wat or, in which it sinks. Unlike 
s]>mt of wme, too, it is not infiommable. It 
has an agreeable, fiTurnint, etlierial, fruit-like 
smell, veiy himilar to that of a ripe iipph*; 
and a sweet taste. < 'Idorofomi Imils at one 
hnndivd and fortv one desrrees, mid its 
\apour execisls in density that of the atmo- 
splieiv in soniewlial nlnne the projiortion of 
lour to one. 'llic iisidy volatility of a fluid 
i,oiii[>uratncly to iKmdeiitns as ehlorofoim 
mnv appear siiigubu.

]»n*ticle that can be got by m(*ebanicid sub¬ 
division contains the same chemical coii- 
stitneuts as the whole mass. Hie smallest 
conceivable quantity, for instance, of foruiyle, 
eouHists of embou and hydrogen. Forrayle 
has never been produced separately, so as to 
lie shown ly itseli ; bat cbeniiata, on certain 
theoretical grounds, oonelude that the cnrliuu 
and the hydrogen of the formic acid exist 
therein in a state of special combination, as a 
dintinct thing; so that formic acid consists 
not in a mntual partnership between carbon, 
oxygen, and hydrogen individiially, ,but of 
a imrticulai' arrangement of carbon and 
hydrogen on the one hand—making fomiyie 
—with respect to oxygen on the other. In 
like manner, also, Uhloroionn Is ultimately 
resolvable into chlms^ hydrqgen, and carbon: 
tko fonnyle, to wltidi tho three parte of v 
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cliloriso are adjoined, conaistiug of a peculiar 
union of two of carbon with one of hydrogen. 
Formyle is culled, tecluuoally,a wmpound n«li- 
cal; that in, a subetance reaombliug an element, 
but chemically diinaible. Further remark on 
the nxlical principle of chlorolorm iiinsf lie 
left to the pixifesaed chemist—iind ininstcr. 

It is, however^ wortliy of obher\ation tliat, 
as Or, Sini})Ruu has poinU-d out, the dWovery 
by iSoulieiKUi, Jnebig, and Dumas, of the 
foi'Tnnli<iu and coiniMi^tiun of chlorofui ui, 
rehnlte<l from inquii-icB and ex|H*iimeuts 
iubtituted by them, with the sole ubject of 
invcHtigaliiig a ]joiut in pliilosnphicnl che¬ 
mistry. They had no notion, no burinis(% of 
the wondeifui airmcy of chloi’oforin on tin* 
anininl ■■ysteiu. Had Uiey been asked to what 
pmuiiciil imiqKiso they expected llicn* rc- 
heandiea would tend, they could only liavc 
aiKWci’ed, geuenUly, tluit every addiUou (o 
tlic btoch ot human kuuwhslge is cf Home uxe 
or othi r, nlthongh we may 1 k> nnalile to con- 
jectmo or fmt'see its jiiccisv* utility. Hucl. a 
leply would have si'emed gi'eat ftKilishncbs to 
those rather nnniorous wi*' s of every-<lay life 
who aio cont nuially asking wiiat is the goo<i 
of this or that Hcientihe iiivesligation, and 
who would h.ive tnmuphed gloriously in the 
fancied sniici lority of llnir *• common sense,” 
if 1*0 detimle and categorical answer eouhl 
lia\e been given to this sagacioiiH demand of 
theirs, in i-eference, as they, iicrhaph, xvould 
facetiously have wud, to Chlori-ond-ter-formo- 
what-dye-call-il, 

Thcie are several methods of uhtainiug 
chloroform . the best is that of distilling a 
mivtuiT of reetifnsl sjiirit of wine, wat.*r. and 
ohlotide of calcium. Four pounds of the last- 
named buhstance, ai'c mingUsl, in a large i-e- 
tort or rtill, with twelve pounds of water, 
and twelve onnec'^ of spirit, and distilled us 
lung as a dense liquid, which sinks in the 
water that it comeH over with, is ]iro«luecd. 
Thib is chluroforni—^in llie ruugli. Jt is lecti- 
hed by re-diHtilI.ition at the tempeniturc of 
boiling water, fi’ecd from nuiiHtuiv by diges¬ 
tion with chloride of ealeiuui, and tiiially dis- 
iilletl with sulphuric lu'id. Its purity is in- 
dieaUd liy i>crieet trouspareney and want of 
colour. Tlie admixture of water would gh'e it 
a milky ajqiearoncc ; the presence of chlorine, 
a yellow'isa tint. As chlorine is a mtbstanci* 
most acrid and irritating to the aii‘-tnlK>s, and 
one of which tJie inUalutlun, even in a small 
quantity, would bn fatal, it is, of oourao, in the 
j highest degree oasential that c^lorofurm should 
I contain no vestige of it, in a free or uneom- 
I ,blned state; tliat iii^ over and aliove the three 
1 THXiportioiuds in nnion with, and neutralised 
oy^jfte one T>ro|K)rtional of formyle. 

The proimction of chlorofoiau by the pro¬ 
cess just described, is tlie result of a some¬ 
what complex dccompoaiiiou. Suffice it here 
to stole that the carbon, hyilrogen, and 
chlorine, which ocmslitute that milsitiuice. exist 
in the sinrit, water, and chloride of caJeium, 
and that the action ot heal, in tlic distillation 


of tlie niixtinv, eauHes those elemeuls to re¬ 
arrange th(*msrivm in the bliajie of the 
tcri'liloride of lomixlc. 

And now, the chemist having placed chloro¬ 
form in the suigion's luuuls in what manner 
does tlie I'lttiT proeci d to employ the gift f 
(’hloroionn is most eoiixeuuiitlvriulmmi'lered 
on u H[U)i]ge, placed In a -nudl silxer or pLued 
x’l'ssol, w it ii flexililo edgis, nuule to fit acen- 
lately over thtt nose and mouth, whieh hme 
Ihcu faist niiointcd with a little cold fin am. 
A Kiiiail <piaiillty'—say one or two tea-spoou- 
luls—of tlie liquid Is illop])edu|Hm the spiugr 
and the iiisti uuieut is adajileti to the lace of 
the ]Kitlenl, who w directed (o hieathe giiitly 
and qmelly into and out oi it. It no mhalei 
is at h.inil, a hollow smmge, or a hamikis- 
chiel rolUsl into a (up-like Iniin, will biiffiic. 
In a shoif time tlic eyes lieeome sutfiuied, 
occasionally a slight struggliuir, not from 
]jain, but imm a siiecus. ot iiitoxic<itiou, en¬ 
sues ; then the musciis become ixiaxisi, the 
hieathiiig sonorous, and total iuseiisihility 
inid uiieoiiseiousuchs supcrveiic. Loss of cuii- 
siiousiioss however, dots not iuxariahly ac- 
eonijMiiiy ecss.itioti of bodily feeling; nisen- 
biliihiy io |suii iHiiug Homelhues caused, the 
jvit lent, nevcitliiiesH, remammg awaiv of what 
IS going on. Tlieiv ate a few c.iscw in which 
mere eteitement is produced, and which must 
be coiisiileiisl faihu*es. In tlie imijority of in¬ 
stances, liolli cHiiihciouSness, aeiisibility, and 
the TKiwer of voluntary inutiou ai'c* alike aus 
])euued ; iuid in tbis liajipy stale of oblmuii, 
the suliiect of an opoatiun may be carved 
withort eating aliont it more thM if he weiv 
a leg of niiittoii; may have a limb removed 
with no giH'atcr iucuuveuieiice than he would 
Buffer from having his hair cut. Some pei - 
sous, under the iutiueuce of chloroform, ev< n 
during the most terrible Binges of a eaji .al 
ojiemUon, fall into a state of slct’p-wakuut or 
bomuamlniilHin, imagmo theni&elvus on a viKii, 
nr .a journey, and actually sjieud in an agtets. 
able dream the time wliieli tlie surgeon is 
occupying in Lhch’ dismemberment. The de¬ 
light of a sufferer who, after weeks and 
months of torture, is cast into a quiet bIiuuIk‘ 1 , 
and after linviug enjoyed a partiruhuly ple.i- 
sant tinp, ffuds that ho has left hts misery 
iH'hiiul him on the o^ieiatiug^ table, m.iy Iw 
imagined. 

Not the leant remarkable peenlkuity of 
chloroform is its ]ieeiiliiu*ity of Whig applicil 
in obstetric practice; for, most niuguuu'ly, 
whilst, when so employed, it fully produces its 
aniPHthetic effect on the syslein; it does not at 
all interfere witli that jieeuliar muscular 
actiou wliieh is isspiisite ior the performwee 
of the process achcried to. The «{uetfti(m of 
the prrmriety or hnnroprioty, iu a medical 
sense, of its genei-al admiuiRtratiou in obstetric 
canes, is a profensional one, which cannot be 
dinensned here; it may, however, be remarked, 
that the tact that it has been successftilly 
employwl iu any _ cases of the kind, must 
narrow that <iuestIon io the consideration ut 
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wliat aiiil how luany mioh may be eligible for 
reconrs<> to it. Ag^uat ilg use in that do- 
jrartniuit of nuKliciu pmctioo, however, objec- 
tiuTib liavo* beeu m'^ed with wbioh it eertaiuly 
is witliiu Oie prov^o of oonimoo bi'nso and 
rommun mucauty to deal,* The provcotiou of 
the aulferiugs attendant on jKirturitiou, by 
aiuuathetic taunts, baa been denooueed ab 
“unseriptiu'aP’ and “irreligious;” sui attempt 
to ountravenc the judgmuiit of Providence on 
the UK^licr of dl Jiving. This objection was 
not stai'ted by the prajudiec and inibecUity of 
ordinary fanaticism; it uas gmvel^ wivoncod 
by niueatbd and even by bt'ieniiuc ixofloiih; 
nay, it was actually put forward iu tlio “ Eilin- 
burgh Idetlical and Snigiud Jounud,” for 
July, 1847. Dr. Simpson found Liuj».(.]i' 
I obliged to wi'ito a i>aniplilcl iu Jteply to it; 

* and he ecitiunlj moat lulb exposed its im- 
ftouuducss and idisunlity. For this cleimm- 
stration, .a very niodeiate aiuouut of jivspi- 
mcntalioii is, iiowevei, sufiicient. Tlie sev‘’lit} 
whieli has inflicteil iiotlily suflcriug ib quabtied 
by tlie lueiey which luib granted medieiuLH 
and remedies, without {u’uscribuig any hmit 
to their employment, wholber foi euie or for 
nllcvintiou. D it is moiidlyr wiong to use 
ohlmuform in obstotricy, it is also wiong to 
give a common au&<}yuc,or coiupobing draught; 
nay, it is sinful to auiiiinister any kind of 
niMlcuie whatever to any sick poi'son : sick> 
ness, alike with all otlier evils, being pic- 
Bumed to Iki the lamalty of tronsgiessioii. 
Compound eati'act of eolocyuth is nu iinjiicty 
at this rate, and black draughts are irieUgious. 
iJut, apart fi obi imrtiuulaii^ what arc we to 
tliink of the uudersLaudiug tliat could cou- 
is‘ive the fi'cuion of a peirdtj imiKisinl In 
Jnjinite Power and Wisdom 1 The JikUnbui'gli 
mind, at any rate, is nut that which, one 
would Biiiipose, could have imimined the }>os- 
aibiliiy of frustrating a decree oi Omnipotence 
and Omnlbcienoe. 

There is, moreover, annthar doacription of 
cast's in whluh the jk nci ot ctiluiouirm aro 
nv lUuble for the purpobeaot the medical prae- 
t loiiei. The rcfasatiun oi the uiusclcb «*f the 
limlw w'liieh it afieoU^ rondera it cmiutmtly 
■eryiceable iu redadug dudocatious. A puwt r- 
ftd man, some such a Merculee as one of those 
sturdy siieciaienh <if the Anglo-Saxon lace in 
Pie omiuoy of kicsbrs. Barumv and Peikius, 
nieeta with an accident which violenU> dis¬ 
lodges the bead of the diuuldcr-bone or the 
thigh-bone from its socket. This accident, if 
not remedietl, would deimve him of the means 
of eaniuig his bread, ^e bone being out of 
its place, the business of the surgeon is to pull, 
it ^ ag'uin. But this_ duty is more easily 
preftrilied than accomplihliedL All the powciv 
fill muscles surrouiuling the joint, cont^tmg 
violently, ore exsittsg their whole force to 
retain the head of the bone iu its unuotund 
position. Under tJbie most &yourable circum- 
stmicoH of the esse, as treated by old-fashioned 
surgery, the reduction of the dislocation is 
effi>ctcd with, the sid of pulleys, by slowly 


tiruig out the opposuig luusdef^ till at last 
tliey yield fi'om very utigue, and allow the 
Iwue to return to nts yila^. But this is not 
sJways practicable, and it has not uufrequcutly 
lieeu judged iieeussary liy surgeons to subdue 
the muscular action by blecihng, and tho 
aibninistrotiou of rcmeuu*8, buch as tartrate 
of aniimoiiy, which produce an extreme and 
overwhelming prostration of tho vital powers. 
Dow’uiiglit intoxication, even, Ini*. l^n roeom- 
mended by some authors for tliis purpose. 
By tlie iuhidatiou of elilorofoiTH, the required 
uiuseuLu eouilitiuns are readily obtijncii; tho 
iiatieiifc sinks into lusuusibllity, decluiug that 
lie heln “quite joUj,” and the pulleys luiving 
lieeii pieviously adjusli'd to tin- limb, the 
dihloeatiun is reduced without force, dldiculty, 
or imiii. 

Ktill more stiiking must In* the service of 
cldoroforni in a cnscwluicin tlic object is a 
1 eduction of displaced j^iurts wdiieh, if not 
jiraeticablo by ordiuaiy lueaua, must be 
clfected by an operation,—-a step to wliich 
any st'riontJy exhaustive measurea ai’c vmy 
uudebuabb' pridiminaries. t'liloi’ofomi, more¬ 
over, afloids uiofal ViJiiablo assistance in the 
^Hjrformanec of ojieratione, ja-iluips of a dilli 
ciili and ddlioale iiatuie, ujkiu uilkiils, whose 
acquieseeiiuo in the surgeon's piveeediiigs Is 
extremely to be wished loi, and not iisii.dJy to 
lie obtained. To buy noiking of tin* real 
b]es«iug to motherb, and all biiiiione pel soil!!, 
involved iu the pn>veuUon of the iiour little 
creature’s sufferiiu'. 

Olilurofonu has oho been adiuinlslered with 
ailviUitage in eases of li'&s serioub iutcrcbt, 
which buiaetlines occur iu hospital )>mutict>. 
A cqxuiiueu of the ilisonler iu question is tluit 
(if Mr. Siinpeox, related by Sbaksjjoare, in 
the bccond act of “ TIonry the Sixth.” In 
short, tho casi’s alluded to are easos of 
shamming. A. knave desirous of ho^iital 
diet and accommodation, and liosjiit.'d leisort^ 
presents Mmsolf with a stiff knee or elbow 
joint. A little ehluitifurm is adnunistered for 
the relief of this affliction; and the rogue, 
having been nvlnccd to a state of iusensibinty, 
awakes witb his limb precisely in that position 
in which he protested that lie could not place 
it by any means. 

It is also woi-Uiy of mention that the benefit 
of chloroform has been extended to the brute 
creation. During the unconseiouaneas it pro¬ 
duces, a lenuai'd has had a leg smrralated. 
ijo remarkably savage a species or beast, 
indeed, has it charms to *suoth& that even 
bears, uuder its tranquilluong inflaenee, have 
bi'en relieved of cataract—coudied, ff the 
phrase may bo Itazorded, in slumbei*. 

But aro there no objections to the use of 
(ddorofonn deserving of serious considemtion ? 
Thei*o are, indeed, some very grave objections 
to its use. An advanimd sta^ of nulmonaiy 
disease, uudfiormatiou or disease of the hcsj% 
or tendency to apoplexy, would be objectimui 
of t^ nature; and an objection which oom-

1 The idlc.!eii abuse of chlorororm for crmiiual 
ends has aUracied the attention of tin* Ijcgisla- 
lurc. and a Ddl for the ri'cveiition oi Oileiices 
lias liccn presented to the lIoii.se of I’eers hy 
Lord ('uinphulL, in wrbich lathur imimiiieut 
and duHMsrailable luuiition is luiulc of tliat 
auu'sthclic fluid. A well-wntteu jiainpidel, 
by Dr. dohu Snow, will place this subject iu a 
rational light before any one desiruus of 
inrestigatiug it.

part of his victim whi^ the juvenile bird- 
eatefaer finds neoessssy in the applioaticm of 


the (ddoridi* of Huibum, or common salt, to 
fowling ]iuij)osea 

It may Im* iinuiirwl, in what manner does 
ohloruibrm produce its extraordinary effect 
on the newouH i.y.,icni 1 'J’ln* chloride of 
hydrocarbon, the uitiate of elliy!., beu^iu, 
wliieb is a liicarbnrut of hydi-o* i<n, alde¬ 
hyde, bisu]|ihuivt of c-irlion, and siilpininc 
ctiier nil differ hum it more or li ; ilie 
iiitruuH oxide or protoxide of mtiogm, 
diiln-bfroiu it cut inly'in chemical i-oiiqxiM- 
tion ; yet tlu* 5 ' agn*e w iUi it in a great cr oi Icmj 
degree ui the piopeify of producing iiiseiisj- 
bility lu i>ain. Our ignoiwucc on this M)b|ict 
is uut pcrliuiis to be wondered at, when wc' 
coiihider (hat philosophers, uotwillthtiiiidnig 
uotihiderriblc exjieiiciic'c, have not as yet sik- 
eoeded in ioiiniug a pc.rfecily satistuclory 
theory of UMbuiU'y intoxnailion. 

The disco\ery of cliluiufuim is om* of tlie 
uiraiy proofs wllieh wc are daily reel i\mg oi 
Hie iviv.iiituge wliicb is derived ii'oiu liic 
iiiodcin method of n]iplymg the inlilleel to 
the invest igatioii of natural sciciiec*, iiibii ad of 
abuhing it iu vhiionaiy spi>calatiuns. In this 
disioieiy, llie ajiplication of wliicdi to the ii- 
licf of iiioi’tid biiirpriug has been deii'iuuced 
liy' snpci-vlilimi, as an iiifringeuicnt oi I'lely, a 
liuly t'lirisliau philcpiopliy bliould surely dis¬ 
ci rii a leconqieiiM of the jiuisuit of iiulb, 
condiiclc'd in tin* dcbire and aircctiou of g<)od ;

Thm1 « are fi»v tliuigs whioli, for a long 
tin^lMve come upon us witli a more un^ea- 
u^wurpri^ than the annoimoemcut, in vax- 
Ijipmil, by the Chief Commissioner of Woods 
pd Eora^ uf bis intehUon to bring in a bilL 
ibis Seasiou, for the endosuro of Epinng and 
Hrinault Furusls. Is there, then, r^y to be 


no more Eppiug Furesl t Is that old metro> 
politoQ cliubc to vanish as a thing of no moro 
earthly use, and to become only a name ? ^I'e 
we BO abuudiiuily provided with open, free 
spaces for the healthy exercise and recreation 
of our enormously increasing Xxmdou popu* 
latiou, that we can afford to destroy o^u blot 
out for ever this noblest of all our parks 
alxiut tlie capital t Art' we casting about 
how to rectify the mistakes of our auccstoiw; 
for wliich they themselves jiaid severely by 
the tenific visitations of the Plague, ami by 
which thev have left us a dismal heritage of 
cholui'a and typlins I Are we puix'hasiug land 
at iaige cost, and pulling down houses at still 
greater cost, to opmi up the ileuse arid death- 
producing mnRst>s of wretched tenemeuts, to 
fnmisli lireatliiag places to our metropolitan 
millions, in tho heart of the city, at Victoria 
Park iuid at fiatterBeii—^aiid are we actually 
coiitemxilnting, at the very sanie time, the luim- 
hilatioiiui the most itiosttmablc evjiause of oiieii 
land which nature and circumstaiu'es have left 
us 1 Are we closing all our city burial-grounds, 
and orgaiiising a magnificent scheme for pre¬ 
venting, in liilure, the pestiferous presence oi 
corpses amongst us; and aro we, writli tho 
same hands, about, slmultanooualy, to closo 
up byli<>d|;p^ and ditch, and all the olistrnctive 
iimuences of private piojicriy, the onfy spot 
of any extent, where our pale and brick-ainl- 
mortur haunted ijopuialioiican catch n glimpst' 
of real nature, anil wander amid woods and 
heaths, whei e they can feel themsclres really 
in tlie coiuitiy I 

For oiuwt'lvcs, ]iutting these most oouflictiug 
things together, we could buoix’ely believe our 
eyes when wo read that all the wooils art* to 
Ik telh'd the very next auiuitin and wrinter, 
preiKUiitoiy to the prewess <»t enclosure. We 
trust that there are tens of thoubiuids who, 
like us, regard the destnictiou of these 
subiirU'iu forests as one of the beverast and 
most iiTe]>arubio injuries which could belall 
London. l<ct us i ei.*ollect that, once done, this 
thing can nevt r be ninlone. A forest, wiUi 
all its dir of antiquity, and its assoeiationa, is 
not the growth of a thy, a year, a century, 
blit of tliouaniids of yeais. We may run up 
piles of brick and mortar, and cover scores of 
Miunre miles with them, but we cannot tl^us 
run np noble trees. 

We have no s])ecies of architecture by 
which we can erect oaks and beeches at will; 
nor spi'ead out their airy braudies towards 
heaven, clothe their giant boles with the 
scars of a thousand tempests, and the 
wi'inkles of a thousand years. We may 
weave Kidderminster carpets, but we can¬ 
not weave a caiqiet of heather and nmes, 
and pour over it those delicate scents, the 
TOcrct of whioh mother Nature has reserved 
in her own keejnng^ to cheer the souls and 
invigorate the nerves of those who love her 
Wo may manu&ctiu^ gas, and sezul it through 
all ihe wondrous hidden veins of this huge 
Babel; hut the irec elabric air which sweeps 
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over the open expanses of the ei^h, lives 
there alone, ready to send its hrocmg spirit 
through the blood of the jaded visitaat, and 
to paid its sabliue organ tune from the toM 
of the hoiuy woods ut the ears of the pide 
poets of tlA thousand workbh(>i>3 of the 
vast city, and tell them that there is still 
a Oocl and a Nature l»eyoiid their gigantic 
bniitit: of trade, of hurry, iund of noise. We 
nuty create commerce, stretch an iron road 
from Bta to sea, tiumel mouutaiuh, and carry 
bridges over tliu straits of the ruanng oeeau; 
but the more we do this, and thus redouble 
at the centi'c of all this life and power 
the struggle and the stir ol a vclii'iiieiit 
and wohdrous existence, the more wo have 
need to guard the lew rumiuniug avenues 
to health and (|uiei. We must, ilierefore, 
jodoasly maintain these avenues and eseajioH 
to the ueetlful ivlaxation of the stiauieil 
physical system, and sweit tone of the over¬ 
excited mind. And, we re]ieat it, that while 
wo ciui create ships and colonies, railwnvs i iid 
mereiuitllo tratKe, to an aiiiaxiiit' and ningiii- 
ficcut extent, we cannot eieutu at all tlie 
very mean a which are nece-sary to give the 
nsjuisite counterjKiisi* to all this development 
of inuii Hid toil. Where there rs ang- 
rncnti’d art, ther’e must be eiinnliy available 
uatnro. The moi-e we extend our wilileniessos 
of brick and mortar, of gas-lights .*01(1 stone 
pavements, the riion* must we take ciu'e that 
there is another kind ot wilderness beyond, 
whieh is aci'essible. 'I'liei'e must be loft traces, 
and goodly traces too, liliei:id ami sattrcnig 
sliees of tier umippixipiiated earth, where the 
sun shines through a blue sky, and upon 
noble woods ami dewy heaths,—where tlieiT 
is quiet, and a soothing reixise, and a 
breeze blowing on the uncovemf brow, guilt¬ 
less of smoke from millions of ehiniuies, and 
exhausted air from millions of lungs. We 
mnst have this, if we do not mean, with all 
our stnuuing at the )>owcrw of life, and all our 
pUutg up of ever-new lomls oi hdiour and ex¬ 
citement ou the brains and sinews of the city 
population, to have a propoi’tionute revela¬ 
tion of disease, demoralisation, iusauity, and 
death. 

The Board of Health ahonld look to this. 
Its Conuniasiouors know, and the lueillcal 
profession kuow% that ah’eady there are 
diseases of a siup^lar and sulitle kind—and 
some of them es^iully attacking the leiuale 
jiortinn of the meti'oi>oUtan population— 
whieh were totally unknown to our anocstuis, 
and for which no canse con lie assigned, 
•xc^ our more sedentary and restiieted 
habits, originating in tlie decreased firdUtios 
for natursT exerewe. 

Now, if there be one tract of oiren country 
m<m reqrddte. tirau another fur a counter- 
TOue to the monscroue growth of London 
baked day—to the ever-extending brick colls 
of the human, insect—to the daily sngment- 
ing amumit of labour and bustle witliin the 
metropolis—it is jijist Utis Forest of Waltham, 


more commonly known by the names of 
Eppiiig and TlaiiuuUt Forests. 

it is btnuigo that u simdl encroachment 
upon Kanidii^u (Jianleim bcciiib to have 
diverU‘d public attention Irom the unpciiding 
late of the Essex Fortst. IJow is this? 
llave we all such a Wisticard ttmlenry tlnit 
we are totally ignnraul of tlie mum us uii- 
))urtnnce of Uicbi' forests to L<Aidaii 1 With 
all our bunitary ]>hil()so}iby, can it be possible 
that it can Imve esaqiud iis, that while the 
Cioveruineut have Ixsui hpciidmg npwarils t»V 
fifty thoiuxuid ])onnds ioi the cn‘atioij I'f 
Victoria l^irk, for the resort <il the sw.itiiiiti<' 

I Kipiilatiou of Whiti diaiH-l, KjiitaHelds, loiii 
tethiial (iimi, TiOtidou has abeady siietclad 
out its guuit amis, its erei-ieiigtlieuiiig and 
forwai d-leelnig jiol^iius tubes, to the \ny 
edge of these veiy loi-cbls' Fhim tlie paik 
of Vieloiia itaeli^leemed bO uccessaiy to tins 
side of London ns to have to be liouglit ami 
creatid—u»ii have only to look across the 
valley of the Ijta, and therebhuuis the woeshsi 
margin of HninaiiJt Foix*st, sujiiig as iiujne-.- 
si\ely as “the still, Miiall,” but yet otniii- 
])utvnt “voice” of uatuiv can, that l^iuduii, 
with all its uienijb oi life, and all its mighty 
need, will soon ding Us ariiis uiound it. 

We aio eoiiviumsl that wdiatevir nuij lie 
the kuuv^hdge of a coubidurablc |turtiuii ot oiir 
plodding {Mipulution, ot the real im]»>rtaiiee of 
tliis forest to the Ijouduii lieallh and ivoit.i- 
tion, the Minislei*s themselves eannot be 
aware of it. We eannot,luul will not, Is line 
that a sanitary Goverunieut—(loveTiiim nt 
winch bnsdune so iimch, ami is cuuteiujtl'iini' 
bu miieli luuie to improve the condition oi ihi 
capital, and to conler ou it all iHissibb* un nis 
of health and Cti)uymeiit—can beaw'ateoi tm 
real btatc of thib question. Th -y cimnot b 
aware of the iiiimeiise I'xteiit to winch ^ n 
resort to these forests is enjojed. Hyde 1' 1 1. 
and Kensington Uaidens aie.as we haveb.iid, 
of vast advantage to theu' sole ot Ijondou ; but 
wo eamiot forget that were they actunlK 
destroyed, Iht greater ixirtiou of those w ho 
daily enjoy them, would, foi* more than hall 
the year, have im the world bcbiile stllaii 
couiuiaud. Parliament over, tlie gs\ s» asoi. 
clostsl, away they eaii bjieisl by railiojd,viu*hi, 
and steomei’jtothe Alps or A]ieniniieH, to lh» 
bliores of tlie Meiliterrauean, or (lie nionnlaiim 
and forebts of htcondiuavia; to the beautiful 
hills, and halls, and mooiland siiv.iins, ut onr 
own counti'y. But to the iiulk of the iiojnila- 
tion of Loudon, and csih-i hilly of the eilv, 
whicli mubt needs it, tbcxo is no single thing 
like a forest, which they reach at little time 
and expciibc, except those of Epping and 
Hainault. Greenwich and Ridimoml are well 
enough, and the jieople show, by their con¬ 
stant outpoiu'iDgH thither, that they know 
and feel it well enough, and, indeed, delighttul 
for a direct step out of the briidc-auat world 
into the green. But if the great mass of 
the woiking people want to sea something 
lUco a real forest-trai^l, where is there such 
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a lliiog 'nrithin thoir rcadi but Uuh uue 
bolilary fort»bt of Waltham, ’which is menaced 
by the axe and the B|^c by our O'vm 
Sanctary Ootbrnmknt ? When 4ho houIs 
of thouaands and tens of thcniMuidfl whom 
we are buildlne improved houses for, and 
creating parks mr, and estalilishiug ragged 
fichouls for, and others whom we are mucat^ 
in mechanics’ libraries, people’s libraries, 
Wliittington clubs, and b> lectorcs and 
po])itlar joumais, to a higher and purer taste, 
to a feeling for art, and an appreciation of our 
great poets aiul liiatonaiiH,—when the many 
souls of these long for sight of free uatuie 
and a Itrcuithiug of her free wind, where ai-e 
they to tind them except m these forests { 

Jtul do the people really estimate the privi¬ 
leges of visiting these iorest n>gious? Do 
tliey freijuent them in any nnmbeis/ Do 
they enjoy them in any extraurdinarv degree t j 
Let us take the evideuis' of an eye-witiiess. 
Mr. IJowitt, who has lived for years on tliat j 
side of lioudou, in his “Year-book of tbo! 
Country,” gives many Htatcraeutsof Uie avidity' 
with whicdi all classes sti’eam into these 
foi'ests all summer long, lie describes liapjty 
families driving cluldrcn in their bomlsome 
carriages, till the whole Lea-Bridge road is 
ah VO with them. S|ieaking in the name of 
the large and wealthy miildie class, the trading 
class of the city, ho says 
“ The bells burst forth with a joyous iieal, 
and I'emind us that it is Wliitrantiilo—Whit- 
Hunlide iu Jsmdon! At once a world of glad 
and beautiful things rushes over our hiarts 
aiiil our memories. * * * With the jical- 
itig bells we break the spell of town dreiui- 
iiesH, and are oure more the midst ol tlie 
woods. We take our first flight into the near 
Forest of Eppiug; we widk tor miles in green 
glides, and tieneaUi the dose covert of the 
greru boughs of llie hornbeam trees; we pass 
on, and wonder where arc tfao people who iu 
carjvuus liave gaily driven fhimtgwn to enjoy 
the fuM’st fivislutedS. 

I “Diice more we aie seated in .a pleasant 
opi'niug of the forest, at ouv jmstoral dinner. 
Oiir friend, Henry C. Wright, sits, as he sate 
twelve mouths ago, amongst a group of 
diildi'ou opiRMate us, and tdls them <if the 
diflerout scenery and creatures of the vast 
forests of Ameih-a. After on hour spent 
more delightfully than in any city, or in any 
kingk palace, we ariso and stroll into the 
brown selituue of Jligh-Beecli. Ihere, bare 
ground, the scattefod leuves of the last year, tdie 
old and noble beeches, eariy us away to many 
a forest scene in the old and beloved Germany. 
We wale and dream—an<l miles of pro- 
foondl^y aolitSJi^ woods, and old solitary Jitger- 
housea, and primtive villages iu deep, remote 
gleus^ and antunutted inns iu rarely viritod 
regions, rise berovd ns as we ga Bui the 
mpsy, who would tain tell yon your fortune, 
riiough yon know too tnneh of it already, and 
the laughter of partioe of yonngpooyde pie-nic- 
lug here and there, wuh 1^ <n haskets, 


and some fiddlei^ and heaps of cloaks, and 
horses still harnessed to gi^ and chaises, 
haumng their heads in sleepy jmture near, 
awi£.e 08 from our pleasant reveries, and we 
take one long view from a liill-top of the far- 
spread conntiy, and mount our own veliiclcs^ 
and away. Away! but whithcu’ i To the 
Old Ijodge of Queen Bess ! 

“ Old Jjodge! tlie hand of the past is im¬ 
pressed upon thee, uiul has given thee a 
cliaractor. it lias invested theo with the 
)Kietiy of nature. Btorms i*uaring through 
the huge elms that ht.*ind near—old com- 
piuiious; fierce wuntern Is-atiug ou thy (jtcep, 
gabled roof and tiiiliug thy b-aiued wails; 
aut limns and springs, and hot-bokuig tuiunicrB 
—a long senes—come across the iuuigiuation, 
as we tiuuk of tliw. Tho broad, easv oaken 
stair-case up which Uie heroine of the Armada, 
and tho Queen of Hcots tiagedy, is said to 
liave ridden to her dJuing-rooui, tlie UiiioMtiied 
chamber, and tbe banqucltuig-hnJJ jiluisc mu ; 
but, f.tr more, tlie ancient (tesolateuess witli- | 
out and luimud” !

section 1 Were largo peeunhuy advantages to 
iiuciae from the cuclosuru to tho nation, our 
uhjcetiou, in this particular instance, would 
reuiaiuprecisely the same; fur no amoniil of 
money is fur a moment to bo put in conqu. i- 
tiou with the heultli, tho recreatloii, and the 
laorak of tlie }ieople. 

But let the public remember that thi" is 
their own lawful pi-operty, aud that if they 
say nay—no power on earth c.m deinivcthem 
of it. They have pureJiased all the royal 
forests of the crown, by an agi’ccmcnt, to mve 
to it a ffir better annual iueotue thau all these 
lands can produce. Every yanl of land, cveiy 
leaf in tlie forests, is the ix’ople’s own ; and if 
this project is still jiursii^, d will lie for them 
to speak out, and deni,and that it sliall remain 
inviolate.

Otowu in times of past corruption, tiie oua> 
dithms of which are best kept in the baok«

them-—ai«‘ luinierous, aud luhiiy of them very 
delightful. Does the lust of ««allowing the 
roinauKlcr of the peojdo’H entato, Htiioulate 
these proprietors 1 We envy them not their 
luviolahlc * loi-ations,*’ but let them hanker 
not niter the jiortiou ■whii'li btill hi longs to 
the public.

If 
he 1 . 1 ’uded on Kumtehntka, from the point of 
th.at jieninsula ho made atrcbli start, dropping 
nioic crumlw,—^Ihe Kurile Islands,—tul he 
dropfied bonu* larger pieces, and a whole sliee 
for the main island of Japan, Iwfoie he again 
reached the eniitiiieut and laudi'd flnnl ly on the 
Corea. In asiling by these islands, we have 
abundant reason to ol)M*ive that they indicate 
main lines of volcnnie action. From Behring 
Strait, iu fact, w c enter the I’acifie,between two 
great tialtcries of bubLemnean the. Steering 
hu* Japan, we pass, on the Kumchatkau v*oast, 
thelonit®t volcano iu the old world, Kamteihats- 
kaja (fiiletn thonuaiid, seven hundred and 
sixty-tliree feet). FoMowing the course of the 
solcanic cludn of Kurile Islands, of which the 
mobt noitli^ly belong to Buseio, the southern 
Kuriles are the first land we encounter 
subject to JaiMun. We do not go ashore here, 
to lie sent to prison like Golowniu, for we are 
content, at present, to remember that the 
natives of these islands are the hairiest among 
men. Wc sail on, too polite to outrage 
JajHuiese propriety by lauding, even ftnm a 
Phantom Ship, on the main island; so wo soQ 
to Kiusiu, and run into the bar of KagasakL 
The isles of Japan, calling row islanas, are 
in numW throe thousand, eight hundred and 
fiftiv, main island, Nippon, ia huger than 
Ireland, and is important enough to have been 
justly called the England of the Pacific Ocean. 
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Only tluMn* 1 h a nitalily ilittcienco botwicn 
this England, talking aboutlilwiiy, orclierisli- 
ing freo tvado, and that Dai Nippon ; iu whitiL 
not a soul does aa he pleju»c*H, au«l ft-ojn wliieh 
the eonujioree of tho whole world is shut out. 

I )ai (or groat) Nip^i is the niinie of the wlndo 
state, whicli the Chincso modify into Jih-juin, 
a’icl which we hp,ve fnrtlioi' altered to Japan. 
<*11 Kiushi, a lai^i* sonthoru island, Nagasaki 
js tiie only pirt into whieh, on luiy jswsiMe 
excuse, a foi'eign vessel i-. allowed to enter. 
'J'liis port we nav now .'.pjinKiehiii” ; the d:iik 
looks of tho coast lino arc iotlo<*te»l fn>in a 
hrilliaat Boa ; wo |)ass a nicnnitain island, eiil- 
tivnted to the voi-y sinuinit, tevrnie abo\e 
tiTinoi • given hiU'* incite ns to onrliaAin.

As tor the jvi<lent Dutoli, they aio locked ii]) 
in De/iina, wiiieh is an islaml made on )niqN>se 
for tlieui. .As if three thousand, endit liuiidrod 
and iilily were not enoiigli, anotlier little island, 
hui-shapod, wus built up out of the si a a few 
jiinls fixmi the slioiv of Nagasaki. There the 
ilutehmou live; a bridge eonneit.s their 
island 'with the uuiinlaiid, but a ]ii<>b g-ate 
and a guard Of soldiers ]irevent all nnst.ason- 
uble iumbles. In. luiotlier jiart of t1u‘ town 
there iH a taotory allowed to tho (llniiose. 
Other strangers cutcring this port aiv treated 
courteously, are sujiphed gratuitously with 
such noeea«aries as they want, but ai-o on no 
account allowed to si'o the town, still less to 
])Cnetrato into tho contitr\,and are rwinired 
to begone nliout their husiiioss as soon as 
pnssibu. Etnuigera atton]|itiiig entry at any 
other port belonging to Japan, are withimt 
cermnony fired n]x>u as ononiieB. Tlie nrl- 
luitted ]>utob traders nra rignimisly searelieil; 
everything betraying Christianity is loekisiup; 
money and arms are removal, and hostages 
are t^cn. Every man undergoes personal 
scrutiny. Tho Dutch are allowed no money. 
The Japouese authorities mauiige all sales fur 
them; pay the minutest items of exiienditure, 
ai^ charge it on tho profits of their trad^ 
which are theu placed on return vessel, 
not in money, but in goods. The Japanese deal 


justly, even generously, in their way; but it is 
their way to allow’ the foreigners no money 
power. They ivsfi’iet their exports almost 
wholly to eamjihor and copper, and allow no 
natiru workniimship to go abroad. Yet among 
themsclvesj as Iwlw eeii one island .and imother, 
conuneree is eneouraged to the utmost. The 
Japanese territories range in the iciii|tera<o 
r.one lluvugh a gooil many dcgiees, and in¬ 
clude all shailes of I'lluiate lictw"cii tint of 
]jivev|)ool ami that ofCinistantinojilc. it* tween 
islanil and isbuid. thcivfojv, busy iiiieivhance 
taki'splace by means of pinks, like these which 
now hurroimd ns iu the Nagiisfiki harbour. 
You can ohserxe hoW weak thex l.H>k abmil 
the htenis, with rudders innoenre. 'I'he hiw' 
compi'ls them 1<i be k» : for that is an aeutc 
device by which they an* pi’cxcotcd bom tra- 
xellingtoo f.ir ;they dare not trust thciiiscKes 
too Ixildiy to the mcicy of ihc M'a, and a-, ills, 
many wivcked nn-n ..cciisi' tlie jiriidoms' of 
their lawgivers. Itiit life is chi-aj>; the popit- 
1‘iliouof ,la]iau i-. pitibnbl> near thirtx mil¬ 
lion,—and wlio should care for a lew doz^u 
imii inci's 1 

If joii ]»lease, w’o will now’ walk up into 
Nagasaki, wiih onr phaatoin elo.ikh about us. 
iJeing ilia legioii xisited bj c.iith(,iinkes, of 
course We tiud the houses of om story Hsihllj'’ 
buili ; tbe\ me built here i>f wood and i lay 
with elw>[ijK‘d si raw,—coated over, like our 
town siibiirlnn xillas, with eciiicnt. Paper, 
instead of lihiss, tor window ymiies. Venetian 
blinds, ami ai-omn! each house a veiuuihih, 
we olisciie nt ome. lint onr attmtion h 
attraclesl fioin tlie houses to the people. Uow 
vcia awkwardly thej slip along ! With sommh 
eiiergj aial vigour in their f.wes, how is it 
that tliey iH*V(*r tlionglit of putting ivasou tb] ■ 
sboes ii]ioii their feet * Tiny wear''iiistead 1 
shoes mere soles eif wooel or imiiliiig, held to 
the foot I'ocli by a peg xvhicli inns lietwnii 
the great toe ami its neighhonr, throiigdt a 
holeuiiule for that jnirjKXK'iiitlie so( k. Tin '•c 
clouts they put away on entering a hoii^'C, 
as we shouhl put away umbivllus, and w« ir 
only socks in-doors. lfevcrthelcs.i the ]M’oplc 
here look liaiidsomc in their loose, wide gow us, 
bound by a girdle muiul the waist, with long 
sliwea, of which, by the bye, you may jieivvive 
that the dcisnident ends aiv Jajjaiiese coat- 
]K)ekets. Thimce yon see v«inder gentleman 
drawing his nosc-mper,—one of the Jilljo 
si^uares of clean white jiajier alwa,>8 ready iu 
the slecvc-poekct to serve the jauivisc of onr 
haiidkeivlnef. That little sipiaie when ^nfecd 
is, j on sec, thrown away; but i f the gentleman 
were in a house h“ would ref uni it to hu^ 
]!Ocket, to Iks got rid of iu a more convenient 
jilace. The women's mlies aiv like those of 
the men in form, but richer iu material, more 
various with gold anil colour. As to tlie head 
equipment, we oliei*i*ve, hi wever, a great dif¬ 
ference between tho iw*xes. The men shox'e 
their own heads, leaving hair only at tho 
bock put and ujion the temples, which they 
gather forward, and tie up into a tuft. Tho. 
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voiaim ket‘p tltoir entire crm uf bair atandin^, 
and they make the most or it; they spread it 
oat into a tarlnu, aad stick tbmogh it not a 
few pieces of jio&hed tortoiseshell, os big as 
office rulers.* Inviting admiration, the yirang 
iM'untyof Japan paints tier hiee i-ed and white, 
and ]iuta a porjile. htain upon her lijis ; Init the 
renuuniug touches aisi f(»ii»i<Men to a damsel 
till her he‘»”t is lost. Tlie swidn who seeks to 
marry her, hxes outside her lather’s house 
a eertaiii siimh; if tliis bo taken in-doors by 
tlie family, bin suit he knows to be accepltsl; 
and when next he gets a jieep at his lieloveil, 
he watches with a palpitutiug heart theniovi'- 
inenl of hei lips, to see whether lier tectli be 
blackened ; for by blackened tcoth she mani¬ 
fests the reciprocal aiR>etuai. Onlv after 
iminiage, however, is the Luly glorified with 
a IM'>rmiSMiou not only to haveblaik Us'th, but 
ulwi to pull out h«' eyebrows 
Those are not little iieggaia yonder trotting 
by that lady who i« so magnifiei'Titly tlresscd ;

Notit*e those geuticineii who liow 
to one another; the ends of a scarf worn by 
oacb of thorn ozactly meet the ground, yet 
one hows lower ihau another, and they go on 
walking in the bowesi position until lacb has 
lost the other frinu his sight. Those scarfs 
are legubited by the law; each mau must 
bow so that hiu scarf (Jinll touch the gtsrand, 
niul it is HO made long or slioit, that be mas' 
humble himself more or less pisifouudly lu 
exact acconlance with his rank. 

<)f rank thero are eight classes after the 
Mikado and the Eino'eoa, whom wu slnJl 
'' come to visit in our travels presently. There 
I are, one, the priuces; two, the nobles, who 
. owe feudal service to the prince, or the 
I eiiiniro; three, tlio priests; and tour, tlie 
aoldiera; these four iorm the higher ortlers, 
and enjoy the privilege of wearing two swonig 
and petticoat tron 4 s .‘i, w five counts us 
rps]Hsrtable; inferior (•ffi.'inla and doctors con- 
(it.itutc this class, and wear oui sword with 
the trousers. Merchants and res|>cctable 
tradesmen form class siv, whoso legs may not 
pollute the trousers, though, by entering 
themselves as domesues to a mau of rank, 
thtiy may enjoy the privilege of carrying one 
awwrd. ThoM are the only people by whom 
weuldl can be oeenmnlated. CSbss seven — 
ariiiat^artuRins, and petty ahopkeei>ers. Class 
' il^|[t|(>^ay labourers and peasants. Trades¬ 
men who wtnk on leather, tanners, &&, aro 
exiduded from ohumfiention. They are (lsfil«*d, 
•md may not even live with other men; they 
live in vilhmea of their own, so thoroughly 
nnreeofpiiaecC that Japanese anthori^, in 
meaauraa milea along a road, breaks off 
at the eHawiiee oi » ennier’s villaj^, leaves it 
exeludat fruxn his meunremeat, wfaioh is

These houses in Nagasaki, which at a 
distance looked so much like mansioug, are 
the siore-iooms wherein tradesmen keep their 
valuable stock, and families tbeir valuable 
fiirnituro. h’or desolating fires are common 
iu the towns and cities of JniNui; so common, 
that alinogl every 'house is pnidently ]»ro- 
vided with a fire-proof store-room, hating 
copjicr shutters to tlic windows, and thewidls 
covered a fool tliick with claj. Attaclusl to 
each M a Lirge vessi'l of liquid mud, with 
which the whole building is smeared on an 
alarm of fire; and this methoil ol lirc-in- 
surance is exceedingly elfet'tivc, where there 
is nothing like a JSun or Atl'is t'orniMiiy to 
fidl u]Km, amt the most abstemious of fires 
eat:» lip. at any rate, a si reel. 

That door is o]x‘n, and thire is no horse- j 
shoe over it—^thcre ’g not an iron boi'sC-slioo 
m .la]xin,—so two ghosts hli]) into the huiifC 
luijxu’celveil. First, here is a poitico for 
IMihmijiims, shoes, and umhieU.ia; into this I 
the kitchens oiicii.

pockets. Hilt wliat yon like, ami pocket , 
what remains, is .lapanesc good-breeding. At t 
a dinner-party the nervant of each guest j 
hringH baskets, that he may take away hia 
inasler’s portion of the feast. This rmster, 
however, in iineousdioaB of our Rhadowy 
appearance, and continuea buay with his 
latok. It is Laphu'e, translated into Japanese, 
through Dutch. The Japonese are thoroughly 
alive to the advanced state of Earopetui 
B(*ience, and on those fixed occasions when 
the Dutchmen from the fitctoiy visit the 
capital, the Dutch phmoiaa is invariably 
visited by the native physioiaDS, naturalists, 
and astronomers, who display on thdr own 
parts wonderfhl acumen, and most dexterously 
for European Imowledge. Scientific 
in the Dutch langua^ they traaialate 
and puhliali into Japanese. The country has 
not been ifintt up out of contempt finr 
fbreteiMn, md native men of aoience have 
so dOigMstlty profited hy opportutfitios afforded 
from without, that thqr oonetrnet by their 
own artifteein baranet^ tsiaioopes, malEe 
their own amanaoks, and calonlate their 
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own ccli])hca. Hoveling about tliia gon- 
tleraaii, our eyes detect at once tliat the 
impronbion on liii» page is taken from a wood- 
cut imitation of hand-vtriting; moveable 
tvi>eR arc not yet introducetl into Jtipaiu 
'ihv writing, like Oluncee, is up and d<iwn 
the page, and not across it. Three or four 
diffoit'ift cbaractcj-a seem to bo used intlis- 
criiuiuateiy, and some ot thorn ai'c wriaiuly 
C'hinesc. Tiio good folks of Dai Nippon an* 
mduiitcd to tlie ('hiuew* for the first strong 
itnpnlsc to their civilisation ; not luing thnn- 
sclvcH of t'liiucse origin, but a distinct br>uieU 
of the Mongolian Unuly. Their language is 
quite ditfemit, and has ei.ecc<lingly long 
words, in-itend of lieing built njj, like Chinese, 
of uioiitisilliibles. Japanese written in ChineiM* 
chai.ietei is nutlersloiNl by .iny Clinuiman; but 
so would llngliih U', since ('liiiji*se Avriliiig 
ivji iieiit*. ideas. So, if a Sjkuii ml wTitis 
tive, an rjigli'ibiiian ri ads it as “ live,” and 
iuid'>ijitcnids eoi ni lly,\et the Spaniard would

Voung iiublts lend their niaidiuj 
Hwoi'ils to the oxecuiioniT (who is always 
chosiui fiom the di tiled lenlhrr-selling met*) 
that they may lie tried upon r»al flesli luid 
biuml; as exisrutious in Ja]ian aic generally 
cruel, and some crimiiKiis ai e hacked to death, 
luthcr than killed outright, the swoi'ds on 
such oei'aaioiis an* refreshed with a fair ta-iie 
of blood. Thu mats upon the door aie the 
next things wc notice, a thick niatting of 
straw forms a subsiratnni, over wliieli are 
spread tho iino mats, elegantly friugeil. To 
sec that laekerd work inlaid with niother-oi- 
})carl, which wo familiarly call Jaimn, in its 
perfection, we must evidently visit ic at homo. 
Anything of the kind so exquisitely lieantiful 
u this uttle table, is not to '>e ibuud in 
l&irope. Whatever triiikas pass out of these 
islands into Europe, do so Da^«M'»,-—thHt is, 
with secret connivance,—bat the finit-i-ate 
maaufitotnres are in no way soiTered to coma 
to os. Without nayioen, life would be in- 
supportable in a minute wilderness of rules 
wacuatonu People even diennwioen; that 
is, a man lies nnkfoiied, and is said to be alive, 
when his death otherwise would lead to di»> 
agreeable resoUa. Here, as elsewhere, when 
miss are mads intolerably strict, evasion is 
hsd&ual. The amount tl^ cannot be evaded 
is astoniabUig enough, as we shwH see ere we

Mikados followed eai'li other, solo rulers and 
powerful, until they fell into a u-iek of akli- 
eatiug in favour of then children, and then 
t'oiug the duty witliout lieiug auuoycd by the 
ocrciuunies of their office. That had its iu- 
eouvenicut results, for presently came one 
Mikado who married the daughter of a 
powrful |iapa; and when the time came for 
retirement, and he had abdicated in favour of 
a son iJtree years old, the iwweiful papa 
thrust him aside into a piison, and usurped 
the regen^. A civil war tras the result of 
this Yoritomo leaped up as dtampion of the 
wprisonod man, so recently a king, released 
mm, and restored him to the ngency over hia 
infant sou. IToi? tlds essential hervico good

Yoritomo was made a sort of held-marshal, or 
Ziogoon.

Remarked that it 
was :i blessed thing to lie rich. Vick said, 

“ Yes it was, peviisii there was jH'aee of iiiiiul 
with it like his.” Told her he hiul got a jiiiai' 
in the lottery.

A SHOBT TBIT INTO BOSNIA. 

Bosnia has, for a long time, been the must 
nnuettied part txf the Ihirkuih Empire. Bi- 
habited as it is a majority of Cirerk 
Ohrislian serfs, and a minority of the most 
amgant and violent M«>Jemin, the war of 
oppression baa lieen carried on ever since the 
former was ctdlcd into a dispnted political 
eai'deuce, W tho decrees of Uio late rmormi^ 
Sultans. Siuco that time, the immunities 
mnuied to the JRiyahs were oontested by tho 
l\u‘kii>h gentry, and pertty inaurrectioua of 
the Bajalm aganiKt luatt oiipresaors, or of the 
Moslemin chiefs against tue SultnuV autho¬ 
rity, havo uiLceaaiugiy diaturVied the peace of 
the East, and courted the interference of 
meddling neighbours, nie disafToution and 
confusion of couflioting interests in the Bosna 
Vilojet, has become muverbial amonral tho 
Turks. It has defied the eonuing cn their 
d^lomariris and the courage of their gonorols. 
The last Vizirs, in partiouiar, were mere 
tools in Ihe hands of the reaoticmaiy Bosnian 
aristocracy; but when it was found tliat the 
Porto inmted on extranhng its liberal 
reforms to the Bosnian Bi^ptns, the cbieiii 
of the province rose in arms, by the conni¬ 
vance, and all bat the protection; of the Sultan’s 
licuUmont. Ali Bedir, a Busuian landholder, 
is the most active and talented among the 
iiisnrgente; and, thMtks for his intrigues; the 
cities, and among them Pridoi and JBaMaluka, 
lii'clorad for the insurref^ou. Attacked by 
the Sultan’^'general, Omer Pasha, the Bos- 


uian riiief has suffered severe defeats; and 
there is a likelihood of his beiog pul A»rs 
eomiat Sot a time, but they have been toin- 
poraiy. Otbor chie& have started up, ami at 
the tune we write; tho insimgeata are agrin 
in arms. It is almut the coaumenoeznent ox 
the struggle that our trip took plaoo. 

'Hie mght was dsr^ and not too calm. 
Btaniza, an old, unbaptised, obiifi.iiiate Servian, 
who had brought me to the very borders ot 
the Turkish frontier, sat with me by the fire, 
while Biciiarcb my firieud and traveUuig 
companion, slept on a bed of straw by our 
side. Tlio aton^ which shook the light 
Servian cottage in which wo ant, blew li^ 
liusnia; it was but natural that our con¬ 
versation should follow it. Hy cariosity was 
great, and so was Stanisa’s desire to reuoaut 
the ■wondei'B of tho country “on the other 
side and while X questioned liim, and while 
he tidked, lie smokiri his pipe with that eon- 
oeutrated gravity which markb a true believer: 
he said, at length, “ Would you like to go 
across 1“ 

“ 1 should ; but J liave no money.” 

“True! Your Swablau* bits of pajK*r— 
your Motei—arc of no use when you leave 
these tenitories.” 

“ How, then, can I go to Sarajewo ? ”

When Ifiuhard awoke, 1 rceouutcd our 
project; and aficr some persutsum he con¬ 
sented to aaompony os. Stoniza brought 
three horses, and various gouibsizod packiigus. 
Wo muiiuted, aud set off in bigli spiritb, 
although without ^lassiiorts oi money. 

A short ride brought us to Ahmed Beg's 
village, where wo were received by a large 
party of dugs, which oacorted us, ydling and 
tiarlciiig, to my friend's house. Some boys, 
who were playing at the door, raised a shout 
which cfieetually scared the dogs; but tliqy, 
ill their tuni, surrounded us, yelling, and 
langhing, aud expressing by wnanistakeablo 
signs their astonishment and disgust at tlio 
s^utaoles which adorned my face. Stanixa 
collared one of the shr'eking impc; and asked 
for Alimed Beg. 

“ He is gone to Byelaatjena,” said the boy, 
sullenly. 

This was bad news; for we looked to 
Ahmed Beg for everyiiung wo wanted; fur 
protection, advice, and money. Stanisa, how¬ 
ever, Boomed by no means incline d 
thise with our dM(»ondeucy.

We dismounted, and introduced our honsca 
into A.hin»l Beg’s Eonak, or house, where we 
found half-a*doBon men and women servants 
and others, walking and tnttiug about, hfoue 
of them tnioke to us. They neither welcomed 
us, nor dul thw condescend to whore we 
nimK from, and on what busiuess ? At Icnj^ 
the urchin to whom wo had spoken benn-e 
made his appearance, .and told us to tie 
tho horses to a ]K>Bt, and take a scat In 
Ahmed Beg's parhiur. Ho led the way into 
a dark apartment, lighted Hie hru on the 
hearthstone^ and a torcli of firwuod in the

and lying above me, they give me a “benefit ” 
eveiy ebb-tuV, which 1 do not find at all con¬ 
ducive to my health, nor to the processes of 
washing and cooking. All I can do—and 
those below me on the livei must exense my 
freedom—to “pass it on;” and ui this 
nt*ceBHity 1 am gn*atly aidetl and alatted by 
1 ^ Eel-Brook sewer—^my ])rincipal .aid most 
offensive outfiill—<w> called, 1 presume, from 
the number of odions impostors of all sizes, 
tawing to wi-ipglc themselves into the likeness 
of eels, who mhabit this well-known outlet. 
At Fkiud's End may be seen and smelt the 
works of the Imporud Gas Company, which 
drain all thmr refuse, either directly into the 
Thamea or thaxmgh the medium of my Eel- 
■Bi^k, I can’t swear which—^the whole process 
being a dark and n^sterious transaction. 

X have eaid.that 1 am a dirty town. How 
inadequate are words to paint and convey to 
the senses the fhll extmt of what 1 mean by 
that confessiou! UesidcB, decency in many 
leqiecta restrains me. Even the pen of the 
MetropoUtan Commissioncra of Sewers would 
fidl to describe me. Nothing short of the 
]dekiiace (in the use of which &ey are so very 
q^aring) could rand open, and lay bare to tho 
acquaintance of eyes, nose, and mouth, the 
actual eonditSan of neglect in wlihfh X carry 
on my popolotta existence. But let me present 
the mmcM reader with a brief outline of one 
locality. 

Mjr prlnel^ steeet, or thorough&ra, is like 
a mecunen <k one of ^ most squalid villages 
f a iSstriots of Irdand. Tie msr 

aT mv iidiahUisati are tiie poorest Mah. 
^Ohg toe orokeu Roe of the entire street, at 
oRnreot periods of Uie dw, but mmre e«pe- 
OMW toward* evsidng, on Stdurday, or other 
manmt days, iSm mtmhw cf dirty ragged 


chUdran, trotting up and down, scampering 
round about, or collected together in gronjis, 
is extraordinary. In the doorways, or on the 
steps, men stand, sit, or lounge about, with 
their short pipes, while the women squat in 
parties of thr^ or four against the walls, or 
down upon the atones; many of them with 
children a1^ the breast. Young girls muse, 
and play with other children just learning 
to walk,—and all in thu most dirty condition, 
liotli in dress and persou, their clothes being 
ofb'n insufficient for decency, and tbeir hair 
blowing about their cars. Amidst these 
grou]>s, and family parties of men, women, 
and clkildren, the pigs lielonging to each do¬ 
mestic circle wander and rout about, windinjg 
Iheir devious way, each according to “his 
own sweet will.” In like manner of assocuv- 
tiou with the houses and hovels, stand the 
pig-stlcR. Gutters and uncovered dnuus inn 
m all directions, and cesspools, only cuvensl 
ovci- with louse [daiiks are at hand on all 
sides, tending to generate cholera and fevers ; 
w'ldle liigh above all, in paternal proximit}-, 
the palace of the Bishop of liondon rears its 
majestic walla, to enable his lordship to over¬ 
look his “flock,” and nose the bouquet of tin 
sui rounding scene. 

^ Eor numy years the MetropoUtan Gommls- 
sionera of Bcwera,oB.e batch after another, have 
sal in thrir places at the Board, pen in ^ud; 
and, during that time they have, with great 
industry, held iniermhiable discussions, nude 
speeches innumerable, and issued from time 
to time elaborate re^rts on the shocking f im- 
ditiou of aU sorts in parishes and localities;

please—and mote—but no extensive handlmg 
of the pickaxe, the spade, and tho materials 
of constmotioD.

Siuh of the old eetme^ Mi am at 
present existing and intended to be retained, 
receive tlie bouse dminage as at present, 
bat wQl convey it into the new main Hnet mow 
projected, in times of rain-storms, howefven if 
these new main lines prove ii^adeqn^o (which 
the chief engineer of the Commissioners evi¬ 
dently nntioiiiatea). the old wwvra which will 
be connected w ith tho new main lines, will then 
discharge the Kurplas water, houseiindnage 
and all, into the old outlets, and have their old 
initfalis into the ThameH ! The efiect of this 
will be that of acumbinid gigantic fluahtwf.

The seweiw of most of these towme and 
triets have their ontfiills, as nsaal, into the 
Thames, ami the sewa^, floating dosm wibh 
the tide, and passiiig aU the fevoared plapes 
fur which the plans jnsipoae an unproved coo- 
dition with a distant outfeil, the advantages 
of their own improvement arc prop ot tionately 
set at nought, both aa regards IhemselvM and 
the other towna in the hue down the sivsr.

TC, the foregoing " estimates ** are qnietly 
admitted to be fmlacions as ratimates of any¬ 
thing tot a part of the expense; which (as 
regards the whole) is therefore no estimate at 
siC Ihe close oi the sentence finiidtes the 
iucompleteaeBs to perfection. " Neither have 
1 taken into account,” saya the report, "the 
cost of extending the tystom of drainage into 
the suburban district—a provision which it 
becomi's daily more impmalivo to make;” 
and therefore it has been omitted. 

4.t IS not for a dirty and neglected town 
liko me to presume to touch too closely u^u 
the dehcate texture of bank-notes; but I mee 
heard that those who do possess, and know 
how to use the "blunt,” arc not disposed to 
nustake a pen for a pickaxe.

In Kcotlsind especially, recre¬ 
ation is muro or less ussociatod witJi icileuess 
and dissipation. This notion is, doubtless, a 
legoeyleft us by the Ptuitnus, anil isstrciigth- 
oued by the liaid struggle that h kept up 
amongst the nuiiority for the lueaub of extsi- 
ence, or fur the uceumnlation of wealth. Tlic 
best words—^thc mildest deiiuitiuu liestowed 
by modem J’mitaiia—a large class—ujHni any 
sort of aruuwineut is, that it is ** a loss of time." 
When a man does anything by wbicli he ceases 
to increase bis earnings, or to Inislioud Lis 
estate, he is slid to lie “losing time.” Ihe mind, 
uccurdtug to this creed, is a clock; which, pm- 
vidisl it be n‘gularly wound up, can go on 
continually witliout »'st,aud niiUiont lubiica- 
tioii by tbc amenities and enjoj^nients of life. 
Young miu, wlio now and then indulge iu 
a visit to Uie tbeativ, are sbiiimeil by tlieu- 
more staid acquaintances us persons likely to 
lose caste and cbaracter, and to burrow i 
money. A lountiy walk on Simdnj evening,, 
after a day's devotion, is, m Scotland, con¬ 
sidered a crime; lliuugli drinking whisky in' 
private at home, is deemed almost a necessity., 
Even in England, on a week day, if a man of 
buoinoaB be seen in a ])ublic garden, he always 
believes an aysilogy tor hiiDself imiK'rative. 
He seblom owns he is tlieiv for his owiij 
proper pleasure; ho was passing the gates 
and “turned iu for a sli'cll,'' or lie happens 
to he going to Bayswater, and Kuusmgtou 
Gardci^ luce Sir liany Blunt’s treason, 
“lay in his way." Wlieu he goes to Vauxhall 
Gardena, it is “ by the merest oceidout iu the 
woihL" He must liave a pretence, even, for 
taking his fiuuily to the Great Exhibition. 
If he give a dinner, it is less for the sake of 
social enjoyment than “to keep his conneo- 
tiim together." If he bo newly married, and 
neither a lord nor a landed gentleman, and 
entertain his friouds more tl^ once a year, 
his min iu a year is confidently predieted. 

If the miodle-class EngILmnuui ^us be¬ 
comes eeiuor ddiauB of his eo^uals, how umoh 
ri^dly docs he apply his oensorship to 
his mietimv. A meclumio with his wife and

and bowling, and scouling, and ahoutiiigat 
cricket. 

In this eommerdal community, everything 
is estimated by its cost—even recreation. No 
one is thought to luiveany right to auy sort 
of amusement, who is not able to pay for it 
out of a BOi^us of income. The poor, having 
no money, have no title to be aniusoii; cou- 
sequently, the oppurtuiiiti(» afforded thorn 


for whulesome relaxation arc fewer in this 
country tlian in any other. "We are lamcnt- 
aiilv doficieut in Cheap i’leasures; and this 
deficiency influences niaterialiy our national 
charaeWr. The demeanour and manners of 
most British Islanders are neither attractive 
nor conciliating. To correct, thii^ we want 
more ]ileusaiit inten'ourso with each oilier 
than is now enjoyed. 

Ttie scantiness and costliness of intellectual 
])ublic amusements, .sgaiu, is partly the source 
of our interiurity to several other nations of 
Eurojie as artists. We were struck, some 
time since, on passing through Berlin, ly 
some very exquisite ttiUmax vioants, mostly 
nqiresentations of ancient Bubjecls, eWier 
mythological or biblical. They were given 
at I'noll, a kuid of Vauxliall Gardens, in 
the Thief UartfA, outside the town gates, in 
the o]ieii air, by daylight. Admissiuu to 
the iuner eirele, iiiehiding a seat, costs two* 
peiiee or thmqienee; but tbc whole might 
Im; very well viewed, fiom without, gratis. 
The attendance was huge and, not only 
respectable, but some of tbc spectators were 
people of dtstiiictiou. Thus tue coiiiiuoiiest 
of ilio Brusshui ]K>o}>le are civilised anil eidight- 
cned by the influence of art, wbicb meets Turn 
at cveiy turn. National education gives the 
humblest I’l-ussum n familiarity with tlte 
classics tiiat might sliotno an Oxonian ; s ud 
be sups to the sound of finer music than is 
heard in our palaces 2 ind passes his itours of 
leisure in refined recruatuuu, almost unknown 
with us. 

Unhappily the uncertain climate of this 
county deliars us ftom wliat the Germans 
call “The Summer Ihcatre.” In Vienna th.' 
actors engaged at the iSnuimer Theatre aie ol 
the highest order of talent, and the {liecuM 
of the first class of excellence. The rejire- 
sentatioiiH are often attended by the Court. 
Tlie prices of admisrion ai*e, of course, lower 
than at other theatres, because tlie expense 
saved in lighting ia great. In Austria, where 
putae pride mm not yet been allowed to 
flourish, the cheapness of admissiou does not 
exclude respectable persons. In some re¬ 
spects the Bnmmer Theatre has a peat 
advantage over iierformances given at n^ht: 
the pieces prounced lieiug often remured 
eharmingly naturaL The chief decoration, hi

Au ?kigh»h family who 
are amistoiiu'd to cntorlnin their acquolnt- 
uiires with much expense ut dull, expensive 
dmuei.. <>i to crowd u v«ht number of jicr- 
HOiis itilo small rooms — tioatctl away and 
made uncomfortable lor tlie eHppei.il ]mriK)se 
—call have no wlea how I'lieaply ])ieabant 
])urlies may lie given. The whole art in 
tSiiglaud is toniided ou u grand social luKtake. 
Tw often wc invite })eople h'Bs l>ec.uu.e we 
are jilensed with their WKH'ty. or loi’ the 
interchange of rational ideas, tliuii from os- 
tontutiun. Ou the ouutiuont thi're are seldom 
“ciiibh” parties in private houses. Few 
people think of giving yeai*ly balls or half- 
yearly .liuuers, hut receive tlieir friends every 
night on wlihdi they do not themselves go 
out; coSiv, m^us, iees, tJierlH‘t, leiuonoih', 
sugai'ed water, a few cakea, ai'e all their 
guests seem to require. 'Hiere is not much 
elahomtion of dress, though it is al«^}’u neat 
and pleasing.

In addition to the uupalatahlc eircum-' 
blaueob lespectiug coffee wlueh we put fmtli 
ill our tiity-tifih numlior, we have to aild 
eudeavours uuule m 1778, by Ur, Marx, of 
Idiuiovei, to establish the c\cclleiit properties 
of humt aeonis as a substitute for coffee. Ho 
puhlibliud a re<.‘ij[)e for hU concoction, which 
ran lut follows 

*“ Take sound and ripe acorns, i»el ofi" the 
shell or husk, divide the kernels, dry them 
gnuiitally, and then roast them in a cIomi 
vessel or roaster, keeping tlicm ounUunally 
stlrrlug; in doing of whioh, especial care most 
lie taken that they be not burnt or roasti*d too 
much, both which would be burtfot Take 
of these roasted acorns (ground like o ucr 
coffee) hall an ounce eveiy morning and i veil¬ 
ing alone or mixed with a draelim of otlii r 
coffee, and sweetened widi sugar, with or 
without milk.” 

Hie author of this reciiw then goes on to 
enlarge upon the fine memcliud pnqieriies of 
the acorn,—^its stren^hentug effei.t iqion 
the Dcrves, its loss of allhurtfm qualities afier 
roasting; amh at worst, its claim (o rank, .is a 
sanitary drink with coffee, fie adilnres many 
instances of diseases eradicated In Aii areni- 
coffee, and concludes by recommeudiug it to 
genei^ attention. How for his 0601118 met 
with success does not appear; nor is there 
any means of judging whether or not his In- 
vebtigations hu we Ttanuful effret of setting 
rile bui^ bronw of rapacious adulterators to 
work upon this article. Howevrar, ocom- 
coffee is a carious suggestion, and may have 
some riaim to the atfrution of the gastro- 
riifwistry of the present time. It may, 
pmhiuMi, be a humiliatiug instance to apply to 
on enmjhtened beverag^oving public; but 
we diffi^nriy remind it that acorns are a 
m^ripol ingredient in riie preduotion of the 
pork.

Precisely 
in the same way, aii, which is another ocean, 
swells at the Equator, and iMinre out its deluge 
north and south over t lie eoklcr current which 
runs in to take advantage of the vacancy, and 
warm Hself. When warm, it alsu will gel up. 
That is one fact: another modifies it. The 
earth rolls on ita axis. Ifyou stick a knitting- 
needle through the centre of an orange, and 
retake the orange on tiie needle, then you see 
a model of the earth rotating on its aids. The 
needle oomes out of the north pole above, and 
out of the south ^vile lielow ; and, if you 
seiBatch a line ad round the orange, half-way 
between polo and pole, that ia the imagined 
line caltod the equator. How, take two little 
pin#; ataok one of them on die e<][uator, and 
another in the neighbourhood of either pole; 
' set the oraage now revolviim like the globe 
Itad^ west to east, ana make precisely 
ope rtrentdou. In the same siioee of time 
one pin hre trardled through a great space, 
yonneroeive j all rennd the orange, as it were: 
while the pus near 'the pole has bad a very 
tiny Jponiey to peifla^ and on the pole itaen 
woniatinKiatelynot i^olveotaU. St^then, 
upon this-world of oon^ everything on or 


near tlie Equator, qiins round in the twenty- 
four hours far more rajiidly than anything 
placed near tiie Polea Hut everything par¬ 
takes in the inovcnicul; os you slioro in your 
body the moveineut of a mlway train, let 
the train stop suddenly, your body tiuveU on 
and Ihi-owH you iioleutly forwaid. So air 
and water, flowuig Irom-the flk}uator in great 
currents, because they cannot at once accom¬ 
modate themselves to the slower movement of 
the earth as they approach the Poles, retain 
ilieir go-ahead prepeusity, and shoot on t.ist- 
wonl still, as well as noi-th and south. Tlie 
slow trains coming up from tlie Poles are out¬ 
stripped by the rapid movement of tlie earth 
lielow, and, being unable to accommiMlate 
themselves to it reatUly, they lag liebiud .mil 
Adi into a west'wanl course. By tins iuo\ • - 
iiient of the earUi, therefore, a trausvers*' 
direction is eommunicati-d to the gi-ent equa¬ 
torial and jsilar eurrents, vrhetlusf of air or 
of water. Furthermore, local peculiniitu«>, 
urruiigeiiieuts of islands and continents, plain 
and mountain, laud and watci*, cause local 
\:iriation.s of temjieratiurc, and every such 
vanatioii modifies or makes a currout. lu 
tile air, we all know how many siilflings of 
the uind wUl lie peeuliai to a moniilaiu 
hamlet, n here a lake, a valley, and a moniiUun 
eause a constant ourillulioii, and a sudden 
hurst of sunshine is enuugli to raise the wiinl. 
M.eelinidcal olistructious. such .ts mountain 
])euks ill the lx d of the great oeeau id au-, 
modify its sti-eams, of omirse; and the gieal 
l.•mT 0 llts iu the world id waiter are, of eoiUM, 
split, deflected, and directed on their way, by 
all the continents and kluuds alioni aul 
iironud witich they flow. 

(Ireat carrents ixinr like mighty r'.vors 
through the plain of ocean, and i^ed by tlie 
laws of nature, though their banks be I'laiiks 
of water, they are almost as sharply detmed 
as if they were of gKuiiie masonry. The^ 
are constant; there avo others peiiodica), 
occasioned by periodical winds, tides, tev ; 
and there ai‘u also variable currents caused 
by melting icc, and other acdilcuts, irregul.tr 
iu their occumneo. 

How let us lollow the great sfi-eom of cold 
water flowing from tlie South Pole, called tho 
Antarctic drift current. From the great 
barrier of ice and the Antarctic lolcauo, 
Mount Erebus, it jxiurs up the Pacitie, fiiwt 
iu a north-oiorth-oastei'ly direction, then north¬ 
east, then more detadi-dly tonai-ds the east, 
partly, perhaps, deflected into tins course by 
the mu of iwuth Victoria; eastward, at iihy 
rate, it flows in a salt-water mer ofenonuoim 
breiMth, and stipes the Pmiific coast of Booth 
America, wearing its side into that hollow 
shape 'vreidh you may notice on 'tiio map. 
The obstruction of tho South American con¬ 
tinent B|flita this great coirent into two paitiL 
one of which turns southward, washing reunti 
Oape Horn; the Cape Horn ouirent, which 
eaoapM into the Atlantic Ocean ;--4ha other,

Tbo flurrent northwarJ^Humboldt e, coast¬ 
ing the continent fipom ValporajBO to near 
^yaquil, has not lost, even under the ikiua- 
tor, its front. It turns at I'unta Panila, 
rcaobing (jitty.iqu^ Burrounde the 
Gallapogos Islinfls on tfao Equator itself, and 
pulls theu tempcaature down tea degrees, 
tben it flows on woscwwrd with the great 
equator ltd stream, assisted by tbe winds. Xri 
the desert of Lower Peru, at a lew ieot above 
tile water, tire cold occasioued by thiti polar 
current is quite unmistakeable, and, at one 
M aaon of the year, it yields up fogs tor moullis, 
lit T. T m q, caJiM Uaiua, -nbich luako tbo 
nioTTilp g sun look like a moou, vauish soou 
alter mul-day, and leave heavy dews at nighi. 
Birins ou the coast, especially between Prsco 
auu tXniA, vjiu) no obwrvatron of tiro 
shore, and the currenl, hnnioil on Iqr the im- 
ixidiurent it tnoeta. frequeutly carries them 
ix^cnd their destinatimr. Bixteeu hundieti 
miles from Yaliraraiao to OaUao, wind and 
current favonriug, will be an eight or nine 
days’ sail; but from Ctdlao back to Val¬ 
paraiso, it is a voyage frequmitly of weeks or 
montbs. 

The great equatorial enn'ent, flowing west¬ 
ward, contains the whole of the Antarctic 
ifrifl, cxaejit so much of It as ahpped out of 
I Uic Pacific round Cape Uonn ted, of conrsc, 
by currents from the Eotih Pole also. This 
mighty maas of water ocoujmng a thli'd part 
of tic distance from Pole toPoIe, runs through 
great sieve ot isl ids beewoen Austrulra 
I otfA Cluua, tnrt of it being also deflected 
nnfthward m a warm erurent nuoig the 
eeMth-eaatem bordm a ot Japan. 

Now we will follow it into the Indian

deflected by tko shape of the l a u d between 
l^nin and Sierra nab Atom tbe land, 
but fr:mn tbe edge of a zeturuing stream tliat 
coasts it It is to be lemembeNd, idao, that 
it follows its own bent in this deileotion, 
flovriog westward, as the main eqaatorial 
current, with a ape^ of, in some pla^ tirirty, 
and in some places seveniy-ei^t miles a day. 
After giving off a north-west branch, am 
having a tomporaturo now of soveuty-nine 
degrees under the Equator, the main cuRmt 
strikes the cast prominence of South America, 
at Cape StPoque. This causes it to sj^t A 
scntlieily branch coasts in tiro du-ei^on of 
(’a|H Horn, and goes home to the Pariflu, 
tu-ed of travel; but the rest, pouring along 
nortliward, flows through the West India 
Iblauda into the (iidt of Mexico, a hollow 
excavated by its bireom. It is of cotusc to 
be uuderstootl that the outline of laud Is not 
caused only by the action of tiie i ui rente ; it 
is deteituiued, also,by the geologiad. clmtacter 
of soil; the loose soils wear away, while 
rocks op^tose a luiirier.

in the Qulf of Muxieo, euci>m]jaased by land, 1 
the water, whicli has fur a long time been 
acquiring warmth, oilers tb(‘ greatest cuntiast 
to the frosty state m which it set out on its 
jounioy. Neu’ tlie mouth of the Mississippi 
Its tempi rature reaches eight} nine degrees. 

If you liave a thermometer which emdties 
I you to waim a little water to tiiat jxiint, yon 
have only to put your tiuger into the wonu 
water, and so acuuratdy tral how tar we ore 
now than the gnawing cold of tire South Pole. 

As the stream flows constantly into the Ghflf, 
it must, of course, also constantly flow out. It 
I flows out between Honda ami Cubs, bring 
I now called the gulf stimm. This coasts 
northward, haviim a cold oountei'HnuTeiiti 
I between it and the shore, mid erossea the 
I Atlantic south of the gr^t bank of Newi- 
foundland, most of it tuming southward to 
return by a set of counter oumnts homo. 

A branch from it, Bennel’s Currant, touchoa 
the Irish coast, and mokes a citogm in tho 
Bay of Biscay, sending a weak otBdioot oni|is 
paasageuptho Iririi OhannsL Thus adn^ 
of water nmn the Bouth Poleu tzavriliag 
the extmiaive route vna have just iadwtsd, 
may be riiaken mew finwi the b«4 <)t the 
stout gentlnnao, who at last ooni m a fp tei gab 
into hn baithing machine. 

Lfttie kse tMeaeating tbm Hakvey'a 
Recovery of wo risoulation of the mdofl k 
ibia dis«ma<y whioh has bo«a made pieoe- 
meal in omr own day of t^ ckOidariioa qt 
jtiie water, thc^ tbe great is »dt 
ijietaiismtOBriaad iaaU its ps rtp ^^end, «• aia 
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piuMiled, for example, here and there trifrh 
porilont of a ▼eiii or oounter-ouirent not yrt 
properly aocoonted for—etiU we have laid 
bore tile ‘nniin arteiy, and found the water'e 
heart in tite great Southern Ocean. It n 
tbero^ not only h^uee tho intense eold of the 
south polu* eontinent detenniues action in 
that duoetion; Wt Ijecause there is there 
M-lun a wide expanse of h<'u— the whiest on the 

5 1ube—snseedlible of all impressions. The 
'aoifio is hill of uatumi breakwaters, reefs, 
shoals, and isl.uuls. At the North Pole, 
tliongh there is indeed no continent, but 
water, at the Polo itself, the lands of Europe, 
Asia, and America, destroy llie general 
exp.»iHo. In the enormous reservoii* of 
water wiiidi suit minds the hifly continent 
of the Soutl) Ptdo we Ihid the heart of 
the great eireidating «>>st(Hu ; and not only 
do the g^ullde^t oeeiui mutints take their 
list* in it, blit In it, also, as we bhnl] sec 
jiroHently, eoiuiueuces the ]mUatiou of the 
tidal wave. 

i'ou olwem* tliat the great woild of w'ater 
serves not on>y as a bom* tor eouiitleas torms 
of life, liut that to us land ereatuios it B<*rveB 
also as an a 2 >{>ara(iis tor the nwidation of 
our climates. Cold curivnts come to liiiiil 
t he sun’s moiiaivliy, and warm stre.'uns flow 
to melt the iceliergs wliere they travel out 
id‘ bounds, and to i>r«vent Jack Frost from 
aiuiexAtion. 

lliit is not all, nor nearly all. ()ne eha- 
racteristic of the woiks of Nature is eon- 
tiuuoUy to he ivcoguised. Man makes a 
lieautitul uiacliino, worthy of admiration, in 
which many wJieels and teeth combine, per- 
hap to make a ])ieiv of lace; it will iiudce 
only lace, and nothing else. The works of 
nature are, incom]>.nrab1y, more simple, and 
yet there is noth ini' so unnute as to be created 
fi>r one pur|ioso only. 'Jlu* earth's axis is 
indined a little to one side;—our polar ice, 
our long ilays and siiort days, siiring, suiumer, 
autumn, winter, -with the' myriad of plumo- 
mena in their train, are the conseqnen(>e—nor 
is that all. But we shall have quite enough 
to do if we confine, at present, our attention 
to tin world of water. It in enough to 
■ay, tluiL^ in its way, a blade of grass, or 
lomp of dirt, no less wan the great nea, heaps 
Hue eo. use, and iwoof on proof of a Bublimo 
Latalligenee. 

Wa mav regard the sea, if w« like, as a 
, gnat bnnoi-^ODud. Subterrauesn forces, 
oonstanikly at work, cause mdoal, incessant, 
ohan^ w levd on the surface of our world. 
Wla art ouxselTes bom just in thne to see the 
departiitf peaks of a huge continent now 
droWnedTlb the Fatifio Ocean; where its 
UglNsk^lgouiitaui tops, not yat Bubmerged, 
me as Uiubnsmble islands, amond which the 
'daral hqttl But subterranean ftnaei; 

• JMtt r aiff provided in the Iwty sea 
nMtt ShTW oai« earwnta eat away the 
lanAtMhanftaalriaid/saBni butwehaveofiSly 
ha Wtfc at lihia coast ns, and wsare 


reminded that the mere action of thetido* 
is coDSt^tly engaged in chewing sway shoow, 
and taking it oi^ masticated into pulp, to iiaea 
the sea’s great belly. Bivers, too, wear awajr 
the soil through which they rub, and cany 
seaward a latge quantity of loud, in the foixu 
of that dear pul;! for whidi the great deep 
hungera. Out of the world of water vaiHiur 
riscb and forms clouds; tiu^ float above our 
fields, and fall as rmn, to bless the husband¬ 
man, and give food to the moutiis of men. 
But they l^d also the groat sea; they wubh 
the soil down mountain sides ; and, if they do 
not lise again as vapoui*, to form new ciouilni, 
they form streams and springn, that fcililise 
the grouQil, and, at the same time, rub down 
moiM soil for the hungry sea. Ginnite yiekis. 
Xtain, or thu vaisiur ot water, in its tiorei^ ex¬ 
panding and again eontractingwithtne change 
of tempcraliitu, wry slightly weoiw its outer 
crust; it is just so much loosened that a 
lichen fastens. Then the lichen holds iiioro 
dnm]> upon the stone; the water and the work 
of vegetation loosen it a little more; so that 
tliere jireseiitly Is sod enough fiir mosses. 
Moss invites uioie water, the stone decays 
more, and is mingled with decaying vegetable 
matter; the conversiou into loose soil has 
Itegun ; mini will retqi profit trom it; but, in 
due lime, it will come uito the sea. The waste 
of continents strewed thus over the builom of 
the oeeiui gwa tobnilii up,layer oqionlayer.lRud 
that bliall hereafter la*. So layers under layers 
tell us of the ages that are past, and yield to 
our sight skeletons of ci'e tures that have lived 
a Uiousand, thousand years ago. Man came, 
as yon know', late into the world; we never 
dig him nj* as a contemporary of the crestui^'s 
tliat ore gout ; his binies and his works are 
being now depositeil in the great bu lal- 
grouud. What fleets have gone down into 
the deej) wc know ; bow many monuments ui 
man aie being buried in the urad of our own 
age, to be dug up ns antiijuitieB, firnrhaps, when 
man shall be extinct. It Is not easy to imagine 
one’s self a fiissil; but the Megalotherium, uo 
doubt, never ex]:^led it. An Knglibh ri\i.i 
being crossed, some ceuturies a^, by one of 
our armies, the grmt military chest, with all 
its treasury was upset anil drowned; nor was 
there time to fish it up again. Ten > t m s ago 
a piece of rock, which seemed to Ihi hard 
■andatoue, fbusd upon that spot, astonished 
all beholders. In its sulistance was a store of 
fossil coins: and, on nxaminaiiou, it turned 
out tiukt all the sand into which emns hod 
Blink, after the chest rotted, had been quite 
converted into rook by the cJicmicai acUon of 
iron foom the hoops wit^ which the dhest 
had been oripnally bound. Cuins thus im,- 
bedded have been f^up also firom thelSiacasa,

iOiould the rnce of antiqaarlee hold out, 
there -will be joy in digging for him, end for 
oU the nrodttco of hie hand$, nowbeing locked 
up earmilly beneath the waters of the world. 

Some of the lime washed down into the sea 
is used l;^ '‘ounikes auimala, who make to 
thetnselvcn diclls. Bat it is almost certiun 
that the shells of molluscs and other marine 
awtwinla do uoi grow wholly troni this simm'. 
It is more lUcely tliat the Inuus of lime, calcium, 
is not an element, oitliough wo call it so, until 
we know how to resolve it into uniplci 
fonas. Prulsihly it is not an element, and is 
produced by the animals from its constituents 
existing in sea water. Jf so, u laago pait ot 
the shore of Albion has actnally once liccii 
sea; ior our chalk clitfs are uotliing less 
wonderful than an aggiegatc of mjiJ.uls on 
niytiadb of microscopic beings, whose lemains 
have strewed the Itoitom of the ocean, and 
iicon sulMoqaently liftod up in cbalk beds of 
amasdug thickness. 

The ocean is not only a destroyer, it con¬ 
tributes of its soil to pile up reels, until they 
reach the highest water-ui.uk. It catches 
nuts and seemi into its currents, and indus- 
tiioody scatters them on ioieisn shores; it 
scatters them upon the bald htue island, and 
there boun grows tlioieupon a busy ciup. 
Busy old ocean seises a canoe, and carries it 
upon a purrent far out of sight of land. “ Come 
with good little men and women,” roaib 
the old iellow, and he shoots them xncbcntly 
upon the island he bos made; and there they 
live, pirfoice, and their descendants pLople it. 
The sea bore no inactive iiart, assisted b} thi 
tiade-w iiid. in get^g over the first ships from 
Europe fo America. These ocean cuireuts 
play, uiiubtioiiivel^ a largo part in the 
nistery of maiu But, as Britons, no must 
Iwvc ourselves s lit*>' I’l. to talk aliout the 
Wkves, Wuause they i »e pierisoly what “Bri¬ 
tannia rules.” Yon know all aboui the tides, 
only as M. Jourdom says of his fiatiu, we had 
letter “make as if you ditlnV The rise of 
tido ia caused, of course, by tbe attractive 
forces of the sun anti moon, mainly exertetl^ 
SO wu siud, on the south polar reservoir. 
There should be two tides to each luminary, 
otie ou its upper and one on its lower tiwudt, 
(bur tides a day; but the attraction of the 
laify lUaou being, us it ought to be, six times 
greater that the sun, who is a distant 
gentletaan, diis reduces the sun’s tide to a 
mere sapj^conent. When tiie gentleman and 
lady pull together, then the sun's pull adils 
one foot of Kmglhf^ to every five &et produced

In different plao«^ however, the height of 
the some tido vari«>s considerably—^rom three 
inches to thirty feet. This depends on 
conformation of tlie land. The great tido 
wave, commencing in the Antarctic OcoaUj has 
its whole couiac directwl by the coast lines. 
It flows into the Inihan Ocean, where it finds 
no northern outlet, and breaxs violently on 
the shores of Hhidostan; rushing into the 
ready months of the Ganges, it pi^uoea tho 
grt'at bore of the Hoogly It should flow 
nilo the P'lcific, but it turns that ocean, barri- 
c.idcHl by innnmciable shoals, islands, .and 
coral leefs; there is no dt'cp, iinintermpted 
miuffi of w.d(r, and tlio tidal movenunt runs 
weakly up the west«ni coast oi America, 
}>pnetrates not f.ir bttween New Zeidand and 
Austiaha, leaving tho shores of (’Inna and 
JHp.aii, with the gicat ni.iss ot the Pacific 
islands, almusi wholly unaffected by the tid.tl 
wave. Into the Atlantic it breaks round the 
soutbeiu point of Africa; tbe wn\< that stiuck 
the south shore of New Zeabuid washes the 
Cai»e fifteen hours afltrwards, and {msses on 
nji the Atkuitle, tonehuig Afiioa on one side, 
Ameiica ufion the other. Doflw ted vaiiously 
by the hue of coast, after auotlier fifteen hours 
of travil, it is ica<^ to come down ujjon 
(Jai>e Cle.U’. t’aiK* dear and Land’s End are 
slinek by the wave in the next hour, which 
then communicates its inijiulsc Uimngh the 
j Iiiah and St Geoige’s (’haimels. The rate of 
movement of the tide wave deiieufls upon the 
natuie and depth of the sea bottom. AVith n 
I <U |)th of one iatliom, its rate is eight miles an 
hour, :iud with one hondreil fathom% eighty 
miles an hour; while through deep water of 
a thousand fathoms, it is piopagated at the 
tpc od of about four miles a minute. Thus the 
same w.ive wluch touched Cnjie Clear, passes, 
in little mort' tlian on hour, on tbe Atlantic 
side to tondi the Hebridei^ yet takes four 
hours in working U{) the Irish Channel onfy 
to Dublin. So, also, it is a seven hours’ 
lonm^ fur the tide along Sf. Geoi^’s Channel 
from Laud’s End tu London, whmh is about 
tho time it occupied in iiavelling firom filto 
Janeiro to New York. The tide at London 
is, however, ruled ly the Wronger wftVft 
that luis rolled round the Orkseytf, and^ 
descended thence in about fifteen houtft 
thiough the German Ocean to reach London 
Bridge^ on the tiiird day after its start firom 
the great soutiieim sea. A j^aabe at tite man 
will show how small a part of tfhe great tidu, 
impulse can be cwnmnnicated to the 
terranean through the Straits of Gibraltar ; 
accordingly, tbd ft tide of only tiurteen 
inches on the nosihem eoasi Aal<i% sear 
to the Straits^ «nd tfare^ Cwr, or fivt 
inches in more prettotoa parts. The Bristol < 
Cfaannd opeSs tike a fiumel, to raosive’ttite 
fttU shock of the tide wave entering tite £ciai| 
Sea, and th^ ere have a tide of twty Ibet. 
Whsi w« mvQ said about the Falaec^* 
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of tho BOB, may re-iunure weU-meaning people 
whom a want of coniemjdatioa has betrayed 
into the fear we exalt oursolres unduly, 
in nyoidlng at the triumphs of our human 
handiwork. We l»ve a right bo to rejoice, 
and no man oonversaut with nature, who per* 
mils his heart to warn over the hoiiouruhle 
trophy of hia race, now raised in Louduu, ib 
at all likely to for^t tliat there ie an Archi¬ 
tect unutterably above Mr. Paxton. Such 
notions of couiparieon could never have oc¬ 
curred to him, were Uiey not firbt Huggi’eted by 
weak heads that mean well, but think idly. 

The tide is breaking very pleasantly upon 
th c shore. You {lerucive that as the wave i uiis 
up to our feet, tho lower jsirt of it is retanhHl 
by tho fiiction and resihtauce of the sloping i 
beacli, the water oii the Miiumit having no 
sueh oiJpOHitioutooucuuiit(.i, khuols aliciuT ; so ' 
that tlie whole wave seuiis to ruii luitil the 
up|ier jiart is overbalancetl, and eonieh t(>]>]>]ii)g 
to the ground. It beats air down iiiKm th** 
beach, which soon bunts out again, and makes 
the music of the bi'eakei's. 

Wc ha\e bueii walking up and clown 
the* annuy ahii't;, and gosuppiug alsnit tin* 
world of water, as if stuiutb never bloUod its 
good nntun*; but tho water never stomis ex- 
ce]it when the wind trouldes it. Karlli(|uaki s 
disturb its balance now and then, imt air w 
the arch agitator. Our oceauof water is a 

i Msioeful, huay gi'nilcmau, who would ]ieironn 
IIS work like a chronometer if he were not} 
niiuiied to au caioou of cur, who has the upper 
hand of him. IJis wife is hokle; sbe is kisv 
inghini cpiitc prettily to-day, to-moimw sbe 
luay blow him uji, and if blio do, ho cc'rtaiiily 
will foam and fiet; ami then, perhaiia, she 
will get up a scjuall, and he will lour, or she 
will howl, and he will give a sullou growl, and 
wo bo to the ship that interferes too muoh 
between the pair while they are quarrelling 
ttoi the whole, however, tiiej ai-e c*ertainly a 
happy couple; and so olosu is t heii* alluuiee, and 
so many are the honds of oyiniiatliy between 
them, that to understand the wator ]>ru])oily, 
you ought to knowliiawifo. Verj* well,thou;

But before this happy luomeul amveil, 
we had to wait, as 1 said, two huuis; and 
leavuig, therefore, the }uitieut old lady lUt 
our representative lieforu the little door 
which led into the gallery of the Hercules 
H.xll, whither oui* tiekels adiuitUsl us, and 
licforc w hich door no one but ourselves hail 
jet presented themselves, Myra and I ranged 
along tlie (pieor whitc-waslicu galleries of the 
old jKirtioii of the Palace In which wi were. 
Cannot j’ou h«>c these vistas of white-washed 
wall, with grim old portraits of piwilered ladies 
and gentlemen, in noo]is, mfiles, gold lace, and 
ermine, and framed in bhiek frames, mter- 
sjiersed amid heavywreatlis anil aiabescptes 
of stucco J—ilazzlingly whitewalls, dazzlhigly 
white arehwl ceilui(»), ilunluii>Iiiug in long 
pers|Hetne! Now we came ujhiu a strauf^ 
sort of a little kitchen in the thick wall, where 
a quaint copper kettle, btandiug on the now 
cold hi luth, tolil of cofti*c miule lor some Iloyal 
servant some houni lioton*; now ■w’o were be¬ 
fore the door of souk* K(immer-tfu7ujfer ; now 
ill a gallery with the white-wash, but without 
the iKirtnuts where opiKiwu* to even* door 
bfootl a lai'gc, white euplKsard; a goodly row 
of them. 

Once we found ourbuivcs below staiiv* and 
in one of the courts, nieie, on passing 
througb tho dooi'-wray, you stood on a sort <if 
terrace, above jour heivl a ceiling rich wilh 
]K>iulerous wreatiu of fruit and flowers, an l 
cither fituci*o oruaments of the Kune stjle, 
which jirokibly hod ouco boon gilt, and w’lih 
fading fr*>sc(H*s of gwls, goddesses ami cupids! 

This old mrt of the Iloyal Palace of M iinieh 
is (juite a little town. We discovei'ed also a 
little tiny chapel, now quite forgotten in '.he 
glory of Hess's frescoes, and thewauty of flic 
new Jiaf-KitpelU. To^y this old eluiiM*! 
was njicn, hung with black doth, awl illnmi 
nated with uumlierless waxen tafiers, ainl the 
altar verdant with shralis and plants placed 
niKin the altar steps. There was, however, a 
remarkably mouldy, cold smell in Uic pl.ice ; 
but I suppose tlie royal procession yibitt.l this 
old ch^l IU3 well as the new »ue, bn its way 
to the Hercules HalL This cortege, witli the 
King and his brother walking beneath a splen¬ 
did canopy, and attended by priests and 
courtiers, went, I believe, wandering about a 
considerable time, to the editiciitioa of tho 
nopulaoe; but of all this, exoeptiiig frotn 
heanay, 1 cannot speak, having considered 
it as the wiser thing for us to return to 
Madame Thekla and onr door, ralhier than 
await it. 

The Bmaulee Hall is lathar small; and 
certainly more ugly than bwnMfol, with 
numbers (d -aitd-fiishioned ohondaiUers hi^nging

galleties. The amval of peqde below was 
gradual, although our gallery and the i^lery 
opposite had b^ crowded for hours. We at 
length had the pleaeuie of soemg soiucthing 
commence. 

The door at the further end opened, and in 
streamed a crowd. Ilien tottered in aucieut 
rejiresoutations of the twelve “apostles,” 
clothed hi long violet robes, booml round the 
waist with wmte bauds stiiped with red, and 
with violet caps on their heads* on they 
tottered, supported on either side by some 
pool relative, an old peasant-woman, a 
atolwnrt man in a black velvet picket and 
bright black boots reaching to tho knee, oi by 

S lmxom girl in her holiday costume 
t apron and gay boddico. On tiiey 
■bl^ wzinkled, with white locks fall¬ 
ing ok their violet apparel, with lulsied hands 
rembig on Ihe strong arms that supported 
tliem-‘-the oldest being a hundred-aud-one, 
the youngest eighto-seven years old! My 
eyes swam with sunder There was a 

of trouble in moauvug them ui>ou their 
long snowy jthrone; that enmson sUi» was a 
greit mountain fur their feeble feet and stiff 
knoss to ohmb. But nt last they woic all 
seated, their poor hieuds standing boldnd 
them. A nun in black marshalled them like

in white robe% who flitted, doad-like, into a 
small rdsed sea^ set apart fin* thorn in a 
dark comer behind the unifbnns. A bevy 
of priests in gold, violet, blue^ and black 
robm, with burning tapers and swinging 
ccusert), enter; prostrate themselves b«ore 
the Kuig of Bavaria, and before the King of 
Hosts, ns tyiiificd to them on tho altar; fhey 
channt, nmiiunr, and prostrato themselves 
^aiii and ngam Incense fills the hall with 
its warm, odoious breath They present open 
books to the King and Pnticcs. And now 
the King, ungirding ins sword, which is 
tx*ci,ivcHl by an attendant gentleman, ap- 
pioiushes the oldest “apostle;” be receives 
the golden ewer, ns it is handed from one 
brother to another; he bends lumsell over 
tho ohi foot; he diops a few drojis ot water 
U|K)U it; lie receives a snowy napkin fioin the 
Itum es, and 1 lys it diuntily over the honoured 
foot; he again bou s ovci the second, and so 
on, thpout»h the uhole* tw(*lve, a jinest, 
with a cloth. Ixmnd lonnd his loins, hmshing 
the diyuig ot the leit. A difitimt scene 
must tliat have lioou m Jotuailem, some 
eighteen hundred ycait. ago ' 

And now the King, witli a gincious smile, 
h<mgs round the iwtieiii neck of each old 
man a iduo and wlute pmsc, ceftitauung a 
small sum of money Tin iniosts letiit; tho 
altar and reaihug-<U*sk arc reiuovcil bix 
tables, covered with snowy cloths, upon each

T had travelled, I suppose, 
about two miles, when coming to an open 
bay, where I saw some hIuiw lying at an 
auelior; aud you may depend 1 was glad 
enough at seeing them; and shortly aEer* 
words T had the pleasure of seeing some 
houses, but X was still a good distance from 
them; but I travtiled on till X got pretty 
near them, nhen 1 had the satisfoction of 
seeing two men. 1 sung out to them as loud 
as 1 could, for fear of losing them again; 
but they heoid me, and titey eanie towards i 
me ; and when T came to them 1 told them 
my wu%e, aud they very kindly took me home 
with thtm, and gave me souicthing to eat and 
to di ink; and 1 told them of my poor old 
]iartncr that 1 had Jell in the eavi^ and I told 
them what state 1 hud left him in. 1 offered 
them some money for what they gave me, 
but they lofused it; and ns soon as I had 
finished what they had given me to eat, they 
took me to a man by the name of Mr. Qubert, 
who I found afterwards was the head man m 
the place—and a veiy good man he was;— 
aud he sent three men along with me to fetch 
my old partner foom the ca^e, which after i 
a good deal of trouble we found; and glad | 
I enough I was to find that he was ^vc: and, 
aiter giving the old man something to eat 
aud to drink, we carried the old man lO 
Grimsby, for that was the name of the ph«*e 
I liad liecn to, where the people used us very 
kin(% ; but my poor old partner got worse 
and worse every day. Though Mr. (Hlbett was i 
kind enough to send for a doctor to St. Mar> \ \ 
for him, which is the head tovm in the island, , 
he died the sixth day after we were ‘wrecked, > 
As for myself, thanks be to God, 1 got pietty 
well in a few days; and after staying and 
lending a hand to bury my old shipni.iU;, 1 
diirtpcd myself ou board of a brig calhsl the 
“Hope,” behmgmg to Bridgewater, which 
was Dound to £)ndoii. But before 1 left Old 
Grimsby, 1 told Mr. GObert where the owuer 
of the brig lived that I hail been cast away 
in, so that he mi^t get paid for the trouble 
and expenses h^ad u^n at daring our stay 
there; aud ns soon as the 'wind and wreother 
would permit, 1 s^cd for London in my new 
brig. The master of her was a veiy good 
man, and we arrived in London the 17tii da(|r 
of April. My new master h’ked me Vf>y 
well, and he wrote to Mr. Ingelow in Beatoti, 
about me, to let him know .where I was; 
and ]dr. Ingelow having no idiip that wanted 
apprmtier, eeut pe my indentuvea and my 
> wag^ after servkg him fi.ve yean out of 
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the aerea yean that I waa ixntnd for j ao 
my new niastw got me boqQ4< anarentioe to 
him for three yean. I Bailed ih the “ Hope ” 
of Bridgewa4ier till the year 17d6~-chied> in 
the coaming trade—andJ waa very well con¬ 
tented for oor maater was a v&j good nuua, 
and the ownma had promised me a mate's 
aitnotion as )>oon aa 1 got out of luy time. 
4nd in .April in 1798, we were lionud irom 
Ijoiulon to Bridgewater, nnd getting down 
Ohonnel as far aa thu lazani, and we being 
bound off the Briafol (/Iiuiinol, the wind 
being at that time about uoitb-eaat, and 
blo^g a atrong gtdo, aud our alup being 
rather light, we .{ot blown off tiio land; and 
iho gale ouutinumg for eight or ten liaya, 
ve got drifted a long ways off; aud our 
maater not being a navigator, though he 
was a verygmxl coaster, ao that when the 
g.de was over, and we got iino weather, 
we did not k^w where «e wcie, but we 
knew well enough that we hiul been diifled 
to the weatwwrd. We had to run btuk to the 
caatwai'd and the second day afler wr had 
fine weouier. We &11 in with a Mount's Bay 
boat, who, like Ourselvea, had b(.>eu blown off 
the land, who was very short of provisious 
aud water, of which, thanks be to God, we 
iiad plenty; aud we ^ve them H<;mo, and they 
gave us some braiuiy and toliacco-^or they 
were smugglers—for tJie p|X>vi!>ioia} which we 
gave them; and they directed ns what course 
to steer in fi»r the land, and we parted com- 
l>aay. And the next day morning we fell in 
with tlie "Brilliant” IVigate, who made us 
heave to, ani^abe sent a uout on board of us 
to go a^pi'esafug; uid our mastei’ being half j 
drunk, and the rest of the crew being no^ 
better, we got a-ciuaiTeliing, when the lieu¬ 
tenant of uie came on boaid, and 

S our maater being drank 1 got 
: for 1 Wing opt of my tim^ two (lays 
^ happened, ']\1 C.o noster the 
lUfutenant ao whui «c were inn^tered; so 1 
Wia sent on board of the higatt ; wl a ono 
lifeve thip 1 thought she was whin 1 first got 
Aa Doaid of her, and 1 was pot in the mam- 
but 1 Boon found my mistake out, for 
tM very ftrat night, at retuing tupaoil, I saw 
aersA AWn doggnl lor not Wing amort enough: 
and meb^yer seeing a man flogged before, 1 
wiA^ lAyaolf back again in mv liiUe bi^. 
^ het4 j eoald see the fruits of drunkemtesa; 
for if iud been sober a-board of the 

"Hope” inHD.wefeUinwitb thefrigato,Idioald 
have h«Rt mowed »wpy; but it was my lot^ 
and 1 w«B obliged to oontaut myaeif where 1 
jm, for our awigo on hoard of fto ** Biilliant ” 
was very anml; fop we had nius men doii^ 
da^ OS boataandn’a uatea on board of her, 
and there wtw ptartinig and flogging all day 
long; and tha aMga'tma verylitHe fit to 
mMoncUa me to taAu-ofWar; bat bang 


Biscay, we want away to the westward on a 
cruise; and on the fiOth of October we fell in 
with part of a Waat India eonmy. homeward 
bound, who had bean aeparated in a gale of 
wind on tlie banka of KeWonodlatui, aud had 
lost their commander; and. there being no 
man-of-war aking with ibcin, our captaia round 
himself in duty bound to see them safe into 

S li; and away wo went along with them for 
England, and in five days we arrived bb& 
in Plymouth Sound, luiving a strong westerly 
wind all the way. Aud one of tlie masters of 
one of tihe ships told our cofitaiu, that about a 
week Wfore they fell in with our shij) thqr 
had Wen chased by a French piivatoer, and 
that tlic privateer had taken two sliliw belong¬ 
ing to liondon, de<‘ply laden, and ho liolicveu 
tlial tlie privateer luul taken thorn into Santa 
(* 1 : 0 /, a town in the Island of Teuenffe, one of 
the Ooimry Islanda. Our captain acquainting 
the admiral that was in Flyuioutli with it, he 
gavo him pcrmisdion to go to Tencnffe aud 
try to cut them out; and he f.ent the 
“ Talbot,” a shioj) of wai, along with us; and 
we saded from llymouth in the middle of 
November, and having nothing Imt straug 
westerly winds against ns, wo were nearly 
three weeks befms* we got to Tencrifle; and in 
our passage we bud the good fortune of taking 
two prises—^the one tbe viry piivateer that 
hod taken the two shi^is that wo weic going 
to cut out. She was a flue bi iguntiue iMdong' 
ing to St. Moloes, and tho other a ship lio- 
loiiging to Biibtol, that had lieeu token by the 
privateer, homewoi’d bonnd, only two days 
Wfon' we took them again. 

Aud now having anived off the island, 
we arranged everything to go in with the 
lioatb to cut the two sYiips out, and on the 
4th day of Beoember we left the ahqis, about 
four o’clock in (he aflenuiuu. There wore 
seven boats of us altogether—^foui' from our 
ship, and three from the “Talbot.” The 
boat that 1 was in was 11 flveHisred boat, 
half gig Olid half cutter; siie was a vury fine 
and the commanding offloer was in hnr, 
wliich was the flrat lieutenant of our frigate^ 
who pulled baokwards and forwoi^ to the 
rest cn the boats, to euGourage tiro men and to 
give his owlets. Wi aot into Santa Ctoro 
linrboDr about ten o’chm in the eveninm pad 
we wei'e lucky enough to board one m the 
ships, and get posseauoa of hpr trithout get¬ 
ting sny one hurt; hut not ao ndfii the o^ar 
ship, for tiie noiae wo made in hOwrdSng thp 
first ship ptat them on thnur guard, and idro 
bmg a ahip whi^ moontod ten ma^ amanod 
her flra on our boata which were 
which had to boand n«r: and I b«4nglA|)A» 
the Doxnmainding offioiu^a boat, who ^ 
bo«vd of tho fitot ;«hjb that had iipmAtma, 

going put 0 ^ iuto harbour with wMbthaoaae 
of trtM off the land, pod our oaSpr larotag 
how the <diher frosto wore likely to ha hMt^d, 
(udotod Ihw phmaeo and hb own hijtt to go to 
thoMNdiri«Btoofth«frahiimiat^ 
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our boat got dear of the quaH^ of tUe ddp, 
a shot B^ck her right la the ouddle, and 
killed one attd wounded two more; and 
it being 'very desk thie timai and onr boat 
bcuig ■Very aoon ftiu water, we could not 
give any amiatanoe to our diipuiatos, unr 
could we pull back to the prize; so we were 
obliged every man to do the Itest they couhl 
for Aemaelvee, aud I wan once nioru loft iu 
a b^ fdtuatiou; but, tlianka lie to <lud* I 
could awim very well, aud 1 seeing a vchx'l 
laying pretty clos(' to me, I swam to her, wiiicli 
proved to be an Ameiicau bcliooner. I hung 
on by her cable some time, and the people 
boingall on deck, J conhl li<>iu* them spi'ak 
at Inst one of thou li>r>kuu> over 
tlW »« llt« icJaoouer, 1 spoke to iiiui, .•uni 
asked him to let me come ou lio-ud, .niid 
he gave me a rope Vein I, a ml I wnm got' 
on bow’d. When f got on hom'd ol 
ner,T was taken »i% to the mate, and i told 
Inuihowl came there, and lie toUl theeapUiiu, 
ahu told me that he wonhl lie ohlii'ed to take 
me on slioi-c iu the mornni'. In the (loveinor; 
but or<Iered some of the m«u to give me some 
dry clothing and bomethiug to eat and to 
dnuk ; oud, lu iact, they heliaved very wf H 
to me. All this time the nlii]) kc])t tii'uig at 
the lioatb, aud the boats where <iblige<l to 
retreat ■with their one prize; Jor the loits, 
getting alarmed by this time, liegnn to o}K>n 
tu-o; but tlie boats got their bhip s.afe out, 
for we could not see anything of In r in the 
) loruiugv When moiniiig was come, and i 
eonld bee wliat sort of jisopic I had got 
amongst, I saw a young man ou Iward of tho 
Hcliooner that 1 thought I hud necn some* 

I where ; and, when L came to iiiquiiT, X louiid 
j that he was an old shipmate of mine, and 
felInw-a}ipi'eAtice iu the “doheidi and Ann,” 
mid he was seeond mate of tho sehooner, and 
his name was J.'unes hlaitin. And, 'alien we 
be^on to know one another, he tohl tlie enp- 
tsiu of the schoonei' that I was a man that 
served mv tiiuo to Uie sea serviee ; aud, the 
Bchoonw Insng slunrt of hands, the eujitaiu of 
the schooner sent fur me, and told me, that, 
as I was a young man that served my time 
out td Bostun—ond he bad no husinosa to 
know wbot Boston it was, whether H was 
Boston in England Amerioar<-«mi if I 
had a mind to sign the Aiticlea, be would 
pot me on the imoonor’s books, and give 
me thirty dollars a month ; and he would 
take guod dato Po one should know how 1 
got wee,' J^ow yon may depend 1 was 
not istig {OOBBidenng about wWt to do; 

ttouji refused to join the schooner, Z 
.motildlMiTOhad to go to aSpanish prison; so 
I agreed with the captain of ^ wshooner— 
^ was edlsd the ’^Speedy,” of Baitiinore. 

tWa toMener haa broo^t out a new 
OaweriMU(^t!um Cadiz, for ^ M;Bnd8,and die 
w«» going to ssery the old one home again, to 
Ftaoee she mightbe uble 
mw wto; and «e laid at Teneriffo for 
nearly fim nwhfQui before the Govexnw waa 


ready to go, and by this time I got quite com¬ 
fortable on board of her. Ajid we aailod in 
the l^ter cud of Kebi’uaty, X7D9, foom 
Teneiifll*. And, alter being ciiased by many 
of tlie English cruisers, lor the “Speedy” 
saileil remarkably fast, we got into a place 
ealicd C'ordivaii, in Pmice, the eutranue of 
tho lionle.uix Biver, by the latter part of 
March; aud we cot up to Bordeaux by the 
lieidnuing of April And, after the flowmor 
was Lmded, aiiil his Ihlnga out of the schooner, 
luid there lieing no Jreightsfor the schooner, the 
captain sold her to the Freucli tiovemmrait, 
she huiug a very fast sailing vesseL Awl the 
crew, me iu number, were iwid our wagoa, i 
aud sent about our Inisiness; and me and my ‘ 
old shiinnate, James Mai'tin, went and sluppeu 
' on lamnl of a large ship, under Hamburgh 
eolouis. that was takiug iu a cargo of wine 
for Huiiibiirgh ; am! ;iou may depend that 
jmc .and my friend weie glad to go some- 
wjjoi'c, for it wuH dangei'uuH to be ashore; 
for, if the iwlice knew that yon was a sailor, 
aiui not lielongiug to luiy sliip, they took 
,ton and sent you ou Ixiard of one of ^eir 
Vrigab’s; but, tlninks be to (4od, we kept 
ourbelvcs eleai* of them; and by the latter 
pat I of April, our ship being loaded, we sailed 
from the town of Bordeaux, and we got clear 
of the liver by the beginning of May. And, 
after liemg at sea some days, our captain 
called all the meu ait, and told them that 
lie 'was not liouiid to Hamburgh, but tliat 
lio.exjieeted to go to Loudon, but that his 
orders weii’ to go to tlie Tsland of Guernsey 
nud wait for orders; and, after a long and 
tiresome pass.’ige, we urrived at Guernsey in 
the middle |iari of .loue. And me and ray 
old bhijimatu, kuowiug well enough Hint if th<’ 
ship wcut to iioudon wo should he pressed, 
aud having such a great dread of an Englmh 
mon-of-wtu-, ou account of the usage 1 had re- 
uiveil, we went to our master, who was a 
very good man, and a'sked him for our dis* 
eluu'ge from the ship ; and, after telling him 
onr reason for doing so, he gave it to us, aud 
])Hid us our wages ; and aeliore we 'weni at 
Guernsey, And, after staying ashore thn’e 
or four days, me aud my shipmate joined a 
privateer, called the *Bla&-JEy«d Maul of 
Guernsey.*’ 

Our vessel was lugger^riggerl, and mounted 
sixtoen guns; and wo earned one huiid^ 
and twenty men, "with mx mouths’ protection 
lixim the press ; ami, tlumks bo to God, wo 
wore very lucky In her, for we took a p|mt 
many prizes and recaptmes—the lugger being 
ft very fiuit'Sailing vessel; and me and my 
raitner stoi^red m her till the year 1801. 
Wheii p6iu.'o csmiC'y pAia A H j 

I had aitoat three faundreil and fifty ponndta 
wages aud prize-money altogether ; me 
and my fiMml went fi'oin GuenuMy to 
IriOndou, intending to go to Boston, whore 
wo had servSd our tame, and to aae onr <M. 
friends. But tbjo is the way of the worid, 
tar men •ppoints,.aad the Almigh^ 
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points: for tiie sedoud day ilter I anived 
In London—-whero ira got hi Jtin«, 1801—X 
iraa taken vvry bad ci a f«v^, and 1 ma 
obliged to, keep my bed ttv two montha: 
bint, thMttka be to Qod, I aoon got better. 
And my old abipmate, trho during my illneas 
bad gone,to Xmaton, and bad promiacd to 
retnm to ’l«.nd(»i aj^n as soon as his burn* 
ness uras settled, but be did not; for, poor 
lUlow, be urns taken with the same com- 
jpdaint tbat 1 had, os soon ns he arrived in 
Boston, and died in a vcek after he got home. 
So nov, being left to myself again, and being 
tired of going to 8e:u I intruded to settle 
anuolf on shore. Witu this intent 1 went to 
Jfc. Scovel, who was owner of'several wharlk, 
triiare the traders used to discharge and 
take in their caigocs, and spoke to him, and 
told bin, my intention, and likewise to ask 
liim what the best use would l>e that I conhl 
make of my money; and he wai very kind to 
me, and told me tlmt I hod best put my money 
in the bank, and that I shuald have constant 
emj^yment at any wharf that he had, that I 
WHS a mind to choose. And now, having this 
point settled, I got to come to another; and 
that it, that dnnng my illness a young 
woman that used to attend on me, 1 found 
tliat I gut very fund oi her, and 1 could sec, 
by tlie attention she pmd m^ that I was not 
indiftsrent to her; and as I was going to ato}) 
on shore, 1 thought 1 wanted a wife, and alter 
a Uttie conrtamp 1 gained her consent, anil 
we got married at St. Olave’s Church, which 
is in Tod^ Street, in the Borough, on the 
S7th tiay of Decembw, l«oi. 

1 had taken a little house in Yine Yard, 
dose to Hdtle Herring Stairs; and haring 
money I set up a little shop to sell cabbages, 
and potatoes, and wood, and coals; and, 
thanks be to God, me and my wife wo done 
very well, for I used to go every day to Work 
lb the wharvet' 1 •.%d(Ug and diMhazging 
opting vessels, ind my wife minded the 
shop. And so things went on quih> comfort- 
«||ie till the latter part of July, 1802, whoa, 
a strange aocideut occurred which put an 
end to all my happiness fur a long time. 
^Zhl nm was this: my wife’s mother-in-law 
wma ttomap greatly given to drink, and she 
used io ootae to my wife and get things upon 
trust. Kid go and qiend the money in drink; 
wad basbig nm up a pretty good soor^ my 
wift spt^to b« about It; but she, being half 
dntnk, tlmsbd w wife and struck her. My 
laadUnrd^ 'Hr. BWb seeiim the affidr, came 
down toldi me of it, mr my house was 
closetotbe wharf sriisrat was woridng; and 
1 nui wp dirsedilyi ordered her out of the 
houM^aod baw act to come there any 
more; a(adafpdd»«ywt^l»^ 
us; and at hit #1 me am would make

between aWe e initt mwllline fow broke out 
e^n. ai^K ^reis I and my 


vrife’e motheisin-law went to the lieutmiant 
of the prees-gang, and infomed against me 
tbatIwasaB«iforingman,andeerved uptime 
at sea; and about half-paBt ten oViodk that 
same evening, juet when 1 was gdirc to riiut 
my shop up, the prees-gang came, and took me 
too. I had a scuffle for it before I was taken, 
for T knocked the first two down that came 
into my house; but I wss soon oveijMwerod, 
ahd was taken force, and taken down to 
the boat which they hm Iwoughi io Pickle 
Herring Stairs; aiul from there I was takmi 
on Ikh^ the “Entoprlse,” which lay at 
Tower Hill Staira wh«*e I was put both legs 
in irons and my bands lied behind me; am 
there 1 hud tiu the morning, when me and 
sumo more pressed men were put on board of 
a tender, and sent down to the big Noiu on 
board of the “Old Namur,” which lay flag¬ 
ship there; and next morning 1 was sent 
on board of the •* Ciulders,” ten-gun brig, to 
be sent luund to Kpithcad, where wo arrived 
on the 6th of August, 1802. And now having 
come a little to myscltj you may depend luy 
ieclincB and my mmd was none of the besL 
The cmef thiug tliat grieved me was thinking 
about my wite, for 1 knew riie was about 
seven months gone in the fiiumly way; but the 
only way I had left to do her any good was 
io write to her; and liaving, by good luck, 
three guineas lu my })ocket, whiub I put there 
in the evenuig belmc i wan pressed, to pay for 
some }>otatoi‘h, in the morning, which 1 hail 
bought, X went and bought some paper, and

the wind has got mto some httle notoiiety of 
late, foi not h mug blown down Mr Paxton's 
Costal Palace m Uyde Path—which, it 
appears, it wis liound to do, and ought by all 
means to have done. We have our nus> 
givinps that it is equally bound, by the e.«l- 
cnlations which convict it of this neglect ot 
duty, to blow away 'iny man of ordunuy 
stature who ventures out of doors when the 
weather is not calm. But, we have too ranch 
respect, even fur the fadings ot the wind, to do 
more t^n hint at these its little weaknesses. 

Indeed, our readers are already so occupied 
with the wonders and beauties of the mreat 
Exhibition, and already read so much itooat 
then% tluiit we purposely avoid the subject for 
the present. Therefore, if onr discourse con* 
eenm only the grievous default and bank- 
mptev of the wind in that connexion, it 
woula end here, and take its place in literature

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Wo saw, the other day, how winds wore 
ransed, liko currents of the set^ by inequalitira 
of temperature. The heated air eximda near 
the equator, rises aod luus orer towards 
either pole in two ({rand upper currents, 
unds^hich tiiere flow from north and south 
two dolnges of odder air, to occupy the imnce 
vacated. These ourreuts do not flow from 
due north and due south, because, ns the 
earth rolls every day onue roiiiui itself from 
west to oast, air that has oequbW slow move¬ 
ment at the polos, fiurls the glolie travellinu 
tCK« fast for it at the equator, and is obliged, 
therefore, to di-op more and more Iwhiiid. 

The current ft’oni tho north liecomes a 
north-east wind; that fi'om the south is not 
due south, but south-east. Tliesc winds iwe 
constant, where there is no local uiterfcveuct, 
withm about twenty-eight degrees on eneh 
side of tho equator, being, in hx't, tliu norlh- 
CBSt and south-oast tiwde-winds. Why do 
they not blow all tlieway fiom (lole to tropic ? 

Ther& yon have tho upper cun out to eon- 
aider ; the hot sur that ascended at tlio etpiator 
has been gradually cooling, and Itcconunq 
tlierefure denser—^heavier—as it ran over the 
edd current below.

was dark, then ww scuu a aober man on 
boatd of th* ])m itfii, and thu captainno^ 
being able to •svid us on shore in the eveniag^ 
be kindly told us to look out foi ourselves,, 
for he would be obliged tb send us on short 
in the morning We thanked him kmdly for 
hiH gowi wialuR towards hil and me and th6 
Uneinsey man aatd we woold make the most 
of it Now one of the pnaes’ stas towed 
a^strrn of the pnvafleer, and with hei we 
attempted to nuke onr escsM, and the first 
tbmgwe done Aierttwas to see 

how many of oilv IhUosopnaoneis He etMihl^ 
get to go along'mth sa; and we wvm got nUsS 
more besides osttMlyss. AndtSheneSttlii^ 
we dime wee Isa hsul Ae boat sp elobgiddtv 
and put Uk Mb anyihiiig Ast we tftwag^ 
n eeoMWtr yfbyjWnull a« tSMyiMB 
wndwwtek.

Frenelwou’s Mends fetched j^nty of bi'ead 
and other things on board, tre found a pretty 
’ good Bto<d: of it, enough, "With care, to mt ue 
two or three days, by which tini* we expected, 
with God'ebelp, to be in Enj^ud. Andathu* 
gettiug one of the privateerH < >tnpaHaefl into 
the boat, wo were all i*oady; b < t would not 
do us to stai't licfoi'c the roimtie had been, 
which was a guard-boat that puLle(t round 
the harbour once a night; W) wo dropj)«l onr 
boat arstom again, and laid down (inietly till 
I ihe guard-l)oat was past, which caiiio round 
I about ten o'clock in the luoming. And our 
1 GuemBoy nwui was lucky eiioughjlo hear the 
j watchwopd for the moiuiiig; foi in going out 
j of the hiivlionr, w e had to jiass cIohi to a fort 
on our tttarlioaid hand, >ujd the .untry was 
j nnre to hail you to aiik tlic crniutcisign. So 
alTU'r th** guaid-lMtnt 'wa4 g<ine, and every- 
thing was qiuct, wc starlcd, and we jiassed Uie 
I fort alfont thiee o’clock in the inoniiiig; and, 

I thanks be to God, we cot < Icar ot the mouth 
, of the hni'bour long Lel'oio dtiyliglil. Now 
tin* wind, wh» n we left tin* liarlHiin. was about 
<tf)s(-pouth-ea>-f, and we inuig lamud to the 
northward, we hjwl a fan wind and a line 
I bivexe; andweallc\pe«tedloliavem.itle >onie 

t iart of Einrinnd by the iu'\t »hiy ; but our 
u>|)e8 weie \erysdon all tnislrntcd, for to- 
I wards the uiiddlc |Mut of our lust d iv at sea, 

‘ the wind came round to the uoiihiast, and 
from theiv 1(» iiorth-north-eaht; and liiajue 
to blow verv bartl, and we were obliged to 
close-reef our sails, and lay as close to the 
wind as wo could : lutd we made onr coum* 
nearly north-w'cst, which was four points off 
I our course that we intonded to steer for. It 
1 hlew very hard all night, ami it was VC17 cold, 
and you may deiienil we wen* all vei*y glaii 
when it pleased the Ahuighty to send as day¬ 
light once more; but wo couhl not seeanythmg 
of any ship or land, and wo .dl sat down to 
oat our scanty breakfast; but betoiv wc sat 
down we all went to prayers to ivtiu’n thanks 
to flred for preserving us during the night, 
and hoping that the Almighty would protect 
iu dunng the day. 

After we han_ done our breakfast, the 
wind lulling a Wt, we shook one reef out 
of our foresail. But not to tire my reader 
with everything that we done; we stayed 
in tbie eondltiou for four days, the wea¬ 
ther being veiw thick and hazy, and vtny 
Uttle wind. We saw a largo ship elose by 
. US, and being all hands very wow, wc got 
oar oars out, and pulled after tAe ship, which 
^ M li«t we accom^hed; and she proved to 
b^e^belongiim to Brmon, whdi emigrants 
Suuutvejr t tot the French had drove 
jbeax. 0ot c«f ineir country, and they were 
wand to BaftSmoM^ in America. T^hen we 
firttgot ajoagoida c* ihe ridp,the people on 
; ooMri ^of* her esanc to the gangway, and 

to «ae BO many poor 
wreuSMd-loeKbig tom in so small a Imt; 
for <m ^w«t:waa way t«iMil9s4ve feet long t 


and they asked us in German where we 
canie from, and wliat we wanted. Now, 1 
bei^ the only ouo that could understand 
a Utile of the Geiiuau language, which I 
leamwl at the time that 1 belonged to the 
Hjuttburgh ship that I rooulioned, I told 
them tliat we were Englishmen that had rim 
away from a French prison. As soon a-, they 
hoard it, they told us to como up ; and jou 
may dojicnd we were glad to hear that; and 
wc tried our best to get up. but wc could not, 
for we were so weak, and so cold, that wc 
could not stand ujjoii our legs. So the captain 
seeing this, he waK kind enough to send wnin* 
of tin. crew into the lioat to help us. and tlu*y 
were obliged to haul us up the diip’s side 
with rujies; and, thanks be to Gotl, we all 
got safely on IhjiuiI ; and u miserable set we 
were, for we liivl been ueai'ly fiv'* dajs in a 
small open btait, and wh«*n we started we bad 
Bcarwiy nrotisioiis enough to limt ns two 
da\s; and (hen to bo exposed in the month 
of .Tanuar;y to n c<dd north-cast wind, and 
jilentj of snow lM‘,aliug about us; so you may 
de]M*iid we \m*e iu a very bsul stale ; and it 
th<*y had given ns the ship and all her cargo, 
wc coidd not stand upon our legs. But the 
captain and the imssengen, were very kmd to 
us; and the doctor h.id us put to lieil ns soon 
as he could, and they gave mo a little wiigo 
and sonn* wine, and 1 Mxm ft 11 into a sound 
sleep, from which 1 did not awake till tho 
next day; and, thanks lie to God, and Uie 
good people's care, I wijp able to come on 
deck iu four or live days’ time; InU we 
hail the mistbrtuno to lose llu'ce of my com¬ 
panions, wdio died the day alter we were 
picked up. 

And now there being only six of us left, io* 1 
some of tlicm were a Jong’ time Iwfore they 
got well; but, in eight or ten diiys’ time, 1 was 
as well as ever J was; and I was aide to be of 
some service to my preservirs; for we falling 
in with some veiy squally weather, we split a 
good many of our sails, and I being a middling 
gtKid sail-maker, 1 was able to repair them, 
which pleased the captmu veiy much. Now 
the captain had been kind enough to hoist 
our boat in, and she being a very good Ixial, 
the captain asked me if 1 would sluI the boat 
to him; for I being tho only one th.)t could 
apeak any Oennan, is the reason the captain 
asked me. 1 told him that if he thought the 
boat was of any use to him, he might have 
her and weleomo; for, in my opiuion, we 
owed him a great deal more tuau tho value 
^of the boat, for his kindness towards us all. 
‘But he saiid he would not have the boat irt 
that pric^ for he had done no more than hia 
duty; but, as we were very short of efotfeing^ 
he wmnld give ns a suit of clothes and a 
couple of shirts a-piece out of the slop chest 
for the boat, to which 1 atyeed at ono^ and 
Uumked him very kindly for his kind offer; 
tnd he gam tu our clothes ; and iu foot every 
one on board of that ritip behaved better 
than if we had been their own brothers; and 
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we all wan -mf oomfortaLlv o& Iward of W, 
till the lOtli day Febrnaty, when we ftU in 
with an JBkigllsn brig who had lost her fore* 
mast and bownuri^ running fool of an 
iceberg: and me lost five men overboard 
when me acddent happened, so had only 
fbnr men left, Onr injitam asked ns if we 
would go cm board of the brig to assist our 
oonatT^oien, and we agreed to eo on board of 
the bmg; and yon may depend we left the 
Bremen ship with a heavy heart, for they aU 
had been so kind to us; and our old captain 
was kind enough to give us a spare spar for 
to rig a jury foremast; and he told the master 
ti the brig to pay the price of the spar to 
us, tf it pteased (iod to send him sate mto 
port. We all thanked the captain heartdy 
for his kindness towards us, and we })arted 
com' 


tow the brig that wp got on board of, 
was called the ^ Spring-flower,” belonging to 
Liverpool; and she was last from Port Iloyal, 
Jamaica, bound to Liverpool She sailed from 
Port Bc^al under convoy of a frigate; but 
*bdng very deeply laden, and a very dull 
saUor, sbe lost the convoy m a gale of wind; 
and a few days aftcxwards she had the mis¬ 
fortune to run fool of an iceberg, and lost her 
frremasi and bowsprit, and flve of her men. 
When we came cm Ixuirdof the brig, we found 
the master, two men, and a boy, and us six 
coming on board, made ten altog^er; and we 
tomea to with a good will, and got our shears 
up^ and mged onr jury foremast and 1x>w- 
B^t, which, with Ood’s help, we finished tlw 
second day; so that we weie able to set a 
maintop galWt sail for a foie-tojisail, and a 
lowpr studding sail for a foroaad, and a iote- 
topmaet stajnim fur a jib. Now the captwi 
of the brig being well pleased with onr work, 
and aeeing we were very shoit of elothing, 
and enedaily when he he it'a ue got on 
no, dpf the Bremen sh!]k vaa kind enough 
to givaua the men’s clothes that had Iieen 
drowned, fiir our use ; and the mate of the 
brig bring drowned, he made me mate in his 
atsM, for I yras the oulv man out of the 
whole that could read ana write. Now the 
brig ha^ been out a long time at sea, and 
though she was bound to Iceland, we could 
not Skttempt a passage to Imgland in that 
time of the year, and the state the vessel was 
in. The Butod of Bermuda was the nearest 
land to tn^ io we steered fur Bermuda, where 
we arrived lab cm the &d day of March, 
1803. 

Now when we to Bermuda, there bring 
CUM of the ownwh agwots there, we dlsehaiged' 
our eaigo j and tiM Wig bring ftnmd unfit to 
soa willutttaihoMouA m«ir, we were 
^|d off;' 1 ^ the ptdff us the same

And now bring upon my own hands agrin, 
and having a little money and a ftw riewea, 
me and my old shipmate, the Unernsey 
man, shipped cm board of a brig Sailed the 
“ Sprightly,” aibont one hundred and twenty 
tone bnrdemand she was bound to Barbadnes, 
one of the West India Islands, and sre euled 
firam Bermuda on the :2nd day of April, 18(j3, 
and we arrived at the Island of BarDadoe& 
after a pleasant passage, the latter end of 
April; and 1 traded, on Ixiard of the 
" ^rightly,” from one island to another, till 
August, 1804. And 1 bad made a good bit of 
money by this time, when, on the 24th day of 
August, 1804, we were coming up to wind- 
wara, and T had the middle watch. it was 

n ' after two o’clock in the morning, lor 1 
iust been relieved from the hohn; the 
weather being very thick and hazy, we were 
mu down by a large ship, calleil the Big 
Ann,” of Tamdon. Bhe came down upon us 
so quick and unawares, that L had only jnet 
time to get hold of her bobstays, and I sung 
out to the rest oi them that was on deck; but 
only one, beside myself, had the good fortune 
to save himstli, and tliat was the mate of the 
hrig. The rest of the crew, six in number, 
foimd a watery grave. The eaptaiu of the 
“Big Ann ” tried the best that ho could do, 
for he hove bis riiip to directly, and lowoissi 
two boats down, and pnllcd uhoiit in our 
direetion. We esnild not s^e anything of the 
brig or of the uufoitunatc ciew; so, when 
everything was nuiot agam on iMMud and 
made sail again, the capUuu called the mate 
and me, and asked us the mitieulors aixmt 
our hug, and we told him all we knew about 
it. He sent us down below, and told us to lay 
down till the morning, and lie would see wlu^ 
he could do for us; but, for my part, 1 could 
not sleep, and I believe my )iartner in mis¬ 
fortune was the same, for 1 ueatd him getting, 
up, every now and then, and s^ing out for 
one of hie old shipmates, or ringing out “ISard 
arstarboard! there die comes.” 1 went to him 
and tried to qniet him, but it was of nctgkse, 
for by the morning he was raving mad; and 
the captain and some of the passengeft did 
all they conld for him 1^ hieing hfiaa and 
giving him wltat medicunee th^ thought 
woiilcf do him good; but ali was of ao upe, for 
he died the next day about four o’clook In tiis 
afternoon. And now, 1 being the onto om 
that was aaved from the “ Spnghtly's” etew, 
however all wril and hearty only twent^our 
houra ago, I knelt down and thanked the 
Almighty Qiver of all mwd for hia wondierfift » 
merey towards me; and Ifiritginatlyrdlieitog 
aiterwarda. **

and the captain tuld me thaif if I liked, 1 
could stay on board of his ship all the time 
that the ship lay in Fort Royu, or till 1 got 
aoother ship. We arrived iu Fort Boyal on 
the 88 th (&y of Angpst, 1804; and 1 was 
obliged to go on shore the next day to go to 
the consul, and tell all tltot I kn4v about the 
loss of tluj “ Sprightly ” brig. The brig being 
insured, 1 received the wages that was duo to 
uie to the time she was lost, which amounted 
to about one himdrcd and eighty dollars ; so 
I was able to lay myself in a good stock of 
clothes, whii^ 1 wanted very much; and I 
stayed on board the Eig Ann ” till the 15th 
day of 8 epteiul>er, when 1 shipped on board 
of a ship beluDmig to Li\ eipwl, called the 
“ EJng George.” She was bound to the Coast 
of Africa, tor a cargo of slaves; she was a 
fine shi]!, mounting eighteen guns, and carried 
righty men; and she hiul a luttcr*of-marque 
commission for to fight her own way. Wc 
sailed from l‘ort Eoyal the latter part of 
Scptcmlsn', and we had u .ury jileasuitt pas- 
ss^ across the Trades, and wu arrived on the 
Coast of Africa at a juace called Anno Bone, 
the latter part of Novcmlier; and we traiUd 
up and down the coast till we got our cai^o, 
winch we compl<‘led by the Iwgiuuuig of 
February, 1806; bnt jubt before we sailed, 
our captaiu got infonuatiou, by a ship that 
arrived there, that two French frigaU'S uere 
cruising in their ti'ack, from the Coast of 
Africa to the West liidi(.‘s; bo our captaiu 
altered his mind, and, iu I’oom of going to the 
West Indies, we sleeiw ior Eio de Janeiro on 
the Coast of the Brarils, where we amved on 
the 15(h day of April, 18U5; and os boon as 
we got our cargo of blaves out, and our ship 
deauod, wo iocA in a cargo of sugar fur Liver¬ 
pool, and we sailed from Eio de Janeiro the 
tasi day of May, and wo were bound fur 
liiverjMol; and we had a very good jiasbage, 
thougli rather a long one, fur wo were bo- 
calmed for twelve df^s, iu what is culled the 
latitudes; ” that was just after a e had 
caeoSBod the line; but afterwanls we got a fine 
breeze across the North-east Trades, till the 
I7th dav of July, when we fell in uith a fleet 
of mon-of-war. The time of our 

lettoMtf-maxque commisaion being expired, 
tlmy came on board of us, and pi-esaed forty 
man out of ua; and I was pressed among the 
xMl^ and sent on bool'd or the ”Spashot,” of 
oevanto-lbur mas. 

So there 1 was, once more, on board of 
an man-of-war; and I hailed for 

ft flnroignnr, and' I sam that I behmged 
to Hainbuxgh, in Germany, thinking that I 
ehMdd gat clear; but it would not do; they 
not let me go; so when I found 1 
oomd not get dear, I contented mysdfl and 


or aupe, tm the month of Uctober, 

when Admiral Ndeon'JIdaed the fleet with

d 4^ we were stationed 
l^nrioos twenty-first of 


October, when we brought the Fi'ench and 
Spiuiishfleet to action; and we had pretty 
warm work while it lasted, but, thauks be to 
GoA we beat them and gained the vidiory. 
And after the action I u'as sent on board of 
one of the prizes, a Spanish seventy-four; ami 
she had lost her fore and mizeu-mast by tlie 
Ijoard, and it being late in the afternoon 
l)efore wc got on board of her, and got the 
prisonors beenrud and exehtmged, it was 
nearly night before we could begin rigging 
our jury, fore, and mizun-mast; but by 
daylight next muniing we got our foro and * 
mizeu standing; but they proved of very 
little Ube to us, for, it coming on a gide 
of wind, we soon lost our jury-mast ugaiu, 
and wc were driving aa fast as we could 
towards the Spanisli shore. It is bad enou;.di 
to bo on a lee-sboru iu a gOle of wind at any 
time, but especially when tliat lee-ehore is an 
enemy’s cemt; but we found that, if the gale 
continued, w'c should have to go on shore 
l>eforu luoriiiug ; so our commanding officer 
thought best to run her on shore whilst it 
was daylight. To effect this, we had to get 
the ship befuiv the wind, which, we could not 
etiect without culling away the main-mast, 
which we were obliged to do, and then setting 
a spritsail u^K>u tlie bowspnt, we got the ^ip 
bemru the wind; and as soon as we got tiio ship 
before the wind we openeil the hatches lo let 
our prisoners come up, so lliat the poor fellows 
could look out to save their own lives; but 
the ship ran upon a siindy beach, but, thanks 
be to God, being nearly a new ship, and verj 
strong buiit, she kept together, and she soon 
worked herself broadside on; and us on boari), 
heaving ail the staiboaixl guns ovci board, and 
rolling all the shot we could get at, or any 
heavy thing; over to the larboanfside; we made 
shift to give her good list in-shore. And 
the slup having worked hei'self broadside on, 
and well in to the sand, we contrived to get 
ashore under her lee; whitsh we did In 
cutting her {urt gangwny and hammock 
nettings away, and launching her booiu- 
boats; which we effected, after a gocxl ded 
of trouble, and by which I got my right leg 
and my ana hurt a good deal, which laid 
me up for some time afterworda Now, after 
we got the boats baled out, we sent the 
prisouem ashore first, and then followed our¬ 
selves afterwards: and by four o’clock the 
next morning—that is to say, tlie 23rd day 
of Oetober->wo all got safe cu shore. 

Now the Spanish, prisoners, that had come 
on riiore first, some of them had beoi and 
sem thirir friends, and, as daylight came on, 
they came down to assist ua; which they 
<Bd, for th^ brought us soma bread, and 
some figs, and somo wine, to r^lreah qs; 
whhfli ^ wanted veiy much, for we hod 
searoeJy tasted anything the last twenty-fimr 
houra; and the Spaniards behaved very kind, 
to os. As flv myself, after I bad eaten tome 
bread and finlt, and drank some wine, I trleil 
to get up, but I could not; and one of the 
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S]>aiuai 4 l% neeing the state that I ’wan in, was 
kuid enough to ^t two or three moie of hU 
oompanionb, and lifted me up in one of the 
bullock-carta in which tliey had lironght down 
the provlaions for na, and covered me up with 
one of thnr {m>at. ponchos ; and he tapped 
me on the shonuder, and said, “Bono English! ** 
And bell g upon the cart, 1 was out of the 
wind and rain—for it blew a heavy gale of 
wind; and I felt myself quite comfuitable, 
‘only my leg pained me a good deal; but. 


sleep; and,as 1 heaid afteiwards, the EVinch

I Antmciui sailors landed there, and when 
I 1 came to myself my Mend, the Bjiauiaid, 
brought one of the Amencau sailors to me 
' for to ask me if 1 wanted anything. I told 
the man, very kmdly, that 1 wanted some 
one to look at my leg; for I felt my leg veiy 
painful, blow this young man was mate of 
an American ship that was geiiinn re]iaircd 
at Cadin, and he spoke very good Sjiauish. 
so he told the Spaniard wliatl wanted, and 
my friend went away and fetched a doctoi, 
who could speak very goo <1 English, viho 
dressed my leg, and assured mo there were 
no bones broken, only ho told me that I mnst 
keep myself very quiet, and to be sure 
not to drink any s}»iiits. I forgot to tell yon 
that the dnt mght that I got on boaid of the 
prize, whilst I was down below, to look foi 
some for to jui , hiie.nsst to the 

• tomp of the old foiematt, I pieked U]> a bolt; 
fut, heiijj in a hurry, 1 never looked imo it, 
but put it roimd me, under ray brock, and, 
being l>u^ at work all the tiiuc that 1 was 
cut board of her, I never thought no more 
aluttttl it till, now I was laying in bed, 1 felt 
it Unoobiibrtable round me, and I asked 
ray new Mend, the American mate, if he 
a'oqhi be kind enough to take it off me. Bat 
what SKM my surpnso when, on oveihanhag 
of it, I foond that there were forty doubloons, 
ton dotlium and 8 <»ne smaller money m it i 
My suaurtto waa so great that my young 
friend pwoeived it and 1 told him the whole 
truth of it bow I came by it My friend 
adviMlIfh ma to k«w it quiet und aay nothing 
$ i toM 1 would. 4 nd now S; 
oilliito into toy thoui^ that the money might 
be tervieUm to mia to kwq* m* from gome 
, ,io prisoh) aatd I to my young Mend 
‘' about it and ha wrait down aiM<s]M}ka to the 
*old Spaniard iAo«i % who raato iq> to me 
k, dm^y, and he iftM ^ ^4>>i to ei htoi mate to 
to fitm to make m'yBatt q id B»> a i^ *hoht that;

eAFBTT FOB FEUALE EUTOBAKTe. 

Omi of the greittest and most deplorable 
hin<hancea to the emigration of jouug women 
to distant colonies, m want of protection. 
That any class—but more espwially women— 
should ever need motectiou in imtish diiiw 
manned by British seamen, is a little homi- 
luting; bat so many instances of brutality 
and immorality have been proved, that the 
treatment of emigrants during their voyam 
is now occupying the serious attention of the 
L(»islatare. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Chisholm’s plan of emi¬ 
gration, whidi associates, in groups and 
families the weak with the strong, has been 
found to work Kuccessfoliy in removing the 
wholesome dread which many well-di^sed 
yooi^ women felt in venturing alone in emi¬ 
gration vessels. The pledge which was framed, 
and is regularly twen by the embarking 
emigrants of the Family Colonisation Loan 
Society, will idiow the excellence of, at least, 
their lutentions: nor have we heard anything 
to show that these good intentions have 
not beon zealously fulMed. Hie resulations 
forming the pledge were passed by a “ Group 
Committee,” composed of the elders of one of 
the groups. 

" That we pledge oursdves, as Christian &thers 
and beads of fimuhea to ezeroiBe a parental control 
and guardianship over all orphans ond fiiendlrss 
fenudes of good repute fbr virtue and morahty, 
proceeding wjth the family groups; to proteut 
them as our children, ana allow th^ to share 
the same cabins with our daughters.

ELEPHANTS. WHOLESALE AND 
RETAIL. 

Thk circumstances which have been instru¬ 
mental in bringing about tho voyage of Bibi

the mightiest Oriental khigs, the enormity ot 
whose mugnifioence sometimes reads like a 
&buIous wonder, seems almost inseparable 
from the euly history of elephants. On all 
great occasions, and the assemblage of mul¬ 
titudes, the lofly and sagacious double fore¬ 
head, with the quiet small eyes, enormous 
flaps of ears, ana ever-varying attitude of 
“ proboscis lithe,” cuustitutes one of the most 
imposing figures of tlie majestic scene uid 
its coudU^ eoDconrse. In tho most ancient 
tiaiiscrit i>oems there are records of tame 
elephants in proceasions, a thousand years 
before the Cliristian era. We do not allude 
only to great state occasion^ or to warlike 
I^eesmuub. but eveu to religious ceremonies, 
since Uio elejibant is found to occupy a jiost 
of eztraorduiaiy honour in the i-emutest 
records of the mythology of India. One of 
their most alarming deities rides upon his 
liack: while tlie idol wliich is their symbol 
for wisdom and science, bears the fonn of a 
man (rather ecccutric iu his }>roportions^ with 
the head of .an elephant. Malcolm, m his 
“ History of I’ersia,’^ tells us tliat a few miles 
from the modem city of Kermanshalu the 
excavations of the rock display many nuely 
carved figures, aud that the sides of some of 
tlie caves arc covered with sculpture rcpi-o- 
bciiting the hunting of wild bom's along tbe 
banks of a river, by men mounted on elephwis, 
while others, iu boats, are roady to attach the 
game when it takes to the water. The bunting 
of deer by men mountoil on elephants, was 
also repi'C'sented in one of their carvings. 
Considering the relative speed of these two 
quadrupeds, at least in modem timis, we 
cannot help regarding this either as a 
“ symboV’ w ® heavy jest. The ancient 
I'hiiicse repreheuted the ea^th as borne vpon 
the bucks ot eight elephants, whoso heads 
were turneil to the prmcit>al points of the 
compass. The same animal Is a fia,voaritc 
figure of speech iu their poetry. In Eastern 
architecture the elephant is likewise a veiy 
important iienonage at the gates of temples, 
on the walls of palaces, on the sides of tomlw 
and pagodas, and in subteorranean temples 
like tuose of Ellora and Mawolipouram. Even 
to tbe present time the IXindous, on great 
ocettmons, select these creatures to bt'or the 
images of their gods, and we find them loaded 
wRh the most valuable ornaments hi the 
mystic processions of Brahma and Vishuoo. 
The use of elephants is absolutely proldbitcd 
in th|gmodem capital of Siam, excepting to 
persHwes of ve^ nigh rank; and, in a portion 
of the^leatiol ]&npire, the chief minister 
the fore^ department—the Fa]merstoii'>of 
Codiin (£iniir-4i expressly designated as "the 
MandaHn of Elephants.”

laughter iVom the whole aragr, to the great 
moni&etiloa and «nge of ids majesty, until 
one « them ftiiUne with solemnity on his 
lumWnng tide, the was obUgM to join 
general mertimenti A ve^difierent 
iklMhod was adi^ted by tibtiwr.

Arrows, Javelins, 
and very long spears were flibricat^ for tho 
purpose of attack, and soldiers were trained 
to advance in two parties, one in ^nt^ and 
one in tho rear, so as to distract the eroatura’s 
attentioiu Gmaar’a victory at Thapsua was 
the coiweqnraice of these arrangements. So 
well Lad the Boman soldiers been trained, 
(hat a veteran, in the heat of this battle, 
having been seized by the trunk of an el^hant, 
and lifted into the air, to be funuusly disposed 
of by a second movement, the solmer, witli 
great presence of mind, instantly made a slash 
with his sword across the trunk, and followed 
np his blows till the elephant loosed his hold 
and retreated with loud cries. Horsemen 
were also trained to attack the elephants, uid 
irm cif aliugers. Tho latter, however, were of 
tic avail a^iubt the creature; but they were 
very useful in knocking the conductor off his 
“iM'rch,” and so leaving the elepliunt without 
hiH accustomed guide. Subsequently, a variety 
of equally iiigeuiouH and hideous dttices were 
adopted to cum}>ete with the war-ele|khants 
of Oriental armies. Soldiers were caseil in 
armour covered with bharp spikes, so that 
the elephants eunld not stizo them with their 
trunks, and buch a soldier being armed with 
on axe would often succeed in hamstringing 
his iKtnderous foe. Carrobahstas—a sort of 
engine for heaving large stones and pieces of 
rock—^were sometimes brought against tho 
elephants; but it was found very difficult to 
hit them when they were in motion, both ftom 
the rude nature of the engine, and also that tiie 
elephants were adroit, and well understood a 
"dodge.” Torehcb, fiery darts, and javelins 
with bghted combustibles affixed to them, 
wore employed with great success; but the 
most effective of nil means of terrifying tho 
wai'-elepbouts was put into operation when 
Khosroo the Great was besieging Edessa. His 
elephants, with their towers, liad advanced 
chm to the ramparts, so as to enable tbe men 
in them tothrowapl^funu from the top^ onto 
the walls, across which the soldiers, by means of 
ladders nn to the towers, were preparing to 
ascend, wnen a Eoman soldier suddenly pro¬ 
posed to the general that a live hog sheulu ha 
hong out over the walls in the face of the 
elephants. This was done, and the whirUtag 
and kicking hog instantiy B(a:<eaming ten 
thousand murders, put the elephants into such 
consternation, thMi they turned about asui fled 
avniy vrith towers and men and laddons, and 
nothing could induce them to advanoe agahi 
to the aasault. Thenumoeuvieof "thehM” 
was horribly performed when AntipatMt b^ 
sieged M!(»ara with a great |fliaIaoac «f ti»- 
phonta. hCegastona smeared n muoaber 
of hogs with ream and gum, and aettiiw them 
on fire, drove thena eUf Bk« sonteiiytiineldBg 
flamei^ amoiw the raiiJi;s of the betilsgen;

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To those who are dedroiu of further par¬ 
ticulars on the numerous battles among the 
sucoessors of Alexander,—«mong the Romans, 
the Carthaginians, and the later nations of the 
Bast, in 'wfflch elephants -were emnloyed, we 
ran recommend the work of Colonel Armandi, 
as one full of curious, entertaining, and learned 
information. 

The use of elephants in armies was alian- 
doned from a Tariety of causes, not the least 
of which was the difficolty of obtaining a sup¬ 
ply, to say nothing of the amount of pro¬ 
vender required to be carrir<l to feed them 
daring a long march. The veiy sight of ihcbe 
auinuufl in process of time became uncommon. 

After the fall of the Roman Kuipti'e, the 
first of these animals which was sei'u in Italy 
was sent by the Caliph Hiuoun Alraschid as 
a present to Charlemagne, who so higlUy 
esteemed the gift, that he named the creature 
Abonl-Abiuts, after the iirbt cali)>h of the raci* 
of the Abbaasides. This ahwmt equals the 
“Pure King,” and the “"W* >i<ler{iil King” of 
the royal cuthuraasl of Shun. 

In their social n'lations, the ancestors of Bibi 
Sahilxdi must be reganhst as objects of con¬ 
siderable interest, awl even of admiration,— 
whether we rt'gnrd them aw ministering to 
the grandeur of sbite occasions, to the luxuries 
and amenities of private life, or in the more 
ardnous capacity of theatrical {lerformcrs. In 
the festive games given by Germanieus, we 
learn from uEUau, that they often enactcil a 
sham fight with excellent intelligence and 
efiecli, that they danced the Pyrrhic, and, to 
crown all, enacted a imntomiiie. Hus is 
serioutiy asserted by the above historian; but 
we must, of course, underataud that it bore no 
resemblauce to our modem pantomines, in 
which the presentation of the parts of Harie- 
qnin and Oolambiue would have been too 
much to expect of the moat accomplished 
eleidiant. Pliny gives an account of a scene 
enacted by them, in winch four of them can-ied 
a Mb in a_ litter, who represented a laily 
taking the air, aftw having been in a delicate 
situatioD. Othenrannd themselves in a seated

sir Ibod from large plates of gold and silver, 
with portentous gravity, that excessively 
ddightra the spectators.

Hie erudite author of the article in the 
“ Foreign Quarterly,” previously quoted, in¬ 
forms us that Emanuel, King of Portugal, in |

Leo X. The animal had been so well trained 
fur the occasion, that the moment he was 1 
ushered into the presence of his Holiness, he 1 
made three dislinct genuflexions, to the great | 
astonishment and delight of tiie Pope, and all i| 
present. This was, indeed, an elephant-!—an j. 
nncxpwrted convert to the Holy 8ee. Idany . 
poems in Latin and Italian were made on tlie <! 
occasion. Most cxtraorilinarycaro was taken of I 
the “ Wonderful Kingnevertheless, he died, 
after a few months, and Ids demise is thus re¬ 
corded in very exqxiisite Iiatiu, in the JEjtia- 
U>ltr Olscurorum Virorum, 1.

The 
many thouaapds of miseraitlo peasants who 
sawtocir Uttle liousvs palled down, and them- 
aolVsa ami children turned into the open 
oonntiy without a shelter, detested him for 
this merciless addition to (heir many safilT- 
ii^; and wh^ in the twenty-fimt year of 
Ilia reign, (wUch proved to W the last) he 
went over to Rouen, England was as full 
of hatrod agaiiut him as if every Iraf on 
every tree in all his Royal Forcbta had lieen 
a curse upon his head. In the New Forest, 
hia son Richard (for he had had four sous) 
had iieen j^ored to deatli ty n ; and the 
people sard that Hus sc cruelly-nude Forest 
woo 1 yet be fatal to othcis of the Con- 
qocior’s race.

Shropidure, and lus iMirk-gatw opened rif^it 
on to a scattered village of which ue land¬ 
lord. I’he bouses formed a straggling ncrM^ar 
street—here a garden, next a gable-eneTof-ja 
form, there a row of isitlages, and so on. 
Now, tdi the end house or cottage 
roi^utable roan and bis wife. 'Dicy were 
ww-jknown in tbe village, and were ei^med 
for tbe patient attantlou which tbfy Mdd to 
jthe bnvbuid's fiither, a panlytio old man. In 
winten his qhmr woe near the ftre; in nom- 
mev, they carried him ont into the open t^e 
in fi^t of the house to bask in the wunsmue, 
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and to recinve whab {tlacid uauaemeut he 
could from wobching the Uttle juiaeiags to and 
fro of the vlllagcro. He could not jutove from 
hie bed to bis clwir wltliont belli. One hot 
and sultry dune day, all the vilLtge turned 
out to the ha^-fields. Oxdy the very old and 
the Tiiry yoUi^ romaiued. 

The old ikther of whom T have apokeu, wau 
carried out to bask in the buiishiiie timtmtrr- 
aoon as usual, and lus sou oud daughter-lu- 
law went to tlie hay-making. But when they 
came home in the early evening, tlieir paiar 
^ed fiither had diHa])peareU —was gone! and 
from that day forwards, uotbiug more was 
ever beard of him. The old lady, who t<ild 
this story, said with the craietnuss that alw.iys 
marked tJie siunilicity of her iiarmliou, that

None cared if he 
was guilty or nuiocent now.

HiIh laxt is hardly a sloiy of unaccounted- 
for dihap]icaiaiice. J< is only unaccuuum 
fur In one geneiatioii. lint disappearance 
iievei to be accHiuntcd for on any HU]>]iosituiu, 
•ire not uncommon, among the tracliticnih of 
the lubi century. 1 have lieoid, (and I think 
1 have read it in one of the cxulier nutnbera 
of “ (’lMiniber-.’8 Join nal ”) of amarnage widen 
took place in Liiicohisliu'e about tlie year 
1750. It was not then </f rufueur that the 
ha]i]>y couple should set out on a wedding 
luuiuey ; but instead, they aud their iilends 
hiul a mciry jovial dmner at the house of 
eithei biide orgi-oom; and in tins instant 
the whole iKiriy adjourned to the biidcgroom'fl 
residence, and disjierml, bonie to iamble in 
tlie gajtdeu, Home to test in the bouse until the 
dinner lioui. Tlie hrideginom, it is to Im 
sumMised, was with hib bndc, when he was 
suddenly bummoued away by a domestic, who 
said that a stranger wished to sjieak to him ; 
and heiiceforwara he was never seen more. 
The same tradition hangs about an old de¬ 
serted Welbl) Ifall standing in a wood near 
Festmiug; there, too, tlie bridegroom was sent 
for to give aocbeuco to a siianger on his 
wedding-day, and disapiieared horn the face 
of the earth fi om that time; but there, they tcjl 
in addition, that the bride lived long,—that 
she passed her tliree-score yeai-B and t^ but 
that daily during all thobe years, while wmre 
was light of smi or moon to lighten tihe earth, 
she bat watching,—watching at one Inriicultf 
window which cummaudea a view of the 
approach to the bouse. Uer whole faculties, 
hei’ whole mental powers, becanie absorbed in 
that weary watching; long before she died, 
she was childish, and only conscious of one 
wisli—^to sit in that lonj| high window, and 
watch the road, ^ong wmdi he m^t come.

Two uoru HtorieB of disanpearanoe, ^<1 1 
Lave (loue. 1 will give you the last in date 
first, beranho it is the most melancholy; 
and we will wind np cheerfully (after a 
fasliiuii). 

Some time between 1^20 and 1830, Ihei'e 
lived in Ncnth ShieldH a renja'Ctsible old 
woman and her son, who w.i& tvyintr lo 
struggle inio bufiieieut knowle<lgo ofmedieine 
to go out ns uliip'Sitigtou hi a Rdtic \ess< I, 
and pethn}>s in thib manner to e.arii money 
enough to spend a hebsiou in Kdinliuigh. lie 
was Iiirthcreil hi all hi>. plans liy the late 

lieuevoh'iit Dr. O-, of that town. I 

liehevo the usual ]iivmuini was not rtspiired 
in hi” ease; the young man did in.iuy useful 
Ih^aidb and ollices whieli a liner young 
gi‘Ulleman would liave eonsideri d iKsieath 
fiini; and he resided witli his mother in one 
of the alleys (or “ehares,”) whu-h lead down 
from the main street of iMoith Shields to the 

river. Hr. (J-had l«s*n wilJi a jiatient 

all night, aiul left hir veiy eai ly on a winter’s 
monihig to re^nvu home to IhsI ; hut hist he 
Htemiod down to Ids appieuliee’s liome, and 
hade him get qi, and lollowhim to his o\in 
house, where soino meilioine w as to lie mixed, 
and then taken to the l.uly. Aecoiduiglv the 
^or lad came, pre|>aml tile dose, and lei otf 
witli it sonutimo between five and bLv on a 
winter’H morning, lie wjw never seen ugidu. 
l)r. (i—— wailed, tliinkiiig he was at liis 
mother’s housi*; she waited, considering that 
he had gone to his day’s work- Ami nie.'ui- 
while, as people rememliored afterwards, the 
Pinall vessel lioiind to Edinburgh sailed out 
of 'I’he motln'r cxjKvted him Itsu’k lierj 

whole life long; hut some years afterwards 
occurred tin discoveries of the Hare and 
Burke horrors ; and ]h o]ile seemed to gain a 
dark glimjiso at his fati ; Init I never lusiid 
that it was fully ahcertaiiied, or iivleed more 
thou sarniised. T ought to ad 1, that all who 
know him, spoke emphatically as to his 
steadiness of {nuiMiso, and condin t, so ns to 
render it imjirobablo in the highest degree 
that ho had ruji off to sen, or suddenly cliaugeil 
his plan of life in any way. 

My last story is oiw of a difliip]ieanuice, 
whiuh was accounted for after many years. 
There is a considenihle Btre«‘t in Manchester 
le.>dmg fi-om the conti-e of the town to some 
of the suburbs. This slrei‘t is called at one 
paii (hirratt, and allerwainls, whore it 
Emerges into gentility and comparatively 
county, Brook Street. It derives its former 
luuue uom an old black-and-wbitc hall of the 
timo of Bichard the Third, or thereabonts, to

I am alhiuat suiv that the family'to whom it 
b>‘loiigcd wire Mosleys, pi-obnhly a branch of 
the tm* of the lonl of the M.nioi- ol M.aii- 
chistcr. Any topogiaphical wt<rk of the 
last century lelatiiig to them district would 
give the name of the hwi jiroprictor of the 
old stuck, iuul it is to him that my sbiry 
refeis. 

Alaiiv yi-ars ago there lived in MAiiohester 
tw'o old muidcii ladies, of high resyiecfahilit}. 
All their lives hml Is'cn sjiciit in the town, 
and they' wciv fond of ivhitiiig the ehiuiges 
which hiid taken place within tlieir recoi- 
lectioii; which extended liack to seveniy or 
eighty years from the juvsent time. I'hey 
knew iiincli <if its tvaditioiiary history from 
their father, as well; who, with his father 
befort* him, had lieen respectable attomera in 
Alaiichestcr, during the gn*aler jiart of the 
last century; they were, also, agents for 
w'veiiil of the coiiiity-famiries; who, driven 
from their old ]M>ssc>,sioiis by the enlargement 
of the low II, lound xome eonqH-nsaiiou in the 
iiici’eascd value of any land wliit-h they might 
choose to selL Consequently the Messrs. 

S-, Cither and son. wire wmveyanccra in 

gootl repuU*, ami aispiaintM writli several 
secret pieces of family history; one of which 
related to Itavratl ilaJI. 

The owner of this estate, some time in the 
first half of the last century, married young ; 
he tuid his wife hail sevcrid cliildren, and lii’* d 
together in a quiet stale of linpi>iness t 
in.any years.' At last, husiness of some kind 
look the huslxaiirl up to 1.Anidoii; a week's 
jouroey in tliosi* ilays. lie w’rote and au- 
nouiieed his arrival; 1 do not think he ever 
wrote again. He seemisl to be swalloweil up 
in the abyss of the Aletrupulis, lor no friend 
(.and the lady had many and jiowerfiil •Heiidhj 
could ever ascei'taiii for her what had liecome 
of him ; the iircvalcnt idea was that he had 
beeu attacked hy some of the street rolibera 
who prowletl about in those days, that lie had 
I’esisted, and liad bi'eu imualeicd. 11 is wife 
gnwlually gave up all hojvs oi seeing him 
again, and devoteti hci-self lo the care of her 
children ; and so they went on, Inuiquilly 
enough,until the heircmiie of age, when certain 
deeils were necessary' Ik'I’oic he could legally 
isiko posseBSion of the iiiopcrty'.

country whetn every man capable of labour 
ma;i' command reimmemtiviewmployment in a 
variety of shapes. In short, toe servant here, 
in mort instances, is mom independent of toe 
master Uiau th«‘ contm. Still every nllownuce 
is to be miale lor R ; lie was young and inex¬ 
perienced ; and, wliat is worse thau all, unac¬ 
customed to work when lie arrivoil. Alter I 
had worked a few weeks in the mine, 1 wrote 
to him, tulviHing him to walk to mo (a diKlaiico 
of mil' liuiidrod lie did so; I gj^xike 

to toe captain of toe unite, nud he was engaged 
hist antvr. Now he lioar^ in the same house 
with me, and eiives money every week 

“T will now tnmblcyou with a desciiptiou 
of the litc we iKiss woikiiig hero. In the lirst 
]ilace, we linui'd at a Miu. Allan’s, for ten 
shilling', a week, with four other young men. 
She is an n'.'vwalile hostehS, and her hushand 
an eipmUy nvil and oliliging niun. We go 
to woik in toe inoruhip at htdl'-past six 
o'clock, I eturn home to breakiitst at eight—hot 
chops and steaks, br<‘ad and in, ml 
((institute our meal. Hetnru to work at nine 
o’clock , back to dinner nr twelve o’clock. 
Hot joints vegetables, pudding, and too, 
itiostly constitute our dinner, Beturuto woih 
at one o’dock, leave off a1 half-fisst five 
o’cloik, letnrn home, and, after a viash, Ae., 
have our siip]ier, of cold piints and tea—vvliich 
is ovi I at seven o’clock. I take my pijie ot 
(*av( iidisli, a stioll m the tow*i>(hip, ami I’etire 
to Is'd, wiH'vally hv nine o’clock—^nitlnr 
dithicut nom a IjOikIoii life, (hi Katunlajf. 
we leave business at four o’clock. Ihe nature 
of our employment is somewhat laliorions and 
adniits of varictv ; bnt, for my part, J think 
nofhitm of it. We are paid u)«>n toe hist 
iSiitui'chty in each mouth. I have twcutv loui 
bhillings, and E, t wi'uty bliilliiigs weekly. t)ur 
board costs ten bliillings, and the wardrolx* of 
a colonist lim'd not aiiiou’it to more than live 
pounds a-yeuv on Iho average; too style ot 
dress lieiug hlne twill ahii'i, iielt, and moh'- 
skm trousers; the man, with thousands, in 
the bush, lieing msarco distlnmnshalih' b> lits 
(sistume from his aervaut. We spend little 
or nuthhig. Though our wages are ap|Kirei>tly 
low, thirms are so choofi in the way of living, 
that 1 eonsider myself much Is'tter off fhau 
at liome at two ^xmiids a week. * * * 

'There i» plenty of empioynieiil iu this country 
for every man that can work, but all colonim 
woik is real labour; and unless a nian is 
physically able to co|io nitli it, he is of no 
service. Young gentlemen arc not wonted. 
We want more cajiitalists here, and Australia 
would soon devehnie more resources for 
labour. For my iiari, I auticijiiae good 
days here, but hard work; this I don’t 
mind, for a man may hve well and save 
money. Our richest colonists here made 
tkeir foitnoes by the savings from their luuvl- 
samed wages.

Or the religious festirsls of the Buddhists 
>f I’eylon, tiutt kaoim «s the is 


ue auscni irom wese rengious oDservanoes; 
and whole finulies may be seen joumeyiiig on 


foot for many miles, over mountains, tluiough 
dense junglca and unwholesome swamps, 
across rapid and dangerous streams, along hot 
bandy pathways, loaded with their pittanoe of 
food and tho more bulky presents of fruit, 
riee, oil, and flowers, to lay at tlie foot of the 
holy slirine of Ihiddha, to be evcniiudly de- 
vouml by the insatiahlc iiricHls. 

In the iiionlh of .Inly, 1840,1 had a peep at 
the celebrated Peroliarraof Batna]ioui*a, w'here 
the shrine tacred to the memory of Hinvun 
rivals in attnu'tion the great Dafimt Maliffawa 
of Kandy. Like its nioiiuiain competUur, it 
has ils ivUe of Buddha enshrined in a richly- 
lewclled cahlcct, wliieli is made an object ot 
es]icei.il vein nation to the vutaries of that 
gisl. tShiMitn was the brother of the famed 
llama, the JMiilabar eoiujiieror who iiivailed 
Ceylon in ageb long past, and (‘xtiqKited from 
its flow'ery shores the race of mighty giants 
w'ho had held its piHiple in subjection for 
in.any eeutiiries—a sort of Orieiilal King 
Arlliur. 'J’o Human was given the district 
of HatfraG^m; and the js'oplc of that country, 
at his death, jiromoted him to the dignity of 
a deity, as a slight token of their regard 

The Rainiqiooi'a festival is the mure attrat'- 
tivp by reason of its being made the occasion 
of a large traflie in i)n<cioua stones, with 
whieh the neighiHiurliood abounds. In this 
way the great pait of the Buddhists manage 
to (Miiubiiie (‘ommeree w ith devotion. 

The road to the Siiffragam district was, in 
the time at wliieh T travelled it, a very bar- 
barouH and dangennis aflair, differing widely 
from tlie excellent traces wliich existed 
tlirough most of the maritime provinces of 
Ceylon. It was tlien, in fart, little more thou 
a mere bullock-tnu-k, or bridle-path, with no 
hridges to aid in croHsing tlio streams which 
intersect it. The jonnioy from t'olombo to 
Ratnaxioom may now lie^ easily iil>i*foiiu«d in 
one day: at that time it m|uin.>d a good 
uag and ciu'cM ddigeuoe to accumpliw it 
in two. 

Day dawned as I got clear of tlie Pettah, 
or Black Town of (lolumbo, and oroased a 
small btrcani whieh led me to the jungle,*or 
village road, f was to follow. In England, 
we i^ould call such a muddy lane; but here 
one k HOW'S little Indween the good high J.’uads 
and the hnllock-irack. Htrange as it may 
sound to home travellers, oue is often glad 
to SCO the sun rise, and feel it ‘warn tlie 
Inavy, d.'imp air in the tropic. _ fiejfove me 
lay a long strai^liug line of low jnhgle, in^- 
cating the road: far away in the aistanee rose 
the high, bluff hill and rocks towering over 
the oiioo royal dommnof AvUAawtUa, JhaomA, 
on evei^ side, w«l water, completely hiiRng 
the fiol& from view, attd only aUowing'a botii, 
or a tree, or a hut-top^ to be seen pe^t^ HP 
thiougb the aaoeoas veil, dotting wib 
expaiiseVlke didptea in a field. The nd»a hM 
flowed the whole of the low eounfii^ whlfh.- 
inundiited l^ptaasir mountain tonenm^ eo^ 
not disebatge the aaia of streams mear^y a» 
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j| fast as it received them. Over and across all 
' Ibis wateiy wildoniesa huge masses of misty 
!' vapour came rolling and tonibling along, os 
j thuiigli shrouding some titanic water-sprites 
I who had been keeping it up rather late the 
I night before, and were not ^iiite sure of the 
way home. One might have imagined, indeeil, 

I that it was some iiuiverwd washing-ihiy, tuid 
tlint the great li<l of the national copper hud 
just been liftetl up. 

' As the sun rose aboie the line of black 
rocks in tlie distance, its ra^s lit up those 
misty nionstere of tlie flood, inijuirting to 
llicui lifo-like tiuls, wdiich gave them bcautx, 
and foriiiM they had not known liefore. As 
tiieso suii-iit fligs roileii on, a thousand sliajies 
movinl iitfully amongst them : triM)])s of wild 
horsemen ; ci ystul jialaces with gilded gates ; 
glim ligurcs playing at Ijo-jM-ej*; hills, towns, 
and castles; with imiuy a s1iix> at sea, and 
h.velv c<jllagps in quiet sunny glailes;—all 
thew*, and iiioiv, seemed llieie. With tlie 
beu-bn*OJSe, all that array of eloudy creatures 
dejuirtcd, leaving tlic lur hot and stifling fioiii 
the reflsctiou ot the sun’s rii^s in tlie emllcbs 
fliKsl aliove ’* 11 '. But where were the ])oor 
SingiilehO villagers, their faiiiilies, and their 
goow, amidst all this wreck 1 As 1 jogged 
along, the cry of a child, the crowing of a cock, 
the Iwrk of a dog. floated across the ocean ol 
mist, but wliunec came ihe^ 1 J looked to the 
right uml to the left. I strained iiiy e^es 
si rnightforwai d, but not a soul, or a feather, 
or a snout, was to be seen. Pi-cseiitly the 
1 I'og cleared away, and 1 could wv oveiiieiul 
iuto the trees, 'liicre, eliuirs, tables, ehalties, 

' piuldy-poiimlera, Iwxes of clothes, children in 
eots. men, women, cats, dogs, all were there 
' in one strange medley, curiously unscoused 
luiiougst the wid«*-spreuding liriuielies of th<‘ 

I tivca Over their heads, and on each side, 
ti iiials and cocoa-nut leaves were hung to keeii 
I oti' luiu and damp fugs, whilst against each 
I side of the live was jilaced a thick nulehi‘d 
I stick, which served as a laildcr for 1 lie wdiole 
party. Here and there eanoes were to be 
t seen paddled across the tields to keep u[> 
oomnnmicatiun. between tlic difli'rent vilhigi's. 
It was a strange but desolate spectacle, uml I 
was glad to find myself, at last, free from the 
watpcry ueighbuurhuod, and onei mure riiling 
on terra /rma. 

Htuing tlie heat of the next day I tuinc'd 
aside to a shaily gi-een lane. A mile along this 
quiet pathway I was tempted to rest niyseljr at 
the mouth of a dark-looking cave, by the tude of 
a running stream of beautiial water, l^iug my 
pony to a bush, T entered at the low ai'cliway, 
and found myseif at once in uttt^ darkness ; 
but after a 8110111 time 1 began to disUuguiah 
pbjocta, and then saw, dose to m& one whom 
1 should have least looked for in that strange, 
desolate ^pot. It was a Chinese, tail and 
Ky first idea 'waa, as X looked at the figure 
wqugh the dkg light of the eave, that it waa 
nothing more than h large China jar, or, 
pothajis a huge tea-ohts^ left fhere by some 
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traveller; but, wbeii the great, round face | 
relaxed into a grin, and the little iiea-Iike ,1 
ey^ winked, luid the tail moved, and tho , 
thick U{)h uttered bi'ukcu BuglMi, 1 took a 
prejier view of the matter, and wished my j 
cavern acquaintance “ good morning.” I soon ' 
gathered the (H'nqiatiou of See t'licc in this ,1 
btrange jilace ; tlie eavc wo wfciv then in was it 
one of tile many in that ueiglilKnirhood, in 
which a XKU'ticuhir kind of swallow builds the . 
edible nests so highly pri/id liy the Cliiiiese , 
and Japaiiesi* for renversiou into soujis, slews, 
and, fur ought wo know, into tarts. The 
Chinaman told m<*, what J was scarcely jire- 
pared to leurn, that he rented from the t Vj’loii , 
(iovemmeut tlio jirivilegc to seek these biitls’ 
nesis in this dial net, lor which he )aiid tlio ■ 
yearly smn of one iiitudred dollars, or seven i 
jiuunds, ten bliillhigs. l^itieiiiiug a cbvlr, or 
luitive totvli, the Chiu sc nest-liunler showed 1 
me long liilgcs of slielving jnck at tlio tup of 
the ca\ern, wliereon whole legions of curious .J 
litth- guiumy-lik(‘ exiTc-sceiiees wore sus- 
{leiidod ; some were perfect ncbls, otliers were j 
in eoiirse of fui-malieii, and thchO latter 1 j 
leiu'Ul were the must valued ; those which had ! 
liiul the young birds reared in Uiem being 
indifl'evently tlunight of, and were only bought 
by tlie lower orders of souii-iuakers. Having , 
rohted mjself ami XHiiiy, J once more pushed j 
on lor Li:ilnu]iuui'n, where J an'i\ed, heated, 1 
jaded, and dustj, by high noon. ' 

eliattii" bath seldom fails to refresh tho j 
Indian liavelh^r, and lit liiui for the enjoy- I 

lucut of hik meal. In the eool of the evening , 

I strolled out to watch the preiiai'ations for 1 
the niglitly fretivities. Tliese coiitimie fur I 
alKiut a fortnight, eliiefly after sunset, though 
devotees may be seen laying their sin vie > 
oireriiigs at the IViot of the siiiiue during must j 
jinrt of the afternoon. The little bar.ari' of | 
the town was alive with bubiuess; all vestiges , 
of its wonted tilth and wreteliedness were 
hidden ben<‘aih long btri)>s of while linen, 
and garlands of eucou-init leaves and flowere 
hung around by bauds of briglit red cloth. ri 
Piles of tcmxitiiig wiu'es W'ore' there ; lx‘ads, j 
liaugles, and scarib to decomte ; rice, jaggery, j 
and sweetmeats to eat, and inuunierable 
liquors to drink, were placed in ]usifuse |' 
array. Tlie sfruets and lanes pouveil forth 
long strings of linmau beings, lieiited with i| 
buii, flusJied with drink, and liedirenod with |; 
trunqwry jewellery and moek iineiy. Poor 
tillers of the soil; lieggarlj lisheniieu ; men- ' 
dicont cinmunun peeleiw; liiilf htarved coolies ; 
lean, sickly women, and poor, immature 
children, passed onwanls in the motley throng, 
burying their eveiy-day niiseiy beneath tho 
savage miith of a night or tw'o at the Para- 
harra. ! 

Following the liviiij^dark stream, aa closely ' 
as the hoa^ dust, luiil strange odours would 
allow me, I arrived, at lei^^, near to the 
Teiuplc of tianioji.' Hic editiee, of which. I 
oaiqxbt a distant glimpse^ was liolf conoeolsd 
beneath the lieuvy luxuriant foliage of cocoa- 
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xiiif; topos, arekaB; plantainB, aod Ixmjwn 
trees. An ocoan of iianiaa hekda fitted up 
the space around tho building, from w^eh 
procHi'dedf^e vell^mown aouu^ of the reed; 
and the tom-tom. Ga; flags flattered from 
the fotir oomecs, and the lofty pinnacle in tiie 
centre; vreaths of flowers, jilalted leaves 
and ribbans of many oolours, waved jauntily 
from roof to door; whilst lonnd the pillars of 
the waUs and door-iiosth clustered i u‘h bunches 
of most tempting trnit. 

Close ^ this busy si'cne, another group 
was forming undei .n, large and lofty PauMuy 
or open bungalow, f'cieiug my way to one 
comer of the sluil, 1 tound a cuiupaiiy f>f 
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with huge strings of hea\y bUck Iteuds lumul 
their iieoks; the girl was simply and neatly 
rind in white, with silver b.uigles and anklets, 
aud a ueoldauo of native dimnouds, 1l would 
he iniposwhlo to detail all thiir (xir<( 0 )dmuTv 
iM’rfonnancvs, which f.u* exuiH'iksl anything I 
liod ever read of their nit. The ipiantity ot 
iron and brass-ware which they couti’iveu to 
swallow was truly raanellous; ten-iuainy 
wills, clnsjs-knives, giwblets, were all trt'jted 
as so many items ot jiastiy or eonleclioimTj, 
imd I eoula but piUuiu to myself the havoc 
a dozen of thuHt> conuoiiuits would isnnunt 
in an ironmonger’s shop. Not the least le- 
tnarkable of their feats was that of pi odncuig a 
sheet of water u|k>u the sand close at oui*f( it ; 
and, after conjuring upon its cloai suriai e lialf- 
ipdown young ducks an** geese, siiddenl> 
eaiising it to freeze in such a suliil mass .i& to 
allow of our walking across it without causing 
so much as a crack in its crystal Ixm 1>. One 
more fe^ I must rehite ; which was that of 
suspending the girl while seated on n suit of 
ottoman, to the ndge-pole nf the rIiccI : aud, 
at amven signal, remo m, die miie Ijy which 
diejpimg, teaving hei still .aisjieiidi f m the 
ms—siut with a n’gular apparatus, siieJi as is 
used by the iM>rfoniierH of a simihu* tiiek in 
Xtondon aud IWis. hut ap|>areatly with iio 
apparatus at all' Fur, to my exeectling 
amasement, a swonl was given to we, as the 
only European of the cuiu[HUiy, and I was 
tola to cut and slash ns much as 1 pleased 
above and around Uie girl. After nome hesi- 
taiion, lluwaked and liewcd thi air in ever^ 
direction, around aud elose to the auspended 
nmulen, with a vigour which would luevitably 
have cut-akundcr any moans of support; yet 
there shk swung unmoved, without any snii 
of apparent of anspension except the 

air iti^f I BuMe-ebamuog and dauidug com- 
]>hted the eutertaintiMiit. When 1 left; the 
plaee it wros night. 

Near* the teiu|)l^ flEU 'waa uoise and con¬ 
fusion, aud it sras *«n^ attuo t^fiouUy that ] 
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proBRure inside was intense. Hundreds of 
men and wotmen pressed eagerly fiwward 
to reach the flight of huge atone stairs 
whkb led up to the sacred dcpusitsiy. It 
was as bad as a cnisli to get into the 
Cryshd Palace. My passage was so slow 
that I had time to examine aud admire tlie 
fine antique carved work on the pillars and 
ceiling of the eutnuice-hall, as well tis on 
tlie tall pihtsloia whieh bned the ample 
stair-eaw*. Thcte was n lieanty of style and 
a liigh degree of finish abuuf this ‘Wol'k 
that could not In> nftamed m (Vylon in 
the present day. Arjsvtd, at length, ut the 
lunei tcnqile or wiercd shun** aliovc, I 
jNisfetsl wiui the list, iK'iweeii d riehly- 
Inueaded mrt.iiii which Ining in folds aci'uss 
the cut ranee at the toji of the htfin s, ami stood 
betoie the hiiiicil iclic ot ISndilhn, or rather 
the jewelJeil casket wfaicli coiiliiiiied it I felt 
dihU]>|>ointni(>iit at the spectm le here, aiising, 
Iieilui}ih, from ni} taking im iiiteii-.t 111 the 
cvliibition m. a leliguuis em inonv, and look¬ 
ing at it meiely as an einptv show, not far 
lemoved horn the status of IkntholonKW Paii. 
The sfnmg glaie ui a liuudttsl light*, the beat 
aud eiowil of so many in so small a ]*1iioc, the 
Rirkly milnme of the piles oi JiiKlilini flowers 
heajH**! licloic the bhriiie hv fin* pilginns the 
deafening diM'oidant dm ot a stoii of tom¬ 
toms, and vile soiteihing pi]Hin, ni.iili me gJail 
enough to de,etlid the stniis, luul, flinging .1 
niXiee into the pooi-hov. of the god, to esiape 
once more into 1 lie o|)en fresh nir. 

Kjotii the votaries ot S.ini.'in I enteml 
anotliei crowd, assembled louinl a gaily de¬ 
corated building, winch 1 at omc \)erceivefl 
was a ilmdoo temple, lleis', to the hound of 
much music, and Ity the light of manv lamps, 
a group of young dicing girls wit© delighting 
the motley crowd. There wme bnf three of 
them, oneafinely-mode,tall, sylph hkecieature, 
with really'graceful inoveiimiits; the otliws 
younger, stoutei' and fai lesH]ilea'-iiig. A good 
deal of pains had evidently Ik cu taken with 
their dress which h])arkle(l at nil points with 
what 1 was oshiirrcd were preeious stones. 
J have heu'd that it is nut uncommon for 
thebo Nauteh girls to have jowdllory about 
iheiT dross to the value of twenty thousand 
jKiinuls.

THE STORY OF A SAILOR’S LIFK 


bBAmSU TUB XHUtn. 


Now, the Rci’ond day that we lay off 
Oolla,* being the let day of Augu'*t, 1812, I 
was ordered to go into the tiuat; and onr 
captain, doctor, and purwr, went nbhoie to 
go a-shooting. We landiHl the capUuu and 
the rest of the otheei's on an island, alnnit a 
quartor of a mile fi-oin wlierc onr people 
were at worh ; and our captain gu%e nic 
orders to laud tlie provisions, mid tin n come 
liack for lliem to take them ou hoard to 
dinner: and accordingly w'c w«.iit, an«l I 
delivered what iiirovisioiis I IumI to the officir 
in charge of the. workuig ]>aKy; and telling 
him tlie orders that I had received fnim the 
captain, he sent me away to olay them ; and 
we tri^ to go hack the same waj we came, 
hut we couhfnot, for the tide ran so strong 
that we could not fetch round the island 
where our captain was, so we tried to go 
round the otiiei way ; but all our trying was 
in vain, fur the more we pulled, the fuithcr 
wo got away irom the island ; and having no 
grabhiiug or anchor m tlie boat, we resolved 
to go alongside of some of the small vt^sbels 
which were lying there, to hold on till the 
tide M'as down, which we did ; and the jieoiile 
on hoard of them seemed to he glad to receive 
us. Now, these vessels wcie tishing-vesseU, 
seemingly waiting for the il«(c to slack licfon* 


they could go to sea; and the one we got 
on board ol hailed another that lay pretty 
close to im hut we could not understand a 
single word they said, and wu had no Misjii- 
*cu)n that tliey wvi’u talking about ub. tio 
we laid ouiselvus down qip‘ nnconcciiied, 
for the weather waa wivin, and we lieing 
itlmr tired atler oiirlon gjnill; and .v> might 
Jiave hud down alKiut two hours, tor i could 
not slet'p sound, for I knew that our uqitain 
would ho very angry for not fetcliiug limi to 
go on board to his dinner. Rut wliat was my; 
HUtprise, ou gettmg up, to see two huge lioal^ 
with about iwentj men in each, clobe to us. 
And, coming alongside, t hey took us out of our 
boat and tied us back to back, luid beat ns 
numcrcifhUy, and called us American siiic^ 
for they took us and mir bhijis to ht' Aine- 
rienus; and th<w had such a spite against tlie 
Auiericaus for numing their sliips, that they 
would not hearken to anything tliat wo liad 
to say if they could have uudetstood us 
So, after tliey were tii-ed of be.vting and 
ilhitking us, which they (hd in a cruel 
manner,—-for they wv*e a cowardly set of 
men, for a coward is alw-ays cruel when 
he gets the ufqier hand of you ;—so, after 
they were tired liewting dt. os, they took our 
lioat in tow and took up to Oolla, the 
name of a smalt town in Russian Lapland ; 
when we got there wa were put into 


prison, and they gave us some black hreail to 
eat iuid bome water^to driukj and the next 
day they put irons on us, and joined two and 
two together; we hud a sluu'kle round one of 
our legs and another on our hamls, and so wo 
wcie cliHimsl together; and then they sent a 
serjt mit :uicl eight boldiurs ab a guard aluiip 
with us to iiuaeli Uh to Archangel, which 
was about one tlumsaiid two hundred miles 
dibtnnt. And so we st.irted cui our travel in a 
very holj less i oiidition. Onr first fortnight 
travel was tlie worst, tor we travelled through 
nothing lint woods, .iinl when our stoi'k of 
black bread got low, tliey used to lecsl us 
njion the k-iik of tiees ; fin every lir-tree has 
lliiee iliffen'tit harks or I'inds njiou it, and 
the middle i*iud, wlu'ti luasted by the fire, 
makes a good snh«tilute for bnvMl. Rut this 
was not the woiat inisJortuue we had to deal 
with, iui having nous on otii legs and ai'nis 
w e could not imll our clotlii s off. 

And BO we travelled on till we got clear of 
the woods, and we got in amongst what they 
called their towns; and lierc we got a good 
de.d lietter used, and our tiavelhng was a 
good deal Wtlis", for we ubcd to get hoisos 
from jilace to jilace; and they tieil the two 
hoi'scs’ heads together, and when we were 
mounted on them, chained toirettier as we 
weix, our p«jor hoisi‘s had to keep rtjnilar btc*p 
together, or else W'C weiv likely to he hauled 
off our liorses, vvliieJi was very paiiiiul to our 
legs And bonietiiueH we 1 ravelled in Ixiats for 
whole cUys togethei , and the nearer we got 
to Arcliuiigcl our loud became a good deal 
better, tor they ust‘d, somelinu's, to give us 
some milk along wi t h our bread in the room of 
water; and m tli is way we kept on travelling ti 11 
the hegmuiiig of Heptomher, when we arrived 
ill Archangel, win re we were put into prison. 

"We had lieen in Archangel prison two <ir 
three days, win n we found out by the few 
words of Rnssuii that wc had picked up, 
that we w’cre going to he scut to Biberm 
along with bonie moi e priboners. And now 
we thought our fate veiy hard to be traxis- 
jiortcd without having a trial; but it hap¬ 
pened olln rwibc. For one morning, when I 
was out in the prisoii yard, 1 heard two 
geiulemeii Islking together in Gtmnou, and 
ini undirstandmg a little of the Oemmu 
tongue, I made laiid to speak to one of them 
ns w ell as J could. 1 told him what we were, 
and what ship we belonged to. Now this 
gentleman tliat I spoke to, happened Ut be 
one of tlie English Consul’s clerks; and he 
soon siKike to mo in good English, end told 
me that ho would q[vdak to the Consul about 
ns; and he was kind enough to put his I»nd 
in his pocket and give me a silver ruble, and 
Way he wont. And T went to acquaint my 
^inmates of the news that I had to tell them; 
and you mi^ depend they were veiy glad to 
hisir the news, especially when 1 showed 
tliem the eilvivr ruble that the oeittienum 
had been kind enough to give me. And 1 went 
and boUfd^i someth^ to eat with part of the 
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xnuuey; fia: you way (lepon4 we were kept 
pretty abort of jkruvlmona; ami after we bml 
eateu our l)e]Up8 full, wo all i-etumed tlinnks 
to GSod for his kin<ilnebs towards us, and 
waited with jmtieuoe till about half |fflsl ten 
o'clock, when the turnkey cauic iii ami called 
UB, and td<l Ufl that we were wanted. And 
when wo came into tin* room where 'the 
ffeiitlemaii was tliat 1 had spoken to tlu* dajr 
before, he told me that the (‘oiisul would 
he Ihwo directly; and, when the (ionsul 
came, he sftoke to us, and asked us what ships 
iKdongiiii; to Englnnd wf'i'e statioued off the 
North t\ipe, and how we came to leave our 
ship. Wo told liiiii; and he spoke to the 
tiovemor, and the next moniiui' wo got our 
diechargo from the prium. Now, in the state 
Uiat we weie in, we were not tit to go into 
a clean house, or amongst clean jicople: mi 
the Coubiil ]»ut us into au outhouse tJuit he 
had, and gave us some eic.in straw to lie on, 
and two du'k fi-ocks and trousers njticce, lor 
o ir old clothes weie fuiily i/oin oul. And he 
used to send in our jirovisioii e\ery day Irom 
his own houst • and in a week's time we were 
clear of ail vermin, ami us clean as an^lKidy 
need to he. And the English iiiei'chants uud 
their hulies w'ho j\"-id(sl at Aielmiigel, \iheii 
they came to know how we hml heeii served 
by the Kussians, luiuie a suhseriptimi for us, 
and bought us many things that we stoud 
in need of. 

We stopped with our goml Consul till the 
latter end of September, when the ‘‘ Oheroii,” 
an'English guii-hng, arrivi*il at Areliatigel, 
for to lake it convoy home to England; and 
the captain of her, Cajitaiu young, a very 
good man, heaiil alKiut us, and seeing the 
state that wc were in —lor the p]<ic(*s tliat the 
vermin had eaten into us were not quite 
healed Hip—he told us that he would take us 
to England. And on the first day of October 
we were sent on hmuxl of the ** OlK*ron,” and 
tho captain and officers behaved veiy kindly 
to us; and we sailed from Arcluuigel on tlio 
4tb day of October, and on the J 7th of Ocluhi'i*, 
when nearly oiT the Nortli (Jape, we fell in 
with our rfup the “ Spitfire,” and tho “ Alex¬ 
ander ” frigate. Wo were sent on board of our 
sliip; and, to onr great surprise, we were put 
in irons. So tlaptain Young stated to our 
oaptrintho state lie found lu in at Archangel, 
and the punishment that we liad received 
from the Ausbuuis. But our captiun swore 
that we jjQlended to run away from tho 
shin, and we wrerc kept iu irons till we arrived 
at Leith Uoads, when orders came on board 
to M tis out of irons; for Admiral Young had 
his flsf at Luth Beads, and hia son, the 
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wther vritu the state he had found us in, at 
Alduo^l And so now we thought it was ail 
over with thia affiur: but it waa not so, for

ea soon aa wo Jtolt tha Powna—tor we 
weta then under anedhar adnidtal>--our captiun 


turaeil tlie Imnds up, and gave me and a man 
uiinied Andrew Paddon three dozen lashiHi 
apiece; tin* he swore that we two had been 
ringleaders, and that we intended to run 
away from tho ship. The other two men he 
forgave ; and thus this iifiair ended. 

Now when we arrived at Portsmouth we 
refilled our ship, and we were sent to cimiso 
ofi' ('herlxinrg along with some uien-of-aar. 
On the lUtii day of February, 1813, it being a 
tine morning, wo eUaseii a Fivuch lugger, 
close into the hmd, and tlie wind dying away, 
and wlial there was coming from the north¬ 
ward, the lugger got clear of us; and wc 
being close iii-sbore, and staudiug away to 
ibe westward, I Iiappem d to lie at tlio masl- 
Lead to look out. It was about hall-iiast ten 
o’clock in the forenoon, and 1 was sitting on 
the miiiuto]>-galhiiit yard, when a uttie 
ball cry, which wc had not seen befuic, opened 
fire upon us, and the second or thii d shot they 
fired carri^ away our main-top gallanl- 
must; and me silting on the niaiu-top gallaiit- 
>ar«1, r htul a veiy clumsy fall; but our uiaiii- 
s.u1 liuing hauled up, I bad the good fortune 
to fall into tJie lielly of the main-sail, where 
after some tune lying ther» senseless—^for 1 
must have sliuck against the niaiii-yurd iu 
my hill, for 1 w.os blei'dLug a giKxl deal—^when 
there were srmie hands sent to help mo out 
of the main-sail; and when I got on deck, 1 
was obliged to be sent to the uoctoi', when I 
soon got well. 

Now our slilp, in this skirmish, had hei 
fori'uuuit badly wounded, and we liail several 
moil wounded beside myself; so, after we got 
clear of tlie Frimehmeu and joined our com¬ 
modore, which was the “ Fishguard ” frigi'**, 
we were sent to Spithead to have our danuges 
ivjmired; whilst I and about a dozen of 
our men were sent on iKiairi of the guard- 
ship, at ripitliead, for fear wo should luu 
away. And, by the time tliat our ship came 
out to Bpitlieiul again, and ready for sea, we 
were sent on board of her again, and we 
hoisted the convoy signal for tlio coast of 
Africa; and, on the 20th of April, 1813, w'o 
sailed from Bpithcad with about three huu- 
drod sail of ships, all under ditferent convoys. 

* ♦ ♦ At last we steered fur Pi'inei‘’s Island, 

where we arrived on the 10th day of August. 
We had not lieen long there when they were 
all taken with the fever, tlie captobi and all; 
and before the next morning three out of the 
seven that had been away along with the 
captuu dieil, and before twenty-four houn 
was over our heoils we liad sixty men in their 
hammocks; aud the sickness went all through 
the ship, and wo lost thiriy-siz men and 
ofiSoers in about six weeks’ time. And it was 
here where I lost my long hair; for sailors 
in tthosB days wore long Itoir; but we had no 
kmg hair left iu our ship, tw we nearly all 
had our heads shaved, for the oompuint 
ehidfiy lay in thq head; and by the latter 
part of. October we were all pretty well re¬ 
stored to healtla * 
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VFe stAy^ oa tbe till the bw^xining | 
of Mt^, 1V14, wheo; we fidi in with tui ISngluio 
brig uom Lradoa, who hrot^bt os the newn' 
of Peace, and of Baooaparte giving him- 
M>ir up; and the hrig bronj^i us aomo uew»- 
p^n, and stxae leitors for'the iMpt.iin and 
omceiip, for abe had been to Sieiiu. J^eonc., 
You xoey depend we were all vtiy glad to 
hear of the news of Peace, and iiie next 
mottling wo went to aea, and alia]*cd onr 
courue for Pmt'oiionthjnvlieie we niriviil on 
the 80th of July. Now, when »c got home 
an order was itimieil Irotn the .Admiralty that 
all men that bail served elevm yiais, ami all 
foioiguern, were to l»e discharged. Now, 1 
being entered as a fomgncr on the shi]>’s 
bool^ I elaiiiu'd zny disehaige ; and i got iiiy 
diHeliarge from the semee on the 2ad ol 
August, 1814; and I wont to I’mtsmoulh 
Boekyard to get my i>av, and as soon as I 
got it I went to tiie coneh-oilue and l)uok<sl 
niysoif for Ixmdon. 

By six o’clock that evening Iwas on my 
journey, ariid 1 aiaived s<ile at tlie Klepliant 
and Candle by seven o’eloek in the inonung, 
after being away from Uindou a little l»etter 
tliau twelve yeius. I was well and hi,uty 
after all my trials and crosses, and, as soon 
as 1 got some bieaJktast, J went to Vine Yaid, 
to see Mr. Bland; but, when I gfit theio, 
Mr. Bland was not at home, but Mis. Bland 
was. 1 soon told her who T was, and asktsl 
her when* my Iwy was. Sin told me th.«l tin 
boy was very well, and that ho was at st hool, 
bul she soon scut for him And I told her 
not to tell him who 1 was, toi I wanted to 
Hiirpriae him myself. At last, when he e,tni< 
into the room where I was, 1 eould see a gocal 
deal of bis mother’s fnoe in him, and it was 
not Jong Itefore 1 liad him m n^ arms, foi I 
could not keep myseif from hun; and the 
jioor hoy, when he v a it i • tmu 1 was liis 
tithetgfell a crying; hut. ht attll eiept elose 
• mi^aud wo borm all gt>t rt'sinciJoit togt*- 
tlior. A>id, wlien Mr. Bland wtrae in, we jiast 
tiie fiy away in talking o\er past ulldiib, 
and the qext day me and Mi. Bland settled 
ooTtiaceounts together, and I went to Mr. 
SoowdL 1 fbnml that 1 still had better than 
a )uindrlB(d bh* bands; and, attei 

all UjlAib XW nettled, I thanked Mr. Beovel] 
for thn Id^newtliat he had shown me, and 1 
asked hik whgt X had U>st do. 

Ho told me that I had liest not enter into 

S aoit'of higwinepii at present, till 1 saw liow 
igs woptd tiua oat, ^ the Peaco had 
in ide a gt^ atagoatiou in trade; but, if 1 
liked, 1 nu^t to work Bt any of his 
whorfii^ anoM WOtdd a}low me twenty<five

Seobell w.aB .sequointod with it, I wiw sent (o 
(luy’s TTospitai, aud tliei’e f remained for five 
months; and at last I recovered, and como 
out of the Hospital the Inal day of Fehruary, 
1816; bui I was a long tune lieforo 1 had 
stiength enomdi to go to work; aud Mr. 
Scoiell was kind enough to allow me tw< Ive 
bhillin's a w«ch, .ititi T camo out ol the 
husjutnl, lot keeping watili. at night, at tlie 
wharf; and hire I <s)ntnined 

In the middle ot M.iy I fill ui with an old 
shi]>mateoi mine that li.itl In in a nnstei’smate 
along with me iii tlie “Spitliu,” and he was 
masttrofanew 1>.iik (.itleil tlie “ X Y Z.,” 
and he w is Iiounil to Uiga, and he •W'liilisl a

him. Ko 1 went AVe had .i viiy tine

On the .611i of Si'ptimbcr, it iking Snndny

Aiab and 
Indian tr»<h rs visitisi tlie ]>laee, and Rurojic 
heaid of it till High Mnieo Polo. Thai was 
ail. When th»‘ Cape was doubled by the 
l*ortu{n«‘se,the sliifisof Portugal soon touched 
at Mt)i(Taj>.)sr>ar, null there w.is a settlenicnt 
eatablhihed on the island. We have analogies 
ti' mide Us in iuiagiunig iiow Poitugncse 
setuers would art towauK the natheByWho 
eventually rose against t1 ein, and swept them 
oJf with a general massiviv. As at the 
Cape, to at Mad.'igascai', the Dutch East 
In^ Ooinjmny foilowi'd the Portiipiosc. 
He Dutch sbiiM had a reude/<vou8 at Mada¬ 
gascar, but no settlement was founded. 
Amou^ tlie last iwts of Richelieu for the 
exteuHiou of liVeiich commercial power, was 
a TOtcnt granted to the “Frimeh East 
IncQa ComiMuiy,” which ]>rooeeded, m 1042, 
..through Governor Pronis, to take iwhscssiiai 
of Mi^gascar in the king’s name, and to 
focm an establishment on a suitalile spot, 
capalde of being fortilied, dec. It was tneu 
that the French took prauession of Autougil 
Bay, and the «nall adjacent ialoud of St. 

; which island to this day is occupied 
Iv vianoa. H lies off the eastern coast. On 
we same side of Madagascar, but at a distmrf: 
poh^ a spot was uceunied on the main-laud, 
MlM Xjuciii or Mougna^ which was to be 
w»«(MefMationfor trade. Near this place, 
wwfors, the IVenoh built their fi)rt---FQrt 
pwph^. These positMus were not ibrdMy 
tsksn, but bonght of the pet^ chioflains on

enlisfced themselves in the service iff the 


colony, Cloveruor Pronis rewaided ilietr good 
fluth by selling ibm as shivca to tlA Dutch 
TOvemor of the Mauritius, Van der Meister. 
Van der Meistor was no giuuer, for the Mala¬ 
gasy were HO closely istckod that the gi-eater 
IHirt of them died on their passage, and the 
n*st, on amviug at the Mauritius, fled into 
the woofls, where they became wiki men, very 
lianl to rapture. AtW this the uativrs of 
MtwU^{U8 >ar tied inland whenever a shin cast 
anchor. Tliis was commerce. 

(bn eruor I’niiiis jiassed away, and Oovcnior 
Flocoiirt ruled in bin steail; who Nought to* 
extend tommerce, or domiuiuu, by fire and 
swonl. After him other governors outiaged 
the natives. In if>67 the French East Tiidia 
Conqiany aiiixiintcd tlie Marquis de Monde- 
vevguc to tlie command oi all their settle¬ 
ments iN'voiid the equator, and named Mada¬ 
gascar ns his seat of tnivtinraint. He an'ivt-d 
with a fleet of leu vessels at Fort Dauphm, 
aii<l there c.iusid hiiiisult to lie acknowledged 
admiral and goteinor of the Fmich teiii- 
toi ies ill the East. The Mai'qnis d«' Muude- 
vtrgne look paiuH to leconcile the luitivus, and 
fuuuil tliciii altogether sensible to kindness. 
A )Miwerful chief, Dion Monnngo, who had 
]iiagu(d llic colonists, swoi'e fiuMi and obe¬ 
dience to the new goveioioi. In 1070 the 
l^‘<llch Jiast India t’oiiipaiiy trainftired tlie 
sovendgiitlv of Mudugascar to the King of 
France. Tlie Marquis was mipei'seded by a 
new “aduiiral and general, with the authority 
of viccioy,” Governor la llaye, who ordenm 
ail I’hiettaius to submit to iVaiice. or light. 
Tlicy fought, and swept the Fmich away. 

Tu the wuiie year Unit Governor Ihvuis 
arrivcfl at Mad,sgahcar, Flucourt, his suc- 
eessoi. who wrote a history of the island. 
s!i>s that the English liad a nulitaiy settle¬ 
ment at St. Augustine’s Bav, ounsistiug ol 
two hundred men ; of wbichi number fifty 
perished by fevor in two yeius. This settle¬ 
ment is not montiouod in an English acoouut 
of Madagascar, published in 1644, where it is, 
however, stated that the English Goyemment 
hn<l looked with longing eyes upon the place . 
“Prince Rupert going into Frouci* and 
Germany aiiout hki weigh^ affiuiu in the 
meantime, it was thought fit and concluded 
upon, that the Earl of Arundel, earl-uiarshal 
of Eughmd, should go governor tor MaJa- 
gasoar, it btdug the most famous jilacc in the 
world for a magaaiue. This noble oai’l hath 
written a book to that puqiose, aud allowed 
weekly means of subsistence to di vers seamen^ 
who have good judgment and experience all 
over the Oriental seiuv and at Madsfrascaj*. 
This honourable earl was iu such resolution 
and readiness, that thci'c were piinted bills 
put up (m the pillars of the Royal Exchange, 
and in other parts of the City, that abundantly 
diowed his forwardness in promoting a plan¬ 
tation in Madagasoar; but a new parliament 
' ’ called, it put^a stop to the design of 
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time of Governor la HayCj Madojijascar was 
W sonft time free froiQ Earopean occnpatirai, 
being only visited by tradbg^shipB. It was 
bouonred also as a favourite resort of pirates. 
In 1746 tbe French i«-occupied their settle¬ 
ment upon St. Mary's Island, ^ihere Ike 
settlers wore destroyetl by coast fever. Tlie 

S lice was rp-|icoplcd from Mauritius, and 
is time the settlers were killed by the 
natives, A second colony fiom Mauritius 
soon afterwards made go^ its footing. In 
Count Rnyovvhky landed in the Day of 
AntongU, opporife St. Mary's, convened oud 
conciliated eiiiofs, made rootls, ci-ected jniblie 
buildings, a fort, mid a Hnnitarhuu. Two 
years afterwaids, he (putU‘d tho Freneh 
seltlemrnt to operate uikiu Ills own account; 
and ten yr*ars after tliat was eonsisiuently 
killed by tmldiersfrom Mauritius, Soon after 
the departure of Denyowsk}', the Uevolution 
in Ffonoe left no leisure for much e.an‘ eon- 
ceniing Modagnaear; but, in 17|)2, the 
JNotional Assembly sunt M. Iji-senilier ou a 
niihsiun to tt>^mtain the leoling of the Malor 
easy towards Euroiieans, lie reiwited that 
“Euroireans have hanlly ever risilisl this 
ihUud but to ill-treat the natives, and to 
exact fowed services from them; to excite 
nod foment quarrels among them, for the 
\>uqiosc of puwhastng the slaves that are 
token ou butli side's iu the coiisispieiit wars : 
in a ivonl. they have loft no other marks of 
having been Uiero but tlit effects of their 
cupidity.” 

In 1807 the seltlemunt called Foule-Pointe 
was established on the eoo'it 1 renehraen, 
trom Mauritius, who became victims to tlie 
♦ oast fever. M.iuritiub and llourbon me two 
little nJands lying east of the m'eat islmul 
Mtulagasenr; and to these islands Aladagascar 
sujiplies beef, draught cattle, and other nm »<-1 
saries, for which thev (lude elneflv with tlie 
Mad igiisear port ot ’Tm i.ita > e By the capi-' 
tul.' I'll of 1810, Boiu'hon ;iud Mani'ilius, 
trit. their deiK'udeneies, wen* cwled, by cwi- 
cmcbt, to the English, by whom the island of 
Bourbon was returned, as a gift, to Louis the 
Eighteenth. I'he governor and merehants of 
Ikiuriioti, feunDg that Muiiritius might then 
claim a nionoj^xirv of the supplies Grom Mado- 
>pi,sc<ir, prompto’t nu arrungement by which 
the Agentb (whom our meu-of-wm* had 

01 dei-ed to quit Tmuatuvo mid the oilier ports) 
were miffcred to'return. The soldiers sent 
by Sir Bobprt Farqnliur, as governor of 
Mauritius, to garrUon the vacaUd Frendi 
forts, were thinned by fever; and the sur- 
idvpj’B Itaving been roealled, a British agent 
0^ was appointed to reside in Madagascai'. j 
IblA, an J^lisli eettlement was founded i 
Id Fort Loquez ; hoi tlio Britidx agent and j 
tlie scttlen were nuuuamed in consequence of 
'*a stiqihl mistmdemtanding” on the part of 
one b'oekheod ohidf, whom tlie natives put 
afterwards to tleafh fwhhi atubidivy. The set* 
tlemmi was re-estab]^dmd in i6l6, under tho 
■ l^attagenimt of Captain lie Sagez. England 


claimed more terriioiy, ns on indemnifica¬ 
tion for her subjects' lives; and about one 
hundred square miles were ceded by the 
natives—os much as the eye could teC from 
a high mountain. This ceded territcoy lay 
between Cape East and the extreme noHn 
point of Madagascar, eomiuvhemling tlie 
peninsula and Bay of Diego Famen, A treaty 
was made in tho next year with Ihulama, an 
Ovah chieftain, for tlie coinjireiiension of 
whit'h it Is neees'iary that we now discuBS 
some native M<ilagaMy }>olitirs. 

In addition to the war of race between the 
Malay and Sakalavc natives, polities in Mmln- 
gasi'ar liavo of coiuve been diveiufted by 
contests among all the ])eli> tiibcs iiitA which 
e.u'h rat e is dividis], ITjc Saksdave ftdks are 
bi.ive iuid bold ; and on the ground to which 
they have retired (hey aie a fair in.atch for 
the Ovalib. Tlie Ovolis hold tho wtsit coast 
.and the centie ol the country. Tliey 
peopled Madagascar, tloiibtless, long bcfiire 
Monammtnl’s birth, mul mv not Mussul- 
men. They worship wooden idols, vejy 
bailly cam'tl, with wieh names as Tlalu- 
limaloxa (the little-hut-good), llmiiahavnly, 
and so on. These idols have to he eunsulted 
in their fiuls. The “ tidy ” that pistfaiies one 
idol is a pig, for t'xamph*. and another itlol is 
shocked at a snaiL Ovahs think that the 
earth is like a thiJi, the sky a cover to it, 
and 6up}>ose that, ]teoph> living ou the coniines 
of the woild can iiicr.’illv climb the skies. 
They would all honour /.idkicl; and it would 
1)0 1)18 Ihisujc-s, as an astiologcr, to tell them, 
os he (ells us, the unlucky days and hours. 
All children then brirfl arc imidraiately 
destroyed; also ail children with whose stars 
the astrologer is Ixully satisfieil,—the destroyer 
being in each casi* tho father or (he nearest 
relative, 'iliey try offenders in the ojien air, 
with all the iM)oi)le for a jury, and inunediatu 
punishment of those found guilty )ry the 
nublic voice; or they tiy by the Tangena 
t])alm tree) onleal, which rembids us olTour 
own middle ages. The Mis}>ectod person sub¬ 
jected to this onleid first eats as much rioo os 
lie 'deases; secondly, he swallows three ^Is 
of tne bkiu of a ciucken; thirdly, he takra a 
dose of |H>isou, nmuoly, the kernel of the 
Tangoixs fruit, mixed up with juice firom the 
banana tree. He is then provisionally euxaed, 
while ho drinks enough warm water to pro¬ 
duce active vomiting. If the three pills 
return, the man is innoeent, and may go Iree; 
that is, if he escape tlie action of the poison; 
most likely he w|lL But if a bit of dutdten 
skin remain beldnd, ho is found guilty, shd 
strangled. 

A uttle more than half a century agsj, tui 
Ovah chie^ Adxianampoinimerinib whom'We 
must call, for shortness, Wlud: VhaiHUilDie, 
subdued hk nrighbours, sad reridIng in the 
centnd prorinee of Ankova, in its oMidral 
town, Tanauarivis which we now denomiAato 
^e c^tal M Hadsgamar, was paramotuft in 
any puce within a radius of fifty xoiles from 
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hia awn dwelling. 'What Vlus-name would 
have been ghul to subjugate the whole of 
Madagascar; but there were tome tribes to 
which he huuself was tributar^r, and many 
altogether independent, when, in the year 
1810. Advi-etcctcra died. His son, Rwlamsi, 
roleu in his stead. Itadaum was then about 
twenty' years of ago. Now the slave tindc 
had been at all times active in the Muziun- 
biquu (Jhnnuel; and a (‘onstont comiiierce in 
captive prisouers luid been driven for the 
pleasure of liluropoaiis by (ho Midagnsy chiefs. 
The governor of MniiriliiiH, fc»ir J{ol»ert Fat'- 
qohar, was ac( tinted bytli.at tteiioveleid des-ire 
lor the extinction of slavery which wo may 
now Cilairii as natund to ISiiglisliiiieu. Sir 
Robeft looked abttiit him on his own beat, 
and he stiw young Itiulama. There, he 
Ti‘afh)ued, is Ihuliima, sou of a ^stwi’did eliief, 
oinbitiuiis, vain. There *s Hmlama, sqnahblitig 
among th-- iv‘l in their adV.-ij's of n.ikcd nieii, 
who liav.' no ]>roi>er notioii of a Isittle. What 
if J make tins eittef tia {n.-.lriinient for good ; 
ibitter Inni witli an ani]>aiv..ii1 tr, ntake him an 
allv, estaldish iuliueuco ov> r his mind 1 Jt 
will 1 k‘ easy, hy teaching him (u turn his wild 
men hilo solditns, and bUjiphing a lew 
army slort's, to mak<> him stiong enough to 
master the whole island; then »e shall !»*( 
tlirough htm, alsihsU slavery, let in the mis- 
Htonaries, anil eivilise hladiig.ise.ir. So Str 
Roltcrt tlpmght, and so he acted. He stmt an 
emis.'.ary to T.nitinariva, who plied Kadama 
with promise.s of lihcrnl suppli>‘S, proaents for 
himsi'lf, fire iirins and eqnipmeiib for his 
H>>ldiciv, and no forth, until, by prumising and 
ilaUcrinir, ho brongbt the young king’s mind 
to the right point ; lluil is to say, to the point 
of the lieaty of 1M7, at wliieh'oiu: European 
liisiury broke oltjusl now. 

Roilaina, bv this treaty, agreed to suppress 
tlic slave tmle tbrougbonl nil his domunoiis ; 
and it was the business of the English politi¬ 
cians Lhercaflcr to contrive tliat his dominions 
shoidu inelude tdi Madagiivoiir. Further- 
more, Kadama agreed to luhuit missionaries 
into lils dominions; tuid Sir ilobert umlerttiok 
to send to England a eertniu iininber of the 
subjects of Kmg Kailaina, npixiintisl liy that 
momu'cli for tlio pmipose, who s)ionhl there 
leant trarlos and useful matters. Hits was 
done; and on tlie return of those native 
workman, aceomisuiied them to dovelopo the 
resources of vhe island. Of eonrse the En glisb 
Government could not compromise itself by 
being seen to move in sueh a matter; Imt 
arms and army stores were furnished to our 
new ally; and Berjeaut Krady was sent off 
to drill the natives. Seijeant Brady’s sei'- 
viees were so highly appreeiatod, tmd. his 
x^t spfaoioua Mejesty Kuig Kadama lost no 
twe in making Mm a geuerah Of course, 
we staff put into the hand of this barbarian 
ohltf opabhid Mui to scide the heights of bis 


tave,^ was ordered to reside in the caiiital, 
propitiate tho king, and guide bun with 
numane and fitting counsel. > 

Dnring the temporary aWnce of the 
Governor in England, his siihstitute at the 
Mauritius, who perhaps had a corrupt taste 
for phuu Biuliiig, put his finger in (fie web 
that had been woven, and left a hdle which 
caused Sir Kobert trouble upon his ratum. 
Kadama felt sore, but soft soap healed Ms 
wounds, and all agiuu went smoothly, ^jiort- 
aliou of slaves was forbidden, to please (ho 
English; they liad not sueecethsl injicrsuading 
ihuliuua (hat it was wrong. Tlio mlssionaiieH 
eaine, and the king, acting under the iuflueiu-e 
of his wdl-ineauing advisers, commanderl (hat 
not less tluui five thousiuid chihlreu should lie 
furnished (o sitteiid their schools. Kadama 
died a heaOieii; he never saw the wrong of 
slavery; hut in MipfH>vtiug the missionaries 
firmly, and issuing «lUcls against slaveiy, he 
paid honestly the price demnnilcd hy the 
Eiiglihli for (he jmwer they luwl put into 
his hands. Alas, ihat Kadama was not im* 
mnrtal ! 

Kmlama died in 1828, .-md one of his wiv'ee, 
Kaiiavalona, tin nuscnipulous and energetic 
woman, mhirling nt <»nce, was first in at the 
race for jwiwer. “ The idols namni Rtuiavti- 
lona as sueeessor to Ktuhuua.'* I’hal laily ha»l 
formed her party w itli iiineh cleverness, .nnd 
when a public “ kalmry ” wa‘ calhsl to declare 
(be new queen to the nation, four per-ons, 
who ]>njtehted their knowledge tluit Katlaina 
had himself mimed a ditlercnt successor, weie 
immedL'.tely sjteared. Adopting a practice 
common in Eui-opetni history during the dark 
jMirt of tlie middle ages, the queen piveis ded 
to bvveip oiil of her wtiy all iucoaveuient 
menibei's of her hate huhliand's family. Tins 
done, she ascerlniucd what ehiefi, objected i > 
a fi roab‘ government, or otherwise were un¬ 
sound in their faith; those she caused to, be 
speaivd. The Kritish agent stUl reimiineil af 
Taiianariva; but eighteen months afier her 
aeeesbion, Iiit JMajcbty bade him lie off nt an 
boui-’s uutiee. The missiouartes were not y«.t 
disinissevL It was nut until ail or twelve 
years of Labour that they were cnabletl to 
^•^ect two churches, mid to liaptise the first 
cunv^eirts; but their bccular iiibtruct ion bad 
been iu re(|ueat. All tho fniit of European 
knowledge, all the produce of nkilled l.tbour, 
Itad been claimed by Kadanui in leudtd 
fashion, as his right. *<Jliai'lemagne com¬ 
manded Ms judges to provide tor each of Ms 
(Xistles “ workiufitr iu iron, gohl, and silver; 
stone-cutters, tumoi-s, carjieutera, nrmom’ern, 
engravers, washers; bivwers skilled in making 
mead, cider, and perry, and all otlier liquors fit 
to be drunk ; bake'rs, w'ho likowiso have the

it would be too long to enumerate. The 
Malagasy Charlemagne required no less, and 
the poor natives learned tlieir trades to gratify 
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tiic ])ri(U‘ and ]iow»r of theu* master, whom

ij reeeivinupaj. During the reim of Badama, 
Mr. Le Oroa, his Hiyesty's ar^itoot, had hie 
h iUbo burned by two eoxpentera, who aocused 

I him as the cause of th(W misfortmiee. The 
ofTeudors were burnt alive, as an example to 
tluMH‘ of 4their companions udiu were niiiioved 

I I at being doomed to de..^jtution heeause they 
^ had been taught to l>e more skilful than their 

fellows. They must l)e quiet, evereise their 
I skill all day for the sovereign, mid live as they 
' can, starve, Itcg, or aieul. 

• Queim Kanavaluna slU>red all that. In 
I 1836die alnolntcly forbade her subjei'ts,upon 
I jMdn of death, to cxereiw skilled work for any 
I Tint herself or her attendmiK The girls, who 

were taught sowing in tbe schools, were 
I drafted off into the “ jmLoee” to sew for “Uie 
court.” Tliu boys wei’e drafteil off into the 
I minn's, till at last tbe untilei only senf to 
I sehool the children of tlieir skiver, 1 o make up 
I the requiretl nnmbei*. Jteudiug and wntlug

herself j slaves mnietibing sneh arts would l>c 

I redueeil to ashen.” At length the time of 
the missionaries wan eiqnred; for the Queen 
I oalliHl a solemn “ kabary.” at wbicli sbe (U>- 
I claml that she knew nothing of Christianity 
I •~4tnd did not wish ; il was ItahlUiuulaza and 
I Bamahavniy who had Mc.ited her upon the 
lliruue. (.airislian worsiu]) was nraclainiid 
treason, witha iicualty of death. The scliools 
were snnt up, liooks wore eolWU'd, sent 
bnok to the uiisuonarieR, who were .at the 
same time waioicd that any Malagasy who 
possessed a ]iriuted Imok W’ould iiieui jiunish- 
ment of death. When tiually the iiiissiunarieh 
took their leave, the Queen churned their local 
jiroperly as her own. 

Tlie italtvoR accused l!:ai’')penus as the cause 
of tlieir diHti-esn, and Queen Hannvalona, when 
the missionaricfi went awi*’ }’•!■ ., 1 .1 e.'']nLi- 
tum t’> 1 upon her subji cU, und <1 .a ptvteuce 
that 1 •I'OH to pay the white ]i> ople, m 01 dt 1 
by one stroke oi poU(7 to raise for beivlf 
money, and to strike a sule-blow' at the Euro- 
ueans. Hhe also liberally ertuit<>d tie* use of 
her aut^ijeets’ tiacks at nil Limeh for tranmiort- 
ing nuMtSonary luggage, and allowed no 
})aynieut to be n..iilc, wbieli was another 
<Uiurcu»> of her shrewd woman's wit. Her 
majesty sent Kmbassien in 1836 , which wein* 
reodved at oouiqts of France nud hlngland, 
with letters politely asserting her own imie- 
pendence. That indi^ieudenet' she look tiare 
to maintain. Tbe arms and discipline, the se¬ 
crets of power idaeed ttX l^'ghvud in t he savage 
hands <ir>ltadama, enabled lianavaluna to 
mainteih for twen^ unrelenting 

tynuuiy. £Ud our ugfswous statecrait not 
iuterforfsi, one tribe wtndd have been a

take off a discoaut of wvonty-five per isait. for 
the language of excited feeling, there still, 
remains a feaiful reckoning agmnst (he in- j 
gonoities of statesmen. Tbo maasaci'e of an 
offending tribe by the ten thousand semns to 
have been a triiliug matter to tills energetic 
lady, whose miliiiuy tastes have so reduced 
the population, it is asid, that where five hun¬ 
dred childis'Ti used to be seen playing, now 
tliere arc twenty ; not more* thau one woman 
in twenty liuiiig uiaiic a luotlicr. 

In 1844 the m.sster mid mat'* of the bark 
Marie Lanre, of Port fyiuis, were charged at 
Tmimlaic with delaiuiug under tbe hatches 
seven native InlioiU'crs retm’iiiiig fmiu engage- 
iiieuls at Waiuitiiis, with the inlentiou of 
kidnapping them for blave. Tins, tfue or 
false, would Ik;, of course, deiiird ; but the 
mate, Mr, Hep]lick, a ISritisli-Aridieau bom 
siibjeel, was detained upon tin-lusai sition, mid 
eventually biinsi 11 nffoii'd foi Hide in a jaiblic < 
market. Tliat was in .aeronLinee witb a 
Alulagasv law, by wbieh Jladama had ordained 
tli.at any foruitmerdetectcd in eipoi ting n.ative 
slaviN sbonid hiiu^oir la* lodueul to slavery in 
Madttgasc.ar. Mr, Hemucl. wa. bnught or 
ranviiued by tbe Fiviich tnultrs ot Tmnafave 
at the piiee of thirty dolin'-, anil ■•et bree.

Twonty-ono Europeans 
were killed audmty-aU woundwL Of coufM 
the native loss was greater, but the Ovato 
claimed the vicUny; and it is said by th^ 
autagoiusts that the next morning the heads 
of the slain Euglii^ and French were expofad 
upon the beach opposite the ifiiips, atfixm to 
poles.

Our master being eager to get something 
fresh on Ixiard for Christmaa Day, for dlnnor, 
be sent me on shorty in one of the D^ btwts, 
to get Bometluug; tor the master himsw 
was very poorly, and he was not to 
go.

Tliej told me that 
they opictcil she was lost; aud they told 
me that 1 ought to think myself very lucky 
tliat J was on shore out of her ; but still, the 
captain of the brig was to blamo to send any 
of his crew on shore out of the ship, while 
she was lying m an ojien itiadstead, and 
especially this time of the year; and tiuit was 
ail the satisfaction I couhl get from them. 
Now 1 was on shore, bnt seaice any money in 
my jiocket; for I had nearly been two years 
in this brig, and bod no occasion to draw any 
monw from tbe captain; for, when 1 ^omc<! j 
hCT, 1 had my pay tirom the “ Friendship ” to 
fit me out, and 1 had money on board, beside 
my clothes. But here I was hove ujKin the 
wide world once more; aud I stayed in Deal 
for one week, to tiw if I could hear anything 
oouceming the "Jane Ellen;” but hearing 
notliiug by New Fear’s Day, I mtended to 
travel np to loondomand m and sec if iot son 
WM alive or not.

splicia*.” People toned down in that way, my 
uear sir, can neither work nor jxay their land¬ 
lord like inoro healthy men.

If you 'vs ever 1>een into such places, you will 
knuwtbat the expressiou is not a bit too stopong. 
I’ve been into suuh places, eertaudy, I, 
sad X aouaider the exprsadoo veiry Rltntig. 
Bat &ovr I'll trouble you fox InforaoitiicMLim 
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the subject of thcM eoitaffcs. Hie actoB rent 
of escb tt not paitieularij low; aboat ton or 
twelve potttula aryear von mi^t Iw asking. 
Well, mr, lie sayii, I’ll tell you wbnt it ia 
Bents differ. In Idverpuol, a room isjiual in 
luzo to this living-room in which we now 
stand, would lodge a family, and let at live 
shUlingsia week; in Loudon it would lot for 
notiaethinjg less—^for the four rooims, eight or 
ten ahilmigs a week: that is to say, you 
know such rents are chivrged lor equal space 
euolosed in damp and rotten walls, that will 
not hold a water-iaiH*, they are w> rotten, hut 
hold vermin in plenty, auck up water from the 
s<^ and from the ccBsiKtolH, and iinbilxi and 
retain all nuxions olHuvui. Here are ilie 
measurements and rents of rooms ravaged by 
lever in Church Lane, ell. Giles’s, J stared to 
hear him talk alsiut Chuirh Lane, but got Itis 
list, snd hero yon hav»* it.

dh) a-head, says L Weii, says he, hy capillary 
attraction, bride walls suck up water from 
the ground, and make the damp kilohens and 
parlours with which we arc all Suniliai*; 
wails also exposed to rain, and sheltered from 
the sun, imbibe much moisture. A oommon 
brick, when saturated, will hold somewhere 
aliout a pint of water; so Uiat a damp cottage, 
with live huudml cubic feet of wall, may 
possibly contain in the said walls eight hun¬ 
dred ami m‘veiily‘iive galluiiu, or foui'toen 
hogbhemls uf water. This water evaporates 
coustautly iipim the siu'fai'e of the walls w ithin 
the dwelling; and aa evapoiatlou yaii only 
take place by the coiiveisiou of M‘usible heat 
into luU‘Ut, .idegiee ot cold is ]>rrKluced,which 
it would take more tliau Lidl a toil of coal 
to iieiilralise. Hio chill act« ujiou uinuites, 
and depicshcs \ital power; they waste fuel iu 
vain, while the damp widls an* ratting, and the 
entire dwelling falls into a qniek deoay. Jlow 
many infant lives are nipped hy tlusto chills ! 
liow many inflamuuitioiia, cuiunlis, agues, 
rheumatisms, might he done away with hy the 
Ubi' of hollow biiukh ' I’leventive iiuahuros, 
hitheito, fouiuhitiuii drams. Liyeis of piteh, or 
blaic, or zinc, coatings of f.tnc(*o, have been 
certainly cxpeubive, and of uiieei tain advan¬ 
tage very often. They eaimot be iiH'orded for 
the dwellings of the poor. Well, asjs J, sir, 
aa for ddini> wulla fiom driving lam, and so 
on, wliiit you suy leiiiuiiU me oi iny old Irieud, 
Tom Olteiisri uiig, w ho li avcls as a commercial 
gent. ‘Wheuevei you go into a conntiy inn, 
says he, don't slec]> in any room with a iioi'th 
aspect. I ’ve always, says he, met with damp 
beds in them rooms. Their walls never get a 
touch of the siiu,aud if a bedstead touches sudi 
a wall, look out, my man, for damp bheets and 
'luiiiliago. Q’obes'ure they might light fiies 
to diy the rooms. Yes, bii‘, replies the gent, 
but 111 es cost moueV to be added to the rental. 
Against damp, boflow biu'ks woio su^ested 
long ago, sir, by Vitniviui; only he wanted to 
put pitch inside them. 

Anything mora, sir, about hollow bricka 

Mudi, 1 nsHUie you. 'Jlie enclosed air 
hiiideiLng absorpli»ii, not only makes tbe 
bricks Ji-ss damp and cold, but it prevents 
tbd Warmth within, or the cold without a 
house, fium jMssing through Bs walls. For 
all purposbb of defence against the weather, 
a five incli wall of hollow brick is equal to 
a nine-inch common raie; that gives more 
h]Meo within. Four inches won out of each 
w'<dl wiU add live hiunlrod cubic &et to 
the accommodations of a finurth-claas house. 
The confined air, again, not only hindeto the, 
transmission of beat and cold, out it hindere 
also tim tnuismusion uf sound. Our ffooidng 
here is a Ihiu arch of hollow brick, and you 
way have observed, down-stair^ that 
was silence overheM, thouah moiiy pWjple 
walked about the rooms wttove.<' Hirough 
doors, and thin partitions mode of hol|^ 
briclm, romifiDg of children, ctying^ 'toughtfig, 
onui<^ coAvenatios^ do not posi ad duthaet

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sAntwIa, and the inhabitants of each room 
enjoy a perfect privacy. 1 needn't again men¬ 
tion to now great an extent these buildings 
are fireproof.

Ton see 
bv the ppwiniens of imitation iiml other 
jKittcnis, that i-ooiiis in liouses of a iiettcr 
class might be availed handsomely with this 
gk-UMMl surface lleie, with% jilain glaze, 
the adddioiiai cost in these cotlagts woiihl 
average five pounds a room, and so add ahoni 
one-fouitli to the estimated cost and rental of 
the same housi's in plain hfick, ■» hitew.asliwl. 
The liviiig-iooin, however, niiglit be Imed 
with glazed brick, nt an exti.i cost of six or 
seven jKiunds, whuh would add lilUe to the 
lent and a great de.al to the comforis of the 
oecuikuit.

THE “MOUTH” OF CHINA. 


Till lately, the only entrance to the Celes¬ 
tial Empire vouchsafed to ns Western 
iMiiUornuiM, was the “ Dogue,” or mouth of 
the Canton rner. Alaeao, lIong-Kcnig, and 
Canton wen the only plai'es Enro})eans were 
allowed to pi ofane with their pieseuce. The 
ship in wliieli Madame Ida Pfeiffer, whose 
V 0 } age round the Woi id we have liefore men¬ 
tioned, was eonveyed IromTahili to this place, 
nol being .i L’hautniu Khi}>, only lutiiKlueed her 
to those places On the 0th of July, 1847,alio | 

cast anchor m the ituuK of Alneao. A throng , 
of Chinese, she tells ns, siKeilily luaile tlicir 
aiiiK-iUanee on the deck of our ship, whilst 
otliei-s, w ithoiit quitting their bo.its, onered for 
sale, iiuit, cakes ami other artnles—all veiy 
prettily airanged ; in short, we weie siH-edily 
siirtoiiudeil by ,i virt of flo.i.1Ing fan 

The eaptitin ordcibil a boat to be cot ready, 
and WB eag< i^ly Vi ent ashore. Each individii^ 
on lauding, w.is nH;uirc<l lo pay half a dollar i 
to the maiidaiiu—.ui evaelioii which I was 
inforincsl would bjieeilily be abolished. We 
proeeisled to the housi- of the Voitugnesc 
incidLiiUb resident m Macao ; and on onr 
road thither, we passed ilirough a givat 
])ai t oi tlie town. Europeans, women as well 
as iiieu, may freely travel the streeto of Macao 
without Icoi' of being stoned —u danger to 
which they are not untroquently exposed in 
other Cliinese towns. Those streets exclu¬ 
sively inhabiled Chinese, presented a very 
animated aspect. tJroups of men, sealed out of | 
doors, were engaged i>i}ilaying at dominoes, 
whilst the occupants of Uie'bliups, cariienters, 
tailorb, and shoemakers, were workng, gossip¬ 
ing, or taking their meals. I saw but few 
women, and those few hoiouged to the lower 
class, 1 was gre.itly amused by the mode of 
eating practised by the Chintwe. They use 
two pieces of stiel.,’ by the help of whidi they 
raise tlie food to thrir mouths, with extntor- 
diuaiy dexterity. When eating riccj the 
vessel contamiug it is raised to the widriy- 
exi>Rud«.Hl month, into which the rice is j 
till own by help of ouo of the little stidks 
above montioueu. When partaking of dishes 
of a more fluid kind, they use round qiomui 
made of porcelain. 

Ihe houses present nothing remarkable «s 
to style of building. They are usuitlly fronted 
by a oourt-ymrd (U* garden. 1 visited t^ 
Grotto in whioh the edebrated Camodgs 
wrote some portion of his “Lasiad.** The 
nmhngs created by tlto satirieaiposm mititlhd 
“ Disparates na Ihiaili/* caused Chmaoeimi« be 
baaiuied to Msoao, where he remained ia 
foils linr setioicMl yem The Grotto is'bfifllt , 
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on a little emmeace at a diort diataaiee from 
the town. . 

Our finding that he could not 

tranaact tW huaneeaTie expected to do in 
Macao, proposed to mU on tlio following 
morning ; and he kimlly invited me to make 
the trip to Ilong-Koug, though I hadensjaged 
my paba^e only as lar as Macao. 1 Tory 
gludV accepted his invitation. 

On the moniiug of the 10th of July, we 
Buled for Houg-l^ng, which is about sixty 
mmticid miles from Msveao. The voyage 
from the ouc place to the other is viuitnl and 
interesting. We wore (xmtiiiiially in sight of 
pictuies(|ue Imysiuid groa](s oi islands, jioiig- 
Aong was cedtm to the ithiglish by the ('liinese 
after the pc*.ii e in 1812. Tho st-o-imit town, 
called Victoiio, built l>y the English, eiviitains 
many haudsouie stone edifiis's. 

Tlie Fiironoaiis, ot whom there are only a 
few huudreils here, are somewhat dissatislii'd, 
trmle not being so prusjM'roiiH as was at fii'st 
expi'cled. The English Chneruincnt gra¬ 
tuitously gi\es poi lions of l.nnd to inerebauts, 
on condition of their iiuilding lioiivs. Many 
litive eiH*ete«l on lluse gi.uits of laud large 
houses, which they would willingly sell ior 
half the pnee tiny have cost. Vii'toria 
is surroumled by barieu lulls, or not vei-y 
ph^ashigly situated. Tb** town has alto¬ 
gether a EuioisMii <>hanu*ler; and. but fur 
the {.liinose poiters, labourera, huek 5ters*| 
^,seen in the streets and in the sliopi, it 
would be diflicull to imagine one's si'lf on 
Cliinese ground. I was a Tittle surinistd at 
not sieing au> muive women in the stri'ets; 
fniiii which eueuinslaueu it might havi been 
interred tliat a Eurojmui feiiuili* could not 
ixuely have \ eulurcd out of dooj> alone. How¬ 
ever, 1 ueier met with the least insult or 
mnuytmee on the jiart of the Itlunese: even 
their curiosity W'as not offensively manifested. 

lu Victoria 1 Lad the ]ile»sure of being 
introduced to the celebrated Uutzlaff. Four 
otbor (lei'man missioiiaries wei e also resuling 
tliuro. They were dressed in the (Jhiuesi 
st^le; had their heads shaved, and the l)a<*k 
hair plated iu long tails in the style w’om by 
the natives. These miHsiuuaries were st udy ing 
the Cliiucse language, which is exceedingly 
difficult, both to speak and to write. The 
wiltten language consists of cluu^ters, of 
whi^ there are upwards of four thousoud; 
and the spoken language is eom^Kruxl of pure 
moooayllabie sounds. The Ohiuese write with 
pencils dipped in Indian ink ; their lines run 
from right to left, and iium the tup of the 
paper downward. 

After the lapse of a few days, I met with 
an oppoxtonity of going to Canton on board 
of a Chineoe junk. ll&. P., a merchant re- 

a l at Yiotona, who had receivetl me veiy 
, 7» noonunOracd me not to venture m 
the juM alone, ea he assixred me the ddneae 
poopla were not to he trastedv He advised 
me eittMT to take a boat for myself or to 
ongtge a berth on Tfoard ons of ^e atauncra} 


Imt these modes of travelling wore too exiMsn- 
sivo for the limited means at my dis}HMal. 
A place iu the steamer, or a hired boat, 
would have cost twelve dollars ; whilst the 
faro by the junk was only three. However, 
I must couii'SB that 1 saw nothing either 
in tlie looks or conduct of tlie (Jhincse to 
excite alarm. “ I put iny pistols in onler— 
(continues the femiess lady)—and, on the 12th 
of July, I went on Imrd the junk.” 

Ah evening drew in, heavy niiii obliged me 
to return to the covoickI iMirt of the vessel, 
when* 1 aiiinsetl myself by obhcrviug my 
Cliiiiesc coni])auioiis. 

The )>arty on lioard tho jimk, though not 
the nu^ select, was nevertheless |ierfectly 
deem ouH in demeaui inr. Some of tho men were 
seated at duiiiiuoes, others were HHteubig to 
the porformsuice of a musician, who diew 
forth doleful strains from a soi t ol mandoline 
with tliree strings. A few were gusHipiug; 
a great many smoking; and all!| by turns, 
dr.ank uusngai'eil terx Of this lievcrmfe, 
w'iiieii was sened in small cui»s, I was civilly 
iiivked to partake The Chinese of all milks 
and clubht's, iieii and |ioor, drink neither pure 
w.iter nor fcimeutisl li'inors. Weak tea, 
wilhuiii sugar, is their cuiistant beverage. 

Late in the evening I w'tiivd to my cabhi, 
wbeie, to niy dibeoinfurt, i found tho rain 
dripping tluough the roof. The captain, on 
being appi ised of this fact, immediately ac- 
'*ommoiluted me with another berth, where 
T touiid myself in company with two Cfiiinese 
women. V.'heu I entered the cabin they 
wcie completely tnvelujieil iu a cloud of 
tolsiceo-smake, which they were puffing from 
small i>i]>es, no larger than tliimbles. 

My eonipauioiib, obsening tliat I was un- 
provideil witli tho head-btouk which iu Cltina 
is used instead of a pillow, kindly offered mo 
Olio of tlieim; ai.J the offer was so urgently 
pressed that I felt myself obliged to accept it. 
Tbese head-stools are made of bamboo, or of a 
very thick kind of pastelMKird. They an' 
about eight iiicheb high, and from one to 
thive feet long, mund^ at top, and hare no 
stiifiing. Tho head rests more comfortably 
than might be expected on one of these stools. 

Early next morning 1 hurried on deck to 
see the entrance to the mouth of the Hi-kiang 
or Tiger Uivor; but tec hail advaiiceil so far 
up, tliat no trace of the mouth was disceniible. 
I, however, saw it subsequently, when I re¬ 
turned from (kuituu to llon|' Kong, ^e 
Ei-kiang is one of the largest nvers iu Q|)iiia. 
At a ver^ short distance from the |^int at 
whidi it &Ub into tho sea, it is nearly eigb^t 
nautical milra in width ; hut at its mouth it 
is so contracted by rucks tliat it is only about 
hi^ tliat broiulib. The views along the banks 
arc pleasing; and some fortificataons erected 
on we heights give a romantic character to 
the scenery. 

At >Hoo-man (which plaoe also b^n the 
nMPM of Wliam^) the river branches into 
Mitesesl separate streams. One wMch flows 
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lip (o ruDloTi kt called the Eeaxl River. Ita 
1).iukt> are lined with extexudve rice ftlanin 
iiaim, ttoddHt whiclt Itananaa and oilier trees 
ai'« planter], in rowit; the intervoniu;' ejiacua 
forming pleueant nveuaen. But tlichc tiers 
are Intended !<w for omamont Uian t«r nv 
Rice rwjttireS a v**ry damp noil, and flic tiers 
are planted with tlie view of ai'i'is' the earth 
(I mteih deqrt*e ofcoositdenev, and preventiiu; 
the rice from licinj; waBlnsi .away l»v the 
oopioun irrigation which the moiI dcniands 
Neat littie CluneRe country houses with 

J iuinted and notahnl reofa, 'and walls ]>ro 
oaely ndoinod with eolonreil tiles and il.ij 
ornaments, are aven iiebtling amid s;i-oii]is of 
shady trei'S; and pagodas—or tan, .la they 
arocalhs] bvthe Chinese—vai^'inir ftoiii tliiee 
to nine Htoiiea in height, sland on lulls in 
the viehiily of the liUagcs ami Iroiu a v.ist 
distance at tract the eye of llic 1 1 '< vellei 'J'lie 
i-ivcr ia dolVnded along it t hauka by lunijcrons 
fortified poals. 

Soirc miles lielow Ciiuton, wc jiniaod .a mic- 
ce'sihn of jator looking villaircs, tor the most 
jHiit couaistiiig of lints built on pihn, driien 
into the hwl of the nver; inunetoiis lamts 
floating in the Btn‘.aTn, nlso acrvcil as habita 
lions lor their owners 

As we drew near to Canton, the aspect of 
the river beearae inoro and more animated, 
and till' nninlier of boatn of eveiy diseiiptiou 
augineiitcil, 'Jlicw' wire vessels of the nio-t 
exlriv)wHnni*y foi ms. Sonie of the jiiiil.', two 
ticin abovfs wat'T at the aleiii, looked like 
lionscB with high balconied wini1uw.s M.iiiv 
of thaac jnnl'saie cxreedingl^ 1 u'ge, and (In i 
are not nnficipu'iitly of a thiM'.uiid toio 
hnrlhi'n. I saw several Chinese shijis of wai‘, 
of a flat and long Imild, and ein,!!!!" fnnii 
twrtity to thirty ftiuis. I’he inandaiiiis' 
hnatfl, with doom and v indnws ]).unted on the 
outside, are like neat little hoiisev di>corat<‘d 
, with silk flags. Jhit. aliove all, I admired the 
flowereboats, with I heir m pi i I’m \ , sdonied 
^tn galfiands, ar.dics piee, 1 .. 1 I other onis- 
100 s. Till windows and iloors of t'l mi* 
IKiwor-tmts nr«> Boincwhat in the gothic 
id^Ic ( tlie doors lead to the iiifeiUn ot the 
huat, which consists of one Ini go sahKin, 
and * ftw ‘(RnAll cabins hliirors and silken 
tai eatiry adoni the walls; ciystal luatrch, and 
coiourra papw lamj^, b‘tw<H*n which mo 
Hiiapeadcd pretty little baskets filletl with 
fresh ilowere, serve to complete a picture 
whi^, to Enrepean eycH, presents an alinot-t 
xatLgKM effect. 

'jRlcBe flowei'-lKgita, wJiieh constantly lie* at 
anchor iu tW river, are places of wifertain- 
inent to which the Ohincse «*sort bolli hy 
day «Rd by night The amnaements consist 
<if riwMtoaoe parformajnees, jugglery, and 
danehm. No fSnnales, aaite tlioiic or a depraved 
chiBs, rislt ihoW-ptaees. SinropeanB are not! 
prohibited from epteriag th^; yet, the 


Tlie hustle and movement cm the river is 
Htill iiirtlier augmented hy ihousanda of very 
amall Isials, oaUod shmujians; some lying at 
anchor, and others Iluating about among the 
large vesads and fluwer-hoafa. Meanwhile, 
fislierincii are snun in idl dircetioua casting 
Ihetr lu ts ; and ehi1diY>n and grown {icrnona 
an* bathing and sw iniming. It is frightful to seu 
The noting ohildn'U in the small Hhaiupana. 
I'hej an* Mifleicd to play and swing on Iho 
islges of these boats, and they are overy 
nioiueut in d.uioer of f.illing overlwani. Care¬ 
ful iKiieiiti- adopt till* jmsaiitioii offastcuiiig 
hollow gourds, or bhuhlei-, iullatod with air, 
oil the shoulders of veij jouiig children, to 
sale them fiom iiumediatt ly sinking when 
tluy fcill into ihe water—lui aceiihnt of con- 
tiiuinl fieisirrence. 

Jn fihoil, the varied objects and strange 
miuiiiere ; the ariive lifi and nifuenicnt 
obsirv.sblc on tin* J’cirl Jiivcr, altogilber 
make up a pietiiro of the siiigtilaiit> of 
wliuh dcseriptioii c.iii c'liiMj no adetjiiate 
idea. 

Din'iig the last few je.irs, liniopcin women 
have Ik'cii pelnnftisl to eiifn tin l.u toiii's oi 
Ciinlon, and even to uside within Iheiii.

JMany of the liills are eenieteries, and 
arc thickly Hcaltered over with graves, markdl 
by little hcajis of earth, aial touilistoncs 
about two feet high. Home of these steiiea 
were nearly coverm with insci'ijitions. JJeiv 
and tliere were family tomba, eonsisling of 
large graves snrronuded hy walla in the mrin 
of a horse-ahoe. The (’hiueae do not inter all 
their dead. They have another very peculiar 
mode of burial, which consists in depesiting 
the corpse iu tombs of masom-y. These 
tombs have two walls and a roof, the un¬ 
walled bides being left open. Tliey contain 
two or three, and sometimes as many as 
fimr ooffins, wludi rest on wooden benches. 
The ooffins are made of trunks of trees hol¬ 
lowed out.

Mr. heovell 
never did step payment, and lias (>oiuluet<.d 
ait ex^usive iiuhuioss as a wharhngi'r ioi 
a grwt many yoai-s, without f‘.'’uie or eoni- 
prumise of any kind.

pi wnt mifTcring from “K.tit Ijnwh,” ot so 
odious and Oppressive a nature as only to be 
worthy of tho old HitamVh inquisition. ]j(.*i 
tussa:— 

Saltt in India, is a (Invemment mono]>oly. 
If Ilf partially intporii'd, and {ciriially maun> 
iaotiurad In (Juvemment factories. Tliese 
fitetorisp are idtuateil in dreary marshen; tUe 
wurkeinob^uimoertMu eijuivocai privileges.

shilUnga per 'week, are eompeilod to expend 
ono-foiirtii of that pittance In salt for tuem- 
seives and fiunilies. 

It may naturally he inferred, that, with 
such a heavy duty upon this important 
necessary of life, that underhand measures 
are adopted bv the ]M>or natives of mqqdying 
themselves. We shall see, however, by the 
following severe regulations, Ibat tho exiteri* 
ment is too Imsanlous to be often attemjited. 
Tlironghout the whole oountty there are 
numerous “salt chokies,” or police slatioiiR, 
lb<' suiMn-mtcndenls of wlncli are inve-'twl 
uith fxiweis of startling and extraordinary 
niagnitiido. 

When inform.'rtion is hslged 'with snch 
hUfieriiitendeiit, that halt is storiil in any 
pkice witluMil a “ rturuM,” or iiermlt, he 
proceeds to collect p.'irticulai’s of lliedesiuiit- 
lloii of till* article, the quantify stated to be 
stored, and the name of fie* owner of the 
stoic. If the quantity* stated to be sloivd ex¬ 
ceeds seventy ]M>nndh, lic pioeeeds w itli a bisiy 
of })oiue to m.ikc the hiiznis*. If the door 
is not oiK'ued to him at oiiee, he is mvesttsl 
witii lull power to in oak it ojien ; and if the 
police onicc''s exhiiiil the le.isl biukw.irdiuHs 
lu assisting, or show any syinpaliiv with tho 
nul<>rtuiiale owner, they we liable to in* 
iiravily fimsl. The owner of the sail, with 
idl iM'iviOns found ujem tin* pieiiiises, me iin- 
misli lit ly nppreheuded, and are li.ible to six 
montlii' iiiqnisoumeiit for the first otrenc"*, 
twelve hit (he M<eoiid, auu eighteen mouths 
for till third ; si) that if <t poor liidiau was to 
(a'c a sliowir of salt iu his garden (t 1101*0 ttiv 
sliowers of salt soinclimeH), and to attempt to 
take adviuitagu of it without }>ayiug duly, lie 
would liecome liable to this lienvy pnuisli- 
iiient. Tho sujieiiuteuditit of jioliee is also 
euqtowered to detain and seaveii tividuig 
venbels, and if salt lie fonml on imord wiiliuut 
a ixrmit, the whole of the crew may be ap- 
prtdieiMloil and tried for the oflencc. Any 
perbou orecthc’ a distilling apparatus in his 
own houw, merely to distil eiiuilgk Bearwati>r 
for* tho use of Lis iiouscliuld, is liable to 
such a fine as may ruin him. In this ease, 
direct proof is not reijuirod, but inferred 
from eireuniataiiees at tfio dmretiou of the 
judge ! 

If a iierson wishes to erect a faetory* upon 
his owu ehtole, he must first yive notiee to the 
collector of i evenne of all |)articalara relative 
thereto, iiuliug which, the collector may order 
all the works to be destroyed. Having given 
notice, ollleera are immediately quartend 
iqwn the premises, who have access to all 
parts tlicreof^ for fear the Company ahouhl 
lie defrauded of tho sinallesl aniouat Of .duty.

The apiKireiitly iiiteriuinablc Pampas ol 
Ihieiio" Ayivs art' at a distance of ou- 
huudi^'d leagues (three hundred Kiigli'h 
uiik's) south irom the lowu of Bnenos Ayres, 
almost equally divided Ijv the icinark.sMe 
ehain of uiouiitainn^ termcii the SieiTa, winch 
nuia from cast to west. Taking the south 
fi'ontier of the Painpaa to Iw the iivcr 
Colorado, aa it is usually oouaidered, but with¬ 
out sufliciciit reason, we should find that the 
distance thence to tho Sierra is little more 
than one hundred leagues.

known io be edible—for dinner. Hapoleon 
wiib in his golden piiuic. Fo\. and Fitt were 
the Icadi n, of the two great jMrtics of English¬ 
men. ihuhcals Uii'c de^erately sitmitMl 
m those days; spies wcic crawling about 
everjwhole; Toryi-m was tnunqiliiint, with 
"England for ewi,” aud ‘ the Army and 
Navj ” (lyjies of d( idorabk but hardly avoid¬ 
able cainagf) with ‘’tbiee times Uirec;” 
the one answer to all demands for change 
being—“ look at Fr.tncc ' ” ’Jlie fashion was 
pi each a toini»ei de oliedicnec to all sorts ' 
of ]»e1ty tyianny and a ]iiilient toloiance of 
the vilcht abuses, and to use Fiance ns the 
"Irightful evampk ” 7'iieu, almost all the 
counties m England were under aristociutic i 
domuudiuu ; to go to a eouiity incf'ting witli I 
Libeadisin in tour mouth, w.is to be an 
incendiary—to be low—to Ik' < onteniptible. 
To tlie ;>eople, at that time, the nkn oi any 
ivprescnlat 1011 hut ananstiKsatic one, seisned 
awurd. Ju IhOT, when the Canning and ('as- 
lleieagh luiimnistratiou dissolved Pni'hiunent, 
there wsss a contest iii Yorkshire whether 
Lord Milton or Mr Laacelles—two promiv 
Ing young gcntlemeii—blioold i-cprescnt the 
county, which cost each of their resiieetivo 
parents one hundred thousand minncui; tho 
most expensive parlinnientary fi|pit, we hope, 
on record. Mr. Baines’s energy was employed 
on this im}iortant occahioii iu buppurting 
the Whig candidate. All the furjb.iended 
in young Ix«d Milton’s lieing elects j and 
Mr. Kaines was threatened with pemonal 
dioBtiHement by one geutleman of opposite 
opinions. With Jolmsouiaii fimmess, and daek- 
honian “pluck/’ he appears to have intritietY 
the gentleman to “come on;” but wMout 
any husUle result. These incidents will show" 
idle immense excitement wliioh prevailed at' 
that tune. The questions at issuo wei^ how¬ 
ever, confined to the two political parties { 
whom the mere public were but little oonei- 
dered—the right of these two parties to lUvide 
England between them,'being apparently indn- 
hitable, Mr. Baines, though lionestly support¬ 
ing the party called Whig, was, by his inreer, 
virtually advancing that cause which is the 
heart of reform—the right of the moa who 
can do seimethiiig, to luive a chance at doing' 
it. All the uproar about the French Revo¬ 
lution hSii tiot had any success in putring 
down that. 

The gtbM topic of those times 'Wns, of Oottrse, 
the war. Baiaw,liketheWi;igMttiygeiisridly, 
wasin&vour of peaoe, ifpamflbde; while Go- 
venundat was larishi^ ^d cat annaments, 
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and aemiing out commanders whose movonienta 
itself managed‘to cripple. Tlio Yorksliiro 
clothiers—indeed, nearly all the men in the 
mtuni&rluring districts—i)etition(‘d for )>eaee, 
in which the “Mercury” snpfiortisl them. 
Time and events sti eneUiened tlieir case. As 
the war lasted, the distresH in the country 
gn‘W worse. In 181:!. boon after the assassiuuc 
tion of Mr. Peroival, thoie were riots in 
Yorkshire and Nolliugliatiishiie, cansctl by 
the intiodnctiou ot inachaiery. Pourteen 
rioters weie hrnigid by a j)atei-n.al irovevn- 
ment at York, in Januiivy, IMS. A bill was 
pusmsl, ena1ilin<r tiie in.igi>.trate3 to seaich for 
arms, and ilispcrfu* Innmltnons aw nibhiges. 
Tlebt and distress aissiuiulatid. Mr lUines 
did whaleser it w.is in the powir of .a 
jouinali.tto do, by «hecntl> !•< ]iiS‘v*utinat the 
wrongs of tin ^e in:iLtei*s thiHUiL'li his colunuis; 
and by putting up with the dmse, mistepn- 
seiiiation .ind .sngn hubbub wliidi giected 
liiin fisiui his o]>]M>nents, like a ]ihilosi>pher. 
When the late lioid Kidmontl bioiight ior- 
•tt.ird a bi'l for * |•llu‘lu•• restrntions on the 
pTeiwhiimol Dibscntuigniinisteis, ’ourbensible 
and nctiie fiieinl tiaik the tiild at once. 
What ! prevent pcojilc fniiii tc.iching those 
who belnne in them i This was a sort of 
blaauheiuy ag.iiiist eonimon scii-e at which he 
luigiit well be iudign.ant. 'J'lie bill took itself 
in a),aiii. On the other bide, evi n-Iianded, Mr. 
Kiiinea duly aiinblieil those Dissculcis who 
1 cfimsl Jtouuui ( ’.11 holies the banie Ireedoiu tor 
theuibclvcs. In sdl tlii'W things, he ai-tel 
like a keen, ]iout&>t man ; and, }ilaiuly, it was 
liecause the 'I'luth lay beliuid all ho dal tliat 
he gained general respect, a good hearing and 
an nltiniate tiiiun]ih. 

Ifapoleon, having bixiken from Kllia in the 
Hhtonishiug manner know'u to iiiankiiid, w’aa 
dually ilung into St. Helena, oiiee tor all;.and 
tliv great waiw ended in not only che<-king him, 
but ill putting down the F'n'iieh Jtevolntion, 
and (as the Tories ianeiod) the Euroiiean 
mavatutmt party geucmlly. hlughuid wna lolt 
with illunuuat^ cities and dnaiieial distrebs. 
The'lauded iutei'Cbt got a Com I jaw jnit on, 
iimidBt genoml rioting. M r. 'Bainisi was its 
opponent from the iuwt, and lived lo see it 
repealed. 

About this time Edward Baines foimd 
am>%er wa> of everciaing his person^ iii' 
; he took to the platform. Me attended 
all tlm gimt Leeds meetings against the In- 
oame T^; all those in fiivour of religious 
liberigr: always the same clear, energetic 
aponmen of the midiUe class. Reform and 
Eo^omy irete Mr. P>aincB’8 objects. We do 
not find him rieong into any high flights of 
inspired indignation at abuses; wmt he 
baud in them was their absurdity. Ks

oversown with gra^js and weeds—returned 
memners, while laige towns, containing'the 
very bones and bl lod of the cinmtiy, had no 
inemlicrH at all. Mr. Baines hold forth that 
year, once, during a snow-storm; and, it seesos 
the innocent, solid man was openly stigma¬ 
tised as a tr.aitor. Wo find this about the 
only time that ho was stung into ovjiressions 
of indignation ; it biuimeml, however, rather 
than boilwl over, in two orthroi* fer from 
violent “kMilprs ” in tho“ Tx'cds Mercury.” 

It cannot b** deuusi that things wcrclookmg 
vciy liad in thflecountry then. Mr. Henry 
Hunt, an orator of the inflammable kind, was 
bl.kzing like a fimiaee, hi st in one place and 
then in another. Toryism, of courbe, attri¬ 
buted c% crylJiiug that was wrong to the cry 
for Ihforin. Aet'ordingly, information was 
si'iit to Miuistciw, in a notorious *■ green 
big,’’ of coiiK])iiacii*s in \arious imil:? of the 
kingdom • secret committees of both Houses 
wciv belli, and tlie Habeas Corpus Act was 
siispendcil. The Hjiy System w'as in full foiw. 
Dliscnrc scomulrcls, in the emplov of (lovcm- 
incnt, instigated poor ))eoi>le to mbchlcf. Mr. 
Biims, tlirougli the “Mercuiy,” was one of 
thobc who most conijiletely erpostd this in- 
fainons orcsnisatiim, and couiageoubly de- 
uouiicei'l its tools by name. 

Kor the neat year or two ho went on 
chiefly occnpieil with civic mattem, aiding 
public liatlis, liUrnry socieUes, and savings 
banks. The year Islfl brought distress with 
ic again; distress brought Henry Hunt, and 
Petn*. a tailor, who had exchanged the shop- 
board for tlie “ stump.” Tliere wore, moreover, 
loud ei ies for radical i-eform. Mr. Baines 
heliied to keep home moderation in the matter 
Tins year 2 nvHluced the well-known Peterlno 
Massacre, of infamous memory. Seventy or 
eighty thouwmd persons were assemblnl in 
St. JVtor's Fields, Manchester, to petition for 
I’arlianientary Refonn. Hunt was addressing 
them, wlicn the magistrates ordered the 
yeomanry to take him into custody. Into 
all that helpless crowd of working men, as¬ 
sembled there ^Ih their wives and families' 
to niter honost complaints, broke an armed* 
inflamed amateur soldiery Kibre in hsnd,t 
slaying wherever alaying was easiobt. fiewoTBl' 
of the multitude were lulled—^liuiulrods wtre 
gashed and gored, and the erowsl was scat¬ 
tered. So far from the acnsl bumpkins 
who dictated this munler getting any pnx^h- 
mont, theyreceived the thanks of the Prince 
li^nt. The great Whig gontiy of Yorkshire 
met to petitmn for an mquiry—and fur 
assisting in that object, Eaid jfitzwilliaai was 
dismissed firom the Lord-LieuteuAngy of the 
West Biding. 

Qeoige the Fourth ascended the throne, 
in 1680^ and diverted attention from thet 
odiiun of the laws ^inst Hberty known as 
the iSiK Acts, by diverting it to* his royal 
poMon, his odlelirated Of PalBWii^ 
iPeralties against Queen CaAfline.

]^nmniMit oecurrwl the French Jtevolutlon 
of 1830, when (Hiarlea the Tenth was blown 
from hU throne in an iguoniiiiioub manner by 
a p^nW explosion.

Hib Faih.uucntary career was u very ^nioL 
hatd-wuiking one.’

He was elected for Jjeeds a thiid time nt tlie 
general election ^ on the di'mise of William 
the Fourth. This time he au«*(H*(*diHl in ]iRnss 
a meamre for the «Ibdiof of Quakers, 
MoraviniiB and fckqiaMitiiitB eieetod to Miini- 
cijial Officts a^fain aitliug ihe cause of re- 
liiJous liberty, by siiaring the conseieuoea of 
the eumesi and pious of thoBe sects. He pro¬ 
tested, too, against putting down the Caj^ian 
rebeUion by military' force; and con>rtantiy 
laboured hi nromotmg the private bills re¬ 
lating to Leeas and 'Imrkaliire. JTe was one 
of the menihors of tlie Kducotion Committ«.>, 
and an. early Bnppoiter of tho Anti-Corn Law 
XiBWie. 

We bare now sketohod hie career to a 
p^od when old age came on, and he began 
lofeol etronffly those in^uonoes whieh ever 
tyed graved on the -worthy people with 
whom he waa eoaoocted in privato nfe.

Wo mUat press it over lOur bfows ttglitly 
euuagh ite oahso « de«^ red itng upon tlie' 
fordkmd $ <a!nd that' done, 'we luuat he on the' 
alert for say puff of wind which may require 
us to carry up our hands for its preservation; 
beoaiM the great surface of a column alendorlv 
aunpocted at its base, renders it very liable 
iiuleed to be blown over. This is zul very 
true^ but all thoso discomforts and incon¬ 
veniences it is bette” that we should bear; it 
ia better that wo hbmild ahiuo a alow jiroeess 
of change, titan that o&e family ahould bo 
reduced to jtoviTfy for a pun to tlio com- 
lunnity cuiuparatively trifling. A great 
number of fomiliea were ruined by the 
abaadoniueiii of dxoo-huvklea. Olotii-hiittons. 
it is woU known, rcdnceil many resju'ctable 
ntombers of the motal-hntton trade to tluir 
respective workhouses. We sliould like to 
avoid any sneh accompanifheut to the aban- 
dcomeni of hats. 

This ia our firstly; for onr secondly, wo 
may expre>s aii oi>inion that the abaiulou- 
inout ot hats, without injury to halters, is 
a cluuiu^e now gradually taking place. You 
I hhabe yi*«r h^. Well, w>h will ]>ut by 
I that anugestion for a few minutes, iuitl con¬ 
sider wnut sort of aulislitnto for ebuuney-pot 
hats wo, in this country, may he expected 
masonably to desire. The (ilreek cap is often 
pointed to as somothiiig pietui'ewjue. In 
lar as its shape acconts wilh the weaiur’s 
head, and •does n<ot oarirainro tlie outlme of 
the wsoror’s Imdy, It is very well. It suits 
the oOslums and'climate of the ({reeks, but, 
I dtffidoutly Bubmi(>, not the EiigUdi circss 
and driszle. A cap of many colours would 
not match our sober broad-cloth dress, and a 
sober skull-caii, witbont any brim, would 
])our ths rain tuat fell on it over our faccH in 
wet weather, in England, c<‘rtiunly, the 
brim is an esaenlial portion of a liat: wc 
wtftt eaves to the rnofing of our heads not 
mohstroua umbrelU biinis, like those of the 
hat* seen in the Tnnv df jianiueiil of our 
kbl IhiMon, but a moderate ^ini|cction. The

they hufl Hvkd under an English sky. lip tiie 
Wltite Klle^ the Keks are a ratio of {leople 
wealing akntboaps. Tluy coat their hair 
with the Nile nutl, letting it dry in the sun, 
Ml that they sosiu to go alMiiit entirely bald, 
with earthen skoU-caiis. If they lived in a 
rainy country; it would not need many 
showom to indonn them that a rand-pie was 
unplcaHaut wearing. Every man to his taste ; 
but neither mud eaiis, nor Greek caps, would 
suit London Weiither. A umple hcatl-cuver- 
iiig, a «Jc(iU-cap with a brim, would answer 
exigoucies of our case in the simplcHti 
mammn Such a huad-covering was iutro-j 
duecd, list 'many yegis ago, under the name ’ 
vS "wtde-wwilikc,*’ by hatters. It was mode of 
felty andi wImi meant for gardna-wnar. iihseh 
hats bans bssbtslong worn by tqw rustic 


population. Who would have supposed 
tiiat hatters tbemselvns, intrqducing “wide¬ 
awakes,” began unconsciously to wo»tbe liat 
reform 1 t 

I^et us refer to another change that bos 
uncoDseiouflly crept in. Some years ago, 
every rospectable lut was, or professed to bo, 
an edifice of beaver’s fur. Tlie unhappy race 
of beavers was almost exterminated ; lieaver 
ftir was very dear. But—^loag life to the 
JBeaver—a silk Imitation was introduced. 
There wore then silk liats and beaver lials; 
but tbe silk hats were considered to bavolieen 
created for the jioor or sliabby poll ion of 
soeioly. Who can say in what mouth, or iu 
what year, opuiiou uliauged ? yet we all know 
that 111 the present day wo have consigned j 
bi.iver hats to the band-boxts of emuitry 
Mjiiires, and tbe uiaimfaetnre of silk ]>iles has 
slippeil in at the last niomeiil, to save the 
he.avor from following the Dodo into liiKtory 
and out of life: while its substitute lias , 
rescued the hat-ti’ode from the union. 

It is in this way, veiy gradindly, that the 
fi'lt hats, ealleil “wide-awakes,” have made 
their way; they have risen already to a glory 
beyoiwl that of Ihtir native felt, are made of 1 
fine iimteruil, and crown the pi^ettiesl f.n is in 
thewoihl. Our English ladies, wlthont e.ill- 
ingme**tings orcie.vtiiig any stir, li.ive done 
wli.at Ihiglisli giiitleiiieu li.ive t’likid alsml, 
have for tln'ir own paits done aw.iy with jt 
hats for their own Etiuestiian weai. l*silu»s 
who rule with ejliudeis upon their heads aie 
now no longer to ho seen, 'Jliey wiai' the 
“ wide-awake ; ” they an* cmanciiiatcd ; they 
ap})e.ar in reasonable liats, and neier will lie . 
seen in cylindei’s again. Omitting featlioin, ' 
and such decorations as b«*oomo the Enghsli 
woman, but do not become tbe man, hats of 
this form can be adapted to onr male costume, | 
and by Uiis change of fiibliion there occrui's 
no injury to hatterb. Tlie change will not be 
made public nu’etiugs, or by the Anti-i 
hat Assoelatlaii. It is a change in firo-M 
gress, slowly, but surely, following th« «uv v 
rent of o^nion. The time has 'iikrivod> 
when any natter may perceive the ^ 
which the pililic taste is tending, 'l^ie rest 
of the hat refonn is in the iiands of hatters t 
if they will leave off making cylinders, and 
offer to the public hate riaemblu^ those now 
worn by ladies—modificaitions of the wide- * 
awake—they wdl be well backed liy the pub* 
lie. How many foehions of paletots and (ches¬ 
terfields have been created by our tailors to 
their own benefit 1 Why. then, ore hatters 
at a stand-still f Why, in the fiwe of uni¬ 
versal discontent, do they sUll sell what the 
public does not like to buy 1 If hatters ever 
live to be deserted, as the buckle-makers and 
the mamifaotitrere of shank-buttons wore, 
they will have notiiiim to blame for tho mi»* 
fortune but their own uiactivity. '• ( . »

I'liey are an ad¬ 
mirable article of foo <1 ; abundant, pi olifie, 
han’y, an«l leiiacioiw of life, tnsily pre- 
sei ved Li Otalii ilc they aje kept as jm*^ in 
Luge hobs, t-iow vastly fat, •will come out 
to the summorio of .i-whistle, and cat out of 
a masiir’s liand. Eels dink into the mnd, 
and with ndue«»rl vitality onduie our cohL 
KelH fioziii anil ihisi buried fbiu' dav-s uuder 
snow, ]>iil atlerwards into water ana thawed 
gradually, iwifoetly recovei-ed. They endure 
also ])viv atioii of food, oven of air, wondorftilly. 
Here is, one would think, a amitig sto^ 
])iotect<al against nearly all possible mishap. 
Tht }o’iiig eel grows to about twelve inches 
in the first year, and in the second or third 
•yeai* matures roe. A sharp-nosed eel has 
\>eeu caught twenty-seven pounds in wciglil. 
Of course a good fiunuer would feed them 
well daring their hungry mouHis; in winter 
they lose their appetite 

A French naturalist M. Coctei has latdy 
hoen experimenting upon eels. Out of tbemaas 
of young eels in the animalcule state, (in 
which state, at tiie fitting soason, they can be 
obtained hy tiu<ai,) a nundie^ were fed in vats 
and bosins, where they grew and throve'in a

SOUTH AMFJUt'AN SCRAPS. 
lUr. PAMl'Ab rilDlANS. 

' The Pampas Indians, like Ihe more civilisiKl 
guaehos or dohmidinits of the old Spanihh 
rulouists, ii\e ou hoibiduick. Tlieir domestic 
arrantjenieiits are of the siui)»li*st kind. A 
moveable tent, math- of lion>e-hidi‘, js the only 
mansion they covet; horsie flesh and niaire 
ai-e their food ; a powho, or shoit chsik, and 
a jjair of l>oots, nnuie of colt-skin, their only 
clothinp;. l'hc\ herd lo'^ether in hojmrale 
tiibes ; each eo'nminnitj hi ini '{{oa erned by a 
racnjve, or chief. Their 'annts me few ; but 
e\en these ai'c often not widl supplied, in .sjiite 
of the nalnrsd Ititilily of their eountrj. Sii 
FiTiueis Head, in his “ Scampi r across the 
l'ani]>ns,” di\idi's Ihesc let'ions into thm* 
Huctioiis “tJn Icavini; Suinos' Ayres,” be 
aaj'H, “the tiisL is coveii.d, (oi one hundred 
and eighty miles, nitb t loser and tlnallcs 
alternalely; the si*conil, vliieh islendt for 
fonr hnuilicd and fifty miles, prodiieis loin' 
^rass, and the third, whudi rcachc-, to the 
base of the Cimlilleros, is a {'rove ot low tries 
and bliriilw. The ■whole country is m Mich 
lH.'>antifu] Ollier, that if cities and 'iiillions of 
inhabitants eonhl Riiildenly be jdanteil at 
jiTOisT intervals and Ritnalions. the people 
would have nothing to do but dilve nut their 
cattle to glaze, and without any previous 
prejmmtioii, to jdongh. whatever ground 
their wants may reqnuv.” This is, to a great 
extent, true; yet w) filrailened aic the nativi’s 
for food occaidonally, that neccbsity has 
aha]*|K'ned their wit to a higli degree of 
cunning. Travellers inexperienced jn the 
mibtlu tricks of the Piuupas Indians, liave 
but poor defences against Inem, while roving 
in pursuit of their little equisitri.in dhtisions, 
either for frolic or pluiiner. To understand 
some of the htrategics which I am about to 
disclose, it is necessary to bear in mind that 
in South America all jonraeys, whether long 
or short, are made on horscbaok, and tliat a 
traveller is always accompanied by two nr 
three attendants, likewise motnited, letiding 
and tending adiiitiimal horses, capariNoura 
ior use. ^ese arc usually driven Rrhead, 
and gallop together at a quick speed, followed 
by the whole party, the attendants rrom time 
to time riding forward to survey and regulate 
the course of the horses in advance. 

This Is the basis of one of their mo^t suo- 
ccssflU atrat^ms, w'hieh is remarkable, as 
exhibitinli thrar al^ty in horsexaun^p, and, 
moreover,'the ,ahBeitoe of any other purpose 
them thht of obtt^ning some petty spinL It 
being a common to see nve or six 

persons galloping through the country, and 


di'iving a laige number of horses before them; 
you, who are pivilxibly travelling in the same 
manner, take no spi'cuil notice of the party 
ailvauoiug towards yon from the distai^ft. 
They ajijiroach nearer; yon neither eflafeKeil' ’ 
your pace, nor diverge from your p^peF 
eonrse. Wiy should you ? Thcr# is no pei-' 
eeptiblc reason ; yet you are, or may soon, be * 
iu a snare. Tiook well at the advancing 
party! Now they are near enough for a 
more critical suirey—what do you make of 
tlicni ? 'I’lien* are iu advance about tbirty 
horses, diiien forwawl a jiarty of six 

I iersons, all on horseback—^tbey appear to be 
ndians; but what if they ate ? How can 
they harm ns ? Well, you continue to ride 
on nusns]H}etingly Now you are within 
innsket .shot—look intently and sei-ntlnibiugly 
—do yon see nothing inorr 1 No, nothing ! 
Uook again. Ila' it is now too Lite. On 
the liacks of the tliiriy horses spring thirty 
devils, creatid seemingly lij' some soiuerer’s 
blaekest art. liaeh Ih-ai’s in his hand a lance, 
wiuise e.ist is eert.un dentil. In the lu-st staio 
of amazmieut, before you can arrange a 
thought out of your bewilderment, they are 
on you and iu'ound yon ; j'ou are dragged 
fiom your liorses; and what follows depends 
iiianily on v irar own behaviour. It is pnilmble 
they' will deprive you of your horses—iicrhajis 
your rlotlies too, 'Wliat of that? You 
isi*afie with y'our life, ami without personal 
outrage. (So liome as fast as yon can, and be 
satisfied w ith so gentle a misfortune. 

Now, wlicnee did the-e thirty “monsters” 
spring from so suddenly 1 How came they 
there? Theirnheqrflily wildness seemed f> 
subdue even the wild horses. Nothing is 
plainer than a diieeption explained. Ton 
cannot seriously' think those tu'wiiy monsters 
knew am thing more of ungie or soreory I lian 
its primilry'and i>otential element, deoe]>vioii. 
llieir eiinnliig is of nature, not ait. "I^ey do 
not pretend to do eiionnilies. Their simple 
object to obtain effectually and as quietly as 
jiossible, seems to bo all they wish, and all 
they really d >. Tl\p tratli is, that they did 
not spring out of the ground merely to entrap 
}>ni. They came as gentlemen, wild or tame, 
should approach on liorseKoek—all the way 
on those veiy homes, whieh llnv I'ode iu a 
fashion of their own—^not suitably, by any 
means, to tbe tame eqile8tri.i«^ of Iiondon ta* 
Paris. A v'cry quick eye might have dis- 
cenied, while the ailvaiieiug horses were 
p^llnpuig along in apparent freedom, some- 
%iug haiiigiiig under the lielly of each hoi^ ; 
it is the dark liody of the crafty Indian, 
holding, with one himd, to tiio maue^ of his 
horse, and to the sj»ino with one of his feet; 
in the oUier hand he carries his hinoe, so low 
to the ground and carefully poised, as neitlier 
to injure nor olistruet the motions of the 
hoi^. The drivers vigilantly keejp the horses 
together, wiUi that shle of each which is free 
from tbe leg of tbe suspended Indianpresented 
to the traveller favonred with their mterest

Tlus immense plains of grass and olhi i ^ 
vegetation, which are jirter|ifrs<‘d with Likes,! 
and of which lia Ihate is diufly eoiiqiosisl, 
give life to inuumci.alilc anumils of thi liAiid ' 
Irilw. 

The T^agarto, or liranl, is at home in all 
parts of till* Sicn a ilc St ('atlu'nna, .and is of 
vaiious niiics^from tlie little animal ot ac.ue< 1) 
four inehca m hoigth, to the magnitude of siv 
feet in length. Iln colours aie most hejutiful 
and diversified. In the hot summer ihiv s they 
atqicar to like to cougiegate and liask uixni 
the nionnttuiis, when' the reflection of the 
mys of the snn upon their brill lant-colonred 
and tnnBlumit skins iiiip.irt a atriking elfoi-t. 

1 have often, upon npflrosching a mountain 
where theydnjHUicd theimiehes in the ann- 
fihini, making it aim >st vivid wiMi thoii hiil* 
hancy, seen them, in their fright at my 
apjironch. suddenly and rapidly rush away 
from aJl i^es of it, iiroduciug the same visiuil 
Monsatibn And efl«>ct as a flash of lightning 
iinctpectedly jumsui" over the ahining surface 
of laige sheets of downward-rolling wateis 
It IS very difflcidt to catch them, on account 
of the rapidity of their movements. 1 remein- 
Iter a cinnimatancc liiqineiiing to myaelf, while 
III the bierra, which will exemplify one of tlie 
few woiya to kill a lagarto. 

On a very hot summer aftenionn, I was 
returning fi-om a visit I had paid to a ueigh-

tion fletcmuncd me how to m*t. 1 quietly 
witlidiew to the yanl,aim(d lujsrlf with a 
hliirdy stick wliicli is the only weafioii tit 
im att.U’king a hzaid, and loeiiteiod the 
kitchen, amt qui»11yand eu’efully took 071 my 
jiosition MuHtf the li/aid, leavimr tin* door 
wideop<u. My ii.isoii for taking a 7josition 
ill its rear was, h« ‘ause t hud hem told by 
(alia lios th.it tin* bite ot a li’/.ml is leally 
d.ingeiuus, and th.it it will nev4>i leiuiquish 
whatever it nuy get hold oi witli itb teeth. 
I dill not forsri't, liowevei. Unit tliere was also 
(onsidet.ihic danger in the re.ir, on account of 
us cajiahiliiy ot arva le niisehiei with its toil, 
which IS tinauulably arnu'd with very hard- 
]>oint(Hl thoins. Having taken these jnecau- 
tioiia, I struck a ticiuendoiia blow at the 
animirn head. Tt was, indeisl, fortunate tor 
me that 1 stood 111 its rear; for as soon as the 
lilow w.as struck, l«?torc ] could raise the stick 
to striko iq^iii, the li/ard made such a Imp as 
seemed tm{iossihle several times while in the 
air opening and bhuthng its mouth moat 
fiogiutully. On descending, it dealt the most 
tunoUH blows on the graniid with its fonuid* 
able tail. It then departed slowly from the 
kitchen. After repeated blown* of equal seve¬ 
rity, 1 at length killed him, without havitijg 
received any injury. I soon stripiied off his 
skin, which was one of the finest 1 evee saw. 

] dhouhl state that the skin of these lizards, 
esjieeially those of the large class, are very 
much esteemed, and aro used, as a curiobity, 
in covering sundry ornamental articles ox 
hoUBshohl raruituxe.

Ththe stranger viewing ths district of Baf 
Plata, known .is the Sierra de Sk Okthorksa^ 
dhr the first time, the whole rsfags of eiMtntary 
psesents the most surprising aspoot.'

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the con me of the numeroua small rivers along 
the valleys, the laiuTscape apiwh^ literally black 
vdth the uusouceivable multitudes of cattle 
coveriug it os for an the eye can reach. No 
ISuropeuu can form any adequate idea of the 
appearanoe in such a seene of such vast bodies 
of cattle—all in their wild and natural eou- 
ditiou. Not a tree to lie seen, except the few 


ciiifs of the Sierra extending far, as the back- 

K nd, and the entiiv intenuediate spaco of 
and lallujn iiinnnteiablc, covered most 
densely with ihe wild cattle, whose ninlti- 
tudiuoiis groujis apiiear to be only divided hy 
the nxuuerouH rlvexs iiitersecliug the distiiet, 
imd tlirowing a living biigUtiiebS Uu-ough it: 
—thin is a jdctuiv -wbieh j)owerfully,*.lru«-k 
my mind with an inelUieeable iiopressiim of 
siuoUi«‘r phnsc, dilfering from tiie inaiiy 1 had 
ine'>ive<l in the eourw' «f my previous travels, 
of Nature's wildest gt.uideiii. 

O'euei .dly there is 8cajv»*ly iuiy iieiwiitible 
miiveiiKiit in those uiiiltitudes of cattle. 
densedy throiigisl logiLlin, the inotioim oi 
iudivuiuol animals oiv nut ilweeviulde at anv 
distiUKv. ()i u.isioiial1v, and fiequenlly, tins 
as]iect of the sei‘ni‘ is eh tiieed, .iiid tin pic¬ 
ture iHVoims suihleidy animated in a manner 
most hiriking. A troop ot a llioiisaiirl or two 
of wild horses iiidi on to the scene in their 
wildest S[K ed, with tht it long t.uls streaming 
in the air, aiul their siiagsry, unuies all 
duhevelksl; snorting and migidug, they pass 
like a living shade ov'er the to]> of a hill, :uid 
aa Buddeidy <1iaap]>ear in the valley beyond, 
rhfiug and dJsap]H aring again and ngaiu, dis¬ 
turbing, in their reekkss eourso, and Tireiikuig i 
the grvgips of cattle, previously so i^uiet and 
seemingly niotiouless. 

lu the Pampas, where also cattle abound, 
vast numbers arc lost in the very dry sum- 
laem, it is supposed for want of inuisU>r 
Tiastiiuni<;e; but in tlie valleys of tlio muistv 
calamity is prevented by the unmm'ous 
rivum thereuowiug,—eircuiustauce whieli I 
suppose may, in some lueasurc, aeeoutit for 
tthumultitadinouH congregation of cattle there. 

Another cariosity of the Sierra is the 
.peculiar kind of wood it produces, which is 
not to he found in any other district. Tliis is 
the wood of the curumaiauel tree, wdiieh 
grows in extensive foisists, and covei-s the 
HieiTa in many jiarts, over many miles to- 
getlwr. The leaf of these trees emls in a hard 
wiked thorn, which, combined wiUi their 
density and close proximity in the forest, 
form,‘Iu fact, a thicket winch it is quite im- 
poBinble for any human being to pass through, 
or even enter. Nevertheless, it is tbeoughout 
the summer^ and ea^ially at the commence¬ 
ment of wmter, the resort and abode of 
namberless homed cattle, as well «s lioni^ 
and other beasts. The stature of those trees 
is never higher thai) about live feet. 

It is the custom at the commencement* of 
-every winter to set ,fire to tliese forests, for 


the tw'^uhi puipuHo of driving out tho 
numerous horuetl cattle, lions, and other 
beasts taking refuge there, .md of getting 
wood entirely drv,iii antici|>atiou of tho rainy 
season ^ and, as a provision siceessaiy to pro¬ 
tect the wood from the influences of w'ater, 
it being certiun that, oiler the tranks of these 
trees have become eimrrud and blaokeued by 
fire, water has no long(>i‘ any luilueuci' upuu 
them. 

Such conflagrations often continue for 
Several weeks, and form a must maguiticeut 
siiectaelc. Imagine to yonrselves one of 
those transccndcutly beautiful nights, known 
only In Sontlieru duuati'S, when m^ riads of 
intensely bhiuing stars illuminate tliu blight 
and cleaily blue ilriuameut, covering, with 
the sanctity of btllluesh, the re]iohe of earth 
with all its living terroiw, lun. all its huslied 
joys and surrowh, its natural gloric.s, and its 
unnatural ambitious; imagine youisidvus at 
‘.iicli an bnnr iqion tlie wild Sieira, thinking 
only of ihe beautiful and the sublime in 
Iinnnouy vv itb tbe -eeije, or port hauue of Uio 
quietude of a luuue far away, vvitli its tranquil 
liouM-liolil delights—when,buddeuly,as though 
tlie iLune had been caught from a ivtssing 
f1a-<li ol ligliluing, you lahold the Ic.-ives aud 
tbe biaiK-lies of many aud far-exteuding 
fi'i’esls graduallv cunbuming, aud the sur- 
roiiiidiijg grass throw'iug upwaixl tayriwls of 
sjiaiks above the flaming masses; imagine 
th.it y'uu bidiold the inereasiug flames, com- 
]).i('t as one living priiietplc of the •lemeut 
Itself, marching ninl luiidly dilating through 
the lorests, aud along the valkys, and over 
the hills aud elilfs, luid through the thdik-s, 
arausing the wild beasts, whose agouiztxl 
rmu'ing awake the startk-d mountains them¬ 
selves, with aspects wearing the burning hujc 
of all around;—and youliavc ]>iulured lot 
yourselves, as weU as I who liavc beheld it, 
the magultiCent siiechiclu of one of those 
conflagrations. 

The elitt's, which fonu ihn'C sides of the 
basin near the Loma tie VMfttfve, are ov<r- 

§ rowu with viu'ions kinds of nwss and wild 
oweva of luxuriant gn.*wth. It is eAnsideml 
rather a singular fact, tliat tliousauds t't'loros, 
or small iKirrols, lake rafuge and abide nmoug 
tlioso clifl's, and make their nests there iu 
holes. The iiuicccbbiliility of the situation 
alone prevents thcLr entiiv destiuction; for 
no good-will ap^mars to b- entertained to 
them, on account of the ruin they effect iu 
every ]>lantatiou. Towards tho sexi, the Sierra 
gradually liecumea less elevated, and term! 
nates at a distance of between two aud three 
leagues ftom the sc,a. 

Hut the mountainous cluiracter of tlie 
district of the 4^ierra does not terminate at 
that point; for ou the beach the Dowfm 
amiear i^re like mountains than anythiug 
vm. They> like those of the Sierrix present

Now and ihen^ as tho assailants are beaten 
from the walls, Uiey leave a wounded man 
behind, and ho is di.nggiHl into the vnt>ile. On 
the sixth day, idler that terrible )ieriod of 
w.atchfuiuebs, relief anivea. Ihc Cavalieiu me 
driven from tho town with much shiughter, 
and the castle is filled with prisoners. Lucy 
luui not been hllo doling those six d.ays of 
lieriL Tljere was a task'ao he performed,—a 
fitting one for woman's tenderness. Within 
the castle was a dnpgeou called the Lion's ]>cn, 
into which the prisonurs were cast; and as 
they were brought up from the town, two of 
tho fanatical niiniBiers of the garrison rovUtsl 
.and uudtn’ated them. Lucy remls the eom- 
mands of her MasttT ailer niiothcr fashion. 
As the prisoners aie carruHl bleeding to the 
Ijiun’s Don, she implores tliut they sliould be 
brought ill to her, and slie binds up and dresses 
their wounds. And now tlie two mhiisters 
mutter—and their souls abhor to see this 
favour done to the enemits of (lod—and they 
teach tho soldiers lo mutter. But Luey sajs, 

“ I have done nothing hut my duty. 'Phew' 
me our enemies, but tliej- are our follow- [ 
erealnTOS, Am 1 to lie upbi'aided for these 
|io<ir humanities ?” And then she hre.dhes ;i j 
j tliauksgivius to Hiaveii that her moiher had 
jUvught her uiis humble surgery. There is a 
tflkr in John's eye as he ga?.es on this seoiie. 
Th.at night the Cavalier otReeis sup uith Idin, 
mther as guests than as prisunus. 

In the vale of llclv about seven miles 
from Uidvuir Castle, is the little village of 
Owtlior|ie. When Colonel Hntehiusuu re¬ 
turned to the house of bis f.ither8, alter the 
war was ended, he found it plundered of all 
iis moveables—a mere ruin. In a few years it 
is a fit dwelling for Iiuey to enjoy a life-loug 
rest, after the tii.mle slonus of her early 
I married days. Oltere is no aecusin'r sjurit to 
dist urb tbeir it'pose. J i ihn looks hick upon t hat 
solemn motueut when he signed the warrant 
for the great tmge<ly enacltsi lieforc White¬ 
hall wittiont remorse. lie had prayed for 
'‘an euli^tdnul eonscieuee,” and lie hod 
earned out his most serious convictions. He 
took 110 |iart in the despotic acts that followed 
the destmetion of the monarchy. ITc had no 
afieetion for the fanatics who held religion to 
he Incompatible with iuniM-ent pleasiues and 
tasteful pursuits. At Owthoroe, then, ho 
lived the true life of an English gentleman. 
He buUt—^hc plants—^he ailomed his house 
with works of art—lie was the first magis* 
tmte—'the beiw'factor of the poor. The earaoM 
man who daily expound^ the Scrmtnres to 
his househf^r was no ascetic. TW» mtit 
hospitality withhi those wsHs—jMlIki 
snd revdltv. Tbs Puritans looked gloottH|H| 
anspoiously upiHi the dwcUers at OwBUf\ 


The Cavaliers could not forgive the soldier who 
had beldNottinghamthiHtlewainstallaaaaalis. 

The Restoration comes, royalist con¬ 
nexions of Imcj Hutchinson have a long 
struggle to save her husband's life; but ho 
is finally included in the Act of Oblivion. 
He is onec more at Ovrihorpe, without the 
compromise of his priuci])lca. Ho has done 
witli imliUeal strife for ever. 

Oil the tUst of October, 16(13, theia) is a 
coach wtuting before tlie hall of Owthorpe. 
Tlial hall is tiileil with tenants and labourers. 
Their lieuefiMstor cluerftilly bids them fare¬ 
well ; but Ins wife and cluldivn ara weeping 
bilUrly. Tliat eoach is soon on its way to 
London with the hiisliand and wife, and their 
• blest son and daughter. At Uie end of tho 
fourth day’s journey, at tlie gates of Ihut 
forti-esf. within which she Inul been born, r,u( v 
Hutchinson ii jsiriid from him whose good 
and evil fortunes she 1ms shaied for a qumter 
of a century. 

About a mile from Ihal stands SandoMU 
(’.isile. Tn J(!61, Colonel Hiiteliinson L a 
piisouer within its walls. Tt was a ruinous 
pl.iee, not we.athii](ioof.

'‘S^itory" is derived from a lialiu uoun,nican- 
iiig lipalthiness, and signllies tlmt which 
inr/»itat‘nshealth; “mmatury ” is deiived fioiu 
a Ijiitin ver4 which ulmiw to Itcnl, and sigui- 
iicB tluit by which iKalth is rtttlored. Stuii- 
lary principles arc applied to society at large; 
sanatory regulations are cnfoietd t>ii laludf 
of its sick nicinbers. An tsttiiilihbiuent fur 
invalids, thorefore, is to lie CidliMl a S.uia- 
torimn. a Sitnitnrima woulil in- a pLiuc of 
refuge for bound men who found it nnjiu-.siLle 
to keep their health intact among o^m m ili.uns 
and Wls and auppei ]i.irti.>s.

We can¬ 
not btil is'lievc Unit there are nuiny sick 
Htuong n% wiiosi' rchtoiatiun to a stale of 
health Mould lie assisted greatly by a change 
of clinuite, and ivlio, fmm the ]H'Cnliar nature 
of a caae, or from the waul of sutUcieut nunns, 
cannot aJibnl to iraveL Bnch patients might 
lo«lgo in a Sauatoiium, have the advontagu of 
residence and evercislng^ ground in a climate 
suitable to their disonlercd functiuiis, suid at 
the some time remain under the careful dis¬ 
cipline of their own medical atti ndant. 
Patients who go abiusd for benefit ofliealth 
t<io often forget tliat change of climate can do 
little more uian plai'c ilieiu under cii'cuni- 
stonccB more favouraiilo to their efforts by lit 
regulation of thou* time And diet, and by use 
of prescribed nsm'ilies, to le-esiablisli health. 
They omliark for Eouo or Nice, throwing 
the diM'tor overboard, expecting climate to 
do all; clunate then iwls, and as a reincily, 
it comes to lie pronunnood a piece of quackery. 
As a specific, as a solo rcuieuy, no doubt it is, 
on the whole, as ranch a qv«ck remedy as 
Mason's Pill; tliat piU eoutahls uigrcdients 
if me in their right place. Quackery cousiste, 
not in any thought or thing, but in the method 
of employing it. 

We say, then, that the Sanatoriums proposed 
by Ml'. IhuLton, though not wonted by the 
btaltby, and of use omy to some among the 
sick, are institutions which may bo established 
'IS most valualdo auxiliaries to the doctor. 
They will not supersede all travel luiiong 
iuvmids; althopj^ we call it travelling “ for 
change of lur,” it is not change of air alone 
by wWh the patient who can travel receives 
bwefit. la the first place, he rats a sea 
voyage, and there are not a few si^ men and 
women whom that mode of travelling im¬ 
proves in health. Tlie seamckness Is often a 
ourative process. The rolUug of the s^p,

V ery ivlioU'sonie ishuul. Tliis is nut said, liow- 
eve'r.ivitk the lead feeling of diseoui'agemcnt 
towaixlsthe 2 >i' 0 ]KisiU(ii> made by Mr. Paxton. 
His project is no conqiletesulistitute forforeign 
travel, no encioachmeut u]iou fureigu inn¬ 
keepers, or inruslun niiule on our dumesUe 
doctors. Tt simply praiesaes, that if ebange 
of ellmato lie auxifinry to medicine in cei*tiua 
cases of disease, that change euii be provided 
here in England, here in London, fur those 
patients who either are past iK'aring tlie 
latignca of travel, or arc too jMior lor tlie 
exjieuse of travel, or who cannot travel with¬ 
out losing the advantage of that medical 
assistance in wliich they have most reason to 
repose their trust. This projmitiun coukl not 
have been made fifty yean ago, or if made^ 
the uecessaiy arrangements could not have 
bemi carried out. It is made now, when it is 
strictly practicable, and deserves of all -00611 
serir.as attention. 

What sort of proposition was made fifty 
years ago, we des^ now to show; a proposi- 
tion founded veiw likely on a sound idea, 
supported certainly eminent and able men, 
but worked (0 dewi by its projectors. Xt is 
a little more ^an fifty yean since Dr. 
Beddoes was at work upon the notion cf nis 
Medical Ptaeumatic InsUtution. “A tempo¬ 
rally institutioa fi^ht," he conceived, “be so 
contrived M io a«*ist in deeding how 
fiur riastsb pwlte be of serrioe m diisfifiM.

Tliii’dly, We might carry on 
jjiiysiologicnl investigations of longer diuatiou 
and greater extent, than have ever yet been 
devised, with a view to dUcoveiies, npi>licahIo 
to the practice oi phyaic. Konrtlily, As all 
imaginalde jtrccautions uould be t'lken to 
autb(iitic.ite ihets and give them pidilicit^, a 
Luge quantity of matter for leflection, if not 
of knowledge innin <Uately useful, would Iw 
tlnown into circulation. Fifthly, Ol>Ber\<i- 
tio.is on ]niv.‘ite patients may suggest modes 
of nj)pl}ing nil’, nut eadly ])i.vcticable but in 
ail ’ippi opriated building.”

could be emied out now only by the London 
Corpog^ion, and upon the tite of Smitbfield. 
Here is a complete note firom Watt to Hr. 
Beddoce, which is one of the memf delimous 
examples extant—^not being fiction—of a 
philosopher astride upon a hiuiby. 

“ I have just made an air, which, as it has 
great powen^ may, for aught I know, have 
great virtues; my experience extends only to 
its liad qualities— Pyro-^rcate, I put S oz. 
of lean beef in the fi^tiibe, and obtained, 1^ 
mere heat, 250 cubic inches of air, highly 
feetid, like an extinguished tobacco-pipe; 
inflammable, with a very blue flame; little 
diminished by lime and water. Pun-hyiro- 
aareate : on adding water to tho red-hot cliar- 
coal of this beef, 1 obtained 600 cubic inches 
of air, with a footor not so bad as the other; 
huruiijg with an oimigc-coloured flame; 
losing nut one-thirteenth in lime-water. The 
smell of the first made mo bick, though 1 did 
nut ins]>irc any jHirjiosely, and not aliove one- 
third of the quantity mentioned was let loose 
ill iny lalmratoiy, and thi-ee doors and a 
chiumey wcio oix‘n; wo were, however, 
obligcil to lc.iv e Ihe jJaco lur sumo time. Tho 
Pyro-hydro-harente scoiucd to JX)SSC6S the 
S.UUP propcity, but was moi'e cautiously 
trealctl; 1 was giddy all tho afternoon. 
Py) o-comaU : Next day 2 oz. of wooUeu rags 
wei e put into the tiiW; they gave, by mere 
heat, sC(» cubic mches of .lir, fentid, thougb 
not so oiftmivc as the other, burning with 
a deep bine llainc; uot tiitd witli lime and 
water. Pry-hydro-eomuU, by adilitioii of 
water to the i cu-hut charcunl, gave above oue- 
nnd-a-luilf cubic foot of air, fictid, hut more 
like voL alkali in smell, butuiiig with a yellow 
flame; losing one-fifth by w.isliing with lime 
and water; part was undoubtedly tdkaliuc 
air, and ab orlicil by the watiw ; thV water in 
the ridrig^iatoiy was strongly impn>gnatou 
with fa'tid vol. alkali. Tnuudi none of 
eitiier of the aiiv was insini'ed 'wai could be 
avmdcxl, 1 had a slight, though uiicouimou 
nausea, attended with some elevation of tho 
spirits, all Ih’it i vening, but no heat or tliirst; 
in short, it was very like the effect of tho 
fumes of tobacco on an iuexpericuced 2 >ersou. 
In bed I was restless, though without jum or 


ache came on. Tho uses of tins air, if it has 
any, I leave yon to And out. 1 tiunk T shall 
have no more to do with it, or with anidal 
subsioueea. One may discover, by accident, 
the air which causes typhus, or some worse 
disorder, and auffer ibr it.

Viocame n syHtein; but amidst all the change^ 
YlOtur iMira!! snstainod his reputation for his 
HUjicnor tact and knowledge in acconiinotlatiug 
the English so as to make them feel them¬ 
selves at homo in this the grandeht rost- 
iug-place in Euroiie. At Icngtli, he too was 
gatliered to his fnlhers, aiul Ins excellent 
wife retired to the little town «)f Sallcnchcs, 
down the volley of tlic Arve. Their sons 
succeeded to the lunnagement of the llOtcl 
de Ijoiulres. .reabnsies, however, liad sprung 
up oven in the time of old Victor. The 
(ur6 was enraged that he pennitied his 
Kiiglish visitora to have tlie servieu of tlieir 
f'liurch read on the .*vp|ioin1ed day in the 
hotel, and fin-hade it; imt all who were in 
the house at tlie time went out to woislu]> 
in the ojicn air. What a temple ! Clours ami 
a table, siipplieil hy Victor, wore phu-ed in 
the meadow on the liank of the Arve; and 
after the service, all Uie English tlieu jirc- 
Hcul ugned and bciit a iiiemoiiid to the 
Govcnimont at Tunn. This was liberally 
nuBWured hy authorising, from tliat time, tlie 
sen’ico of tlie English ('liurch withlu tlm 
hotels. 

The number of vibitors to Chaniouny 
nnmaJ];^ iiicrense, and among them a large 
projKirtion aiv young men; who, in the 
blight of hcnllli and vigour, raiuhle in the

In the Jewish tfyna- 
gogue of Kai-foung-foii, concerning which wo 
have prosoutly to a]H>ak, there are Olimesc 
iusciiptiuna Tlie first placed there in 1444, 
by a literaiy Jew, is iiit«>nded to prove the 
close anclngy between Jewisli ami Cliiitcse 
points of (loetiiiic. “The author,” it sajs. 
“of tlie law of y&e-lo-jo (Israel) is lla-vou- 
ia>hau (Abinjiani). His uiw was translated 
by tradition 1o NiehC (Moses). ITc received 
his book on kruinit Riiiai. Ilis bookluisiitty- 
four eectious. The doctrine which is theieiu 
eoutained, is nnuli like that ot the Kuj 
(whichareNicie l.idnnn. ofthelliiiitn*). The 
author of the iiis(i‘jiti<>n r< peats lu.iuy pas- 
RAiiC'^ to pri)\e tli it in tlnir Moi-iiip to 
ht.mn, lliiir r^ninojiiis, tluir IhImmou' to| 
lh(t old and yoiii.'', ilndr ]Kitiiiiehal c]i.i-| 
raetti, lluni pi! sen, and thtir mode of 
hononiuig dejul .incistops, tlie Jlws iv'oinble 
the t^iuiese. 

The iiiilhor of a ■■eeond iiiseiiption, a tp.ind 
nmiKbtiLii in bis own time, speaks to tlie 
Fume pni-jKisL, “ Fixiin the time of JJ-iii,” 
sais tins geiitlcniau, whose u.uue i 'J’oo t mg, 
“n’om the time of JIaii, the Jews livedtb* i.i- 
seives in t'hiiia : and in the twentuth jiavof 
the cycle (I.'i.(wliieliis.bj intiipretation, llliS,) 
they offered to tin- Eiiipcioi 11 iao-tsonj> a 
tribute of cloth finuii ludii. lie leceivod 
them well, and iiennltteil tbem to live in 
Kai-fuung-fon. They loruusl then sixty-six 
fiuuilies. They built a s^iiagopfue Vhere they 
placid their Kings, or Divine Soriptnres.” 
This inandaiin concludes with an cnlogium 
of Jewish \irtne, :ifter tlic approved manner 
of mnlaphe. 

iSio Jews emphatically cultivaUd agricul¬ 
ture, commerce, wore faitliful iu the aiinies, 
upright as ma^strates, and rigid in oli- 
servance of their ceremonies. One only 
wants to wind up with the scrap, “iAIlliction 
Boro, long time they boreliut afiliction 
on account of tho Ohlncse, at any rate, 
they certainly did not boar; they were 
more thu tolerated, thiy were understood; 
ooromony-men to ceremony-mon were cere- 
xnonionsly polite to one another. 'Ae Jews 
and Chinese even intermarried ; on their first 
intdrodnotion by way of Persia to the 
Cbineae Empire^ th^ had settled here and 
tit(||ce.,-iB Bundiy Chinese cities; but by 
matsuge with Chinese disciples of CoufiiciuH 
or UaSomst, tho Jewish colonies were melted 
dditA iito the pure Chinese metal; and when 
this hiatoxy budns, nothing is known iff any 
maimgae in Chu^ save tha aynagogna at 
Saidonng^’ibiL which is a ci^ in the offiivt of 
the Elcnraty Ean^ the oapitid of the eentral 
pmwiMe 01 Qourn; and for an aoooont nf 
wn aile iodbbted ;to Eather filed, one 


Father fiieci died in the year 1610, at Pekhi, 
which was his station. Pather iUed, at Pekin, 
firet heal'd of tho Jewish synagogue at Km- 
foung-fou, mid tho uifonuatlon startled bini 
exceedingly.^ The yoiuig Jew who enlightened 
Father Kieci on the subject told him tli^ thei'o 
were then at Eni-fouiig-fon barely a dozen 
Jewish families, and Uuvt tor five or wx hnndrevl 
years Uiey had preserved m their Bjuagogue 
a very ancient copy of the Peutateneh. The 
lather produced a Hebrew lliblc, and the 
young man reeogulsedthe diai'acteis, although 
he could not n>!vd them, for he knew no 
language but Chiucse. Fouryems afirrtbis, 
Father liicci (whose business at Pekin woidd 
not ]iciiiilt him to go gadiluig) had an opjiov- 
tniiity of Binding oil to Kai-funng-iou a 
CliineHe Jesuit, with a lellei-wrillen inCliuieae, 
to the chief oftiic t^nagogue. l(o cx]ilained to 
the rabbi bis own reverence for tho books of 
the Old Tchlnmeiit, ami informed him of its 
fnllillcd prediclioii , rud the advent of a 
Messitd). Thr labbi sluMik Jiis head at that, 
sajlu!., “ that Ml it could not be, because tln^ 
liad>etto i\pcct the Meusudi for ienthou- 
s.in<l ycai s.” 'J'hc good-iuituicd rabbi never¬ 
theless did bmuiiGre to Father llicci’s great 
abilities, lie was an old man, and saw none 
about him fit to guide Iiis iicuple; he there- 
foie besought the leal mil »lemiil to come to 
Kai-fouiig foil, and iindei take the guidance of 
till' S.V nagojiu, under one only 'condition, a 
tin'* (.'hiiioHc-Jewibli oiK',tb!it lie would pledge 
biinsclf toulistiueuce from all foibiildenmeats. 
ITowevci, that was very much as if Dr. Jones 
of IJettvv'i-y-Coeil should offer his practice to 
Sir D. lJi*otlie of Loudon. Father fiicci had 
a laiger work iu hand, and so he stqiped at 
Pekm. 

Iu 1G13, Father Aleni (such an nncoininolBly 
wise man, that the Cliiueso called him Urn 
Confucius of Eurojie) was directed to procc<* I 
to Kni-foiing-ibn and make iuvcsngalioii. 
Father Aleni, being well up in his Hebrew, 
was a promising man to send on snrh au 
errand, but he found the rabbi dead, and the 
Jews, tliougk they let him see the synngugiie, 
would not produce their books. I'lie ]).ir- 
ticulars of nothing having been dune on tins 
occasion arc to be fouuU relateil by F.vIIki' 
Trigaiit, in (hoioo Ijathi, and ohoieer Italian, 

\ {de ExpedU. Slnied, lib. 1,, fcrp. 2, p. IIH.) 
and by Father Samedn (RdaiiOM ddla 0/ii)Wj 
part 1., cw. 30,JB. 193) 

A residence was establisheil by the Josuils 
in Koi-foung-fou. Eow, thought those who 
thought at all upon biieh matters, we shall 
have something done. If we can uulyoom])are 
our Old Testament texts with au ancient 
etcmplur, that will be no small gidu. A 
certain Father (tozani went zealously into 
the whole bubject, entered the synwogne^ 
oi^ed the insesiptions, and tnuwmittea them 
to , 

ll^o^Jews told Fhlher Qosani that in |t' 
iiainple at Pekin was «laroe vxdiune, 
l,w«#eittKxibrd4jhe awnwl hoc^eC 
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nsulvni ill C%iiia. That voliima waa eoaght 
aftorwttilH by Bnropeans at Pebio, bat not 
fon|i(1. OrtoLofy, ai^ a volame does exist 
uiuoiig the Chin^ reeorde. The Jews, how¬ 
ever, told Father Oomai not only ahoat what 
rxisted at Pekin, hot oU about themnelveH at 
Jvni-fuun^-fou. Tiio &ther wrote a letter, 
dated 1?U4, couUuuing wliat he'learned in 
tills XBiautcr. It ap^n that by that appli¬ 
cation of “eod sawder” which is or oagtit to 
Im widl nndendxiod by men of the worhl and 
Jesails, tho father gratificul the Jews so that 
they paiil him voUintiu'y visits. Ho retimud 
thw visits hr a call njioii them at their 
syiuigognc, whore, he sa^—“ 1 had a long 
couvcrsntioii with them ; and they slioweii 
me their iiiHcriptions; some of whieh .sre in 
< iliinose, and otiiem in tlieir owai tongue. J 
saw also tlteir^iTtins, or ndigions hooks, and 
they snffeieil me to enter e\eii the most secret 
place of their synagogue, to whu-li they can 
have uo aceeM tlitnisolvi'S. Tliat ]>laee is n*- 
Soi'vcd for tJieir Ckn'OrKino; that is to say, 
ohitit of the HjnngQgue, who never approaches 
it hut n ith the most profound respect. 

“Tliere were tliirteen tabernaelos plaeotl 
n|X)n tables, each of which was BaiTonndod 
hr small onrtains. Tlie snerod Kim of hlosos 
(the Pentateuehl was shut ii]) in each oftliese 
iabemacles, twelve of whieh represented the 
Tnelvo Trihos of hu'ael; and tho thirteenth, 
Aloses. The Ito'iks were written on long 
piecos of i»xeluuent, and folded up on rollera. 
1 ubtoineil luave from the dduf of the syna¬ 
gogue to draw the eurtaius of one of thebe 
ItiliemHcleSj and to uimd one of the books, 
whieh a.p]>rared to me iu be written in a hand 
exemhiti^y neat and distin't. One of these 
iKioksh.'ulIieeu luckily saved from the groat 
innndatiou of the river IJomwf-Iio, whieh 
ovei Ikiwi'd the city Eai foentg-tou, tho capital 
of the proviuer. As the letters of theliook 
have bciMi wetted, and on that account ore 
almost ettaced, the Jcw« jham been nt groat 
pauiH to get a dosen c(o'.os'auto.\c> which they 
«|W'i*ltiU> ^rreiH'rve hi the twelve tabernacles 
aoos'e muutioneil. 

‘‘ There are to Iw seen also in two other 
places of ^0 synagogue, coffers, in which arc 
shut up with great cai-e several other little 
books, coatoiniiiu diitbrant diidslons of the 
Puntatedoh t£. Moses, which they call To- 
KiiUf and other parts of their law. They use 
these books when tlioy pray; th^ showed 
me some of them, which a}>pearixl to lie 
written in Jfebnnr. They wore partly new 
and partly old, and half toiim. They, however, 
tsist'iw 4W much attention <m gnaiding them 
as if thew were gedd or idbrar.

tho Emperor’s name; hnt they have neither 
stataes nor imagea This •synoeeguc fronts 
the west, and when theyaddnes wmr prayers 
to the Bupreint Doing, they tnm towards 
tliat quarter, and adoie him unilor the name 
of Tien^Cham-Tun, Ckam-ti, and ITao-van- 
we-iekei that is to ssy, Ursotor of tdf things • 
and lastly, of Yav-vo&^cltitr-tcai, Oovtmor of 
the (Inivcfu. They told me th^ they had 
taken these iiameh finm the Ohhiose booki^ 
and that tiiey used them to express the 
Supreme Dimig .and First Oause. 

“In going ont from tlie synagogue, I 
oloierved » liall, which ( had the curiosity to 
enter, bnt 1 found nothing n'lnarkablo in iL 
except a great uiunber of cenwjs. Tlieytolu 
me that in tliis luiil they liouonrod their 
CAimgivs, or the great men of their law. 
llie Lirgest of these censors, wdiicli is inteiuhsl 
for tho P<iliiai*ch Abraham, btiuids in the 
middle of the hall, nilor which come tliobc of 
Isaac, and of Jacob, and his twelve hivuiohos, 
or the TVolvo Tnlics of Israel; uixt aie those 
of Moses, Aaron, Josluia, Esdras, anil bcvoi'al 
other illustrious piusons, both iu.de and 
female. 

“After quitlhig tliK a^iai tment, they con- 
diietwl ns to the Hall ot Siransfers, in order 
to give ns ail ciitcrt.’iinnumt. Ab thu titles of 
the IkioIv's of the Old Testament were priulod 
in Hebrew at the einl of my iSihle, I sliowod 
tlieiu to llio f 7iff«/-irioo. or chief of tho syna¬ 
gogue ; he immedi.itely read them, though 
they were barlly jiriutiHl, and he told me tliat 
they Wine the imnu’S of their Chiu-Kim, ov 
iVutiiteudi. 1 then took my Itible, tiud the 
Cham~Kmo took his Ikresith (Ihns tliey natitu 
the Book'of Ocuesis); we eomimred tho 
descendants of Adam, imtil Noidi, with the 
age of each, and we found the most perfect 
tonfomiily botwocn IkiUi. We afters'anls ran 
over tho iiami'S and chionology iu (jloncsis, 
Exodus, IjeviticuB, Nambei-s, and Deuter¬ 
onomy, which compose thu Peuiatoudi, or 
dve Hooks of Moses. The cliief of the synnp 
goguo told me that they named these five books 
lifresUh, VaUesemoUt, Faiiom, Vaie<ia66er, and 
/AuiMarim, and that they lUvided them into 
lifly-three vclmuos; via, Gonesis into twelve, 
Exodus into cloven, and tlie three ftiUowiug 
books into ten volumes eadi, whidi they caU 
Kw)u Hume of these th^ opened, sua pre¬ 
sented to mo to lead; hot it was to no pur- 
mise, as I waa unacquinted with the Hel^w 
language. 

“ Having interrogated them respecting the 
titles of ue other bodes of the UblCy the 
chief of the synagogue implied, that they wkfc 
iu posseanon ^ aonte of them, hat that they 
wnuted’agnatidaa.y, aoduf oitliers tiiey had 
no knoiri«^ of his asustaiito'added, 

that they Md lost several hooka In tiie 
in«ndatitfi 4 »f iikt E^g-he, at iiSii/k I bate 
(igpokam” ‘ 

FktW'Qopm has apo^cf tiie lishqib' 
tioa, bm we have not, an4 to esa will dobo

Out heroea— for so we will call tbo two 
adventnren}—set out fknu Shan|;hnp, ou tho 
Ifiih of last Noveiuher, ly bait to Toiug- 
kiaug-tou. lu a car^ drawn b^ nitdrs, they 
were then jolted aloi^, following the tivick 
of tliu Ilonng-ho, rising at three oVlock on 
whiter nnmnnga, to save lime—a int)ceeilhi" 
which involves almost suwrei-ogutory seli- 
deniol. Population ncui* tlio YcJhiw Biver 
they found rare and uuliealthy. Localities 
which figuro in the gcogrnjihicul cliai'ts of 
the empire as principU. phtces, or as towns 
of the socoud class, are but huge piles of 
mbinHli, surrouudeil by cmiubliug walls. 
Hero and thero a gate, with its iiiscriptiou 
half effiiced, informs the traveller that he is 
entering a mighty tuviu. 

Porseverance, and a nude car, brought the 
travellers at last to KAt-foung-fou. Tliey 
found there many Mahometans, openly exer- 
oisiug ri^t of coiiselenoe, and dying their 
reli|^i on a flag diM]>layed over their gate. 
These M^ometans arc, for tlio most pu*t, 
hotel-keepers, and with ono of them our 




Cut-Nerves. Mine host' of the Ci'osrcnl aaid 
there were still some Jews in Eai-fouug-fou, 
and oflered himself as cicerone to their syua-1 
goguc.

of our Europegu interest, “the Jews in 
diina." Poor and misonible aa tli^ nie, 
they had begun to sell the stones of their 
temple for bread, and a portion of laud 
within, their eaei'ed endosure had been 
already sold to an aiyooent tempfo of the 
Buddhists. i 

Still, there were the cylinders enclomng the 
sacred rolls the Old Testament, which,] 
luckily, hsd not proved eatable. In number 
these rolls were about a dozen, each tliirty 
foot long by three feet wide. They are of 
white dioflipddn, uuMsibed wUh very small 
Hdbnw cibarsetem.

S ve money to the mounaful congregation in 
B syn^ogue^and received leave to copy tho 
insenptiona about which the Jesuits hadi 
previously mformed ns. Moreover, they ob¬ 
tained, am have brought hom^ dght Hebrew 
manuscripts; six contain portions of tho Old 
Testament; namely, of Exudns, chapteie 1—6, 
and 38—40; of Leviticus, chapters 19. 20 ; of 
Numbcin, chapters 13. 14. 1C; of Deuter¬ 
onomy, chapters 11—16, and chapter 32; 
with TKirtious of the Puutalcuch, the Psalms, 
and i’rophetb. Tlie other two manusoripts 
are o^^ the JcwisJi Litni'gy, The leaves of 
these inanubciipts “are of a species ofearil- 
lioard, on 'nhicli tin* wonls, as. it weiv, are 
engnveil with a point; the binding is in f.ilk, 
aiul lienrs evident maiks of being of foreign 
orlgui.

that his lady was with her contbssur, and had 
got the keys. As to Father Bloxiua he seemed 
quite happy, was constantly with the Lady de 
IScampiem, and troubled himself vetr litUe 
about bis former patient The knigiit was 
drafted to prayers at oU manner of strange 
tiinoH, and if be demurred, his better half 
rosentod liis enuduil by pra^ng aloud iu bed, 
which the knight found more cruel than the 
worst curtain luoiure. In a woixl, Sir Badlot 
de Scumjiieis was now expiating his former 
siuB. 

A fow yeara rolled on; they bad no children; 
Sir lioiUot found himself sinking last Un¬ 
happy at homi', and unable to stir out, taunted 
with tlie idle remembiances of a past life du- 
giucctidly sfiuit, and jnst awakeumg to a real 
and Uurible eonscinusneas of the future^ Sir 
Badlot Nought to stifle hie memory with exten¬ 
sive donations, aud to compensate fur a whole 
life of practical blasphemy by abject displays 
of nttritioii, uiintrition, aud other degrees ui 
priest-enjoined }H*nanue.

Bnt, land is land, and the lands of the 
Seampiers estate were inoi'e produotivc tlian 
ever, though no one knew what chum half 
the presmt possessors had to them A ce1o> 
bratM king, however, rewarded one of his 
nobles—who had Iwcn engaged in some 
negottaiions with the Rafuii See, n'lative to a 
"<hdt(»te sifair” in wluch his royal inastor 
was ooncorned—with the lion’s share of this 
noble doumin. 

The whole system of things was chaugeiL 
“Sir Nicholas Garter, ami Dorothy, his wife,” 
(as they arc called iu a «lirty white iiiseiiption 
on two by no means compllmeniaiy portfaits 
which Jiang iu the Cliapter-llon&e), were as 
good poDjiio as you would desire to see. 
Mythology has i)Iai*ed the date of the Golden 
Age iu the earliest yeara of the world. Jt 
was oiheiwise with tlie quondam Seampiers 
estales, for they had never known hiich good 
times as the present. Sniierstition was last 
yielding to the culightemneut of a ndigiou 
purged fi'om its cllects; the tenantry wow 
pusperous and unmolested, and felt their own 
lutei'est and aflectiuua hound up with lbat> of 
their noble master. 

Mesuiwhile, euclesiastieal afiJairs hud lieeu 
gimlunlly i-eetorcd to a better footing. The 
ruined Abbey of Huiut Costa was partly le- 
jiaired, {Hurtly iebuilt,und abundantly endowed 
with lauds in various jiarts of the kingdom. 
Sir Nicholas Garter litul taken a promiuunt 
part in the work of restoration, and the now 
(.’aihedral church was provided with a com¬ 
plete “ foundation.” 

Although learning whs at a low ebb, as far 
* as general improvement was concerned, the 
barbarous systWis of the triviimi and qimdri' 
viwn liad given way, and some notion of 
an useful educatiou paverl the way to the 
endowment of schools. In the present instance, 
provision was made for the inatruction of a 
certoan number of clerks in “ oil manner of 

r and profitable leoniing,” as well os for 
maintenance and education of several 
poor boys on a hombler footing. We need 
not trouble our readen with an account of 
the precuo itoas left for each purpose, 
aflhflwer ecoleeiastioBl or schoIasUo. Suffice

Fields and swamps hooome 
parishes; profitable leases were grauted whore 
tumiiw had grown; rich refuw-money fines 
and compensaUous, ooeasioual bequesta, and 
an unremitting attention to the improvement 
of the projierty, united in rendering the 
Cathedral foundation of St Rodiffiid da 
Tomesis one of the richest throughout the 
kingdom. 

Ihe Dean and Canons of this eodesiasticHl 
golden egg had certainly no reason to 
tault witn its hatching. Most of tin m were 
men of fiuuUy, either possessing private pro- 
pi’ty, or holdiug some rich living or llvugs 
jointly with thoir stalls. People wondered 
how it was that the rathedral itself was in 
had ivnair, that scarcely half its space was 
avmlable for purposes of worship, and Uiat the 
surrounding neighbourhood was neglected, 
dirl^, aiul unhealthy. 

Nor was this the only matter of wonder. The 
service within the Cialhedrid was negligently 
jierfurnied. One or two of the eanous might 
lie there, it is true; hut the service was rmd 
by the chaplain, who had niiaccountahly sup 
])iauted the “minor canons” mentioned in 
the original statutes. The choir lund been 
clumsily ^mtitioui^d olT, and was Hi-adapted 
for hearing. The organist, whose salary was 
absurdly low, wisely left the weekly duly 
to an iuditTerent dejnity, mid paid attention 
to the more lucrative oflice of (pving lessons 
at fashionable ladies’ schools. 

Giiev'auee upon grievance began to develop 
itscU. Augustus Fresco, 1^., R.A-, i*aahly 
ventured to attempt eketchiug a pielinresque 
poitiou of the Cathedral, and was ushered 
out of the place by the verger. On making 
Inqumm at the Deaumry, he was patronised 
h}' the footman, and treated radely by the 
butler. ForgcUiug that a private inti'oductu j 
would have smootheil ail difficultioa^ or per¬ 
haps thinking tliot public buildings ought to 
Ik* open to the professors of Art without' any 
such interest, Mr. Augustus Fresco wrote a 
spirited and s.a'mstio letter to the “Times” 
on the subject; the “Times” followed up the 
matter with a l^ing article; and the Rev. 
Mildi'ed Hampendiurclt, Canon and Hnb- 
Dean of St. Rochford, who had purchased 
Mr. Fresco’s last masterpiece of “ St. George 
and the Dragon,” frit really voaod, and wrote 
a pdite note to the ariisl, begging him to 
consider the Suh-Deaneiy as his own reridence 
should he again favour the antiquities of 
St. Hoehford with a viidt. Mr. AumisIns 
Fresco replied in an equal spirit or coin- 
piaisanoe, and dedicated a treatise on “ Me¬ 
diaeval Perspective’' to the Venr Hev. the 
Bttb-Dean of St. Boohfind, MJEL^A., FJLS, 
F.S«A^ DJ), (by Royal Letters Pfttoat), Ow- 
raajponding Member of the Cologne Oathe^^nl 
I&asaU^Society, &o.,'&e. 

All the dissatisfaiBtioDs arisiajK from tim

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panHhioneni claimed assistanoe from the 
Ohautur, aad ia which the Cihapter more poai-

terest in their pariahes., Complaiiils rt'speut- 
ing the neglected condition of the HtrootB, and 
reapeoVing tlio charuster of their inluil >11 ants: 
immediately in the neighbuurhofHl of the 
Cai1uM3nii,led to narcaalic issmarka tn popular 
journal People Itegnii to talk nlxnit Clnircli 
Reform, and tht* ('hapter of St. Rochfoid, 
in dlaagreeahlo connection. Tlie abuses wcie, 
uevertuelchs, not eutiiciently individual hi 
their tendency to bo i'C.sdily tiuieriblc; nor 
was there any olleuco no ghsiiug at. to cotn- 
proniiae a imrfcy of men, whoao iKisitiou and 
eharaoter in ai>clely,and whose known nbilitich, 
generally placed them bt\\oiMl the n*ach ol 
n'proacli. 

At length, howeiM-, came an awkwaul 
event, with wliif h the U'annni] H(‘f«ril\ of the 
St. Rochfotd Chaptor might faiily Ik* con- 
aidered at an end. The head-inasler of the 
fotmdHtion school died, and a suecossor to his 
duties and omolnmcntB was found without 
much difficulty. 

At forsL everj’tliing went on adtniiably. 
Hr. Hardhead was an cxeellcul pcliolai, a 
linn, Imt geutliunanly <lisciprniavhin, and took 
an enUinaiablic iiit'-rcst m liia occupation. 
Two or this'o promising iioys got open scholur- 
sliips in colIe«cH of high standing ; and, to do 
the Dean and I'hapter jnslicf, they eviiice*! a 
kinilly dispoHitiou lowanis tin deserviiio, 
aehulani, and rendiuvd uiiieh aniistiuitial 
aasihtance towards their future caii'er. lint 
the Rev. Adolphna Hanlluad was not mcieiy 
a scholar and a schoolmaate}'. Re had fought 
Ilia w'ay against disadvautiiges, hail gained a 
moderate independence by tbe fruita of early 
exertions and constant, but by no moans 
sordiiL economy; and, while disinterested 
enough to unifenailuc ebnndauce, was too 
\ripie not tn know tlic vnltie of money. He 
wps an undoubted fiuancuilist, and liCvcr gave 
aiirtliiug witbout doing real giaid, beer use 
ho always oiwcrtainod we purpose and pro¬ 
bable eithet of his diarity lietbrehand. 'W^hilo 
he cautiously shunned the idle and nnde- 
ierving^ he would woi*k like a slave, witli and 
ibr those who would work fur thenisolres; he 
would smooth the way for those wdio hud in 
the first instance been their own nioucers, and 
would help a man who had once Wn suceesb- 
fuh to attain a yet gyeater success. 

With such a disposition, it was not un¬ 
natural that the finsn<^ atale of the school 
should attnust notiee of its now superin; 


tendent. In the first place, the school-room 
foiina were rickety, the desks and "lockers”

under-uiasterhhip, woiih 100?. a yeiu*, and 
having snifered much &om acute broudutui 
in conac'qnence of Ids lodgiugs uvnloukiiig a 
ilamp and often inundated meadow. Young 
Pogusns, one of the mobt pvomiidng lioys at 
St. liochfms!, has jubt taken a double first 
at the university, but is bouiowhat bauipend 
w ith debts. He is nut an exjieuBive youth, 
but his scliolaiidiip is so very hinall iu lalne, 
that, even with the occaMounl five iKuimls 
sunt him by his former kind master, he can 
hanlly make both ends meet. 

The last we heard of tiio afivdis of St. 
I'orIlford w<ih a few uiontliB ago, when mudi 
as we Jameutid the ivaaon lor the remarh, 
vre could not help admiiing the cautious 
eoiiimun msise that tlictated it.

A TAJjE or T11J<3 FOEiSST OF DE.kN. 

Tub I’onst of Dwon Isilougb to Her ilfobt 
Gr.ieious Majesty, and b. .sitn.iU’(l in the 
webtciii district of (Jloueeslcrsliirt* It is 
about twenty miles long, oiidteii broad. Its 
wealth coubisls iu productive co.il and iron 
luini'o, stone qnarrUs, and insjestie oaks. One 
jKirtioii of tiiib forohl, almtUiig on the Wye, 
aboniuls in woodlaml scenes of ii-aiiqnil 
Wauty; another jiortion, •■trelching to tbo 
Seiem, is bolder, .anti, .is the Uuide Books 
would say', mure lomantic “ in its features.” It 
wa.s near the Severn that 1 livoil yrheu tho 
events occurred ai*uuud me which 1 intend to 
narrate. 

Por many years tlie Forest of Dean waa 
grossly nc^®®ted; its timber was cut down 
and no young trees wore planted to fill up 
th« vacancies. This system was carried so fkr, 
ti)i^ in my father’s young days, laige portions 
<Kf country nommxdur forest wore eoni< 
iplitely witiioiit troesu Ui>on satit tteekss 
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portl(m*i or yrhatewu dse th«y dhoee, the 
neiehbowng ^trmeni ooQSfidered thenuelveB 
pmootly entitled to encroaob. Some had 
aotoolly enokaed for theniselTes portions of 
the royol prqMrty, and built cottn^^ (hereon, 
into wuteh uo oonstahle ever’walked 1o inquire 
by what right this unauthorised sqwtt'ng 
place. Aonw, by Uie hnndret^ of forest 
land, having been thus appropriated, the 
district swarmed with population. Any 
oottsgm' possessing pigs or iheep, oattle or 
donkieH, turned his dumb deraudents out into 
the forest, wLeto they found free commons in 
its fOrtmy nooks, as ij*eely and imhesitatrmgl} 
as i? their owners’ rights were enroUod on 
par^muut, and had been bought ’Witli lawial 
money. 

The OoTormnent decided that a chock 
should be put on the^e ]uocee<(ing8, and tic* 
termined to enclose the foiest, Difcconteut ac* 
eordtngly prevaiUHl among tho iorchters. At 
the Speech House—in the centre ot the iureat, 
and from time immemorial thefurum of the dis 
tnot—meetmgb were hold. W liilo foicatci s de- 
nouocid the (^iveinmcut ]u*ocecding, Govern¬ 
ment proceeded'With itswuik. Irespasmiig 
sheep and cattle 'were impoundtd, if any losli 
adventurer commenced the building of a 
cottage within the royal ground, ita walls 
wete "tumbled.” Ihe enclosures wetu com* 
plided, while the foiibleis bewaded, oi 
thri'jLtened, lu the Speech liouee, with alKiul 
as much chaaco of what the ajicakenii 'weio 
pleaserl to caU ‘‘redicss,” as a vagrant has, 
when hcthioaiens ap]K»u against the decisluu 
ut the magistrate. 

Mih Winifred Kear was among those who 
were aifoeted by the G( ' i ninent proo'odings 
By profobhiuu she was an aidi-hurnei—in other 
wtmls, a humble manufacturer of alLah ; a 
term, however, which site had never heard ui 
her life. She cut down feni, burned it, and from 
the ashe^, with the aid of waiei, kneadeil a sub- 
stance into little lonud latlla which she sold to 
|lhe burroundiug nm ow Iwes, lor the purpose of 
^tteiung the water in their tubs on washing- 
days. tint the ashes of a vast number of 
tforns, w ith frugabty to aid her in her alchemy, 
s)io< had mtiracteil n few pieces of gold, ami 
with these she had built a little cottage, en- 
rlosuig round it a quite Ubcral aliowranee of 
the ground, whkh she had made into n 
garden, she had also bred some sheep of a 
small hardy breed, piuduoing very due wool— 
a breed, I believe, meuliar to our forest. She 
had also • cow, who wras a member, in fact, of 
Wiuny’s fSttnily, and ‘was accustomed to come 
‘‘butandbou,” asiuclinatiouiedher. Winny’a

Ii’l.iry lived ni the time [ tell you of, with 
Wiuny Hear, who was Inr mother’s mother. 
Winuy jwtted hu* pre|x)stciousl,>. I did uot 
tiinik so tJioii, but J do now. 1 ficqueutly 
rematk to Mis. Wyville, th.it a little lougher 
nsace ii*om her grandmothci m eail> hie 
would have Iwen a great liktasiug to lioth of 
us. 4s a damsel, Jti.uy was extremely pas¬ 
toral. in the mormiig she aiose, milked lier 
cow, I'luelove, and placid the milk in bnght 
tui ixmuiknis to cieani Then she had 
breakhisi, went to paj alU ntioiis to the slieep, 
retuiinal homo uiraiii, and then went to the 
well lot watir. At the well it was a daily 
aceideul that I should chame to meet her. 
H.ivjug quairelleii with me tlieie, slio would 
go home, ttuk up her sleeves, and play at cook 
till diiiuer-tuiie. Attei* dmuor die would 
decorate herself and go io the next vilLige, 
slioiming, if she could find anything to waut, 
and had luiy money left to buy it with. Then 
she came home, and spent the evening in 
sewing and knitting; or ui danchig, when it 
was a {^Ua time and dances weiw afoot.

Wr arc in the midst of jilonty, 

“Wo left Stockton Ist October, and haw 
taken a rond-siilc lionse, nt the foot of the 
inonut.'.iiis. Afi. T. and us aisi now jnu'ir- 
iiers, .•uid paid five liumh'cd dollars for the 
]ilaee. We lime built a bouse, which has cost 
about one thousand dulhvrb more. Wr sell 
liquors and provishnw, and have a great many 
]>assem>eis sl.ay for the night; we charge one 
dolhu (a*r meal. We ubo take in mules .and 
ctittle to grass, at one dollar jier week.

Flour here is twentjMsght shillings 
jier hundisid ^louails; beef, M‘Ven to eight 
iwnco per ;iM)uud; polatoeb, eiijnsicc per

ter, three shillings; iMifee one smiling and 
threo pence; te.s, fo'ii niiilliugs; riit'j five 
pence ; caudles,'one sjuiling to four sh'ilungs ; 
vegetables are beats e, but we have a great 
many seeds of usetid sorfs. We have some 
nice fowls, for which we paid siatoen shillings 
each, which is eonsidereu cheap,' as eggs are 
four ahilliiigs and tv ojwnee ce^. We have 
one.heu jn»t had eleven chlt^ebs; the hen 
and Sickens are worth six pounds. We 
intend having some milking cows sooti, as 
tti% is four ahiUings tier quart. We have a 
ami ^ mules. Our fflgb>board 
between two large trees. We 
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litno throe Liuulred and twenty acren of 
]{ui(l, very good. Mr. T. is very kind iu- 
(ii'cd to us, and puls nil the money in my 
trust.

Oh, if yon know the 
value I set ufMui a letter, 1 luu bui'u yon 
would write.

good humour—aiuf sent Matilda .ivvay. in tine 
state, with the tJemnui umbassaikus. to 
ho educated in the eouuliy of her future 
husband.

Uie bottom, they commonly fix a wcKsleu 
^te, which serves for a drain, should any of 
the snow happen to melt, which otherwiK 
would stamiate, and hasten the dimolution of 
the xest. The pit Urns formed, and lined witli 
straw* and pruuinga of treoa is filled with 
snow, which is beaten down as baud as ]K»aible, 
till it liecomes a sohd body. It is atierwards 
cuvei»l with mom pruiiings of trees, and a 
roof is rai'.ed in form of a low cone, well 
thatdiid over with straw. A door is left at 
the rade, covered likewise with straw, by 
ublck men cuter aud cut out the ice (for 
such it liocomcs) with a mattock.

AeKeei, and it may t-nsily Ik* supposed, that to 
fill alt these cellars is a ta,k <'f no tnfliNg 
iitnglittude It is nut too much to caleulate 
thid each iec>hoiUK>, ou an iivcra';o, i eqtiires 
flfly aledccdiMuls of ic< to lill it. Tito fish¬ 
mongers, tiutchers, and dialeis m qmisshnv* 
aiuh enormous cellars that many bundxeds 
o( loada will so into them; and the Im worn s, 
d)ht dienes, ac, ecnisume incah ulablc quan- 
titiee, Aectnsbng to the almve i-slciilation, 
ti\e hnndml thousand aledut-lttads of it-o 
uoiild have to bo drawn out of the Neia 
every yuar; bqt th« calculation is rather 
nn'Iar than over the murk. It is, certainly, 
the mcrehaudhte in which tho nu»>t extensive 
traffie is carried on duiitig winter.

Itood, it xub», and ao it robs creoinu of the 
ooulectioner, ounrerting thorn into iue. as it 
oonveKts, with the stolen waanoth, a few dro]» 
of ita own subatanee into water. The fi-eezlug 
point of water is at thirty-two drareoB, but it 
IS at thirty-nine degrees tliat the Ireczuig 
process has conuneuced. Down to the teiu- 
petature of thirty-nino degrees water liecouies 
denser as it cools, in cuuiniou with the law tliat 
regn lutes lUI otlxer snilistaueos : hut, from llmt 
point, OB it cools, it becomes lighter, and the 
water, whea solidilied, is enahlecl thus to float. 
Tliis is not caused by air enclosed within the 
solid substance; forwater that has been lioiled, 
from which, therefoie, »ar has becu expelled, 
makes better ice Uuui water with air in it. 
It is the ]M>cidiar an-ongeiucnt which the icc 
crystals Uuce among each other 1j um whieli 
ice deiives the lightness of its stiuctuiv. 
Why it is light, is obvious; for, if it wore 
heaiy, aud sunk to Uio heel of the water, no 
SQUuiU'r's huu would pcnotiate to melt it, 
;year by yeiu* it W'ould aioumuhite, nud thin 
our wateiw would he rapidly blocked up. 
UiKJii the land, when tiic luoislnro on the 
rock or m the soil is frozen, the expansion of 
ita iniiutiietuble paitieli's is a mighty ]K)wer 
tliat assists in propamtiou of the soil for 
human piu‘i>oseB. Very well; lee forms at 
thirty-tw'o degm s, Uien ; hut it need not stop 
at thiUi teinueraturo. It remains solid; but in 
cold laliliiJi's, more and more of that heat 
may lie alistracted from if, nutii not only ali 
tho thiily-two degiwa are gone, imt a lew 
besides u]mui the minus scale; until it becomes' 
cold Wyond all ealculatiou, for no iherrao- 
meter ean register it. Now, to lostoi'o such ice 
to fluidity, every degree of heat has to be ^veu 
bock. Of Wenboiu ice, which is treUy cold, 
a great deal is imported. Importation is, 
boweVf r, au expensive process; aud in coo<l 
truth, there are some things to he said in 
favour of our own ice, and its quality, which 
practicsd moi tell us is su|ttrior by virtue of 
tho greater toughness mid slowneas of tho 
flmt freezing process; for the more slowly 
ioe irooa^ the more slowly it molts, llie 
gnmd thing, however, in favour of English 
issi, is that it lies at JSaglish. doors, aud 
iki a favourable winter costs us little but 
tbs Stonge room and trouble of eiflloctiou. 
Xu dairy famiB, ke is a necessary urtielo, and 
iee-housos are donsteniljr eounectw with them. 
The couslmction of an loedmuse is sufllcicntly

This is 
the mode of htuckiug ice or snow whielt has 
been found to snecoed most thoroughly at 
Chateworth;—in the hrst place, let tlie owmer 
of tho dauy-farm select, not ^e coolest and 
shadiest qmt, aa lie bievitably would do with¬ 
out better InstrncUim, hut tho opimost and sun-

At Chats worth the 
first trials were made in shady placcs,mid jiroveil 
far 1«.>SB satisfactory, because a dry place is re¬ 
quired, aud the dryness whicli the sim occMsiuns 
mure than com|>ensateB for tho tenqieislure of 
itsbeomH. TlicplatformbaviiigbcenjudKnously 
selected, dig oil round it a sufliuicut trench, 
which is to contain the water that mil, mom 
or less, liieviUhly ihiiin from the completed 
stack ; let the bank of the trench he lower «u 
tho outer hide, and, if ucceshary, a uphon tiilic 
may be put In to drain ufT any excess. Tim 
object of the trench is, firstly, to preient any 
oi the dralnagi' water from s]xreadmg over the

and secondly, to pmserve tills drainage water, 
which IS very cold, andean he Ubcd for lunktng 
butter. Then lay over the whole iilatloim a 
bed of straw, six online inches thick.

f :lo\*e by takiug a ctib or an omiiibas to 
joicMfter Stjoarc, who wanl<t a Pltantnni Ship 
to thiYel in ! The world, aa it is, has (uken a 
honae in London, and refoivsH sinitors liailr. 
Nothin" retnatna now for the Fliantom, hut 
I) anil into the world, aa it was, or as it will he. 
"Wliat if we rteer into Uio future t there onr 
veftol will aaauredly be wrecked; but we 
desire not to bo wrecked; no, since wo are 
iTtii in/r, let ns retiro decently, recede into the 
pat with a beoomiug dignity For a voyage 
into the pat, therefore, we hoist onr Pliantom 
8ag; we mean to saU quite out of humau < 
reflection, t<f the confines of existence, and j 
remain in doek among tho Graptohtes. j 
So we walk down Cheapside, bnstle aboard 
at Tjondon JhidgCj and sad out, leaving nuih 
Isdiind na. L«*aving man behind ns; for a 
tlionsand yeais loU back npn tliennolvos 
with every svllable we niter; years, by 
millions and miilionM, will return about lu,, 
and restore tlieir dead liefore onr ghostly 
voyage liack into the pnat is ended- Wo have 
passed the Nore; man is behind na; man is 
not created : we are on tlie ocean of a world 
wliioh has not felt tho footstep of its mastAr. 
liatid bo* then let ns go ashore. This'hr 
sumo ]HU.'t of South America; tWe rolls a 
mighty river, liko the mers that now roll 
over that contineut; wo plunge into dense 
foi-ests; let us now sit down under the trees, 
and specnlite upon that wnrid, into which we 
spirits of the fuiiirt. have receded. There ia 
'> thlieii trunk before us, on which an+s and 
other insects swai m; there is abandonee of 
dead I'^etatioii under the dense shade of 
these living boughs. A huge creature, a 
colossal armadillo, looking liko a tortoise very 
litUe smaller than a horse, mounted ou 
miue.ive bony feet, scratches and digs bnrily 
b}' our side, eating his vegetable dinner. He 
IS the Ulyptodon. Now, what comes 1 Trees 
idl, and underwood gives way liko grass 
liefme a might v fallow—elephaht or hipppO' 
tamus ? JJis bind legs arc three times more 
massive than an eiephont’a; and look at 1^ 
tn loetuUius tail' lie is not twice your height, 


is slouder, and hia teeth are grinders all of 
them; he eats no fieeh, but tint glorious old 
ties he has dioseo fiir the first course of kis 
dimier. Now, he has aoratched a pit around 
it, and plants himself upon his massive hind 
legs, making a third simprter of his tail; 
then lifliug his lingo bulk, he throws his fore* 
legs high upn the tree, so rocks and wresties 
with it. Jjct us escap firom its n^hboniv 
hood, lest we be overwhelmed by it in its falL 
Tlie firmest roots cannot resist so terrible a 
urestler, and the great tree fails; luckily 
sidev.ij'B Now and then it fills upon the 
head of its destroyer ^whose name ia Megrio* 
therium) and cracks his skull. But tha|draU 
of the Megalotberium is made ihicK^md 
sjicmgy, so that such blows crack only the 
outer plate, and oie but rarely fatal. Now 
the green twigs are vanishing; the monster 
dmes 

Aboard our ship again; os we pass out 
of the wood we cncoimter Monsieur the 
Hyludon, also at work upn a tree; he is not 
so bulky as onr other friend. There is a 
fellow with a stiff long neck, neither a camel 
nor a liqipoplamus, tho Mncranehenia. 
IVliat have we got at homo ? On our way 
homo, M'hy shomd we not sail round by tho 
hmd, where Ihcie was New Zealand in ’611 
Theic, in tiic foiests, run birds without 
wings ; one, tho Diiiomis, greatly huger tliau 
tlie largest ostrich. Now, tlicn, homeward t 
Ah ' blit wheie is home ? “ iSnglaud, with all 
thy fnilts, I love thee still! ” but I can’t find 
thee, oh, my native laud! Some of it is 
uudei water, some is diy land, connected with 
a contment not to be found on Mr. Wyld’s 
Glebe. We run n|> ngmu&t an iceberg, 
floating aa ieobeigs now float, down from 
the Noith Pule, It is aground M a raised 
prt of the seorbottom, and, toritfug tbero 
under the warmer water, is d^poritmg tho 
mud and gravel, and the iMttp' of rock or 
Ixmlders tlub it has Bcmiied up in its tiavi^. 
Wliou that sea-bottom s^l be lifted up and 
become land, there will be what they call a 
local pleistocene depsit, and granite cropped 
from rocks in Norway may lie in lamp upn 
tho soil of EnglaniL These bei^ have floated 
down on on an cuiTents setUng from the 
colder to the wanner seea. 

What of the climate then! Wliy,ea we travel 
back into tlie past, we shall find the earth’a 
diuiate iu a riven place, vatying within pretty 
sride limits. Novation m one and d^res* 
rioa of another part of the earth's surfiiM is 
now going on, haa always gone oa, and pro-' 
bably alwap wQl go Co. What is now eontl- 
nmt has sea bcftire^ as well as eontinent 
before, bs sea as Well as coidineni

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soa, oud the elevation of ihd land at given 
plncps. When, in the course of the incessant 
shiftiiigs, it maj happen that there is much 
land, and liigh land about the equator, and 
the bulk of water is at the two polei^ then the 
temperature of the whole earth would of 
necessity be high. When it may happen that 
the land prevuds about the poles, iuid at the 
equator tlmie is chiefly water, iluui tho iein- 
pcratuiT w«mld bo low, and ice would hold 
the world under Us thumb far beyond the 
limits of the Arctic aud Antartiu cirdoH. 
Yfimtiona of lemjxu-alure, therefore, on the 
surface of the earth, may, oud most l^ely do, 
depend i|pon the jihysieol geography of the 
oaith’s sorfiuse, not ui>ou any special cause of 
heat in the interior, or upon any strange con¬ 
dition of surrounding aii-. The physical geo¬ 
graphy of the world In past ages, as a whole, 
cannot be aseertaimsl. Ijel us supiiosu a 
geologic Wyld, who should consiiuct a model 
of tho eailh, whereupon he arranged, with 
elaborate care, each under each, the modelled 
strata, twisted, where they aie twisted, broken 
where bi'ukeu, emitiuuons where (*ontinuotis, 
so that the eai bh’s anatomy could be stndied, 
as ono can study the anatoriy of man upon a 
IHtfner machi mudel. ]*'roin such a work it 
would be easy to make out, so flu- as it goes, 
eontemp<»rary sea aud land through idl past 
ages; but what bliull tell us wheie whs sea, 
aud whore was land, over almost three-fourths 
of the whole smiltce, over the part now over¬ 
flowed by water i The arraugemeut of strata 
and the fossils uf the subnuaine earth ai'e a 
blank, exct'xit to our reason and imagination ; 
of the existing dry land we have scratched 
only here and there uixm the sni-foce; and if 
Mo knew all, itwuulu be sciiuty knowledge. 
It is Juijiosbihle, therefore, to reconstruct the 
seas and cuutiueuts of former ages witli enough 
uoiupletencsH for a demonstration of their ui- 
fluence upon eliiiuvte. Moreover, when we 
are demed the imwci of examining so largo a 

i mrt of tho earth’s crust, while we may i-eason 
au’ly upon what we And, and consider what 
we see to be a fact, we have need to be veiy 
cautious about denials based on what we have 
not found: most uuexpei'tcd things turn up; 
that fact is geological as well as soclaL We 
came back to look fur Ensland, and here, not 
far from the Olieapside m *61, a river, broad 
and rapid, dnuniug a large continent, flows 
into a siiaUow setk We sail up that river, 
aud we cadi ooxselvos at home; though it bo 
not oulr island home, the site is EimUsh. 
There is a monkey grinning at ua WeJl, we 
have seen monken in Street. But 

there’s a sort boarconstnotw. A^ed look 
throogk the trees, there is a earning 
(bim to the riverwe to drlnk')‘<<£igEW tl^ 
eny Btkfsl tigear in the Begmirs Park of 
’61. . Im. a« land upon cur native soil.

Yonder stands g.aeiug down ujmn us from the 
hill a mighty tdk, riiodding yc.irly a pair of 
antlers that weigh more than sixty }ioauds. 
Tltc sx)an of his hums must Ito a do^en feet. 
Tliere is n law; and there gmss a liyrpn.a snarl - 
ing, with an old bone in his mouth, which ho is 
taking to his kennel up in yomler eai c. Any 
dead meat is good to him, and a tine e(>11e<*iion 
of bones of coutoniponineous animals, gnawwl 
and bruken, he is laying uj> in hit establiah- 
meut for ilio geologists or ’ol. Tlieiu ai’e 
plenty of insects biimiig in the nowl; and, 
look, thei'e is a vulture, dipping ^lowii nito 
tho dead flesh of an oi»OBsum. There V 
another serpent; and here we disturb a tauiih 
of monkeys, who pelt down cocoa-nuts upim 
us. There’s u wolf;—a fox;—-let. us g<i tiiu 
to sea again. Thei'e is a crocodile; a tnrtli. 
There ’a a bird something Uko a pelican. There 
is a strange fellow on tho bhuii'willi a long 
nose or a short proboscis, an odd somjiuuiul 
lietwecu lioi-se, jHg ami ele]dinnt; what may 
ho bo I O, he's the J’idmolheriuni' Thai 
gi'aceful fi'llow', the most graceful ot the i»ig- 
tiibc (which in tliis age takes the pluue uf 
ruminants), looks not unlike the tiring I never 
nrrrscd, a dear gazelle. 'Tis the Xiphudou. 
Now we^ arc at aea; Imt wait awhile before 
you begin fisliirtg, though doubtless we may 
catch o<ld-lookiug tlriirga; they will bo not 
very ninclr rmlike perch, mackerel, or cod, or 
herrings. You will find no aaltnuu. 1 wonder 
how the eatniou comes by so mricli inliumige 
iu '51; he V (prrte a uovut homo. To l>e nui c, 
so is the best man, with the lougisri ]>edigree. 
Jlow far* may we now be from t'lie.‘r|)i>id<> t 
C'criainly some millitm of years. We lui\ e just 
retreaten tlrrough what geologists call t bcu tei- 
tiaryporiod, and ihllen bock intu (he secondary. 

Shall we have to fight our way through a 
oonvulsioit ? No, never fe.or' Tho throe gre rt 
perhsb arc indeed separated by breaks iu fl 
chain of the geuloglsi: they arc not, however, 
breaks hr tuviure, but iu himtnn kuowh dge. 
Wo Itavc seen volcauots oir our voyage Kick 
into tlie past, aud there is a lolcauo now; but 
the vast effects pnaluced by force on the 
world's crust arc not often prudncisl in an in¬ 
stant by a grand catastropjro; they are the le- 
sttlls ot constant force applied through enor- 
morrs periods of time, liuttug the bre.ak be¬ 
tween tire secondary aud lerti.viy iKciods, 
there takes place a ehnuge in the whole sutit's 
of animals existing ort the earth. 

Mere are sjiouges, and you may ford 
tho water cloudettwith minute animmcnles. 
These little mioroscouic Allows, whose drred 
skeletons are carrirst by tho wind like dust 
sometimes, and fall on onr ship’s rigging 
•—these little fellows increase aud mul¬ 
tiply, very literally to replenish the earth. 
What would Mr. Malthris have preached to 
the &ther who produces eight hundred nulliou 
of ohildxen, grandchildren, and so ofl, in a 
ringla month 1 Their skektons, when tlrey 
ore dead, bestrew the bed of the ocean in 
some places, ip nlsyer of Inpaemie depth, part 
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I of Mhirh, paiM'd hei'eafLer, will becump the 
«hfUk clitr* of Old EngltuKl. When aliw, 

I thcw little ilithen of families live on the 
iiiiiinle orfjttitic* fragnomta wliidi ow alMut to 
decnnipoiw, Mtd become part of the dead 
world, btth arrested im its threshold, make 
the life of these small oroawres, ou which 
larger creatures feed and grow. Thera is a 
bird alttiAO us, like an alliatnm; bat if we 
land now, we itod but few birds, no mammals, 
and not veiy many reptiles. There Is a thi 
bone some four feet long. It belongs to a 
great reptile, the Polvpt'y<*hodon. There ypu 
KTecive a turtle. Theie are some kinds of 
Izard; oUters, too, of which we shall see lai^cr 
numb^ nreseiitly. Now we aie at sea a"sin, 
with shaivs about ns. If y«m dreilre atwut, 
you M’ill fiu<l star-fishes, and terebratulns. and 
other things that wo will look at whew tlioro’K 
nothing elsi* to engage onr athution. Now we 
)>nisui> our. phantom voyage faitber back 
into Uio deiiths of time —nullione of ycara 
I liaek into the past. Hera is a huge reptile 
' like a nhale that darts ihiongh tlio se^i 
‘ 1o si'we another monster with the claws 
that arm its webbed feet. Tins marine goiitle- 
nmn is the ratiosaurus. We hind in a warm, 
j iiioisf eonnfciy, ooveroil srilh a strange vegetie-1 
] (ion, in which fern-like palans, or palni'-hko 
fenis, t’jcnileai, pridominate. We have seen 
vegetation not nnliko tins when we wore 
.sinong men in New Zealand. There are 
jileiity of tema and pimsi, with a few palms, 
llcie is a land raptih*, before wliieh we take 
the liberty of nmning. TIis teeth look too 
deenletllv earnivoious. A sort of eracotiile) 
thirty feet long, with a big liody, mounted on 
bigh'iliick legs, IS not Iikeh to lie frieiully 
voth our legs and bodies Alegalosaurns is 
his name, nud, doubths-s greeily is his 
uatnn* Mercy uiion us! There’s a young 
erclrodilc Hying; look at his long jaw and 
sliarp teeth; he is swrapiug down upon 
I * us, stretdhiug lus long nei'k out. He touches 
I ground, not after ns, but yonder httie kan- 
I garoo, no logger tliaa a nit. Hut now the 
fast little oriKHidilo lucks h» wings under 
' hi» arms—they' work ou aa eiiormonsly long 
I little finger—^hu tucks his wings under his 
' amis, and liogiiis running on four legs, as if 
he really were a httle croeislile, and not a bird. 
Megalosanrus spies him; Megnlosanriu is after 
him; away he runs into a lake of water, 

I bwimming there like a fish ; and now lands, 
iakisi flight, and perches on a tree. Mar- 
vollons little crocodile ! bird, beast, and fish, 
its to its powers; reptile aluiie by nature; 
ho's the Ptm-u^ctyi, a strong, xussiiive 
oreatnre, but, luckily, thon;^ huge, he is net 
a giam. For a giant, there’s your reptile, 
the J^nanoduu, with bwaea about eight tiues I 
stronger than on alliaatov’s bones, thirty ftet 
long, and half as ttul again as the toUssi 
elepliujitK J>uii*t fear, xou are not a vege* 
talde ; lu* will net sat you, AU manner of 
croeed'Van numateM we stumUa ami m w» 


Now we are ailMt, look there, at that black, 
muddy-looking luibp of ritln, wiUi an immense 
eye in it; noUiing nut that huge eye and a 
breathing hole above the sur&ce. The socket 
of that ere is a yard and a half round. Now, 
look under the water; there’s a jaw and set 
of teeth ’—a jaw, «r, si* feet long. Twenty 
feet, or so, behind Ids glaiing eye, yon see • 
where his tail works ai» he shouts moug. The 
Phantom only can keep pace with himi 
Thera’s no defensive mrmour ou a reptile like 
that ; be is the monarch tuid devourer of 
whatever he surveys ni the w.ay of meat; 
and what an eye for a surveyor! ITe is an 
awful gentleman to meet when he i| looking 
foi a dinner, th.st soiau Herr lclithyo<%urua 
Hharks there are plenty of; hut what are 
sliarks l Sharks m e mera sprats to um, nniong 
these reptile monsteih. If you please, we will 
get up thnt creature with a pretty shell whicli 
luoks uxtremely like a nautilus; it is an am¬ 
monite. You may haul, ton, for little Ashes, and 
find sundty uiolluKcs, bivalves and univalves. 

Lo' yon have caught also a gieat fellow ot a 
cuttle-tibh, who has soraething to squht out of 
his ink-bag. An antediluvum cuttle tish ' no 
iUiimalB are of the exact kind we left liehind 
Ins in the days when wo dwelt among men. 

' The skeleton in its tail it h avos as a legacy to 
geologists, by whom it is raooived under the 
name of lielemiiite. 

Farther bock wc go into tlie dofiths of 
time, and jiick uji licnntiliil slone-lilics, 
animals ou oteiiis looking like lily-ciips, 
and liavitig thiity thoustmei bits of stone 
jointed witTiiii u single skeleton. Thete are 
some flsh, but fewer reptiles now. Thu 
shores look desolate. Ou yimder stiip of 
sand nin a few lizard like reptiles, one 
with a turtle’s beak, and one with tnsksi 
iUiychosaums and Dicynodon th^ are called. 
But yonder walks a novelty, a mog as large 
as a rhinoceros; a ftrug as to its laige hind 
legs, and its muuth; otherwise verv much 
a crocodile. There he goes towards the water, 
and some birds alight upon the mnd to dreifi 
their feothms. The liirds fly off; the huge 
frog xflnnges in; and after millions of years 
the footmarks they make now, with the npple 
of the tide and the impression of the shower 
that is now fiUling on the soft sand, ^11 be 
presented to the eyes of men. The birds shall 
be believed in by'tiie footmarks tliey have 
raod^ ihoagh not a bone oi them emst: the 
reptile shall be called a Gheirothmanm, be¬ 
cause his ftiotmarka oddly 'rimnlate the im- 
presBiou of a great humaB hand; his huge 
bulk shall perimi into oWvicn, but that stiro 
of sand aeross whisb ka baa wallmd ahull tw 
hm stovy to faitt. * 

We appeoadk a Waok shores and sail undefr 
the smoke and asb« of a huge Toltaima; an , 
rounding a point df rack we SM another. 1 ^' 
thk tkns we'lwiim tcavdlitdbMk thre^ lift * 
wimle saceadaay i>mMd, aiA ttw alMut ^ 
into the mmotsat ages edit the asdeflliisM | 
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partis tLick, iiavp, nmler the inflUcDoc of sub- 
tuiTanetui beoti orompM tojj^lhov like 

u olotlt iu a child’s hand. Bet thu was the 
work of force and time; and over time we 
pass, not caring for the breakn ui human 
knowledge, till we find our way hack quite 
into another epoch. 

The HPa ih turimlent; often we aee it beaten 
into surf, and roaring over l)ank^, exposed 
and dismal at low water. But we imss on, 
centuries rolling by, and sail again over the site 
of England. Heiv we liud ntany islands, small 
and lurge; the sea is ii]M>n northwanl to the 
Arctic eirelo. Thick foinsts cloi he these islands, 
dark forests, with no biiglit green iu their 
fbliage. The tive lei'ns raise alsivc the lower 
shruTw their pracefnl civsts; the lofly Ijiqiido- 
dendron sjnvuds its ft'atliovy fronds; there 
rises the tluteil colnum of the Bigilhiria; thew 
ore the pine like Arnurarias; and one gigantic 
fellow, that looks like the Norfolk Island pine, 
rises .a liumlred feet above his fellows, hems 
choke up tho )Kitlis below. The ]>at}is! tlioiv 
is MO luast or rcjilile living now to treail 
tlieui; a few scarce birds or inserts may in* 
flitting tbivmgli llie scene, ubose silence ortly 
winds an<l wares now interr qd. Rivers u]»>ii 
these islets float some fidlen vegetation down 
iut<t the sea; it is a vogetaiiou, not of dense 
wood, hiitot (daiits rnjndly growing, sneenlent 
or hollow in their Hteins. 'Die ivni.iinsyf one 
sueh stem, ealled Oolamite, rchciiihle the 
jointwl ‘‘horse-tnil,” or Eiinisetiiin, of our 
2 uai'sh(‘s, on a grander scale, the stem being 
a foot otlcii in diameter. Another kiiul of 
stwii is here, ealletl Bigillatin, from the neat 
p'lltern which covers it; this belongs to a 
liee whose matted fibrous roots are calhsl 
Btiguiaria. Tluse, as fossils, shall lielnng to 
coal. Even iu that ago of tlie world, tiiai 
Vil, from whioh we are escaping, those who 
walk in tixipical island finx'sts tnwl upon 
a mass of failun vegetation often ten feet deo]). 
These islands, wiUi the chaiigi's of level con¬ 
stantly occurring, sludl sink under the wave 
the sea shall cover them with snud and mnd; 
but after a time they shall rise ngaiii, again 
wear the dark plumage, rcllevcsl only by the 
bright green of the low marshy )ilii«i-s, again 
sink ; and hereirfter each, pressed down under 
the accumulated deposit of those ages through 
which we have been receding, shall be mined 
for iu England aa a coal deposit. Among the 
fosaila In the eoaL them wiU be found, elicmi- 
cally altered, whole trees upright .u they grew 
—the base of a eoal-fleld iMimctimes will be 
formed as the base of tiie forest is formed by 
the hnkaohing roots, Stigmaria) matted toge¬ 
ther. Upright stems, mapped asiuMlsr uie 
atom or by decay, shall be found slsading ae 
they now ststM^ atid eoniaialug in tMr hoilow

There are re]*nwula1i\«*H aiisi of the shark 
family, which, you peveeho, is very ancient, or, 
iu other words, ri'spectable. 

Farther we sail back now across tho dwths 
of time; there is uo iiniuial upon the hold, 
and in tho sea tliero <u‘e tlie shell-fish still, and 
many larger fish(>s. Agassiz, who liveii iu tiie 
world with us when we were dwellei's among 
men, divided fish into four natural oideni, two 
of thorn jn'evalent, two iusiguificant. Now, 
iu tliis period througli witich we travel, those 
two oruei's, the Ganoid axid Plaeoii>, iusignl- 
fleant among men, jirevail, and rule the orean. 
1’here is the Ceplittlna|jis, comjHU'ed hv Hugh 
Miller to a saddler’s ciitUng-knile; som'epeojile 
igiiorautof snihilei’s* enttiug-kiiives might inwd 
to be told that such an iiistruiueiit is like a t.'«- 
phnlaspis. lliere is the Pi enehthys for which 
Mr. Miller found a similitude iu “ a man ru<lely 
drawn, the liead cut off by the shouldei’S, the 
anus spi'esd at full lengtji in the nttitiuie of 
swimming, th<‘hotly riitberlong than otherwise, 
and narrowing fiiun the chest downw.nrds, 
one of the legs cut sway at the hiji joint, auci 
the other, .is if to ju'cseive the balance, pliieed 
directly under the eentn* of the figiirt'. which 
it seems to sujUKU't.” 'I’his graphic ueeouut 
of » civatuiv a few iuclies or a fisit long, is 
miK'h as if one compared a penny jiiccc to a 
man’s head, slinveit, and Avithout fcatiin'S, 
flattene<ldown cicessively bypivMsiire. Nevor- 
Iheless, Mr. Miller—once a htono-iuiHcr, but 
now a doughty Hcottish eilitor—^wnde, for the 
instruction of iiieii, a very deliglitlul Iniok 
npoii that ii»c of the world thrungli wliieh we 
are here sailing, the ^iciiod ot ‘’ttld Jted 
Sandstone.” 

Wc liavp passed it now, and there are no 
more fishes. Jii a sea broken by coral reels 
mvim slioals of 'Frilobites, wooil-lousj' liitlc 
fellows, with large eoiiqiouiideyes. Ti’lie eai' 
is duHol.ate, but the sun shines, tho wind miii- 
murs, and the shower falls; the eyes used ot 
an iusi'ct now, were neetled in those da.ts by 
the'l'rilobite. Encrinitcs,tiio,iherenrocuclosoil 
in many little stony ptaies, and glowing on n 
slender stem of jointml stono. Molluscs there 
arc; sonic of them cepbalopocts; that is to say, 
of the most develojjtsl fonii. Tln-w ccjdia- 
iopods, then, of a kind less loriiiiil.-ihle than 
the cuttlo-fish, were in those dist.mt agesmon- 
ardiB of ci*eatioTi, the most powerful of living 
animals. For we liave now lonnd oiii’ way to 
tlie confines of life. 

We have reached now the Graptolites. so 
men name Oomlluii's. the skeletons on wliich 
lived Utille polyp colonies, wln^se n'cords .aic 
the fiist recowls of tcrrestriid lilc; tho pol^qj 
&uuiy being the most ancient. It we go 
fiirther now, wo jiass, i>erliajjs, the bounds 
of Itfe, and we piss, certainly, tho bounds 
of knowledge. Bo wc run our Phantom Bhip 
on » primeval coral reef, and leave it tliero. 
Lot it dwell with the fiast.

THE BOHEMIAN SCHOOLHASTEB. 

HBBBiroi.OBnrBBtha siib-tatorofoiir'nllage 
Bohool in Bohemia. He dwells in nay recollec* 
t&Mi as l^e thundering Jove, the Frederic Le- 
nuii^ and the wfsam Jacobs of my boyhood. 
He was owaged asneoond and cxtraordinaiy 
usher to £urr Melitka, the schoolmnater of 
onr parish, and his lodging and board were 
fdujiLa for him, because Herr Melitka wan; 
too old, too &t, and too rich to exert 
himself. The instmotiou, moml and reiimous 
Iraiuing) of our youths devolved on Horr 
Jlolub, and Ids superior in office, the chief 
tiKhcr. 

Hinr Jlolub ihad the use of au attic iu the 
Rcliool-house; but m summor be was bound 
to divide it vrith the gnss and clover fot the 
Fran Schnlmoisterinu jgoat; cabbage and 
potatoes wera chummeef upon Mm, iu «u- 
tunm, winter, oud tbronghout the year. 'J'lie 
MHH>nd usher’s “ chamMr ” was considered 
as the turiest, and most eligible place to dty 
tlie botuehold linen. On aotnimyH, Herr 
liolnb's atUo became the orcbealm. of the 
village-mnsiciaDS, for tbeir rehearaals of sacred 
luoaic fonBdhday muming, and of waltzes and 
culloiH for tlie ball on Sunday afternoon, 
lierr Hoinb took his meals with the family; 
but while the family had good coffer, Herr 
Holub and the chief usher were i-egalcd with 
a dcoocUtin of eurrota^ bariey, and chicoty. 
At tiu. dinner table, Herr Holub had soup, 
boiled beef, and vegetable.^; but the appear^ 
once of the " Broton,” or roast, won the algnal 
for Ms leaving the taMe. An ior snpper, the 
J<’iau Schttlnieisterin was of opinion that a 
Hub-naher bad no claim whatever to tlio 
honours of that convivial meal. Ast allow¬ 
ance of two caudles a monlh in saramor, and 
of the same numlav p' r siibk m winter, xras 
ni^o (o Herr Holub, ard in December aUd 
Jaauaty a few logs of wood were daily thrown 
into the black fumtiei* of his brick stove. Thus 
fed, aiilightenecL and wanneii, he was cheered 
by tbs hops of advancing in the course of 
ye.\rs to tiie dignify and emohuuont of a chief 
usboiuhip; to riie sole and undivided pos- 
sossion of an attic, the addition of *‘Bniten” 
to his dinner, and the enjoyment of a giasa of 
>M>er and a sandwich for sapper, M addBion to 
a stiiicnd of thirty florins, in notes, per annum.* 
It is, however, selMrvident that hopa 
though it m^ht sustain Herr Hblnb^ Oonla 
not provide him witliraimsnt. Norsiensbexs, 
in this oiw time, like the lilies of Uie field. It< 
is true that Herr Holub’s boss vedee was ta 
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retmest at burials; but seasons of general 
ana pestUeatiri. diseases axu few and far 
between ; and the worthy usher was ctuniielW 
to look ont for irtutous tources of to 
deflray the expenses vrhioh Ms position in 
society, as one of the Honoratiorea of the • 
village, entailqd <lupdn Mm< Waisteonts, 
tobacco, a ^ch m snuff now and then, 
and a Sunday coat, were objects for the 
attainment oi wMeh Herr Holub exerted all i 
Ms ingenuity. He conducted the correqwn-i 
deuce among the Uliterate ui our own and i 
the neighbouring village, lie wrote the 
letters of niaid-servaute to their mothers or 
loveis; oi {Muonts to tlieir daughters vriio 
were nut in service, or to their tiuns and their 
grandsons in Polaud or Hiuigary; he made 
petitions, n>clamations, and profits, to the 
various authorities which decided on the 
lates of Bohemian villagers; .‘uid he uaed to 
boast, that his iien found him not only in 
tobacco, but in boots also. He was, moreover, 
a musician, ontl a ^wrfoi'mer on almost any 
mstrumeiit, from tlie fiddle down to the 
trum[ioi. Ills periormanees at church yme, 
of course, ]Kiri of Ms duty. For tliele Hen* 
Mehtkii woM piud; but on Sunday evenings 
he lined to piny the clarionet to the dances of 
the vilLigers, whenever they nsjucstod and 
paid fur his nerviees. 

But to think th.it tho respeHed inslnietor 
of my voath labonreil solely for the mere 
luci'e of gain, would be doing him grievous 
wrong indeed. That pr.uaeworthy perse- 
verauee which enabled him to eke ont, not 
only tlio bare necesaities, but the decencies, 
also, of life, by dint of Ms multifarious avoca¬ 
tions, inspired him to pmctisi* tlie arts of pen¬ 
manship and miudc, wholly irrespective of 
the somid cunaidoi*id.iona of "groschen und 
kroutzer.” Ho copied and re-ooiued the notes 
which he had made of the lectures in the train- 
iiigstchool at Prague, unrii his mannsCripts 
were wonder-works of neatness and el^nce; 
and the “ True (lorrespondenoe for Lovuip,” 
wMch he found in the book-caae of the Hdrr ' 
Amtmaun, and which he forihvdth proeoeded 
to borrow, was, in the 000106 of a fiewmODthi^ > 
eonvurted Into a manuscript wMrtnwoold have • 
done honour to any monk of theitwelfUi cen- 
tnry. His atadies in the scienoe of mnsio > 
wears eqtudly vnretmttinj^, but not equMly 
noiselees*--to the disgost OI the Fbin iMhu- 
meisteriii, who Mntra'tbnt notbiag could be 
more unpleasact imil Ipathtaiah ttum fiddle- 
practice at that witeMng hour of night when 
all good ChrislianB ought to be arieep. 

In the midst of Hum various oocuparionsL 
it is almost a msml that Herr Holub shouki 
have fisuKl Ipisure fkom rime to time to pro¬ 
menade rite atrin stnet of OQV viEnge, wsd 
a judirionetoongaetofi hewing and scnipiai^i 
to oondliate ttofariood-wUl M the vataUme 
and mort Mflodaw tf its inMdihmts. H|s 
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latton, wbo vsuld eond^nodad to entertain 
the Mldrcssen *of a mb-tuAiw. He was 
uurtiailj succcssM, Althoogh opuieesod 
bj the eompetition of tiie duef lutier, he 
found Bume ihmiliee willing to engage hia 
extra services for their ohildra, at the sura of 
one-and-arhalf flotin* per mon^. Hut his 
endeavouxB to find a soft and fooling female 
heart, and to appropriate the same to his ex- 
cluBiTe use, though often seemingly successful, 
never led to any favourable result. Henr 
Holnb, however, was truly great. He was 
ad versts major;” oadi successive disap¬ 
pointment served but to enhance tlie vm- 
toriouB anurance of hia rait, and the meltmg 
tendemoss of the cast in nis eye. 

Aliout the time when Herr Holnb had been 
teu years attached to our village, I was a 
bniall tnrohm of an, he was always pramemuliiig 
111 it ont of oui house ; the fact was that a jiretty 
young eousm of my mother’s fa.ui come to 
live with us, anil to this wicked youugwoman's { 
heoit iltrr iJolub hod riHmvod to lay a 
formal siige.

May mjy fate be 
a WRimug to mi little boys with pietty 
consuls! 

On a fine sammer’s evening, when I had 
just suocoederiiuvhamesRiug six. young ladies 
and gentiemot to a long string, and .at the 
veiy momiBfaibd wss betting off with tliem at 
usiapping pdee ibundthe statue of bt.eiolinof 
H^KHuuk, in our maiket place, we were inr- 
prindbytheapjiaarauot'of HorrHolub; who, 
leaning againstiAae of the acacia trees in our 
yfoiuity, was mtaalily bent umn inspecting 
the murhod of our sport. My compamons 
belonged to the ushers doss, and had some 
oxiiencnce of that wholesome severity which 
jieMraded his gystom of education. Ihey no 
sooner saw him than they took to their heels; 
and, by so doing, they upsot me, tludr driver, 
and fibng me against the sharp mwnite steps 
wduah served as a pedestal to uie statue of 
the patron saint ana protector of our counlty.' 
I aorediied lustily,>’fiip the red, hot blood was 
raaningdownmydhean; butwhoeanunder- 
atand my dismay, wheta, rising, 1 found myself 
face to fiuM with Herr Hotub^ who readily 
nmtoaoed the opportunity of obtaining an 
iutroductioa to our house, 

“Beckleas child,” arid he, in a tone of 
authoritafive nulditeas, while ha fiUipped 
away the straff which stock to the rips of his 
fingecs} ''keckleas child 1 riies^ then, rire the 
oonseguenoes of thy disobediance.

The iahabittetts were looked upon 
with a kind of iddignaut bj those who 
were aequahited wj|h their sitnation; nnd 
Mr JoHe]>h BoomMijaj, tiie fpwst political 
eooiwnnlht, who had mpremed bis oonvletion 
that a servant, on four pounds a year, might, 
by care and economy, die worth twenty thou¬ 
sand pounds, gave up St. Carrabna in dospiur; 
exiuit^ ns a person who has never leaint to 
swim, oannot understand that there onu be 
any difficoity, tiU he‘is thrown into the 
water. 

Yet, wonderfhl vtere the riches heaped up 
by the toils of die St. Camlias community. 
MarveUous was the manufactuied pi-odnco 
wivu^t by the almost analunucal and stonted 
forms whidt mAde upthreo paits of the quota 
of Its inhabitants, ^ose who saw the ulks, 
vul vets, and cottons, in their daintiest fashions 
and most elaborate patterns, in the fairy-like 
eucaaementa of glass and bronee which once 
were called shop^indows—4:hose young ladies, 
whose diesiiM were so soft that it wan a luxury 
to brush against them in a waltz, little dieamt 
that so much nekness, dht, and disoider had 
been s^icnt in tlicir mannmctnrc. 

llutlt has often been remarktd, that reform' 
arises at the sc^ascniH, and from the quarters, 
wheic it is least exiwcteci It was so with St 
farmlKW. Its dull, heavy brickwork, circulor- 
windowed chnrch hod lollcn into distvjiair; 
in iicl,ite dirty stone-coloni’ed pews, with then 
shiiui mabogau} tuiis, (imifusely curveil with 
the name s and initials ol a sleepy congregation) 
were eloquent, thongh silent, evidence of the 
general state of tlmigs. The vicar, who was 
much too wise to Ill’s in so hcaltliy a seigli- 
bnntliood, had left it, for the most part, in the 
hands of cleiieal gmillcmen who cUd^'occar 
Bion.d duty,” receiving two gnineas for their 
Sund ly officiating.

diooeae, and its rieer* tmd Biher anthotities 
began to attract uneririahle''poriee. A gen- 
tlematoly, bnt nnmhlti^sable remonstranee, 
brought the vicar batek ft«tn hsa "stall ” at 
Bastminster; and, his oonsrimtee proviag too 
strong even for hie oaitliedral bimlence, the 
Rev. Samuel Onasgrow gave up the living of 
St. Corrabas to a vmriiier sucoessor. About 
the* some time the ne^bouring perish of 
J>ogwasb also changed its vicar, and changed 
for the worse; meeting with a gratleinan riho 
carried the Rubric to exceea, mnptied the 
church of its congregation; and finaliy, Went 
to live on the aeanmast for bis health. Tlie 
fact was, ixople said that hia head was going. 

But the new Yscar of St. Oaiiabas was a 
dfdbrcnt kind of man. Report spoke highly 
of hia nplciidid academical career, and few lite¬ 
rary societies were not proud of his member¬ 
ship, But the people of St. (larrabas did not 
want learning, and the ISev. Botolph Flerming 
did not trouble them with it. He was a 
desperate man of buBinesi, had regular honis 
for evorytlmig, never omitted any&ing, never 
made miHstaiemcnts, and never apologised for 
anything. He talked to men, not according 
to his own knowledge or views of a subject, 
bnt in language calculated to tench them to 
think for Inerobelvcs; ho appealed mdy to 
evidence* with which his heaterB ought to be 
acqunlutcil, and never used the won! “ heretic,” 
because a ni<m could not understunil hard 
woixls and donbtiid ti-oditions. lie was m a 
pnijali where everyone was working, and wras 
hen', theic, and eveiywhere; at one hour 
siKakiug wordfl of ready, senBiliie kindness to 
inggiHl urchins; at another, aittuig as president 
on a boaid for forming a school for the very 
some urchins; aud, late at night, writing hard 
at one of tbe powerful and bitUioni pamphlets 
which were fast bringing reform to the ill- 
favoured region of St. (larraliaa. 

Old ladies, who hod thot^ht only of the 
nuiaanee of living anywhere near so dirty a 
place, began to pay luge calvfsves, in ramy 
weaker, sooner thw miss the viear’s oharlty 
sermons (and they were numen>us--4et us 
rather say, his sermons told no tale hat that 
charity); wealthy taudesmeu, who kept their 
villas ait Holloway, gave up their iiMinusitioas 
agaiiist ohurch-rsftes, alul riere abnost glad to 
be asked for « subaeriptloii.

to misery, becaubc they understood it not, 
relaxed tlicir hatred of poverty, and their 
pnrstvsttiugs also. Flippant iieoplo found 
themsolves look ridieuluuH when they at¬ 
tempted to shirk tho op]xn’tmiiU.ca of jaoing 
geeu which were pri'seuted to them.

The other 
evening, -when I had given up the hojie of 
going to Btamberg at all—^unlens I -wonld 
walk the whole way—Itehold a note, with an 
hmnibttB ticket enclosed.—“1 have been for¬ 
tunate enough," i-an Mr. Qronen’s note, “to 
obtain two sidl-waffen tickets; but whether 
we con letuni tlie same way in the evening, or 
whether we ciui find accummodiitiou at Slam- 
berg for the night is another thing. Itut the 
woitii lliat can oem na is to donee all night 
at the f&e, and walk home, or part way 
home, in the inomiug—J9ad«» Sie oovraye f” 
—I raplied, certainly I had “ courage ’* for any 
Biieh adventure; and cousemiently nix o’clocK 
yi«terday inomiugsaw Mr. Qmuou and idybelf 
oomfortab^ seutra in tlte co»pS of one of the 
many sttU-i^eti departing from a eci’tnin inn, 
(tailed the Hthehhve-Qarten. Pleiuiant wav the 
morning—pleasant the road through the ]oug 
poplar avenues, and across the plain, ana 
tiirough the long, long, monotonous, dmamy 
pine-woods, whi<^, in fact, arc the livysu 
Park, aud where, siud Mr. (Iruuen, you may 
suddenly come upon a herd of very fine -wild 
boars!—and pleasant was the view of the 
Alpinechain which we ever slowly approached. 
But nmt pleasant was the first glimpse of the 

S iiiet Btambeig lake, as P Jay gleaming in 
1 C morning sunshine, surrounded hy softly 
sloping banki^ clothcnl in the tender May 
verdui-e of young beech-woods and luxuriant 
up-spt'inghig grass, with the wluto buildings 
of little Htiu-uberg, its church, its haudsome 
hotel of Bcmi-1'yruIWi afcMti^Ure—^its Town- 
halh'l think they call —I'^king very like a 
'oM^t perched' oonmtandliwly upon s low 
Jiill; it# -Varions pleasant villai^ embosomed 
in woods and gardens, and its sprinkling of 
grey TyrolSau cottages, shining out brightly 
(dose beneath ns, as we descended a hilly i-oaid 
into the little tosm. And other white villas, 
and Iiamlets, aftd (jhnrch-towers shone out 
daatlingly in the snnshiu^ at remoter dis- 
lanoSs, round the green, sloping, wooded 
hhorSe of the Ikke. 

Tile background of our idetnre was the 
chidn of Alps, whose snowy pettfks pierced the 
cleudS) end to whobe very fek the ekpanse of 
-water seemed to reach, ^ough, in fa^ iiiijty 
inilee of plab lie between tlM bike end moun'^ 
tsaas; bat the UMsion is per8»eiH'«4hiere is the 
shadowy line vS distant 'shoMttihejti abruptly^ 
rises* the eteru Imsmne, 

this Baeon* sttalped 
bh(iwiAi»d<do«ktaiWdSti IttM *&a 
of onh's oftaslhtatasta hessf, ifii 
betagtaiiiidi^lWtadti^: thtas 
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how pleasant 'was th'e descent into little 
Stamberg. All the hoiises wein decoratcHl 
with flags, aud green -wreaths, and festooned 
draperies; close to the shore lay the little 
steamer, which had already been launcmed^ 
and romid it swarmed a crowd of wondering 
people—Bouie in boats, others on the new pier, 
others on the shore. Omnibuses and ptivate 
carriages, vehicles, in fact, of all deacriptiemB, 
bad passed us on the road, but not In the 
nnmoers we had lioi'n l(*d to exjiect; and now 

S were seen drawn up in array before the 
rent inns. Still, Stamberg dUt. not appear, 
some way, as auiinated and swarming with 
gay crowds as wc had luiped, or jaThaps, more 
com^^ly spoaldng, had feared to find it. But, 
then it was so early yet—only halfpast nine! 
We walked do-wn to look at tne little steamer, 
which men were busily decorating with gar¬ 
lands. Raving omusem ourselves with this 
bustling scone, we were bending onr stejis 
ouoc mc'ire across the flowery meadow which 
lies between tlie lake and the little town, when 
we perceived Mr. Grunen’s friend, Signor N., 
in very summer-like costume of light coat anci 
broad-brinimt^ strasr hat, cueing u]> and dovt u 
among the flowers. A few moments moi’C, he, 
Mr. (inuicn, luid T were being rowed across 
the lake 1 owaisls the little hamlet of Lione. We 
eoDsidenHl that our -wisest plan was to enjoy 
the lake till we learnt precisely what the f9te 
would offer us of eiij<nme>jt. One enjoy meuf 
pi*oniisod, certainly, was tlie embarkutiou of 
Royalty; but fur that we must wait an hour 
or two.

Auwtod trees of an old orchard just bursting 
fnto tlui tender beauty of pear and apple 
tdoa swn .

the bond a tiny tdiild, dressed as quaintly as 
the old (lame nenieif, only w‘'aring a hand- 
kerohtuf over her little round head, instead of 
the fbr. On one side of the painters rose a 
screen of tall, dry, dead reeds, through whose 
grey stems gleiunod the spmrhling lake, a 
lovely siin-or, reflectiug the blue of the 
heavens; end above tbe reeds towered the 
distant mountains, of a fiunter oqd moi*e 
etheresl asnre, wHh snOwy peaks, scarcely 
to be distingu^ed, in the glare of noon¬ 
day, from the alvOr Of floating clouds. It 
was a pleasant'little poem, tlus ^•Paimteri 

And now we walked past old OFchards, and 
(htough gmssy meadows, people streaming in 
happy groups—«11 ranks and all ages, old 
anil young, ridi and poor, parents, children, 
friends, aoqUaintance, lovers, (nlizens, peasants, 
phinteni, poety, and learned men; all hsd 
turned out to eelebrato I’s bonntifiil gifts 
of May and'Nature! 

In the little hamlet of Fossenhofen, by tbe 
rosd-eids^ stands a smaD ehapel—so small 
that it seems only a large wayside shnne. It 
has.a tiny belfry, is white-washed, and there 
is a deal of paiutwg, of ipsAb wa-gieen, about 
tbu laittiee-work VMn'b«Sj<d the belny. A 
hfllle pear-tree grows ikae to tiie little Onaiiol, 
ajjA* cLis ideasont iSaw ftouday this peer-tree 
seemed a tree carved m snow, so covered was 
it with btossema: bcos hummed about the 
pear-tree,; the sun showered down bje loving 
warmtii upoCg. tre& cbi^l, and murmuring 
bees; and froih tw OMn floor came a low 
monotonous uhiu&t. X wokud into tbe IHtle 
chapel; it whs filled with people; about 
twelve wmoen Ime^Sg On <nie aide, about 
twdve men on the the men chanted 

in their deep baei^ the womea to<^ up the 
<mant with their shriller voIma and when 
they paiuj|d you hmutfl ^ jeW, buey hum of 
the beemiinfl, over all, Wmbte and without 
the qld^, was the btosi^ Of ICay and the 


twiStod rournfl th^ straw or frit bhh^ wiUi 
geifliaiiS and oowelips, and‘tiielitfla lilac pri- 
mnias stuck ititoth«rbatton-hols«; ladteaimd 
ohildrea witih muiaade and bemraete of the 
same flowers m their hands. IhSM were 
fiuailieB and knots of frisads flmae togsther; 
th«« wero lads from the Oynmariam, studente 
from the UHivwsity and Academy. Now I 
recognised one wrll-known painter and hk 
family, now another; and friends gtoeted 
friend^ imd tabies were brought out, extra 
tables from tbe near inn, and people sat upon, 
benches or upon tbe turf and talked and 
langbed, and ate and drank, and were right 
meny. Others, like ourselves, having seen 
What was going o^ and having greeted their 
acquaintance, again moved off towartU the 
lake. There we found our boat and its 
handsome mistress, and soon wero landing 
nnon a certain htllo iriaud, which bad been 
ail the morning tempting ns to ;iny it a visit 
—its trees and hushes having gleamed out so 
brightly in the distance, and looking as 
though tlicy rose out of the very water itself. 
But it W.SS pleasanter in idea, this islmid, 
thon in i (»dity, foi wc foipid it in ii perfret 
chaos, being turned into a pleasure giuden 
for the King The only n-markable thing 
we saw was a cowandly bull dbg, the veriest 
bully of a Imll-dog eonetavable; he looked 
tremendously fienx*, liarked tremeudoiisly, 
thon put hib tail lictwen Ids legs ai>d ran 
away ! We returned to Popseuhoien jnat lu 
time to see the leoeption of the stumer, 
as she passed with all her flags, her garlands, 
and her royal persommm on hoard. Very 
gay she looked, with ner bevy of elegant 
laities walking about beneath the awning that 
shaded the efrek. 'llte King, the Queen, and 
Prince Adelbort graoionsly roiihed to tbe 
shonts and waving of hats from riiore ; the 
King’s voice was heard, saying suiiictbing 
abont “ Vimt JStfWnAerff I ” and on passed the 
bttJe steamer. We, rowed by our ^leautiful* 
mariner, and listening to her extraordinAry 
account of the hnge fish caught in the lake, 
sidled cu in the wake of royalty towards 
fltarabmg—and diiiiier. Ah, that dinner I— 
X win s^o you all the detail ef onr impa- 
Cieuce and disappoinjanicatts at the grahd hot^ 
Where, fiixling we have waited till 
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fot»l ckMni litHlf in three henn aorej bo 
thftukM ! ” '• iwl nriiT 1 believe we nj^ht 
have ivMted end tfiaed at the hellHRipper 
itneU^ h^ not oar benevolent acquaintance 
Tolnnteeeed to nudi into the fcxtehcn, and laj 
violent hands upon the first food he saw. 
Soon, axnid hia loeks of triomph, we beheld 
the iMvent of our dlaaer. 

During all tins waitiiig we had lost the 
Bsgatta. Still our impatiexuie had been some¬ 
what calmed by a scene which took place in 
the room where wc sate. Musicans ascended 
into the ^llery—-of course, I Bupjwsed, tlie 
ball was (^ut to commence, and that wo and 
the lougdinner-taldes mustdecamp—but it was 
only that as the name of each sueoessful com¬ 
petitor in the Regatta received his pr^, the 
inuidciaus might trumpet forth his triumph. 
A man with a white cockade on hu coat r^ 
aloud the names of the sncceasful boatmen, 
anti, fn>m a crowd of weather-beaten men at 
the op]Kihite end of tbS room, one bj one, 
with iNUthtnl mien and delight^ facee, they 
Bp])roaiuhed and received the prises and 
decouitiona Of course many of the coiupany 
in tho quden crowdid into iho room to 
witiwsh the ‘pedaudo. ‘ 

Tliaiikittl was I when, at length, we emerged 
from the ulifimg room into iho fresh air wiUi- 
out There all was animation; people arriving 
for the 1>aU; people chatting, laughing, and 
diiiikuig beer, wine, and coifee. Eveuiuu now 
was come. As we descended towards the 
lake, all looked so lovely in the sanset light, 
tliat again we said, ‘‘Supnoso we take a 
Ixtat! '* Tlio raountiun peaks glowed with 
lilac and rose tints, the pearly sky was decked 
with crimson and pale orange doudlete; on 
one hand rose the moon; on the other sank 
the sun behind the greeu, sloping Imnks of 
the lak^ now turning dark in tho approach¬ 
ing tw'ilight. Moon and sunset clouds were 
nroocted m tho calm woton; now one star 
came forth in tho clear heaven ; now another 
above the darkling mountains; a deep silence 
sank over all, onljp^ Imiken by tho dip of tlie 
<»urs, and tiio singing of my companions A 
fire suddenly buying forth on the shoi^ its 
ruddy flame sefieetw in tho lake raaiinded 
ua m the illuminailon, and we hastened our 
return, 

As we set foot an ferra Jiraui a lowrt 
ehoma of flogs gi^ed i%far ont-eroaking 
tikS actunds of nerciment from the fittle town. 
Xiighta rimne fhun all th« hotel windows, 
tewpg of zamny dtnnm within; etowds fiilau 
the street; nuwds filled the gardens: the 
pavilion in tho garden, where we had ohaed 
umd where woe the hwl-room, ghtamed «at 
like a huge lauAena. Wa loeku iti^ as Z was 
cuHaua to see who the danetta atibunufat 
ball woi^ be. The haU, i ta^, ha^ ^ Tut 
ocaatneaced, but the supper hod* 
in ragobar evening eettume, bstMtil|>taigdlwni, 


seated eating at a long table In a sort of 
gallety in fiont of the baU-room; throm^ 
an open door pu oangfat a gUmpM of ^ 
balhroom, all hghted up and gay with 
aoarlet, and white ifest^ned waporioa^ Sfip- 
ported on the walk by g^t anchors. 

The report of cannon told us that the fii-e- 
works were about to commence, and people 
hastened down into the meadowa tip rose a 
rocket, like a long snake of fire, fluiing in 
lilac stars into the lake—another, and 
another! Then, suddenly, the oonventual- 
louking building on the bill above Stanilierg, 
gleamed out mamcaliy through the soft gloom 
of the May night, illuniioated with a warm , 
rose-colour; now with a j^le yellow green, 
as|i||fagh it were built of tinted light, iind 
theuttle ehurcliamoss tbolake,crowning the 
hill above Lione, gleamed forth a S|)eclral 
sea-green, a pale ^ost, as though replying 
to the signal of Sti^borg. Villas, chniches, 
and villages exchanged these spectral givetiugs 
across the serene lake, wMon ever ivflected 
them in its peaceful mirror. .And from the 
shores shot up in rajM snct’ossiuu long red 
tongues of flame, like sacrificial lircs burning 
upon piigan altars; the flame risnug steadily 
into tlie unruffled aii^ and reflected in tlie 
unruffled waters; wlukt uuoke curled in 
white volumes, ruddily illuminated by the 
fires. 

Above all, shone down the quiet silver 
moon, smiling through the May heaven, and 
I reflecting her calm kce iu a little rivulet 
which murniurtd through the meadow. The 
moonhght glbnmcrcd like frost «h1 silver upon 
the ripple of tho likulet, and upon the loin, 
grass, which, in phu'ca, grew in the streain, 
and was swept by tlic curi'ent, just coven il 
over by the water.

We, 
however, were not there to sto her; for, 
now we mounted into our omnilms, and jolted ! 

The moon shining down among tho | 
oM pine-trees hi the Koyal Paik, and show ing 
us, not only the trees and the l<mg processiou 
of royal oarriogoa, which, with six horses to 
each, postiiionB, and fiery lamps, rushed past 


white doe—white as a {hantom doe migtit ho; 
ond^as she heard the sound Of wheds, she 
rod afflnghted into the dark glades of thq 
wpod. We were by no means soriy once 
knpni to find OBiMlvtn in Munich after our

On the main dock are the cabins for tlie 
surgeons resident on board, and ibese vmre 
ol<l OoUingwood’H quarters (" dear (Joil.,'* as 
Nelsou calls him). CoUiugwood hois<AMl bis 
Vice-Admiral’s flag on bwrd, for altont a 
year, from the autumn of 1804 to that 
of 1H05. Turfiiug to his delightful letters, 
wo find the tdd gentleman datigg, "/)««(/- 
Tumjfhi” oif Pochefort, Kovember 4, 1804: 
" 1 ‘ am i-eaUy almost worn out witli iu- 
cesBant fatigue luid anxiety of mind.” And 
he calls the “Dreadnought" a “fine strung 
ship." A few months atlerwards, he writes 
again ulsmt his danghter’s oduoitiou. On 
August the 9th, 1805, he is blockading Cadix 
with this banmesrt old vessel of ours, ami 
becomes quite, what one may call, jolly. 
Pt*r— 

“ 1 am . , . iu gi'vat expectation that We 
shall liave a rattling d.iy soon. The Bismuirds 
are coiuplcicly ruony here. It i$ a ttate like 
thU that raitm ihe spirit*." 

Sleeping on a gnu-side, glad to gHa Iranch 
of grapes from a Portuguese Itoat, taking 
advantage of a fine day to hang Ids seedy old 
coats out of the cabin windows to aii\ (os a 
friend of mine saw liim do)—^the “ Dread¬ 
nought " was the scene of these phases in the 
old man's career. Tliis heav)' old cruft—sJ 
was a very .dull sailer in her <lay—dmltred 
many a weary day off Odiz. Jjooking out <,f 
the pni-ts at the }X‘aceful shore here, in the 
Thames, one can fiuicy the dull monotonous 
rip^e that broke on the admiral's trir as 
she fioated heavily along. Perhajw iiol .i 
fever-longing iu‘any of her decks now, has 
more weaiy bumihg earnestness tJnui his 
longing ill those darB||or the cueuijV fleet. 
It was OoUingwood's close blockade which 
forced VilleneuVe to sea to try his luck.— 
OoUingwood left the “ Drwulnought," for the

was laid at the printer’s door. Tlie briskest 
of the foreign statea^ if we must judge hy it* 
m^ptitnde in sending a return, was Tunis. 
The second parcel of foreign returns came 
fromLubeck, and the third from Switzerland. 
All the matter about which T have been 
miealdng, was first printcil for the Elustrated 
Edition of the pumlc’s humble servant, and 
kept set up in a fnigmeiit.arv manner, until 
that work was revised for pnmication Proof 
impressions, taken foom these fi*agmciits, 
were sent to the gentleman charged with the 
scientific revision of the work, Mr. Ilols'rt 
Ellis, who allotted the various portions to the 
Bcieiitific annotaioTB. For a few remarks 
upon those annotators, 1 must refer once 
more to the infurmatiun given hy my lihis- 
trated self. 

Of course, among the returned forms, there 
would not only he grammatical coufubiou to 
correct, hut a lai'gc nnmlici' of soientifie 
blunders. Tilings would lie falsely named ; 
foreign scientific wonis would lie inaccurately 
rcndereil, familiar objects of trade wonld lie 
(Kiiiularly expressed, and throughout the 
whole r.angc of the Exhibition, a Oatalogne 
' supplieil by thousands’ of peojile difTcrciitly 
1 edureted, would have no precision, uniformity, 
or coherence. There was a Gernum once, 

I named Fenerstein (flint), who went to French 
Canada. The Frcnelimcu there could make 
uothiug of his outlaudish name, so they trans¬ 
lated it, and called him Onii-flint. Tin* English 
occupied, after a time, that jiart of I'atiada, 
and ab Onn-flint romaiiiud iimong them, ho 
was again translated into Peter Gnu. Ho 
von would have had in yonr r.alalogne here, 
i’cnerstciii; there} Peter Gun; and nmer 
could liavc known them both to represent one 
and the same name. To obtain nuifurmitj, 
therefore, the plan was adopted which 1 now

“A number of scientific gentlemen gave their 
coubout to undertake the revision and correc¬ 
tion <if proofit of the returned forms in their 

j icculiar departments, with a view to ivmovo 
rom them those errore which might pr sent 
themselves, and to sup^dy what might npjiear 
requisite to give prominence to th< ir really 
important foatnres. In addition to this, it 
appeared advisable, as oi'itic.il obsen'.stions 
wore necessarily inadmissible, to relieve the 
tedium <Jf mere descrijitum, and to assist in 
tmuitlng out the leading features of interest 
in the ejects described, or in direet relation 
■Witii’ them, hy appending, as the subjects of 
(he proof snggestud, such brief aunotatious ns

” Febd my lamba" It was Our Saviour's 
last iiyunction. In nil inquiries into the con¬ 
dition of the “lower ordem ” of the people— 
into tho niiseriee whirii haraas, or tlw oi'inies 
which terrify th« country—we are met by that 
portentous plienoinenon known as juveiiUe 
d^ravity.

Sup- 
poring we weio to lookifist a little while at 
our regions ol this elswr-^regioos not mytho¬ 
logical, but very iipal, 4ml mehuicholy 
liuiecd ? Xti so ihaj^na at ifibis tUne» that— 
to keep up few au instMiui; olur YugUian meta¬

It is a matter not 
only of national, but, one -would think, of 
persona], interest to ereey thoughtful dtiaen. 
Lei us consider what the wosds “juvenile 
offenders” menn^-not in Idue-books, but in 
the book of Kutare. Look at those rosy little 
boys, louiug in carriages, elegantly attired and 
pompously attended. It is only the accident 
of birth whidi has prevented them being 
pickpockets, and from being now and then 
"privately whipped.” Your playfiil little 
Tommy, my dear madam, who has a slight 
tendeuiw to mischief, might—if bora of some¬ 
body who, instead of being nn example to 
her Ncx (witli u snug income), had been 
brought np in squalor and among the base 
—have l)een coi-rected with a heavier band, 
ami in altogether a mdei* manner than is 
his present lot. Not that one wishes to say 
that prox>riety is not propriety, because it has 
luvi only f.ivoiirablo circuiustaiieos to grow 
in ; hat tltn iiumomio force of circumstances 
must not, and ought not, to be forgutt«>n ; it 
is cruel, usciess; and, ultimately, will prove 
fatal to do so. 

We stait uith a veiy plain imnonuccmcnt, 
i(n(>ted from the ••videnee of Mr. JVamui be- 
loie the Sele<t (’oiumittco of the House of 
Lords, Uiat "the number of eomiuitmeuls 
and cunvietioiis for crime has increased In 
thi^ country greatly beyond the increase of 
}>opulatiou.” He adds, citing later docu¬ 
ments, that the " number of juvenile eriminaJs 
has increased in a greater degree than evim 
the mass of ermiinals at large. Thus, the 
number of cri miuals under twenty years of age 
1 ‘ommitted to prison in the year 1835, was six 
thousand eigiit hundrefl and three, or one lu 
four hundrtm and foi-ty-niiie of the population; 
while in 1844 they nmoimted to eleven thou¬ 
sand three hundred and forty-eight, or one in 
threo hundred and foiu* iqKiii the {lopalation 
of the same age.” This is ono of those facts 
which startle, and well they may, at llrst 
sight. “Poverty and ignorance! ” exelainm the 
r^er. True, bat the country has been 
increasing in wealth and the means of educa¬ 
tion ali the time. i 

Although there had been a decrease witbin 
tbe last throe years of convictions all over the 
country, yet it luu only applied to the adult 
population; fm* the uumlier of commitments 
and eon-virtions of juvenile ofienders has 
increased in the three latter years upwards of 
seven iier cent.” Another gleam of comfort 
comes when we hear that onmes have “ been 
loss aggravated in eluu'acterbut, on Hie 
other mmd, (there is always something on the 
other hand!) the munber of snmmuiry eonvio- 
tions, whi^ do not form part of this hoconnt, 
amount to mote than three times tiie mimber 
of conviotionH^ whiidi form the basSS of suHi 
evideaee. Thewbserver has hope after h(^ 
knocked awoy from him. You wnoy that the 
speetre hat vaniriitd from the preimses } and 


here he is, busier than ever, in tbe “ cel¬ 
larage}'’ 

Serjeant Adams states, that the “large 
towns” are the places whsm Juvenile offendezs 
are generally met: accormngly, LiverptMl 
shows cousiderabie increase in Uiat way. Mias 
Carpenter quotes an extract from the report 
<if Captain Williams, Inspector of Prisons, for 
1840. It seems from tb^ that “ daring one 
year the munber of nude juvenile prisoners 
committed to the Livet]^l Borou^ Prison 
was, ill proportion to the whole number of 
uudo prisoners, much gi«ater than in any of 
the gaols selected for conqiarisou;” aud, also, 
that" of the worst class of recommittalB (those 
who had been in {^1 four timqi or oilier), 
the proportion in LiveriKioi vsk upwards of 
seven times the aveisge projiortton in the 
metropolitan gaoli^ and nine times more than 
ill the five jtrovlueial gaols." One is glad to 
Irarn that lu 1847—thiuiks to the exertion of 
the cLaplaiti aud governor—the ]ier-centage 
of “relapses luto ciiiue” was got reduce 
about eigiit percent., though it “still romains 
vwy liiglu” To sjtenk of “ relapses into crime,” 
is a loose, vogue way of talking: it seems to 
imply that the little felbws hnd lieen once wcdl 
raiae4l out of it, and had eu “ ikllen ” again by 
Home moi-al backhltdiiig—the ease being, that 
on leaving the gaol they roturn geiiundly to tho 
I old cu'cumstauces nuder which they just of- 
fendetl: they can scarcoly be said to " raupse,” 
when they are no wal’d raised above their old 
level. What these " circunistoBcea” are. and 
their co.iuexiun v ith crime, may be gathered 
from Buch acoounlb us we proceed to extufiine. 
We leuiu from iSerjeant Adauui's evidence, that 
“ of the one hundred prisotieis whom he has 
to tiy every fortuigltt, from sixteen to forty 
are noys ; some even of the ago of seven, a 
few of eight, aud a great number of nine and 
u]>warda; of these children” (mark UiisJ “tl 
otfeuces are for tho most jnii t of a pimfi lug 
«U>8criptIou, to which the young chilm'eu luu 
tested by older jiursone.''^ 

Tney, in fact, seem to hop about like wild 
birds, pilfering the crumbs that fall from the 
table of Uie country’s wealth. It seems dif¬ 
ficult to see how they can have any higher 
relation to the moral view of eiime, than 
blackbirds among currant bushes. They cer¬ 
tainly have no higher notion of what we call 
jostiuo, tinm blackbirds have of nets, scare¬ 
crows, aud guua 

Being, thei'cfore, destitute and abandoned, 
children become what in called “ criminals.”

embori.assed by the ou'eumatauec, iltai iiie 
young tliievca, on entering the piMon>i, 
frequently oouceol their kuowletlge.

It is snrely discreditable to the 
town that such a school should be hampered 
ibr want of pecuniasy hsaistonce^-monuiarA, 
for instance, would be snch an aid. Jind 
then, the school olao Suffers trom—^wlud does 
the reader suppose 7~-wnnt of police sui’veil- 
lanoe in the neighbourliood! The expenses 
* of the school we are speaking of, daring the 
past year,^ were two hnudreu and forty-four 
pounds uineteim shilling and ux])enco halT- 
peuuy; the annual euDseriptions (unounted 
only to one hundred and twimty^niuo pounds 
twelve BhilliiigH and sixpeu'x), and there is a 
balance, dec., of nino'pounds five sbUUugs and 
ffivepeuce due to the treasurer. sYet it gives 
an eduridiou to ^ Itetweeii throe htinclrcd and 
four bundled children, abonb tbo-thirds of 
whom aie ivceiviiig dtbUy iiisirnutiun, and 
some judnntrial tiaimng.” 

liSt ns next look at the question of “ Indus¬ 
trial Feeding Bchools,” which Mum t'juptntcr 
defines to be ]iropcr for the childi'eu “ whom 
the Free Day Bcliool fails to infiaeuCe.” We 
are now pretty well airtvad at the ‘Slower 
deep” of misery, and liatre tio deal with the 
vagrant of vagrants—-with ehililreu whom 
their owu parents bring up to oxuue—the 
rqjeoted of unions, and ute elected of gaols. 
Let ua look tlirough the darkne.<« and watch 
what manner of figures are Uiore. ** A boy of 
tbui'teeu ’ meets the eye, who recently tohl. 
tihsrydenniiA ou the u^ch tiiat he did cot 
know'^^what an oath ia, what the Testamont 
what prayers ara wnat God is, what the 
devil ia / goee/u me enaritig.” he added— 
Mimming up lua position, moral ami social, in 
the universe, in that one sentence. We look

did not seetc wUling that H should go to an 
todnstrial sdioid. And Miss Carpenter iairly 
ddmita that this class uf ohildreu are b^onu 
the pala Mere Free Day Schools, she thinks, 
wodld aoarrely do anything hera Their 
Attendance is not regmlar enough; they are in 
the aibyse of wretebe^oss as regards corenm- 
atances, and what can save them from crime 
and the gaol? An aittempt was wade in 
Aberdeen, in 1841, it bemg then known

” wandering about, preying oo. the inha- 
biiants; ” that tlu^ hundred and' twenty- 
eight ohUdren were vagaboo^fiaing'tiM county; 
wlida tho superintendent of the city polwe

School was opened in the town—a dozen 
scholars brought in, aud told that they 
would be fed and taught, and allowed to de¬ 
part when they pleasei^ pmvidod th^ did not 
again resort to Mgging. immediate effect 
was good, but many withdrew from the 
school^ uuwilliug to bear the discipline. rAt 
last, the promotera resolved to get magiaterial 
sanction for their plan—-tiie mi^istrates au¬ 
thorised the iKilico to apprehend all begging 
children, and bring them to the school. And 
on the 10th of May, 184fi, a haul was made, 
accurdiugly, and seventy-five collected, of 
whom only four could read. “ They wciv in 
the lowest condition,” as of course the reader 
is prepared to leam; they were rebellious; 
but tliey were sternly informed that begging 
would not be tolerated, aud here food and 
teaching wore offeml. The plan upix^ai-. to 
have l>een strikingly successful; and what 
magic was there here I why should Uie conu- 
try shudder in a cowartUy nrnnucr over d(‘tails 
of horror—when a lit lie money and a httle 
courage will do so much I Abenleeu has 
done an act oi real charily and good souau 
htsrc, blessed itself and blessed theso poor 
vagiiuiis. Tho ‘(loor must be taught, boim'- 
how, if sot'ioty ineaus to exist: ue hear, to lx* 
sure, that theiu aiv jiai’ents who can, but will 
not, cducavte tliun—who willuliy train them 
m crime for their own paiiposes. At picsi lit, 
therefore, the chihlren of such as these go to 
gaol. But, suggests Miss ('aipcntor,>wh> not 
get an act of tlie legislature, authorising the 
inaristratea to senef all snen children to an 
luuustrial Bchnol at tho expense of tiuir 
parent's? Why not < We are not aware that 
it would in any way interfere with tlio 
grouse. 

Miss Carpenter notices here an objection of 
somebody’s to Feeding Schools, ou the ground 
that they int>erfare with the (iovenuuent, by 
taking on thomselvos tho duties of the unions. 
Respectability, we know, always has the loaily 
phi use of "the ’union” ou its consolatoiy 
tongue: unUoppily, however, the anions do 
not TslidTo the wants Of all the destitute at 
this tims. They porfori^ to bo sui'e, one odd 
office, oceordiug to Miss Carpenter; they 
serve as cxxns to certain experienced ofibnden^ 
who commit acts of violence there, that they 
may be sent fur a weric of so to some fiivourite 
gaoL But sukielyl'uO't'd'iaov'Law nor any 
neglect of anyboc^s should'be idloWcd to iu- 
teifere with such eflbils for the benefit of the 
wretched, and the eofiseqneut benefit of the 
whole country,'fts'tihese detailed above. In 
all saoh cases, leririktive aid is wanted. It is 
wanted to sSve chUdreu fitom parents who are 
inflitaioas; tO' tho attendance of the

mkn; amI generally eiyoyed kwiqniet jSpel 
o’olp^ dinner, and wine afterwards, in tbe 


presence of bis family, witiiont hnitating the 
mutmplo of those sternly respectable fhtbera 
who drive their cluldreu from tuble, in order ttv 
teach them jiarentai reveneaioe in fJie uui’seiy^ 
But on this occasion he had withdrawn 
immediately after dtimer ; and, alUiougli bo 
couldn’t exactly do without his wine, ha 
couldn’t enjoy it as usual 
The Dean of Et. Vitus wasn’t a Imd num, 
by any means. He was soui^wliat rough 
in manner, but hail a hind lieart. He gave 
away plenty of coals, blankets, hooka, and 
prize-medals; waim’t afraid to i>at fbe henda 
of little boys svbo evinced unusual sharpness 
in tlie difficulties of tlie inaltiplicution Uible ; 
and would pick u]i u diild who had tumblcsl 
down in the street, wipe away its tears 
(generally the isssult of liight, or of a oon- 
veiitioual habit of crying U]K)Ii all occasions, 
known only to tlie tender age.) and send 
RW.iy rejoicing in a penny, to tie invested at 
the nearest “ sweet stuff” shop Eveiy one 
seemed to idee the old Dean, and his taste for 
gossipuig with everyone added to liis popu- 
iuiity. He took .on jateivsi in cvci'\lLi|ig 
Olid everyhod}. Mix Gilks|>ie, v bo supplied 
the Deoil with suu^ often entciUuneu him 
fur half an hour on tbe ]>uiiifiill} pathetic 
sul)je< t of her corns, and in rci tiisid out bis 
patience, J\lr, Aconite Bolus, the veterinary 
surgeon, always consulted the Dean (wiio 
boil uuee been a slightly, vciy sbgUtly, 
suoiluig m.an,) on dilheult “casus” legaiduig 


toe iiorses uf tbe ueigbliouis ; and not a cliild 
fell sick, diisl, ot sail light, without furiusliiug 
a su1)](H.t for old Dr V’au Gudgeon's kiudly 
ckit-ciiat. 

If the idinost tmiversiti good-wilt uf a laige 
diitrict could have been received as the e\- 
{Kineut of a man's real character, few iiiou 
could have stood butter than the Denn. ' ut, 
thcro aru uius of omissiou which hang round 
the char.'icters of the best of men, and, like 
cobwebs in a palace, piovu the necessity ot a 
little dusting and cleansing. 

The truth then, was this :—^Tho Dean of 
St. Vitus was one of the nio^t indolent men 
that ever enjoyed a rieh coilcolioii of jilu* 
mlitics. He lived on, from day to day, with¬ 
out over dreaming of a duiuge of employment, 
aiid without ever reflecting whether he was 
not morally bound to du uinoy things which 
were not, however, com]>ul8ory. An immense 
Lexicon of the mediairal JaMmity absoibed 
every moment that was not given to eating, 
drinking, gossiping, and tlie perfoi luance ol a 
few nominal <muioh durios. But of matters 
ta^ug place under the ver^ walls of St. Vitus 
be knew nothing, and felt it a boro when any 
Burii subjects were menUoned. ^ II'* took his 
aai}^ sluue iif the Gatboilml iiioume, us a 
matter of course; but as to tbe lenst idea of 
iuering any duty to render as an equivalent 
fbuxthe same, it was utterly out of live 
^lieatioqi. 

2 ,iili£urrovei^ the Dean hated ^ am'dlung like 
refom/ir'alieration, and negatived e^ery such 
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]M*opos»1^ on the grounds that tbero 'Was " no 
|)i»^e<hMit.” He stoutly resisted the attempt 
whiuli one or tnry of the Chapter had made 
to eulari;<‘ the choii-, and tbrotr the whole 
C.«theilnd o|iea for purposes of public wonbip, 
and dvfeiideel the clumw oak and deal parti- 
tious wliich spoilt the Cathedml, simply be- 
eanne tliey liiul always been there in his time. 
When a lu'w organist eame down from 
liondon, luid foauii that the bellows didn’t 
Hiipidy wiml enough!} and that there were no 
poual lapea, the liean, who cared noi a Htrnw 
for uiUBic, said that he was very Koiny to hear 
it; but that the organ did well enough. If 
any money was proijosed to lx* approi«rialed 
to auj TuiriMMe, he simply said, “there wen* 
11 ') fuiMiH.'’ His own house displayed mueli 
the same feeling ; for. exempting the drawing- 
rooin, when* the lasle of the fetmile port of 
the lainiiy liad Isien at work, lh» old, heavy 
fnniituis;, wliivh land l)elonged to the lleanery 
fot nearly n centuxy, still did its duty, iu 
di iiiuice of modem elegnuee, and the ample 
n'soniee} of its oeeup.ant. 

Ill wasanimmenselyregularinnn. Whatever 
might 1)0 the state of the weather, ho was in 
bis “ stall” every morning at eight <>’elock, and 
reail thu service tluviugh, always in the same 
loud, commanding tone, with Hoiuetliing of an 
air of imtnmage, as though thu eireuiuhtance 
of a Dean saying his prayers gave an nddi- 
tiomd respeoiahility to religion. Tie alw'ays 
breakfasted, u I dined, at the same hour ; ate 
two eggs and some iliytooKt at tlielormer 
meal, and always took wine ceremoniously 
with his eldest son, who wtw inariled, at ilie 
latter, lit* never felt dt a loas wrhat to do with 
himself, i>ecuu8e he iqient »very day alike. 
The only dilTereace was, that sometimes he 
rood pmof sheets, aud at other times pre|)arc<l 
“copy.” His wife was very nmiable, anrt a 
woman of taste, and his fauiily hiul all turned 
out well; tliat is to say, they weiv pei-feotly 
inoffensive, and by no wi^ns obtoisively 
clever. «’ 

Sut. on the day whi'-h llrsb introdms*8 lh<* 
ve|y Rswrend the Dwiu of St. Vitm. to our 
ivatlcrs, his feedings had received a senes of 
niilo shocks. In the fii-st place, l)eforu he I 
started to go to chapel, the verger came i*ound! 
with the charroini} news that a stsek of 
ohimneys, lielonging to some unused othees of 
the Cathodrn), h.<ui feUeu thiongh one of the 
windows iu the left aisle, smashing tlie stained 
gloss to atoms, and chiding off the nose mid 
li.snd.i of St. UiMula de Vitue, the traditional 
fonndress of the Catliedral, whose efligy haii 
hitherto rested nudisturlx^ As the Dean 
had xealonsly opposed the taking do'wn of 
that identical bIikk of chimneys, he knew that 
ho alone was to blame, and read the Litany 
willi Irritated and abashed feelings., 

Ho had searoely finished breakfiit^ when a 
di'putation hvHu the “ Pay Your Curates Com* 
mission ” watted upon him, 'with extreme, but 
ommons, puhtehess. As their object was to 
c l ai m some two theusoad odd poun^ whioh. 


it appeared, ought to have been given u]) long 
ago, it did not contribute materially to allay 
the annoyauec resi)eetiug St. Ursida’s broken 
nose. The Dean, like many other j)(>rsons, 
hated arithmetic, except wiien its product 
was on his owm side; and his being suddenly 
called njiou to give a full, true, and minute 
account of bis inenmi*, and the different 
sources ihereotj was a cruel innovation upon 
domestic rights, mid a wanton interruption to 
his lexicographical luliours. Another difll* 
euUy was, that the Dean, so long as he re¬ 
ceived the money, hiul iie\er troubled liimself 
about the prei'isc .puirter fi-om which it came; 
aud,tru(h to say, eome of those quarters were 
but doubtfuL Ke, however, said he’d con¬ 
sider the mattcT. 

Not au hour later, a gentlcmnii called to 
entreat that the inhahitaiils mieht Ik* ejected 
from a house tuljoiuing his own, and belonging 
to the Dean and Chapter ot St. Yilus. Ho 
gave sneh desjiemte proofs of the utter dc- 
pr.i\ity of the pwsmit teiiniils. and the 
nuisance thev ■weiv to the iiei^'hboiuhotxl, 
that l>r, (fudgeon advi-.ed him to speak to 
their “maiieger” about it, :.ud s.iid he'd 
consider whiil could be done. 

Luncli was spiilt by the ajinearanee of the 
“Times” newspajier, to nliitli wi* have 
aln'ady alliuied The leading srlieli* eou- 
tained a sweej)iiig altiwk on tin C.illiulral 
system in genewd, lU connection uilli a sjieeeh 
111 the Tioimc the night lu'loiv, in which the 
unhappy Dean of fat.Viius was painfully 
[mixed up -with a question of niisaiipropniilcd 
property. This consummated the evils of the 
day, and Dr. Yun Gudgeon, having made a 
dinner ■without appetite, withdrew to his 
study to Uiink matters ovui*, taking his 
with him. 

Tho Dean well remonibered that, 8i*veral 
years Ixiek, the rebiguation of a ceiiaiii tii'iiior, 
as well as some other pecnniai’y coiiet ■, ions, 
had been urged upon him by tlie Pay Your 
Curates Comraisbion, .and agreed to by him- 
bolf. The said Couimibsion, after mature 
deliheKdiuii. had come to the tsmclubiou that 
a Deanery, with a couple of tliousands a yeu*, 
together witli a sinecure living of some seven 
or eight liuiidi'ed attached, and a couple of 
stalls, avi'vaging from nine to twelve hundred 
*1 year each, formed an adisjuate jirovlsioii for 
nny ecclesiastic, ami Die Doctor ix as })erKnudt>d 
to give up the tithes of the maumr in question, 
and several other “pickings” of less im- 
portaneo. 

Bat somehow or other, the Dean’s pmmise 
wasn't performed to tho very letter. His 
Deanery one year t'omed up a large “ fine,” 
by which the Ofaapter got some few wousands, 
but the Pay Your Comtes got nothing. He 
certainly pud tiupse or four hundred a year 
to the Cwmmtpfion, but thu tithes of the 
Horseferir tiuuibur were far riehrr. ' Ihe mem- 
ban of tM, fknmmssion were remarkably 
leniel)!t on m subject, and g.s.vo htlig credit. 
AJb the St.'VTtus parties getting 
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I'Xteiisivcly ii<to mToai-M, tliey i>roppnl«l tJteir j 
liill, aiid an alamtin^' one it was. 

Tlx-rp isn't any tluil Dr. Oivlpeon, 

■will'll lie lundo tlip pvinuisp, raally ntciiut to 
jsrfiinii it. At all tvents, lie wjis ohlij'oA 
to till Boiuethiiifj in the mat tin-; but bis 
iniloli'ni'e pix'ventcd him culeulatinj;, in tlie 
first ijiNituKV, wliiit steps must lie takou in 
inslor to satisfy the Ooniinissionoi'S. More* 
ovi'r, ]>r. Vab (tuii/jeon hilsiured nmiur a 
aeriom etror, extmn'Jy eoiojunii unionvit 
unuikind. He-was very Ibtifl of nuniej. Hot 
that it ateebsl Itis iniinl ai<iunsl ln'tler ini])rcb' 
.sioii'i, but he eonhln't ri'sist the Airislolie 
desire of d^iiry woith eighty thoniniiiiii or 
one himdreil tiiousiind jiaiuirls sterling. On 
the other hand, his vife liked a coujile ot 
eaeriages; his sons liked Innw'i, and one of 
lilt III re\eUed ill ti private ** Iraji" of his own: 
one of his diuight'i'S eoniihi’t IIm* oxeepL at 
]Vliideiva in the Bouth of Fraiiee ; some of his 
Roiw, wild wen* too idle even for the (.‘linreli,

—<]uicker uud quieker; it spins!—vou cannot 
see it move, so shode'like it appeani (him its 
velocity; /uad a ^ick phmk of hard-grained 
and knotty vrootl, being gently imsiied against 
its Jiow invisible edge, the giey shadowy 
disk runs lO ‘»a tlirongli it in a trice, or i-atbcr 
the plaak runs on eoim side of the grey shade, 
having unconsciously divided iteelf in the 
middle as it ran bv. 

l^ere is a lu-oad deep basin of brickwork, 
an immense well, with apiiarently several feet 
of water at the bottom; and this Ts the season¬ 
ing tank, in which timlxT that has b<en shaped 
into beams or thick phnki, is lowered and 
left to soak for a season. On one side of this 
great Inisiu there is a sort^f cast-irou biiilge; 
with Vtuloua other uron and stonework, wluch 
Bumiui'ts uu iron tiDi^h hanging ui ehoius. 
When they wish to raise ono of the pieces of 
timber, tlie trongli is tilled with water by 
mentuo ot n pninp which " looks into itand 
this constituting a couutei weight to the 
timber about to be raised, is tlien filled till it 
exceeds the latter, and 1 lieu quietlr lifts the 
limber to tho top of the bridge. Upon the 
hiidge stands an iron carnage of eccentric 
oiithne, whleli at a little distance is not un¬ 
like a iirodigions black tea-pit, or the satTcd 
tortoise of liuliou mythology. It is placed 
on a traui-w.sy, and, Ixnug harnessed to a 
I statiuuiux steam-engine by an iron chain, con 
creep, or run along tho tops of a long row of' 
I iron pillars turangetl in pairs, each being oou- 
I nectM by an arch, and the whole of them 
I forming a vista of low irogi archway's of a 
I lei^h the jieniiioctive of wlueh loads tho eye 
I almost to n Tmint. On each side of this are 
I stacked varJons piles of seasoned timber, lying 
cross-wise, and voiw close together. The iron 
I carnage laden with a number of beams and 
plauks, and moving forward along the to]iH of 
tlie pillared arches, dejwsits its load bow on 
one side, now on the other* each in its 
appointed resting-pUce, where it eriiiblts 
the marks )’of its birth and TmToutage-*-

How ridioalous 1 feel at the total 
absenoe ot any sort of effoet jirodnced, beyond 
a doll, bliink^ and I mi^ say irresponsive 
sound, as it oeriainly makes no sort of response 
commeusarate.with the digs I mve it. Yet 
these beams are handled, and dandled, and 
slnng u]),aad dsofl;^ O'bd raised and .lowered, 
imd movoi tdtber and 'thither, and fatiiiebea 
and fitted iy num 4ke myself as so ordinuy, 
ooonrrendSk ' • . . * 


Eat there is the “ Mast-House,” abd fliere 
we shall find maguifiuent anecimmis of chpioe ' 
timber. Masts ore highlyIdstorical obfrats. 
Wo will not fall into tim prevailing faate of 
the da^, and go back to thtf ancients, in onler 
to begin our contemplation of mustfl with the 
one which UiysseB, or the l^oonician sailors 
considered as the best model, but bimply turn 
liack as &r as the mast of our childhood. 
Shello^ evidently considered that the most 
priuiiuve form of mast would comprise mast 
and sail in one fabric ; and inItosadind and 
Helen,” he speaks of a duld delighting liu 
fancies— 

“ How, with a dry leaf foi a boat. 

With a small featihei fur a wil.” 

Wc must, however, jmss on from this first 
form of a child’s idea of shipbuilding and I 
rigging, to the some thought wJieu “ bm-ched.” 
The mil cluid’s mast wo know to be a bit 
of slick set u)>right with sealiug-nax, and j 
aftorwaivls, with the progveas of knowledge, 
stuck into a hole in the bottom of the boat. 
The btick iiicre.vses in sise with the laint and 
the 1 h>}, until, iiavlng a inoroel of tail to lus 
jacket, he begins to talk about a tiqi-maAl, and 
then he is “ sophisticated,” or, at least, the 
period ut iiiaiitinio ciiildhuod is parsed, lint, 
oh, the wondrous dificreucc between these 
(urly crudities of structure, as of thought, 
when we walk into the “luiust-house” of a 
roat English Dockymvl! Vou can sc.aicely 
t the two ideas together ; indeed, the 
things }'oa see ore not at ail like masts, as you 
knew them, nor, in truth, ns yon now kiiow 
thciu. The fact eonfuxuuls us—ixirtly’ Iroin 
its magnitude, ]>aHly from its novel and 
unpictuiesqno position. Tho mast of a large 
ship looked up at in its natural place, risleg 
out of Die dup’s deck, with all its yiuvls and 
rigging alsiat it, is a lery imixising well- 
known perbonage, for whom no fauuUarity 
ever breeds contempt; but the some uiabt 
looked at njxm the level of " equal terms,*’ as 
it lies along tlie ground, or in the range ot the 
mast-house, with the perspective fureshoi-toiied 
to the ey^ so as to look like a smies of veiy 
clean bMi^barrels, or neatly-painted Liutts, is 
a totally different phenomenon, and slagnatos 
the imagination, by '^lei^ileMug, if not dwn>- 
pointiug all its antscqiatious. It is nut the 
least strange part of tho ImsinobS that you ai e 
never at your ease and reronciled by seeing a 
mast at lul like what you cxjiected, iieiUier do 
yon 'ever see the extent of the enormities 
which He before you. You look at u huge 
mast, which you could scarcely more than half 
oucompass with expanded arms; you take 
this for the main-msst of a sevonly-lour. On 
a smtil painted board is written, '• Fore-top¬ 
mast of a Frigate of the seventh dasa.” You 
oome.to a much larger ons-'-a series of clean 
bear-batxelB, neatly booi>ed, and not tapering 
off'—those masts would scorn such n thin^ 
but sE of the mitae goodly dimensians; this, 
iilten, is thq l^e or nudn-mast of a lUie-of- 
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l*attle a]up 1 Ho aaoh thing; a paiuted boaird 
WDa yon it is the ** Top-maiit of a, !EfVigAte of 
the fourth class.** It does not strike yon vith 
more wonder than disat^intment^Hi sort of 
dUulensure at the inahwty to arrive at the 
end of greatness. Bat there now]->-there 
is a wooden ponderosity which at' last brings 
yon to the close of your search. It resembles 
A huge hoghhead |i^nted white, hooped with 
broad antr tL<jk iron hoops paints white 
also,•and then a seeond hogmacl, and a third, 
and——bat the thing is so hit and fore* 
c^ortened that you eaimot see bwoud. This, 
then, mutt bo the main-mast of a first-rute 
liue-of-battle shin—a shii* of a hnndred-ontN 
tweuty guns no tlouht. Wrong again: “J)\iro- 
mast of a Fiigate of the second class." We 
give it u]>. 

These masts—end of course tho main-masts 
yet more elalwrately—are built up as regu-i 
lailyas a monnnient or wooden tovrer; but 
let ns pass on to sumetbing more within one’s 
range, for these masts, being no longer 
IracealiU* to Iheir early origin, in a bit of 
slick set up in Bealing-wn\ by tiny little 
fingcrj, may be said to havo pas'ieii beyond 
the bounds of ordinary liiiinan sympiithy, and 
to belong to the liigher oidere of naval 
luchitecture. 

Tlie “ rolling mills ’* of onr English dock- 
3 aids oflcn present hcencs, when in Inll work, 
whii'h niigiit rival Pandeiuouium. Groat fui'- 
nacf s MuldcnJy di'-playwl, by tlic niising of an 
iiou door or portcullis, wheiein j'ou sco tJie 
couUnding flameti wavu ing, and leaning up 
and liown, and happing .ilHnit, luni thrusting 
forth their tongues, and sti nggling to come 
out and devour those nesi "st at hand. Pre¬ 
sently two dusky Cyclopean fonns advnnee to 
the glaring aperture with enormous iron tongs, 
Bueh as you only sec hei-e, anti id a wry gi*and 
Chiiatmas jiantomime, and drag fot^th a great 
square cake of red-hot co)>xk‘i, spitting and 


and after being turned owr several times, it 
is drawn out cool, and of the dsual red polmir 
of our .wrought eoppw. At another set of 
rollers a simUar operation ie takjng place for 
the raanofseture of copper bolts. Fur this 


of givat smooth rtillei*' of solid iron, and of 
many tons weight, placed one above the other, 
with An interval of a couple of inch* s Tigtveen. 
To interval one side of tlie red-hot cakr 
is presented, andtliongii it is jieihiips thred 
inclies thick, it is drawn in by the revolving 
motion of the rollers and forced ttiron^i, hav¬ 
ing been fl.itteucd ami expoiulcil by their gro^ 
weight and pressure in the process.

J approach ids dingv, vibrating, ominous 
house, and look through lus smw, aquare, 
snnittw, open window. There he is, all mack 
and shiny, pondsfously heaving and sliding up 
and down, and bowing like Pluto, and dud^g 
under, and curtseying with ooy retirement, 
and t« irhng iron dumbbells iu the air, as if 
in tribniph, and T>auting, and gasping, and 
blowing and snorting, and pnfiOing and Umrking 
ineessaiitly, and whiHtling and driuking, and, 
smoking 1 'Truly, a mostwemdarfal fcllOw-s- 
a groat savage king, or, rather, one of thA 
savage IFagods, eirilised into reason and

TliO' purpose and result of all these loats* 
rials, appliances, and means, and powers^ is to 
be seen benoaft each of thoiwenonneus li^t* 
coloured roofings, like Bitibdijpiag 
full of fhiaare mass vHmlctn# Beneath each* 
of these is embedded'A'SstupeddottapfAbric of 
shapely oak plnuks and beHu%idnitad toga- 
thCrwith copper bolts, ondimtuMivowooem* 
pins, as big as truncheon^ uid trua-bi^oik, and 
glue as Kara as stone. 'It Uweepi dovanwards 
mto a deep oradlo of beamB’fiwlowj and its 
woodew ‘walls sweep upwaird toe* ieiweriiig 
altUudC. The u one wkieh idoes a

This being tbo caae, su])]iosing 1 
liad ilircaked. three years ut the structui-e of 
this Bhq>, bow' very small and insignificant 
' would l>e the share 1 could elaiiii in the pro- 
duotion of the whole. Vet, iltei-e is a 8lii]>- 
wright, hard at work, and singing as he works; 
he is just aifout my height, and of my strength, 
his craft is not a difficult one, and by Jtis 
means, and that of others like him, the edifice 
before me is absolutely and corajiletely buill. 

What a bcono is inside 1 J>y narrow bridges 
of pkinks 1 make my way wltliin. Tt is 
dusky and full of noise.

it, Kevertlieleu, flies like these built it, and 
made !t all that it is, and will be. But whi^ 
a noise sarronuds me, whether X stand on 
the quarter deck, or go down upon tiie lower 
deoiks. The hammer is sounding inoeasautly, 
^^jod the adze, and the .voices, of men. It is 
wu. uproai^—« Babel of work; but no, not 
tesUy so, for the cimfiisioa is only apparent, 
and that which sounds and seeons to be mad¬ 
ness, is in fact order and reason. This is the- 
secret of the whole thing, the solution of the 
problem of so vast a structure being the work 
of flies, pei-ohed about ik as I am apw; it is 
the work in aocdrd and harmony, the well- 
derised combinations of men tl^ produoft 
this majogtie result. It is a very carious 
)wycholqg^cal iacEt, litat this power of combi¬ 
nation is lost by lunatics. On soma oooarions, 
they hate formed si^e designs for a rise 
against the '^Pofitoi^’wd his men, sod have 


I began to put theu- plans into execution; but 
presently, it was found that instead of aet^ 
in concert, eacil was following his own wild 
will, which ruuaily tcmuuated in sevei-al 
fightum together, while others yelled or 
danceirwitli ]>iu-}jioseloss fury, and were soon 
"put down” by the combined force of the 
authorities.

obbtruotiuu of good tilings and ]>alronuge of 
Uul things, more extravagance, jobbery, 
ignoitmco, oouceit, saving ol cheeae-^uirings 
and waste of gold, hove been committed in 
these Dockyards (as in everything connoctod 
with the luisdirectiou of the bJavy), thou in 
every other br-anch of the ijublic sen lee put 
together, including even the Woods and 
Forests. And liowevcr cniuciuus I may be 
that an iudividoal cun do little, I very hci^ily 
protest that I uieuu to do all the little I osui, 
to have England governed by men of merit, 
and not by fine muitlemeu. An individual 
opinion is of Binair co9aequeno& 1 know; bat 
my opinion may possibly tie held ly others— 
auil it is, that no privileged class is, by 
a direot diapousation of Providence, bum to 
thti broad arrow. Many people are bom with 
silver spoons in their- mouths^ many more 
with wooden lodle^ but 1 never did hear of 
two or three genteol families being expi-tsdy 
bom to the broad arrow.

ELu(L Hkrwitz is a German. He is aloat 
fifty years of age, mtd ono of the most original 
of characters. Biuce 1 have known him, I 
hays passed whole nights iu listening to his 
adventures, which are in general as iiistmo- 
tive as they are amosiii^. Married at a very 
early age, he left the imlitory cai-oer for that 
of inventions.

He filled 
It with birds of varions kinds, to otndy the 
mechanism of their powen of flight. There 
was the eaglo and tbo dove, the vnltnro and 
the sparrow, all of which were made sobser- 
vient to his darling object. He he«i often 
explained all this to me. “ Tlie Qoldeu 
hiiigle,** he onee said, “can cleave the air 
at tlio rote of forty miles an hour. Now, if 
1 enn snooeed in imitating the mechanism by 
which he travels in space, uxsu^tly and efii- 
ciently, bfcoaise,my mnchiuowill movein tho 
air at tbe same ^laee.” Whatcoahl J say t No 
argument, no warning, availed. Still ho went 
oii, hoping and workinj^ and baying e:^onBivG 
tooU and mnteriala. He completed aerial 
sliqw one after another; and afthougU none 
oi thorn answered, he was never diaooumged. 

At one tiro^ however, he thought he had 
sucoeedinl. Uis contrivance was a carious 
afiair, shot out of a bbmb; but it watt about 
ns buoyant as a shot, ful^ and failed, djs- 
bcaiteuiug everybody but tho persevering 
I»r(>)«.ctc)i Still he did not wholly neglect 
Useful xiruductions, and several times maile 
impi ovemeuts in macliMiisra, and sold them 
for A'uiy good prices.

NoTwmwcAunisci the ]>roverbial pojmLaiity 
of the iiiilitary ainoiig-<t womankind, an 
average of only five to every ninety-five 

f irivato Holdiertt, are allowed to enter into the 
Kinds of matriiuuuy. No private can mai*ry 
without the leave of his commanding officer. 
The soldier’s ordinary income, indeed, is not 
exei-cdingly well adapted to support those 
dmucstic relations ami additions which lielon^ 
to, anvl arc to la' looked for, in the raiUTiwI 
state. 'I’lio weekly si ipend of aeven shillings 
and seven-peuco do's not hold out a vciy 
ilatteriiig prospect of wedded bliss; nor won hi 
it, but for an efficient application of the elub- 
)ort liuchclurliood in whoh'some 


py-itcm, support 

conipulena'. Tlio proiligious q^uJintity ot lood, 
end the i iiormons c\|»anse of lodging, required 
for a hundred thousand men, make them 
wholcsjilo dealers hi those neecss:irus in the 
Japiest SOHO of that leriu; and, under the 
inaiiiigeiiiiRiit of their officers, they ai’e fed and 
partly clothed out of tlieir ]Kiy; but, in 
addition to it, 'Britannia annually jirovides 
each soldier with a coatee, a ai]^ one pair of 
boots, and one jiair of tii'users. She give> 
liiiu Imlgiiig gratis also. Denpito these hcljis, 
liowevev, b^ “p-O' allowaneea ” leave him 
too little to marry upon. 

Althongh, tlnrefore, it is scarcely avoid¬ 
able that only five jmji- cent, of the British 
rauk-aud file should tie al1o<ved wives, ^et 
this " allowance ’’ among hU other per(j[uisites 
granted, it would be but commonly prudent 
if Britannia would peimiit thq fortunate one 
in twenty to have deoent accQiuiuodalion 
for his wife. At present, the sn/di(>r's m Ife only 
shioi'cs the wholesale oeconimotlaiii^n ,afforded 
to her huBb.*iiurs comiades: bleeping in the 
common liarmck-rooni amidst ^ylmle ooni- 
paules of soldiers, ^he is ol liged to di-CbS and 
imdress in public. , 

Tliero are, in thtf army, officora* wives, who 
feel for the position ot their poorer sisters ; 
who thfnk that pqimips Rntaunla has not 
peeped into tins tlttlo comer of her hpuse- 
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the threshold of a barrack-i-oom, coutuining 
twenty or thirty men. She iicsitates, she 
trembles ; some are laughing, some are singing, 
some swearing, and some dressing for jiarade. 
Blie hurries through the throng; .and, ere a 
month is past, ncoossity has reconciled lier to 
her new position. A thin eurtoin is all that 
screens her Jitmi tlie gaze of her husband’s 
comrades ; and she yiedds to the companion- 
bhip of women wlio jeer at her moclest ro- 
serves, because their constant iutei-course with 
eoaraer natures has hardened them, and ]mt 
to flight the modesty themselves once pos-, 
hessed. Ere long the bride’s shame breaks 
down; slie who was iunoceiit is now a slut, from 
whom, i>erhaps, you ^irn aside with seorii.” 
Scorning, however, is a deeideil mistake in 
every case whero human beings .w conceraed.

The whaling (leet Iwcams^ 
therefore, sniull hy degns'S. Yet two ports, 
slruggh'd oil against (h<* reecdiug tide; Hull 
lu b]iig1and,und IVlerhcad in Scotlaiul,always 
hi>p(‘d ngaiust hojH-, and jiciwevei ed nTiiidst 
every distal vantage. They still send vessels 
out; if not to catch whaleH, to be enuteuted 
with seals. J’eterhead leaped the reward of

SeulK cupturtsl in ISiOO, sixty-llin-* ihonsaud 
loiu* liuiuhs‘d aud twenty-siv fell lo Ihe share 
ol teji I’elerboad icKsels.

(ibliS's despised PUib small game, nud I'vgardcd 
inero scal-fiehers with contempt,—^wc aa.v 
mere senl-fisherB, hccause if scuIh ilid como iu 
the tlicy were shot or knocked down 
by ihe.wlude-risher; hut Ids main vocation 
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conaistod ui waging wajc «Ith tlxe coluHsal loeui" 
l)or uf the fiuu;y Aud aiwrt fi-om <fhe 

larger quantity of oil yieldeti liy tue oue animal, 
the bone of Uio whole who ffingnbirly Tulualple. 
Twenty tons of oil would incurate one ton of 
lioiie, and tliat wim worth nomo two humlrt'd 
and (itly jiniiuda hleiliug. The acal, too, had 
itb cxtrineic vidoe, for its akin was worth 
teven-/ifiiee —'htsi in the baltuiee pompared 
with ilic bone of its huge contoni]»oi*aty. 
Wliales, thou, undoubtedly were the superior 
buitjects lor <;apluie; but aa wliales could 
not bo luul, and seals became plentiful, the 
u halors lowensl ilieir planies, and raised llieir 
iunm against their auipluliiods pivy. 

Old seals had wont to Ih‘ puisued, Imt 
altliongh their capture wiis mol's prolitalde 
Ilian }oiing ones, still the old seals are so 
excesMvely shy that th<*y onn only be shot in 
deUiil, .lud lienee ii preferenee is given to the 
ilchlnietlon of the young. ITte seal projiar 
gales twice a year—^thc first pujJs of tlie 
bt .tsoii lie iqsiu the ici‘ caily in the 8]>ring. 
and lieing unable td ran to the water and 
bwiui off, they fall ready pwy to tl« sjioiler. 
A buiart 1 dow with a club ttun't them, and 
a wound <lui s tho rest. Theii* ituinbers are 
b(,ry liarge. Daring the preseut season of 
1K<‘>I, a. nock of them rxiciidiug to about 
iiilLcn miles was discovered, not mr from tlie 
>S( ottibh uoust { a dozen auimalb at least oevu- 
]i^ing evuryibnndred squaioyoids. Of couthc, 
with sin h ojqiortuiiitieH, a ship is readily filled, 
and be.iniio liomewaids with her valuable 
cargo, theIV is still time to undertake a second 
and more nnvthcni voyage, in Hearch of wliaii s 
or l.u n< 1 seals. 

'I’he J)uti Ii liaveJiecn hi the hahitof i»rosc- 
enliiig the tr.ule witli binali vcsscds, hut the 
Jbitish, although oceaduiially using liny crafi, 
pi (ill (ii'plo^iiig lai'ge and stout vessels, .7s 
mill Stull llu^v can jicuLlnite into tissnicb of 
the let, ii.stv.ul oL tiuudiy sailing hy the 
miu’giii; and il<er i cV ' m this respect is 
gratinally iiulttcnig thur foreign comjK'titors 
ti> follow tlieit i.v.unjile 

The size of ship-, genendly pieferied for 
sell or wiiale tishuig, is thiee linndred and 
tifU tolls biiiden, or upwiudn, although this 
,\t.ir stuiic M osels have gone out so suitdl as 
eighty tons. \ ship of the larger size caiTies 
hivty-fivi men,of the latter diniensimis, twenty. 
The avis age oittlit of a large vessel costs about 
•me thuusanil torn' hnridml pountls, tind tlie 
oiignal LSist of siu-h vaiies from two Ihonsand 
to ten tbonsaml iHiumls, tiecoivliiig to age .and 
qiiahty of vessel, and also wliuthcr a usihI 
ship has liec'n piu'chubed, or one exjiresslv 
iiiiilt fur the trade. Tho loss when a v'cssol is 
uiisuect ssful, IS gvealer than in any other 
inariiinic b}ieoiilatiun, there being no return 
whatever to slantl against tmUay; bnt, on the 
(ther hautl, if forliuiate, no other kind of 
sUipi'ing adventure yieltls so large pioQts. 
thii vessel ihiH year brought home a cargo of 
tin c,ros<i value of six thousand'pOuMds, Tenv- 
iug ^il being her first fisliiiig vuyh^) a net 


profit to her owners of three thoTis. 7 .ud ponnds. 
The vessels sailing from the small noriheru 
iwx-t of Toterheatl have, as before st.^ted, been 
remarkably successful. The following Is a 
statement of the produce of the ten vessels

They are dcciileilty gi egnrioiis 
in their habits, and hiuittuul limf togelht>r in 
eommon; and in those cases, when surprised 
by an cmuiy, they have great fiicililies in 
oxpivsbing, both hy tone and geshiw*, the 
appiouch of ,'t dc cadet] enemy. TJieic aiv 
four ilifil'rcnt species of the iminial; tlie one 
to whiifii’we have Iwii refeviing is culletl the 
Phoca if/wiUtmdim, and is about wx ted in 
length, ami has the ]ieeuliar projicity of often 
chtuiging the i-olour tif it s skin as it .sjiprchxches 
maturity. The se.d visitiug the lb itish shoivs 
(Phoca VnuhMi) is btddoiu more tii,ui four or 
fivH feel lu lengtli.

lesH ui^geutly ‘felt. Tbe number of pauper 
patioits in “ Idceused Houses ” has aim been 
well-nigh doubled; so that the eotire number 
placed under wha^ for distinction’s sake, we 
shall term appngiruUf superintendence, on 
the Isi of January, 18G0 (includii^ three 
hundred and forty-three inmates of certmn 
other iustitutimiB, distinguislieii by the name 
of Hospitals), was not less than eiercn thou¬ 
sand tliree hundred and five. 

Without fiuther inquiry, it might vei 7 
naturally be iufened from tins statement, 
that the increased amount of special accom¬ 
modation had pi-oduced a corresponding 
diminution of the numbers lodged in work- 
houses, iiud " fanned out.” Tho fact is exactly 
the reverse. From the Third Annual Beport 
of the Pool' Law Boai'd (Appendix, No. SC) 
it appears that four thoasauu six bundred and 
niiiety-uine insane jiatieiits woio lodged in 
workhousfs on the Ist of January, L850 ; an 
iuorcnm' of six huudred and thirty-six on tho 
retuni of lh43. And so fiu* from thei e having 
been any decrease in tlie number of those who 
la-e returned an h ing placed “ with their 
friends, or elsewhere;” that is, "firmed out” 
on fome such misemble pittauco as we have 
mentioned, it would seem, horn the some 
otUciid document, that net fewer than iiino 
tliuusand and ihiHeeu (lui lucicaso of four 
thousand one huudred aud hoven on the fimt- 
mentionsd* return) were so situatisl on the 
1st of Januai^, ItioO. 

From tiiese very plain and iueoutrovertible 
farts, wo dodiice the somewhac startling cou- 
dusiou that, on the 1st oi January, 18^, tlie 
number ofinsaite pel suns who wore maintaineil 
tub tho public chai'ge in Euglaud and Wales I 
was greater, by nearly ouo-half, than it was j 
in Uie year 1843.

I V9«iNi|bK»tOSByt»t this suggestion was 
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acceded to,^md that the piticiit was ac¬ 
cordingly re-afhmttcd into tlio County Asyluin, 
on tlio 13th of Jiuie. 

It is quite clear, that sqmo more efficient 
arruugments are required for the proteeihni 
of the insane ituor from this grinding paro» 
chial paiuimuuy. Thrill in any proper sense 
it ceriakily iu nut; and we can conceive no 
plan HU good for this poiqjobe, and so likply to 
afford genual satisfaction, as some modilicatluu 
of that which was pro]>oHtid by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, in the oaily part of the 
present Session of ParUameut,—such os 
ch^lng the difference between tbe rale ot 
lu^teiiance in asylunut, and the rate ot 
mautionaueo in woikhouseH, on the Con¬ 
solidated Fund. Wo liave nothing to nav 
respecting the object with which such 
proposal was made. We only o«)uociv<* that its 
adoption would relievo many Uiuun JJoanls 
hoin an nncomforlable interi uptiun lo llicu 
geufital bufaiuceis, and would confer an iuetti 
mable boon on tho insane pmr, as well us uu 
I their fauuliis and frienda We ilu iiol wisli to 
speak here of tbe still higher ouutiiigcut ad- 
I vouUigCH which would accrue lo tlie geuci’at 
commumly from such an arrangement,.lud vie 
purjiosely confine oar remai'ks to elicit ue 
oouceive would bo its direvf piaclle.il eori- 
Boquenccs. itelioviug offici>m and oversieis 
would feel themselves unfctleml by tlie lu- 
elitialions or pieiudjcesuf tliis or ]i.u* 
iiuuloi' guardiau—or oi this or Ihalpaitu'ulur 
set; and the very unjiurtoiit duty of tiioue 
minor functionaries, in mlatioii to tbe care of 
pauper lunatics, would be executed lu more 
strict cuuformity withtbo spirit and intention 
of the Act of Parliament. 

We shall now refer to the provisions iu 
existence for the care and treatment of such 
insane persona as arc above the necessity of 
seeking for iiarochial aid. Of this class, imr- 
tiouLudy oipong the higher orders, an onknown 
number are singly guuuxled from iqjt^ by the 
vigilance of private or pro^jssiouiti iri«luh^ and 
such of them as at length become utteply qur 
monagoabl# iu this way, are namoved either to 
” Ucen^ houses,” to hospitalls or to sitylauM, 

The last raport of the OommisHioners in 
lioiuiey showsa us that the number of pauper 
hpqatics, placed under what we barn tsii^ 
Appropriate supeKiiilteudmu^ that is to say, 
tonfined cither in iiuhUo iostitatiotui or in 
houses " licensed ” for theiv reoepjdon, on the 
Ist. of Janim^, 185Q, was elsveu thoqiHuid 
thzw handled and five.

We have said that no yooc? puUio provision 
of any ‘mfltn'ial consequeuce has yet been de- 
vis,*d tor t1 ic accommcMlatiim of private ixitieuts. 

I, In repeating this assertion, wc would eiuoicntly 
li de]»n'cate any intention to disparage or hold 
jl chcaj> the emirts cither of those who have 
1 already aecomplishcil goiwl deeds ha, tlus %ray, 
or of other limevolcnt individnals who are 
Bbrivhlg'to adapt existiug instilutious of the 
kind now under consideration lo the altered 
rireumslanccs of the ilHrtarict*' in which they 
arc situated, and to the improved thcra- 
jMuttes of tlie present day. Wliat we ]mr- 
tieularly widi to point out m refeisaice to this 
part of the subject is, the utter Insufiidcuey 
of the ovist&ng amount of tliis latter kind of 
acconimiAiatiom comiwred with the wants 
df the otHumunity. 

Tlte annual Itepoi'ts of the CommissionerB 
fainacy contttui loo many azdmadvorsious 
oh tile want of ihm care and consideration for 
the necebsities of the insane, as exemidlfied in 
the tnanagemeUt dt * licensed houses,” to 
render it proboibla that the system upon which 
those eetahKohmentn'geacradly ore founded, 
oaii be Uliatdi longer^xmittcil to exist, uulsss 
smu* Kssitsd exo^ptftn be made in a few easM 
where pecuniary conslderatiionB are out- 
Immo by knowledge, zeal, and humanily. It 
Is, thna that the " prse8ture’ft’')m without ” sad 
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the extended powers and jurisdiction of the 
CommisHioneis in Lunacy have iiroilueed vuiy 
ouDsidemble changcH for the better, (‘\en here. 
But it couuot bo deuiod that tiie jirinoiple nt 
the system, as a whole, is •vicioa-, and unbound, 
and that tho sooner thu Slate blmU come to 
look upon thu protection and o.iie of its laust 
hel]ilem and mifoi I luiato class of citizens as an 
indefeahible duty of its own, the Is'tUu'will 
it lie lor all wlio liavo the gu'itest and must 
IHxilM r iuteiest in such a change 
Ammid the destHiU the law has 

already placed its rogis, and has m ^ l.wd that 
no human beiut' within tliesi* isl.iuds shall be 
absolutidy and ntcrally stars'cd to d< uh, nor 
loft to perish for want of sheller, without 
boraeboily elne being to blame lor it 'I'Le 
lieculiai* wants of the insane ii.iupei-liave liem 
taken into conHidciution by tlie legiskiture, 
and much has 'leen done to ineef the rcquiie- 
meutu of his ease. But for tlie necoshitiiM of 
the lunatiu, whoso case is uncomplicated by 
destitution, and who lias (In (his resins f) liic 
misfoj time to lie in Independent circumsi .incis, 
Ihu legihlatnre lias liitheiiu vouchsated no 
such Considemtion. Tlie C uirt of Chmicery, 
it is tnic, will giuii'd lus csliite, if he have 
one, and will ubbigii r uerbuu sum for his 
maintenance, as soon ai a commisRiun de 
ixnatiro in^uirtiulo shall have detemiiuod 
that he Ih insane. But farther than this it 
cannot interfere. It eau uffonl no ‘ilibulute 
guarantee as to thu sen ice 1 1» be lendered to 
tho iiatient in eonbidemtioii of the bum set 
apart from his estati* lo defray the < barge', of 
his maintenance. The tiustces of his pci mih, 
ignorant as most people ore on tliese m.iUcis, 
and directiHl in all pralxibiUty Iiy nieie ihaiice 
.IS to the choice of liis a1,ode, and the suit¬ 
ableness and bu'diciency of liis aecommo- 
diiti'iu,.are eoiistviiued to rely almosl • ntuely 
on thu couseii-iitioiisni'si ui thu ]M ‘1 n who 
r(>ceiveH liiui, tuid whose iiilinu co'isuh jatiuu 
natuially points to the surpms whnh nr> 
remain, after the c'ln’ent uxpeu-c ■. of t5ie 
estnhlibhnieiit over A'hirii he presides sliall 
have been aceountid for.* 

liCt ns hear what the Commissioners in 
Lunacy say in lefeivncc to tlus iii.itlei. 

“Whilstmaking ourvisital oir in thecoiirsc 
of the past year, wo had leasou to Iwlieve 
that, in some instances, piiv.ite ]i^ieut8 in 
Bceused houses had not the benefit of that 
suitable dcoommodatiou and those comforb. 
to which they wire eutilied Irani tliek eii- 
cumstonces and sitnatlou in life. JEn some 
cases, it aiipoarctl, on inquiry, tliot the re1atiuii.s 
were tuuuue to aUbrd a remunci'atiun ndequale 
to the eixpenditm« ncceBmuy for pi ojn r accom- 
modotlon tmd treatment, and iu others, that

** A feir cases also came under our obser¬ 
vation, in vhioh it wnsjevidant tliat the annm 
p.oid wetc amply snfficieut to provide every¬ 
thing necessary tor the comfort and restoration 
of the iHitieuts, bat the heneftt of whicli the 
patients in fact did not enjoy. A marked 
instance ui the disproportion between the 
amonnt inild and the accommodation providetl 
for a gt-ulleman of property, having been 
brought hefoie the Board, we issned we fol¬ 
lowing circular to the proprietors of private 
asyluina in the metropoutan district:—

without delay, make out a tabular list tao- 
cording lu the annexed fwm), specifying the 
names of all the private mtients in your 
honse (as far as may lie, alphabetically), separ 
ratmg the males from the females, and spe¬ 
cifying also, njialust their several name(^ their 
stations or pisifession in life^ together with 
the total annual rate of payment agreed to 
lie cliaigwl lor them respectively, tor their 
luainteiioncc and li eatment, and also for extras 
(If an>); and the Commissioners further 
reqiKNt that }ou will have this list ready,and 
occcHsililc to tliem, whenever they may visit 
your licensed honse.

“'To the Snpci'intendeni of———’ 

“We think it due to some proprietors of 
licensed bouses to state that we have ascer¬ 
tained that in various instances superior com¬ 
forts and accoinmoJation have bem afforded to 
patients, more with reference to their former 
nabits and station in life, than to the mere 
amount of money received fiw their mainte¬ 
nance.” Wo hove hitherto refeiTed only to tlie 
case of an individutd wlpm affluent droum- 
stanas lender him nwty ufcdy to Im wril done 
by thou if ho belonged to the middle rank of 
society. But the great maiorify of private 
patients are not {tersons of mpexabundaut 
wealth. In mtaneruiui instances, their means 
of nudnteiuihve depend entimy oh the lioimty 
of thefp, relatives or friends i khd 'vvho shall 
sav ill how few cases the m«re pecuniary 
inirden doss not Mrimriy interfere with the 
prespri^ nf am entiretm^y f, ’. 


I llie wants of the insane, even under the 
most &vourable circumstances, aro much too 
apt to be under-rated. Domestic order and 
reigulaxhiy, even with the more bobstantial 
requiaiteB nf good treatment, by no mems kh 
dude all that is neceswty. The monotony of 
a secluded life, at the is not always well 
adapted to soothe the morbid irritalwty of 
the feeling still less to afford snCh a salutary 
amount of mental stimulus as is requisite lor 
exciting and for gradually imparting due tone 
to the impaired poweni of the coiistitation. 
But having intimated that the existing an- 
raugements for the accommodation of piivate 
patleuta are generally defective, we conclude 
with the expression of a hope that wo may 
yet witness the establishment of a system into 
whipb Bpoculation,iu the hope of private gain, 
will notbe allowed to enter, or will be far mure 
stringently restricted than it is at present.

The 
raeu who live by weekly wa^ have esta¬ 
blished Beading.roomB, ttnder ttitxr vwntxda- 
nw management. That this plan afforded the 
only means of keepmg such institutions to 
their true object—^tiie improvement of the 
humhleir oliis^ we never donbted ; indeed, 
we declared i^ once and again, both at 
meetuigs and in inibUcationa But at Isagth 
the work is actually done, and it is delightful 
to see it flourish; for it must of necessity 
spread far and wide throngh the country, 
and ptoduce the most bleseed fruits.” 

The good work is mdeed begun; most 
happily begun, in the right Rjnnt. Hitherto, 
however, it had been an experiment made in | 
a corner, and known onfy to a few. if ii, i 
really, soon spread its example far and wide | 
through the country, it will be again Lord 
Brougham whom the public has to th uik Inr 
one—^wo trust iar from the lost—of a long 1 
series of aids to the substantial well-being of 
society. 

The Beading-room to which Ijord Brongham 
alludes, and of winch we intend presently to 
give the history, was founded on the humblest 
scale by a few members of the poorest class of 
operatives, handloom-weavers. It has been 
managed exclusively by workmen fui them¬ 
selves , every member of its govtimng body 
being, by ito laws, a man lectivmg weekly 
wages for his labour, lii its origin and iiro- 
gresa^ thbre ia nothing which ramiot be 
Wtatod by the working men of every town 
in the United Kingdom But before we give 
ike details of its ongm and progress, let iu| 
note how reqpnte it la that if the working 
men are to nave reading aesooiations, they 
ehould be associations managed by themMvee. I 

In 18^ Mechanics’ Jhstitutions and 
Apprentice Beadmg-rooms were begun in 
England, chiefly by the exertions of Dr.

At the oommeucemenW 
when tiiey weio in the very cradle of existence 
—^they made this very law. Ikey would not 
allow the evil of interference to commence. 

* * Some persons iiigod that it was difheult 
to help the people, beoauM they would not 
help tnembelvea. And he, too, said it was 
to help a community who would 
uot help thomsclves. The more they were 
helped, the more they wanted help, and the 
more they wore d(^raded by tlie energy and 
wealth 8{)ent upon them. Therefore, he said, 
they must reiy ujinn themselves, if they 
w ished to rise ’’ Thus speaks a working man 
of the John Street Committeo in Cailule, and 
let ns ste now what these Joliu Street Com- 
mtUee-men have done. 

In Aptii, 1848, when ovtry ear was daily 
listening for the gi'cal tidings which that 
pel lod of strange cxcitmj^t was contuninlly 
fut mailing—^in Apiil, iHka few poor men, 
most of them hondlucnr wwiven^ clubbed 
their wits tugethei’ fur the lucaus of getting 
at a daily newspajier. Obviously it was found 
lecpiiKite that they should also club tlieU 
poiuiieb. The robuit was, that within the 
hist week after the suggestion had been 
made, fifty persons liad ccunc forward as sub- 
sciibers of a weekly penny, and a sehoul-room 
had been lent to th< in, whomn to meet and 
read their papers. These men were alt of the 
same tiaas; they Imd originated their idea, 
and they wei*e themselves nuuia^g its 
execution. Oompamons multiplied about 
them ; there was foimed quite a piosperuns 
little society of men ooutiiliutiqg Iheu'weekly 
peimiea, and it was resolved, therefore, to 
attempt the formation of a permanent roarllng- 
room, and a ooiumittee wts cqipoiuted to draw 
up a code of rules. The working man’s 
readiag-roum ia John Streep Boti^ergate^ 
beoame thus one of the institutioos of Carliale, 
aud fiounahed kr a few montha: then newa 
lieeame less interesting; trade iNso was bad, 
members fall of^ ittw dedfilud, and the > 
experiment would kave been abandoned, but 
for the judiaiooB and wtil*timed assiatauoe of 
JDr. SUmt, and other membeia uf the taiddkl* 
eksi.

We all 
feel tiukt thNre are lawn by which we are hurt 
and impeded; those laws we take pains to 
detect,' and when we think we have detected 
them, we lift up our complaint as well as we 
are able. That is quite true, <^uite just. It is 
true, also, tliat in the old condition of society— 
the “ good old times,” from which onr legis¬ 
lation dtacounects itself by slow degrees—4he 
i dimity of man was calculated by a very arti- 
j £<nal standard, and much slight was pat on 
the undignified. There remains, therefore, 
more than a fair proportion of the whole 
amount of legislative injustice allotted to the 
i portiuu of the working classes. That has to 
be removed, ns time and opportunity permit. 
As a class, then, the working men not only 
are Jnstitied in telling,—bat, in duty to them¬ 
selves and to their country, are I'equired to 
cry out,—when they feel that they are hart. 
The other ciasnes do the same. The help, that 
I we all seek', as politicians more or less pro- 
I found—most of ns, it is to be feared, shullow 
I enough—is of that kind which can be fiir- 
nishei] by Queen, Lords, and Commons. Bm 
we must not ask the Legislature to do this, or 
to restrain us from doing that which we can 
I do, or refrain from of onr own free will:—The 
dirty sloven is at liberty to wiisli and di'eas 
himself without an Act of Parliament; the 
tavern froqnenter is not parted by the Whigs 
or Torimi from his wife and child^. A wise 
man, whatever his station, is his own helper 
• to tne utmost of his power; and while he 
will ask no neighbour to do for him what¬ 
ever, he has strength enough to be doing fbr 
'himself,he does not let his seif-reUance inflate 
' itself into selfHiufficiencv: where his own power 
really i^ps, he chenfully asks aid of any one 
by wh^ it (am, with reasonable convenience, 
be g^vsn Tbe wortby folks who patronise the 
lowwc orders, who dk^enae fbontains of soup 
miitiis of copper and small change—bartervrs of 
lelbK)ff dtdhes for flittery-^condesceiid not to 
bhMs, but to demorali|ie tiie victims of their 
ignorant attention.

Le Wane. A method was discovered, then, 
by which common salt (chloride of soiiinra) 
eould bo conveiied into carlxiuaU' of soda. 
Well, yon may sav, that was a Muall fact: 
now, show me whether you can piove it to be 
worth a battle of lllcniieini. 

Worth a battle of tliat kind, however-- 
woith it—we hlionld hearcely say; for c.ui 
there bo any par.vllel between the lulv.uitiigo 
to mankind of receiv iug a gift, and the honour 
of Hiiffeiing a nibbevy ( Ibiwever, let us follow 
out the tram of cousc(]ueuceH vihich Bucceinl 
Ije lllanc’s discovery. “To prapare carbrniCt - 
of soda from common s.ilt,’^ -jiys Liebig, “ it 
is fust eonvertetl into tllaulier’s salt (sufphnl • 
of soda). For tins pnijioso eiglitv poiiiitU 
weight ofeo'ieciitnitcii sulphuric and (oil o’ 
vitnol) aivreqmied to one Imndiid )>ouii'li 
of common salt. The duty upon salt < In ektsl, 
fora short time, the full aavaiit.ige ol tins 
discovery ; hut when the Britisii (lovei mm nt 
repealed the duty, luul its jirice was mUieed 
to its uninimuni tho cost of soda depended 
upon that of sulphuric acid. 

“The demaud forsulphuiic acid now iii- 
crcaseiito an immense lilejil ; ami, to supply 
it, capital was eiiih.irk<d abnndautjy, us it 
aflurded fui excellent remuneration. Tin* 
oiighi and foimalion of suljihnric acid was 
studied more carefully; and from year to 
year, better, aimpler, and chen))er metlimls of 
uuiking it were discovered. With every ini- 
piuvcmeut in the mode of manufactuie, its 
price fell, tuid its sale increased in an equal 
ratio. 

“ Sul])hmlc acid is now nuinu&ctnived in 
leaden cliiunlMn-s, of such magnitude, that they 
would conUun the whole of an oiduiary sineid 
house. As i-cgards the process uud tho app^ 
ratiis, this manufacture lias reached its aomS 
—scarcely is either susceptible of UBflrove- 
ment. The le<adcn pktes of wdiiidi’tibo cham-

Rlaiic's Uttk (UBCoveiy, the promisetl revaid 
lor which Dover was )tnjd to nim, lias createii 
suiphnris acid into an imjiortant at tide of 
Comtuerce, oud opened a new iield lur c»]>ital 
and uidust^, 

“ Again,*’ Liebig goes on, "sallimln Indiig 
indisjM'tuHihJe iu nuUi.ing Bulplmne ii< id, tin- 
commercial value of that h>u( hod loiiucrly 
uu iiu[Kirtaut iiidmUii'e ii|Km the ni lee of the 
acid it is tnie tlut one huuch'ed jioumUi of 
siiIttH tie only ni'e reiiuiml to oue lliouHand 
)K>uii(l8 of Hn1i»hiir; tint its coat was four 
tiiues greater than an e<]u<d weight of the 
lidlei.’*^ All this has likewibc been oluingiHh 
Thanks to some other of tlioso men with 
ready e}cs oud ocUve brain ftomwhom the 
world recoivcB so much, to whom it hitherto 
iuis given back so little. 

** Traveliel's harl observed, near tlu suiall 
sen[ioi‘t of YqnUpie, in the dibitict of Ala- 
cauia, iu iVni, an oifluresceiice cuvermg the 
giouud over exteu->i\o dialricls. This was 
nnind to cuusiM piuK'iimliy of nitrate of »oiIu.

annually in gunpowd^^ tiiik eaobomy must be ' 
attributed to the ibepmased manuoicture of 
Bulphariic acid,” ori^(iAsts4 by that discoveiy 
for which, by a soldmr*lorijQg GavwUment, 
Blanc was miked of hia,reward. 

“ We may form eoips idea of the amount of 
sulphuric uuul cunsumed, when we dud that 
dvo thousand hundred-weights are made by a 
small mauu&ctory, and from twenty thousand 
hundix'd-weights to sixty thoufland hundred* 
weights a^'ge one, annually. Ibis manu¬ 
facture causes immense sums to flow yearly 
into Sicily. It has introduced induaiipr and 
wealth into tiie arid luid desolate dlsU'iuts of 
Atacama. It has enabh'd liuesia 10 extract 
platinum from itfl utes, .at a medorate oud yet 
remunerating jiriee.” Note here another 
article of more extended commerce, to winch 
the little dibcuvei'y of the miuiufaeture of soda 
out of common salt is in a direct line grand¬ 
father. riatinum was donaaiided tiecaune the

We have not yet done witii the Riiramury 
of eouswiueiiccs flowing timu the single fiict 
disolowvlby M, Js* Uhuie. \\ e would ob«eivo, 
howev'er, that thi.-. is no isolatisl iiistmec.

Ucicui e |M)iiiis 
the way to cumniurco, and the path o*’ e. m 
merce 1*1 the jiath to peace—^to tm* iiei’fecting, 
ho fw as i>erfectioii CJU lie louki-d lor, of the 
Intuian fluutly. Commerce must awakini oiir 
fllecpm., bofurc C’liristiauily can pour its voieo 
into their euiu Miboioiim ius befoi-c rocrchantB 
ai‘e iu most parts of the worhl—tiio w'ed 
Imfoi'c thu jilongh.

It is 
not ill the iHiwei of any man of science to niter 
hii opinions, to tin 11 tlieiii this W»y and that; 
lie cannot lie comiiiiiudod ; be must lie coii- 
vinctd. To cause our dutlriiio to diaipix'ar 
fioin the world, it is not enough to shut the 
niuiith of a man, as those imagine whoincik- 
siuv the judgment of otheis by their own. It 
would be necessary not merely to prohibit a 
book, and the writings of the aitheronts ol the 
doetmc, but to probibit all science ; to iorbid 
xtiea to look towards the heavens, m older 
that they should ecu nothing that does not 
lit with the old system, whik it is explained 
bj the new. 

It is a crime against truth; when men seek 
the more to suppress hei*, the more clearly 
and openly she shows hersidl But to 
cpndemii one opinion, and leave the rest 
Olauding, would Ik? still worse, for it would 
give men the chance of seeing an opinion 
praved to bt* true, whkh had been comlemued 
as false. But to forbid .S<*toDcu itself, would 
be against the Bible, which teaches, in a 
hundred places, how the greatnm a«d glory 
of Udl aic wonderfully seen in all his works, 
and arc 10 be le.ul in their lull divinity in the 
open book of the h'r ; and lot none 
believe that we hrte fciiinletcd the ivading 
(rf the sublimo thougliis which sta id written 
in characters of liglit on those jmges, wAca ve 
have ffased on the biightnesa of the sun and 
stars at their rising atid setting, whidi, ind(*ed,; 
tlie benAls also can do; but there ale theieiu 
mysteries so profound, ideas so suhlitne, that 
titc nightly labour^ the obsetvations, ^ the 
studies^ of hundred of the aentest minds, 
after a tkoluand years of resCai'ch, have not

The umu who does not^ fliucli from the 
acceptance of a new ttoith* and titc*coTilm' 
diction of old eri or, nmob ^ oiialillsdtto know 
the nature of tlial error vdbiclt he couti.uliute. 
Only a man whose mind has bciui duecUid 
earnestly to any branch: 6f knowledge, wlio 
hiis learned its strength and weakness, can be 
quiiliiieil to add safely to its stores, or to eon' 
Iradiel eoiiclusions which his neighbour may • 
thrast ilipiiantiy aiide, ignorant altogether of 
the pi emtses on which they rest. A mau of 
ipiiek p^urts may, indeed, strike out now and 
eurruet ideas iijatii a subject eonceiiung which 
hi* is geneially ill informed; but if he wish 
that Ills iflea should bo useful, lie must place 
it in the hands of one of the world’s woi'kara, 
who has spared no jiaiiiH to teiu'li liiniHelf 
upon that s]M>cidl suhjoot all th.at his bretlu-ou 
know.

Ihe^ 
labour on for hours against tidp, perhaps^ and 
slowly make the harbour; the diaap^inted 
female couutenauees on tbe shore mwe than 
ivflectiiig back the gloom on their own haggard 
features. Moored to the quay, their tusk is 
not ended. Tlieir nets are satniWd with sea- 
btine; and if left in that state in the hold of 
the boat, would speedily rot: they must care- 
fuUy disentangle and 2 >lace them on eai'ts to 
be driven away to the fields; there to bo 
ilried roaily for the evening fislung. 

This pioeess behig accompliwed, a few 
hasty liouiv. of sleep ato snatched f^m the 
busy da^', and the nets are agtun gathered, 
carted, and hliipiKsl. Tlie boats stand out to 
sea. But this night may be precisely llio 
reverho of the firhl. The douds gather in 
blackness above the heads of the devoted 
men, the hurric.mo raLscs its thnnder>notes in 
their ears, and the angry waves rngt* ai'ouud 
them, 'nio beacon-liglit may bo w'en, but 
iimst not lie reaeliwl, for the wind bloww 
inland, and iieUliei oar nor rudder eonld 
guide with safety through the narrow open¬ 
ing that leads to the haibour. Missing it, 
they would bedaslietl on the iion bound nxist. 
The laigci baj’S or istuaries, however distint, 
uiUbt now be mu for. J>eekcd vessels might 
sliuid fuither out to sea and Inave the storm; 
but ojitu Imats, sbipjiiug wav^s at every 
bound, must seek fur safety undei the lee or 
the fticndly land. Thus shaping their course, 
they commence their ilangerous evperimeut; 
some reach the desired retreat, others do not 
—4iho litter of broken oars and timber, that 
strew tlie beodi and rocks; and occasiouully 
the w’eathcr-lieaten body, with its long matted 
jhair, telling but too mournfully tbo talc ot 
their doom. 

i^gaiiL the boat fleet returns. It is seen 
in Uie offing, with gunwales deep in the water, 
rising heavily on the ascending wave, and 
then the joyrul news goes round, that there 
has been good fishing, and forthwith pre¬ 
parations aie made to turn the sueoess to the 
nest account. Hie boats arrive, and all hands 
to the lieaeh. The no1», filled with herrings, 
are rajiidly diecntaugled, and measured off ui 
Iwskets ; two of whira answer to tbe technical 
denomination of a eran. They are then driven 
off to the carers’ fitatiou^ where processes are 
gone through more remarkable for energy 
than purity of anpearanee. One set of nymphs, 
with knife in^hand, opeiato on the fish; a 
second class amze the prepared specimena and 
pack them in barrels, strewing handfdk of 
salt between each t then follows the«

.Loudon ajw proviudal markets, to be disposed 
of as " &e^ heTTiagB.” Of the fish nothing 
ia lost; the refhse, constituting a rich manure, 
obtains a read; market at the rate of one 
dulling and eighlpence per barrel. 

Hdung is prosecuted ever; da; (weather 
pemiitliug) except Sundajm; bat it is obvious 
that if it were not for a limited period, no 
amount of human strength could beai' up 
against such excessive labour. The season lasts 
for two months, commencing from about the 
eighteenth of Jnl;; but although occupying 
this brief period in wbat may ro termed the 
. actual bufimess of fishiiy;, tiio ]n«Uminary 
operations occupy the greater portion of the 
wltolo year. Thus females arc employed in 
the winter season in weaving and mending 
nets, men in dyeing them and sails with bark, 
iu order that they may lH>tter resist the action 
of salt-water; iu pi-cpariug corks, bbuidors,

I The history of the hen lug fisiiety affords 
' an iiisfi-uetive jiroof of the inutility of govem- 
, mental inteiference iu matlei-s of eoumieice. 

I For many centuries the tiaJe hail been pro- 
M'cuteil l>y the Dutch; and, jealous ot the 
supposed large prulits accnuiu' from it, the 
Euglish were desirous of hliaring in the 
I siHul. Adam Amitli informs us tliutj in 1740, 

, (luvemment was the means of instituting a 
l’•rltlsll Fishing Society, with a capital of live 
I hundred thousiuid pounds, which offered a 
bounty of fifty pounds for every ton of herrings 
i-aught; but, as the gi-oss proceeds only yields 
one hundred and fifty-nine i>onmfs, seven 
shillings and sixpence, the absurdity of such 
' a bounty was ma^estly glarlnj^. This system 
continued till 1786, when, accorling to a ipiaint 
writer^ “herrings were sought alter with as 
mueh avidity as if each of them contained a 
ducat in its mouth.” In 1800 the bounty fell 
to three pounds }x>r ton, or two shillings xier 
bairel; iu 1826 it rose to four Bliilliugs jper 
barrel; and in 1830 tlie bounty was with¬ 
drawn altogeUier. The system of rewarding, 
or bribing, men to engage iu a particular 
traffic, idwaya exercises a p >ruiciouB influence. 
If a trade M worthy of being followed, the 
competition inseparable from commerce will 
cause it-to be looked after for its own sake. 
Lured by the bounty,‘on inferior class of men 
engaged iu tlm trade, witii whom the curers 
(^inidi^ men between the flshemen and 
uunsumer) eotdd not carry on buriness ami¬ 
cably or pro^ldly. It was tlie bribb, not the 
&h, that wa» oaiisd for; and, vrhot wi& por 
seasonable flahui^ and inferior b 6 ats and gear 
for the trafl^c, the whole system rapidly de- 
olined undftr njghtshade of Guvefgiment 


hounties. A glance at the following returns 
will show that, after a temporary deiduM^ 
which naturally followed the suddefi.' 
diawal of rewards in 1830, the trade has, aver S « 
since being left to itself, continued to improve 
progressively, until it is now carried ott fo ' 
about four tunes tlie extent that it was in 1616^ 
when absurdly fostered.

Broken fisli are now 
little known—they belonged to the period 
when iKitiuties were given; and when OovsrU' 
ment gave its money to the slaveholder, 
it took it away from tW fishermen, ana 
market and pnxlueero disappeared at one 
and the aune time. In the fourteenth and 
filteenth eeuturies, hemngs were in great 
demaud on 11 h> Continent during 1x*nt; 
and it is e\en savl that Charlc*' the Fifth 
erected a niununieiit over the remains of 
one Beukilsoii, the inventor of pickled 
hen higs

Mot a doubt oi it. Ill like muiiuer, children 
of a larger gniwtli delight in gin, and take 
otlio stimulating things 'o execss. If a child 
ciie*. fora nice mixtiaeof jiotsoiusl plums and 
swectuieafs, are wu to give tliLui heeniise of 
the pleasure th<*y excite at the moment? 
There is no philosophy, no moral firmness, in 
this; though it may W iiatiinil enough in a 
bookseller to tulvancc such an argument. His 
ohje«*t is to sujiply a unuLet. What children 
like, is eoubiderecl “ the demand,” and oheilieut 
parents, bowing to indulgent diildren, uhtaiii 
whatever the losy-cheeked little tyrants 
require. 

what is to be done for children in ibis 
matter ? Tlie fiiat step towards a reform 
that will strUce most jieople, is by no means 
BO easy of iH-actieal ax'coi^lishment. Some 
years ago, the author of “ The Good-natui’ed 
Bear,—a Story for Cliildron of All Age^” 
went to a pubfisher, eminent for his juvenile 
bodes, and proposed the following work. He 
wished to aw^en parents and guardians of 
childrim to the’condition of nui-aei^r litera¬ 
ture an^ to Iram them against a heap of 


"favourite” books and tales, as of most 
injurious tendency. The publisher was struck 
with the proposal; but, after some days* oon- 
siderstioii, be demuiTed to it, on the ground 
of the largo amount of capital already em¬ 
barked by many resjiectable houiws in the 
trade, in these very books; hundreds of thuu- 
saiids of which were profusely illustrated, and 
great nuniliers lieautifnlly lionnd ; he there¬ 
fore tiiought it would seem invidious towaids 
the trude, and that his motives would, at best, 
be iniHoembtnu'd. Tlie Good-natured Bear 
saw some reasou in iluB, or, at any rate, 
ivcdved it as a good comiuercud objection ; 
and, bowing to Me, agreeil to moility bis 
original proposal. Listcod of denouncing all 
the bad books and tales by name, with all* 
their death-dealing luid alarming illustrations, 
he now pro])OHCil to denounce them only in 
general terms, on bruail principles,—and to 
sj^iecify by name only' sneb Ihjoks, tales, and 
songs as were good—beautiful and poetical in 
spirit, or hniiioniiis and amusing; and in no 
case containing cruelties, liorrors, vices, and 
terrors of any kind. The publislier rubbed 
his bauds with a beaming smile. " This will 
<lo,” sai<l he; “ this will do; .and, by the way, 
J liavi* myself ])ublished a number of Ixtoks, 
exactly of tins latter kind—beautiful in 
jKietry, amiable in jirose, humorous and 
amusing in spirit; and the illustrations and 
binding among the Ik si in the trade; all of 
which you would, no donbt, specially mention.” 
'J[,'he Guud-uatuied Bear was carried, fainting, 
into a eab. 

Wlicre is a reform in the nursery libraiy 
to come from ? A mil reform, both iu the 
spirit, and the letter, and not a "sh.nn,” that 
will liHik well in the adv(*rti&enieuls ? One 
cannot expect it to come from the eliililuii; 
for they are fas<*iuated hy what th \ tear. 
Almost as little misouable will u be to 
expe<*t such a lefonii to oiigiiiate with the 
publishers of children’s bonks, iieaily all ot 
whom* present stock in trade is full of the old 
leaven of direct evil, or r»*ekless tun. The 
leal ri'form must liegin with the iiamits. 
Directly they begin to tliiiii, the publisbors 
will feel it, and r^poiid.

Our atTiios]ilicro 
is heaviest upon the stirliMa; of the earth, and 
becomes lighter mul thinner as we rise ; tiio 
ray, therefore, from a star conies to us alter 
travelling in such a cuive.

Ujiou 
the liatd surface of a jiebbie there arc changes 
that take place whenever a cloud floats before 
the KUii. JN-ever mind that now. The colounal 
rays of which pui'e white light is Conqinuuded 
are usually said to be seveu—Violet, Indigo, 
Bine, Green, Yellow, Orange, lied ; and they 
may oe technically remembered iu their jiroiier 
order by combining their initials into the 
iHirbarous word Vibgyor. I^iese arc culled 
pruunatie colours, mwause Uiey wore first 
separated ^ the passiim of a ny of mru 
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is much rcinieted, and it liapiieas that tlie 
contained rays all disagree with one auothev 
as to the e^tmt to which they mifler thcin- 
M'lvtiH to he out by a change of medium. 
Violet refracts most, and Bed leiiRt; the others 
stand between in the order iu which Uiey 
have just been nuiued, the order in which 
you fK‘e tb<*ni in the rainbow.

The tin* is one of tlic 
most ti'Hiisjmi'ent Isidies known. On a cic.ir 
day—when vajHiur (tli.it is not air) docs not 
mingle witli our nlmo4>hcre—mccluuiicaJ ol>- 
Htacles and the earlh's figiirc fonu ilie only 
limits to onr vision. You may w'o t'olognc 
Oatlunlral Ci'om n muiiiilulu distant nearly 
sixty miles. Nevci'tliclc'-s, if the atnios]>lieie 
had no alisorbiug jiowct, oidy diieci lays 
of. the Buii, or rays leflieted from tin* snb- 
htuiiecs about us, would be vinibli* ; the sky 
would be lilnek, not blue ; and sunset would 
abriqrtly ])iteli us into ]K*i*feei ingbt. 'I be aii. 
however, alisoibs light, wliidi lui-oines inti’i*- 
mixed witli its whole snlist.'iiee. Hold ii]i 
your head, o|h*ii your ey»s widely, and staivnl 
the iiooii-day sun. You will soon shut your 
ey^es and turn yoiiv liejul away'; look at him 
in the evening or hi (he morning, and he will 
not blind yon. Wliy I Ueiiiembeniig tin* 
Earth to be a globe siu-rouiiiled by all utnio- 
spheiv, you will |>en*eiM* thul the sim’s riiys 
at noonday have to ]sMiulratu the simyile tliiek- 
iiess of the atiuuB)iiierc, measured in a sli-aight 
line upwards Irom the eailh ; but iu Uie 
evening or raoriiiiig iUi beams fidl aslant, and 
have to sli]) through a gieat deal of air Ix'fore 
they reach ns; siiJl'erhig, lliwefon*, a great 
deal of robbei'y'; liiat is to say, having much 
light aliHorlied. 

N ow, why is tlio sky blue ? Not only does tin 
air absorb light; it reflects it also. The par¬ 
ticles of air rdlect, however, most esiieciallj 
tiic blue ray, while they let tho red and Ins 
comfianions sli]> liy. This constant reflection 
of the blue I'ay causes the whole air to aiqioar 
blue; but what else does it cause ? Let us 
consider, ff aii* reth'cts or turns aside, or 
bustles out of its yila^e tlie blue ray, sntlunng 
the rest to ysuis, it follows as a coiiHequence 
tiiat the mure air a ray of light enoouutinw, 
the more Idue will it lone. The sun’s rays in 
the morning and the evening ikUiiig aslant, as 
we have said, across a great breimtU of our 
atmosphere, must lose their blue light to a 
terrible extent, and very likely reach us with 
the blue all |^e, and red lord pwoinount. 
But eoi, in, truth, the caseis; and th:« same fact

Well, 'riio King had groat possessions, luid 
(wlMt with his own ngiits, ttiid what w’ith 
thoae of his w ife) was lonl of on« third part 
of Frnhee. lie was a young man of ^igor, 
f.hility, luul lesoliition, and iinmedi.itoly ai^ 
])Ued liimsolf to ivuioye some of the evils 
whioli had arisen in tlio last nnhajipv toign. 
Ifb revoked all the gmnts of laud that hud 
lieeiV-hnstily made, on either aide, Unriiijj the 
Wbe stntggies; he obliged nniuliors of dia- 
ovdcrly eoldiera to <lej[kait from England ; he 
rcnlaitued all the oastlos belonging to the 
Orotni; anti hn forced tho wicked dohles to 
]»tll dtinkut their oMm castles, to the sinmber, 
of eleven hihdrcd, in whidi sneh distnal' 
owmlti^H had bien iiiflieled l(tti thb •

him iu Francoj while h6 wrasso ycll employed, 
and rondorod it noeos&ary foi* him to n'jiair to 
that country; where, after he luul subdued 
and iii.ulo a friendly nTrangemonl with Ids 
brother (who did not live long), his ambition 
to inoroasc his possessions iiiyoliod him in a 
war with the Fi 1*11011 King, Tjonis, with whom 
he had been on such iriondlv t<*rms just 
licfove, that to the Freiieh King's iu'lant 
danght«*r, thi*n a hahy in tlie eiadle, he had 
pioiiiised one of his little sons iu marriage, 
who was a child of live years old Ifowi vci, 
the w.ii came In nothing at hast, and the Pojie 
iinde th( two Kings friends a«jain. 

Now*, lh(' (“lergy, in the tronlilcs of the lad 
n igii, had gone on vci*}* biully indu d. Tlu i*c 
weio all kinds of erimlii.ils among thim— 
uiiiiilereis, thieves, and vagahonds and tlic 
wof'jl of the matter was, that the yood ju u sts 
would not give uji the hail ones to justice, 
when they eoiiiiiiiilisl crimes, htil peisthU'd 111 
shdteriiig and dif ndiiig them. The Kiii”, 
well knowing tliat theiv could be luj piacc 01 
r(*st ill England while such tilings histed, 
ri'sohed to n*dace the jxiwer of tlioclciey , 
and. when he hail wiened si vin ymis, toiin 1 
(as he coiisidorod) a good opportimit v lor 
doing so, iu the death of the Ai(libi''ho]) ol 
(.'anttiltniy, “1 will have for the now An*h- 
bishop,” thoiuilit the King, “ a ft u*nd 111 whom 
I can trust, who will htlji me to hiinihle these 
[itliellioiis 2Miist*,, anil to h.iie (him dc'ilt 
with, whin they do wrong, as otiu 1 men wlio 
do wioiig aie de.ilt with.” Iso, he resolvisl to 
make Ids favorite the new Archbishop ; and 
this Livoiite was so extiaordinaiy .ayuan, and 
ids story' is so curious, that J must fell yon 
all aliont him. 

Once npou a time, a worthy inerihant of 
Jjohdoii, naiiied (.Ulhiskt a IIm ki'.j*, uinde a 
pilgrimage to the Holy rjaiid, and was t.ikeu 
jirisoner by a Siuiweji lord This lonl, wlio 
trPatert him kindly* and not like a sl*ive, had 
one fair dauvliterj who fell in Jove with the 
inerehantj'ahrt ^vhl> told him that she V*anli.fl 
to ^irtstiau, and was willing to 

many him if'they could fly' to a Plirislian 
country. The mereliant ivluiued her love, 
until he Toniid an opportunity to esi*ape, whep' 
he did not Iroahle himaelf at all about the 
Saracen Isuly, but escaped with his servant 
llieharil, who had lieen taken prisoner along 
w'ith him, and arrived in Enghaiid and forgot 
her. Tho Saraeett lady, who was moj*c loving 
than the merchant,'left her father’s house 
in disguise to follow him, and inaile liei* 
way, under hiany hawlships, to the sea¬ 
shore.

King tiled to poll it oil, the Ghaneillor triid 
to ket>p it on, both were mar rolling Ironi 
their saddles in the nmd, when tlie ('haneellor 
submitted, and tlie Iving gave tl e cloak to 
the old beggar- nimh to the begaar’s 
astoiiislimeiit, and nnnh to the iiu iTiment ot 
all the eoiiiliers in alluulanee. For, eonrtieis 
are not only lagev to hiiigii wben the King 
laughs, but the} leally do enjoy a laugh 
against a Favoi ite. 

“1 will imike," thought King llemy the 
Sieond, “this Gliaimllor ot mine, Thomas 
il Jtiekel, \iihbishopof Ganteibiii}. llevvill 
then he tin- hi'ail of (he t.hureh, and, being 
lievotinl to me*, will hi Ip me to eoiriet the 
Ghiiieh. fie has alwajs uj.h«ld inj powr 
ag.iinst tlie ]iowir ol ihe flerai, and oiiee 
piililiilv told Millie bi hops (I ii'imiiibei), that 
meu of tlie Gliiireh weie ii|Uiill} lioiind to me 
with men of the swold. 'I honias «i Lei kit is 
the mall, of all oDiii men lu l.iiglaud, to help

I affair of the erimsuu cloak must hav’e lieen 
I anythini' hut a pleasant one to a haughty man. 

[ Tiiwoas k Locket kmw lK*tU>r than anyone 
I ill Enghttid jvifat the King egnee-ted of him. 
’llu all Ins will]iluous*life,hv had never yet 
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1>e4ii ia a )Kwitinn Co <)mp|)oint the Kiiitf 
Ilf fouhl take iiu that pruud Htaiid now, »s 
howl of thf OlinK'ii; end lio dcitormincd tlint it 
•should be written inbuitory, either that he sub¬ 
dued the Kiu^, or tliat tho Kin^ MultduHi him. 

So, of a Hiiddeii. he eoiupletuly nlleretl the 
uhole ni.'initer f>r hia iil'e. £Je turned olTall 
liie brilliant foUuwera, ate coarse food, dituik 
bitU'v water, wore next hia skin sackcloth 
eo\er<*d witli dirt and vermin, (lor it was 
then thoui'ht ry ndi^oua to in' very dirty,) 
ilos'i'ed his biti’k to piiiiiah liiiuMelf, lived 
chiefly ill a little cel), waKhed the ieil ol

,as inisuniiilc and liuniliJi as he iiossibh eould.

I talked alaiiit as an Aichiusliop tliau ho liiul

I 'Die King was very angry, and wna nuule 
I still mon- til, when tlie new Archbishop, 

' elainiing vaiious estates froi.i tho nobit's .as 
‘ iH'iug rightfully Church property. I'eguiiid 
the King hiniHelf to givt' up llochesler Castle, 
and Hnebi'Hter City ttai, lor the same i eiuum. 
Not witislieil with tins, he declared that no 
}>ower hut hiius< If should appoint uprieatto 
any ehundi in the iku t of Muglaiid over which 
he was Arciibisluip; and when a coi’tiun 
geutleiunu of Kent made such an a]>}Hiintniuut, 
us he elaimed to have the right to do, Thomas 
il Beckei esciiniiounicated lum. 

Nxeotiununieatiou was, nflkt to the Inter¬ 
dict 1 told you of at (he close of Die lust 
chapter, the givat weaiaai of the cli rgy. it 
eonsisted iu declaring the jM'i'son who was 
oxeommnniented, an outcast from the ('Lurch 
und from .ill religions olhees, and in cui-siug 
him all over, tiom the top of his head 
to, the sole of Lis foot, whether be was staiiil- 
ing up, lying down k/ieding, walking, 

nlDumg, hoppiug, jamp nu, gaping, coughing, 
•n(ie.isiiig, or whatever else he w.u iloiiig. 
This unehnstian noius'iiso would of course 
have made no sort of diilereure to the jierson 
cui’sed—who eould say his pvayeiw at home if 
hp were shut out of uhm'ch, and whom none 
I but (ion could jmlge~but tor the fears aud 
I superHlitioiis of tho people, wlio a\oided ex- 
I ecoamuuicatud peiNoiis, and innilu their lives 
luihunpy. So, the King said to the Now 
Arehiilsiio]i, " Take otf this Excommunication 
from tluH gi'iitleiimu of Keut." To which the 
Arolibialiop replied, “ I will do no such thing.” 

The quarrel wont on. A priest iu Worces- 
toxiahtre oomnutkHl a luost dreaditil murder, 
that aiMused the horror of the whole nation. 
The King demanded to have this wretoli

The Archbishop refused, and koidi him in tlie 
BishoTi’a prisoA.

in future all piiests found gniity before their 
Uirhom of crimes against the law of the land, 
should he considered priests no longt'i', and 
shouhl be delivered over to the law of the 
land for piiuislmu'nt. Tho Arcbhuiho]i again 
n'fiiscd, 'riie King required to know wlietlier 
the ch rgy would oU*y the ancient enstoms of 
the couiitiy I Eveiy luiont there, but one, 
saiil, alti'r Tliomas ^ Itocket, “Raving my 
order.” Tliis plainly nu'aiit that they would j 
only oliey those ciMtoins when they did not 
mterft iv with their own lUTogant claims ; aud 
the King went out ofthell.ill in gicat wr.ith. 

Some if the clergy hc" tii lo be atiMid, now, i 
that they were going too tar. Though Thomas 
ii Ik'cki'l was otherwise as iiiitiiuvisl as Wtsl- 
iiii'isU'r Dali itself, th<*y' prevailed upon him, 
for the s.iko of tlu'ir ic.'iis, to go to the King I 
at Woodstock, <iiid jiroiiiisi' to obsiixe the 
ancient customs of the iountiy, without sav¬ 
ing anvtlilDg about his order.
